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PREFACE. 


T was neceſſary to print this Volume of Letters, before I put thoſe of the Hifto

| cafion there is of referring to them in the courſe of that Hiſtory, which could not be 
done with any exatineſs, ſo as the Reader might with of conſult them, unleſs the Let- 
ters were firſt printed. The uncertain, miſtaken, falſe, and contradictory accounts, 
which have been given of the Iriſh Rebellion by writers influenced by ſelfiſh views and 
party animeſities, or 8 with proper and authentick materials and memoirs, 
2h me unwilling, out of a delicacy in the point of veracity, to publiſh my own account, 
(which in 2 reſpects will differ from all that have hitherto been given) without a 
number of undoubted and unexceptionable teſtimonies, ſuffictent to verify the general, 
tenour thereof, and the moſt material paſſages therein related, and to beſpeak, as it 
were, faith to the reſt, in which I am ſupported by the like evidence, though not here 
produced, either for want of room to inſert it, or becauſe it lay ſperfed in a multi- 
tude of letters, the main part of which was of little conſequence, though ſome particu- 
lar paragraphs were very confiderable. „„ | 

TI found the Gentlemen of taſte and learning, whom I conſulted on this occaſion, agree 
unanimouſly in opinion, that none but entire ee ſhould be printed: ] have tbere- 
fore publiſhed theſe in all their integrity. The letters of the Lords Fuſtices or Lord 
| Lieutenant in conjunction with the Council of Ireland, though I have a complete ſe- 
ries of them, are generally omitted, becauſe there was ſo much form therein, as might 
poſſibly render them leſs agreeable to the Reader, and the matter thereof, being chiefly 
relations of facts publickly tranſacted, would appear leſs curious to the world, than 
ſuch letters as give an account of the real motives and ſecret ſprings of action, which 
mnſpired and influenced the conduct of perſons and parties in thoſe troubleſome times. 
To thoſe of this latter fort I have uſually confined my ſelf; only in regard of the 
Ceſſation in 1643, and of the Treaty with the Parliament of England for the ſur- 
render of Dublin and other garriſons in 1647, as they were affairs of a delicate na- 
ture and great moment, I have inſerted ſome letters of the Council relating to thoſe 
tranſattions. The ſubſtance of their other letters is thrown into the body of the Hi- 
flory, in which likewiſe are inſerted at length ſome others of the Lords fee, figned 
not by the Council in general, but by a particular junto of it, and wrote under the 
charge of ſecreſy, 14 could not properly make their appearance in the world, unleſs 
accompanied with à relation of the particular circumſtances, wherein they were avrote. 

T have choſe therefore to compoſe this volume chiefly of the Letters of King Charles 
the Firſt, and of the Lord Digby and Sir Edward Nicholas, Secretaries of State, to 
the Duke of Ormonde in particular; and as that excellent Prince has with an un- 
parallelled malice and inbumanity been loaded with vile, odious, and falſe aſperſions on 
occafion of the Iriſh Rebellion, I have given a full and oy ng ſeries of all theſe letters 
which came to the Duke's hand, and were found among his papers, ſecreting none of 
them from publick view on this occaſion. The world will ſee there as great a confi 
dence placed in the Duke by his Mole, as ever was repoſed in any ſervant; a confi- 
dence without reſerve, which, if ever it can be juſtly placed in any ſubject, was ſo in 
him, who uſed it with a wiſdom, and returned it with a duty and alli without a 
parallel. They will ſee in the King's letters his real and undiſguiſed ſentiments on 
all events that happened, and in all the various circumſtances and ſituation of his 
faire; and will fee nothing, either in them, or in the orders and inſtructions which 

e ſent from time to time for the affairs of Ireland, but what became a wiſe, good, 
and a gracious Prince, the tender, as well as common, father of all his people, truly 
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concerned for the preſervation of the laws of the land, and the juſt rights and liber- 
ties of his ſubje&ts, as well as zealous for the maintenance of the Proteſtant Religion, 
and the conſtitution of the Church of England. The greateſt part of theſe letters, 
both of the King and the Secretaries of State, were wrote in cyphers, and though 
generally decyphered by the Duke of Ormonde, yet it was no little trouble to decypher 
the reſt by ſuch keys as I formed out of the figures explained by his Grace. For the 
underſtanding of ſome, I was forced to apply to the Reverend Mr. Davys, Rector of 
Caſtle- Aſhby in Northamptonſhire, who bath a wonderful Skill in the Art of decy- 
phering, and never failed to give me the true meaning of thoſe letters, and ſcraps of 
letters in cypbers, which I did not at firſt underſtand, as I found evidently proved 
by other letters in the ſame cypher, which I met with afterwards, decyphered in his 
Grace's hand. The Reader will eaſily diſtinguiſh this ſort of letters by the writer and 
his correſpondent's being therein ſpoken of generally in the third perſon. 
Lord Clarendon hath in his Hiſtory given ſo great a character of the Margueſs 
of Clanricarde, and raiſed ſuch an opinion of the uſefulneſs of his Memoirs for un- 
derſtanding ihe true ſlate of the affairs of Ireland in thoſe times, that T have thought 
it proper to give a ſeries of his letters, not doubting of their being well received by 
the world. I made all the enquiry I could after theſe Memoirs, which were once in 


ſeveral volumes in the poſſeſſion of the late Mr. Wogan of Ratchcoffy in the County 


F Kildare; but a compleat ſet of them is not now any where to be found. The 
firſt volume thereof is in ſevera! hands: that which I made uſe of I owe to the hu- 
manity and favour of the Earl of Egmond, who very generouſly communicated it 
and ſeveral other uſeful tapers to me. There is another copy of the ſame Volume 
among the late Archbiſhop Marſh's manuſcripts in the library of S. Sepulchre af 
Dublin: but the original is in the poſſeſſion of Dr. Bolton, the preſent Archbiſhop of 
Caſhel, wrote for the greateſt fart in the Margueſs's own hand, though letters are 


from time to time interſperſed throughout it, in the hand-writing of bis Secretary. 


This Volume containeth that Nobleman's letters and obſervations from the beginning of 
the Rebellion in October 1641, to the 30th of Auguſt 1643. J have from thence 
taken the letters here publiſhed, that were wrote within that ſpace of time; the reſt 
TI 1 * or:t of the originals which I have by me, and which were 2 by him to 
the Duke of Ormonde, with whom (being made Lord Lieutenant about two months 
after that latter period) be held a regular and conſtant correſpondence, ſending all 
his accounts, and communicating to him all his obſervations. 

To theſe I have now and then added ſome letters of Lord Inchiquin and other 
conſiderable per ſons, tolen they explain the motives of their conduct, or contain any 
curious relaticn of paſſages, which would aford entertainment, or convey any im- 
portant information to the Reader. I have likewiſe inſerted ſome of the great Earl 
/ Strafford's, concerning matters preparatory to the Rebellion; ſome of which I 
found among the Duke of Ormonde's papers, and the reſt, wrote in Sir George 


 Wentworth's hand, but ſigned by the Earl, were imparted to me by the Lady Mont- 


caſſel, and had belonged formerly to Sir Paul Davys. They may poſſibly contribute to 
revive the defire which the world hath of ſeeing one day valle the large collec- 
tion of that eminent Stateſman's letters, which now lies hoarded up in the library of 
the Earl of Malton. 

But what makes the moſt conſiderable part of this Volume, is the letters of the 
Duke of Ormonde himſelf, which I have taken from the foul draughts which he 
drew with his own pen, and the copies which he preſerved of them. Were I to judge 
from the hand-writing, they ſeem generally to be wrote in a great hurry ; but who- 
ever confiders the matter of them, will find abundant reaſon to admire the ſagacity, 
judgment, prudence, loyalty, integrity, and virtue of that Great Man, and be ſuf- 
Hoiently prepared to receive every thing that is ſaid of him in the Hiſtory of his 
Life. ;

My Lord, 


ITH much adoe I have gotten an afternoon quiet to anſwer all your 
private letters, and then to give you an account how all ſtands with us 
on this ſide. 


I begin with your Lordſhip's of the 6th of the laſt chckich 3 If the Primate's 


leaſes be not confirmed till my coming, I conceive the matter will not be 
great; ſo as, if the commiſſion do not inable you thereunto, it will not be of 


that conſequence, to put us to the trouble to take a new one only to that | 


purpoſe; ſo as if you have power, you may confirm ; if you have not power, 
it may reſt for a while without any prejudice conſiderable one way or other. 

It was very well done to remember to examine thoſe inſolencies where- 
withall the Biſhop of Limerick chargeth the ſextons, and therefore your Lord- 
ſhip will purſue ir. 

For David Bourke, you will confine, and ſo being divided from his bro- 
ther, and kept out of Connaght, his nails will be ſufficiently paired for ſcratch- 
ing to any great purpoſe. 

I am full of belief they will lay the charge of Darcye the Sheriffe's death 


to me. My arrows are crucl that wound ſo mortally ; but I ſhould be more 


ſorry by much the King ſhould looſe his fine ; therefore, I pray you, conſult 


it thorowly with the Judges. 
I am verily perſwaded Sir Thomas Eſmunde will be found to have his hand 


in this buſineſs with Crosbye ; but this will be better judged after Crosbye hath 
been examined, and then you ſhall hear further. 

You ſhall do paſling well to bring the Lord Roche to judgment, and not 
to truſt him farther than you ſee him. You know my opinion of this noble 
man, ſo I ſhall not need to mention him any more; and for certain if the 
proof be not full, it hath been thorow the ill-handling of the Atturney, the 


fact in itſelf being fo foul and evident. 


For your granting of Church livings, you have a full direction in my publick 
letter, which I pray you to ſee complied with; and it ſhall be well done, that 


as often as you conceive the King to be intitled to any Church living, to ſend 
a caveat to the Ordinary to ſtay inſtitution, till there may be time to under- 


ſtand the titles of the Crown. 
Howbeit you have no power to grant any pardon, yet ſhall you do paſſing 
well to reprieve men, as often as you find cauſe for it; for ſo they may be 
preſerved and delivered by the King's mercy hereafter, if the cauſe juſtly re- 
quire it. 


The murther you mention of the P;/ſworths, was very foule reported before 


my coming over; and it were well there ſhould be ſome eye had to the eſtate, 
being it ſcems perſonal ; in caſe upon the conviction any thing ſhould fall to 
the King. 

I ſend you the articles betwixt me and the Chancellor ſealed as you will 
find. 


Jam glad my ſervants and the garde give their attendance as they ought ; 


if they fail, I pray you to call upon che Steward and Sir Robert Ferrar to 


mind them of their dutyes. 
Next in anſwer of yours of the 22d of the Jaſt month: As for the ſearch 


you made for the libell, it cannot be helped ; but for the future, unleſs there 


be moſt evident proof, I ſhould not adviſe to ſtir at all; for it makes but 
noiſe to no purpoſe, and makes the men that write the cartell, take themſelves 


to

to be more conſiderable than in truth they arc, in my eſtimation at leaſt : but 
it was well done in the concluſion to colour it as drawn upon himſelf for 
teaching logick, &c. 

As for their meetings, I mean the friers, in breach of a proclamation now 
in force; albeit this be a thing fit both for examination and puniſhment ; yet 
cannot I hold this in my judgment a ſeaſonable time to rub upon that ſore, 
you know my ground not to attempt at all, till we be provided to drive it 
thorow. 

My Lord of Corke by his favour gave me no catisfation at all, why he 
ſhould not anſwer the gentleman's petition for Liſinore; and for the reſt, I ap- 
prove the courſe you have taken, and deſire you would purſue it. 

My Lord Mountnorris his cauſe muſt ſtay till my coming; and then I have 
inſtructions to proceed roundly with him. 

beſeech you to call upon the Attorney to cauſe thoſe men of Galluay to 

ut in their anſwer in the Exchequer to the King's title, that ſo it may be ready 
againſt Michaelmas term to be ſentenced. The jurymen fined in the caſtle 
chamber have by the Earl of Sz. Albans petitioned his Macly, but are abſg- 
lutely referred back to the juſtice of Ireland. 

You will alſo by all poſſible means haſten on Raven and his fellows in their 
ſurvey, conſidering ſo much depends upon their diſpatch. 

For the money certified to be expended in the repair of that part of the fort 
next to the town of Callway, I pray you give warrant for the iſſuing of it to 
Sir Fr. Millougby; that ſo the work may go on this ſummer. You will alſo 


find this mentioned in my publick diſpatch. 


I pray you till call upon the return of the corporate townes of their pre- 
tended libertyes, as alſo the certificate of the fees clay med by the officers in 
the courts of juſtice, to the intent they may be ready to be conſulted, and to 
be put in a way of reformation againſt my coming over. | 

The joyning of Sir Thade Duff with Bagſhaw J like very well, for the 


preventing any danger in the importing of torraigne commodityes from pla- 


ces infected; and that they be alſo wary in any ſhipps that come from this 
town, and to make them ſwear that there hath not any died aboard them of 
ſix weeks before: but to make ſo much noiſe to the diſcouragement of trade 
as to proceed to a proclamation, I cannot adviſe it, conſidering the danger 1 
take, by God's good bleſſing, is not ſo great as the fear of it: That the num- 
ber of them that died this laſt week of the plague was leſs by twenty-three 
than the former ; that the whole number is but cighty, and that it is not within 
the walls: yet you ſhall do well to cauſe an eye to be had of all ſtragling 
company that may come over to you from hence; for I think the danger of 
infection liker to be brought unto you by ſuch unknown looſe paſſengers, than 
from any company or commoditics conveyed to you by ca. 

I thank you very heartily for diſcovering the teſtimony of Knowles : and let 
that impudent woman denie as ſhe liſt, there will be ſufficient both to convince 
her, and the reſt alſo I hope: and I beſeech you in any caſe let Anne Joyce 
be ſent for, and carefully examined. 

For my Lord Courcye his penſion; the King hath been moved, and hath given 
me order it ſhould be ſuſpended; which ſhall be obeyed. | 

I do not diſlike any of your proccedings as towards thoſe of Edough—but 
muſt in any caſe adviſe that you do nothing but with the order of the board ; 
nay that you do no more than of needs you muſt till my returne, leſt it might 
be objected, that you were both judge and partye. All this the rather, in re- 
gard I know here is an agent of thoſe people now in town with addreſſes to 
175. I find this lady paſſing ill-affeed unto 186. and principally conceives a 
trick put upon her in this matter; ſo as her eldeſt ſon will not at all look to- 
wards either me or you, which, as I hear, will be very hard to be altered. =

mand; and you have done well to take a courſe, that thoſe near Kinſale be

1 had ir not in my purpoſe, to wiſh you to the keeping of the ſigner, and 
not to truſt your judgment to ule it as you ſaw cauſe, for that had been all 
one, as if it had been left locked up in the Secretary's desk. So as you did; 
and ſhall do, well to ſeale and expedite all ſuch grants as come to you; unleſs 
you ſee ſome particular cauſe whereon to ſtay them. 

And here comes in yours of the 12th of July. If my Lord Dungaruas 
take it ill, the ſervice of the publick be looked upon before his private, who 
can help it? for certainly the Common-wcalth and his Majeſty's ſervice are to 
be firſt ſerved; yet if Sir Beverley can be privately directed to waft them 
over to Holyhead, it is all that in reaſon you are to grant, or they to deſire. 


The devill is in theſe moſt Chriſtian Twurks, and in them that ſet them on work; 


but I truſt we ſhall find an expedient, whereby we ſhall be able to keep them 


off our coaſt for the future. 


I approve well of your reſolution to proceed to ſentence in that cauſe of 
the Lord Roche if it be clear; otherwiſe ſtay till I come : and if it be not fully 
proved, unqueſtionably, it is Mr. Attorney's great fault, or elſe the examiners ; 
for · without queſtion, the proof was once clear, however they have cooked | 
it ſince, and he a ſpirit that will deſerve well to be ſwinged into the know- 
ledge of himſelf and the duty he owes the State. 

The Advocate's place muſt reſt, till 1 can hearken out ſome good Civilian 
that may ſupply it; wherein I will do the beſt I can. 
My brother may build his ſtable as he deſires, and therein make uſe of the 
wall, if it be for his conveniency, and no prejudice to the wall. I think it 
will fave him ſome money in his purſe ; and before you get to the end of this 
letter, I believe you will rather complain, you have rather too much than too 


little of my letters. 


That the Lord Roche his cauſe is in that ill ſtate you mention, is and muſt 
needs be the Attorncy's great negligence and fault; but I truſt he that is to ſuc- 
ceed him, will turne over a new leaf. 

And ſo I have acquit myſelf to every ſyllable of the letters you have writ 
me; and now I charge with my reſerve, which I have husbanded the more, 
that I may totally overthrow you, and give you reaſon to bleſs yourſelf from 
ever provoking me againe in this kind, to torment you beyond all indurance. 

Firſt in general, after a paſling proſperous journey, we met with here a very 
gracious wellcome from his Majeſty, and a very civill and reſpective from all 
men elſe. And ſuch hath been his Majeſty's uſage of me ſince, as I am be- 
lieved to be of more credit and far more conſideration than I take myſelf to 
be; yet do I not endeavour much to undeceive them, in regard that the 
nouriſhing of this opinion makes well for my preſent purpoſe, and future 
quict : for ſo long as men judge me to be in this condition, they will be 
the leſs apt to undertake or trouble me. And to ſay truth, howbeit I do not 


take mylelf to be in that great it degree of fayour, yet 1 do believe it to be 


ſuch

ſuch as will bring me a great deal of peace in my future imployment on that 
ſide. 

The firſt ſtep I made, was to give his Majeſty a rclation of the condition of 
his affairs there; which I did thorow a compariſon how I found them, and 


how ] left them, in the Church, in the Army, in his Revenue, in the publick 
Lawes and Juſtice, and in the Trade and Commerce; in all which I did parti- 


cularly ſhe w, how much they were brought to the better. Then Idid repeat the 


ſeycral calumnies J had been charged withall, and my juſtification. In the laſt 
place I made my propoſition concerning the getting in Ingram part, &c. in the 
cuſtoms, where with his Majeſty was ſo well pleaſed, as he told me it was for 
his honour, and a means to ſharpen the edge of other men's endeavours in his 
ſervice, that I ſhould declare all this matter publickly before the Lords of the 
Councill, which I told him, I was ready to do, as he appointed. 

This not paſt many days, but his Majeſty called upon the report from me at 
a very full Councill; and howbcit I told him, I was in fear his Majeſty might 
be wearicd with the repetition of ſo long a narrative, being no other than he 
had formerly heard before, and that I deſired therefore I might give my account 
to the Lords without his Majcſty's further expence of time; yet he told me it 
was worthy to be heard twice, and that he was willing to have it ſo. 

Thus I procceded, humbly acknowiedging I did moſt willingly give this ac- 

count in that place, in regard it ſhould appear I had not in private abuſed his 
ſacred ears with untruths, and that, if I had in any thing trodden awrie, I 
might thorow their Lordſhips wiſedom and experience be ſet in ſtreighter ways 
for his ſervice; which was indeed the only end and ambition I had before 
me. 
I held the ſame order now, I had done before, and having run over thoſe 
five publick heads before- mentioned, ſhewed them how the Church was im- 
proved in her patrimony, and become altogether conformable to this of Exg- 
land in doctrine and government, by the acceptance of the Articles and Canons 
of England, ſo as now they were become one, which properly they could not 
be ſaid to have been before. | | 

In the Revenue, I declared the contribution to have been continued from 
the country two years after my being Deputy, notwithſtanding that the Lords 


Juſtices and Councill there, before my coming over, had, in their opinions, 
judged it altogether impoſſible to be effected. That there had been and would 


be before Candlemas near 100000 /. debts paid, and not by mean compoſitions, 
but every man in the army, as much as either in honour or juſtice he could 
demand, and the payments procured without favour to one more than another, 
and without charge upon the by. | . 

For the Exchequer, which was before rather one of paper than treaſure, all 
being ſent out by aſſignments before ever it came there; the rents were now 
orderly and juſtly brought in, ſo as the entertainments, as well upon the mar- 


tial as civill liſt, were duely complyed withall, and every man had his money 


at a day, not ſcambling one before another, without ſo much as giving of 

thanks, or dcſiring a courteſy from me therein. 1 
That where the Lords Juſtices and Councill there certified, and that truly, 
that the iſſues were exceeding the incomes, 24000. ſterling, and only to be 
ſupplied by the twelve-pence a Sunday, to be levied upon the recuſant, without 
hope of any other improvement, there was now already an increaſe made of 
8 500]; we had in readineſs 40000 J. to buy in 9450 J. by year upon particulars 
adviſed by the committee of revenue there; hope of improvement 5 1 500/. more, 
and 18000 /. to be ſaved according to a paper by me delivered to his Majeſty; 
ſo as, theſe ſervices effected, there would be a remaine of 600007. above all 
charges; and this Crown eaſed of the charge of furniſhing forth the ſhipps for 
the guard of that coaſt, which coſt us 7000 J. a year by eſtimate, and fo much 
e | yearly

yearly returned in ſpecie into the Exchequer here: that their onely one of 
twelve-pence a Sunday, was no part of this propoſition, in regard when the 
levying of it was adviſed from that fide, his Majeſty held it in his excellent 
witdom unſcaſonable, and in all times moſt uncertaine; in regard, if it take 
that good effect for which it is ordained, which is to bring that people to a 
conformity in religion, it comes to nothing of it ſelf, and ſo proves a covering 
narrower than that a man can wrap himſelf in it. 
In concluding this part, I added theſe cavcats; that no moneys might be 
called for hither, till this work was effected; that no ſute might be granted 
upon any the particulars mentioned in the paper by me delivered unto his 
Majeſty ; wherein I alſo craved their Lordſhips aſſiſtance, that the Exchequer 
there might always have 20000 J. in it, to meet with any ſudden occaſion which 
might happen; and that when there was a ſurplus, that the money might not 
be fetched from us in ſpecie, but ſet upon us by aſſignments, which ſhould be 
punctually complied withall, by thoſe which were to receive the moneys upon 
them. 0 
informed them that the Army was well clad, reaſonably well armed, but 
ſhould be yet better, well exerciſed, and well paid, which they had never been 
before; that I had viſited the whole army, ſeen every ſingle man mylelf, as 


well in his perſon, as in his exerciſing, where other Generalls that had conti— 


nucd that charge longer than my ſelf, had not taken a view, ſo much as of 
one company; that in the remove and marches of the army, they paid juſtly 
for what they took, and paſt along with civility and modeſty, as other {ubjcas, 
without burden to the countryes thorow which they went: but formerly they 
took the victuals and paid nothing, as if it had been an enemic's country; 
whence it was that the ſoldicr now is wellcome in every place, where before 
they were in abomination to the inhabitants. That by this means, the army 
in true account might be ſaid to be of double the ſtrength it had been ; appre- 
hended fo much, as there is neither courage nor hope left for oppoſition ; the 
good ſecured, the bad kept in humility and fear by it, and to be judged wor- 
thy the King's entertainments; and when they ſhall be ſeen, will appear with 
a company of gallant Gentlemen their officers, fit to ſerve a great and wile 
King : whercas not much of all this before, but rather the quite contrary ; 
that for myſelf, I had a dead ſtock in horſes, furniture and armes for my troop 


that ſtood me in 60001; that I was in readineſs upon an hour's warning to 


march; nor did I this out of vanity, but really in regard I did conceive it be- 
came me not to repreſent ſo great a Majeſty meanly in the ſight of that peo- 
ple; that it was of mighty reputation to the ſervice of the Crown, whore 
they ſaw me in ſuch a poſture, as that I was upon an hour's warning able to 


put my ſelf on horſeback, and to deliver, in deſpight of any oppoſition, a 


letter in any part of the Kingdome ; and laſtly in regard men ſhould ice I would 
not exact ſo much duty from any private Captain, as I did impoſe on myſelt 
being their General. 

I concluded this point with delivering my moſt humble advice, that the 
army, as of abſolute neceſlity to that government, was rather to be re- inforced 
than at all diminiſhed, as an excellent miniſter and aſſiſtant in the execution 
of all the King's writts; the great peace- maker betwixt the Britiſb and the 
Native, betwixt the Proteſtant and the- Papiſt ; and the chief ſecurer under God 
and his Majeſty of the future and paſt plantations. | 

The next head was the publick Juſtice of the Kingdome, which I repreſented 
thus; that it was diſpenſed without acceptation of pcrſons, that the poor knew 
where to ſeek and have his relief, without being afraid to appeal his Majeſtic's 
Catholick Juſtice againſt the greateſt ſubject; the great men contented with 
reaſon, becauſe they cannot tell how to help themſelves, or fill their greedy 
appetites, where otherwiſe they are as ſharp ſet upon their own wills as any 


people 
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people in the world ; that, that was a bleſſing the poorer ſort, this a reſtraint 
the richer, had not formerly been acquainted with in that Kingdome. 

The miniſters of juſtice, not inclined to ſerve other mens unwarrantable pur. 
poſes, by any importunity or application; never in ſo much power and eſtima- 
tion in the ſtate and with the ſubject, as now, and yet contained in that due 
ſubordination to the Crown as it is fit, miniſtring wholly to uphold the ſove- 
reignty, carrying a direct aſpect upon the prerogatives of his Majeſty, without 
ſquinting aſide upon the vulgar and vain opinions of the populace. 

Whereas the antient Engliſb colonies were formerly continually queſtioned 
for their eſtates by projectors of ſutes (Wherein that Nation abounds as much 
as in any other cattel) and thereby kept not only in fear, but in a diſaffection, 
and negligent to the improvement of their lands and eſtates; their poſſeſſions 
being now moſt gratiouſly ſettled and ſecured by the commiſſion of defective 
titles, and the act of parliament thereupon had at our laſt meeting; all future 


debates with the Crown are taken forth of the way, themſelves not only con- 


tented, but juſtly encouraged in their induſtry, towards the bettering the courſe 
and manner of their lives, to build, to plant, now that they find they are to 
enjoy the fruits of their own labours. 

Finally, that the Iriſb being in a ſort governed by another law, the ſame 
that we were governed by under thoſe furious troubles betwixt the houſes of 
Tork and Lancaſter, and ſo by the means of their deeds in truſt not only to carry 


from the Crown the benefit of their wardſhips, to coſen all ſtrangers by theſe 


to enter into any action or rebellion whatſoever, without hazarding any further 
loſs, than that of their own perſons, their eſtates preſerved for their poſterity ; 
and which is not the leaſt, this difference occaſioned a great diviſion and ſepa- 
ration betwixt the two Nations, even in manners, as well as in intereſts. 

Now by the laws enacted this laſt parliament, I might truly ſay that Ireland 
was totally become Engliſb; all the flower of good laws paſt ſince Henry the 
VII. his time gathered, without leaving one out, which might be of advan— 


ſtatutes of wills and uſes. 7 

So as the revenue will not only be increaſed by eſtimation 10000 J. a year 
by the ſtatute for licenſing of ale-houſes, by the ſtatute confirming all eſtates 
made upon the commiſſion of defective titles, and in the court of wards ; but 


tage to the Crown, eſpecially thoſe two great pillars of the court of wards, the 


that, in reaſon of ſtate, the Crown hath got by the enacting of theſe lawes, 


more, far more, than their ſix ſubſidies ought to be valued at; a truth I muſt 
ſtill, as formerly by my diſpatches, affirme, howbeit I have heard it would 


not be for ſuch admitted or underſtood by ſome of this ſide. The reaſons 


which induced me to that opinion, and to be added to the former already 
mentioned, were; that by thoſe ſtatutes of wills and uſes his Majeſty had 
gained an inavoidable power in the education of the hcires of all the great 
families in the Kingdome as they fell, and ſo a means to breed them up in 
our religion; a ſuperintendency, if rightly applyed, of a vaſt conſequence, as 
in part appears in the perſon of the Earl of Ormonde, who, if bred under the 
wing of his own parents, had been of the ſame affections and religion his 
other brothers and ſiſters are; whereas now he is a moſt firm Proteſtant, like 
to prove a great and able ſervant to the Crown, and a great aſliſtant, as well 
in inviteing others to be of his religion, as in the civill government; it bein 
molt certain that no people under the ſun are more apt to be of the ſame 
religion with their great Lords, as the Jriſb be. | 15 
That, by the ſtatute of fraudulent conveyances, the native cannot poſſibly 
deceive purchaſers, as formerly they were accuſtomed to do; which will ex- 
treamly encourage and invite the Engliſb to come over, and fo extreamly in- 
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concerning STATE-AF FAIRS. 9 


creaſe the Kingdome in people well conditioned, (which is the greateſt want 
they have) as alſo in trade and commerce 3 which will bring along with them not 
only mighty benefits to his Majeſty in his cuſtomes, in his ſubſidies, and othcr- 
ways, but alſo an infinite ſtrength and ſecurity to all the belt ſubjects he hath 
there. 

Laſtly, theſe ſubſidies are not only brought up to 54000 J. ſterling a peice, 
but that people brought into a ſettled conſtant way of ſupplying the Crown, 
which they were never before; the dutyes formerly had from them, being ra- 
ther indeed violent takings, raviſhments of the poor, than the modeſt quict 
levies of a pious and Chriſtian King; a buſineſs alone of high content, comfort, 
ſafety and eaſe, both to Soveraign and ſubject, and which carrics along with 
it a mighty bleſſing upon them both. 

So as I was perſwaded, that any equall mind, that gives itſelf leiſure tho- 
rowly to weigh and conſider theſe things, muſt needs conclude with me, that 
money is one of the leaſt advantages his Majeſty hath gotten from that people 
by this Parliament. | | 

I concluded this part with an aſſurance, that there was a general and ſted; 
faſt belief on that ſide in the uprightneſs of his Majeſtic's juſtice, the people 
there ſatisfied, his Majeſty by them honoured and blefled, in contemplation of 
the great and princely benefits and graces they participate of, thorow his Ma- 
jeſtic's wiſdome and goodneſs. _ 

The laſt of my generalls, was of Trade, which I diſcourſed in this manner. 
I let them ſee how the merchants trading thither had been ſpoiled by the pi- 
rates before my coming, as well in his Majcſtic's harbors, as at ſea; a ſhip 


fired in the port of Dublin in ſight of his Majeſtie's caſtle, and there continued 


burning, and the pirat lading and returning from the ſhip two days together 


to the mighty ſcandall of the State; that the ſhipping for want of money came 


ſo late in the year, that all the miſchief was done before they came, which 


commonly was not before the latter end of July. But that now, the moneys 
duly anſwered into the Exchequer here, the ſhipps had been for theſe laſt two 
years upon tlie coaſt by the beginning of March; five or ſix of the Biſcayners 


taken within the Channell, impriſoned, and after releaſed upon their promiſe 


not to exerciſe any hoſtility hercafter within the Channell; a great ſhipp of the 


Duke of Macheda taken on the weſt coaſt, and thereby to diſcouraged them, 
that the merchant hath not loſt any thing ſince my arrival there, nor wee ſo 
much as heard of a Biſcayner theſe laſt two ſummers. This hath been a meanes 
that trade hath increaſed exccedingly, and ſo will ſtill, if we have peace with 
the honour of his Majeſty, and the enriching of his people. 


That the trade here was not only much greater, but rightly conditioned , 
the native commodityes exported, being in value at leaſt a third, if not double 
the value to the forraigne commodities imported; a certaine ſigne that that 
Commonwealth gathers upon their neighbours. 

That there was little or no manufacture among them, but ſome ſmall be- 
ginnings towards a clothing trade, which I had and ſo ſhould till diſcourage all 
I could, unleſs otherwiſe directed by his Majeſty and their Lordſhips, in regard 


it would trench not only upon the clothings of England, being our ſtaple com- 


moditie, ſo as if they ſhould there manufacture their own wools, which grew 
to very great quantityes, wee ſhould not only loſe the profit we made now 
by indraping their wools, but his Majeſty loſe cxtreamly by his cuſtomes ; 
and in concluſion it might be feared, they would beat us out of the trade it- 
ſelf by underſelling us, which they were well able to do. Beſides in reaſon 
of State, io long as they did not indrape their own wools, they muſt of ne- 
ceſſity fetch their clothings from us, and conſequently in a ſort depend 
upon us for their livelihood, and thereby become ſo dependant upon this 


Crown as they could not depart from us, without nakedneſs to themſelves 


and

and children: yet have I endeavoured another way to ſet them to work, and 
that is by bringing in the making and trade of linnen cloth; the rather in 
regard the women are all naturally bred to ſpinning, that the [rſh earth is apt 
for bearing of flax, and that this manufacture would be in the concluſion ra- 
ther a benefit than other to this Kingdome, I have therefore ſent for flax ſeed 
into Holland, being of a better ſort than we have any, ſowen this year, a thouſand 
pounds worth of it, (finding by ſome flax I ſowed the laſt year that it takes 
there very well.) I have ſent for workmen out of the Low Countrys and forth 
of France, and ſet up already ſix or ſeven loomes, which, if it pleaſe God to 
bleſs us this year, I truſt ſo to invite them to follow it, when they ſee the great 
profit ariſing thereby, as that they ſhall generally take to it, and employ them- 
ſelves that way; which if they do, I am confident it will prove a mighty bu- 
ſineſs, conſidering that in all probability, we ſhall be able to underſell the 
linnen cloathes of Holland and France, at leaſt twenty in the hundred. 

My humble advice in the concluſion for the increaſe of trade was, that his 
Majeſty ſhould not ſuffer any act of hoſtility to be offered to any merchants or 


their goods within the Channel], which was to be preſerved and priviledged as 


the greateſt of his Majeſtie's ports, in the ſame nature and propricty as the Ve- 
netian State do their Gulph, and the King of Denmarke his Sound; and there- 
fore I humbly beſought his Majeſtie and their Lordſhips, that it might accord- 
ingly be remembred and provided for, in all future treaties with forraigne 
Princes. PS. 
Upon the ſumming up of all which, I did repreſent that Kingdome to his 
Majeſty and the Lords as a growing people, that would encreaſe beyond all 
expectation, if it were now a little favoured in this their firſt ſpring, and not 


diſcouraged by harder uſage than either Engliſh or Scotch found. The inſtances 


I gave was the impoſition upon the coales, wherein the [rh were not treated 
as Engliſh, but as forrainers, by impoſing four ſhillings upon a run, which was 


full as much as either French or Dutch paid; next, the exceſſive rate ſet upon 


a horſe or mare to be tranſported forth of this Kingdome, ſo as I did not know 


how the army ſhould be provided for the King's ſervice, there not being in 


that Kingdome of their own breed to furniſh thoſe occaſions; and laſtly eigh- 
teen-· pence ſet upon every live beaſt that comes thence ; all which will be a 
great diſcouragement for any to tranſplant themſelves and children into a coun- 
try, where they ſhall preſently be dealt withall as aliens, be denied the fayours 
and graces afforded to other ſubjects, and utterly quitt and cut off any increaſe 
of trade by nipping it and overburthening it thus in the bud. 15 
If in any, or all of this, there was any thing of praiſe or remarke, I was 
far from aſſuming any part to myſelf more than the glory of obedience: 1 
did acknowledge I had been as a dead inſtrument in the hand of his Majcſty, 
without motion or effect further than as I had been guided and informed by 
his diregions and wiſdom in the courſe of my imployment, mightily aſſiſted 
and furthered by the Committee of Iriſb affairs, for which 1 there gave their 
Lordſhips moſt humble thanks, and in particular the Lord Archbiſhop, with- 
out whoſe diligence and inſtruction I ſhould neither have had the power, nor 
yet the underſtanding, how to have ſerved the Church to ſo good purpoſe 
and in ſo right a way, as now I truſt is done. Only I deſired to obſerve to 
their Lordſhips, and to recommend the ſecrecy, wherewith theſe affaires had 
been carried ſince my imployment on that ſide, which had been one great 
means that all things had been ſo happily proceeded in, and brought home to 


his Majeſtie's own deſire ; and therefore did beſeech it might be ſtill obſerved, 
as the very life of all counſell, and a great inſtrument whereby to effect any 


deſignes his Majeſty might affect ſhould be done there for his ſervice, or to 
his contentment.

So having done with the publick, I then craved admiſſion to juſtific myſelf 
in ſome particulars, wherein I had been undeſcrvedly and bloodily traduced. 

So I related to them all that had paſt betwixt myſelf, the Earl of St. Albans; 
IWillmot, Mountnorris; Piers Crosbye, and the Jury of Galloway ; that herc- 


upon touching and rubbing in the courſe of my ſervice upon their particulars, 


themſelves and friends have endeavoured to poſſeſs the world I was a ſevere 
and an auſtere hard conditioned man, rather indeed a Baſha of Buda, than the 
miniſter of a pious and Chriſtian King: howbeit, if 1 were not much miſtaken 
in myſelf, it was the quite contrary. No man could ſhew wherein I had ex- 
preſſed it in my nature; no friend I had would charge me with it in my pri- 
vate converſation, no creature had found it in the managing of my own private 
affaires; ſo as, if I ſtood clear in all theſe reſpects, it was to be confeſſed by 
any equal mind, that it was not any thing within, but the neceſſity of his Ma- 
jeſty's ſervice, which inforced me unto a ſeeming ſtrictneſs outwardly. 

And that was the reaſon indeed: for where | found a Crown, a Church, and 


a People ſpoiled, I could not imagine to redeem them from under the preſſure 
with gratious ſmiles and gentle lookes: it would coſt warmer water than ſoc. 


True it was, that where a dominion was once gotten and ſettled, it might be 
ſtayed and kept where it was, by ſoft and moderate counſells; but where a 
ſovereignty, (be it ſpoken with reverence,) was going down the hill, the nature 


of man did ſo eaſily flide into the paths of an uncontrouled liberty, as it would 


not be brought back without ſtrength, not to be forced up the hill again, but 
by vigour and force. | | 


And true it was indeed, I knew no other rule to govern by, but by reward 
and puniſhment ; and I muſt profeſs, that where I found a perſon well and en- 


tirely ſet for the ſervice of my Maſter, I ſhould lay my hand under his fodt, and 


add to his reſpect and power all I might; and that, where I found the contrary, 
I ſhould not dandle him in my armes, or ſooth him in his untoward humour; 
but if he came in my reach, ſo far as honour and juſtice ſhould warrant me, I 
muſt knock him ſoundly over the knuckles; but no ſooner he become a new 
man, applic himſelf as he ought to the government, but J alſo change my 
temper, and expreſs myſelf to him as unto the other, by all the good offices I 
could do him. | | 

If this be ſharpneſs, if this be ſeverity, I deſire to be better inſtructed by his 
Majeſtie and their Lordſhips; for in truth it did not ſeem ſoe to me; howbeit, 


if Iwas once told, that his Majeſtic liked not to be thus ſerved, I would readily 


conform mylelf, follow the bent and current of my own diſpoſition ; which 
is to be quiet, not to have debates or diſputes with any. 
Here his Majeſtic interrupted me, and ſaid, that was no ſeverity, wiſhed me 


to go on in that way, for if I ſerved him otherways, IJ ſhould not ſerve him, 


as he expected from me. | 

In fine, I did acknowledge my manifold infirmities, and his Majeſtie's great 
grace and goodneſs, that had been pleaſed to paſs by them and accept of my 
weak endeavours in the purſuit of his commands. In particular, it was true, I 
had more choler than at all times I was able to temper and govern, as I ought; 
yet I truſted, by that time that ſome more cold winters had blown upon it, I 


| ſhould be maſter of that paſſion: in the mean time I would watch over it and 


myſelf, the beſt I might, and did humbly beg pardon of his Majeſtic and their 
Lordſhips for what might ſuddenly or unadviſcdly have ſlipped from me in 
that kind; which I did with more aſſurance hope to obtaine, in regard that, 


| hitherto I thanked God, it had done no body hurt, but myſelf. 


His Majeſtic was pleaſed to expreſs his approbation of all I had done; and 
their Lordſhips to adviſe, I ſhould go on in a work ſo well begun, and that, 
it muſt be acknowledged, the beſt ſervice had been done this Crown in Ireland. 
So] kneeled down, and kiſſed the King's hand, and the Councill roſe. 


But 
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But this diſcourſe was not kept within doores, but filled all the town, much 
ſpoken thereon to my advantage; and leaving my ill willers no words or face 
to ſpeak againſt it, condemned them to a ſilence much contrary to what they 
deſired, ſo as now I am very popular, and held for more conſiderable than ! 
take myſelf to be. | 

The next account will be of ſuch things as are alrcady done ; for the Plan- 
tation, it is ſettled as I deſire, with better conditions than we ſpake of at 


Dublin, ſo as I ſhall return with full power to order that work, as ſhall ſeem 


beſt unto ourſelves : but this you muſt keep very private to yourlelf, for ſhould 
it be unſeaſonably publiſhed, it might much perplex the buſineſs. | 

For the great attempt upon me in the Cuſtomes, I have likewiſe overcome 
that difficulty, and acquit myſelf with reaſon and honor: and, if I be not miſ- 
taken, with great good ſatisfaction to his Majeſtic. The concluſion is, myſelf 
and Radcliffe preſerved and to have the managing of the farm to all intents 
and purpoſes as formerly; Ingram compounded out for ſcven thouſand pounds; 
Norton for three thouſand, and both of them to aſſign their parts to Sir Adam 
Loftus and the Chancellor of the Exchequer in truſt to his Majeſtic's uſe. My 
Lord Mountnorris he will follow upon another point, ſo as here will come by 
this means a preſent encreaſe to the Crown of 10000 /. a year at leaſt, if we 
have peace, and be protected from theſe moſt Chriſtian Turks, that with the 
help of their aſſociates the French, do now thus perſecute, indeed, execute us. 
Where, by the way, your ſending Sir Beverley Newcomen weſtward was very 
dangerous; for ſhould thoſe Turks in his abſence fall into the Channell, they 
might caſily do upon Dublin alone, more miſchicf in two days, than they 
can poſſibly do on the other coaſt in two months; therefore the ſooner you 
call him back the better. 15 

I have a letter for the paſſing of the Curroe of Kildare according as I told 
you before my coming over: My Lord Preſident's ſute, the Maſters of the Or- 
dinance and Sir Francis Willoughbye's ſutes, are granted and the letters ſigned, 
The Judges are to have their Coifes and Collars of Eſſes, my Lord Chancelor 
his money. (I ſend you the articles ſigned.) My Lord Yalentia his company; 
but you muſt not mention either of theſe two laſt, till I ſpeak with you. My 
Lord Caſtle Steward is to have 1000 J. Mr. Osberton ſhall be our Attorney 
there, the now Attorney like enough to ſucceed Juſtice Harris, Milmot hath 
viſited me, and now hc is not able to do me more miſchief, makes great pro- 
feſſions, ſo his own particular be not reatched upon. I do him all civilitics, 


waite upon him to his coach, in good faith wiſh him no ill at all; yet muſt 


the King have his land, and to that purpoſe his Lordſhip is to anſwer the infor- 
mation cxhibited in the Exchequer Chamber there againſt his Lordſhip and others, 
ſo as I muſt deſire you that the Dedimus Poteſtatem to take his anſwer may be 
renewed unto Sir V. Becher, Mr. Tho. Meauwtiſe and Raylton, returnable by 
the beginning of Michelmas term next; for love of God forget it not, but 
ſend it over to William Raylton with as much ſpeed as you can. 
Crosbye hath labour'd by the means of my Lord of Holland, and H. Fermine 


to get off the buſineſs, offers me a ſubmiſſion, which I refule. Hereupon he 


kept forth of the way, I could not get a ſubpoena ſerved on him, till I got him 
arreſted by a Sergeant at Armes, in whoſe cuſtody he muſt remain, till he hath 
anſwered and been examined; Fit gharris hath done both, and upon his oath 
ſet forth the whole matter, as in his former confeſſions was ſaid; Crosbye hath 


only pleaded a not guilty, and the interrogatories are ready; and there you 


have the ſtate of that matter. VVK Fe 
My Lord of Corke his buſineſs is done to his contentment, I hope, when he 
hears it; but I cannot find his Majeſtic inclined to let his Lordſhip come over 
this winter, in regard there are divers writings to be perfected, and evidence 
delivered in concerning 7oughall before thoſe poſſeſſions can be conveyed 2 
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and ſecurcd to the Church; and till all be fully done, it is his Majeſtie's plea- 
ſure, and ſo 1 pray you tell him, he ſhould not remove, in regard it is con- 
ceaved his coming hether, might much retard the proceed of that pious 
work, which his Majeſtie will not content unto in any degree. 

I perceive by a Letter ſhewen to me by 186, written to her, as it ſeems, by 
175, that this latter number is very much diſcontented with her. His fon allo 
is turned wondrous grave, however, I find 186 conceives ſhe is approved by 
167, and that ſhe hath ſatisfied the Earl of Arundel, which in judginent is a 


great way gone to effect as much with the other in time, to whom ſhe now 


writes. | 

I have had great profeſſions from my Lord Keeper, the Duke, the Marquiſe, 
and the Chamberlain, from my Lord Cottington in a moſt tranſcendent way 
my Lady of Caurlile never uſed me with ſo much reſpect ; 1 have been very gra- 
tiouſly uſed by the Queen; my Lord Dunluce is my creature; my Lord Holland 
governs himſelf civilly towards me. A great combination to ſet an inwardneſs 
betwixt us, as if the conqueſt of Spain and France depended on it; only 
193 not ſeeming at all to preſs it, much underyalucing 180. For my part, 
finding how apt people were to report I ſought that friendſhip, in a kind of 
mean way, and that our ends lay ſo far aſunder, as I do not ſee how we can 
be of uſe the one to the other, I ſtand off, and will come no nearer than to ordi- 
nary reſpects and civilities, pretending that all the reſt will fall in better of 
themſelves, one after another, than by expoſtulations. All my other friends 
are moſt kind and firm to me as J can deſire; only I find 191 hugely off the 
hooks, beloved by none, hated by moſt, and ſure not ſo well by much with 
the King as I have known her. | . 

For the forraign affaires; the Catdinall infant is gone upon France with an 
army of 2000 horſe and 18000 foot, arid no armie appearing as yet to ſtay 
him, it is probable he will waſtc and ſpoil the country extreamly ; yet rather 
put an affront upon them, than likely to take any of their country from them. 
We ſpeak of the Duke of Lorraine and Galas their falling into France by 
an other quarter, with an army as great as this; which if they do, they will 
diſtreſs France more this ſummer than France did them the laſt. 

They have fought in Italie, and both pretend to the victory; but I believe, 
the truth is, there hath been loſs on both ſides, without much advantage to 
either. | | | | | 
Walter Steward hath brought back the Spaniſh Ambaſſador and carried 
300000 J. into Dunkirk. The P. of Aurenge haſtens into the field, by that 
means to give a diverſion to the Cardinall's armie now in France; which yet 
they ſay he will not be able to do, in regard the infant hath left behind him 
5000 horſe and 20000 foot, to attend upon the motions of the States armie, 
and to ſtand upon their defence only. 

My Lord Marſhall writes extream doubtfully of his ſucceſs with the Emperor, 


and John Taylour the quite contrary, This I ſee is the effect in preſent, it 


ſhews, that the French Miniſters are better looked upon here, than the Spaniſh, 
and yet the moſt Chriſtian Turks daily take our men, carry them over into 
France, drive them in chaines over land to Marſeilles, and ſo ſhip them over 
for ſlaves to Algiers, the moſt opprobrious, infamous thing that was ever 


read of. 


In the mean time my Lord of Northumberland is gone northward to make 
the Dutch either compound or elſe to give over their fiſhing; his Lordſhip diſ- 


_ chargeth himſelf with very good approbation. 


I wiſh175 may do as much, but I aſſure you I fear it very much. Upon 
the ſignification of the King's pleaſure for Donnellan's coming over at the in-

Beſides, as in no caſe, fo leaſt of all in this, ſhall I adviſe the very uttermoſt 
to be taken; in regard it would ſo extremely diſcountenance and diſhearten 
Planters, as would loſe your Majeſty far more in the future Plantations, than“ 
your gaines could be in this. And truly, Sir, the Exgliſb which tranſplant

"Theſe two conſiderations embolden me to make ſuch a ſute in their behalf, 
as no extremity of my own could enforce me to move for my ſelf; nor ſhall 
I be more thankfull for any thing given me; nor will I again mention the like 
for any other: and yet it is no more than to crave, that a debt of your Ma- 
jeſty's may be transferred over hither, which is due and would otherwayes be paid 
in England. | | 

Their caſe is thus. In the 13th year of your Majeſty's bleſſed Father there 
was a debt of 1 2400 J. due to the Earl of Cumberland, for which his Lordſhip 
had aPriyy Seale granted and paſt, after full examination had, and allowance 
given to the juſtneſs of the demand by the then Lord Treaturer and Chancellour 
of the Exchequer.

Lord Treaſurer, Lord Cottington and Sir Robert Pye in July laſt appears; ſo 
as the Earl hath not only originally quitt half of his debt, but, thorow the 
forbearance of the other half all this while, in effect hath quitt an half of 
that half alſo, which makes his caſe the rather conſiderable. | | 

Now my moſt humble requeſt to your Majeſty is, that you would graciouſly 
be pleaſed to give me warrants, (your civil and martial liſts firſt complicd with,) 
to pay this 3755 /, to the ule of my Lord of Cumberland forth of the overplus, 
as it ſhall riſe; and ſo the Crown be abſolutely quitt of that debt, and the Privy 
Seale vacated.

| ſeems it is inſiſted upon in the buſineſs of Londonderry.) You would deaden the 
chearfulneſs of all your Miniſters on this ſide, (except your Deputy,) for the 
increaſing of your Revenue, and in fine impoveriſh this Kingdom molt mightily. 
Whereas the other way all ends and intereſts will be, to my underſtanding, ct- 
fected and preſerved as fully as by the other; unleſs it be the profit of your 
Tellers in your Exchequer of England.

Great reaſon it is indeed, that all reſpects ſhould waite, and bow to 
thoſe of the Crowne. 

Your Majeſty is pleaſed to command my poor opinion concerning London- 
derry. This propoſition being much like another your Majeſty acquainted me 
with by your letter of the 27th of March laſt, (ſaving that 1 judge this latter 
to be better by 15000 J. pofito the terms be cquall; but if a longer term be 
expected, fifty years or ſoe, I take this offer not to be in that caſe ſoe good as 
the former, ) I imagine your Majeſty doth not call to mind what then paſſed, and 
therefore, in regard I did thereupon expreſs my ſelf, 1 make bold to ſend in- 
cloſed a duplicate of what both fell from your Majeſty's pen and mine at that 
time. And truely, Sir, I have ſince obſerved much to confirm the judgment 
I then gave, nothing at all to alter or remove it. 

This propoſition ſwallows your Cuſtomes of Derry and Coleraine, which 
muſt in any caſe be reſerved; otherwayes your Majeſty may be prejudiced ma- 
If the propounders of this bargain hear that I ſay this, (accord- 

ing as they are accuſtomed to uſe me,) preſently they ſhall whiſper, I ſpeak for 
But, Sir, I affirme it upon my credit, it is 

nothing at all to my particular, whether you keep or paſs away thoſe Cuſ- 
tomes; and I now only mention it, leſt an argument, which hath only aſpect 
to your Majeſty's ſervice, might receive prejudice thorow ſuch an infinuation. 

The maine drift of theſe propoſers, as I conceive, is to turn out all the now 
occupants without any conſideration, and conſequently, in a manner, moſt of 
the Engliſh out of Ulſter, ſent back with loſs of all they have beſtowed upon 
the Plantation, and puniſhed to their utter ruine for the faults of others, with- 
out either guilt or privity with the party delinquent; howbeit indeed the per- 
ſons that have laid forth more money in buildings, fencing, and improving of 
the ground, than all Scotiſb, hugely in multitude more than they. | 

The conſcquences of this, under favour, I conccive will be two. 

diſcourage the Exgliſh thorow the whole Kingdom, and the Province of Ulſter 
become totally poſſeſt by the Scorch. By the former of theſe your Majeſty will 
lole the great advantages you have by the Engliſh in ſettling the Plantations 
now on foot, who are the ſubjects only that will doe it to the profit of the 
Crowne, and ſafety of this Kingdom. By the latter you will render the Scotzſh 
much harder to govern in Ulſter, where, I aſſure your Majeſty, they are but 
over untuly already. They are paſſing factious and malicious againſt the Clergy ; 


they 


It ſhall 
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they do by ſtealth and falſe entries extreamly prejudice the Cuſtomes, and fo 
outragiouſly treat the officers intruſted with thoſe affaires, that ſcarce are we 
able to get any that dare, for fear of their lives, ſay ill they doe. To ſpeak 
the truth, many of that nation here amongſt us, being ſuch as are not only 
unacquainted, unſatisfied with the courſe of an Engliſh government, but very 
unwillingly ſubject themſelves to our Engliſh Lawes and Cuſtomes, be they Ec- 
cleſiaſtical or Civil, and by this means may grow both to diſquiet Church and 
Commonwealth, if not wiſely foreſeen and early prevented. | 
My foreſight is not ſo darke, but I diſcern full clearly the danger of this 
free expreſlion, nor could any other force or art gaine it forth of me, ſave on- 
ly my faith to your Crowne, and the infinite reverence, wherewith I conſider 
your Majeſty's excellent wiſdom, your juſtice and conſtancy towards me your 
poor ſervant, who verily ſhall never ſo meanly degenerate, as to value or ac- 
compt of any thing that I may call my own, where your intereſts are con- 
cerned, | | | | 

Yet I conceive, there may be great uſe made of this offer, if it ſhall ſeem 
good to your Majeſty to direct it that way: which is thus, that this propoſition, 
aliud agens, be here upon the place made known to thoſe that are intereſſed, 
and how much it will concern them early to prevent it, and fo thorowly 
frighted, (as there is good cauſe,) with the apprehenſion to be turned out of 
all, incline them to motion that of themſelves, and take it from your Majeſty 
as a princely grace and goodneſs, which otherwiſe they would never have been 
brought unto without mighty complaints and clamours againſt the ſeverity 
of it. 

As for 185, according as I mentioned in mine of the 5th of October, all 
the patents there are voidable; and here incloſed is the caſe, whereon, if it ſo 
like your Majeſty, you may have the advice of the learned Council on that 
ſide. A direction to Mr. Sectetary Cooke will procure it; which will fully pre- 
pare your Majeſty for ſuch an anſwer, as may ſeeme beſt, either to your juſtice 
or goodnels. | „ | | 

Now concerning Patents in general within the province of Connaght; the 
advice humbly tranſmitted hence, and ſince approved there, was this, that all 
imperfect grants of Abbey lands, which came to the Crowne by the diſſolution 
of thoſe houſes, ſhould be helped upon the Commiſſion of Defective Titles; 
wherein nevertheleſs ſuch circumſpection will be uſed in compounding them, 
as your Majeſty, God willing, ſhall not loſe any conſiderable matter for all that. 
But as for other Patents, which have been moſt upon ſurrenders, and in all the 
reſt, the title of the Crowne apparently not known or diſcoyered, that thoſe 
ſhall paſſe by the way of Plantation, and your Majeſty have out of them pro- 
portionably, as of other the natives who have no grants; which certainly will 
be of great advantage. And in this general way we purpoſe amongſt the reſt 
to proceed with 185, unleſs otherwiſe appointed by your Majeſty : So as I ſhall 
crave in a few words to underſtand your good pleaſure herein, and in all theſe 
affaires. As I humbly leave the gracefull part entire to your Majeſty ; ſoe ſhall 
I ſtill take the ſoure part to my ſelf, and yet till, in truth, your (unrevealed)

HE laſt ſummer I writt to Mr. Secretary Coke, that your Revenue here 

was then actually increaſed 35000 /, and now I tranſmit over unto him, 
the particulars ſigned by your Committee of Revenue here; whereon it appears 
indeed to be no leſs than 45000/, and ſome odd hundreds of pounds. Soc your 
Majeſty ſees I do not vainly magnify the work above what really it is. 

To procure this clear teſtimony for the truth of that I then writt, was not 
poſlible to be done ſooner, in regard the year's accompt, out of which only it 
could be aſcertained, is never entered into till the zaoth of March, nor cloſed 
till this term; ſoe as the ſpace intervening betwixt the promiſe and perform- 
ance ſhall not (I truſt) be imputed unto me for a negligence, ſince it was not 
in me to ſpecde ſooner. | 5 | | 

If your Majeſty be pleaſed to looke over the paper I left with you at Ryf- 
ford, and compare that with the particular inereaſes now certified, it will ap- 
pear what is done, and how much of that propoſition remains as yet uneffected. 
For ſoe far as we have gone, your Majeſty will find for the moſt part more 
ſettled than propoſed. If in ſome particular it fall conſiderably ſhort, as in tlie 
licenſe for yarn, there eſtimated at 1400/4, here rais'd only to 400 % the reaſon

and juſtice here, as there, firſt complied with in all points. 

Your Majeſty's title to the territory of the Byrnes is found, your 15000 J paid, 
and by this time twelye-month that buſineſs, by God's grace, will be ſettled, as 
I formerly propoſed. This and 80007. more beſtowed for my Lady of Carliſle, 
in ſhew all for my (ſelf, will, with the help of the noble friends I have near 
your Majeſty, reporte me for a mighty good man, I warrant, that is, in the 
phraſe of the City, for a mighty rich man. But in good faith I cannot chooſe 
but ſmile, as oft as I think how much they may be out of countenance when 
they ſhall be ſhewen their miſtake. | 

The Plantations prove a moſt laborious work ; I could not imagine their 
march had been ſoe heavy. The beſt is, I truſt they will recompence their 
ſlowneſs with their weight : nor ſhall I give over pulling at that oar, or ſuffer 
any other to reſt, till God willing we gaine the port. 

There is a Proclamation lately iſſued concerning the landing of all tobacco 
at London. That would abſolutely overthrow the new contract here, and 
conſequently loſe your Majeſty in preſent 7000 /, futurely 13000/. a year: ſoc 
2 I conceive it was not intended to reſtrain theſe Patentees to bring in tobac-

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coes for the uſe of this Kingdom only; and to enlarge it further is no part of 
their deſires. We write now ſully to Mr. Secretary Coke, to the intent there 
may be that perfect intelligence amongſt us, as the good of your ſervice both 
there and here may go on hand in hand, without prejudice to either; which 
will be caſily effected, if it pleaſe your Majeſty but to caſt your eye a little 
amongſt and over us 

Now before I leave this ſubje&, I beſeech your Majeſty not to engage your 
ſelf over far to thoſe farmers of your Cuſtomes for the ſole buying and ſelling 
of the tobaccoes there, but keep it ſtill in your power to reſume at pleaſure, 
abating them ſoe much rent as they advance for that privilege. Be pleaſed 
but to conſider, if in this poor Kingdom we be able to raiſe you 130004, what 
is to be done in England; undoubredly by the rule of proportion ten times as 
much: and I then conceive your Majeſty will acknowledge your advantage 
were great by thus ſtill keeping your hand upon this commodity. | 

And admit me humbly to offer further hereupon to your wiſdom how fit 
and of great conſequence I conceive it were for your Majeſty to buy out for 
your ſelf my Lord of Carliſle's intereſt in thoſe iſlands, as not fit indeed to reſt 
in the hands of any ſubject. If my foreſight faile me not extreamly, there 

are not many things whereon ſoe much depends, as may in time be made ap- 
pear, and wondrous worthy your Majeſty's knowledge and wiſdom to operate 
upon. Let me humbly beſeech your Majeſty not to ſuffer it to fall out of 
your memory ; for I am moſt confident it concerns your Crowne moſt migh- 
tily. If I find my ſelf in an errour herein, I ſhall acknowledge it; if I grow 
more aſſured in the diſcovery which now I have in hand, your Majeſty {hall 
infallibly hear from me, as ſoon as poſlibly I can be ready.

THE letters which lately paſt betwixt the Lord of Lorne and my ſelfe, I 
was bolde to imparte in my laſt diſpatches. Since I underſtand his Lord- 
ſhip is come downe into Argile, and fortifies upon thoſe iſles, which are with- 
in three hours ſaile from the north of this Kingdome. There arc, as is rc- 
ported, brought thither ſixteen peeces of ordinance well provided, and mounted 
in places of beſt advantage for the defence of his country, and the people 
taught the uſe of their weapons. Beſides, his Lordſhip cauſeth to be made a 
great many of flat-bottom boats. ” | | 

What his Lordſhip's motives or purpoſes may be herein, your Majeſtic will 
be beſt able to judge; but the reaſon which paſſeth over and is given to us 
on this ſide is, that ſome of the Glandonnels had a deſign upon his country, 
intended to bring in upon him Tyrone, with his regiment of Iriſb in Flan- 
dors; that the Earl of Antrim declares himſelf to be their patron ; that they re-

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ported, your Majeſtic had given the Earl your title; that the Earl came to 
take it by ſtrong hand; to which purpoſe, three of your Majeſtic's ſhippes full 
of armes were appointed to bring and furniſh him armes for the attempt. 
Which compared with what your Majeſtic imparted to Sir George Radcliffe 
concerning that buſineſs, gives me much doubt, the Earle hath not uſed that 
caution and forcſight, which a purpoſe of that nature requires: and under cor- 
rection, ſome fear I have the action it ſelf is above his ability or experience 
to direct in any ſolid or right way. 


In the mean time theſe preparations ſoc near upon us, give us great appre- 


henſions to the well affected in thoſe parts, as if the Lord of Lorne would 
prevent the Earle by falling upon him firſt, and moves all the zealous party of 

that Nation, partly to hearken after and diſcourſe it, with great valewation of 
that Lord's abilities and power. ; 

In my owne judgment 1 doe not belieye his Lordſhip will ſeck farther than 
his owne defence; but in caſe he ſhould, am very confident by ſoe raſh an 
attempt, he will not be able to doe any body hurt on this ſide, but himſelf, 
However I will keep my eyes and ears open, and hold it fit humbly to adver- 
tiſe your Majeſtie thereof with the firſt, in caſe it might ſeem good to your 
Majeſtie's wiſdome to give me any farther or other order therein. 

I have writt to my Lord Convay and Sir Jacob Aſbley how your Majeſtic 
hath been pleaſed to beſtowe on each of them a horſe troope of carabines, to 
conſiſte of Captaine, Lieutenant, Cornett, and threeſcore and foure horſemen; 
unto Colonell Stewart, that on him your Majeſtic hath placed my Lord Con- 
vays foote company, and that therefore they ſhould in the firſt place attend to 
give your Majeſtic the ſole and immediate thanks, to whome they arc onely 
due; and in the ſecond, ſpeedily diſpoſe themſelves to the place of command, 
and the rayſing of their troopes for your Majeſtie's Service. 

The like ſhall be ſignified to my Lord of Ormond, who (I truſt) will by his 
chearfull and right affection to your Majeſtie's ſervice, approve the opinion I 
have of him. 

Ten thouſande poundes are by bills of exchange ſent before into Holland, 
and experienced perſons to follow ſhortly after to provide ſeven thouſand arms 
for foote, and foure hundred for horſe; and in a wourd all I have in charge 
concerning the army, ſhall be by God's bleſſing accompliſhed by Eaftor next; 


which certainly will ſett your affairs here ſoe on the advantage grounde, as 
your Majeſtic may reſt confident, to be as univerſally and gladly obeyed in this 


| Kingdome, as in any other part of your dominions; and that in human rea- 

ſon, there can ariſe little amongſt us to the diſturbance of the publick peace, 

to diſaffect the people, or ſhake the comfort and aſſurance they poſſeſs under 

your pious and juſt goyernement. nn

HE five hundred men to be imployed on this preſent ſervice, have been in 


| town theſe eight days, and are on an hour's warning ready to receive 
your commands, and to put themſelves on the way to fulfill the ſame. 


I have cauſed myſelf divers times to be carried to the field to ſee their ex- 
erciſe; and I truſt, they will be found ſuch as formerly I mentioned to your 
Majeſty. They are all new cloathed, their ammunition for a twelvemonth is 
ready; ſoc is money for their pay till Eaſter, and ſhall be {till quarterly ſup- 
plied and advanced aforehand unto their Colonel. 


There were amongſt them ſome fifty Scotehmen: theſe I have ſent back to 


thcir garriſons, and preſſed new men in their ſtead, who with a month's exerciſe,

This I did to free the town from the danger of intelligence, which by ſome 


of theſe their countrymen perchance might otherwayes have been given to the 


adverſe party.

Upon Saturday laſt, one of the ſame Gentlemen came again to me, and 
told me, that as he was going home the day before, he ſent his footman 
a nearer way then the horſe way, who met with one of the Lord Inskllin's 
footmen, and demanded of him from whence he came? Who made anſwer, 


That he came from home that morning; and the other replying, ſaid, You 
have made good haſt to be here ſo ſoon: to which he anſwered, That

Y my laſt I acquainted your Lordſhip, that the moictic of thoſe few ſol- 
dicrs we had in this Province are now commanded away; and the three 
companies that are left are ingaged in the keeping of three Forts; ſo that there 
is no other uſe to be made of them. There reſts only my troop of horſe 
5 for the defence of this Province, either againſt any forraign attempt, or home 
= bred conſpiracies. Yeſterday I had a good part of the Councill of this Pro- 
BY vince with me, and we have, as near as we could, examined our ſtrengths : 
' . and we are clear of opinion, that we are not able to draw 500 armed men 
5 together, leaving every Gentleman's houſe that hath a caſtle reaſonably pro- 
vided. On my conſcience, my Lord, I think we are not able to bring 100 * 
men. We have enough, but neither pieces, nor pikes, nor ſwords. By this 
your Lordſhip is well able to judge, in what a caſe we your ſervants are; 
which condition we have humbly preſented to your Lordſhip, and do pray that 
three or four troopes of horſe may be ſpeedily ſent into this Province: tor it is 
they muſt do the decd, and would have cleared thoſe parts long before this, it 
they were well led on, as I hope they are. For it is not poſſible that 12000 
naked rogues ſhould ſtand before 1000 well armed horſe. But if your Lord- 
ſhip will give me leave to tell you under the roſe, that they are ſo cruelly 
afraid, that they do not know what they do; for undoubtedly after the Caſtle 
of Dublin was ſecured, they were as late as any people in the world could be, 
untill they gave their armes out of their hands. And now they may pray that 
they ſtand right to them againſt their own ſide, tor they are meerly at their 
devotion. For had it been my caſe, I ſhould have troubled no body for the 
ſuppreſſing of theſe Rebells, but his Majcſtic's ſtanding Armic : which I would 
have either done, or loſt myſelf.

OR ſome days after my arrival here, I thought my ſelfe a moſt happy man, 
1 being rctired to this quiet corner of my own; when on a ſudden I was 
ſurprized with the fatal news of a moſt wicked and dangerous attempt upon 
Dublin Caſtle, a deſperate Rebellion in the North, and a rumour of a gencral 
combination and conſpiracy throughout the Kingdom. Though much territicd 
and amazed I did not neglect my hereditary duty and loyalty to the Crowne. 
Strengthened by many great and particular obligations to his Majeſty, if the oh 

SEES coul 
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could receive any addition: but did with all ſpeed and diligence take care for 
the ſafety of this County within my government. I muſt beg leave to give 
your Lordſhip a ſummary account of the preſent condition of affaires here. 

We begin to recover our wits ſcared away by the firſt reports, and do dil. 
ccrne that none appearcs in this deteſtable conſpiracy, or enters into action, 
but the remaine of the ancient Iriſh Rebels in the North, and ſome in the 
planted County of Leytrim, whether combined with them, or out of ſpleen 
to ſome perſons in that County, is not yet come to my knowledge. Some 
other ſpoiles have been made in ſeveral places by looſe people, deſperate in their 
fortunes, but moſt of them appeaſed, and little conſiderable for any thing yet 
appeares. I do not hear of any man of quality, either of Exgliſb deſcent, or 
ancient Iriſh of any other part of this Kingdom that is in action; unleſs Co- 
lonel Plunket of Engliſh extraction, and Roger More of the ancient Iriſh. The 
report goes that the Rebellion in the North, and that of Leytrim is very high 
and ſpreading, but with a good addition, that ſome of them in the North have 
been beaten and diſperſed. The other is ſomewhat near to us, and I begin 
to doubt that when they are hardly purſued in the North, they will joine 
with thoſe ill neighbours of ours, being a ſtrong country, and having a free 
paſſage thither, and ſo make this Province the ſeat of the war. If I be well 
ſupplied with armes and ammunition, I ſhall not fear any attempt they ſhall 
make upon this County: and for the preſent, I aſſure your Lordſhip, not a 
man has ſuffered the leaſt prejudice, either in perſon or goods, as far as my 
Command reacheth. 
I perceive many able, faithfull and judicious men much afflicted, not only 
with the preſent Rebellion, but the ill conſequences that may follow after, by 
being deprived of thoſe graces granted by his Majeſty for the ſecuring of our 
eſtates, through the miſinformation of ſome from hence, either through too 
much fear and diſtruſt of others, or out of ſpleene, or zeale, or ſome other 
private ends. I give them all the comfort and aſſurance I can poſſible, that 
whoſoever ſtands firme and diſchargeth his duty in this time of danger, may 
be confident not only of obtaining thoſe graces, but to receive them with ad- 
dition from ſoe juſt and gracious a Prince.

And having now to the beſt of my ability diſcharged my publick duty and my 
particular reſpects to your Lordſhip, I will draw to a concluſion, which is

I would catneſtly deſire, that 
armes and ammunition for 3000 men at leaſt may be ſent hither, for 1 can 

find Proteſtants to wear and fight with them; which I had rather have, than, 
all thoſe that are to come out of England. For in one three weeks I know 

where you ſhall have them creeping by the walls; and as for their horſe, I value 

them not; we have enough of our own, if you will but reinforce your com- 

panics. Let but Exgland ſend us armes, and money, and if we cannot keep 

what we have, let us loſe it; for we deſerve no pitie. Once more I beſeech 

you move, that there may be a poſt erected betwixt that cittie and this town. 

It is of greater conſequence than may be it is conceived to be. We are all

] So lately preſented my ſervice unto your Lordſhip, that there reſts not much 
tor me to ſay at this preſent; unleſs I ſhould repeat what I have formerly 
laid. Yet I cannot hold from complaining to your Lordſhip, in how deſpicable 
a condition I am in, that have neither armes nor amunition to ſerve his 
Majeſtic, or in ſome meaſure to ſecure the countric. And that makes me 
moſt apprehenſive of danger is, that this countrie may much the more be in- 
couraged to riſe, becauſe they ſce a companie of naked rogues ſpoile and 
waſte the countrie under the noſe of the State, where all the ſtrength of all 
his Majeſtie's Armie is; and that there ſhould be nothing attempted againſt 
them.

It may be, one will ſay they have 
no money; I care not for money as this matter ſtands; there is meat enough 
in the countrie, and no honeſt man will grudge to give the ſoldiers meat, if

they be well governed; and then againe, it were better beſtowed (their vic- 
tualls I mean,) upon the Armie, than upon the Rebells.

VO will underſtand by a letter that accompanies this, that your ſervant 
Inchiquine hath a deſire to attend your Lordſhip, and to ſerve his Prince 

and Countric in theſe rebellious and tumultuous times under your command; 
to whoſe noble favour and good acceptance of his weak indeayours I leave 
him to ſtand or fall: And take upon me to recommend unto your Lordſhip, 4 
noble neighbour of mine, (Mr. William Fephſon) a gallant young fellow, that 
will not give his head for the waſhing, who will raiſe a troop of horſe upon 
the ſame tcarmes that Incbiquine will, if your Lordſhip will be pleaſed to in- 
courage him.

ROM my Lords pai and Councill you will receive a perfect account of 

the affaires of this. Kingdom ; which indeed requires a prudent and pow- 
erfull hand to uphold it; otherwiſe I apprehend the danger it is in, may turn 
into a deſperate ſtate, not to be recovered but by a vaſt expence of treaſure 
and blood. Since the laſt diſpatch from hence, we hear that 600 foot newly 
raiſed (and ſo unexerciſed,) which we intended to put as an acceſs of ſtrength 
into the town of Droghedach were yeſterday met with by the enemic. In 
ſhort our men run away, and never ſtruck ſtroke, left the armes a wellcome 
prey to the enemie, and what ſhift they made for themſelves is not yet known. 
The men were, for the moſt part, of the Engliſh that had been robbed by the 
Rebells. I confeſs when I ſaw them in the field, I thought they had not ſol- 
diers faces, and now it appeares they had not ſoldiers hearts. For ſending of 
them, I was overruled and guided by the Councill, as fit I ſhould be. 
This I fay not to fault any bodie; but I reſolve to bear no bodies faults but 
my own; they will be burden enough. In diſcharge of my dutie to the 
King, 1 muſt fay plainly, that if ſome one man be not ſent, that ſhall have 
both the powers Martial and Civill in him, I fear this Kingdom will 
ſuddenly be paſt recovery. The perſons of the men that govern here, I proteſt 
with the faith of an honeſt man, I love and honour. I know they have done 


me good offices to the King, in whoſe good opinion and graces to be juſtified 
is the greateſt earthlie happineſs I ſtudie to acquire; and therefore my obliga- 


tions to them are great. But all this muſt give place, when his Majeſtie's ſer- 
vice, and the ſafetie of this Kingdom comes in queſtion. I have been bold to 
write ſomething of this to my Lord Lieutenant, whoſe preſence here in time will 


more availe than half an Armie. I have in my poor particular ſuffered much 


by the Rebells in Leinſter. 3000 J. a year of mine is layed waſt by thoſe 


' robbers, and now they robb to the very gates of Killenny, where I have my 
principall dwelling, and is within twelve miles of another houſe of mine,

But certain it is, that they are great numbers, for the moſt part very meanlie 
armed, with ſuch weapons as would rather ſhow them to be a tumultuary Rab. 
ble, than any thing like an Armie. Yet ſuch is our preſent want of men, 
armes, and money, that though we look with grief upon the miſery the Ex- 
gliſh ſuffer by robbing of them in a moſt barbarous manner ; yet are we no 
waics able to help them, but are forced to applye ourſelves to ſave for your 
Majeſtic your principall Cittie in this Kingdom, and another called Drogheda 
ſome 20 miles hence, where our greateſt ſtrength now lies; which is faced with 
at leaſt four or five thouſand of the Rebells, and by them daylic threatned with 


an aſſault. But the town is well furniſhed with all neceſſaries to repell them, 


and thoſe commanded by a very gallant Gentleman called Sir Henry Tichborne, 


that I am confident will give a very good account of the town, or lay his 


bones in it. Upon Saturday laſt we ſent thither to his ſuccour 600 foot and 


50 horſe, who, as we underſtand late laſt night, were incountered by 1500 
of the enemie. The foot were for the moſt part of thoſe Engliſh that had 


been pillaged by them, and had, I doubt, with their goods loſt their courage: 
for as we underſtand by two of them that eſcaped hither, they berook them- 
ſelves to their heels upon ſight of the enemie, not ſhooting one ſhot, or 
ſtriking one ſtroke. I believe few of the men are loſt, but I doubt moſt of 
the armes. The men, it is true, were unexerciſed, but had as many armes, I 
think, within a few as all the Rebells in the Kingdome, and were as well 
trained as they. The horſe, I make no queſtion, are got through the enemie 


to the town. They were part of my own troop commanded by Sir Patrick

EING newly returned from the remote borders of this county, I find 
by ſeverall informations, that the late wicked Rebellion is growne to a 


farr greater height and danger than I could imagine, there being noe Nobleman 


in the Kingdome in action, nor any Gentleman of quality of Engliſb extrac- 
traction, and many of the antient 1r;ſb ſtill firme. And yet ſuch is the ſtrange | 
diſtruſt and jealouſy of this time, and the dilatory proceedings thereupon, that 
we are all like to be deſtroyed by looſe deſperate people, having not any 


manner of defence allowed us, and many poſſeſſed with ſuch panick feares, 
that ſtrong places are quitted without any oppoſition or reſiſtance. 

I thank God, I doe yet keep this county in perfect quiet obedience, and 

many Engliſh from planted counties doe come dayly hither for ſhelter and protec- 

tion, 
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tion, and may be ſure thereof, as long as I can defend my ſelfe; but if I be 
not put into a better condition, I muſt be ſure to ſuffer by thoſe now in Re- 
bellion, or forreigne invaſion ; ſince they cannot forget ſo ſoone the paſſages 
of former times. | 

This incloſed to the State ſpeaks my minde freely to them, and may in- 
forme your Lordſhip of ſome of my laſt proceedings. But without direction 
out of England by your favour and aſliſtance, I expect but little and flow 
relief from the State here; My Lord I was never ambitious of great im- 
ployments but I perceive it is ſo neceſlary for the King's ſervice, that I 
ſhould appeare conſiderable, as my Anceſtors have done before, as not think- 
ing it my owne intereſt but the publick good, I ſhall humbly offer ir to your 
conſideration, whether you may not fitly move it to the Houſes of Parliament 
to recommend me to the King for ſome conſiderable command upon the 
raiſeing of forces in this Kingdome. The very report of ſuch a truſt and value 
putt upon me, will be of noe ſmall conſequence ; beſides my owne faithtull en- 
deayours and ability by my ſelfe and freinds to raiſe ſome thouſands of able 
loyall men to the laſt dropps of their blood. | 

As affairs are now carryed, we are dayly robbed of many proper young 
men for want of meanes and imployment, who (I beleeye) would have ſerved 
moſt faithfully, and are now forced to take the worſt courſes, being ſtopt from 
forreigne ſervice and noc uſe made of them here; but not any of this county 
has yet ſtarted from me. | 

In the North they grow ſtrong and very well armed. If they be aſſiſted by 
the Iriſb abroad, (as may be feared,) the Kingdome will be in hazard; at leaſt 
his Majeſtic's moſt faithtull ſervants here will be certainly deſtroyed, it they be 
not timely conſidered. And if by your favour I obtaine arms and fit imployment, 
I ſhall not faile to have a high regard of the Kinge's ſcrvice, of your honour 
and myne, and the revenge due to the injuries done you in your particular,

Since that time ] receive 
continuall tydings of ruine and deſolation round about me, all the neighbour- 
ing counties flying into Rebellion, and all the paſſages to Dublin ſtopt; ſoe that 
I heare nothing from thence nor out of England, nor cannot be informed 
whether the King be yet returned out of Scotland. 

My Lord, if in all this time I could have obtained armes for 1000 men, I 
could have ſoe aſſiſted my Lord Preſident as to have ſecured and kept the whole 
Province of Connaght in perfect obedience, and the other counties on this ſide 
on me. It ſeems a miracle that we are all like to be deſtroyed, and ſcarce know 
by what kind of people; but the reaſon is cleare ; the old Army is for the 
moſt part called from ſeverall counties, and ſhutt up in Dublin; armes and 
ammunition for 12000 men (as I am informed,) kept there and not diſtributed ; 
the recent Engliſb planters run away, looſe people ſtart up, and none has power 

to 
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to reſiſt them; many enforced to goe with them to ſave themſelves, that 
would otherwiſe be faithfull ; and all diſcontented for want of truſt and im- 


ployment; neither doe I heare for certain, that the Scotts in the North, eſteemed 


many and well armed, doe ſtirr at all againſt the Rebells. 

Your Lordſhip, being moved with ſoe much compaſſion at the report of my 
drowning, will now (I am aſſured) uſe thoſe meanes beſt known to your ſelfe, 
that life and honor be not ſhipwrackt in the harbour. Supplies of arms and 
munition will come ſafeſt and ſpeedyeſt by ſea from England to Gallway, the 


fitteſt place for a plentyfull magazin, being fitly ſeated for the ſupply of this 


Province and all theſe parts of the Kingdome. God ſend your Lordſhip the

E the Lords, Knights, Gentlemen, and inhabitants before-mentioned, do 
think it our part and duty ro manifeſt unto your molt ſacred Majeſty, 
the cauſes and motives of our now riſing in armes. 

1. Your moſt clement Highneſs may be graciouſly pleaſed to underſtand, 
that when the now diſtempers of this Land began in your Province of Uſer 
here, we humbly petitioned unto your Majeſtie's Juſtices of this Kingdom to 
afford us ſome armes out of your Highneſs's ſtore at Dublin, where there was 
ſufficient proviſion for the arming of more than 20000 men; and we being fur- 
niſhed therewith in competent manner, did then undertake to appeaſe the pre- 
ſent troubles here with little expence to your Majeſty. Which requeſt of ours 
was by your Juſtices not only rejected, as diſtruſting our loyalty, though ample 
teſtimony hath been given thereof by many deſcents, and the blood of our 
anceſtors ſhed in abundance in former ages for the defence of the Crowne 
of England ; but we were likewiſe denied armes for the neceſſary defence of 
our houſes and perſons, expoſing us to the mercy of the enemy; and ſuch alſo 
of the inhabitants of the city of Dublin, as were Catholiques and had armes, 
were difarmed. N | | 

2. At the ſame time of that our repulſe, all the Engliſb and Proteſtants of 
theſe parts had armes and weapons given them for their defence ; and many 
of them, though of mean condition, were employed as commanders of com- 
panics by your State of this Realme for the ſuppreſſing of the preſent com- 
motion in ter: and ſuch of the Engliſb pale and old Engliſb of good quality 
that. were Catholiques, were not admitted to the ſame fayour or like command, 
though they were carneſt ſutors for it, not knowing then the juſtneſs of the 
quarrell of the ſaid Iriſh forces, or that it did reach to the general defence and 
advantage of your Majeſty, and of this your whole Kingdom, as was ſince 
made known to us, 5 | | 

3. Sundry of your Majeſtic's loyal ſubjects near Dublin and elſcwhere here 
were, though not well, lately murdered in their beds, and many hanged by 
martial law without cauſe by Sir Charles Coote and others here, by colour of 
Paper warrants of your ſaid Juſtices, the ſaid warrants being wholly againſt the 
fundamental Laws of this Realm. | 

4. It was reſolved by your Juſtices and State of this Realm, to waſte all 
the country here, without excepting any, ſpecially near Dublin. And in pur- 
ſuance thereof, they cauſed divers of their troopes and bands to burn, pillage 
and waſte the country, and particularly the lands and goods of ſome of your 
beſt ſubjects; and publiſhed a Proclamation to burn all the corn within ten 
miles of Dublin here, if they did not within ten dayes bring the fame to 
Dublin for the ſupply of your Majeſtie's army there. Which was a work im- 
poſſible to be accompliſhed in fo ſhort a time; yet many in obedience of this 
Proclamation did carry their corn to Dublin, where they were promiſed by 


your ſaid Juſtices to receive the full price thereof according to the market, yet 
\ contrary to their promiſe, the poor mens corn was taken from them, and no- 


thing paicd them for the ſame. | 
5. This cruell and lawleſs proceeding drove divers of your good ſubjects to 
take armes in their own defence. And thereupon your Juſtices did by pub- 
lick Proclamation deſire a conference with them, for to underſtand the cauſe 
of their diſcontents and ſoe riſing in armes, giving them your Majeſtic's word 
| | in

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in the interval for the ſecurity of their perſons and goods. Yet did they the 
(ame day in which the Proclamation was publiſhed, and during their ſafe conduct, 
cauſe Sir Charles Coote, one of your Privy Council there, to pillage and burn 
one of the ſaid Gentlemen's principal towns, houſcs, corn, and other goods, 
to the value of more than 4000 J. Which violation of the publick faith in 
your Majeſtie's Juſtices and State of this Realm giving juſt cauſe of jealouſy 
and ſuſpicion of their ſincerity and clear intentions towards the ſaid Gentle- 
men; and withall obſerving, that the very day before your Majeſtie's petition- 
ers were to appear in Dublin upon the Proclamation atorclaid, the ſaid Catho- 
lique inhabitants of the city of Dublin were diſarmed as atorclaid, made them 
forbear to obſerve any further the contents of the ſaid Proclamation, but to 
continue their armes, and ſtand upon their guard. Whercupon Sir Charles 
Coote (they giving him no juſt provocation or offence, and containing them- 
ſelves within the bounds of your laws) with a great power of horſe and foote 


attempted unawares to ſurprize and oppreſs them, and in that encounter di- 


vers men were ſlaine on both ſides: in revenge whereof the ſaid Coote burned». 
divers towns near Dublin, where the ſaid Gentlemen then lay in garriſon with 
thcir forccs. | : | 

6. There was a late odious Proteſtation made and declared in Parliament 
here againſt the proceedings and actions of the now 1r:ſh forces of Ulſter, on 
purpoſe to incenſe them againſt us and engage us in an immortal war with 


them. Which Proteſtation had it not been yielded unto, it was then reſolved 


by your State here, (as we are credibly informed) either to maſlacre us that 
would oppoſe the ſame, or ſeize at leaſt upon our perſons, and make us per- 
petual priſoners. | 

7. Divers armed troopes and bands of the ſaid forces of Mer, amounting 
to many thouſands, did enter lately into the Engliſh Pale here, and did threaten 
by force to conſtrain us to take armes with them; otherwiſe they would diſ- 
poſſeſs us of all our eſtates, and bereave us of our lives. And though we be- 
ing deſtitute of weapons and armes, wanted ability and meanes to make de- 
fence againſt them; yet ſuch was and is ſtill our affection and fidelity to your 
Majeſty and your Crowne, that we would chooſe rather to ſacrifice all our 
fortunes, eſtates, and lives in fight for the defence of your Crowne and King- 


dom, than joine with them in drawing our ſwords, contrary to our allegiance 


and duty to your ſacred Majeſty, our dreade and onely ſovereign Lord and 
King. But theſe forces here now in the field have given us full aſſurance of 
the juſtneſs of their cauſe, by their late general Remonſtrance, which they have 
prepared for to be preſented to your Highneſs, thereby teſtifying to all the 
world, they take armes as well for the defence and advancement of your Royal 
Crowne, your juſt prerogatives and rights, as for the general ſafeguard and 
preſervation of the liberties, religion, poſſeſſions, eſtates, and perſons of us your 
molt faithfull ſubjects, the Catholiques of this your Realm of Ireland. 

8. Theſe, may it pleaſe your moſt princely Majeſty were the chief grounds 
and principal motives of our riſing in armes. And we do moſt humbly beſeech 


your moſt excellent Majeſty, not to take offence thereat, but to vouchſafe us 
not only your moſt gracious favour and protection from the cruel attempts and 


deſigns of your Juſtices and State of this Kingdom againſt us; but likewiſe to 
be graciouſly pleaſed to afford us juſt cauſe of laying down our armes, by ap- 
plying preſent and effectual remedies to our juſt grievances, and ſecurity to 
our eſtates and perſons, whereby we may be enabled to perform that accept- 
able ſervice to your Highneſs and your Crowne, which our duty and the ma-

cauſes and motives of our taking armes. The other cauſes moving us there- 


unto his Majeſty is to be informed by this Gentleman, the bearer hereof, whom 
we have entruſted to make them likewiſe known to your Majeſty. And if 
his Majcſty ſhould miſtake our intentions, (which we humbly preſume he will 
not) then our onely hope is, and we humbly beg it of your Majeſty, that 
you will mediate for us, and ſet us right and ſtraight in his Majeſtie's good 
opinion again, ſecing what we have done is only for defence of his Royal 
Prerogative, the enjoying of the free and publique exerciſe of our Religion, 
which (as we were informed) we were totally to be debarred of, and the re- 
formation of the abuſes and grievances of this poor Kingdom. We likewiſe 
implore your Majeſty's aſſiſtance, to procure us from his Majeſty the grant of 
what we humbly deſire in our Petition; which is no more than his Majeſty 
hath been pleaſed to grant to his ſubjects in other of his Dominions, who 
ſhall not upon any occaſion be more forward and ready, than we ſhall be, to 
ſpend our lives and fortunes for his and your Majeſtie's ſervice ; which we ſhall 
upon all occaſions be ready to ſeale with our bloods. Soe praying for his and 
your Majeſtie's and all your Royal iſſues long lives happily to reign over us, 
we humbly kneel to kiſs your ſacred hand.

Right Honourable, 


Have often written to the Lords Juſtices, ſetting out the great wants and 
1 defects of this place: but I can neither find relief from them, nor an an- 
ſwer of my letters; ſo that now I muſt applie to your Lordſhip for your ad- 


vice and directions, what I ſhall do in caſes of ſo great neceſſity. My Lord, 


this place is neither furniſhed with means, munition, nor armes. I have enter- 
tained fifty men, and kept them upon mine own charge; the old men want 
means, and are ready every minute to mutiny and deliver up this place into 


the hands of the enemies. My eſtate and relief is taken from me, and the 


moſt that I can do is to hold out one fortnight longer. There is not munition 
to hold out five dayes fight, nor are we able to ſpare powder, to bring ſhips 
to an anchor, French, Spaniſh, or Dutch that come. 

. | | It 
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It will be a diſhonour for me to leave it. It is infinite danger to continue 
it, without meanes, incouragement, or relief. Some of the chief of the ene 
mie met my men abroad, who went for fire. They ſet on my men, in which 
conflict there fell of the enemie, ſome of the chief heads, and ſome of their 
men. This hath bred a great heart-burning and cauſe of revenge. I pray 
your Lordſhip's direction and advice what to do, and warrant for the tifty men, 
and ſuch relief, men, and munition, as your Lordſhip ſhall think fitt. Other- 
wiſe 1 crave your Lotdſhip's pardon, that I preſerve my Life (which is all 


that I have left) the beſt I can. For in this condition I cannot continue, nor 


can it be expected I ſhould; for I have done what I could, and ſpent what J 
had. God of heaven quiet the times and direct your Lordſhip in all good 
wayes.

UCH is the uproare and carriage here amongſt us, that it were but folly to 
fill paper withall : and no great wonder, when as the cittie of Kiltenny is 
ranſackt within the walles, ſo as (for my part) Iam in ſuch a hard caſe for want 
of munition for ſuch purpoſes betwixt both ſorts, as that I do not well know 
how to bchave my ſelf, I being ſo remote from any ſuccour from your Ho- 
nour and thoſe parts. And therefore do humbly pray that your Honour will 
be pleaſed to ſolicit the caſe to the Lords Juſtices, in hope thereby to take 
ſome courſe for my ſuccour; whereas I can do nothing as 1 would otherwiſe, 


though I have been threatened as well by the Triſh, as by the Lord Preſident of 


Munſter, who is ſo cruel and mercileſs, that he cauſed honeſt men and women 
to be moſt execrably executed; and amongſt the reſt cauſed a woman great 
with child to be ript up and take three babes together out of her womb, and

Our very good Lords and Gentlemen, 


AU juſt fears and the apparent practiſes of ſuch as thirſt after our ruine, 
have at length brought us to declare ourſelves in the behalf of our King, 


our Conſciences, and our Country; you we believe, with the ſame reſentment, 
have obſcrved how much the Majeſty of our Prince in what concerns the King- 


dom has ſuffered in the eſſentiall rights of it by the management of the affairs 


of this State by the Parliament of England, as if not content with the bleſſing 
of the preſence of our common Father his Sacred Majeſtic, they would force 


upon us a farthcr ſubordination at the ſame diſtance. You have had a part 
alſo in our greif, to ſec the diſtruſt and publick upbraiding of the Roman Ca- 
tholicks, and the marks of indignation forced upon our Religion, (notwith- 


| ſtanding Our often candid and ſincere expreſſion of our Loyalty,) by which 


we are rendred incapable of any Office beyond being a Juſtice of Peace, and 
the executing of the ſame place without ſwearing the Oath of Supremacy, 


made at the will and diſcretion of the State. You, we are configent, with 


the ſame affliction of minde took notice with us to how little purpoſe we fate 
in Parliament, when the redreſs of our greivances muſt not only firſt move, 
but receive the approvement of thoſe who commonly were the authors of them, 
Theſe, with the late demeanors of ſome Miniſters of the State ſince this com-

: HEREAS divers lewd and wicked perſons have of late riſen in Rebel- 


lion in our Kingdom of Ireland; ſurprized divers of our Forts and 
Caſtles, poſſeſſed themſelves thereof; ſurpriſed ſome of our garriſons, poſ- 
ſeſſed themſelves of ſome of our magazines of arms and ammunition; diſpoſ- 
ſeſſed many of our good and loyal Subjects of the Britiſb Nation, and Prote- 
ſtants of their houſes and lands; robbed and ſpoiled many thouſands of our good 
Subjects of the Britiſb Nation, and Proteſtants of theit goods to great values; 
maſſacred multitudes of them, - impriſoned many others, and ſome wha have 
the honour to ſerve us as Privy Councellors of that our Kingdom: We there— 
fore having taken the ſame into our Royal conſideration, and abhorring the wick- 
ed diſloyalty and horrible acts committed by thoſe perſons ; do hereby not on- 


ly declare our juſt indignation thereof; but alſo do declare them and their ad- 
| herents and abettors, and all thoſe who ſhall hereafter joyn with them, or 
commit the like acts on any of our good Subjects in that Kingdome, to be Re- 


bels and Traitors againſt our Royal Perſon, and enemies to our Royal Crown 


of England and Ireland ; 


And we do hereby ſtrictly chiarge and command all thoſe perſons, who 
have ſo preſumed to riſe in arms agaiaſt us and our Royal Authority, (which 
we cannot otherwiſe interpret than acts of high Rebellion, and deteſtable dis- 
loyalty, when therein they ſpoil and deſtroy our good and loyal ſubjects of 
the Britiſh Nation, and Proteſtants,) that they immediately lay down their 
arms, and forbear all further acts of hoſtility ; wherein if they fail, we do let 
them know, that we have authorized our Juſtices of Ireland, and others our 
chief Governour or Governours, and General or Lieutenant General of our Army 
there; and do hereby accordingly require, and authorize them, and every of 


them, to proſecute the ſaid Rebels and Traitors with fire aid (word, as perſons 


who by their high diſloyalty againſt us their lawful and undoubted King and 
Sovereign, have made themſelves unworthy of any mercy or favour; wherein 
our ſaid Juſtices or other Governour or Governours, and General or Lieutenant

May it pleaſe your Majeſty, 


J7 OUR Royall and gracious Letters did vouchſafe me the greateſt honour 
and favour that could be poſſible, reviving my dejected ſpirits, and put- 
ting life into my endcavours and the minds of thoſe, that are faithfull to 
your Majeſty, and have dependance upon me; and now after publication, as 
precious records of your Royall goodneſs, I ſhall ſtrive to preſerve them to all 
oſterity. | | 
; To informe your Majeſty in brief of the ſad condition of affaires here, give 
me leave to expreſs that either fear, affection, or want of timely relief and 
imployment has in a manner joyned the whole Kingdom into one body of 
diſcontent and taking arms; the ſuſpicion they hold of the State at Dublin, 
the rumors of the great perſecution in England, and the delignes layd, (as they 
give out,) to put the ſame laws in execution here, and themſelves by ſeverall 
ways into deſperation, both of lives and fortunes, together with their plauſible 
declarations, working upon the minds and diſpoſitions of moſt men. 

Now to give your Majeſty an account of my owne particular condition; 
as ſoone as I heard of the commotion in the North, and the attempt upon 
Dublin Caſtle, I made a ſearch into the ſtrength of this County, and found 
it very ill furniſhed with arms, and but my company of fifty foot in this large 


County, and two in the Forſt at Gallway: and inſteed of aſſiſtance, fifty of 


thoſe under the command of Sir Lorenſo Cary my kinſman, in whom I re- 
poſed much confidence, were called by Potent to Dublin after diſtempers began 
to grow in the neighbouring parts about me, notwithſtanding my earneſt requeſt 
to haye them ſtay here. For my other proceedings to preſerve theſe parts in 
obedience, your Majeſty has been informed by my letters to others, before my 
knowledge of your Majeſtic's ſafe and happy return into England. 

I have frequently and carneſtly importuned the State for ſupply of armes and 
ammunition, but could neyer receive any other returne than a commendation 
of my care; except one hundred calivers and as many pikes, the maine part of 
them unſerviceable, and lately power to add fifty more to my old company. 
And the copies of ſome of my diſpatches to them, (I preſume) have come to 
your Majcſtic's view; by which I hope in your Royall judgment I am acquit, 


if I have not wrought (wanting fitt materialls,) anſwerable to the expeRation 


held of me. I may ſay that when the whole Kingdom in a manner declared 
themſelves for the preſent action, I kept this County from it; and to preſerve 
a face of peace the beſt I could, and keep men's minds that way imployed, 
with the aſſiſtance of the Cheif Juſtice of Connaght, I lately kept the only 

Court of Juſtice that has been in this Kingdom fince theſe troubles began. 
Many great ſpoiles and ſtealing of cattle both from the Engliſh and Iriſh I 
could not poſſible prevent, done in the night by inferior people. Some have been 
executed, and many impriſoned ; which (I hope) will ſtop theſe diſorders. I 
have ſuſtained moſt prejudice in my owne particular, putting ſome blemiſhes 
upon the obcdience of this County; one of my Caſtles in the mountainous 
borders being ſurpriſed by a raſh young kinſman of my owne, and two ſmall 
iſlands of myne by another. Untill Iam better ſupplyed, I dare not adventure into 
thoſe remote parts for the recovery of them, leſt ſome ill affected perſons 
might take advantage of my abſence to make attempts upon my Engliſb Pro- 
teſtant tenants, who have made very good Plantations near my two principall 
houſes. I likewiſe meet with another great difficulty, that I have noc conſi- 
. — 4 ä derable 
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derable place of ſtrength for the ſafety of my wife and children, or to make 
my owne retreate unto upon any occaſion. It will not be poſſible for me long 
ro ſupport the authority of this Government, which without power and meanes 
muſt in ſhort time grow into contempr, and my ſelfe and followers unable to 
beare the preſent great charge, if I have not armes and command in your Ma- 
jeſtic's pay to imploy many able men, that may otherwiſe be drawne to believe, 
that I am miſtruſted or little regarded; thoſe apprehenſions having been an 
occaſion to increaſe the diſtempers in this Kingdome. 

I am watchfull and upon my guard, the beſt I am able, being threatned to 
be aſſaulted by the neighbouring Counties for labouring to relieve the Engliſh 
Proteſtants here: and tho' the endeavours of ſome Gentlemen of Quality in 


thoſe parts has hitherto kept the ſtorme from me, it cannot be long pre- 


vented. 
My Lord Preſident of Connaght is forced to retire to the Caſtle of Arhlone, and 
cannot move farr from thence. My Lord'of Thomond in little better condition, 
(as I am informed,) and all his Engliſb and Dutch Plantations forlaken. My 
Lord of Mayo, who has the command of that County under my Lord Preſident, 
in the ſame diſtreſs. Theſe ſad examples round about me foretell what I muſt 
ſhortly expect, if not ſpeedily ſupplyed out of Exgland by ica to Galloway. 
Whatſocver happen, I ſhall with my beſt blood ſcale my duty and loyalty

My very good Lord, ; 


LTHOUGH the generall diſpatch, which by command of the Lords here 
was ſent into Connaght, might have come into your hands; and by that 

your Lordſhip might have gathered how we were neceſlitated, and how jult 
motives we had to take armes; yet I thought it very fitt to give your Lord- 
ſhip a particular account of our occaſions and procecdings, that I might there- 
by eſtabliſh in your Lordſhip a firme affeQion to aſſiſt a cauſe wherein you are 
equally intereſted. Firſt, it is not unknown to your Lordſhip how the Puritan 
faction of England, ſince by the countenance of the Scottiſb Army, they in- 
vaded the Regall Power, have both in their doctrine and practiſe layd the 
foundation of the ſlavery of this Country, they teach that the laws of Eng- 
land, if they mention Ireland, are without doubt binding here, and the Parti 
ament has wholly aſſumed the management of the affairs of this Kingdom 
as a right of preheminence due to it: and what may be expected from ſuch 
zealous and fiery profeſſors of an adverſe Religion, but the ruine and extir- 
pation of ours? Then your Lordſhip will obſcrve how fitt inſtruments the State 
here have been to further all intrudements to our diſadvantage. When firſt 
this action was diſcovered, moſt of the Lords towards Dublin, to whom the 
deſigne was not communicated, reſorted to the Juſtices for armes, thinking 
at that time the Triſh had revived the old quarrell, and thought to expell us, 
who this four hundred years have been poſſeſſed of the moſt conſiderable — 
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of the Kingdome. But they, in conformity to the reſolution of their Pa- 
- trons the Parliament of England, determining to ſuppreſs our Religion, put 
ſome few armes into our hands with that caution and diffidence, that it was 
a bleſſing from God, the Iriſb had propoſed to themſelves fair ends, for other.

My "oat the cauſe is God's in the firſt place, and I know you too noble to 
ſabje& the merits of your Anceſtors, and the eſtate which you derive from thoſe 
that have made way unto it over the bodyes of their enemies, to be ſubject 
to the diſpoſe of any other Parliament than our owne, or that we ſhould ſee 
the Majeſty of our Prince ſo farr abridged of the rights of it, as that his ſub- 
jects will preſume to cloath themſelves in his power, and limitt him how 
farr he ſhall be juſt and mercifull. Theſe, my Lord, are the grievances we 


reſſent, and the redreſs of them the principall thing both the Commanders 


of the Catholick Army, and we, doe look after; and we are very confident your 
Lordſhip in ſoe neceſſary a worke will contribute your aſſiſtance, and will ya- 
lue beyond all reſpects the name of a zealous Catholick, and a true Patriot;

And this incloſed is ne 
me from very able and intelligent perſons, which, in diſcharg 
held moſt neceſlary to convey ſpeedily to your Majeſty. | 

The firſt motives and the increaſe of theſe diſtempers are offered to be 
proved by the teſtimonies of ſeveral perſons of worth and quality. For the

1 is newly reported here, that the Parliament in England are reſolved to 
make it a war of Religion, and to grant no toleration thereof in this King- 
dom, and ſome other ſevere and ſtrict courſes for the proſecution of this war. 

I am very ſorry, (if 1 may preſume to ſpeak my ſenſe beſides Religion, as it 
has relation ro your Majcſtic's ſervice,) that ſuch declarations ſhould appcar, 
and no conſiderable forces in any readineſs here: which in my opinion can 
be of no other uſe, but the more firmly to unite and combine this whole King- 
dom for their conſcience and their own preſervations; beſides the drawing in 
forces from foreign parts, who may be ready to aſſiſt in this cauſe, that would 
not countenance Rebellion upon other pretexts. I hope your Majeſtic's wil- 
dom and gracious goodneſs, for preſervation of thouſands of your Subjects 
lives, will direct a juſt and moderate courſe between thoſe intentions, and the 
high demands of them here as they were delivered me, that may bring a good 
and happy concluſion to theſe unfortunate troubles, to your Majeſtic's honour 
and glory, and the peace and ſafety of all your Dominions.

The late diſtempers of Scotland, the high proceedings in England, and the 
preſent commotions in this Kingdom ſuffered to grow to ſoe great an height by 
your Majeſtic's Miniſters here, are matters far above my apprehenſion: the 
paſſages ſtopt, and all men's tongues and pens ſoe bound up from giving any right 
intelligence, that I walk in a ſtrange darkneſs, from which I cannot be free, 
but by the light of your Majeſty's gracious Pleaſure and Royal Commands to 
guide my ſteps and actions; which being known, and being able by your Ma- 
jeſtie's Power none ſhall give better teſtimony of his Loyalty and Diligence 
than myſelf.

N the midſt of my misfortunes, it was a great comfort to me to be in- 

formed by my brother that your Grace was pleaſed to remember ſo unuſe- 
full a ſervant at ſo great a diſtance from hence. I can informe you of no- 
thing but calamity and miſery, the whole Kingdome being now in a ſtrange 
combination and confederacy by vows and coycnants, ſome through feare of 
their ſtronger neighbours who aſſault all that will not come with them and 
engage themſelves as deeply as the reſt 3 others through affection to the 
cauſe, their declarations being takeing; and ſome for want of means, that they 
were not truſted and imployed, and all generally diſcontented with thoſe that 
manage the Affaires of State here, whom they charge with ſecret practiſing, 
both here and in England, before the Commotions begun, to raiſe Parties and 
Factions to deſtroy their Religion, to divert and hinder the King's Graces intend- 
ed towards them, by that meanes to put them into deſperation that they might 
forfeit their lives and fortunes : and ſince the diſtempers began, that they have 
ſo diſpoſed of Affaires, as if the deſigne were laied to putt the whole King- 
dom in Rebellion as now it is; the perſons of my Lord of Kildare, Thomond, 
Ormond and very few others excepted, and my ſelfe, and this poor County 
which with very much difficultie I endeavour to preſerve, and yet cannot keep it 
without ſome ſcarrs and blemiſhes, which will turne to deeper wounds, if I be 
not ſpeedily ſupplyed with good ſtore of armes and ammunition by ſea to 
Galway, and with ſome fit command in the King's pay to ſupport the infi- 


nite charge my ſelf and followers are now at, and to keep up authority and 


reputation amongſt them; this not being the way to diſcharge almoſt 40000 J. 
debt. That which doth moſt perplex me, is the conſideration of my Wife 
and poore Children, all paſſages being ſtopt, that I cannot ſend them into 
England but by the Long Sea, which were a cure worſe than the diſeaſe. Be- 
ſides the doubt of their welcome there, as reports are brought hither, and I 
have noe conſiderable place of ſtrength or ſafety for them, the Fort at Ga/loway 
being commanded by Captain Anthony Willoughby in the abſence of his Father 


Sir Francis placed there by my Lord of Straſford long before my coming over. 


I am not willing in theſe captious and doubtfull times to meddle further with 
it, than to furniſh him plentifully for the defenſe thereof, untill J receive or- 


der and direction from his Majeſty to have the full command of it, having 


written earneſtly to the King to that effect. Then my chief care were taken 
for the preſervation of my family, and I ſhall have a ſure retreat upon all oc- 
caſions, and without which it is not poſſible for me to perform any conſi- 
derable ſervice, and it did and doeth moſt properly belong to this Government. 
Give me leave carneſtly to intreate your Grace to move the King effectually 
therein, as that which moſt nearly concerns me: I have not written to any 
other friends thereof, leſt it might meet with diſputes and long debates, and 
by his Majeſtic's owne gracious fayour I only deſire to have it; and not com- 
ing ſpeedily, I have cauſe to feare it may come too late, all the neighbouring 
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countres threatning to aſſault me, hitherto kept off by ſome friends and for- 
mer acquaintance of my Father's; and the State here has neither power not 
will to releive me; and I am confidently informed that thoſe that are in 
action grow very well armed by the leiſure has been given them to rifle the 
Engliſh Plantations, and to ſend beyond (ea.

Could by no meanes procure any body to convey unto your Lordſhips an 
| account of my proceedings ſince I left Dublin; and indeed the things we 
have done are ſcarce worth the relation, having met with no kind of reſiſtance 
in all our march hither; ſo that I crave leave humbly to refer you to the in- 
formation of the Officer commanding a ſmall partic of horſe, tent herewith, 
and for the ſafe conduct of Mr. Barnewall of Rilbrue, Lieutenant Colonell 
Read, and one Barford. Barford came ro me the laſt night, Barnewall and 
Read this morning. I have thought fit to ſend all theſe to be diſpoſed of ac- 
cording to your Lordſhips pleaſures, and their own demerit. By the two 
latter it is confidently affirmed, that the town of Drogheda is clear of the 
Rebells on both ſides the Boyne; and that for a farewell, Sir Henry Tichborne 
has killed divers of them. Upon notice of this I called unto me Sir Simon 
Harcourt, Sir Thomas Lucas, and Sir Robert Farrar, who were all of opinion 
that it was of abſolute neceſlity, for the advancement of the King's ſervice, 
and the ſpeedy and proſperous ending of this war, that we, with ſuch ſtrength 
as may be ſpared out of Drogheda, ſhould proſecute the victory and Rebells as 
far as the Newry; if upon conference with the Lord Moore and Sir Henry 
Tichborne, who are beſt acquainted with the force, and can give the likelicſt 
conjecture at the Rebells intentions, we be not diverted.

Juſtices have received your Lordſhip's letters of this daie's date, which 
we communicated with the Councell, and having taken the ſame into ſerious 
conſideration, after deliberate adviſement thereof at their board, we have thought 
fit to return to your Lordſhip this anſwer. . | 

That calling to mind the reaſons moveing this Board to take the reſolution, 
expreſſed in our order, dated the third of this month, concerning the preſent 
expedition; and conſidering divers other weighty reaſons now appearing to us 
in Councell; and for that alſo we have by our laſt letters into England, (as 
your Lordſhip knowes) made known thither, that your Lordſhip with three 
thouſand foot and five hundred horſe was immediately to march into the 

2 | | Pale, 
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Pale, to burn, ſpoile, and deſtroy the Rebells of the Pale without exception 
of any; and for that the direction we expected forth of England con- 
cerning the Lords of the Pale, did not concern this matter, we therefore think 
fit, 

Firſt, that according to that order of this Board, you paſs not beyond the 
river of Boyne; but march in ſuch places between the Boyne and the Sea, as 
your Lordſhip ſhall think fit. 

Secondly, that thoſe that offer to come in be in no other maner taken in, 
than as priſoners taken by the power and ſtrength of his Majeſtie's Armie, (as 
in truth it is) and if any.of them come to the Armie, that (if it may be) the 
ſoldiers do ſeiſe on them before they have acceſs to your Lordſhip, and that af- 
terwards they be denied acceſs to your perſon. 

Thirdly, that no difference be made between the Noblemen that are Rebells 
and other Rebells; but that their houſes and goods be dealt with as other Re- 
bells are, in manner, as in our ſaid order dated the third of this month is ex- 
preſſed; which we now again recommend to your Lordſhip's obſervation. 

In the laſt place, we render thanks to your Lordſhip for your letters, pray- 
ing your Lordſhip to be as frequent as you may in advertiſements to us during 
your abſence. And, in caſe you find the neceſſity of the ſervice require your 
abſence from hence for a longer time than the eight daies mentioned in our 
order of the third of this month, we are pleaſed that your Lordſhip be abſent 
two or three daies longer, if you find all things concurring therein to the 
advantage of the publick ſervice; in caſe in the interim you receive no di- 
rection from us to the contrary. And obſerving no mention in your letters 
of having conſulted with Sir Richard Greenfield, as with other Comman- 
ders, we pray your Lordſhip that, as there may be occaſion, you call him to 
ſuch Conſultations.

JOUR Letters of the 9th and roth of this month 1 received by the hands 


of Captain Billing ſley laſt night, the 1 ith, being then come from Drog- 
heda, where I adviſed with the Lord More and Sir Henry Tichborn touching 
the propoſition made to your Lordſhips for the further proſecution of the Re- 
bells. What their ſenſe was therein, you may be pleaſed to obſerve by a let- 
ter ſigned by them and the reſt of the chief Officers, except the Lord Lambert 
and Sir Richard Grenvil, who were left in their quarters for the ſafety of them 


and keeping the ſoldiers from diſorder; but were as far conſenting to the

received two letters from you, one of the 11th of this month ſigned by 
your Lordſhip, and others of the Commanders of the Armie, and the other of 
the 12th ſigned by your Lordſhip. 


This Evening we received other letters of the 12th ſigned by your Lord- * 
ſhip, and others of the Commanders, and therein incloſed two letters directed 
to your Lordſhip, one from our very good Lord the Lord Moore, the other 


from Sir Henry Tichbourne. 

In anſwer of thoſe ſeverall letters, we think fit to ſigniſie to your Lordſhip, 
that having fully conſulted thereof, we remaine ſtill conſtant in thoſe reaſons, 
which induced the reſolution taken at this Board, that you ſhould not at this 
time paſs with his Majeſtie's forces beyond the river Boine; but march in ſuch 
places between the Boine and the Sca, as your Lordſhip ſhould think fit. For, 


beſides many other weighty reaſons, which we ſhall acquaint ,your Lordſhip 
with at your return hether, we arc not poſlibly able in preſent to ſend to 
Drogheda ſo full proviſion of victuals, as is neceſſary for ſuch an occaſion, nor

7 Lordſhip's Letters of the 22d and 28th of Aprill delivered me by 
Henry Whitney brought me the moſt glad and wellcome tydings of your 
Lordſhip's happy and fortunate ſucceſs againſt the enemie at Bull. Hill; which 
I do as heartily congratulate, and as really rejoyce in, as if I had been myſelf 
the man ordaincd ro ſhare ſo great an honour: and if any man ſhall ſuggeſt an- 
other thought to your Lordſhip, he is a baſe unworthy fellow and lyes in his 
throat. But where your Lordſhip is pleaſed to referr me in ſundry particulars 
to the letters of the Board, I have not received the honour of one tittle or 
letter from them, either of inſtruction, incouragement, or advice.

Accompt it none of the leaſt misfortunes that belongs to this unhap 

time, that both our perſons and all other meanes of expreſſion hath been 
kept at ſoc great a diſtance, it having been unſafe to commit any thing of 
moment to thin paper walls: but now I hope my diſpatches will meete with 
a ſafe conveyance to Dublin; I have at large informed the State of my pro- 
cecdings here for the reduceing of the town of Galluay and ſetling the maine 
parte of this County in its former obedience. Whether their Lordſhips there 
will accompt it a conſiderable ſervice I know not; but I aſſure your Lordſhip 
it was far above my expectation, it being the wonder of theſe partes how [ 
could ſubſiſt all this time without any aſiſtance from the State, my ſelf but 
newly arrived, and a ſtranger to my Friends and Country, wanting my native 
language, (a greate imperfection in this unſetled time,) and threatned from all 
partes for my oppoſition to my Countrie's good and the common cauſe, as 
they were pleaſed to terme it. But now I hope by God's mercy and fayour I 
have overcome the greateſt dificultyes, and ſhall ever be found armed with cleere 
and unſpotted Loyalty to my Prince, and love and due regard of my Country. 
To which effect, being induced by the deſires and inclinations of ſome perſons 


of Quality, I ſhall preſume upon your Lordſhip's noble diſpoſition to offer to 


your conſideration, whether a generall Ceſſation of Arms untill his Majeſtie's 


happy arrivall now frequently ſpoaken of, or his pleaſure otherwiſe declared, 
may not be fittly propoſed to the Lords Juſtices and the reſt of your Lordſhips 


there, which truly, my Lord, in my poor opinion cannot but be in the rhoughts

them, therefore I ſhall make no judgment on them, but leave them to thoſe 
into whoſe hands they are fallen, who are beſt able to find out the miſtery, if

Only the ſecond inſtruction that mentions me, I hold myſelf neceſſitated to 
fay ſomething in vindication of my ſelf from the indiſcretion or any other 
malignity it may containe towards your Lordſhip or the Lords Juſticcs ; and 
thus far to proteſt againſt it, 5 55 . 
Firſt, that it was without my deſire, knowledge, or conſent, that the Lord 
Dillon ſhould move the King to place me in the Government of this Kingdom; 
which if I had had the vanity to affect, I ſhould likewiſe have had the pre- 
ſumption to have applied my ſelf to his Majeſtie for it, either immediately or 
by a more probable mediation. And as it were vanity in me to aſpire to an 
imployment ſo extreamly beyond my reach, either to obtain or execute, ſo I 
profeſs unto you, Sir, in the faith of an honeſt man, I ſhould as the caſe ſtands 
take that place rather as a judgment, than a bleſſing from God and the King, 
however unto your Lordſhip, or to any other, that like you has a ſoul and 
ſpirit of Government, it may prove proſperous and glorious, as I wiſh to your 
Lordſhip it may; but to me ruine and infamie, if ever I endcavourcd or de- 
ſired to be charged with that to my weakneſs intolerable burden.

The ſecond particular I proteſt againſt, is the power aſcribed to my word 
over the affections and unruly paſſions now ſtirred up in this People; which 
are ſo high, that I cannot think they are to be aſſwaged by a word, unleſs he 
vouchſafe to ſpeak it, that could and did calm the ſtormy winds. My ſword 
and all I can ſhall be cheerfully employed in it, and God ſend me with that 
to contribute ſomething towards ſubdueing of the enemie; but for miracles, 
I leave them to thoſe that pretend to or believe in them. I have not faith 
enough for either. This is ſo known an hiperbole, (to give it the civileſt 
phraſe) that I ſhall not give your Lordſhip the trouble of reading any farther 
anſwer to it: For I believe no reaſonable man will think, that if it were in 
my power to ſtop this torrent, I would not ſuffer it ſo to overflow myſelf, 
as it has done, to the totally drowning of my private fortune; which began but

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lately to ſhew itſelf above thoſe miſeries that formerly it lay under. I think 
I have more then once preſſed upon your Lordſhip, as far as in manners 1 
could, to haſten you over: And I confeſs I have written my mind freely, as 
out of my duty to the King's ſervice I held myſelf bound to do, touchin 

the danger I apprehended this Kingdom was in under the preſent form of Go- 
vernment; wherein it was far from my intention I am ſure, and I think from 


my wordcs to lay any blemiſh or fault on them that govern; nor can it be 


underſtood by them chat I endeayoured to thruſt mylelf into their room, in 
any reaſonable conſtruction. But it was then my ſence, and is ſtill, that, as 
at all times I take this Government to be moſt perfect, where it is in one 
able hand, ſo now, as the times are conditioned with us, I take it to be of 
abſolute neceſſitie for the good conduct of the affaires of this Kingdom, that 
the civill and martiall power ſhould be united; which will not only avoid 
contradiction and diſtraction in commands, but infinitely more accelerate en- 
terpriſes, than can poſſibly be expected where the powers are divided; though 
the propenſion of thoſe intruſted with them be never ſo great to the ſeryice.

My Lord, 


7 OUR letter of the 14th of Aprill I reccived the laſt night, which afford- 
ed me (except the aſſurance of your well being,) but ſmall other com- 

fort after ſo many monthes expectation, being ſtill confident that the unſpot- 
ted fidelity and active ſervices of my Anceſtors in times of greateſt danger, my 
alliance and breeding in England, and the knowledge of my diſpoſition there, 
would have procured me that favour as at leaſt to have had a troop of horſe 


and ſome proportion of other arms for my own defence and the preſervation 


of this County, if not admitted to that honour as to be enabled to ſerve the 
King in a higher quality and better condition. I am confident his Majeſty 
would not have denyed me ſuch a requeſt, and if your Lordſhip could not pre- 
vaile with others, I muſt crave pardon if I conceive that you imploy your 
time little to the advantage of your ſelfe or friends; and if it had not pleaſed 


God of his mercy miraculouſly to preſerve me, and give a bleſſing to my en- 


deavours, my wife, children and family muſt needes have periſhed before this time, 
with this inſcription upon my grave, for being neglected and forſaken by his 
brother, in whom he repoſed his chiefeſt confidence. This conſideration I 
know will ſometimes worke upon your noble nature though tranſported with 
other paſſions. Fs 

For what I formerly writt, which you are now pleaſed to touch upon, I 
ſhall ever be ready to juſtify the truth and ſenſe of what I then expreſſed; 
though the barbarous cruelties, that have been committed here, are not to be 
thought of but with horrour. I conceive it is the deſire of the whole Nation, 
that the aQors of thoſe crying ſins ſhould in the higheſt degree be made ex- 


amples to all poſterity; yet God forbid that fire, ſword and famine, which move 


apace here, and might be eaſily prevented, ſhould run on to deſtroy all man- 

kind, and put the innocent and the guilty into one miſcrable condition, or if 

tome young unſettled ſpiritts have been miſled and wrought upon by miſreports 

and fallen into errours, that therefore themſelves and antient well deſerving fa- 

milies ſhould be utterly deſtroyed, or the King's mercy totally bound up. 
For my expreſſions concerning the Scotts, I did and doe ſtill believe it may 

be worthy your conſideration there, that they, when this Rebellion began, 

| X 


Were 
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were above 40000 well armed in the North of this Kingdome, and might eaſily 
have broaken it in the beginning; but they have ſtay'd a time of more advan- 
tage, to have pay and armes out of England, ſtrong fortreſſes delivered them 
here, and more forfeitures of eſtates. This I relate as the obſervations of know- 
ing diſcreet perſons, and noe conceptions of mine. 

Dome young men of Gallway by treachery ſurpriſed an Engliſh ſhip, killed 
two, and hurt others, and took ſome ordinance and bartells of powder, by a 
faction raiſed in the towne, compelled the Mayor and graver ſort to take it 
upon them, upon pretence that their goods and ſome young Merchants of the 
town were detained in England. Soon after they ſeized on my armes and 
goods that came out of England, and then gott divers of this County and the 
County of Mayo to come to their aſſiſtance, and to lay a ſiege to the Fort. 
This ſudden miſcheif coming unexpected upon me, put me into great diftrac- 
tion: but in purſuance of my ſettled reſolution to ſeale my Loyalty with my blood, 
tho' never ſoe much neglected, I haſtened into thoſe parts, and called upon 
my friends, and within a few days marched thither about feven hundred foot 
and necrc two hundred horſe ; but finding their numbers great, and that they 
had planted ordinance upon the craggy paſſages of that Countrey neare the 
towne, which made horſe of noe uſe to me, I reſolved to beſiege the be- 
ſiegers, and having Caſtles there convenient for it, I placed ſtrong garriſons 
round about them, and my horſe ſcowred between to keep all releif from 
them, and tho' with much difficulty found meanes to ſupply the Fort from a 
_ Caſtle of myne called Oran More, lycing upon the ſea, tho' they had ſtore of 
boates ro guard the paſlage. 

After almoſt a monthe's lycing there, they began to treate of a Ceſſation 
of Armes, but a ſhipp of the Kinge's coming from Dublin with ſupplyes and 
ammunition to the Fort, I would hear of nothing but laying down their armes, 
and an abſolute ſubmiſſion within ſew days. Their Camp being much di- 
ſtreſſed they broake and fell away apace, and upon the 11th of this month 1 
entered and took poſſeſſion of their trenches, and ſett before the towne, went 
my ſelfe into the Fort, and the Captain and I agreed to ſalute them with thirty 
three great ſhot into their towne, and then I ſent a trumpet to ſummon them. 
And upon the 13th upon certain conditions agreed upon by my ſelfe and the 
Captain of the Fort, the Mayor and Corporation and the young Men of the 
towne, came to me to the verge of their liberties, made their publick ſub- 
miſſion, delivered up the keys, and layd downe their armes, and upon good 
hoſtages given me, I took them and the Gentlemen engaged with them into his 
Majeſtie's protection. And thus ended this dangerous Rebellion, the conſequence 


of the place conſidered, with little bloodſhed, and I doubt not they will now re- 


maine in quiet obedience and be fit objects, both of his Majeſtie's mercy and ju- 
ſtice ; molt of the better fort being totally againſt their proceedings and at laſt forc- 
ing their ſubmiſſion, the town it ſelfe being very ſtrong and well victualled. 
And now ſome of their aſſiſtants in Irrcommaght doe prey upon them, and thoſe 
of Mayo do ſeize on their eſtates in that County, ſoe that they will not want 


puniſhment for their inſolent carriage. And now I hope I have overcome 


the greateſt difficulties in theſe parts, and ſhall be able to ſubſiſt untill the Army 
comes you write of, and then I may eaſily gueſs how I ſhall be aſſiſted, by 
the carriage of the Captain of the ſhip, whole name is Aſbley, and your neigh- 
bour at Tamworth, who being entertained with all reſpe& by me, and my ſelfe 
with him on ſhipbourd, hath ſince preyd and ſpoiled my tenants and upon 
my deare and faithfull freind Sir Richard Blake, who has loſt a faire eſtate in 
| ſeverall places of the Kingdom for his faſt fidelity; and makes noe diſtinction 
between good and bad. If he doth not give me good ſatisfaction, J hope 
the State will. However, if theſe proceedings hold, tho' I am like to be 
unfortunate, I ſhall ever be found moſt faithfull and loyall, and if on”

| over, arrived here the laſt night; they were ſo hardly beſett by reporte 
of Engliſh diſpatches, that they were enforced to burne your Lordſhip's letters 
from Dublin directed unto me; and they gott moſt of my packetts out of En- 
gland, and brake them open, and tooke what they pleated; foc that I am 
kept in ignorance, untill I receive farther direction from the State. Being in- 
formed by Mr. Geoghegan of your Lordſhip's noble inclination and particular 
reſpects to me, it doth afford me infinite comfort, in theſe unſetled and ſtrange- 
ly diſtracted times, to have a perſon ſoe full of worth and honour to be firme 
and reall to me; and I hope it will not be altogether unuſefull to your Lord- 
ſhip to have my faithfull and conſtant ſervice ready to an{wer your Lordſhip's 

noble proceedings. | | 

The preſent ſtate of afaires in England doth much perplex my thoughts, 
from whence I received no cleere intelligence, all men's tongues and penns 
being ſoc bound up, as makes my doubts and fearcs the greater. Your Lord- 
ſhip hath meanes to be rightly informed, and if you vouchſafe me ſome 
brief touches of what may be fitt for my information, it will put a very high 
obligation upon me, and I doe preſume your Lordſhip may with confidence 
ſend ſafly to me by my couſin Terrence Coghlan, or by ſuch meanes as he ſhall 
acquaint your Lordſhip with, I being fully aſſured of his ſetled affection to me, 
and that he would faithfully diſcharge your Lordſhip's truſt and deſerve your 
favour. | 

If my late proceedings here, and the propoſitions I have ſent for a gene- 
rall Ceſſation, doe not receve the aprobation of the whole State there, and yet 
doe find ſome place in your Lordſhip's judgment to approve therof, I ſhall 
aske leave to propoſe unto your Lordſhip the ſending of both or either unto 
his Majeſtic in my behalf graced by your Lordſhip with better expreſſions of 
your owne, my diſpatches into England meeting with ſo much danger and de- 
lay, that I dare not now adventure to ſend my ſelf unto his Majeſtie, in whoſe 
gratious thoughts, (as I am informed by ſeverall letters,) I am preſerved with 
much tender care and favour, though there hath been ſome impediments of 
late to divert the receiving of his particular Commands, and ſome hopes given 
me, that it will not be long before I receive ſome ſignification of his Royall 
Pleaſure ; and I beſcech your Lordſhip lett me freely receive your Lordſhip's opi- 
nion concerning his Majeſtic's coming into this Kingdome, whether there be 
any probability therof. If I have tranſgreſt and preſſed too farre upon your 
Lordſhip in theſe perticulers, it is the incouradgment I have received from your 
Lordſhip, that hath raiſed this preſumption in |

Shall not necd to tell you how your letters and agreement with the men 
I of Galway was received here, ſince your Lordſhip's judgement will much 

better inſtruct you, when you have peruſed the letters now ſent by Mr. Coghlan, 
who putts me in ſome hope that it may be my good hap to wayte upon you 
before my returne to Dublin. I cannot certainly ſay when I ſhall be at Ath- 
lone; but I think it will be about Sunday next or Monday at the fartheſt, but 
leſt it ſhould be my misfortune not to ſee you, I cannot chuſe but tell you that! 
am extreamly well ſatisfied with my ſelfe, ſince I found that your Lordſhip's incli- 
nation and myne are the ſame, for the advancement of his Majeſtie's ſervice 
againſt the diſturbers of our peace, and for the diſtinguiſhing of puniſhment 
due to the plotters and fomenters of our troubles, from that wherewith it is 
fitt to chaſtiſe ſuch as are miſled, and perhaps terrifyed finto that, which in the 
rigorous eye of the law equalls them in crime and ſuffering. 

All your proceedings are ſent to be judged by the King and Parliament, who 
are yett at greater diſtance than I could wiſh they were; his Majeſtic's jour- 
ney hither is deferred, but whether totally laid aſide or noe ir is not poſlible 
for me to ſay. | 1 
If it fall out that I ſee you not, I will endeavour to write more at large

UCH is my confidence in your favour, as I preſume to contract this re- 
turne unto your Lordſhip in as few lines as poſſible I can, being oppreſſed 
with the burthen laid upon me by the acceſs of theſe forces now under my 
command, and the difficulties I find to reduce things to ſuch order as I deſire. 
My Lord of Ormond came noe nearer than within ſix miles of this place, 
where having the honour to wayte upon him on Monday morning, I told him 
of your Lordſhip's earneſt deſire to ſee him, but his reſolution being taken 
for his preſent retraite to Dublin, I could neither prevaile with him for his 
coming hither, nor to ſpend a few days upon ſome particular deſigne that would

My directions in the caſe of ſubmiſſions and protection are ſomewhat ſuit- 
able to thoſe your Lordſhip received from the Lords Juſtices; which, if 1 ſhould 
obſerve, would be of ſuch evill conſequence, as I have preſumed to crave their 
Lordſhip's leave to ſwerve from that rule; and as 1 am informed by my faith- 
full freind Sir Robert King that thoſe that govern our affaires in England are 
moderate enough in that kind, ſo doth my Lord of Ormond tell me, that that 
ſtri& courſe is the effect of ſome particular advices in this State, to which 
he himſelfe doth proteſt to be oppoſite, and ſoc ſhall I be, (with God's fayour) 
as my actions will demonſtrate.

[7 OUR Lordſhips diſpatch of the 13th of this preſent by Mr. Terence 
Coghlan I received on the 18th, being then upon the borders of the 
County of Roſcommon to waite upon my Lord Preſident, where we had but a 


ſhort conference, in regard we could not then frame any ſettled reſolutions untill. 


his Lordſhip had received my Lord of Ormond, and the ſupplies and inſtructions 
from your Lordſhips. 5 2 | 

I render your Lordſhips moſt humble thanks for your favourable acceptation 
of ſome part of my late procecdings, as likewiſe for your Lordſhips free but 
moderate reprehenſions of thoſe errors which your Lordſhips obſerved to be 
committed by me in the proſecution of that ſervice; and that your Lordſhips 
are nobly pleaſed to afford me that right, as to belicve 1 would not have con- 
cluded an agreement, if I had received any intimation of your pleaſures to the 
contrary, of which you may allways reſt aſſured, that tho' I may faile in judg- 
ment when I have not timely intelligence in matters of difficulty, when the oc- 
caſions will not admitt of long delay, yett my diſpoſition ſhall ever guide me 
to an exact obedience, and my will be ever reſigned to obſerve and execute 
thoſe Commands I ſhall reccive, with any hazard cither of my perſon or for- 


- rune. 


It is true, my Lords, that when I received the towne of Galluay and ſome 
Gentlemen that adhered unto them into his Majeſtic's protection, the Fort by 
my timely coming thither and putting releife therein, being ſeconded by the 
ſupplyes your Lordſhips ſent with Captain Aſbley, was in a good condition of 
latety ; but your Lordſhips may be pleaſed to remember it was a chief part of 
your former inſtructions, and I am ſure a powerfull inducement to me, that 
I ſhould have ſpeciall care of the Engliſh, and there was then above 400 in 
the towne, and many of them of good Quality, ſubjea to the fury of inraged 
multitudes if they had been proſecuted to the height of rigour and extremity. 
And beſides your Lordſhips might be pleaſed to obſerve by the letters I ſent 
out of Mayo, and divers advertiſments I received out of Thomond and other 
bordering Counties, that reſolutions were taken to burne and deſtroy all be- 
hind me, and to incloſe my ſmall forces between them, and thole formerly 
confederate with the town; whereby, beſides our own danger, not only many 
Engliſh, long ſince planted in my townes of Loghreagh and Portumny, and 
others lately come in from other Counties for relcif and preſervation, would 
have been deſtroyed, but your Lordſhips may be pleaſcd further to conſider the 
difficulty, or rather impoſlibility, to keepe at a ſiege my owne followers, and 
thoſe other noble Gentlemen that have aſſiſted me upon our owne charge for 
almoſt eight months, maintained forces without any ſupplics from your Lordſhips, 
our cares being daily filled with intelligence, that all we had would be defaced 
and ruined, and my wife and children and a large family long expoſed to danger 


In 
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in a remote border during fix weeks lyeing before Galluay not to be totally 
neglected. And I humbly ſubmitt it to your Lordſhips better judgments, whe- 
ther it were fitt to continue longer before the towne without any hope to gaine 
the place, or to depart from thence without ſome ſettlement, would not have 
been held a deſerting of the ſervice, and an invitation to all ill diſpoſed 
perſons to have gathered therein multitudes from all parts of the King. 
dom. And further J preſume my Lord Preſident will teſtimony with me in 
what a dangcrous condition not only this County but the whole Province was 
in at that time, and all paſſages ſoc ſtopt, that we could receive noe clear in- 
telligence what were the reſolutions taken for the proſecution of this warr, or Ek 
the forces that were in a readineſs, either for the generall advancement of the 1 
ſervice, or our particular releife; which guided me then to believe, that the beſt | 
preſent ſervice was to gaine time by moderation, and to take the benefitt of 
their opinion of my intereſt in his Majeſtie's favour, to reduce them to that 
obcdience, which was not otherwiſe within the compaſs of my power to ef. 
fect. And I will now only add one particular advantage gott thereby, which 
did weigh much with me; which is, that by this agreement, in the granting 
a protection to Francis Darcy, I gained almoſt 3000 weight of powder to be 
placed in good and ſure hands, and himſelfe to be aſſiſting to Captain Aſbley to 

bring in his ſhip and ten pieces of ordinance” with ſtore of proviſion of corne 
into the Fort, which would otherwiſe probably have fallen into very ill hands, 
and have been of a very dangerous conſequence to all the Engliſb that have 
maintained themſelves in Forts within this Province. And having from the 

beginning releived the Fort conſtantly with all manner of proviſion within my 
power, I hope will not be layd upon me as a crime (having diſcharged my duty 
in that important ſervice,) to have ſome care and regard of the reſt of 
the County long in danger and hazard. And your Lordſhips having not 
particularly expreſſed the errors I have committed, I can but gueſs upon a re- 
view of my diſpatch, it may be my accepting of propoſitions in a ſtile impro- 
per for them to expreſs themſelves in; indeed, my Lords, they did not found 
well with me, but being earneſt in their owne way, and my anſwer but ge- 
nerall, I did conceive it was rather a prejudice to them than a diſſervice to his 
Majeſtie, whoſe Royall wourd intruſted with me is but for a ſhort time ingaged 
untill the ſignification of his pleaſure, I hope with more advantage, and that 
by this time of tryall a fit diſtinguiſhment may be made between the good 
and bad affections of the inhabitants of that towne. And theſe true and ne- 
ceſſary circumſtances being duely conſidered by your Lordſhips, and repreſented 
to the King and Parliament, with thoſe former papers of my proceedings, I 
will confidently hope to receive a pardon and favourable conſtruction of the er- 
rors I committed in the management of thoſe difficult affairs, if I doe not re- 
ccive ſome approbation and allowance of my endevours therein. 

Your Lordſhips obſerve ſome other motives expreſſed in my former diſpatch, 
haſtening the pacification, as an opinion that I was miſtruſted by your Lord- 
ſhips, and ſhould receive but (mall countenance or aſſiſtance. I did not men- 
tion them (under favour) as any trouble to my owne thoughts, being confi- 
dent to be valued by your Lordſhips according to the integrity of my duty 
and affection to his Majeſtie's ſervice; and that, if I ſuffered by any miſreports, 
I ſhould ſtand fair and clear in your Lordſhips judgment, untill by a knowledge 
of my charge I might be enabled to juſtify my ſelfe ; but intimated them as the 

_ apprehenſions of others, who judge commonly by the outward effects, obſerv- 
ing a great charge upon themſelves and me without any publick marks of his 
Majeſtie's favour, or your Lordſhips remembrance of me were apt to harbor 
ſuch ſuſpicions. For my part, your Lordſhips noble expreſſions and favourable 
acceptance of my endevours ſhall allways be a ſatisfaction to me, and the ad- 
dition of your Lordſhips interceſſions for a troope of horſe obliges me to re- 
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turne moſt humble thanks, deſireing to obtaine the benefitt of that requeſt 
much more for the advancement of his Majeſtie's ſervice, than any regard of 
advantage to my ſelf. | | 

For the notice I took of commiſſions and inſttutions granted for things to 
be ated within this Government without any mention of me, I aflure your 
Lordſhips it was not without ground that made me reflect thereon; and tho' 


it might be an error in my judgment I did conccive it not improper, either 


by inſtruction or diſcretion for the Captain of the ſhip to con ſult and ſome- 
what to be guided by the Governor, who can give beſt intelligence how to 
diſtinguiſh between the Rebells and others well affected. And the rule I ob- 
ſerved Captain Aſhley went upon, was to lay hold of thoſe within his reach 
who had beſt ſtore of goods or cattle, wherein not only Sir Richard Blake 
and his tenants ſuffered much, but I had my particular loſs, by ſpoiling my te- 
nants of their goods and proviſions brought for payment of my rents, and 
ſome of his men with much contempt and ſcorne tearing a Certificate of their 
good behaviour; and noc puniſhment and ſatisfaction given, he ſtanding with 
a very ſtrict and rigid deportment on the latitude of his commiſſion : Upon 
hopes of better future regard I paſt things by, being very tender of the leaſt 


_ diſturbance of the public ſervice. 


There happened after, ſome diſpute between us about Francis Darcy, who 
having punctually obſerved all the conditions upon which his protection was 


granted, and gained the good opinion of Captain Milloughòy and my ſelfe, he 


was an carneſt ſuiter for the loane of his bare veſſell for to tranſport thoſe back 
that manned her, to ayoid their clamour or loſle, who were maſters of tamilics 
and natives of France, offering full ſecurity for the ſhip or value of it, accord- 
ing to what order your Lordſhips ſhould make upon examination of the buſi- 
neſs. And this being approved of by the Vice Admirall Sir Henry Straddling 
then in the harbor, it invited me to be carneſt with him in that behalfe, but not 
prevailing, and finding him as I thought ſomewhat diſreſpective, beſides, it 
drew from me this incloſed letter, which ſtateing the buſineſs right I held ne- 


ceſſary to ſend your Lordſhips, tho' therein you may diſcerne ſome paſſion, 
chooſeing rather to diſcover my imperfections, than have truth concealed. 


Concerning Captain //;/loughby's commiſſion, I ſhall be glad of any addition 
of favour or good fortune to him; but not knowing the extent of his power 
thereby, it will be neccſlary to avoyd miſtakes for the future between us, 
that ſome rules or limitts be ſett to guide us both, thare lately happening an 
accident that may much diſquiet theſe parts, if it doe not receive a timely re- 
prehenſion from your Lordſhips. The County on this ſide of Gallway now 
quiet, Captain Willoughby ſallyed forth into the Country with a trumpet and 
troop of horſe I conceive without commiſſion, that favour being not yet grant- 
ed to my ſelfe, and coming to a towne of myne upon a ſlight complaint or pre- 
tence of ſome ſmall extortion, he took priſoner a ſerjeant of a company un- 


der the command of my Lord Clanmorris, and (as I hear) a well experienced 


toldier, bound him, carried him to the Fort, and there immediately hanged 
him, and lighted a reſpective letter of my Lords without returning an anſwer. 
This act I conceive ſoc raſh and unfit in it ſelfe without relation to others, 
ſoe diſreſpective to my Lord Clanmorris as a perſon of Quality, a friend and 
neighbour, ſoe great an affront upon me, and infringement of my Government, 


eſpecially the man being an Officer of thoſe forces by me raiſed for his Ma- 


jcſtic's ſervice : Certainly the puniſhment for any offence he did commit did 
properly and only belong to me. In this particular 1 ſhall humbly and carneſt- 
ly deſire your Lordſhips that 1 may have full reparation in my honour, and for 
the preſervation of my authority within this Government. And I am ſorry 
that this hapned between me and one that I have ſoe particularly cheriſhed 
and reſpected, beſides my care of the publick ſervice, which I ſhall ſtill con- 
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tinue. And upon a right underſtanding ſettled by your Lordſhips, I doubt not 
all will be fairely concluded and we well united. In preſent it's generally diſ- 
courſed of with much wonder and paſſion, which I endeavour to qualify. The 
caution your Lordſhips are pleaſed to give me, in way of truſt of thoſe perſons, 
by whoſe endevours I did hope that ſomething might be acted for the appea- 
ſing of diſtempers, puniſhing offenders, and performeing what might beſt con- 
ducc to the peace and future obedience of the towne of Galway, I doe receive 
them as great arguments of your Lordſhips publick care and particular favour 
to me, and doe ſoe humbly and thankfully acknowledge them. And I preſume 
your Lordſhips ſhall always find that I am wary and reſerved in the imparting 
of my Counſells, and that in point of advice, I may make ule of all by way 
of information, yett I am not guided or led by any, but ſuch as by their ability, 
long experience, and your Lordſhips good opinion may deſerve that truſt ; and 
when time ſerves, I hope your Lordſhips ſhall receive good ſatisfaction that 
there has been a conſiderable proportion of labour, charge and induſtry uſed 
for the advancement of the King's ſervice, and the overcoming of many con- 
derable difficulties, which at this diſtance, and ſoe many impediments in the 
way, cannot be clearly repreſented. For thoſe perfons I formerly mentioned, 
and moſt others of the better ſort of the towne of Galway, I muſt doc them 
that right, according to the beſt of my intelligence, to declare that they ap- 
pear diligent to redeeme the former offences of that Corporation, and to pre- 
ſerve a faire correſpondence with the Commander of the Fort; and I may aſ- 
ſuredly ſay of ſome of them, and deſervedly name Sir Richard Blake and Mr. 
Recorder, that they doe aſſiſt, and doe all the good Offices to the Fort and 
Engliſh in the towne for ſupply and accommodation within the compaſs of 
their power; and for the incouragment of the good, I hope it's not omitted 
to be ſoe repreſented to your Lordſhips, as well as the inclinations and hu— 
mours of thoſe not ſoc well affected are to be doubted and obſerved ; where- 
in I ſhall keepe a juſt equality to the beſt of my knowledge, and juſtify my in- 

formations to be free from partiality or particular ends. | 
Concerning the powder, your Lordſhips are pleated to expreſs, that if thoſe 
entruſted by me ſhould abuſe my confidence, and diſpoſe of that dangerous 
commodity to Rebells, or take up new reſolutions of diſloyalty themſelves, I 
ſhould find the inconvenicnce of not having the powder out of the diſpoſall 
of the towne. Certainly, my Lords, if any force or induſtry of myne could 
have gotten ir out of their hands, there ſhould have remained but a ſmall pro- 
portion in their power; but upon the concluding of the pacification, though 
it had been mentioned, it was not inſiſted upon by the Captain nor my ſelte ; 
finding it impoſſible to gaine it by force, we were in hope by time and faire 
meanes to gett it from them: but it had not been of much advantage, as ap- 
peareth ſince ; for during the ſiege and treaty, and upon knowledge of Francis 
Darcye's coming to the iſles of Arran, as I am informed, they ſpent and di- 
vided amongſt their aſſiſtants in rowne and camp, and conveyed to ſome others 
whoſe aid they expected, if the pacification had not ſucceeded, all the powder 
brought by Oliver Oge French, which was accompted about 32 veſſels, weight 
2500 J; or what was remaining ſoe ſecretly hid by private merchants, that it 
could not be diſcovered. Severall moderate and well affected perſons of the 
towne were agreed upon by Captain illoughby and me, who were nominat- 
ed by thoſe that knew them, and were profeſſed freinds to the Fort, and to 
them I gave a large commiſſion under the Provinciall ſeale to examine upon 
_ oath and all other ways, all thoſe that were ſuſpected to have any powder, 
arms and ammunition, and all other witneſſes that could diſcover any thing 
concerning that ſubje&; and that they ſhould ſeize upon the ſame, and deli- 
ver it over upon accompt to other able and diſcreet men agreed upon by Cap 
tain Willoughby and me, who were upon oath to iſſue goe part thereof but by 
2 direction 
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direction or warrant from me. But for all their care and delligence, there 
could none conſiderable be found, but what Francis Darcy brought, about 
2700 weight, which was immediatly put into thoſe Commiſſioners hands we 
had nominated who approve themſelves very honeſt and faithtull men. After 
this upon notice of ſome reſort of ſtrangers to the towne, and upon informa- 
tion of ſome powder ſuſpected to have been privately conveyed away, I ſent 
immediatly to the Mayor, who by a Proclamation freed the rowne of ſtrangers, 
and having not force ſufficient under my command in his Majeſtic's pay, I did 
agree with Captain J/;//oughby that he ſhould put a garriſon into a ſtone houſe 
ncare the great Eaſt gate of the towne. I give him way to put a guard into 
a Caſtle of myne a mile off the towne to keep the paſlage to the river, and 
likewiſe allowed him to place more men about the Abbey on the Weſt on 
Irrconnaght ſide, both to prevent acceſs of ſtrangers and iſſueing forth of 
powder. I ſent a warrant to the Mayor to apprehend ſuch merchants as were 
ſuſpected to have hidden and conveyed ſome powder away, and I am informed 
that Oliver Oge is put upon the Sheriffe's hands, and I am in good hope to 
have him and ſome others ſent into the Fort, By this accompt I have given 
your Lordſhips I hope it will appeare, I have uſed all poſſible diligence and in- 
duſtry in this buſineſs of ſo great importance, and if any error have been 
committed or inconvenience happen, 1 am not to ſtand charged alone. For 
the powder of Francis Darcye's in the Commiſſioners hands, I have taken 
five barrells for my owne ſtore to ſupply my companies in gariſon in this place 
and at Loghreagh, and for the defenſe of my bordering Caſtles; and ſome mo- 
dcrate proportions I have by warrants iſſued out to ſome of the Captains and 
other Gentlemen that aſliſted me, for the defence of their houſes and families 
againſt ill affected perſons, having lately found the inconveniency to rely wholly 


upon the Fort for ſupplies; for when I went againſt Gallway and their aſſiſtants, 
1 was forced to hazard my ſelfe in that ſervice, but with a ſmall proportion 


of armes, and a very poore quantity of powder, haveing three barrells of my 
owne bought out of Clarke's ſhip then in the Fort, and could come to noc 


part of it during the ſiege, untill neere the time of the pacification. The re- 


maine of the powder in the Commiſſioners hands is moſt of it groſs powder 
for ordnance, and I am in treaty with the towne and doe beleive they will de- 
liver the groſs powder into the Fort, being above 1600 weight. I cannot find 
that a conſiderable number of armes came to the towne at any time or has been 
iſſued out by them. Of thoſe few pieces Francis Darcy brought I had 16, the 
Fort. 6, inſtead of ſome of his that were loſt in the commotion by default 
of the towne; and as I am informed 12 were left in his ſhip brought in by 
Captain Aſhley and ſome other taken away coming to the towne through Tre- 
connaght - they were in all but fifty and odd at firſt. Iam going to Loghreagh, 
and doe hope to find the Gentry ſoc well inclined, as that I ſhall prevaile by a 
generall conſent to take a ſettled courſe for ſupply of the companies belong- 
ing to the Fort with freſh meat, by layeing a proportion on cach Barrony ; 
and likewiſe to take into conſideration how to ſettle the Engliſh again with 
latcty and reparation for the ſpoiles and injuries done them, the crying ſinn of 
blood which has tainted moſt parts of the Kingdom, not lyeing here, more than 
two that were killed in Charles ſhip and 2 or 3 more in the towne of Gall- 
way by the rude Kearne of Jreconnaght ; the humours and paſſions of both 
ſides may be the more eaſily overcome, and ſome ſhort time, with your Lord- 
ſnips allowance and approbation, may frame a right and well diſpoſed ſettlement, 
all parts being gow in good quietneſs but the Flaherties and Ireconnaght who 
are out of protection; and tho' it be in a very wild and craggy place to fall 
upon them according to the inſtructions your Lordſhips have given me, I will 
endeavour to ſubdue them without taking any of them into protection, as ſoone 
as my Lord Preſident ſhall adyance into other neighbouring parts; tho' under 
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favour, I conceive it might be convenient, as occaſion ſhould be offered, to 
take ſome of them into protection, upon condition to doe ſervice on the reſt ; 
which I belcive might be compaſled, they being uſually in times of peace in 
conteſtation amongſt themſelves in that untoward place. 

For the pledges of Galway, which your Lordſhips wiſhes to be in the fort, 
I ſhould be very glad they were there; but the towne were not ſo well ſa— 
tisfyed with the humour and temper of Captain Milloughby, as to hazard them- 
ſelves in his cuſtody. Beſides that they doe alledge the Fort to be independant 
of my Government. So that tho' it be with trouble, hazard, and charge, I 
know not how to avoyd the keeping of them yet in my hands. 

I did formerly deliver my opinion to your Lordſhips, that 1000 well armed 
foot and ſome troupes of horſe might be able to reduce this Province; and 
the grounds I went upon was my obſervation of ſome Gentlemen of Quality, 
who, either through feare of ill neighbours, or perſuaſions of friends, were 


_ drawne to countenance or appcare parties in the common diſtemper, who nor 


being active therein, ſeemed willing, upon appearance of forces that might 
protect them, to come into their former due obedience. I did not then know 
what power was in readineſs, nor the reſolution taken to proſecute the warr 
with that ſeverity in generall, as that noe protection ſhould be granted to any 


that had been in action; which with the great ſpoiles made upon thoſe that 
were formerly protected, and wherein my ſelfe and Mr. Juſtice Donellan have 


had a large ſhare of loſſe, by deſtroying my Lordſhip of Rathwire, has moved 
a generall diſtraction, and armed moſt men with deſperation; the danger 


whereot I much. more reflect upon, than any particular loſſe: And though your 


Lordſhips have doubled the aides ſent to my Lord Preſident, I am doubtfull 
he will mecte with many difhculties in the proſecution of the ſervice there. 


The late ſurrendring of Limerich caſtle has given great encouragement to 
thoſe in action; and it's affirmed that ſtore of powder is made in that rowne; 


and that from thence they are marched away with ſeverall pieces of ordinance. 
And in Thomond, Dermott O Brian Me Teige is made cheife Commander, 
and with two picces of ordinance intends to fall upon the Caſtles there that 
are in the poſſeſſion of the Engliſh : Soc that if the Armyes about Dublin be 
not ſtrong and ſtirring abroad, we are like to have a dangerous neighbourhood; 
and as this has fallen out, I hope your Lordſhips will not find cauſe to diſlike 
the timely pacification at Gall ay. | | 

My Lords, there is another particular in which I am overcome with dayly 
importunity to be a ſuiter to your Lordſhips, wherein I crave your pardon, if 1 
move it unſcaſonably, or contrary to any courſe of juſtice or reformation 
intended ; which is, that many Gentlemen of Quality both for birth and 


eſtate, by name Mr. Nicholas Plunket, Sit Thomas Nugent, Sir William Hill, 


Sir Oliver Tuite, Mr. Darcy of Platin, Mr. Chriſtopher Fitz Williams, 
Mr. James Bathe of Athcarne, and others of good note, make meanes to 
me by letters, profeſſing their conſtant loyalty unto his Majeſty, and their 
averſion unto the courſe now purſued generally by the natives of this King- 
dom, and their innocency from any crime; only that their fear of both 
the Engliſh and Iriſh Armies, and not their guilt, made them abſent them 
ſelves and retire for ſafety among their freinds and allyes; whereof ſome (as 
I am informed) reſide within this Government, and ſome of them have 
been with me; and whatſoever offence any of their actions or omiſſions may 
carry by the laws of the Kingdom, they ſeeme in all humility and ſubmiſſion 
willing to implore his Majeſtie's mercy and pardon for the ſame, and to re- 
deeme it with much remorſe and greif, and all other ways that may be laid 
open and made knowne unto them. I muſt freely confeſs unto your Lordſhips 
the good opinion I have harboured my ſelfe, and my Father before me, 
of theſe Gentlemen; and my deſire to miniſter conſolation to thoſe that

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are in diſtreſs and lye under ſo heavy affliction, has thus farr imboldened me 
to be an humble ſuitor in their behalves unto your Lordſhips, living in a re- 
mote corner here, where by the interception of letters and all intelligence, I 
am almoſt a ſtranger to all proceedings there againſt them or others, and un- 
acquainted with any charge that may lye againſt them; and therefore doe 
again crave your Lordſhips pardon, if I have offended therein, and your com- 
mands and directions for the time to come upon theſe and the like occaſions. 
And I ſhould be glad by his Majeſtic's grace and goodneſs, and your Lordſhips 
powerfull interceſſions, to be a meſſenger of comfort unto them and others, 
ſoe farr as may not croſs any deſigne of his Majeſtie's or your Lordſhips for 
reducing and ſettling of this unfortunate Kingdome. 

I have to the beſt of my memory and ability given your Lordſhips a large 
account of all paſſages and proceedings here, and ſubmitting my ſelfe and

Ah Lord, 


XJ OUR Lordſhip's of the r 3th of this preſent, ſent by Mr. Terence Coghlan, I 
reccived on the 18th, being then upon the borders of Roſcommon to meete 
my Lord Preſident. The aſſurance we thereby received of your Lordſhip's ipecdy 
repaire to Athlone, made our conference but ſhort, and ſome conſiderable oc- 
caſions called me back, yet with a reſolution to waite upon your Lordſhip ; 
but neither my perſonall intentions, nor my letters that went before, could 
overtake your Lordſhip, your returne was ſoc ſudden. I am much joyed to 
find that my apprehenſions did move in ſuch a way as to incite and correſpond 
with your Lordſhip's noble thoughts for his Majeſty's ſervice. I ſhall endea- 
vour ſoc to guide my actions as that they may conſtantly attend your Lord- 
ſhip's proceedings for the advancement therof ; though for the preſent I have 
great cauſe to complaine of the unrulines of ſome part of your Lordſhip's Ar- 
my upon their returne to Dublin, contrary, I believe, to your Lordſhip's re- 
ſolution or knowledge, ſpoiling and deſtroyeng my whole manor of Rathwire, 
and many others protected by the State, who now doe fill theſe partes with 

their ſad complaints, and diſtracts moſt mens minds to deſperation; which, I 
doubt, will be of very dangerous conſequence to this whole Province, and ren- 
der the ſervice difficult for reducing this Province, that by moderation and grant- 
ing protections to ſome, would ſoone have been brought to obedience, and that 
whithin a ſhort time. But now I heare they gather all the forces they can make 
to encounter my Lord Preſident's new ſupplyes, who mett with a ſharp wellcome 
at their firſt coming, and the unſcaionable and unneceſſary exaſperatings of Cap- 
tain Willoughby, (of which I mention but one in my publick diſpatch) doth 
much trouble and diſhearten my friends and followers in this County, that I 
am in a hard condition, being threatned from all partes. I have ſent ſome 
additionall motives to the State for my former proceedings, which if they doe 
not give ſatisfaction, I doe not know how to act better ſervice without aſliſt- 
ance. Your Lordſhip's noble fayours preſerve ſome comforte in me, and 
hopes for a better time, that may enable me to approve my ſelf

My Lord, 


Received a letter from you the laſt night by my Couſin William Moore, 

wherein you are pleaſed to honour me with ſome commands that would bc 
of advantage to your Lordſhip for the proſecution of the preſent ſervice. My 
endeavours ſhall ever contribute thereto the beſt I can; but indeed my Lord, 
I grow into ſuch an unhappy condition, as I feare will make me uſeleſs to my 
friends, and unable to preſerve my ſelfe. Your Lordſhip deſires ſix-ſcore pounds 
worth of corne to be ſpeedily made into biskett at Loghreagh: I pretume l 
ſhall with little dithculty provide the corne, but I know not any that ake 
the biskett, nor could not gett any for my owne ſmall Army during my ſtay 
before Gallway; but if your Lordſhip ſends experienced Bakers hither, they 
{hall not want materialls. There came great quantities of biskett to the Fort 
by Gallway in ſeverall ſhipps ; and if your Lordſhip ſend to Captain Willoughby, 
he may likewiſe furniſh your Lordſhip with ſome good proportion, my intereſt 
there being not much at this preſent. It is not now poſlible for me to name 
any certain time for my waiteing upon your Lordſhip, untill I heare what 
becomes of the great aſſembly gathered in the County of Mayo yeſterday, or 
how farr their perſuaſions may worke upon ſome unſettled diſpoſitions of this 
County, of both which I expect good intelligence to morrow night at Logh- 
reagh. 1 am doubtfull that the notice already taken of the reſolution of high 
ſeverity, and the putting this Kingdome to ſale in England, (as is given out) 
doth put men to ſuch a courſe of deſperation, that there will be few found 
capable of your Lordſhip's noble and moderate intentions, and my aſſiſtance in 
that ſervice not ſoc conſiderable as I did hope for. And as J find malice gather 
round about me for my oppoſition to their courſes, foe I perceive J am not 
to expect much ſtrength or countenance to preſerve me more than your Lord- 
ſhip's particular favour, in which I ſhall ever confide. Theſe difficulties I ſhould 
hope to overcome in time, and in deſpite of diſtruſt, appeare full of that ho- 
nour and duty, which inheritance and my own inclination ſhall ever preſerve 
me in. But that which doth moſt perplex me, is to find the amazed and trou- 
bled diſpoſitions of my neareſt friends, who, though I perſuade my ſelfe they 
will not forſake me, yet with what courage can they act any thing, when they 
conceive themſelves deſtined to deſtruction, let their endeavours be never ſoc 
loyall; nor how to expect preſervation by my meanes, whom they canclude 
unable to protect my ſelfe. Some of the grounds of theſe ſuſpicions I obſerve 
to be the neglect of my friends in England to ſupply me in any kinde, the 
not obtaining of ſoe much command as of a troope of horſe, after long and 
carneſt ſollicitation; the ſpoile and deſtruction in a manner greater than any 
where elſe over my whole Lordſhip of Rathwyre, and all others that by my 
former interceſſion, had protections from the State, who now fill theſe parts 
with their ſad complaints; and therein I may diſcerne the friendſhip of the 
Serjeant Major. But that which 1 moſt apprehand will kindle a flame beyond 
my power to extinguiſh, is a late ſtrange proceeding of Captain //;/loughbye's, 
who came out into the country, now all quiet on this ſide of Gallway, with 
his trumpet and troop of horſe, for which I am fure he has noe commiſſion; 
and upon ſome light pretence of a complaint of a ſmall extorſion, he beſetts 
a houſe, and takes priſoner a Serjeant of a company under the command ot 
my Lord Clanmoris, a well experienced Soldier, binds him, takes him to the 


Fort, and there immediatly hangs him, rejects a very reſpective letter of my 


Lord's unto him, not vouchſafing an anſwer. : 
| This 
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This act, ſo raſh and unfitt in itſelfe, without relation to others, ſo diſre- 
pective to my Lord Clanmoris, as a Perſon of Quality, a friend and neighbour, 
{oc high an affront upon me and my Governement, is diſcourſed of with 10 
much paſſion throughout the County, that I much doubt the effects thereof, 
though 1 qualify it as much as may be; and am ſorry that a perſon I have ſoc 
particularly cheriſhed, beſides the care of the publick ſervice, ſhould thus in- 
jurc both himſelfe and me ; beſides that I find his bent and inclination 1s to 
make diſturbance, himſelfe being ſafe and well furniſhed in the Fort. I am 
likewiſe newly informed of ſome difference between him and the towne of 
Gallway about the election of a Mayor, the old Mayor being ſick and unfic 
for imployment, wherein I conceive he was in the right; but how the towne 
apprehends it, I muſt be inquiſitive of. By theſe particulars your Lordſhip 


may perceive in what a perplexed condition I am in, of force to diſtract a 
much more able judgment than myne. 


As ſoone as I come to Loghreagh, I will endeavour to give your Lordſhip 
clearer information of the ſtate of my owne affaires, and better ſatisfaction to 


your Lordſhip's deſires, and will be ever found

Your Lordſhip's of the zoth of the laſt month I received yeſterday by Cap- 
tain Lloyd, and here incloſed your Lordſhip will receive his Majeſtie's graci- 
ous diſpatch of your Lordſhip's Buſineſs, which, 1 aſſure you, his Majeſtic per- 
formed with very much cheerfulneſs at the firſt motion, and ſeemes glad of 
any occaſion to teſtifie the high eſteem he hath of your Lordſhip's perſon and 
ſervices. My Lady Dutcheſs of Buckingham was here with the King about ten 
daies, and is now gone to her houle in Lezceſterſhire. She is cxtream ſenſible of 
your Lordſhip's favour, and in my hearing {he hath ſpoken very much honour 
of your Lordſhip to the King and many others. The King is gone to Beverley, 


Ccording to your Lordſhip's of the 12th of the laſt month; INI re- 


to ſee what he can do againſt Sir John Hotham, who hath lately apprehended, 


by a veſſel of his, one of the King's catches, and taken and detaines priſoners 
two of his Majeſtic's ſervants, who were going with letters from him to the 
Queen. The Earl of Northumberland hath received his Majeſtie's diſcharge 
from the office of Lord Admirall, to which he ſubmitted with much civillity 
and duty, and refuſed to be continued in that office by the Parliament, who of- 
tered to eſtabliſh him in it by an ordinance of the two Houſes of Parliament.

Noble Sir, 


T Have reccived your ſeverall letters of the 2. 7. 9. and 13th of this month; 
1 all which I mention, that you may know that I have, as I believe, received 
all you ſent; as I find by your laſt you haye received all mine, my laſt being 
dated the 5th of July, wherein I certified you, that there was a halt touching 
the jewell and letter from the houſe of Commons, which was not fully re- 
moved till this day, when the letter drawn by Mr. Holles was publickly read 
and approved, and command given to,the Speaker to ſign it, that both the 
jewell and it might be ſent away to his Lordſhip. And I hoped to have ſent 
it with this, but I cannot get it till to morrow; and, as ſoon as it can be had, 
it; ſhall be haſtened to his Lordſhip. And now let me acquaint you in ſecret, 
that there hath been much ado in that buſineſs, and, though when the letter 
comes to my Lord's hands, he will find it full of noble expreſſions, as being 
written by a hand that is full of hearty honour; yet it is ſomewhat leſſened 
of wh.t it was when I ſaw the firſt draught, and ſome would have had it more 
_ ſcant, and to point only at the ſervice done by his Lordſhip in the County of 
Killdare; it being alledged, that ſince that time little ſervices had been done 
of moment, conſidering the great ſtore of forces now at Dublin and in Lein- 
ſter; and there wanted not intimation of a great diſſervice done by his Lord- 
ſhip in letting eſcape one Plunkett a great Rebell, who was ſuppoſed to be the 
Colonell; and when I firſt heard of that particular, I could not tell what other 
anſwer to make, than that I believed it could not be true, and deſired, that the 
information, which was covert, might be made overt, and I was confident his 
Lordſhip would give an honourable accompt in that, and whatever elſe could 
be objected. But I found much ſticking and underhand whiſpering about this 
particular, untill I received your letter of the ſecond of July, wherein 1 found 
it was Nicholas Plunkett the Lawyer, who, you writ, came to Clone (but it 
was ſaid here that he was taken by ſome of the ſoldiers) and great bonds were 
taken of the Lord of Meſtmeath and others, that he ſhould meet my Lord at 
his return. But yet you ſay he was not come, though you believe he will 
yet come in, as ſoon as he can with any ſafety. What that ſafety is you 
mean I know not; but I do heartily wiſh he may be gotten without any con- 
ditions, but only to ſtand to the King's mercic : For I aſſure you, he is voyced 
here to be a molt dangerous man, and ſuſpected to be one of the firſt contri- 
vers of the Rebellion; and therefore I wiſh for my Lord's good, that all poſ- 
ſible meanes might be uſed for the getting of him. But after I had that hint 

you gave me in your letter, I made uſe thereof to inform for certain, it was 
not the Colonell, (as had bcen reported) but that it was a loggerhcad that

2 could 
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could be of no danger for martiall matters; and that I conceived the forfei- 
ture of the bonds was a better booty than his perſon ; and withall I ſaid, that 
my Lord of Ormond might very well be excuſed according to lawes of hoſpi- 
1 tality, lodging at the Earl of Meſtmeaths houſe, (whoſe Brother in law Plun- 
1 kett was) to take good bonds for him at the requeſt of the Earl who conti- 
nued in ſubjection, and had, as much as in him lay, ſhewed averſneſs and 
oppoſition to the Rebells. And I added, that I believed there was no appa- 
5 rent proofs againſt Plunkett, of his having any action or confederacy with the 
2 | Rebells; and that, if it ſhould ſo fall out that he did not come in, (as I hoped 
| he would) it would make my Lord of Ormond for ever hereafter more ſtrict 
to any, that ſhould hereafter fall into his hands; and conſidering the perſon 
it was but a ſmall error at the moſt, in ſo noble a nature, to take bonds o 
one of his condition, whom he did not know to be criminall ; and that it eſ- 
pecially behoved the Earl of Weſtmeath to bring him in for the ſaveing of his 
bonds. I was antwered, the man was thought very dangerous, and came hither 
into England diſguiſed, and was much laid tor, as one who, it was thought, 
being racked, could diſcover more of the plott of the Rebellion here and there » 
than moſt men; and much arguing I had pro and contra about the great loſs 
by his eſcape; but by means of your letter, and my urgcing what J did there- 
upon, to ſuch as knew well how to make uſe thereof, to extenuate the ma- 
lignity of the underhand falſe information that it was the Colonell, that buſi- 
nels is qualificd, and all that I can ſay therein is, that 1 wiſh the man may be 
gotten, to ſtop the mouthes of malice, which, I am confident, flows from thence, 
and is aptly received here. | 
Another underhand aſperſion infuſed into ſome Parliament men, was that 
my Lord of Ormond lighted the kindneſs of the Parliament, and would not 
accept their jewell, if it were ſent. To this I anſwered, that'it was ſo groſs 
and abſurd a ſcandall, as 1 did confidently athrm it was falſe, and deſired no 
more of the honourable perſon that told me of it, than that he would but 
preſs that any man might appear in ſuch an information, and I would under- 
take upon my life, he ſhould prove an object of ſcorn, and worthy to be pu- 
niſhed by the Houle, as a villain, to raiſe ſuch ſcandalls upon any perſon of 
ſuch renowned honour. And I never heard more of it, but am confident, that 
there are ſome in the Houſe of Parliament, that will not ſuffer any thing to 
be ſpoken to my Lord's prejudice, without makcing a full anſwer, and put- 
ting of it to the teſt. But you are to take notice, that theſe things are not 
ipoken in the Houſe, But maliciouſly whiſpered into ſome Members under- 
hand, whoſe frailty it is to give any belief to informers, who dare not appear 
in juſtification of their whiſpers. It will not be belicvgg here, that there is any 
want of victualls or other neceſſaries there, to keep the Armie in the field to 
purſue the Rebells; though, upon ſhewing of your letters to ſome, who have 
confidence in me, and by me of your integrity, they have inforced that to be 
the cauſe of my Lord's not ſtay ing longer abroad, and ſometimes a hinderance 
of the forces from going forth upon ſervice. And if it pleaſe my Lord to 
make any relation of thoſe particulars, without any other mixture, that I may 
ſhew it to ſome honourable perſons, I doubt not but uſe ſhall be made thereof 
tor his Lordſhip's honour and advantage; and my Lord may reſt aſſured, that 
he ſtands now upon ſo good tearmes here, as whiſpercrs will be more wary to 
infuſe things as they have done. And I have been the larger to declare theſe 
particulars, that his Lordſhip may know why the letter and jewell have been 
1o foreſlowed, and how caſlic it is for whiſpering knaves to do ill offices to 
the belt men, when they nor none for them can have notice what to anſwer. 
But let my Lord be aſſured, I will be as vigilant a watchman for his honour, 
as for my own life. The poſt is going away, and therefore I muſt end, only 
It comes into my mind, that Mr. Clyfe, who was the Lord Willmott's Secre- 
| tary, 
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tary, is there; and if my Lord be not provided to his likeing, I think he is 
a very fit man for his turn; and I have no other end in this motion, nor will 
have in any other concerning his Lordſhip, than to do him all the faithfull 
ſervice I can; for I take CH to be a moſt honeſt, religious man, which is 
all I have to do with him. I will anſwer ſome other points of your letter 
within a day or two, and you may be ſure I will not omit to do my uttermoſt 
concerning Mr. Sadler; but this incloſed from his Brother will ſhew you, 
that Sir Robert Dixon was miſinformed. One of the Galbraithes, who is 
bound, is now here; and I put him in a fright, that he muſt loſe by it, if 
he found him not; and I find he is ingaged for him to many others, and little 
worth himſelf. I do lay waite to put in for you if any Commiſſion of Bank- 


rupcy is proved. I am

My very good Lord, 


Have received your Lordſhip's two letters of the 8th and oth of this month, 
but the laſt firſt. And for anſwer to ſeverall particulars - in them, I am, 
by his Majeſtie's command, to ſignifie to your Lordſhip, that his Majeſtic con- 


ccives, that as well by the authority you have from him, as-by the power de- 


rived to your Lordſhip by the Commiſſion you have from my Lord Lieutenant, 
the right of diſpoſing the troop, (which was lately belonging to Captain 
Patlmes) is in your Lordſhip, in the abience of my Lord Lieutenant: And his 
Majeſtie willed me to ſignifie to your Lordſhip, that he approves very well 
of the choice you have made in the Lord Dillon (eldeſt Son to the Earl of 
Roſcommon) to be Captain of this troop. His Majeſtic deſires your Lordſhip 
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to name thoſe perſons, who are ſo forward and bold to hinder the perform- 


ance of his Majeſtie's commands, that he may know them and rheir aftections 3 
for, he ſaith, he hath been very long abuſed, both in that and this Kingdom, 
by ſervants of his own, who as ſoon as they have in his ſervice, and by his 
favour, raiſed to themſelves a fortune, grow diſaffected to him and to Monar- 
chy. Sir Francis Hamilton hath had a gracious reception of his Majeſtic, and 
kifled his hands. I have with this ſent your Lordſhip tome printed copies of 
ſpeeches of his Majcſtic's, that therein your Lordſhip may read his Majeſtic's 
great and gracious goodneſs to his People. ; : 

His Majeſtie hath by ſeverall hands received the ſad news of the death of 
the Lord Preſident of Munſter, which falls out very unſeaſonably tor his Maje- 
ſtic's affaires; and his Majeſtic is very ſollicitous to put the ſame into the 
hands of an able and faithfull perſon, well weighing the importance of that 
place to be to his Majeſtie of very great concernment in thete times. His Ma- 


jeſtic ſaith, that he intends to reſerve undiſpoſed the place of Sergeant Major 
Generall of his ſtanding Armie, untill he ſhall have firſt reſolved upon a fit 


perſon to be the Preſident of Munſter, and will alto till then torbear to dil- 
pole of the regiment which was Sir William St. Leger's. I am advitcd from 
London, that the Earl of Leiceſter is ſet forth from thence to attend to kits his 
Majeſtie's hand, and fo to haſten on for Ireland as faſt as may be. If 1 may 
on this ſide be any wayes ſerviceable to your Lordſhip, 1 ſhall take it for an

No. XCV. Lord Inchiquin 0 the Lords TFuftices and Councill, 


| Right honourable my very good Lords, &c. 


HE wiſdom and policy of his Majeſtie's Royall Predeceſſors having cſta- 

bliſhed a ſuperintendent Government in the perſons of a Lord Preſident 
and Councill over this Province, with ſuch ample and uncircumicribed power 
and authority for civill and martiall judicature, (throughout the whole Coun- 
try, and the precinC thereof) as ſtood not accountable (by way of tubordina- 
tion) to any authority, ſave only that which is inveſted by his ſacred Majeſtic 
in the chief Governour or Governors of the whole Kingdom. Having ever 
hitherto, by a long continued cuſtom, and by large and ample Commiſſions 
and Letters Patent, carryed the ſupream command (in the abſence of the chief 
Governour of the Kingdom) of all perſons, as well martiall as civill, either 
levyed within, or conveyed into, the ſaid Province; there having likewiſe 
ever been that carefull regard and reſpect had of the reputation and dignity of 
lo immediate a Governour, as in all Commiſſions iſſueing into that Province 
to place him, as the chief inſtrument of his Majcſtic's, and the publick ſervice; 
and on all occaſions and diſpatches thither, to direct nothing to be done, but 
with the conſent, advice, approbation (or privity at the leaſt) of the ſaid Lord 
Preſident ; or, in his abſence, of his Vice Preſident, whoſe place (though far un- 
worthy of that honour) I have for ſome years ſupplied by Commiſſion under 
his Majeſtie's Great Seal of this Kingdom. And now that it hath pleaſed God 
to bereaye us of that honourable perſonage, who lately exerciſed the command

of Preſident in this Province, and to leave the ſole burthen of this Govern- 
ment on my weak ſhoulders, dureing this vacancy, there hath, as I former] 

humbly intimated to your Lordſhips, arrived in the harbour of NMinſale, the 
Lord Forbes with divers land forces for the ſervice (as I was informed) of this 
Province; and albeit his Lordſhip did not (as I formerly ſignified) vouchſafe me 
that civill reſpect, as to acquaint me, either with his deſign, commiſſion, or 
intention; yet hath his Lordſhip thought good, without my privity, to land 
part of his forces, and to march into the country, Where he loſt allmoſt one 
intire company of his men, with all the officers, the coullours, and ſome 
armes (which is moſt conſiderable, and a greater loſs than any we have hitherto 
ſuſtained in that kind): Howbeit that loſs were partly vindicated by the aſſiſt- 
ance of the Lord Kynallmeaky in the death of ſome of the Rebells. And 
though I were very unwilling to ſubſcribe to any act, whereby the Dignity of 
that place, which I now diſcharge, might ſuffer in the future; yet conſulting 
rather with the meanes of effecting the publick good, than how to inſiſt on 
the privileges and preeminences of this Government, I did, (with the advice of 
the Councill of war) upon ſight and conſultation had of the great and accept- 
able ſcrvice, which then lay opportunely to be performed, employed a Gentle- 
man in this Armie, with a letter and inſtrudions to his Lordſhip, to defire 


that his Lordſhip, or ſome one appointed under him, might march with part 
of his forces to our aſſiſtance. Unto which his Lordſhip did not only (after | 
a ſeeming willingneſs to comply with our deſires) returne a flat and expreſs 


deniall ; but did alſo diſſwade the Lord Viſcount Kynallmeaky from coming to 
our aid, as the Gentleman imployed by us (Captain CHudleigh) doth aſſure me; 
unto whom we gave inſtruction and commiſſion to fatisfic his Lordſhip in each 
particular objection he ſhould make againſt our deſires ; as alſo to inform him 


of our deſign, and to let his Lordſhip know, that he was only to march thro' 


the Country from Cork to the County of Limerick and the Shannon ſide, where 


his ſhipping might have been commanded to attend him. By which meanes, 


and by the reputation and countenance of his men, (which was the thing 


we chiefly deſired) we ſhould not only have diſperſed the greateſt forces of the 


enemie gathered together in that Country; but have alſo deſtroyed their har- 
veſt in that County, (the principall granary of this Province) by which doubt- 


leſs they will be greatly enabled to ſubſiſt this next winter, and ſo to draw on 
the war, and conſequently the charge of that Kingdom to a vaſt length; the 


opportunity of preventing which we have, (as it is to be feared) by his Lordſhip's 
willfull refuſall, abſolutely loſt, unleſs the ſupply, ſo long time hoped for out 
of England, do arrive here very ſpeedily ; without which we dare not adven- 
ture our weak and greatly impaired forces in thoſe ſtrengths, whereof the Re- 
bells are poſſeſſed in that Country. The conſideration whereof I humbly ſub- 
mit to your Lordſhips, &c. moſt grave wiſdomes, as being ignorant of what 
nature or extent his Lordſhip's Commiſſion may be; although I cannot but be 
ſenſible how inconſiſtent and incompatible it is with the wayes and meanes of 


advanceing this cauſe and ſervice, to have commands of ſuch indepentengy ex-

TT is to you well known, that his Majeſtic was pleaſed to authorize and 
1 command me to diſpoſe of ſuch places in his Armic as ſhould fall dure- 
ing my Lord Lieutenant's abſence: That I have been ſparing in the exerciſe 
of that power, will appear, if ever it come to examination. Upon the 
death of Captain Palmes, 1 gave his company to my Lord Dillon, (eldeſt Son 
to the Earl of Roſcomon) a man without exception capable of it; his birth, 
religion, loſs by this Rebellion, and perſonall merit duely conſidered: Vet it 
pleaſes my Lord Lieutenant to take exception to this, as if done in derogation 
of his power; and ſo highly he reſents it, that he voutſafes not to take no- 
tice of it to me; but has to my Lords the Juſtices expreſſed himſelf very fully, 
and in a ſtile (I think undeſerved, but ſure 1 am) unuſuall to me.

J Moſt humbly crave pardon that, amidſt thoſe high and weighty conſidera- 
1 tions now taking up your Royall thoughts, I preſume to offer any thing 
having the appearance of my private intereſt, which I neyer have or ſhall value 
at any other rate, than as it ſhall have more or leſs an humble relation to your 
Majeſtie's honour and ſervice ; which I conceive the particular I am now bold 
to acquaint you with has. My firſt and beſt commiſſion tor undertaking the 
charge I hitherto hold was your moſt gracious letter of the of from 


| Edenborough. In purſuance of it, I received a Commiſſion from my Lord 


Lieutenant. Laſtly, in confirmation of all, and in approbation of my poor 
ſervices other your moſt favourable letters from Torke. In my Lord Licute- 
nant's Commiſſion he was pleaſed to give me, durcing his Lordſhip's abſence, 
as full power as was given him by your Majeſtic ; and your Majeſtie's letters 
from orte, dated the of ; do authorize and command me, for the 
furtherance of your ſervice, to ſupply the vacancies that ſhall happen in this 
Armie with the limitation to his Lordſhip's arrival there. In ſhort, Sir, ſtreng- 


thened with theſe powers, 1 conferred a troop of horſe on the Lord Dillon,

any in this Kingdom, whereof they have given good proof, the Father having

Councellor, and twice as one of the Governours of this Kingdom; and the 
Son having been with me in all the expeditions I made ſince the firſt of this 


Rebellion, expreſſing great forwardneſs to the free hazard of himſelf; which 
induced me to think that command well placed.

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nant in a letter to the Lords Juſtices, hath been pleaſed to take exception, as 
to a great invaſion upon his rights, though I have heretofore given commands 
in this Armie, without ſuch or any ſignification of his Lordſhip's diſpleaſure 
thereat. True it is, that out of my reſpe& to him, I have exerciſed that power 
very ſparingly; and when J gave this troop to the Lord Dillon, I left two 
other for his Lordſhip to diſpoſe of, one of which he hath conferred on the 
Lord of Ranelagh, the other on the late Lord Dzgby's Lieutenant, and yet de- 
ſignes this of the Lord Dillon s for one Major Willi. This being the truth 
of the caſe, I humbly ſubmit my ſelf to your Royall Judgment, and ſhall, with 
all confidence, humilitie, and chearfulneſs, rely on your gracious protection, 
awaite, and execute your Majeſtic's commands in this particular, as in all other:

Ne. XCVIII. The Earl of Ormonde to the Commiſſioners for the 
affaires of Ireland, appointed by the Parliament of England. 


My Lords, 


Have endeavoured, ſince I had the honour of commanding the Army here, 
in the abſcnce of my Lord Lieutenant, faithfully to diſcharge the truſts com- 
mitted to me, as well in the proſecution of the war againſt the Rebels, as in 
containing the ſoldiers at home from the diſorders which their continued wants 
diſpoſe them to ; in all the affairs of the Army to the beſt of my judgment, 
conforming my proceedings to the reſpects due from me to his Lordihip, and 


in many departing from the rights I might juſtly challenge, in obſervance of 


him. 


This notwithſtanding, on Monday laſt, the 25th of this month, a letter of 


his Lordſhip's then newly arrived; bearing date the ad, and directed to the 
Lords Juſtices was read at the Council Board here; wherein was inſerted a 
clauſe, in which he makes mention that he hath given Sir Charles Coote's 
troope to the Lord Preſident of Connaght, the Lord Digby's to the former 
Lieutenant thereof, and that of Captain Palmer to Serjeant Major Willis, al- 
ledging withall, though the report be there that one of thoſe troopes was 
diſpoſed of by me to the Lord Dillon, it is a thing he cannot believe, becauſe 
it doth ſo properly belong to him, that he conceived I would not diſpoſe of 
them, without acquainting his Lordſhip with it. And further than that, he 
ſaith, reſolution hath been taken there, that the old troopes there, and the 
new ſent from thence, both horſe and foote, ſhould not be given to any, but 
to perſons of the Engliſb nation, which ſhall be approved of by the Parlia- 
ment, ſo long as the Parliament doth continue to pay them. And for my 
Lord Dillon, tho for ought his Lordſhip knoweth, he be a perſon of worth; 
yet he believeth the Parliament will not like he ſhould command any of thoſe 
troopes, that were ſent from thence. Theſe be the words (as near as I could 
gather them) of that letter, his Lordſhip not having vouchſafed me the fayour 
to write any thing to my ſelfe, of a matter ſo nearly touching me in point 
of honour. | 

My Lords, &c. In the firſt place, I profeſs there was not hitherto the leaſt 
intimation given me from his Lordſhip or any other hand, that ſuch a reſo- 
lution was taken either by your Lordſhips, &c. or in Parliament, concerning 
any national diſtinction, where there was no perſonal exception. Nay, _— 
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believed the contrary, ſeeing the Lord of Inchiquine had obtained the com- 
mand of an Engliſh horſe troope, beſides others of delert, though born in this 
kingdom, who had commands of that kind within this reſtraint given them; 
and had I been aſcertained of your pleaſure therein, I ſhould of no hand have 
tranſgreſſed it. And therefore am I confident, that in the managing of this 
charge committed to me, if any directions of your Lordſhips be not imparted 
to me, you will not impute what I doc as a fault unto me; if otherwiſe it 
be well grounded. | 3 

As for my carriage in diſpoſing of places in the Army, though I conceive 
that both by authority from his Majeſty and his Lordſhip's own commiſſion, I 
have the power, in his abſence, to confer places falling voide, on ſuch per- 
ſons of worth and deſert as I find fit; and that I did ordinarily exerciſe the 
like power without diſpute or controule, when J heretofore held the place of 
Lieutenant General of the Army; yet, in obſervance to his Lordſhip, have I 


been very ſparing therein; and when any the commands of beſt eſtimation 


happened to become vacant, I commonly forbore intermeddling in them, 
till his Lordſhip's pleaſure were ſignified. Now what the particular is which 
raiſeth this queſtion, I ſhall humbly give you an account of, which your Lord-" 


' ſhips, &c. may be pleaſed to compare with the forementioned clauſe of his 


Lordſhip's letter to the Lords Juſtices, for the better clearing of the difference. 
The Lord Dillon, eldeſt Son to the Earl of Roſcommon, had as a volunticr 
from the firſt of this Rebellion gone with me, to the hazard of his life, in 
all the expeditions I made againſt the Rebels. He is of Engliſh extraction; his 
eſtate in the power of the Rebels, being deſpoiled of what rents and goods 
he had in the country; he is and hath been bred a Proteſtant, aQive and dar- 
ing enough in his perſon, and hath always expreſſed ready affections to the 
furtherance of the publick ſervice. Theſe reaſons of his part, beſides the 
known merit of his Father, were (I thought) ſufficient arguments to put him 
into employment; and yet I was not haſty in it, nor forgetfull of the reſpects 
duc to my Lord Lieutenant; for at the ſame time two troopes being fallen, 
that commanded by Sir Charles Coote, and that by the late Lord Digby, I 
left them to his Lordſhip's diſpoſall ; and then by letter gave his Lordſhip no- 
tice, I would make bold to confer the next that fell on the Lord Dillon, un- 
leſs I were by him commanded to the contrary ; and accordingly upon the dcath 
of Captain Palmer ſoon after enſuing, I gave the Lord Dillon a Commiſſion 
for the command of that troope, in the head whercof he hath ſince ſerved 
againſt the Rebels, and is at this preſent abroad in ſervice, in a part of the 
Army ſent towards the King's County under the command of Colonel Hyunchks. 
Since that letter now above ſix weeks paſt, I received no anſwer from him, ei- 


ther touching this or any other buſineſs. 


And now give me leave, with the confidence ſtill accompanying clear in- 
tentions, when addreſſed to diſcerning and equitable judgments, to aſſure 
my ſelf, that your Lordſhips and the reſt, duely conſidering my deportment, 
and his Lordſhip's expreſſions, which being ſo publick amount to a reprehen- 
ſion, will adjudge me guiltleſs of any diſreſpective carriage towards him, and 
conſequently unmeriting ſo neglectfull an expoſtulation, and from a tranſgreſ- 
ſing any the orders of that High Court of Parliament, whoſe approbation 
I eſtceme more than rewards for any ſervice I can doc. In hope whcreot, and 
of preſervation from undeſerved ſlightings, I ſhall checrfully goe on in the work 
I am truſted with, and ſo remaine © N |

My Lords, 


Y my diſpatch of the 27th of the laſt month, which I firſt endeavoured to 
B ſend by land, and after ſent to Gallway to be conveyed by ſea, I gave 
your Lordſhips a large information of my proceedings, and all other paſſages 
here, and of the hopefull wayes that were intended for the ſupplying of his 
Majeſtie's fort, and preſerving and ſettling the Exgliſb in other parts of the 
County, though interrupted by that raſh act of the execution of my Lord Clan- 
morris's Serjeant, which is ſtill ſubject to much diſcourſe, as it reflects upon 
my Lord and me, as likewiſe the man being well allyed in the Country. But 
ſince that time ſcarce any day paſſes without great complaints of both the 
Captains of the fort and ſhip ſallyeing out with their ſoldiers, and trumpet, 
and troop of horſe, burning and breaking open houſes, takeing away goods, 
Ping the cattle, with ruine and ſpoile, rather than ſupply, to themſelves 
not only upon thoſe that are protected, but upon them that were moſt forward 
to relieve and aſſiſt them, and not ſpareing mine frequently upon fancy or ru- 
mor, without examining the occaſion, ſhooting his ordinance into the towne 
or threatning to do it, keepeing diſorderly centrys at every gate, abuſing thoſe 
that offer to go out, offering to take them priſoners to the fort, and to exerciſe 
martiall law upon them, killing and robbing poor people that come to mar- 


ett, burning their fiſherboates, and not ſuffering them to go out; and noc pu- 


niſhment inflicted on any that commit outrages, and (as I am well informed) 
ating moſt things without any regard to the Kinge's honour engaged, or any 
reſpect at all to me in action, tho much in profeſſion. My ſenſe thereof and 


the claime of power he makes over this County at large, your Lordſhips may 
obſerve by a copy of a letter of mine ſent unto him, which has taken little 


good effect, and to your Lordſhips conſiderations I offer it. 7. 

Theſe particulars, my Lords, doth foe diſtemper and diſquiet all men's 
thoughts, eyen thoſe that have been moſt forward to do ſervice, that it will 
not only make difficult the ſupplying of him by fitt and orderly waycs, but like 
to be of moſt dangerous conſequence at this time, when Mayo, Sligo, Tho- 
mond and other Counties have prepared forces, and are ready to fall upon 
my Lord Preſident and my ſelfe. I muſt therefore moſt humbly and earneſtly 
intreate your Lordſhips to take a ſpecdy courſe, that the Country may be 
quicted, and ſatisfyed that deſtruction is not intended againſt the well affected; 
that I may be repaired in my honour, and preſerved in my authority now 
- growne into contempt, and that important place governed with more diſcre- 
tion, with relation to my advice and direction; or that your Lordſhips will 
be pleaſed to diſcharge me of the burthen of this Government; for in this 
manner I may noe longer hold it, with diſſervice to his Majeſty, and danger 
and diſhonour to my ſelfe. And that your Lordſhips will vouchſafe that ad- 
dition of favour, as to provide for the ſafety of my ſelfe, wife and family, 
by giving order for a good ſhip to come ſpeedily to Gallway for the tranſport-

ing us over into England. And in the meane time, I ſhall uſe all poſſible di- 


ligence to allay diſtempers and divert dangers; and noe diſreſpect or unkind- 
neſs of particular perſons ſhall make me negle& the fort, or publick ſervice of 


the County, knowing how farr my duty is therein concerned. And I doe now 
moſt humbly take leave of your Lordſhips, and ſhall ever be found

My Lord, 


OUR letter to Sir Maurice Euſtace, (which he did me honour to ſhew 
Y me) manifeſts your conſtancy in the work you have been pleaſed to un- 
dertake of anſwering for me to thoſe objections, that are maliciouſly infuſed 
into the mindes of thoſe that have little or no knowledge of me to my ex- 
tream diſadvantage. Your love to truth and noble care of me hath ſuggeſted 
unto you all that in the generall could be ſaid to vindicate me: and my good 
friend Sir Maurice hath given a true anſwer to the particulars in his letter now 
ſent with this; to which I ſhall in generall only add this, if the things layed 
to my charge be taken for truth, I wonder much at the patience of the Par- 
niament that inſtantly they declared not their juſt reſentment at my having the 
leaſt charge or truſt in or over this Armie: but certainly their diſcerning judge- 
ment found it probable that envy and hatred, and neither truth nor love to 
the publick, was raiſer of thoſe calumnies mentioned in your letter: for if it 
be care of the publick ſervice that now drawes on this accuſation, how comes 
it to paſs that for this eight months their zcal hath bin aſleep and is now at 
laſt become active? For I hope I have made it in ſome ſort appear, (by the 
bleſſing of God upon my endeavours,) that there are no temptations nor con- 
ſiderations of force to withdraw me from the performance of my duty and the 
truſt repoſed in me; whercunto I ſhall be much ſtrengthened and incouraged 


by being aſſured that miſinformations ſhall not receive credit from perſons of 


honour, nor I be condemned, till I be called to clear myſelf and manifeſt the 
falſitie and malice of thoſe that for private (which now and in this caſe are 
wicked) ends traduce me. If all this art be uſed and theſe aſperſions to keep 
me from the Government of this Kingdom, (which I proteſt before God I ne- 
ver affected or ſought for, and for which 1 believe I was never thought of, 
nowever this rumour comes to be raiſed,) and that it were poſlible to limit

GINCE my laſt by Captaine Moleſworthe, his Majeſtie's Commandes have 
come again to be diſputed ar the Councill Table, in the caſe of the Lord 
Moore, who cannot yet obtaine the fruit of thoſe gratious letters that came in

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his favour : which is the occaſion of this bearer's preſent addreſs unto you 
for a further ſignification, which I cannot doubt but he will eaſily obtain, ſince 
it now becomes his Majeſtie's own cauſe, Sir Foulk Hunkes is now returned 
from the expedition he was ſent upon into the King's County. He hath per- 
formed what he had in charge without the loſs of one man, except Captain 
Turvill who was unfortunately killed, and Lieutenant Colonell Tillier hurt with 
the ſame ſhot in the eye, but he is like to recover. The Rebells do not ad- 
venture to fight with our men, unleſs encouraged by the advantage of Caſtles, 
or ſuch works as they make, and are quickly beaten from thence for want of 
order and amunition ; in both which they now boaſt to be ſupplied by the ar- 
rival of Owen O Neal, who, they ſay, hath brought with him a number of 
expert Commanders, and a large proportion of powder. But of this there yer 
appeares neither effect nor certaintie. 

The perſons mentioned by me in my letter of the 8th of July, and whoſe 
names his Majeſtic commands me to declare in yours of the 23d, are the Lord 
Borlaſe and Sir Adam Loftus. But ſince 1 cannot find that there was any other 
perſon preſent, when they ſeverally moved Sir Foutke Hunkes to ſtand upon 

his Commiſſion from the Lord Lieutenant, and that I am well aſſured there 
want not thoſe, that do equall, if not exceed, them in affections and expreſ- 
| ſions tending to a leſſening of his Majeſtie's authoritie; whereof there is too 
frequent and manifeſt proofe; all this conſidered, I ſay, it is my humble opi- 
nion, that as yet there ſhould be no particular marke ſet upon them; and 
this the rather, that I do undertake, when his Majeſtic ſhall hold it ſeaſonable 
to look into the carriage of his affaires here, to furniſh him with other kind 
of matter than this is. But yet, if that it be his pleaſure, I ſhall ſo far as 1 
have written to you make good every tittle. 

There will be by Sir Patrick eames, preſented to his Majeſtic the humble 
ſuit of Sir Maurice Euſtace his Serjeant at Law and Speaker of the Houſe of 
Commons here. He is a perſon of fo great integritie and abilities, that he 
may be of ſingular ſervice to his Majeſtie ; and therefore I hold it part of my 
dutic to recommend him to your favour, as far forth as his requeſts are reaſon- 
able; and other than ſuch I am confident he will not make. The letter and 
petition ſent herewith, came to me by an ordinarie fellow, that being an Jriſb- 
man and a Papiſt, makes a ſhift to paſs through the Rebells, and ſometimes 
brings me word of the health of a ſiſter of mine wife to Sir George Hamilton. 
Sir Patrick Weames will informe you whoſe names thoſe are that are to it, 
and of moſt of their conditions. Upon receipt of thoſe I preſently commu- 
nicated them with the Juſtices and Councill, who reſolve to ſend them over 
to the King, together with their ſence upon them; which being delayed by the 
interpoſition of other buſineſs, or perhaps for ſome other reaſon not known 
to me, I hold it my part to loſe no time in the tranſmiſſion of them, being 
well aſſured that his Majeſtie's judgment is not to be ſurprized with any colours 
theſe Rebells can caſte upon their foul diſloyaltie.

All my eſtate is rent and torn from me by the furie of this Rebellion rage- 
ing now in this Kingdom, and nothing left, if I ſhould die of this ſickneſs, 
to ſupport my dear wife and children, whileſt the preſent Rebellion ſhall laſt, 


but your Majcſtic's great goodneſs, which never failed me, and which, I do 
moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſtic, may be extended towards them in takcing 


care of them, by makeing ſome ſuch honourable proviſion for them, as your 
Majeſtie in your great goodneſs and wiſdom ſhall think fit, untill my own 
eſtate may be ſo ſetled, as thereout they may receive convenient maintenance.

that I have many witneſſes beyond exception to teſtifie with me, that 1 deſired 
nothing more, than that I might march forth with the beſt equipage I could, 
with ſoe many of the Army as might be ſpared from this garriſon, againſt that 
towne; conceiveing it for many reaſons to be a ſervice of the greateſt conſe- 
quence, which in theſe tymes could be undertaken, and the greateſt prejudice 
which could happen to the Rebells, if that might have beene taken in; wherc- 
of by God's aſſiſtance I made no great doubt. 

I preſſed this journey day by day at the Councill Board, from whence I have 
conſtantly received advice or directions for all the ſervices undertaken, lacs 1 
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: command this Army. After many debates, it was not 
had the honour to c i \ 


thought ſafe that that journey ſhould for the preſent go on, it being conceived 
at the Board, that there was not ſo much ammunition to be ſpared out of the 
tore here as was neceſſary for that worke, nor men ſufficient, leaving a com- 
petent number in this citty, albeit, I offered to undertake the deſigne with three 
thouſand ſix hundered foott, ſix hundred horſe, and foure peeces of battery, 
all which 1 doubt not hath been certified to the Commiſſioners for Ireland or 
to the Lord Lieutenant. This beinge layed by, 1 did afterwards much deſire, 
chat part of the Army ſhould be imployed for the takeing in of Techroghane, 
Baſſiſonnan, and Caſtel Dermott, being the moſt conſiderable inland places 
in Leinſter, and the greateſt ſtrengths which the Rebells in theſe partes now 
hold. This propoſition procceded to farre, as orders were in part given out 


by mee for the numbers of men, horſe and footte, and a day appointed where- 


on they were to begin their march: but before it received a full conſummation, 
it pleaſed God to viſit me with a dangerous ſickneſs, which doth yet hold me, 
and this matter beinge then referred by the Lords Juſtices and Councill to 


the conſideration of the Councell of Warre, that journey was likewiſe thought 


fitt to be ſtayed, as by the order conceived by them, which I now ſend you, 
may appeare; and this order being brought unto me in my ſickneſs, I thought 
not fitt to be ſingular ; but did ſubmitt my judgement to theirs, and ſubſcrib- 
cd unto it. | | . 

The dayly expectation of the Lord Lieutenänt's arrivall here, the loſſe and 
ſtay of ſome ſhips which were to bring hither amunition and other proviſions, 


the very great wants in which the officers and foldicrs were, and yet are in, 


occaſioning many tymes mutinyes when they were commanded upon ſervice, 
and our diſappointment of thoſe moneys and other neceſſaries expected from 


| thence have been very great hinderances of much ſervice, which otherwiſe 
might have been done upon the Rebells who have gayned head and courage, as 


well as armes and amunition by the delay. Theſe great obſtacles neither have, 


nor ſhall make me any way retard or draw back, where I may advance the pre- 


ſcnt ſervice, that is ſo much for the glory of God, his Majeſtie's honour, and 
the ſecuritie of all his Kingdomes. Therefore my carneſt ſuit and deſire is, 
that the honourable Houſe of Commons may take ſuch a courſe to ſupply the 
Army with what ſhall be neceſſary for them; (the particulars whereof I ſhould 
have mentioned, but that they have beene often repreſented by the Councill 
Board,) / as in their wiſdom ſhall be thought fitt 98 r ſoc great a worke, that 
no excuſe may be left either for Commander, Officer, or Souldier for not 
doeinge their duty; and that it may be conſidered, that the Army here is for 
number farre ſhort of what it is reported to be, by reaſon of the ſickneſs and 
death of divers of them, that many others are privately returned into England, 


and ſome fled to the Rebells: for preventing which laſt and many other incon- 


veniencies, I ſhall humbly adviſe, that none might be admitted into the liſt of 
this Army, but ſuch as ſhall take the Oath of Supremacic, or that the honour- 
able Houſe of Commons would be pleaſed to thinke of ſome other courſe 
which in their wiſdome they ſhall conceive moſt fitt, which may meete with 
and prevent inconveniencies of this latter kind. All this I deſire you will be 
pleaſed to communicate to that honourable Houſe, when you ſhall finde it ſea- 
lonable, with this aſſurance, that it is to me a greate griefe to ſce ſo flow pro- 
cceding in this good cauſe. So, Sir, wiſhing you all happineſs I reſt

My Lord, 


OR ſome time before I received your letters by Sir Patrick IVemys, I lay 

(they ſay) dangerouſly ſick of a diſeaſe, that rages amongſt us, and hath 
taken away more officers than the (word. When I was newly gotten out of 
my bed, it pleaſed God to lay my wife in hers, whereout, (for a good while,) 
we thought ſhe would never riſe. When ſhe was at the very worſt, my eldeſt 
boy fell deſperately ſick of the purples and ſmall pox : but thanks be to God 
we are all now on the mending hand. This account of mylelf and my familie 
will of itſelf make my excuſe with your Lordſhip, to whom I ſhould long ſince 
have given this return, had I not bin hindered by theſe heavy viſitations it 
pleaſed God in mercy juſtly to ſhew me. My good friend Sir Maurice Euſtace 


hath, I doubt not, in all this time given you true relations of our proceedings, 


of the ſlowneſs whereof 1 ſhould be infinitely aſhamed ; but that Iam perſwaded 
the blame cannot be upon me, any longer than till rumours malitiouſly and 
enviouſly raiſed be diſcovercd in their proper ſhapes. How earneſt I have been 
to go upon ſome ſervice of eminence, and how frequently put off, not without 
language that might have been then ſpared, and at another time would not 
have been given me, I ſhall caſily make appear, if the malice of thoſe, that 


| hinder all I propound, ſhall drive me to a defence of myſelf. Before I fell 
fick, all my propoſitions of going or ſending forth upon ſervice, were anſwered 
by the emptineſs of the ſtore and the wants in the Armie; but when I was 


faſt, then proviſions were found for a three weeks expedition, which is now 
in execution, whercunto I wiſh good ſucceſs, but am very ſorry to find that 
good deſigns muſt fall to ground, becauſe I ſhould not have the honour 
of exccuting them, or at leaſt muſt ſtay till ſome other come to manage them. 


Your Lordſhip may perhaps tell me that, having the authority I have, I ſhould 


make ule of it, and purſue the wars according to my beſt judgment; but then 
you will conſider, how doubttull the event is of all undertakings, but princi- 
pally of. thoſe in our profeſſion: and how neceſſarie it is for me, to have a full 
and authentick approbation of all I do; otherwiſe ſhall I lay myſelf open to 
what interpretation they are pleaſed to give my actions, with whoſe candour 
and good will to mc I am too well acquainted. | 

I thought to have gone further in ſhewing your Lordſhip the tearmes I ſtand 
upon : but I find ſuch trouble in writing this little, that here I muſt end, be- 
ſeeching you to get this incloſed conveyed to Mr. Hollis, and to believe that

May it pleaſe your Majeſtie, 


HE fifth of this preſent was a day of great comfort and conſolation to 
me, receiving aſſurance (by your Majcſtic's direction,) from my Lord Fall- 
land, that your Majeſtic was pleated to hold a gracious opinion of my endea— 


vours and proceedings for your ſervice; and that the diſtraction of the time, 


and not diſpleaſure, diverted the courſe of your Majeſtic's favours towards me; 
which in my own thoughts gave me very high ſatisfaction, and requires my 
4 | humble 


Tr 
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humble acknowledgments. And if your Majeſtie had reſerved the reducing 


of this Kingdom to your own power and management, I doc contidently pre- 


ſame that, as you have honoured me with this Government, ſoc your Maje— 
ſtie would long ſince have intruſted me with mcancs and ability to diſcharge 
the duty of my place, and to appeare conſiderable in your ſervice. But as it 
is now governed, though many there are moſt neare unto me in blood, and 
(as 1 conceived) ſure to me in friendſhip and affection; yet I apparently find, 
(ſuch is the diſpoſition of the times,) as lett my endeavours be never toc faith- 
full and induſtrious, I ſhall never attaine to any truſt or imployment, that 
may gaine me honour by my ſervice, or any ſupport to cate my intinite charge 
which has already conſumed both my fortune and creditt. 

I have written to my Lord of Falkland, and ſent him ſeverall papers that 
will give ſome accompt of my proceedings ſince my laſt diſpatch, and the 
motives that guided me to the courſes I have taken, being left to my ſelfe with- 
out either ſtrength or intelligence. And there (I hope) faith and duty will ag— 
peare, though accompanyed with error and diſability. Thoſe of importance, 
wherin 1 moſt deſire to juſtify my ſelfe, concerne the arrivall of the Lord 
Forbes to the Bay of Gallway, with the title of Lieutenant Generall of the ad- 

_ ditional forces. And unto your Majeſtie I preſume to ſend herewith a copy of 
the ſubmiſſion his Lordſhip required from Gallway, the motives of my pro- 
ceedings with his Lordſhip, and a note of the particulars I have {ent unto my 
Lord of Falkland, that your Majeſty may be informed at your beſt leiſure, of 
what you ſhall pleaſe to make choice of. - | 

I underſtand that thoſe forces were ſent at the requeſt, and upon the charges 
of the citty of London: and whether they were ſoc fart in your Majeſtie's favour 
as to have ſuch an important place put into their hands, and taken out of my 
Government intruſted to me by your Majcſtic, appeared very doubtfull unto 
me, and inclined me rather to a reſpective refuſall of ſuch aſſiſtance, untill I 
received ſome further intimation of your pleaſure, whether it be a neceſlary 
part of my duty to receive all accidentall forces, or to attend thoſe ſupplyes 
that may be properly aſſigned for this place; and that I may have ſome inte- 
reſt or command over them: otherwiſe I have cauſe to feare much danger and 
prejudice, by the violence offered by ſome here, and more frequently in other 
places. | | 

After a long expectation, the natives of theſe parts finding noe power or 
aſſiſtance coming, or appointed for me, nor noc inſtructions or declaration di- 
rected to me under your Royall Signature, neither intreaties, threats nor pro- 
teſtations can perſuade or draw moſt men from the belicfe, that they doe re- 
ally ſerve your Majeſtic that arc in this preſent commotion, and that I doe ad- 
here to thoſe that ſtand in oppoſition to your Majeſtic, in regard that my bro- 
ther has ſoe farr caſt himſelfe into your Majeſtie's diſpleaſure ; (which I cannot 
mention but with a deep impreſſion of grief and amazement,) and that your 
Majeſtie's Fort at Galfway is noc more at your owne diſpoſe, but in the hands 
of your enemies by the correſpondency between the Lord Forbes and the Cap- 
tain of the Fort. And moſt are ſoc carrycd with theſe opinions, that 1 have 
gotten the hatred of the whole Kingdome, and tho moſt faithfull yet leaſt able 
to ſerve your Majeſtic or defend my ſelfe; and ſuch is the diſtracted apprehen- 
ſion of theſe people, that tho' many are inclining to fall off, in whom ] re— 
poſed much confidence, and that few will pay any exact obedience, and that 
oppreſſed by multitudes, I may this winter be in danger to be ſhutt up or be- 
ſieged; yet if vows and proteſtations may gaine belcite 1 ſhould be followed 
by thouſands to ſerve your Majettic in any other place, but as the State of this 
Kingdom ftands, ſuch is their ſenſe of the oppoſition given to your Majeſtic by 
ſome faction in your Parliament, of the injuſtice done them by thoſe that go- 
verne here, and the generall deſtruction conceived to be deſigned againſt the 


natives, 
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natives, that almoſt the whole Kingdom are united into one reſolute body to 
gaine their preſervation, or ſell their lives at the deareſt rates. 

I give your Majeſtic moſt humble thanks for the licence I have received for 
my repaire into England, but the land paſſages to Dublin are ſtopped, and the 
time of the yeare farre ſpent, which makes the long voyage by ſea moſt dan- 
gerous and troubleſome for women and children, I have reſolved between two 
extreames, to keep my family here till ſummer. But if your Majeſtic find noe 


inconvenience there by my attendance upon you in England, which I know — 


not how to judge of at this diſtance, being debarred free intelligence, 1 ſhould 
my ſelfe be glad to wayte upon your Majeſtie to repreſent ſome things unto 
you, that (I conceive) might be of advantage to your ſervice, which I humbly 
ſubmitt to your Majeſtie's conſideration. And for my owne particular, (God 
is my wittneſs, I have noe other aim nor end, but meerly to approve my ſelfe 
ſerviceable and moſt conſtantly loyall to your Majeſtie ; and but for thoſe re- 
ſpects, I ſhould not care how ſoon I paid nature that debt wich muſt be at laſt 
diſcharged. And if it pleaſe God to haſten me from theſe miſeries, and that 
I may not repaire unto your Majeſtic, I ſhall confidently truſt in your grace 


and goodneſs, that your Majeſtie will youchſafe to take my wife and children 


into your Royall care and protection, and likewiſe the heir male of a never 
tainted family, whoſe carriage and diſpoſition will (I hope) deſerve your Ma- 


jeſtie's favour. And pardoning my preſent preſumption, whilſt I have life, I 


will conſtantly offer up my prayers and vowes for your Majeſtie's preſervation 
from all dangers, and that you may appeare in full power and glory anſwer— 
able to the birth and virtues of ſoc great a Monarch. And your Majeſtic 
may be gratiouſly pleaſed to conceive it want of ability and meanes of ex- 


preſſion, and noe failing of duty or affection, if 1 do not clearly approve my

Noble Sir, 


V your letter of the 28th of Auguſt, and one incloſed from my brother 
of Eſſex, I have received very great aſſurance of your affection and re- 
ſpect to me, both by the intelligence you gave me, and the relations you were 
nobly pleaſed to make of me in England. And I have ſo many large teſtimo- 
nyes by me under your father's hand and ſeale, that I may truely and freely ſay, 
it becometh your father's ſon to doe ſoc, and myne to receive them thank- 
fully and requite them faithfully to his beſt power, which ſhall be conſtantly 
performed on my part and not doubted on yours. It doth very much afflict 


me to receive ſoe many confirmations of the great diſtractions in England, 


wherein ſo many of my neareſt freinds are engaged ſoe deeply both in danger and 


oppoſition: but the ſilence of late in theſe parts, puts me in hope, there is either a 


reconciliation, or at leaſt ſome treaties of pacification drawing towards it, which 
God of his mercy grant ſpecdily, or elſe all his Majeſtic's dominions will be 
in a miſerable condition. | : 

The Lord Forbes departure from hence 1 preſume is already knowne unto 
you by a diſpatch I ſent to the Lords Juſtices the 5th of the laſt month by a 
pinnace of his Lordſhip's ; and I ſend you here incloſed the motives of my de- 
clining his Lordſhip's aſſiſtance at that time. To which I will add, that there 
was noc poſſibility for me to perſuade either towne or country to cntertaine 
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any treatie with him, much leſs to receive a garriſon; neither was his ſtrength 
ſuch as report gave out, nor any way conſiderable to act what was expected; 
neither had I power, nor much occaſion of forwardneſs given me to be aſſiſting 
therein. For whillt I was at Tirrellan in treaty with his Lordſhip, and that my 
Lord Preſident was then with him in the Fort, I could ſee the Country on fire, 
my tenant's goods and houſes burnt, and four or five poore innocent crea- 
tures women and children inhumanely killed by ſome of his Forces. And his 
Lordſhip at his landing having taken poſſeſſion of our Ladye's church on the 
weſt of Gallway, their antient buriall place, they did not only dctacc the 
church but digged up the graves and burnt the coffins and bones of the dead. 
Theſe kind of proceedings make ſuch aſſiſtance more deſtructive than benefi- 
Ciall tO us. 

Sir, I ſhall now give you a perfect character of my condition. Having ex- 
hauſted all my Revenue and Creditt in ſupplying of the Fort, and Fort Falkland, 
and divers Engliſh at home and in other places, and in keeping ot garritons, 
and ſending ſtrong conyoys abroad, all upon my owne charge, I am now dri- 
ven to that neceſſity that I have not money to make my owne winter provi- 
ſion or ſend to the markett ; and (it is a certaine truth) I have mett with » 
much difficulty to beare the charges of this meſſenger into England: and yett 
the expectation of the State, and the cryes of the poore Engliſh from ſeverall 
places are all upon me for relief and aſſiſtance; and which is worſt of all, my 
actions misjudged, and (as I am credibly informed,) ſtrange miſinformations of 
me ſent over into England, totally neglected, and {I believe) ſuſpected by the 
State at Dublin, miſuſed and diſhonoured by ſome I ſupply here, ſcorned and 
hated by the whole Nation for my oppoſition to their wayes, and left to my 
ſelfe without arms or defence in the midſt of a turbulent people. I beſeech 
you, Sir, what reaſon can there be that I ſhould be thus neglected and unarm- 
ed, nor noe Engliſh Forces aſſigned unto me, and the whole Kingdom plen- 
tifully furniſhed with arms from beyond ſea, that are in Rebcllion, and that 
my ſelfe and my followers might have arms for thouſands it I would adhere 
to them, and that the neglect they find held of me doth dayly withdraw them 
from me? and yet in this condition the State breathes unto me perſecutions 
of fire and ſword, which is now likely to be my part to ſuffer rather than per- 
forme. My confidence in your worth and nobleneſs makes my diſcourſe thus 
free and large in expreſſion of the wrongs and injuries done me. Before 1 
came into this unfortunate Kingdome, I had a better vallue and eſtimation put 
upon me, and Iſhall not deſpaire (through God's mercy) to be again in the ſame 
condition. | | — 

I ſend you herewith a letter from my Lord Preſident, which has layn long 
by me for want of a ſafe conveyance: and I am newly informed that he has 
concluded a Ceſſation of Arms with tr Jones Dillon for three months, tor 
Meſt-Meath and the County of Long ford, and is in treaty with ſome of the 
other Counties in this Province. | 

I ſend two ſervants now into England, one to the Court, the other to Lon- 
don. If in their journeys they may be uſefull to any occaſions of yours, it

To the King's moſt excellent Majeſtie, 


OUR Majeſtie's moſt faithfull, humble and loving ſubjects, having appre- 
hended with fullneſs of ſorrow the condition, whereunto the miſrepre- 


ſentation of your Miniſters in this your Kingdome, united with the malignant 


party of England, has reduced us; and fad experience having brought us to 


the knowledge of a reſolution taken by ſome malevolent perſons there, and 


by your officers here, to ſupplant our Nation and Religion, being deprived of 
a ſafe acceſs to your ſacred Perſon, and having obſerved others of your ſubjects 
bent upon our ruine in armes; after a long patience we have humbly con- 
ceived it neceſſary to put our ſelves into a poſture of a naturall defenſe, with 
intention nevertheleſs never to diſturbe your Government, or to invade an 

of your high Prerogatives, or to oppreſs any of your Britiſb ſubjects of what 
Religion ſoever, that did not labour to ſuppreſs us: which in the birth of the 
preſent troubles we have ſolemnly ſworn to obſerve by oath often ſince rei- 
terated, leſt the miſguided and unauthorized motions of ſome paſſionate per- 


ſons among us ſhould be conſtrued to derogate from the faith and allegiance, 


which in all humbleneſs we confeſs to owe, and ſincerely profeſs unto you. 
In purſuance of which our reall and candid endeavours, bent only to a due ſet- 
tlement of our Religion and juſt Libertics, before any act of hoſtility committed 
on our part, we have with all ſubmiſſion addreſſed our ſelves by petition to 
your Lords Juſtices and Councell here, for timely remedy againſt the growing 
and then ſpringing evills: but therein we have found for a ſalve to our wounds, 
oyle powred into the fire of our diſcontents, which occaſioned that intempe- 
rance in the commonalty, that they ated ſome unwarranted crueltics upon Pu- 
ritans, or others ſuſpected of Puritaniſme, which we really deteſt, have puniſhed 
in part, and deſire to puniſh with fulneſs of ſeverity in all the actors of them, 
when time ſhall enable us to it, though the meaſure offered to the Catholique 
Natives here in the inhuman murthering of old decrepit people in their beds, 
women in the ſtraw, and children at eight days old, burning of houſes, and 
robbing of all kind of perſons without diſtinction of friend from foe, and 
digging up of graves, and there burning the dead bodies of our anceſtors in 
time of Ceſſation, and in breach of publique Faith, have not deſerved that 
juſtice from us. Which unparallelled and unprecedented violations of all hu- 
man and divine laws, we aſcribe not to any ſuperior Commands, but to the 
ſavage fury of an unbridled multitude. | 

Amidſt theſe diſtractions we have intreated our very good Lord the Lord 
Marqueſs of Ormond, Lord Generall of your forces here, to convey our hum- 
ble petition to your Majeſtic, expreſſing our carneſt deſire to be directed by your 
grace and power to ſome place where with ſafety we might inform your Majc- 
ſtie of our grievances, and receive your Royall Commands; but herein we have 
been and arc ſoc unfortunate, that the great diverſions adminiſtred unto you 
in other places, have not given your Highnels time or leiſure to take any or- 


der for our releife, which fills us with greif, though mixt with hope and con- 


fidence, that your Majeſtic, having removed all obſtacles with the continued 
felicity of your arms, will look upon our ſufferings with thoſe eyes of mercy, 
which brings you nearer to the Divinity you repreſent, than all the lawrells 
that Mars can heape upon your head, and which gained with the expence of 

your ſubjects blood, may make you more feared than beloved. 
To remove therefore the diſtractions which the heat of the preſent diſtem- 
pers may produce to yours and our prejudice, we have now mett in a National 
5 | | Aſſembly 
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Aſſembly at your city of Ki/kenny, to provide for the ſafety of us your ſub- 
jets here, untill your Majeſtie ſhall take tome fitt courſe for our preſervation. 
Wherein to meete miſconſtructions, we have proteſted that we intended not 
this Aſſembly to be a Parliament, or to have the power of it, we in all plain- 
neſs really confeſſing that the calling and diflolving of that great body, is an 
inſeparable incident to your Imperial! Crowne. We likewiſe renewed our 
oath of allegiance to your ſacred Perſon, your heires and lawtul ſucceſlors, and 
our firme and immoveable purpoſe to obſerve, and to be ruled only by your 
common laws of England and ſtatutes here eſtabliſhed and enacted by Parlia- 
ment among us, which are not contrary to our Catholique Roman Religion; 
wherein we hope we have given teſtimony of the candor and reality of our 
actions and intentions, and given your Majeſtic that ſatisfaction which is due 
from a moſt faithfull people to a moſt gracious Soveraigne. We therefore, 
with hearts bent lower than our knees, doe humbly beſeech your ſacred Ma- 
jeſty timely to aſſigne a place, where with ſafety we may expreſs our grei- 
vances, and you may with freedom apply a ſeaſonable cure unto them. And 
there you {hall find our dutifull affection attended with juſt cauſe of ſecurity 
in our faithfullneſs, and manifeſt arguments of our carneſt defire to advance 

your ſervice; and that you may be graciouſly pleaſed to leave us free in the 
profeſſion of faith here continued ſince the firſt converſion of this ifJand, and 
which our anceſtors of Britiſb extraction, at the firſt coming of the Engliſh 
to Ireland, found before them here, and brought with them; and that you 
may ſecure our eſtates and liberties according to your laws, as you have done 
in your two other Kingdomes; and that hereafter your Majeſtie will make 
noc diſtinction between us and the reſt of the Nations ſubject to your Empire, 
but by the faithfull ſervices which we will never ceaſe to doe: Which granted, 
we will convent our forces upon any deſigne your Majeſtic will appoint, and

FTER long ſuffering under the heavy preſſures of his Majeſtic's unfaithfull 
Miniſters in this Kingdome, underſtanding of an union between them 
and the malignant party in England to extirpate our Nation and Religion, and 
finding the wayes of acceſs to our Soveraigne Lord for declaring our grievances 
ſtopt up by miſinformations from hence, and force and violence there ; we 
humbly conceived it neceſſary to have recourſe to armes for our naturall preſer— 
vation; at the entry whereunto, all the parts of this Kingdom have taken a 
ſolemn oath to beare firme faith and true allegiance to our Soveraigne Lord 
King Charles, his heires, and lawfull ſucceſſors; in the obſervance whereof, 
we will expreſs all that ever hiſtory commended of loyalty and conſtancy in a 
good People to a moſt gracious Soveraigne. 

To give faith to our expreſſions, we have made addreſſes from ſeveral! parts 
of the Realme to the Lords Juſtices and Councell here, deſiring a liberty to 
remonſtrate our greivances in the Parliament then continued, and freedom to 
tend for that purpoſe to his Majeſtie. Which reaſonable and modeſt requeſt 
being denyed, the Parliament, though there appeared but few of the true mem- 
bers of it, imployed the Lord Dillon and others to acquaint his Majeſtic with 
the diſtempers, and with heads of ſome of the occaſions of them; but being 
arrived in England, his application to his Highneſs was interrupted, and his 
perſon reſtrained. Whereupon, thinking that a ſtranger might meet with bet- 


ter 
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ter fortune, Lieutenant Colonell Read, a Scottiſhman borne, and bred in Eng 
land, and always ſerving in his Majcſtic's Armies, was imployed by us to his 
Majeſtic to reccive his Royall Commands touching the caules of the preſent 
troubles, and the meanes to quiet them. But the poor Gentleman upon the 
rack found the unwillingneſs, which the publique Officers of State here doe 
beare againſt the revealing of the miſtery of their iniquity. Which courſe 
miſſing the wiſhed and much looked for effect, we have again applyed our 
ſelves to our very good Lord the Lord Marqueſs of Ormond, Lord General! 
of his Majcſtie's forces to convey our humble petition to his Majeſtic, deſiring 
the appointment of a place where we might with ſafety open our greifs, and 
he might with freedom releive them. Whereupon having not yet received 
any anſwer thereunto, and being invaded with all the brutiſh fury that eyer 
was acted or imagined between enemies, we met at Killenny in a National 
Aſſembly to provide for the publick ſafcty, untill his Majeſtic ſhould be at lei- 
ſure from his other great diverſions, to take our preſent condition to his 
princely conſideration, and to renew and reiterate our former ſuite unto 
him. | | 
Ĩnhus reſolved, the contemplation of your Majeſtie's great goodneſs, your 
compaſſionate care of diſtreſſed Catholiques, your intereſt in the ſettlement of 
this Kingdome, the inheritance of your Royall iſſue, whom God ever bleſs 
and preſerve, and the felicity in point of Religion, which all the nations of 
Europe have received by the allyance of their Princes with the Royal Houle of 
France, has induced us in this our extremity to implore your Teſter like in- 
terceſſions to our moſt gratious Prince, and humbly to beſeech your Majeſtic 
ſoe to interpoſe for us your power in his favours, that he may ſettle our Re- 
ligion and Liberties, as he did thoſe of his other Kingdoms ; and decline 
all apprehenſions and miſrepreſentations which may derogate from that true 


faith and naturall allegiance, which in all duty, humility, reverence and ſince- 


rity we owe and profeſs unto him, and we will ever pray, Cc.

My Lord, 
I Have with a great deal of joy received yours by Captain Pigot, finding in 


that an aſſurance of your perfect recovery; and may all that did not wiſh 


it, ſoon partake of what you were in danger of! 
But though God has taken this diſeaſe from you, yet I fear the Devil has 
ſtill his inſtruments to beſet you, (as well as your ſeryant) who daily take no- 
tice of your words, with hopes at night to ſqueeze ſo much of the good 
ſubje& out of them, as compounded with a Mervynian ſpeech, might make 
them ſeeme treaſon. If there be any of this kinde of cattel about your Grace's 
habitation, I could wiſh the Rebels had them with the reſt, and none to deli-

For my part, I want not thoſe that give the Parliament notice of every 
ſquare word that I ſpeak ; but I arme my ſelf with this reſolution, that though 
my head be not as round as theirs, my dealing ſhall be againſt all that take up 
armes againſt their ſacred Sovereign; and if this be a crime, it is a new one, 
and I pray God it may never grow old. „ | 
Our letters into England are frequently opened, ſo that I dare not write 
what I would doe. herefore I humbly pray your Grace to paſs your word 
for me to the King, that zeale ſhould not be wanting, if I had abilities that 


could ſecond my deſires to ſerve him; and thus much I can undertake, that 


all the Officers here are very faithfull to him. 
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My Lord, I am very ſenſible that I have been too frequently troubleſome 
to your Grace; and although there is a neceſſity that I ſhould crave your par- 
don therein, yet I am driven till to my place of refuge, which I muſt needs 
ſeek, being otherwiſe like to ſuffer unſufferable injuries by the affronts ob- 
truded on me here, proceeding from confidence of juſtification, if not aſſiſtance, 
from thence. The matter would be too tedious to trouble your Grace with, 
but you will find it in my letter to the Councill. 

Here is one or two companies landed, but neither penny of money, nor 
any armes come with them; which is a myſtery to me, that ſo wiſe a Coun- 
cill as the Parliament of England, ſhould ſend men ar ſo great a charge to a 
place, that there is no poſlibility to futniſh them with any thing, but what 
they bring with them; except it be the plot, that theſe men {ſhall with jaw- 
bones kill ſo many Rebels, as may arme themſelves by the ſpoiles, and like- 
wiſe take ſo great proportions of all things, as may relieve all their other 
wants. But, I doubt, theſe miracles are ceaſed, and therefore feare, that in- 
ſtead of aſſiſtance to withſtand our enemies, have my Lord of Kerry's regi- 
ment come to help ſtarve us; which I have reaſon to think, having received a 
letter from the Commiſſary for the victuals, that he has no more in the ſtore, 
nor any money to provide a farther ſupply. | | 

If there were any thing done here worthy your Grace's knowledge, I ſhould 
preſent it ; but there is not. I will therefore conclude your farther trouble, 
having (I confeſs) tranſgreſſed, but ſhall never, ceaſe to be,

Our very good Lord, 


HEN we, who by the rule of inevitable enforcement have ſquared our 
actions, and arc conſcious to our ſclves of the uttermoſt ſcope of thoſe 
religious and loyall deſignes we have undertaken, doe reflect upon ſuch abi- 
lities of witt and judgment, as have grown up with you under the care and 
inſtruction of that prudent and true patriot your Father, and have been ſca- 
ſoned by your owne obſervance of ſtate affaires; we cannot conceive but that 
our actions and intentions have been miſrepreſented unto you: tor otherwiſe, 
how could you from ſuch a ground of advantage, where nature, education, 
and experience had placed you, ſee ſoe imperfectly into the neceſſity and ju- 
ſtice of our enterprize? Was it not threatned and deſigned that the Scott ſhould 
plant their Goſpell among us with the ſword? Has not the Majeſty of the beſt 
of Princes, our ſacred Soveraigne, been clipped by the vote, and defiled by the 
applauded invectives of the malignant party of the Parliament of England: 
Doe not they wage warr againſt their anointed King and leige Lord under the 
command of a noble man, whom we feare to be too neare in blood unto your 
Lordſhip? Is it not the approved doctrine of the times, that the laws of Eng- 
land, if they mention Ireland, are binding here ? | 
We confeſſe the entrance into this great worke was moſt perplexed, and 
did partake of much confuſion, inſomuch as ſome did think ſtripping and 
pillaging to have been of the eſſence of it; but all indifferent men that now 
ſearch into that vote of diſtemper, doe vote it the ſole act of the many headc& 
beaſt, the multitude ; of whom ſome of the moſt forward in ſuch baſe at- 
tempts, by the providence of the Omnipotent and juſt Judge, have been ſa- 
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Crificed to the fury of our enemies; others are marked out for the juſtice of 
more ſettled times. Neither can we deny that the perfect union and regular 
Government, which now is eſtabliſhed among us, was a worke of many days; 
and that the diſorders, which did ariſe ſtom ſuch our wants, might occaſion 
in thoſe who weighed all things to a ſcruple, a leſſe favourable reguard of our 
cauſe, as deſpairing to ſee the diſtracted Government thus knit and recompoſed. 
We have taken notice likewiſe of the unauthorized liberty which ſome men 
have aſſumed to themſelves of entring into your Lordſhip's caſtle and lands, 
whereby you might have been exaſperated as conceiving it, beſides the impayre- 
ing of your Revenue, an affront done unto your honour. . For this we hear- 
tily wiſh your Lordſhip did make your ſelfe capable of receiving ample redreſs, 
and that noe home or forreigne inſinuations did debarr you from looking with 
a cleare ſight upon our affaires and determinations. : 
And once again in the behalfe of the Kingdom, we doe invite you to re- 
ent with us the injury done unto our Religion. And the ſervice of the Al- 
mighty, and the indignities which our dread Soveraigne is forced to ſuffer from 
an ungratcfull ſort of people that riot in his favours, and are grown wanton 
by his indulgence, and the deſpicable condition whereunto the pride and 
avarice of ſuch as had ingroſſed all Offices, did reduce the Kingdome; that 
ſoc with joynt endeavours we may proſecute ſoc faire and ſoc juſt intend- 
ments. But if your Lordſhip has fixed a reſolution unalterable by this our ad- 
monition and requeſt, as we expect effects of diſadvantage to our cauſe from 
all your counſels and actions, ſoe in the diſcharge of the duty we owe to God, 
our King, and Country, we will pretermitt noe meane to adyance intereſts of

In the firſt place, I ſhall not be ſcrupulous to acknowledge that my breed- 
ing and education has been, where virtue, ability and loyalty had a firme and 
ſecure habitation, and thoſe (as far as I was capable) infuſed into me by the 
exact and lively examples and precepts of a moſt indulgent and carefull parent; 


and that ſince many additionall advantages have been offered to me by my 


obſervance of, and application to, a moſt Royall, prudent, and gracious Ma- 


ſer ;

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ter ; and I ſhall never expect or deſire a bleſſing upon any action of mine, 
| that ſhall not be punctually conformable to both, as farr as my knowledge or 
F obſervation can attaine unto. And to the height of my judgment, with an 
Z induſtrious ſearch and inquiry, I have laboured to render my power and inte- 
I reſt moſt capable of docing ſervice to his Majeſtic, according to the living and 
I» dying admonitions and commands of my deceaſed Father, which, to my com- 
b fort, is perfectly recorded between God and my own conſcience. And for a 
publick teſtimony to the world and private joy of heart, I have his Majeſtie's 
Royall Atteſtation, both by word and writing, approving my wayes of ſer— 
vice. And having that approbation for a ſure foundation to build upon, I 
have cauſe to expect, where ſoe much duty and affection is publiſhed and 
declared, I ſhall noe longer ſtand charged with any crime in my proceed- 


ings. | | | | 
5 My Lord, in this time of generall diſtration, though it may not ſorte with 
= all diſpoſitions, yet 1 hold it a neceſlary patt of my duty to God, my King 
. and Country, freely to deliver both my owne apprehenſions, and ſuch infor- 


mations as comes unto me; and, if any wrong conſtruction or prejudice be 
thereby put upon me, I ſhall ſubmitt and reſigne my ſelfe to the Divine Will, 
who beſt knows the juſtneſs of my intentions. | os 

Thar his Majeſtic has been abuſcd in his truſt by the ill carriage and manage- 
ment of affaires of ſome of his Miniſters here, and ſome blemithes put upon 
the ſplendor of that antient noble Government under which we happily lived; 

and that there might be ſome intentions of oppreſſion upon the ſubject, both 
in Religion and Liberties, ſeemes probable to me, and, by what is alledged, is 
more plainly diſcovered to others. | 5 

But whether there might not have been better ways of prevention, is that 

which is moſt in queſtion : much preſent miſery and calamity hath hapned, 
and whether that which was but the inclinations of ſome few, be not now 
turned to be the reſolutions of many, is much to be feared, and the ſucceſs 
noe leſs to be doubted. | | 
That there has been great incroachments upon his Majeſtic in his Preroga- 
tive, and many diſreſpects ſhewed againſt his own Perſon, ſeemes evidently 
to appeare by the great diſtempers in England, by his Majeſtie's taking arms, 
and the oppoſition againſt him; but how the commotion and general Aſſocia- 
tion, as it has been here purſued, can be drawn into conſequence, as a meanes 
of preſervation either to his Perſon or Prerogative, proves difficult to many 
underſtandings; and what are his Majcſtie's apprchenſions thereof, and the at- 
perſions by that meanes caſt upon him, his own expreſſions will beſt declare. 

It has been likewiſe in diſpute, as a queſtion not eaſily confuted, why 
an Aſſembly of this Nation, called by their own power and inteteſt, may not as 
eaſily be ſubject to error and miſtake in point of ſervice to his Majeſtie, as a 
Parliament in England ſummoned by his own authority; the complaints of 
both having a near relation, the one of evill Counſellors about his Perſon, 
the other of bad Governours placed in authority here; the one inclining, as 
is conjectured, to a deſtruction of the Catholicks there, the other to a ſubver- 
ſion of the Proteſtants here; and both profeſſing honour, duty, and ſafety to 
his Majeſtic, who by his belief is obliged to preſerve the one Religion, and 
by his clemency and compaſſion willing to defend the other from violence. 

It is likewiſe objected, that the proceedings hitherto ſheweth an inclination 
to a nationall quarrell, and an intention to aboliſh the Engliſh Government, 
there having been noe diſtinction made, nor notice taken of the quality of 5 
perſons, their alliance, or relation to ſuch as attend faithfully upon his Majc- 

ſtic, or conſideration of their moderate diſpoſition, friendly neighbourhoods, 
or former diligence or aſliſtance for the publick good of the Kingdome. 
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Theſe particulars, my Lord, I obſerve to be moſt inſiſted upon, and caſt as 
a ſtaine upon the Religion, Duty, and Honour of the Nation. The remedyes 
neceſſary to be applyed, it ſeemes, have been taken into conſideration, and, un- 
till his Majcſtie's pleaſure be further declared, ſuch a forme of Government 
ſettled as theſe times will permitt, which by reaſon of great diſtractions could 
not be fooner effected. Though I am not made acquainted with the particu- 
lar reformation, yett I can caſily imagine that in the firſt place there has been 
humble addreſſes and applications made unto his Majeſtic ; and that to cleare 


former aſperſions, and for removall of nationall diſtinctions, there is much of 


diſgrace and puniſhment appointed and inflicted upon ſuch as have been in- 
ſtruments of foule and horrid acts; there being yet ſome who doe boaſt and 
glory in thoſe inhumanities. And if God's juſt judgment and wrath be not 
firſt appeaſed, it is much to be feared there will be a long expeQation of a 
more ſettled time. a . 

Neither is it to be doubted, but that ſpeciall care is taken for ſatisfaction 
and future preſervation of the Engliſh, and ſuch friendſhip and correſpondence 


endeavoured to be ſettled, as may be moſt agreeable to his Majeſtic's plea- 


ſure, and conducive to his ſervice. And that, if the danger of the times doe 
imply a neceſſity of being in armes, and in a poſture of defenſe, it ſhall be 
uſed with that moderation and circumſpection, as may be moſt agreeable to 
the profeſſion and proteſtations ſolemnly taken. 

My Lord, I ſhall now come to my own particular, in anſwer to the invita- 
tion I have received to joyne in this gencrall cauſe ; wherein, without taking 


upon me to judge of the actions or intentions of others, more than as they 


may concerne my own private intereſt, in perſon, honour, or fortune, or the 
publick truſt I bear from his Majeſtic, I may truly ſay; I am altogether ignorant 
of the particular motives, reſolutions, and proceedings, that have been formerly, 

or are now conceived or agreed upon. And if, upon a full repreſentation of 
them, my judgment might be convinced to allow of the neceſſity of the pre- 
ſent Aſſociation ; yet it cannot be denyed, that my ſtate and condition is farr 
different from that of others in this Kingdome. I am intruſted by his Maje- 
ſtie with a Government, and the only Catholique in his Dominions, that has 
that honour conferred upon him: 1 only endeavoured peace and quiet obedi- 
ence therein, untill I am farther inſtructed from his Majeſtic. And for me 
to ſwerve from thoſe knowne rules of duty, which have noe relation to the 
paſſions or doubtfull apprchenſions of cither Kingdom, would certainly be a 
orcat ſcandall to Religion, diſhonour to the Nation, and diverſion of the like 
imployment to be conferred upon any of this Nation or Religion. And I 
ſhall deſire your Lordſhip to take it into your ſerious conſideration, and ſoe 
repreſent it, in what poſture or condition I am moſt probable to diſcharge my 
duty to God, to the King, and to manifeſt my naturall affection to my Coun- 
try. If 1 ſhould break this truſt by any doubtfull wayes of proceedings, will 
it not be objected to his Majeſtie, what hopes can there be of any of that Nation 


or Religion, when the Earle of Clanricarde, bred here from his childhood, 


of both antient and recent extraction from hence, matched, allied and eſtated 
here, honours conferred upon him, and never failing of your favour, a great 
power and command put into his hands in his own Country ; what greater 
tyes could your Majeſtic deviſe to oblige a man unto you? and he not regard- 
ing all thoſe obligations, what can be done with ſuch a people, but to reduce 
them to totall ſubjection! 

On the other ſide preſerving my ſelfe in his Majeſtie's fayour, will there 
not be a faire occaſion and adyantage given to my friends here to alledge, that 
though great diſorders were committed here by unruly multitudes, yet it was 
not the Religion or Intention of the Nation to make it a nationall quarrell, or 
to ſhake off the Engliſb Government; but to remove the abuſes, diſgraces and 

| | 3 - oppreſſions 
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oppreſſions put upon them by ill diſpoſed perſons in authority there ; for the 
Earle of Clanricarde, whom you favourcd and intruſted with command, tho 
of that Religion, and eſteemed to be of great power there, yet noe pretences, 
threats, or perſuaſions could diſturb his integrity to your Majeſtic ; ſo that take 
away the occaſions, remove thoſe that opprets them, and give ſome encourage- 
ment by your fayour, and your Majeſtic will certainly find them a loyall and 
duty full People. 

To this I will add, that (I preſume) it is known to many, that I have made 
good uſe of his Majeſtie's favour in time of peace, for the advantage of the 
Country in generall, eſpecially Connaght, and for many particular friends; and 
in the way I goc, I hope to hold the tame intereſt and place in time of warte. 
My Lord, if theſe be not powerfull motives to give ſatisfaction for my own. 
particular, but that my actions and counſells ſhall be eſteemed deſtructive to 
the Kingdom, I muſt freely declare that the ditcharge of my duty in point of 
truſt to his Majeſtic is an intereſt of that high concerament, not only to my 
ſelfe, but to the honour of the Nation, that noe apprehenſions of fear or 
danger, either of life or fortune, can Hake a reſolution that has the powers, 
full defences of the Kinge's authority, and the teſtimony of a cleare conſci- 
ence to preſerve it. And when it ſhall pleaſe God to call me from hence, I 
doc not doubt to leave full aſſurances behind me of my duty to God, my 
King, and Country, and that 1 am not unmindfull upon all good occaſions to

My very good Lord, 


JOUR Lordlhip's of the 19th of December laſt I have received, and have 
| ſhewn his Majeſtic the remonſtrance of the Officers of his Armie under 
your Lordſhip's Command. His Majeſtic is very ſenſible of, and ſorry for, their 
ſufferings: but your Lordſhip knowes how he is unfortunately forced for his 
own defence to be at an exceſſive charge to keep an Armic here, which ſpend- 
eth all that he can get of monie or plate to pay his ſoldiers here; where the 
Rebells poſſeſs themſelves, (as lawful priſe,) of whatſoever they can lay hold 


on that is his Majeſtie's of value. The people as well in divers Counties, as in 


the cittie of London, begin now to find how they have been by artifices and 
falſe reports engaged, and that, if this deſtructive war continue, the Kingdom 
will be ruined by the hypocriſy of Browniſts and Annabaptiſts, whoſe covetous 
and ambitious ends have plunged the Kingdom in this civill war. The Lord 
Jaye is the principall firebrand of all, and nothing will ſatisfy him, unleſs he 
may be advanced, and all his irreverent Complices and fellow Independents, 


above their merrit, whereby they may have the more power to render the 


Church and Kingdom independent and bring all to confuſion. This noble Gen-

conſent, and deſire you to continue your uttermoſt endeavours for the defence 
of our good ſubjects and ſuppreſſion of the Rebells in that your Government:

from hence, if it had been in our power to have ſent them to you: And the 
better to enable you, becauſe you ſignifie to us that the policic of the chief 
Rebells there hath ſo far ſeduced that unhappie Nation, that many of them are 
yet perſwaded that they ſerve us in rebelling againſt us, notwithſtanding ſo many 
and ſo full declarations of our declaring the odiouſneſs of that Rebellion, and 
they are the eaſier ſeduced in this belief, by reaſon that no direction under our 
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hand is come unto you concerning it: We have here incloſed ſent ſuch a decla- 
ration and direction to this purpole under our Royall Hand and Signet, as we hope 
will be a good aſſiſtance to you to undeceive them: yet withall, We again give 
you licence to repaire into England to us, it you find that neither our expreſſi- 
ons nor any forces that can be ſent unto you are ſufficient to enable you, either 
to informe their underſtandings, or repreſs their power, and that your preſence 
there is not of uſe to our ſervice, of which we leave it to your own dilcre- 
tion to be judge, being made confident by the great care expreſt by you in 
the defence and preſervation of all the Engliſh in thole partes, even beyond 
your Government, and of furniſhing our othcers there with proviſion at your 
own expence, (particularly of Sir Arthur Blundel and Forte Falkland, for which 
we return you our Royall thanks) that you will not deſert that place in ſuch 
a time, wherein your abſence may be a weakening and prejudice to our good 
ſubjects.

HARES by the Grace of God King of great Brittaine, France and Ire- 
land Defender of the Faith, &c. To all our good ſubjects in our Town 
and Countie of Galway in our Kingdom of Ireland greeting. Whereas we 
are informed, notwithſtanding our many full declarations and perpetuall and 
cordiall concurrence againſt this odious Rebellion now raitcd in Ireland, that 
many of our good ſubjects there do till pretend, that they do really ſerve 
us in rebelling againſt us, and that our right truſtic and right welbeloved Co- 
ſen Ulicke Earl of Clanricard and Ft. Albans Governour of our Town and 
Countie of Galway adheres to thoſe that ſtand in oppoſition againſt us, and 
the rather for that he hath received ſo ſmall ſuccoures from us, nor any in- 
ſtruction and declaration under our Royall Signature; we Go hereby declare 
our good opinion of the loyaltie and fidelitie of the aforeſaid our Governour, 
and will and require all you our ſubjects of that our Town and Countie of 
Gallway to be obedicnt unto him, as being appointed Governour of the ſame 
by and under us: and command you uppon your allegiance, that you be to 
your power aſſiſting and defending our good ſubjects, and in reſiſting, oppo- 
ſing, and ſuppreſſing the Rebells in thoſe partes. And we further declare and 
aſſure, that nothing but want of meancs (by reaſon of the preſent diſtractions 
in this Kingdom, which we truſt in God he will ſoon cnd) to furniſh the afore- 
ſaid Governour, hath withheld us from ſending unto him ſufficient Forces for 
this end. And that we had ſooner publiſhed theſe our Commands, if we had 
not conceaved our ſence of that Rebellion to have been ſo notorious, and our 
Commiſſion under our Great Seal to the aforeſaid Governour, (not being in 
(ſo long a time revoked by us,) to have been ſo ſufficient an argument of his 
procecdings by our authority, that no art or mallice could ſo far have infuſed 
the contrary unto our people, as that any declaration of this kind could have 
been needfull.

My Lord, 


"T"H OUGH I have not heretofore had the honour to be known unto 

your Lordſhip, yet my due reſpects and many obligations unto your 
honourable family inforce me to take the boldneſs to let you thus far un- 
derſtand my mind; as well in the firſt place to declare the ſinceritie of my 


own intention in this generall cauſe, as alſo to ſhew your Lordſhip how 


unadviſedly you have been hitherto therein miſled ; thereby hopeing that the 
thick clowd which overſpreads the true light of your underſtanding being dif. 
perſed, you may perceive and amend your errors. Wherefore be pleaſed to 
underſtand that for my part I ſhould not, upon any ſlight perutall of this cauſe, 
ſlightlie caſt off the employment which 1 had in the Low Countries, to im- 
brue my ſelf, my wife, children, eſtate, and honour, in a cauſe ſo full, (in a 
word,) of eminent danger to each particular of theſe. But when by opinion 
of all Divincs, I perceived, that the Catholick Religion, the Rights and Pre- 
rogatives of his Majeſtic my dread Soveraigne, the Liberties of my Countrie, 
and whether there ſhould be an Triſhman or no, were the prizes at the ſtake, 
I thought all thoſe but weak motives to withhold me from the ſervice of 
God, my King, and Countric. The cruell proceedings of our enemies by de- 
ſtroying by fire and ſword, men, women, and children, without regard had 
to age or ſex, their Commiſſion being derived from the Parliament of England, 
(not from the King,) are ſufficient to ſatisfie any impartiall judgement, that 
they are not warrantable either by the law of God or Man, and therefore not 
to be countenanced, much leſs to be followed or imitated, by any heroick 
ſpirit lodged in the breaſt eſpecially of any true 1r;ſhman, good ſubject, or good 
Chriſtian. What ſharp and fierce battles have been lately fought betwixt the 
King and Parliament your intelligence is too good to be ignorant of ; how 
the Parliament proclaiming all ſuch, (as adhere unto his Majeſtie,) traytors is 
not unknown unto your Lordſhip : that his Majeſtic tearmes us not onely his 


diſavowed Rebells, but his beſt vaſlalls, is come unto your eares I may not doubt: 


but that your Lordſhip ſhould ſtill cleave to the Parliamentarie State of Ireland. 
all this notwithſtanding, I cannot but greatly admire. Good my Lord, lct it 
not be ſaid by after ages, that your Lordſhip ſhould ſo far degenerate from the

SIR, 


OUR letter of the 18th of the laſt month found me in no good ſtate of 
health; which hath inforced this delay of my acknowledgment of your 
favour by your expreſſions of reſpect unto my ſelf and family. The ſubject 
you were pleaſed to treat of hath been often preſt upon me, and my replies ſo 
2 | frequent, 
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frequent, that there is not much new matter left me to deliver : but I chooſe 
rather to be guilty of repetition, than of faileing of what might be expected 
from me. I ſtand charged not onely with being miſled unadviſedly, my un- 
derſtanding clouded, and many other errors; but with adhering to his Maje- 
ſtie's enemies, countenancing and following their cruelties, prejudging or con- 
demning my Countric's cauſe and actions, and to degenerate from the worth 
of my Anceſtors. Indeed theſe are charges of a high nature, and I muſt needs 
ſay, that untill this unfortunate time of my arrivall here, I was never acquaint- 
ed with ſuch aſperſions, nor would any attempt ſuch deep invaſions either upon 
my Loyaltie or Honour; though I had conteſtation with the moſt powertull 
ang ſpleenetive adverſaries then in his Majcſtic's dominions, and for what cauſe 
is now forgotten. I cannot but much wonder that perſons of Honour and Qua- 
litic can be fo caſily drawn, by lyeing and malitious reports, to lay ſuch im- 
putations upon any without more certain knowledge : and however have been 
miſled, I believe it will be found, that I have been much more moderate and 
ſparing in declaring any cenſure upon the actions and proceedings of others 3 
though I might with much more rcaſon and certaiutie affirme, (let the cauſe 
be neyer ſo juſt or well approved of,) that untill it was of late managed by 
men of worth and experience as your ſelf, and before (it may be) by ſome few 
particulars, there appeared much of ſhame and reproach to the Nation: and 
thoſe who do not ſo acknowledge it, and lay it home upon ſuch as are guilty of 
thoſe crimes, do not, as I conceive, reſpect the Honour and Safety of the Na- 


tion; but have violent and ſiniſter ends of their own. 


J have received the Government of this Countic for his Majeſtie, by his 1mc- 
diate power and favour; my proceedings in the beginning of this diſtemper 
arc approved of under his Royall hand, and by my procurement the former 
premiſed graces confirmed to all ſuch as would continue their obedience ; ſince 
that time my actions by his Commands approved under the hand of his Secre- 
tary of State, my Lord Falkland, intruſtcd in his affaires of greateſt importance 
in England. I have accordinglie endeavoured by all fair and moderate meanes 
to make this Countic capable of thoſe favours, and to preſerve them in peace 
and plentic : and, in purſuance of a former pacification made by me in his 
Majeſtic's behalf with the Town and Countie, removed eminent dangers from 
them, even when diſtractions were at their doorcs; and have ſince deſired ſome 
temper and moderation within themſelves, untill I might more clearly receive 
turther inſtruction and direction from his Majeſtic. This is to the firſt point of 
being miſled unadviſedly and clouded in my underſtanding. Some diſſolute 
young men of this Countie, whom I ſhould bluſh to name, have robbed and 
ſpoiled the Countrie, aſſaulted my Convoics, ſurpriſed my own goods, inter- 
rupted my diſpatches, deſtroied my tenants and others, live altogether upon 
ſpoile and rapine; theſe muſt be countenanced, and preſerved for fear of diſ- 
couragement and prejudice to the cauſe; a tenent of ſomewhat too ncar a 
relation to others that are reported to ſtand in oppoſition to his Majeſtic. I 
have appeared in ſome diſpleaſure againſt them, fought to recover my own, 
and defend my ſelf; that muſt be interpreted following or imitateing the cru- 
cities of his Majeſtie's and Countrie's enemies. Some Engliſh ſhips comeing 
to the relief and ſupply of his Majeſtie's Fort I have allowed, and aſſiſted the 
Countrie, impoveriſhed with many taxations to vent their ſuperfluous commo- 
dities, and bring back others beneficiall and moſt uſefull to theſe partes, that 
is one main error. | | 

Some poor Engliſh of this and the neighbouring Counties have been rob- 
bed, ſtripped, and wounded, and came to me for relief and defence from be- 
ing murthered. I have endeavoured to preſerve them, and deſired ſome repe- 


ration or comfort for them; that is againſt Conſcience and Oathes of Aſſoci- 
ation, and an unpardonable fault for me to demand it. 


Ii Some 
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Some perſons of Honour and Qualitic, my Engliſb neighbours, to whom! 
am obliged either through antient acquaintance or late received curteſies, and 
to whom I know no crimes objected, have deſired civill reſpects from me, and 
that this Countic, whilſt it carried a face of peace and plentie, might ſupply 
them for their money; I have given direction for it: That is adhering to his 
Majeſtic's enemies. | | 

At the intreatie of a Commander arriveing in theſe partes, known to be 
imployed by his Majcſtie's Commiſſion, and withall my intimate freind, I con- 


veyed a ſmall token by him to another: that proclaimes me a great offendor. 


And in brief to perform or requite any civill courteſie hath been a crime of a 

high nature. | | | | 
To ſupply or keep correſpondence with his Majeſtie's fort, though obliged 

both by ſpeciall direction and common dutie, and reſiſting ſome ridiculous, 


though inſolent, attempts againſt it: that is prejudging and condemning my 


Countric's cauſe and actions. | | 
There remaines one chief imputation, wherein indeed I do not well know 

how to clear my (elf. My caſtles, mannors and tenements have been ſurpriſed 

and detained from me by violence; my authoritie and intereſt in this Countie, 


by his Majeſtie's favour and my antient birthright, have been contemned, and 
the power delivered up to others: in all which my eaſie nature and moderate 
inclinations hath been ſo abuſed, or the violence of the times ſo prevailed, that 


I have not had the good fortune to vindicate my Honour, or to teach them 
their Dutie. Therein I muſt confeſs I have far degenerated from the worth 
of my Anceſtors; but induſtric and reſolution, more experience, and his Maje- 
ſtie's power, may in good time recover it: and now I have made a free and 
full confeſſion. - „„ 

I have from the very beginning untill this time been ſo totally ignorant, 
(more than by common report) of the motives and grounds of theſe unhappy 


diſtempers, and of the proceedings and reſolutions thereupon, that I have ever 


been tender in giveing a judgment upon the actions of any Perſon of Qualitic 


ingaged therein ; but have rather often expreſſed it muſt be of very great dan- 
ger and conſequence that could draw them to oppoſition to thoſe former 
known rules of Government eſtabliſned here by his Majeſtic's Authoritie; 
which in outward appearance can hardly be diſtinguiſhed from what in former 
times hath merited but a very harſh nomination. And the invitation muſt 


certainly be very powerfull that could draw you from thoſe great and noble 
commands you enjoyed beyond fea, to engage your ſelf, fortune, and familie, 


in thoſe tumultuous and doubttull troubles here; and from a perſon ſo quali- 
fied and experienced, may well be expected fair and juſt intentions. That 
there hath been great and ſad diſtempers in England, and much oppoſition 
given to his Majeſtic, comes many wayes related unto me; and my prayers are 
not failing for his happic ſucceſs and preſervation from all dangers, neither 
ſhall my beſt ſervice be wanting upon his leaſt commands ; which I preſume is 
fully known to himſelf, whatever may be pretended by others. 
That his Majeſtic tearmes thoſe in action here not only his diſavowed Re- 
bells, but his beſt vaſſells, is not in the leaſt circumſtance come to my know- 


ledge. Thoſe that have obtained ſo good a teſtimonie from his Majeſtic in 


this time of generall diſtemper and diſtraction, may juſtly account themſelves 
happy. I muſt freely confeſs my own ignorance, and thereupon for my own 
particular, muſt truſt to his Majeſtic's mercic for not being active nor adhering 
in thoſe unuſuall wayes of ſervice, which differs much from the rules and in- 
ſtructions which his Majeſtic left me to guide my actions by. And I believe 
I have, with as much induſtrie as any other, endeavoured to know his plea- 
lure, and cannot find any thing varying from his former Commands.

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Sir, report hath delivered you to the world a perſon of great reputation; 
be pleaſed to call your beſt and moſt generous thoughts together, and by your 
next diſpatch freely impart your anſwer to what I ſhall now propoſe.

Burke, who brought with him a Commiſſion under the Great 
Seale of England directed to your Lordſhip, the Earle of Roſcommon, the 
Lord Moore, Sir Tho. Lucas, Sir Maurice Euſtace (Speaker of the Houſe of 
Commons) Mr. Burke and my ſelfe, giving to any three or more of us power 
to ſend for ſome of the principall of thoſe that petitioned his Majeſtie about 
Auguſt or July laſt, in the name of all the Catholiques of Ireland, and to 
hearc what they would ſay or propound, and to receive the ſame in writing from 
them, ſigned by them, which we are to ſend ſubſcribed by us to his Majeſtie.

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Mr. Neinolds, who thereby are become ſo bold as to take upon them to heat 
and debate of matters treated of in Councill ; which is ſo great a preſumption

We are not acquainted what buſineſs thoſe men have in that our Kingdom);

In the mean time our 
expreſs command is, that they be not permitted to ſit or be preſent any more 
at our Council Table there; but if they have any buſineſs, we will that they 
attend as others of their quality. And we require you upon your allegiance 
to take an eſpecial care, that they behave themſelves as dutifull ſubjects. Hereof 
we ſhall expect a ſtrict accompt from you anſwerable to the truſt we have re- 
poſed in you.

May it pleaſe your Majeſtie, 


OT long after my laſt of the ſecond of February, the Committee ſent 
from the Parliament went to ſee all the conſiderable garriſons of this 
Province; which, (for number of men or officers,) are but three or four : 
where, I believe, they will make uſe of the ſame arguments to ſeduce the of- 
ficers that they ſuggeſted to thoſe here; but I am confident they will be diſ- 
appointed. For this day I had certain notice, that all the officers of Drogheda 
and Trym have ſigned a letter to your Majeſty, wherein they avow that letter 
ſent by Major J/oodhouſe to be their unanimous ſence, and farther profeſs to 
be allways ready to obey your Commands. This would have been ſent by 


this bearcr Captain George Villars, but that it is ſtayed till the officers of 


the other guarriſon called Dundalle have done as much; which will not be 
the loſs of much time, if their mindes do not alter by the infuſions of the Com- 
' mittee who have left behind them ſuch as work without intermiſſion to get 


from the officers and other Proteſtant inhabitants of this town ſome writing

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whether to admit perſons unſworn to be by at the moſt weighty and private 
debates of your Councill, be not a power too great to be intruſted with, or 
aſſumed by any; and how far it may hinder the freedom wherewith Counlcl- 
lors ought to deliver their advices when there are thoſe by, that are not ob- 
liged to ſecreſie, but perhaps brought thither to awe them, may caſily be judg- 
ed. And this plainly is the caſe with us: wheretore I am bold humbly to 
lay at your feet my poore advice, that your Majeſtic would be pleated by your 
letters to the Juſtices to take ſuch notice of this, as that they may find you 
are not pleaſed with it: which will very much incourage, if not enereaſe, your 
partie here, diſcourage and leſſen the partie now too boldly oppoſeing your 
will, and in concluſion procure a ready obedience to whatſoever you ſhall here- 
after pleaſe to command. Theſe conceptions of mine are grounded only on 
my obſervations here; and therefore, if they ſhould be croſs to the ways layed 
for the management of affaires there, whercinto I profeſs to have no inſight, 
do moſt humbly beg a gratious interpretation of them, as impertinencies on 
the right hand.

T*HE officers taking into a juſt conſideration the great extremities they are 
put into, by reaſon of their abundance of all want, and no amendment 
likely to be afforded them, (there as yet being no appearance of it, though they 
have attended it with all poſlible patience and penury,) are at laſt, finding no 
relief from England, upon the return of Major Marren, forced to addreſs this 
their humble remonſtrance to you the right honourable the Lords Juſtices and 
Councill; and in caſe they faile of it there, they muſt then appeale into Eng- 
land to his ſacred Majeſty, the fountain of juſtice, in full aſſurance of his Prince- 
ly fayour. 


Declareth, 


1. That, as well by the Act of Parliament in England, as by the covenants 


and agreements with the right honourable the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, as 


alſo by the promiſes of the Lords Juſtices and Councill of this Kingdom, the 


_ officers and ſoldiers employed in this ſervice were to have their payes duely 


made good unto them, as well for their carriages as themſelves and their 
ſoldiers. | | 


2. That the ſaid officers and ſoldiers being on theſe termes taken on and 


continued, have faithfully anſwered all ſervices that could be expected from 


them, not only in the frequent hazard of their lives, but likewiſe as became 


3. That notwithſtanding the ſtarving condition the Army is in, there is all 


the extremitics and ſtrictneſs of a muſter put upon us, with an oath tendered 


as well to the ſoldiers as officers ; which muſt leave upon us a character of di- 
{truſt of our integrity in this cauſe : yet we have no hopes of ſubſiſtence aſſured 
us, but rather our fears increaſed of having the higheſt ſeveritics that can be 
uſed to us in our checkes, which in an Army ſo ill paid, and oppreſſed with 


4. That in all Armies military offences of what nature ſoever have ever been 


punifhable by martial law only, and no other; which is a privilege we plead 


and ſtand upon, to be inſeparable to our profeſſion, 
| $. That 
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5. That never ſince the beginning of this ſervice any accompt hath been 
made with them, ſo as if they ſhould miſcarry, their heirs are ignorant what 
to demand; by reaſon of which the officers are not only diſcouraged, but 
diſabled from ſubſiſting or continuing in the ſervice. 

6. That with all humbleneſs they crave leave to preſent to your memories 
what vaſt ſums of money have been raiſed and paid in England, for the ad- 
vancement of this ſervice and ſupply of their wants in this Kingdom ; a great 


part whereof have been otherwiſe applied, even when their neceſſities were 


moſt preſſing, and the cauſe moſt hopefull. 

7. That when their expectations were ſet upon the performance of what 
was juſtly due unto them, that ſmall pay was given them in a coyne much a 
ſtranger to that the Parliament paid it in, and yet continues fo, though pub. 
lickly diſallowed by them. By which means the officers ſuffer an inſupporta- 
ble loſs, whilſt others want not the confidence to advance their own fortunes out 


of our general calamities; a crime they conceive highly cenſurable; and if in 


indigent times ſo much ſtrictneſs be needfull in the Army, they conceive it as 
neceſlary for the State to find out ſuch offenders, and to meaſure out a pu- 
niſhment ſutable for the offence of ſo high an abuſe. 

8. That their arrears, which are great, may be ducly anſwered them in mo- 
ney, and not in ſubſcriptions, which they conccive to be an hard condition 
for them to venture their lives on. And likewiſe humbly offer it to conſide- 
ration, whether they do not deſerve the rewards in land without other price, 
as well as in former Rebellions in this Kingdom others have done. 

Therefore in acquittal of themſelves to God, the King, this Cauſe, this 
Country, and this State, they humbly take upon them the boldneſs to preſent 
their condition to your Lordſhips, craving what their rights and neceſſities re- 
quire for them, that they may be duely anſwered what is, or what ſhall be duc 
to them in this employment according to their capitulation, their ſervices juſtly 


eſteemed of, muſters without oath, unleſs duely paid, checks according to the 


articles of war, thcir offences limited to their proper judicatory, their own op- 
preſſours found out, and puniſhed exemplarily, with ſatisfaction to them they 
have wronged, that their pay may be converted only to the uſe the Act of 
Parliament hath preſcribed, their accompts ſpeedily made up according to their 
ſeverall muſters, and their arrears ſecured; laſtly, the ſubſiſtence of officers and 
ſoldiers duely provided for. All which they deſire may be otherwiſe anſwered 
than by verbal expreſſions, and that ſpecdily your Lordſhips will make it ap- 
pear there is a real care taken for our certain ſubſiſtence; or otherwiſe we re- 
cciving ſo ſmall hope of further aſſiſtance from the Parliament, your Lord- 
ſhips will leave us to our ſelves to take ſuch courſe, as ſhall beſt ſuite to the 
glory of God, the honour of our King, and our own urgent and preſent ne- 
ceſſities. 
And this, my Lords, is the ſenſe of all and every one of us.

FT"HOUGH through the want of men, money, armes, munition; and indeed 


every thing without which a war cannot be continued, it be long ſince 
your Majcſtic's petitioners have been in no good condition for the effecting 
the buſineſs which brought us hither, (the extirpation of the Rebels here, and 
the forcing this Kingdom to its due obedicnce to your Majeſty,) yet having 


had a more tender and mannerly ſenſe of your Majeſtie's troubles at home, 
than would permit us to ſharpen them to you by our complaints from hence, 


whilſt our ſufferings were no greater than we could live with them; we have 
expected a relief with ſo much patience, whilſt the guage! acme here, and a

P ON Saturday laſt, the 17th of this month, as I was ſitting at the Coun- 

cil Table, I was told by the door keeper, that divers officers of the 
Army were without and deſired to ſpeake with me. When the buſineſs then 
in debate was over, I went to them; and found there Sir Foulk Hunkes, Col- 
lonell Gibſon, Lieutenant Collonell Byron, Major Warren (lately arrived here,) 
and others, whoſe names I remember not. They then deſired me to preſent 
the Lords Juſtices and Councill with a Remonſtrance of their deſires, and of 
the extreame hard condition they were in, which they delivercd into my hands; 
and I then immediately preſented to the Lords, and doe now moſt humbly convey 
by you this coppie to his Majeſtie's view; it being my dutie, as frequently as 
poſlibly I can, to acquaint him with the condition and motions of his Army. 
The originall of this copie was ſigned by the Earl of Killdare, and Sir Foulk 
Hunkes, Collonell Gibſon, Collonell Cromwell, and by above forty more of 
the prime Officers of the Army then in this Towne. I have choſen to ſend 
this diſpatch by this Gentleman, (Lieutenant William Sportſwood) out of the 


aſlurance I have of his diſcretion, and the right affections I preſume to be in 


him towards the King's ſervice ; whereof he hath given many good proofes

Wrote to you Friday laſt, by your Steward Mr. Lane; ſince which time the 
Lord Conwey is come hither, and brought me a large letter from the Com- 
mittce there, which, it is ſaid, preſides at your Councill Board. They com- 
plain of divers things there, but though they write to me, that they are ſent 
thither by a command which they durſt not diſpute, I have written to them 
that I can't take notice of what they complain of, unleſs the Lords Juſtices or 


Councill there advertiſe of it. The taking of Cirenceſter in Gloceſterſbire by 


Prince Rypert with ſo great dexterity and courage by aſlault in the ſtrongeſt 
part of their works hath ſtrook a great terror amongſt the Rebells in that and 
other neighbouring Counties. Sir John Hotham hath lately by a letter read 
at the cloſe Committee taxed the coaſts for departing from their profeſſions and 
intentions, and for doing ſuch acts of violence as tend to the breach of the 
liberties of the people. At London they are in a very great diſtraction by rea- 
ſon of the outragious exactions there exerciſed by plundering of men's houſes, 
and ſelling of their goods, (which the Londoners would not buy,) to Dutchmen, 
factours, (as it is credibly faid,) for eus of Amſterdam.

E his Majeſtic's moſt humble and moſt faithfull ſubjects, whom the great 


' Aſſembly of this Kingdom, which met at his Majeſtic's citty of Kil- 


kenny the 24th of October laſt, hath authoriſed and intruſted; by the name of 
the Supreame Council of the confederate Catholicks of Ireland, to provide for 
the ſafety and wellfare of ſuch as adhere to us in defence of the free exerciſe 
of our Religion, the Rights and Prerogatives of our Soveraigne, and the liber- 


tics of our Country, have the 8th of this inſtant opened and read a ſummons un- 


der the ſignature of Fames Marqueſs of Ormond, James Earle of Roſcommon and 
others, bearing date the zd of February, and directed to the Lord Vifcount Gor- 
manſion, the Lord Viſcount Mounigarrett and eight more; whereby notice is gi- 


ven to them, in purſuance of a Commiſſion (ſaid to be) from his Majeſtic, and men- 


tioned to have been granted upon a petition of the Catholicks of Ireland, of Tre- 


daghthe place, and the 23d of the ſame month the time, where and when they 
are to meete and to deliver under their hands, or the hands of the principall of 


them authoriſed by the reſt, all their propoſitions in writing to be tranſmitted to 
his Majeſtie. To this ſummons are added inſtructions ſigned by the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners limitting the number and directing the quality, and behaviour of 


ſuch as ſhall goe. In the firſt place, we are not ſatisfyed, why a Commiſ- 


ſion, whereof the date is not expreſſed, and is mentioned to have been grant- 
ed upon a petition of the Catholicks of Ireland, which was ſent in Auguſt laſt 
to be conveyed unto his Majeſtie, ſhould ſoe long be kept from the know- 
ledge of the parties intereſted.

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oners, we haye reccived an inſtrument ſigned by the Lotds Juſtices, and ex. 
preſſed in that addition to be a ſafe conduct; in which inſtrument we obſerve, 
how it lies in the power of ſome eminent Miniſters of the State, either ſub- 
reptitiouſly to procure from beyond, or unwarrantably to inſert in their writ— 
ings here, the word (actors or abettors in ſo odious a Rebellion) and to apply 
them unto the Catholicks of this Kingdom; we are not (praiſe be to God) in 
that condition to ſacrifice our loyalty to the malice of any; and it would be 
a madneſs beyond expreſſion for us, who fight in the condition of loyall ſub- 
jets, to come in the repute of Rebells to ſett downe our greivances. We. 
take God to witneſs, there are no limitts ſet to the ſcorn and infamy flung 
upon us, and we will be in the eſteem of loyall ſubjects, or dye to a man. 
The chaffe lyes yett unſevered, and there is much blood ſpilt, that muſt be 
accompted for to his Majeſtie. We therefore, whom nothing can afflict more 


than the condition of the times, doe proteſt it proceeds not from us, that any 


overture for appeaſing the preſent diſtempers ſhould fall to ground ; but we 
find we arc neceſlitated to abſent our ſelves from that meeting, without we 
did ſubmitt our apparent and unſpotted affections to his Majeſtie's ſervice to 
the worſt of calumnies, render our cauſe deſpicable to all the world, and 
draw on our ſelves and our poſterity the odious name of Rebells; ſoe as we 
have unanimouſly fixed on a reſolution to caſt away all thought of accom- 
modation untill that foule imputation of Rebellion, moſt undeſervedly layd 
to our charge, be taken away; which done, we will readily contribute our 
beſt endeavours to the cure of this great body miſerably rent by the conyul- 
ſions of an inteſtine war: yet expecting that our agents be not named to our 
hand, nor we confincd in our choice of them, and that we be aſſigned a place 
of meeting leſs incommodious and more indifferent, and a ſecure courſe taken 
for the ſafcty of our agents: for we haye (among many other cxamples of faith 
breaking) a lamentable experiment in the pillaging of Mr. George King's whole 

ſubſtance, and the burning of his houſe three days before he was to appeare, 
how unſafe a ſafe conduct, even a Proclamation, ſett forth by the new Lords 
Juſtices in his Majeſtie's name, proved unto him. If theſe our juſt and reaſon- 
able demands ſhall be denyed unto us, we muſt again imploy ſome zealous 
and well minded man, who in the behalf of juſtice dare hazard the rack, by 
whom we may addreſs our humble requeſts to the fountain of juſtice, his Sa- 
cred Majeſty, whoſe moſt faithfull and moſt humble Subjects we are. |

OUR gracious letters of the 2d of this month I received the 12th; and

In anſwer to all which, I humbly beſeech your Majeſtic to receive the incloſed 
as all that I can forthe preſent ſay or think. The diſpatch herewith preſented to 
your Majeſtie from your Commiſlioners will ſhew how far we have proceeded 
in the execution of the Commiſſion ſent by Mr. Bourke, as alſo that there 
hath no time been waſted on our partes. On Sunday laſt I ſent a Drum with 
a full anſwer to all their objections, as we hope your Majeſtic will judge it. In 
cight dayes from the time the Drum went, we may expect their determinate

I underſtand the Lord Ranelagh intends ſhortly to attend your Majeſtic. It 
were preſumption in me to make any long diſcourſe of a perſon ſo well known 
unto you: but I hold it my dutie to inform you, that I have obſerved in him 
a great and juſt diſlike of the councills and wayes the Juſtices and Councill 
have taken for the reducement of this Kingdom to your Majeſtie's obediencc. 
And I am perſwaded by your wiſedom good uſe may be made of his intereſt 
and expericnce towards that work. ys | 

I moſt humbly beg your pardon for not ſending this by the perſon your 
Ty Majeſtie ſent for in your letters of the 8th of this month; his preſence here 
ba being ſo neceſſary for your ſervice, that I have ventured to defer the perform- 
I ance of your commands therein for a time; which is a boldneſs no other 
conſideration under heaven could give me, who am

INCE the ſigning of our letters of the 20th of February, we have thought 
fit to ſignifie to that honourable Houſe, that the Proteſtant Merchants here, 
as well Engliſh as ſtrangers, (conceiving that we ſhould be plentifully ſupplied 
with money from thence) brought in hither ſundry Commodities, the Papiſts 
having in a manner given over all trade. But our want of all things requi- 
ſite to give the Officers and Soldiers ſubſiſtence, whoſe poor and diſtreſſed 
condition we bchold and lament with gricf of heart, inforced us, when our 
meanes from thence failed, and our credit could hold out no longer, to force 
thcir commodities out of their hands, not only thoſe imported hither, but 
many of the native commodities they were to export hence, that we might 
make uſe of them, on our undertaking that payment ſhould be made them 
at London. Which payments failing, it is now come to that paſs, that thoſe 
that would bring in victualls and other needfull proviſions, and would redily 
ſupplic us with them for redy money or on tickets to be paid at London, if 
ready payment had been made there on our former ingagements to that pur- 
poſe, are ſo diſheartened, as few or none dare now come hither with any com- 
modities. And indeed the Merchants here, having all their remaining ſtock 
and eſtates thus wreſted from them by the State, are not poſlibly able, how 
willing ſoever they are, to help us: ſo as now the little trade now driven 
here is like to be deſtroyed, and we ſhall not only now faile in getting any 
ſupplies that way from abroad, (which hath hitherto been a great meanes of our 
preſervation) but our poor and mean quantity of native commodities in the 
few ports we have, which cannot be manufactured here in theſe times, tho 
they are not conſiderable, cannot gain us returnes: which we mention to 
you, as a moſt preſſing argument to ſtir up your good affections to the ſafety 
of this Kingdom, and ſo to cauſe ſpeedy and round ſupplies to be ſent us, 
even to keep our men alive, who have merited your care, and by reaſonable 
helpes will give full ſatisfaction to that honourable Houle, if they may be 
kept alive, and contained from disbanding. 


But the ſcarcitie of proviſions of victualls is ſuch, not only here, but alſo at 
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== the garriſons of Drogheda, Dundalk, Trim, Naas, and other guarriſons, as 
1 afflicts us beyond all expreſſion. We find that if the forces now here at Dub- 
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lin continue here, they and we muſt unavoidably periſh within a few dayes, 
if proviſion of victualls arrive not ſpeedily forth of England. We find alſo 
that, if we ſend part of them abroad to get their victualls by the ſword, (in 


which caſe they muſt march in a conſiderable ſtrength) we are not aſſured that 


there is competent proviſions to be had abroad to inable ſo many men to live; or, 
if there be, the danger is very great; for we cannot ſend them out in ſuch a 
ſtrength as is neceſſary, and leave a ſufficient ſtrength here to make good this 
cittie and caſtle, in caſe we ſhould be aſſaulted here in their abſence; nor have 
we ſuch ſtore of powder and match as may be competent for both ; nor are we 
able to fit and accommodate the Officers and Soldiers for ſo long a march; 
nor money fully to anſwer the charges of carriages, and many other charges 
incident to ſuch an expedition; although the Committee ſent from thence hi- 
ther did, to help us in this diſtreſs, ingage themſelves for two thouſand pounds, 
which falls far ſhort of inabling this work of their very going out; ſo far out 
of repair are all carriages, armes, and other neceſſaries. 

Thus are we beſet with difficulties on all ſides, and thoſe accompanied with 
theſe/dangers, that if it ſhould ſo happen, as God forbid, that the forces to be 
now ſent abroad ſhould be defeated, or that this cittie or caſtle in their abſence 


ſhould be forced from us; or if thoſe forces to be ſent abroad ſhall be con- 


ſtrained, through want either of proviſions or munition, or otherwiſe, to re- 
turn hither to burden this place, before plentifull ſtore of proviſions arrive 
forth of England; then muſt the Armie disband, and ſo this State diſſolve, and 


the whole Kingdom ſuddenly fall into the hands of the Rebells, whereof there 


is no ſtay but the preſervation of this poor cittie, whereby we and many thou- 
ſands of others Britiſb and Proteſtants in this Kingdom, who are ready to ſacri- 
fice our lives for preſervation of this Crown and Kingdom, for the King and 
Kingdom of England, muſt then yield up our lives in the loſs of it. 

And yet amidſt all theſe difficulties and dangers, which we have often and 
largely debated in full Councill, and can only afflit our ſelves with perplexed 
thoughtfulneſs for them, but cannor help them, ſecing our caſe is ſuch, as if 
none of our men move hence, we muſt all periſh; and that if thoſe men go 


abroad, can ſo live for a time, untill we be ſupplied forth of England, and 


that it pleaſe God in his mercie to preſerve them abroad, and us here, from 
diſaſters, they and we may live; and that if it ſhould fall out otherwiſe, we 
can but die. We have, after ong debate thereof, fixed on a reſolution, that 
a conſiderable part of the armic ſhall imediately march into the Country, to 
try what may poſlibly be done; and yet they cannot go in that ſtrength, or 
| with that accomodation, nor leave us here that ſtrength or accomodation 
which is neceſſary. However we have choſen rather to adventure this on theſe 
hazards, than to ſitt ſtill and periſh doing nothing. 

And now we beſeech, and that finally, (for we ſee we ſhall be ſuddenly in 


unſpeakable diſtreſs, and fall into ſuch extremities, as will alltogether diſable us 


from attending an anſwer of any other letters which we may hereafter write) 
that we may be ſpeedily ſupplied from thence with victualls, money, muni- 
tion, clothes, ſhoes, and other proviſions mentioned in our former letters; 
for, if they yet come ſpecdily, we are not without hope to give a good ac- 
count of the Kingdom. | | 

And here we cannot but lament, in the conſideration of the ſhame and 
diſhonour which will reflect upon the Exg/;ſh Nation, if now, after ſo long 
and often forewarnings given by us to that honourable Houſe, this Kingdom 
be loſt, and that for want of ſupplies from thence ; wherein all the comfort 


left us is this, that we have done our partes, and diſcharged our dutics to God, 
to his Majeſtic, and to all his Kingdomes, who muſt bear their part with us 


in ſo heavy a loſs.

We have ſeen your letter of the 8th of February laſt to our 
Secretary, and underſtand thereby much of the ſtate of our Army under your 
command. lt pittycth us at our very ſoule, that any wants ſhould attend ſoe 
ſcle& a body of Nobility, Gentry, and other eminent and well deſerving per- 
ſons. But we are confident the greater part (if not all of them) have and 
doe underſtand where the great obſtructions are, which they and all the 
world are truely informed by many our declarations and publick writings (ſoe 
free we are from concealments) not to be on our ſide. And ſuch are the 
great ſtreights theſe our rebellious ſubjects have put us unto, as will witt- 
neſs to all poſterity our innocence in the ſufferings of that our Kingdome.

The Remonſtrance of the Catholicks at Ireland, 
given at Trym 17 March 164 2. 


To the Kinc's moſt excellent Majeſtie. 
Moſt gratious Soveraigne, TE, 


EE your Majcſtic's moſt dutifull and loyall ſubjects the Catholiques of 
your Highnes Kingdome of Ireland, being neceſſitated to take armes for 
the preſervation of our Relligion, the mainetenance of your Majeſtie's Rights 


and Prerogatives, the naturall and juſt defence of our lives and eſtates, and the 


Liberties of our Country, have often ſince the beginning of theſe troubles at. 
tempted to preſent our humble complaynts unto your Royall view; but we 
are fruſtrated of our hopes therein by the power and vigilance of our adverſa- 
ryes, (the now Lords Juſtices and other Miniſters of State in this Kingdome) 
who by the aſſiſtance of the malignant partie in England now in armes againſt 
your Royall Perſon, with leſs difficultie to attain - bad ends they propoſed 
to themſelves, of extirpateing our Religion and Nation, have hitherto debarred 
us of any acceſs to your Majeſtic's juſtice, which occaſioned the effuſion of much 
innocent blood, and other miſchiefes in this your Kingdome, that otherwiſe 
might well bee preyented. And whercas of late notice was ſent unto us of 
a Commiſſion granted by your Majeſtic to the right honorable the Lord Mar- 
ques of Ormond, and others, authorizing them to heare what we ſhall ay 
or propound, and the ſame to tranſmitt to your Majeſtie in writeing, which 
your Majcſtic's gratious and Princely favour, wee finde to be accompanied with 
theſe words, vis. (albeit wee doe extreamly deteſt the odious Rebellion which 
the Recuſants of Ireland have without ground or colour rayſed againſt us, 
our Crowne, and Dignitie) which words wee doe in all humilitie conceive to 
have proceeded from the miſrepreſentations of our adverſaries; and therefore 
doe proteſt, we have been therein maliciouſly traduced to your Majeſtie, have- 
ing never cntertayned any rebellious thought againſt your Majeſtic, your Crowne, 
or Dignitie ; but allwayes have beene, and ever will continue your Majeſtie's 
moſt faithfull and loyall ſubjects. And doe moſt humbly beſeech your Maje- 
ſtie ſoe to owne and avowe us; and as ſuch we preſent unto your Majeſtic 
theſe enſueing grievances and cauſes of the preſent diſtempers. 

Imprimis, The Catholiques of this Kingdome, whome no reward could in- 
vite, no perſccution inforce to forſake that Religion profeſſed by them and 
their anceſtors for thirteene hundred years, or thereabouts, are ſince the ſecond 
yeare of the reigne of Queene Eligabeth, made incapable of places of honour 
or truſt, in Church or Commonwealth, their Nobles become contemptible, 
their Gentry debarred from learning in Univerſities, or publick ſchools within 

this Kingdom; their younger brothers put by all manner of imployment in 
their native Country, and neceſſitated either to live in ignorance and contempt 
at home, or (to their great diſcomfort, and impoveriſhment of the land) to 
ſeeke education and fortune abroad; misfortunes made incident to the ſaid 
Catholiques of Ireland only, (their numbers, qualitie and loyalltic conſidered) 
of all the Nations of Chriſtendome. |

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>. Secondly, That by this incapacitie, which in reſpect of their Religion was 
impoſed uppon the ſaid Catholiques; men of meane condition and qualitie, 
for the moſt part, were in this Kingdome imployed in places of greateſt ho- 
nour and truſt, who being to begin a fortune, built it of the ruines of the 
Catholique Natives, att all ty mes lying open to be diſcountenanced and wrought 
uppon, and who (becauſe they would ſeeme to be carefull of the Government,) 
did from tyme to tyme ſuggeſt falſe and malitious matters againſt them, to ren- 
der them ſuſpected and odious in England; from which ungrounded infor mati- 
ons, and their many other ill offices, theſe miſchiefes have befalen the Catholiques 
of Ireland. Firſt, the oppoſitions given to all the graces and favours that your 
Majeſtie or your late Royall Father promiſed, or intended to the Natives of 
this Kingdom. Secondly, the procuring of falſe inquiſitions upon faigned ti- 
tles of their eſtates, againſt many hundred years poſſeſſion, and no travers or 
petition of right admitted thereunto, and jurors denying to find ſuch Offices 
were cenſured even to publique infamie and ruine of their eſtates; the findeing 
thereof being againſt their conſciences and their evidences, and nothing muſb 
ſtand againſt ſuch Offices taken of great and conſiderable parts of the King- 
dome, but Letters Pattents under the Great Seale, and if Letters Pattents were 
produced, (as in moſt cafes they were) none mult be allowed valid, nor yet 
ſought to be legally avoyded : ſoe that of late tymes, by the underhand worke- 
ing of Sir William Parſons Knight, now one of the Lords Juſtices heere, and 
the arbitrary illegall power of the two impeached Judges in Parliament, and 
others drawen by their adviſe and councell, one hundered and fifty Letters 
Pattents were avoyded in one morneing; which courſe continued untill all 
the Patents of the Kingdom to a few were by them and their aſſociates de- 
clared void; ſuch was the care thoſe Miniſters had of your Majeſtic's Greate 
Scale, being the publique faith of the Kingdom : this way of ſervice, in ſhew 
only pretended for your Majeſtic, proved to your diſſervice, and the immode- 
rate and too tymely advancement of the ſaid Miniſters of State, and their Ad- 
herents, and too neere the utter ruine of the ſaid Catholiques. | 

3. That, whereas your Majeſtie's late Royall Father, King James, having a 
Princely and Fatherly care of this Kingdom, was gratiouſly pleaſed, to graunt 


ſeverall large and beneficiall Commiſſions, under the Great Scale of England, 


and ſeverall inſtructions and letters under his Privie Signett, for the paſſing 
and ſecuring of the eſtates of his ſubjects here by letters pattents under the 
Greate Seale, and letters pattents accordingly were thereof paſſed, fynes payed, 
old rents increaſed, and new rents reſerved to the Crowne. And the ſaid late 
King was further gratiouſly pleaſed, att ſeverall tymes, to ſend divers honorable 
perſons of integritie, knowledge and experience, to examine the grievances 
of this Kingdome, and to ſettle and eſtabliſh a courſe for redreſs thereof.

your ſaid Royall Father, did afford them great content, yett ſuch was, and is 
yett, the immortall hatred of ſome of the ſaid Miniſters of State, and eſpeci- 
ally of the ſaid Sir William Parſons, the ſaid impeached Judges and their ad- 
herents, to any welfare and happineſs of this Nation, and their ambition 
to make themſelves till greater and richer, by the totall ruine and extirpa- 
tion of this people ; that under pretence of your Majcſtie's ſervice, the publique 
faith involved in thoſe grants was violated, and the grace and goodneſs intend-

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4. The illegall, arbitary, and unlawfull proceedings of the ſaid Sir William 
Parſons, and one of the ſaid impeached Judges, and their adherents and in- 
ſtruments, in the Court of Wards, and the many willfully erroncous decrees 
and judgments of that Court, by which the heires of Catholique Noblemen and 
other Catholiques were moſt cruelly and tyrannically dealt withall, deſtroyed 
in their eſtates and bred in diſſolution and ignorance, their parents debts un- 
ſatisfied, their ſiſters and younger brothers left wholly unprovided for, the aun- 
cient and appcarcing tenures of meine Lords unregarded, eſtates valid in law, 
and made for valuable conſideration avoyded againſt law, and the whole land 
filled upp with the frequent ſwarmes of Eſcheators, Feodaryes, Purſuivants, and 
others by authoritie of that Court.

5. The faid Catholiques, notwithſtanding the heavy preſſures beforementi- 
oned, and other grievances, in part repreſented to your Majeſtic by the late 
Committces of both Houſes of Parliament of this Kingdom, (whereunto they 
humbly deſire that relation be had, and redreſs obtained therein,) did readyly 
and without reluctation, or repineing, contribute to all the ſubſidies, loancs 
and other extraordinary graunts made to your Majeſtie in this Kingdome, ſince 
the beginning of your raigne, amounting unto well neere one million of poundes, 
over and above your Majeſtie's revenue, both certaine and caſuall ; and al- 
though the ſaid Catholiques were in Parliament, and otherwiſe, the moſt for- 
ward in graunting the ſaid ſummes, and did beare nyne parts of ten in the pay- 
ments thercof, yett ſuch was the power of their adverſarys, and the advan- 


tage they gained by the opportunitie of their continuall addreſs to your Ma-

6. The Army rayſed for your Majeſtie's ſervice here at the greate charge of 
the Kingdom was disbanded by the preſſing importunitie of the malignant par- 
tic in England, not giving way that your Majeſtic ſhould take adviſe therein 


with the Parliament here; alledging the ſaid Army was Popiſh, and therefore 


not to be truſted ; and although the world could wittneſs the unwarrantable 
and uncxampled invaſion made by the malignant partic of the Parliament in 
England, uppon your Majeſtie's Honour, Rights, Prerogatives, and principal! 
Flowers of your Crowne; and that the ſaid Sir Milliam Parſons, Sir Adam Lof- 


tus Knight, your Majcſtic's Vice-Treaſurer of this Kingdome, and others their 


Adherents, did declare that an Army of ten thouſand Scotts was to arrive in 
this Kingdome, to force the ſaid Catholiques to change their Religion, and that 
Ireland could never doe well without a Rebellion, to the end the remaine of 
the natives thereof might be extirpated ; and wagers were laid at generall aſ- 


ſizes and publique meetings, by ſome of them then, and now imployed in 


places of greate profitt and truſt in this Kingdome, that within one ycare no 
Catholique ſhould be left in Ireland, and that they ſaw the ancient and un- 
queſtionable privileges of the Parliament of Ireland unjuſtly and againſt law 
cnchroached uppon, by the orders, acts and proceedings of both howles of Par- 
liament in England, in ſending for and queſtioning, to, and in that Parliament, 
the members of the Parliament of this Kingdome, ſitting the Parliament here; 
and that by ſpeeches and orders printed by authoritie of both howſes in Ex. 
gland, it was declared that Ireland was bound by the Statutes made in Eng- 
land, if named, which is contrary to knowen truth and the lawes here ſettled 
for fowre hundred yeares, and upwards; and that the ſaid Catholiques were 
thoroughly enformed of the Proteſtation made by both Howſes of Parliament 
of England againſt Catholiques, and of their intentions to introduce lawes for 
the extirpation of Catholique Religion in the three Kingdomes, and that they 


had certain notice of the bloody execution of Prieſts there, only for e 
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Prieſts, and that your Majeſtie's mercy and power could not prevaile with them 
to ſave the lyfe of one condemned Prieſt. And that the Catholiques of Eg 
E land being of their owne fleſh and blood, muſt ſuffer or departe the land, and 
b conſequently others not of ſo neere a relation to them, if bound by their Sta- 
tutes, and within their power. Theſe motives, although very ſtrong and pow- 
8 erfull to produce apprehenſions and feares in the ſaid Catholiques, did not pre- 
yaile with them to take defenſive armes, much lets offenſive, they ſtill expect- 
ing that your Majeſtic in your high wiſdome might be able in a ſhort ryme, 
= to apply ſeaſonable cures and apt remedies unto thoſe cvills and innovations. 
= 7. That the Committees of the Lords and Commons of this Kingdome, have- 
ing attended your Majeſtic for the ſpace of nyne months, your Majeſtic was 
eratiouſly pleaſed, notwithſtanding your then weightie and urgent affayers in 
England and Scottland, to receive, and very often with great patience to hear 
their grievances, and many debates thereof at large, durcing which debates, the 
faid Lords Juſtices, and ſome of your Privy Councill of this Kingdome, and their 
| Adherents, by their malitious and untrue informations conveyed to ſome Mi— 
niſters of State in England, (who ſince are declared of the malignant partic,) 
and by the continuall ſolicitation of others of the ſaid Privy Councill gone 
to England of purpoſe to croſs and give impediment unto the juſtice and grace 
your Majeſtic was inclined to afford to your ſubjects of this Realme, did, as 
much as in them lay, hinder the obtayning of any redreſs for the ſaid grievances, 
and not prevailing therein with your Majeſtic as they expected, have by their 
letters, and inſtruments, laboured with many leading Members of the Parlia-- 
ment there to give ſtopp and interruption thereunto, and likewiſe tranſmitted 
unto your Majeſtie and tome of the State of England, ſundery miſconſtructions 
and miſrepreſentations of the proceedings and actions of your Parliament of 
this Kingdome, and thereby endeavoured to poſſeſs your Majeſtie of an evill 
opinion thereof; and that the ſaid Parliament had no power of Judicature in 
capitall cauſes, (which is an eſſentiall part of Parliament) thereby aymcing at 
the impunitie of ſome of them, and others who were then impeached of high 
treaſon, and at the deſtruction of this Parliament; but the ſaid Lords juſtices 
and Privie Councell obſerveing that no art or practiſe of theirs could be pow- 
crfull to withdraw your Majeſtic's grace and good intentions from this people, 
and that the redreſs graunted of ſome particular grievances was to be palled 
as Acts in Parliament; the ſaid Lords Juſtices and their Adhercnts with the 
height of malice, envieing the good union long before ſettled, and continued 
between the Members of the Howſe of Commons, and their good corre ſpon- 
dence with the Lords, left nothing unattempted, which might rayſe diſcord 
and diſunion in the ſaid Houſe, and by ſome of themſelves and ſome inſtru— 
ments of thcirs in the ſaid Commons Houle, private meeteings of greate num- 
bers of the ſaid Houſe were appointed, of purpoſe to rayſe diſtinction of Nation 
and Religion, by meanes whereof a faction was made there, which tended much 
to the diſquict of the Houſe, and diſturbance to your Majeſtie's and the pub- 
lique ſervice; and after certain knowledge that the ſaid Committces were by 
the water ſide in England with ſundry important and beneficiall bills, and other 
graces to be paſſed, as Acts in that Parliament, of purpoſe to prevent the ſame, 
the ſaid faction, by the practiſe of the ſaid Lords Juſtices, and ſome of the ſaid 
Privy Councill and their Adherents, in tumultuous and diſorderly manner on 
the ſeventh day of Auguſt 1641, and on ſeverall dayes before, cryed for an ad- 
journement of the Houſe, and beinge overvoted by the voices of the more 
moderate parte, the ſaid Lords Juſtices and their Adherents told ſeverall honour- 
able Peers, that if they did not adjourne the Lords Houſe on that day, being 
Saturday, that they would themſelves prorogue or adjourne the Parliament on 
the next Munday following, by meanes whereof, and of great numbers of 
proxies of Noblemen, not eſtated, nor at any tyme reſident in this Kingdome, 
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(which is deſtructive to the libertye and freedom of Parliaments here,) the 
Lords Houſe was on the ſaid ſeventh day of Auguſt adjourned, and the Houte 
of Commons by occaſion thereof, and of the faction aforeſaid, adjourned ſoone 
after, by which meanes thoſe bills and graces, according to your Majeſtie's in- 
tention, and the greate expectation and longing deſires of your people, could 
not then paſs as Acts of Parliament. | 

Within few dayes after this fatall and enforced adjournement, the ſaid Com- 
mittces arrived at Dublin, with their diſpatch from your Majeſtic, and preſented 
the ſame to the ſaid Lords Juſtices and Councill, expreſſing a right ſence of 
the ſaid adjournment, and beſought their Lordſhips, for the ſatisfaction of the 
people, to require ſhort heads of that part of the diſpatch wherein your Ma- 
jeſtie did appeare in the beſt manner unto your people, might be ſuddainely 
conveyed unto all the partes of the Kingdom, atteſted by the ſaid Lords Juſtices, 
to prevent deſpaire, or miſunderſtanding. This was promiſed to be done, and 


an inſtrument drawen, and preſented unto them for this purpoſe, and yett, (as 
it ſeemes deſireing rather to add fuell to the fire of the ſubjects diſcontents, 


than quench the ſame, ) they did forbeare to give any notice thereof to the 
cople. | 
: ge this certaine dangerous and pernitious petitions, contrived by the ad- 
viſe and councell of the ſaid Sir Milliam Parſons, Sir Adam Loftus, Sir John 
Cltworthy, Knights, Arthure Hill Eſq; and ſundry others of the malignant par- 
tie, and ſigned by many thouſands of the malignant partie in the Citty of Dub- 
lin, in the Province of Ulſter, and in ſundry other partes in this Kingdome, 
directed to the Commons Houle in England, were att publique aſſizes and other 
publique places made known and read, to many perſons of Quallitie in this 
Kingdome, which petitions contayned matters deſtructive to the ſaid Catho- 
liques, their religion, lives, and eſtates, and were the more to be feared by rea- 
ſon of the active power of the ſaid Sir 7ohn Clotworthy in the Commons 


Howle in . eng in oppoſition to your Majeſtie, and his barbarous and inhu- 
1 


mane expreſſions in that Howſe againſt Catholique Religion, and the Profeſſors 
thereof; ſoone affter, an order conceaved in the Commons Houſe of England, 
that no man ſhould bowe unto the name of Jeſus, (att the ſacred ſound where- 
of all knces ſhould bend) came to the knowledge of the ſaid Catholiques, and 


that the ſaid malignant partie did contrive and plott to extinguiſh their Reli- 
gion and Nation. Hence it did ariſe that ſome of the ſaid Catholiques begun to 


conſider the deploreable and deſperate condition they were in by a Statute Law 
here found among the Reccords of this Kingdome of the ſecond yeare of the raigne 


of the late Queen Eligabeth; but never executed in her tyme, nor diſcovered 


till moſt of the Members of that Parliament were dead, no Catholique of this 
Kingdome could enjoy his life, eſtate, or lyberty if the ſaid Statute were exe- 
cuted; whereunto no impediment remayned but your Majeſtic's Prerogative 
and Power, which were endeavoured to be clipped or taken away, as is before 
rehearſed; then the plott of deſtruction by an Army out of Scottland, and an- 
other of the malignant partie in England muſt be executed; the feares of thoſe 
twofold deſtructions and their ardent deſire to mainetaine that juſt Prerogative, 
which might encounter and remove it, did neceſſitate ſome Catholiques in the 
North, about the 22d of October 1641 to take Armes in maintenance of their 
Religion, your Majeſtie's Rights, and the preſervation of life, eſtate, and libertic, 


and immediately thereuppon tooke a ſolemn oath, and ſent ſeveral declarations 
to the Lords Juſtices and Councill to that effect; and humbly deſired they 


might be heard in Parliament, unto the determination whereof, they were rea- 
dy to ſubmitt themſelves, and their demands: which declarations being received, 
were {lighted by the ſaid Lords Juſtices, who by the ſwaying part of the ſaid 
Councill, and by the adviſe of the ſaid two impeached Judges, glad of any oc- 


calion to put off the Parliament, which by the former adjournment was to meete

ſoone after, cauſed a Proclamation to be publiſhed on the 23d of the ſaid 
month of October 1641, therein accuſeing all the Catholiques of Ireland of 
diſloyaltie, and thereby declarcing that the Parliament was prorogucd untill the 
26th of February following. 

9. Within few dayes after the ſaid 23d day of October 1641, many Lords 
and other perſons of ranke and qualitie made their humble addreſs to the ſaid 
Lords Juſtices and Councill, and made it evidently apcare unto them, that 
the ſaid prorogation was againſt law, and humbly beſought the Parliament 
might ſit according to the former adjournement, which was then the only expe- 
dient, to compoſe or remove the then growing diſcontents and troubles of 
the land; and the ſaid Lords Juſtices and their partic of the Councill then 
well knowing that the Members of both Houſes throughout the Kingdome, (a 
few in and about Dublin only excepted,) would ſtay from the meeteing ot 
both Houſes by reaſon of the ſaid prorogation, by Proclamation two dayes be- 
fore the time, gave way the Parliament might fitt, but ſo limitted, that no 
Act of Grace, or any thing elſe for the people's quiet or ſatisfaction, might bo 
propounded or paſſed. And thereuppon a few of Lords and Commons ap- 
peared in the Parliament Houſe, who in their enterance at the Caſtle-bridge 
and gate, and within the yard to the Parliament Houſe doore, and receſs from 
thence, were invironed with a greate number of armed men with their match 
lighted, and muskets preſented even to the breaſts of the Members of both 
Houſes, none being admitted to bring one ſervant to attend him, or any wea— 
pon about him within the Caſtle- bridge; yet how thin ſoever the Howlſes were, 
or how much overawed, they both did ſupplicate the Lords Juſtices and Coun- 
cill, that they might continue for a tyme together, and expect the coming of 


the reſt of both Houſes, to the end they might quiet the troubles in full Par- 


liament, and that ſome Acts of ſecuritie graunted by your Majeſtie, and tranſ- 
mitted under the Greate Scale of England, might pals to ſettle the minds of 
your Majeſtic's ſubjects. To theſe requeſts, ſoe much conduceing to your Maje- 
ſtie's ſervice, and ſettlement of your people, a flatt denyall was given, and the 
ſaid Lord Juſtices and their partie of the Councill, by their workeing with their 
partie in both Howſes of Parliament, being then very thyn as afforeſaid, pro- 


pounded an order ſhould be conceaved in Parliament, that the ſaid diſcontent- 


ed Gentlemen tooke armes in rebellious manner, which was reſented much 
by the beſt affected of both Howſes; but being awed as afforeſaid, and credi- 
blic informed if ſome particular perſons amongſt them ſtood in oppoſition 
thercunto, that the ſaid Musketeeres were directed to ſhoote them att their goc- 
ing out of the Parliament Houſe, thorough which terror, way was given to 
that order. 5 N 

10. Notwithſtanding all the beforementioned provocations, preſſures and 
indignities, the farr greater and more conſiderable parte of the Catholiques, 
and all the cittyes and corporations of Ireland, and whole Provinces, ſtood 
quiet in their how ſes; whereupon the Lords Juſtices and their adherents, 
well knowing that many powerfull Members of the Parliament of England 
ſtood in oppoſition to your Majeſtic, made their application, and addreſſed 
their diſpatches full fraught with calumnies and falſe ſuggeſtions againſt the 
Catholiques of this Kingdome, and propounded unto them, to ſend ſeverall 
great forcè to conquer this Kingdome; thoſe of the malignant partie here were 
by them armed; the Catholiques were not only denyed armes, but were diſ- 
armed, even in the citty of Dublin, which in all ſucceſſions of ages paſt con- 
tinued as loyall to the Crowne of England as any citty or place whatſocyer : 
all other auncient and loyall cittyes and corporatt townes of the Kingdome, 
(by meanes whercof principally the Kingdome was preſerved in former tymes) 
were denyed armes for their money to defend themſelves, and expreſs order 
given by the ſaid Lords Juſtices to diſarme all Catholiques in ſome of the ſaid 


O cittyes 
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cittyes and townes, others disfurniſhed were inhibited to provide armes for 
their defence; and the ſaid Lords Juſtices and Councell having received an or- 
der of both Houſes of Parliament in England to publiſh a Proclamation of 
pardon unto all thoſe who were then in Rebellion (as they tearmed it) in this 
Kingdome, if they did ſubmitt by a day to be limited, the ſaid Sir William 
, Parſons, contrary to this order, ſoc wrought with his partie of the Coun- 
cill, that a Proclamation was publiſhed of pardon only in two Countyes, and 
a very ſhort day prefixed, and therein all Freeholders were excepted ; through 
which every man ſaw that the eſtates of the Catholiques were firſt aymed att, 
and their lives next. The ſaid Lords Juſtices and their partie haveing advanced 
their deſigne thus far, and not finding the ſucceſs anſwerable to their deſires, 
commanded Sir Charles Coote, Knight and Barronet deceaſed, to march to the 
County of Wickloe, where he burnt, killed, and deſtroyed all in his way in 3 
a moſt cruell manner, man, woman and childe, perſons that had not appearing 3 
wills to doe hurt, nor power to execute it. Soone after ſome foote compa- 5 
nies did march in the night by direction of the ſaid Lords Juſtices, and their 
ſaid partie to the towne of Sauntry in Fingall, three miles off Dublin; a = 
Country that neither then, nor for the ſpace of four or five hundred yeares = 
before, did feele what troubles were, or war meant; but it was too ſweet and b 
too near, and therefore fitt to be forced to armes. In that towne innocent 
husbandmen, ſome of them being Catholiques, and ſome Proteſtants taken 
for Catholiques, were murdercd in their inn, and their heads carryed tryum- 
phant into Dublin. Next morning complaint being made of 4 no redreſs 
was obtayned therein; whereupon ſome Gentlemen of Qualitie, and others 
the inhabitants of the Country, ſeeing what was then ated, and what paſſed 
in the ſaid laſt march towards the County of Wicbloe, and juſtly fearing to 
be all murthered, forſooke their howſes, and were conſtrayned to ſtand toge- 
ther in their owne defence, though ill provided of armes or ammunition. 
1 | | Heereupon a Proclamation was agreed upon at the Board on the 1 3th of De- 
cember 1641, and not publiſhed or printed till the 15th of December, by 
which the ſaid Gentlemen, and George Kinge by name, were required to come 
in by or upon the 18th of the ſaid month, and a ſafetie was therein pro- 
miſed them. On the ſame day another Proclamation was publiſhed, ſum- 
moning the Lords dwelling in the Exgliſb pale neere Dublin to a grand Coun- 
cill on the 17th of the faid month; but the Lords Juſtices and their partic of 
the Councill, to take away all hope of accommodation, gave direction to the 
ſaid Sir Charles Coote, the ſaid 15th day of the ſaid month of December, to 
march to Clontarffe, being the houſe and towne of the ſaid George King, 3 
and two miles from Dublin, to pillage, burne, kill, and deſtroy all that there 3 
was to be found; which direction was readily and particularly obſeryed, (in a | 
manyfeſt breach of publick faith) by meanes whereof the meeteing of the ſaid 
Grand Councill was diyertcd : The Lords not dareing to come within the 
power of ſuch notorious faith breakers: the conſideration whereof, and of 
other the matters aforeſaid, made the Nobilitic and Gentry of the Engliſh pale, 
and other parts of the Province of Leinſter, ſenſible of the preſent danger, 
and put themſelves in the beſt poſture they could for their naturall defence, 
and imployed Lieutenant Collonell Read to preſent their humble Remonſtrance 
to your ſacred Majeſtic, and to declare unto you the ſtate of their affayers, and 
humbly to beſeech relief and redreſs; the ſaid Lieutenant Collonell, though 
your Majeſtic's ſervant, and imployed in publique truſt, (in which caſe the 
law of Nations affords ſafety aud protection) was without regard to either, not 
only ſtopped from proceeding in his imployment, but alſo tortured on the 
Tack at Dublin. *? 
11. The Lord Preſident of Munſter, by direction of the ſaid Lords Juſtices, 
(chat Province being quiet) with his accomplices, burnt, preyed, and pr = 
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death men, women and children, without making any difference of qualitie, 
condition, age, or ſex in ſeverall parts of that Province, the Catholique No- 
bles and Gentlemen there miſtruſted and threatened, and others of interior 
quality truſted and furniſhed with armes and ammunition. The Province of 
Connaght was uſed in the like meaſure 3 whereupon moſt of the conſiderable 
Catholiques in both the ſaid Provinces were inforced (without armes or amuni- 
tion) to look after ſafcty, and to that end did ſtand on their defence, ſtill ex- 
pecting your Majeſtie's pleaſure, and allways ready to obey your Commands. 


| Now the plott of the ſaid Miniſters of State and their adherents being even 


ripe, applications were inceſſantly by them made to the malignant partie in 
England, to deprive this people of all hopes of your Majeſtic's juſtice or mer- 
cie, and to plant a perpetuall enmity between the Engliſh and Scottiſh Nations, 
and your ſubjects of this Kingdome. | | 

12. That whereas this your Majeſtie's Kingdome of Ireland in all ſucceſſions 
of ages, ſince the raigne of King Henry the ſecond, ſometimes King of Eng- 
land and Lord of Ireland, had Parliaments of their owne, compoſed of Lords 
and Commons in the ſame manner and forme qualified with cquall liberties, 
powers, priviledges and immunities with the Parliament of England, and oncly 
depend of the King and Crowne of England and Ireland : And for all that 
tyme no prevalent record or authentique preſident can be found, that any ſta- 


tute made in England could or did bind this Kingdome before the ſame were 


here eſtabliſhed by Parliament; yet upon untrue ſuggeſtions and informations 
given of your ſubjects of Ireland, an Act of Parliament, intituled, An At for 
the ſpeedie and 223 reduceing the Rebells in his Majeſtie's Kingdome of 
ue obedience to his Majeſtie and the Crowne of England ; and 
another Act, intituled, An Act for 3 unto and 3 the ſaid for- 
mer Act, was procured to be enacted in the ſaid Parliament of England in the 
eighteenth yeare of your Majeſtie's raigne, by which Acts and other Proclama- 
tions your Majeſtie's ſubjects unſummoned, unheard, were declared Rebells, 


and two millions and a halfe of acres arrable, meadow, and profitable paſture 


within this Kingdome ſold to undertakers for ccrtaine ſummes of monie; and 
the edifices, loghs, woodes, and bogges, waſtes and other their appurtenan- 
ces, were thereby mentioned to be granted and paſt gratis. Which Acts the 
ſaid Catholiques doe conceave to have beene forced uppon your Majeſtie; and 
allthough void and unjuſt in themſelves to all purpoſes, yett containe matters 
of evill conſequence, and extreame prejudice to your Majeſtic, and totally de- 
ſtructive to this Nation. The ſcope ſeemeing to aime at Rebells only, and 
at the diſpoſition of a certaine quantitie of land; but in effect and ſubſtance 


all the landes in the Kingdome, by the words of the ſaid Acts, may be diſtribu- 


ted, in whoſe poſſeſſion ſoever they were, without reſpect to age, condition, 
or qualitie; and all your Majeſtie's tenures, and the greateſt part of your Ma- 
jeſtie's ſtanding Revenue in this Kingdome taken away; and by the ſaid Acts, 
if they were of force, all power of pardoning and of granting thoſe lands is 
taken from your Majeſtic; a preſident that no age can inſtance the like. 
Againſt this A& the ſaid Catholiques do proteſt, as an Act againſt the fundamen- 
tall Lawes of this Kingdome, and as an Act deſtructive to your Majcſtic's Rights 


and Prerogatives, by collour whercof, moſt of the forces ſent hither to infeſt 


this Kingdome by ſea and land, diſavowed any authoritie from your Majeſtic, 
but doe depend upon the Parliament of England. Ts 

13. All ſtrangers and ſuch as were not inhabitants of the citty of Dublin, 
being commanded by the faid Lords Juſtices, in and ſince the ſaid month 
of November 1641, to depart the faid citty, were no ſooner departed, than 
they were by the directions of the ſaid Lords Juſtices pillaged abroad, and 
their goods ſeized uppon and confiſcated in Dublin; and they deſireing 
to returne under the protection and ſafetie of the State, before their appeare- 


ance 


your moſt faithfull ſubjects. 
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ance in ation, were denied the ſame; and divers others perſons of Rank and 
Quality, by the ſaid Lords Juſtices imployed in publique ſervice, and others 
keeping cloſe within their doores, without annoying any man, or ſiding 
then with any of the ſaid Catholiques in armes, and others in ſeverall parts of 


the Kingdom liveing under, and having the protection and ſafetie of the State, 


were ſooner pillaged, their howſes burnt, themſelves, their tennants and ſer- 
vants killed and deſtroyed, than any other, by direction of the ſaid Lords Jy. 
ſtices. And by the like direction, when any Commander in cheefe of the 
Army, promiſed, or gave quarter or protection, the ſame was in all caſes yio. 
lated ; and many perſons of Qualitie, who obtained the ſame, were ruined be- 
fore others; others that came into Dublin voluntarily, and that could not be 
juſtly ſuſpected of any crime, if Iriſhmen or Catholiques, by the like direction 
were pillaged in Dublin, robbed and pillaged abroad, and brought to their 
tryall for their lives. The cittyes of Dublin and Corke, and the ancient cor- 
poratt townes of Drogheda, Teoghan and Kingſale, who voluntarily received 
garriſons in your Majeſtie's name, and the adjacent Countryes who relieved 
them, were worſe uſed, and now live in worſe condition than the 1/raelites 
did in Egypt; ſo that it will be made appeare, that more murders, breaches 
of publique faith, and quarters, more deſtruction and deſolation, more crueltie, 
not fitt to be named, were committed in Ireland, by the direction and adviſe 
of the ſaid Lords Juſtices and theire partic of the ſaid Councill in leſs than 
cighteene months, than can be parallelled to have beene done by any Chri- 
ſtian People. | | 

14. The ſaid Lords Juſtices and their Adherents have, againſt the funda- 
mental Lawes of the land, procured the ſitting of both Howſes of Parliament 
for ſeverall ſeſſions, (nyne parts of ten of the naturall and genuine Members 


thereof being abſent, it ſtanding not with their ſafery to come under their power,) 


and made upp a conſiderable number in the Howſe of Commons of clerkes, 


ſouldiers, ſerveing men, and others, not legally, or not choſen at all, or re- 


turned, and having no manner of eſtate within the Kingdom ; in which ſitting 
ſundry orders were conceived, and diſmiſſes obteyned of perſons before im- 
peached of treaſon in full Parliament, and paſſed or might have paſſed ſome 


acts againſt law and to the prejudice of your Majeſtic, and this whole Nation, 


and dureing theſe troubles, Termes were kept, and your Majeſtic's Court of 
Cheefe Place, and other Courts ſate at Dublin to no other end or purpoſe, but 
by falſe and illegall judgements, outlawries and other capitall proceedings to 


attaint many thowſands of your Majeſtie's moſt faithfull ſubjects of this King- 


dome, they being never ſummoned, nor haveing notice of thoſe proceedings; 
and Sheriffs made of obſcure meane perſons, by the like practiſe, appointed 
of purpoſe; and poore artificers, comon ſoldiers and meniall ſervants returned 
Jurors, to paſs upon the lives and eſtates of thoſe who came in upon protec- 
tion and publique faith. | 
Therefore the ſaid Catholiques, in the behalfe of themſelves and of the 
whole Kingdome of Ireland, doe proteſt and declare againſt the ſaid proceed- 
ings in the nature of Parliaments, and in the other Courts aforeſaid, and eyery 
of them, as being heynous crimes againſt law, deſtructive to Parliaments and 
your Majcſtic's Prerogatives and Authoritie, and the Rights and juſt Liberties of 
Foraſmuch, dread Soveraigne, as the ſpeedy applycation of apt remedyes 
unto theſe grievances and heavie preſſures, will tend to the ſettlement and im- 
provement of your Majeſtie's Revenue, the prevention of further effuſion of 
blood, the preſervation of this Kingdome from deſolation, and the content 
and ſatisfaction of your ſaid ſubjects, who in manifeſtation of their duty and 
zeale to your Majeltic's ſervice, will be moſt willing and ready to imploy ten 
thow ſand men under the conduct of well experienced Commanders in defence 
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of your Royal Rights and Prerogatives. They therefore moſt humbly beſeech 
your Majeſtic, that you will vouchſafe gratious anſwers to theſe their humble 
and juſt complaints, and for the cſtabliſhment of your People in a laſting peace 
and ſecuritie, the ſaid Catholiques doe moſt humbly pray, that your Majeſtic 
may be further gratiouſly pleaſed to call a free Parliament in this Kingdome, 
in ſuch convenient tyme as your Majeſtic in your high wiſdome ſhall thinke: 
fitt, and the urgencie of the preſent affayres of the ſaid Kingdome doth re- 
quire ; and that the ſaid Parliament be held in an indifferent place, ſummon- 
ed by, and continued before, ſome perſon or perſons of Honour and Fortune, 
of approved faith ro your Majeſtie, and acceptable to your People here, and

Moſt humbly ſhewing, 


HAT your Petitioners, by the ſtrength and power of the northern 1r;/b 

and their adherents, upon the riſing of this unhappy Inſurrection, were 
inforced to keep in their houſes in the Country, his Majeſtie's Army being 
then weak and not able to take the field: And when ſome of your Petitioners 
did make their way through many dangers to his Majeſtie's city of Dublin, 
with a reſolution to continue there, they and all others who had any reſidenc 
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in the Country, were commanded by Proclamation to returne to their houſes 
there, and inhibited to come to the ſaid city: which, in obedience to the 
ſaid Proclamation, your Petitioners did, and there continued in daily danger, 
untill that the Right Honourable James Earl of Ormonde and Ofſorie, and 
now Marqueſs of Ormonde, his Majeſtic's Lieutenant Generall of his Majeſtie's 
Army in Ireland, did march forth into that part of the Country, near which 
your Petitioners ſeveral habitations were; and your Petitioners confiding in

STR, 


Y our letters of the 25th of February, wherein we repreſented thither the 
| hard terms to which we are reduced here for want of proviſions from 
thence, we ſignified that a conſiderable part of the Army ſhould then imme- 
diately marche into the Country, to try what may poſſibly be done to keep 

ſo many men alive for a time, untill we be ſupplied forth of England. 
Since which time our very good Lord the Lord Marqueſs of Ormond, with 
2500 foote, and 500 horſe, and two pieces of battery, and four field pieces, 
marched hence on the ſecond day of this month, and, as we hear, is gottcn 
as far as Roſſe in the County of Mexford, a ſea port poſſeſſed by the Rebells; 
but how he ſuccecds, we cannot as yet hear with ſuch certainty, as may fit 
us to advertiſe it thither. | 5 
When thoſe numbers of men were departed hence, we then bethought us 
of doing ſomcthing to keep alive the reſidue of the forces left here at Dud- 
lin, and ſome out-garriſons about Dublin. And ſeeing the ſtores of victuals 
were wholly cxhauſted, and that if the Soldiers ſhould be left to get victuals 
in their own way from the inhabitants, it would put all into ſuch diſorder 
and confuſion, as would inſtantly enforce the disbanding of the forces, and 
the diſſolving of this State and Government, and conſequently the loſs of this 
Crown and Kingdom; we reſolved on the laſt and uttermoſt expedient, 
namely, the diſtribution of the Soldiers for their victuals, with as much equa- 
lity as we could, in and thronghout this city and ſuburbs ; which we deferred 
as long as (by any waics or means whatſoever) we could by any poſlibility 
prevent it, as well ſo to conceale from the Rebels the hard (indeed very hard 
and deſperate) termes, to which this State and Army are brought, as in regard 
of the certain knowledge we had, and whercin we are now confirmed, that 
that way cannot long hold out in this poor city, where the inhabitants of all 
ſorts are deſpoiled of their eſtates and fortunes by the Rebells; where all trade 


_ and traffick is in a manner wholly fallen to the ground; where thoſe that for- 


merly traded with us by ſea, and ſometimes brought us proviſions of victu— 


als whilſt we had money or credit, are now diſabled from bringing in any 


thing to help us, by our tearing out of their hands, for relief of the Army, 
the ſtocke with which their tratfick was upheld; and where by their example 
all others are deterred from bringing any proviſions hither, ſecing we have no 

money to buy them. | | | 
And now thcre bcing 2000 foote and ſome few horſe diſtributed in that 
manner amongſt the inhabitants for victuals, although the aſſeſſment took not 
beginning untill the 13th of this month; yet even in ſo few daycs time as 
3 | arc 
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are already ſince incurred, many poor inhabitants, who were hardly able to feed 
themſelves, being charged with feeding the Soldier, (which is not poſſible to 
be avoided, where the charge is ſo great, and the bearers fo few and poor) 
have been conſtrained to break up houſekeeping ; others to ſcatter their chil- 
dren and families, others to prepare themſelves tor departing the Kingdom; and 
many heavy and lamentable complaints are brought unto us daily from poor and 
miſerable people, concerning the ſame ; lo as what with the ſenſe of the ſol- 
diers miſeries on the one ſide, and the now poor inhabitants extremities on the 
other ſide, the former crying out for relief, ready to ſtarve before our faces, 
to the diſhonour of his Majeſty and the Engliſp Nation, by whom they were 
ſent hither for preſervation of this Country, wherein they have ſo valiantly 
behaved themſelves; and the latter, by reaſon of their extreme poverty, dit- 


abled to render ſuſtenance to the former, no fleſh can imagine how much 
perplexity and diſquiet of mind we ſuffer thereby, and into what (corn and 


conte the high authority entruſted with us, is thereby brought to the high- 
eſt hazard of all here; and the more, in regard we now find, (what we for- 
merly foreſaw) that even in this way, this lamentable way, being the higheſt 
and laſt expedient can be thought of, ſubſiſtence cannot be expected for any 
conſiderable time: nay, if this continue but a few daics longer, the city will 


be at the beſt but plundered in an orderly way, and ſo left deſolate. Beſides, 


if the Army now abroad ſhall be, by any diſtreſs or through want, forced hi- 
ther again, nothing can be expected but preſent deſtruction of all. 
And therefore to avoid utter contuſion, we do again and again beſeech moſt 


carneſtly, that above all things victuals and munition may be tent us ſpeedily, 


to preſerve the Army in being, and that money, armes, clothes, ſhoes, and 


other proviſions may be alſo ſent; as by our former ſeveral diſpatches we often 


and carncſtly moved for. For, if they yet come ſpeedily, this Kingdom and 
his Majeſtie's forces here, may be thereby redeemed out of part of the diſtreſ- 
ſes they now ſuffer; and cannot otherwiſe avoid more to ſuffer, and we enabled 
(by the bleſſing of God) to give ſuch an account of this Kingdom, as will be 
for the glory of the King our Maſter, and the hogour of the Eng/;ſh Nation, 


in the ſubducing of this horrid and high Rebellion, which by reaſon of our 


wants, and in no other reſpect, is now grown very terrible. | 
And that we may be the better able to doe our dutics herein, we muſt now 
again minde you of our ſeveral former letters of the 2oth of January, and 
the 2oth of February, deſiring that if the proviſions of all ſorts, mentioned

come to us from London and Hollande, we ſhall be altogether diſabled from

good town, where ſtores of victuals might be found; with which I was not 


provided ſo well as to force any ſuch place, as will appear by the relation of 
this expedition, which with all poſſible ſpeed I will by an expreſs humbly pre- 
ſent your Majeſtie with. This neceſſitated journey hindered my being at the 


execution of your Majeſtie's Commiſſion ; but a ſufficient number of Com- 


miſſioners were there, who did the work, and have herewith tranſmited the 


propoſitions of the Recuſants of Ireland, whereof I have not at this time lei- 
ſure to write any thing, nor of the letters lately ſent your Majeſtie from thc 
Juſtices and ſome of the Councill, diſadviſing peace with theſe Rebells. Only 
this I dare with your Majeſtie's permiſſion aver, that neither the propoſitions, 
nor letter are, as they yet ſtand, for your ſervice.

| Tx manifold miſeries under which this your Majeſtie's Kingdom of Ire- 


land doth now groan, through the preſſing wants of thoſe neceſſary 
proviſions of money, munition, and victualls, which are the ſinews of war, 
have emboldened us part of your Majeſtie's Councill here to make this juſt 


and 
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and true repreſentation of the wants and miſerable condition of your Armie 
here, which without a ſpeedie ſupply, muſt in a few weeks disband or pe- 
riſh. And we have been hereunto neceſſitated, without the Lords Juſtices 
and ſome others of the Councill, for that it being moved at the Board as à 
thing moſt requiſite, (in the condition we now ſtand) that this our preſent 
ſtate and exigencie wherein we are, ſhould be made known to your Sacred 
Majeſtic, who is moſt concerned therein, both conſidering the little or no 
hopes we have from the Parliament of any future ſupplies of money and 
victualls; and for that we cannot expect any conſiderable quantity of victu- 
alls in this Kingdom, by rcaſon of the waſte and deſtruction of a great part 
thereof, through the want of tillage and the generall ſpoile committed, as 
well by the Soldier as by the Rebell; as alſo that it might likewiſe be repre.

the moneyes we then had, for that we could expect no more in haſt ; whoſe 
words we have ſince found by experience too true. We are reduced to that 
perplexed condition, that although no wayes have been ſpared, which either 


borrowing or ceſſing could afford; yet we find by the poverty of the coun- 
try, which in all places where the Armic hath marched, is now become almoſt 


deſolate and ruined, that thoſe wayes will very ſhortly faile; and that many 


of the Captaines and Officers here, who, to give them their dues, have be- 


haved themſelves very valiantly and zealouſly in your Majeſtie's ſervice, arc 
driven to very miſerable extremities, which they daily expreſs in our hearing, 
to our great grief, being not able to help them. And by all probability they 
muſt ſhortlie either leave this Kingdom, or periſh here; it being already in 
motion amongſt ſome of them to disband part of the Armie, which, if it 


ſhould happen in any diſorderly way, (which God forbid) what a diſſervice this 


would prove unto your Majeſtic, you may eaſily foreſee. 


In the next place we do moſt humbly offer to your Majeſtie's conſideration, 
that there is now in your magazine at Dublin (which ſtore is to ſupplie all 
the Armie and guarriſons both. in Leinſter and Connaght) but 170 barrells of 


powder, which in an active war is very ſoon ſpent. 

And laſtly, (that which gocth to the very life and being of your Armie) 
your victualls in your ſtores here are in a manner ſpent, and little or no ſup- 
plies to be expected in this waſted Country. Some (mall quantitie of corn 
indeed hath been lately gotten from the Merchants of Dublin; but the Lords 
Juſtices and Councill have been forced to take the goods of other Merchants 


from them, with promiſe of future payment out of the next treaſure ; and to 
4 glye 
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give thoſe goods to the Merchants who ſupplied your ſtores with that ſmall 
quantiry of corn. And to deal clearly with your Majcſtie, your ſtores of vic- 
tualls here, even with thoſe additions which we have ſo procured, will be very 
ſoon ſpent. And yet to lengthen out thoſe ſtores as long as may be, there is 
already ceſſed upon this poor cittie of Dublin, for four weeks, beginning at 
the 13th of this month, the victualling of 2000 foot, beſides horſe: And upon 
that part of the County of Dublin which is not wholly waſted, 500 foot more. 
But we have little expectation that this cittic or County will be able to hold 
out any conſiderable time with that charge, many of the citizens having already 
forſaken their houſes, as not able to bear the burthen. Upon all which we 
are moſt humbly of opinion, that if conſiderable ſupplies of money, munition, 
and victualls be not ſent hither within a month or two, or that your Majeſtie 
in your princely judgment do not in the mean time give direction what to do, 
in cale we ſhall not be by that time ſupplicd, your Majcſtic's Armie here, and 


wie your Majeſtie's ſeryants, with the reſt of the Proteſtants of this Kingdom, 


ſhall periſh and be conſumed; and in concluſion your Majeſtie enforced t6 
make a new conqueſt with very great diſadyantage. 

And now, moſt gratious Soveraign, having truely repreſented unto you the 
ſtate wherein this Kingdom now ſtands, we moſt humbly crave, that your Ma- 
jeſtic's directions and commands may be ſpeedily ſent hither ; whereby. your 


Royall Pleaſure may be known, which ſo far as lyeth in us, ſhall be moſt 
heartily and willingly obeyed by

STR, 


THERE will be a petition preſented to his Majeſtie in the name of Sir 
James Ware, Auditor Generall, and one of the Privie Councill here; 
wherein his deſire is to have the reverſion of the auditor's place conferred 
on his Son; which, as I apprehend it, is ſo modeſt a ſute, as will need very 
little recommendation, conſidering the value of the place, and the uncertaintie 
of the benefit. Yet I conccive my ſelf obliged by my dutie to the King to 
aſſure you, he hath, even when his Majeſtic's affaires were moſt negleQted, and 
when it was not held ſafe for any man to ſhew himſelf for them, then appear- 
ed very zealouſly and ſtoutly for them, and till continues upon all occaſions 
with very great and neceſſary freedom, ſo to declare himſelf ; which I ſuppoſe 


his Majeſtic will adjudge worthy of the incouragement he now petitions for. 


Since my laſt by Sir Patrick Wemys, there hath nothing arrived here for 
the relief of the Armie; ſo that ſtill we grow nearer to the deſtruction and 
confuſion that will certainly and ſhortly overcome us, if ſome preſent courſe 
be not preſcribed for our ſuppplie from London. There are letters come that 
tell us of 20000 J. that muſt be levied by way of ſubſidic z and upon the cre- 
dit of that it is ſayed, we ſhall be immediately furniſhed : but this appeares to 
be ſo remote a hope to the Officers, as gives them very little ſatisfaction, their 
preſent extremities being ſo much nearer them, that it is with very great diffi- 
cultic and diſcontent that 1 can Keep them from going for England. Which 
after a while I ſhall by no means be able to do; and how it will be poſſible 
to do ſervice, or contain the neceſlitous ſoldier from diſorder, when thoſe that 
ſhould govern them are either gone, or kept here with ſo much reluQancic, 
may be eaſily judged. „ | Sp RO | 

In this time of our diſtreſs, Preſton the Rebells Generall hath gathered up the 
courage and power to beſicge a place called Ballyneki!], notwithſtanding the late 


defeat which was given him, when 1 came out of the County of Wexford. The 


caſtle is maintained by two Companies under the command of Captain Ridge- 
Way, Son to the late Earl of Londonderry, one that I think will give a very good 
account of it. Yet I do much fear, he will not be able of himſelf to hold out, 
nor are we able to ſet forth ſuch a ſtrength as is requiſite to raiſe the ſiege. Yet 
I have this day ſent out 1300 foot, 150 horſe, and ſome artillery, under the 
command of Colonell Crawford ; all which were formerly deſigned to go into 
the Country towards that place, in hope to find corn and cattle to feed the ſol- 


diers. And J have given him power and inſtructions, upon advice taken with 


the Governours of the guarriſons next adjacent, to endeavour to relieve the 
caſtle, if it may be done without too apparent hazard to the partie. That 
place is not of much conſequence of it ſelf; but as the gaining of it would 
much incourage the Rebells and diſhearten other guarriſons, it may be of im- 
portance; which is the reaſon I write ſo much of it: and that you may ſee 
how by degrees we ſhall loſe this Kingdome, hitherto preſerved beyond expec- 
tation, if we be not ſpecdily and plentifully ſupplied with proviſions for food 
and fight.

Coote, who haſtened to the King; the other 
party not yet gone. Ormond knows not what hope thereof, and has reccived 
noe letters yett. The Clergy will be powerfull, yet you muſt not provoke 
them till more cauſe appearc. The fort and Sir Cha. Coote's party will be ad- 
viſed by you, to whom write. Doe not pardon Galway nor others, untill 

more news and direction. The Roundheads are very ſtrong, yet the King 
prevailes in molt places; much blood ſpilt the laſt month. The Lord Brooke 
killed for certain; you may not, with ſafety to you or any there, grant any 
pardon without warrants from the King, at leaſt as things ſtand ; prevent any 
hurt to the fort and the Exgliſb, and that I hope you may doe on this occa- 
ſion : uſe your endeavours now, and doe good hereafter.

29th of March; which, though it muſt in all fortunes make me happy by the 
teſtimony of your favour, yet I doubt it will not produce the wiſhed effects I 
expected for the advancement of your ſervice, and ſettlement of this County; 
I many perſons of Quality, and moſt of the towne of Galkuay, having ſoc cap- 
RS tivated their underſtandings to the will and power of new exected Councills,

the paſſionate zeale of ſome of the Clergy, who doe terrify their conſciences 
with heavy cenſures, that they will not entertain thoſe mercyes which your 
Majeſtie's infinite goodneſs has offered to them, but will attend the generall 
fare of this unfortunate Kingdom. os pon AT 
I have hitherto found means to ſtirre up ſuch diviſions amongſt them here, 
that they have not been able to attempt your Majeſtic's fort by Gallway, or 
fall upon the Eugliſb garriſons in the County of Roſcommon ; both which 
deſignes have been in agitation ever ſince Chr:/tmas, and ſtill diverted by his 
private induſtry, who has noe publick power to reſiſt them, and who is now

I render your Majeſty moſt humble thanks for confirming your former li- 
cence for my repaire into England, if 1 found it not prejudiciall to your ſer- 
vice; of which you were graciouſly pleaſed to make my ſelfe judge.

© this Government, and for which I was long ſince an humble ſuiter, I am con- 
fident the confuſion and diſorders, not only of this County, but it may be of 


the Province, had been ſtifled in their firſt birth, or having ſoe ſecure a reſi- 
dence for my family, and retreate for my ſelfe and forces, I ſhould have 
made the moſt inſolent repent their raſh and diſobedient undertakings. And 
to informe your Majeſtic truly, theſe parts have been much exaſperated by the 
humorous and unadviſed proceedings of the Commander there. For his diſ- 
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reſpects to me, I have been ſoe many ways abuſed and neglected by others, 
that I will not complaine of him alone ; but I may upon good grounds af.

To 
your Majeſtie's clear diſcerning judgment I humbly ſubmit it, holding it my 
duty, to give you a right information of what is delivered to me, how im- 
probable ſoever, not knowing how to judge thereof in the obſcure condition 
I am in, debarred even of ordinary intelligence; but this I am ſure of, my 
have very buſy and ſtirring Agents abroad. 

I preſume your Majeſtic has been long ſince informed of Preſton's coming 
 downe upon fort Faulkland with the forces of Leinſter, and that it was ſur- 
rendered to him, there being no power in theſe parts of the Kingdom able to 
look towards him. And I am confident the Commanders of that fort have 
given teſtimony of me, as that I was not failing to them in any thing, as long 
as it could be preſerved by any power or dilligence of mine. 

In the concluſion, I have three humble apologies to make: Firſt, for my pre- 
ſumption, by the frequency of my immediate addreſſes to your Majeſtie, for 
which I claime your juſtice to acquit me, being hitherto encouraged by your 
Majeſtie's accepting and receiving them with favour. 

The ſecond is the largeneſs of my applications, and the papers that accom- 
pany them, for which I plead neceſſity, and the humours of the times; thoſe 
here, though guilty of high diſobedience, I conceive, hold it a ſacriledge to 
violate any thing directed to your Majeſtic, which would ſuffer under any 0 
ther ſupericription. 


The third is, the errors of my expreſſions, which, if guilty of any crime,

IGHT truſty and right welbeloved Coſin and Councellor, we greete you 


well. Since our two Houſes of Parliament here (to whoſe care at their

releif of our good ſubjects there) have ſo long failed our expectation, whereby 


our ſaid Army and ſubjects are there reduced to very great extremities; we 


have thought good (for the preſervation of our good ſubjects there) to reſume 
the care of them again to our ſelf; and to the end that we may the better un- 
derſtand, as well the ſtate of that our Kingdom, (as it is now reduced) as the 
cauſe of levying the armes that are at preſent there held againſt our authority ;

YTTHEN you ſhall peruſe theſe, and the letters from the State, you will 


have rcaſon to judge your ſervant might have been ſooner diſpatched ;

The towne of Reading was lately given up to the Parliament forces, his 
Majeſtie's Army being then not farr off, with intention and (I think) power 
to releive it. Sir Arthur Afton, Governor of that place, had received a dange- 
rous hurt not long before, ſoc that the defence and treaty was managed by Col- 
lonell Richard Fielding, who rendered, or rather betrayed it ; for fince I heare 
he is condemned to death by a Martiall Court, whereat his Majeſtie was. He- 
reford has run the ſame fortune with Reading, as Sir Richard Cave is like to 
doe with Feilding, for the ſame treachery, as it is ſaid. This ſucceſs has ad- 


vanced the inſolency of that party to an height beyond expreſſion, but not a- 


bove the juſtice which I hope will one day reach them. This, tho' I beleive 
it publique, and written to you by the Juſtice ; yet having not told him of it, 
I venture to loſe my labour, rather than your Lordſhip ſhould want this acci- 
dent worth your obſervation, regard being had to the perſons of the men

The meſſenger, as he uſeth, de- 
livered your letters at the Board and to others, and came to me at nine at 
night on Sunday. He is an uſefull man, but I cannot keep him from too much 
fooliſh talk; let him be adviſcd to be more wary. Copies are taken of all, 
and a diſpatch into England thereupon ; but to whom or what end I cannot 
learne. Your Lordſhip is much applauded by all tongues where I am here. 
The Preſident is under a cloud at Court, but Sir Cha. Coote has effected no- 
thing againſt him; but has brought directions for 3000 men to be ſent to 
 Connaght : I ſee not how they will be gott here. It is reported they will be 
Scotts out of the North ; it is not yett reſolved. If you hear of his going 
to the North, believe they come thence. The Roundheads are ſtrong, and 
begin to plunder and take many places. The King has many men of Ranke, 
but wants money, arms and ammunition : the loſſe of Reading troubles him 
and heartens them.

May it pleaſe your moſt excellent Majeſty, 


S ſoon as we your Majeſty's Juſtices entered into the charge of the Go. 
vernment, we took into our conſideration at this Board, the ſtate of your 
Army here, which we find ſuffering under unſpeakable extremities of want of 
all things neceſſary for the ſupport of their perſons, or maintenance of the 
war; here being no victuals, clothes, or other proviſions requiſite towards their 
ſuſtenance, 'nor money to provide them of any thing they want, nor arms in 


your Majeſty's ſtores to ſupply their many defective arms; not above forty bar- 


rels of powder in the ſtores, no ſtrength of ſerviceable horſe being now left 


here, and thoſe few that are, their armes for the moſt part loſt or unſervice- 


able; no ſhips arrived here to guard the coaſts, and conſequently no ſecurity 
rendered to any that might on their private adventures bring in proviſions or 
victuals, or other neceſſaries towards our ſubſiſtence ; and finally, no viſible 
means by ſea or land of being able to preſerve for you this your Kingdom, 


and to render dcliverance from utter deſtruction to the remnant of your good 


ſubjects yet left here. | 

We find that your Majeſty's late Juſtices and this Board have often and fully 
by very many letters advertiſed the Parliament in England of the extremities 
of affairs here, and beſought relief with all poſſible importunity; which alſo 
have been fully repreſented to your Majeſty, and to the Lord Lieutenant, and 


Mr. Secretary Nicholas to be made known to your Majeſty ; and although the 


winds have of late for many days, and often formerly, ſtood very fair for ac- 
ceſſion of ſupply forth of England hither, and that we have till with long 
expectations hoped to find proviſions arrive here, in ſome degree anſwerable 
to the neceſſities of your affairs ; yet (now to our inexpreſſible grief) after full 
ſix months waiting, and much longer patience, and long ſuffering, we find all 


our great expectations anſwered, in a mean and inconſiderable quantity of pro- 


viſions, (viz. threeſcore and fifteen barrels of butter, and fourtcen tun of 
cheeſe, being but the fourth part of a ſmall veſſel's lading, which was ſent 
from London, and arrived here the 5th day of this month, which is not above 
ſeven or eight days proviſion for that part of the Army which lyes in Dub- 
lin, and the out garriſons thereof; no money nor victuals (other than that in- 
conſiderable proportion of victuals) having arrived in this place, as ſent from 
the Parliament of England, or from any other forth of England for the uſe 
of the Army, ſince the beginning of November laſt. 

We have (by the bleſſing of God) been hitherto proſperous and ſucceſsfull in 
your Majeſty's affairs here, and ſhould be ſtill hopefull, by the mercy of God, 
under the Royall direction of your Sacred Majeſty, to vindicate your Majeſty's 
Honour, and recover your Rights here, and take due vengeance on theſe Tray- 
tors for the innocent blood they have ſpilt, if we might be ſtrengthened and 
{upported therein by needful ſupplies forth of Exgland; but thoſe ſupplics having 
hitherto been expected to come from the Parliament of England, (on which, 
if your Majcſty had not relyed, we are aſſured you would in your high wit- 


dom have found out ſome other means to preſerve this your Kingdom) and 


ſo great and apparent a failure having happened therein, and all the former, 
and late long continuing caſterly winds, bringing us no other proviſions than 
theſe few cheeſes and butter, and no advertiſement being brought us of any 
tuture ſupply to be ſo much as in the way hither, whereby there might be any 
likelihood that conſiderable means of ſupport for your Majeſty's Army might 
arrive here in any reaſonable time, before we be totally ſwallowed up by the 
Rebells, and your Kingdom by them wreſted from you; we find our ſelves 
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fo diſappointed of our hopes from the Parliament, as muſt needs trench to the 
utter lots of the Kingdom, if your Majeſty in your high wildom ordain not 
ſome preſent means of preſervation for us. | 
And conſidering that now by occaſion of that unhappy and unexpected fail 
ing of ſupport from thence, we ſhall be leſs ſuccelstull in our ſervices here 
againſt the Rebells than hitherto, (whilſt we were enabled with ſome means 
to ſerve you) we have been, the ſhame and diſhonour may, in common con- 
ſtruction of thoſe that know not the inward of the cauſe, be imputed to us, 
and not to the failings that diſabled us; and conſidering principally and above 
all things the high and eminent truſt of your affairs here depoſited with us by 
your Sacred Majeſty, we may not forbear, in diſcharge of our duty, thus 
freely and plainly to declare our humble apprehenſions, to the end that your 


Majeſty, thus truly underſtanding the terribleneſs of our condition, may finde

Dx your letter of the 9th preſent, your return hither will bring upon us 


the burden of many more than this place is poſlibly able to ſuſtain, or 
leave that terrified Country to their own fears; a much more dangerous enemy 
than any they have to deal with in Preſton, or his great gun. Wherefore, to 
enable your ſtay abroad for the encouragement of the King's good ſubjects, 
and interruption of the deſigns the Rebells may have upon them, I have ſent 
you two picccs of battery, with ammunition and other proviſions: they will 
march hence on Saturday the 13th of this month, whereof 1 thought good 
to give you notice, to the end you may ſend a party to meet and convoy 
them. I have endcavoured to ſend to the horſe a further ſupply of victuals, 
which you may ſend for as your want or leiſure ſhall require or permit you; 
and leſt thoſe proviſions ſhould not be ſufficient, J have ſent you full power 


to command, not only the men, but all ſtores of victualls, of what kind ſo- 


ever, in the poſſeſſion of any of his Majeſty's garriſons, or other good ſub- 
jets in that Country; which, though I ſuppoſe it will be needleſs, for that I 


believe the ſenſe of their own ſafety (which depends entirely upon your ſub- 


ſiſtence amongſt them) will diſpoſe them to a free participation of what they 
have with you. Yet it is ſo frequent to find men more thrifty than ſtands 


even with their particular ſecurity, that I have held it fit for the good of the 


ſervice, to give you power to compell them to their own preſervation. 
Being ignorant of the condition of the Country, and poſture of the Re- 
bels, I am not able to give poſitive orders ; but our exceeding wants here do 
inforce from me this one, which is, that you maintain the party under your 
command abroad as long as poſlibly you can find ſubſiſtence for it, for here

IGHT truſty and right well beloved Couſin and Councellor, we greet 

you well. Some months ago (being then at Tor) we wrote our Letters 
ſeverally, both to you, and into Ireland to our Juſtices there, that the Earl of 
Antrim (then under reſtraint in Jreland) might either be ſent to our city of 
Dublin, or to us, with the reaſons of his committment, as he moſt humbly 
implored, hoping that he ſhould make clcarly manifeſt his loyalty to us, and 
the good offices he had done to divers of our diſtreſſed ſubjects, relieved and 
aſſiſted ſeveral times by him, in caſes of great extremity, at Colerain and other 
parts of Ireland, as by atteſtation hath ſince appeared. We never hitherto re- 
ccived any account of thoſe our Letters: on the contrary, we underſtand he 
was driven to make his own way over into the North of this our Kingdom, 
where in his attendance upon our dear Conſort the Queen, he ſo behaved 
himſelf, as became the duty of a good and loyal ſubject. But that out of an 
earneſt deſire to provide for the ſecurity of his eſtate in Ireland, he lately re- 
Pairing thither, was anew apprehended and impriſoned, and very barbarouſſy 
treated, and ſo remains at Knockfergus, or ſome other place under the com- 
mand of our Scottiſb forces. Therefore that we may well underſtand what 
his fault is, and cauſe him accordingly to be proceeded againſt, our Pleaſure 
and Command is, that you fail not, upon the reccipt of theſe our Letters, 
forthwith to give order, that the ſaid Earle of Antrim, with his attendants 
and ſervants, be ſent preſently to our ſaid city of Dublin, together with the 
particular charge againſt him; whereupon we ſhall ſoon take a courſe to have 
him proceeded againſt according to his merit. In the interim, we will and 
require you to give ſufficient directions alſo, that the houſes, chattels, and

The preſent diſtractions here have rendered us unable, 
as (by experience we find) the remaining part of the two Houſes are un- 
willing to ſupply or relieve our Army in Ireland. And if the money we 
conſented ſhould be raiſed in this our Kingdom for the relief of Ireland, had 
not been diverted by them, and rebelliouſly employed againſt us here in Eng-

to truth, and to the diſadvantage of your Majeſtic's commands. 

How this affair of ſo great importance became ſo toon thus vulgar, I know 
not, but it put me out of the courſe I was commanded and had begun to hold 
therein. For perceiving how the Army, for want of true information, did 
begin to ſtagger at the falſe reports that were ipread abroad thereof, how many 
of your good ſubjects here did murmure at it, and that ſome of your Coun- 
cill of State pretended to conceive great jealouſies and fears, that a buſineſs 
of ſo great concernment ſhould be ſo publickly known to every common per- 
ſon, and yet kept from them ; and finding by General Major Monroe's letter 
to Colonel Crawford, (whereof I ſent your Majeſty an extract) how ready he 
would be to lay hold on any occaſion that might give the leaſt countenance 
to his feigned fears, and make ſuch ule thereof, as might not only diſadvantage 
and hinder the thing, but perhaps prejudice your affairs elſewhere, and be ſome 
colour of juſtification of the diſobedience (I think) he intends, and he is ani- 
mated unto, in breach of the ceſlation, if it ſhall be concluded on; I thought 
it moſt neceſlary for his Majeſtic's ſervice, and for the preventing of many ill 
effects that might follow, if a right underſtanding of this particular were not 
placed in your Army and good people here, to communicate your Letters of 
the 23d of April and the zd of May unto ſuch of your Council, as 1 was 
confident had right affections to your ſervice, and would caſily be ſatisfied and 


endeavour to ſatisfy others; that your Commands in this buſineſs had princi- 


pally for ground and end, the preſervation of this Kingdom and Army, and of 
your Proteſtant ſubjects in both; and to take their advice with me, through all 
the Treaty and the paſſages conducing thereunto. | EN | 

According to which, when 1 had made ſome entrance into the buſineſs, it 
became neceſſary to deſire the aſſiſtance of the Lords Juſtices, and conſequently 
impoſſible to negotiate that matter with that ſecrecy, but that it muſt be com- 
municated to the whole Councill. Nor was I unwilling it ſhould be fo, for 
that 1 was confident ſome of them, upon the light they had, would write 
ſlightly, if not maliciouſly, of it to London; which by a clearer knowledge 
given them, would be prevented, or at leaſt the excuſe of ignorance, or tak- 
ing up reports upon publick faith taken from them. For this and other rea- 


ſons, all tending to the vindication of your Majcſtic's Commands and Inten- 
tions from the calumnies which upon this occaſion were caſt upon them, I was 


reſolved and adviſed to produce your Letters at the Council Board, and from 
the Lords 25 to expect advice and aſſiſtance in purſuance of your pleaſure 


in that bchalf ſignified. 


After ſome debate there had of the matter and manner of treaty, and after 
ſome motions made by me, conducing (as I thought) to your Majeſtie's ſervice, 
which are inſerted into the collections of papers I ſend by this diſpatch to 
Mr. Secretary Nicholas, I deſired ſome of the Council might be appointed to 
go along with me to the treaty ; which being aſſented to, I alſo took with me 
ſome of the chief Officers of the Army, and proceeded therein, as by the col- 
letion may appear. „ 

If in the carriage of this great affair, ſo much beyond my skill, and above 
my experience, I have ſwerved from, or exceeded your Majeſtie's directions 
in the literal ſenſe, I have certainly guided my ſelf by that which, to the beſt 
of my underſtanding, was the ſcope of your Commands, and moſt for the ad- 
vantage of your ſervice, in the preſervation of this Kingdom for your Majeſty, 
the vindication of your Honour, and the continuance of the affections of this 
Army, and others your good ſubjects unto you. And in confidence of a gra- 
cious acceptance of my faithfull endeavours herein, I am bold to ſubſcribe my

1 laſt night I received a letter ſubſcribed by your Lordſhip, and the 
chief Officers ſerving under your command in Munſter, whereunto 1 
cannot give ſo large an anſwer as I deſire, and as my reſpect to your Lord- 
ſhip and them would induce me, by reaſon that this morning I am ready to 
take horſe, and follow the Army, which yeſterday I ſent forth. Therefore, I 
deſire your Lordſhip in my behalf to acknowledge unto them the very many 
good ſervices they have performed for his Majeſty, ſince their being employed 
by his authority in this Kingdom; and to aſſure them, that upon all occaſions 
I ſhall value their merits and perſons unto him to be ſuch as deſerve his gra- 
cious acceptance and favour; which I make no doubt will ſhine upon them to 
their ſatisfaction, honour, and advantage. | 

The thing deſired by your Lordſhip and them being very general, I will for 
the preſent give unto it only a general anſwer ; and yet ſince by the circum- 
ſtance of the treaty with the Lord Myuskerry, I ſuppoſe the matter intended by 
your Lordſhip and them, and wherein you deſire to receive direction and in- 
formation, is concerning my late treaty with him and others; and finding 
that his Majeſty's Commands in that particular have been by ſome miſunder- 
ſtood, I hold ir not unfit for the vindication of his Majeſtie's intentions, and 
the manifeſting of them to be no other than for the preſervation of this King-

IGHT truſty, &#c. Whereas by former Letters, dated the 23d of April 
and 3d of May, we have authorized our right truſty and right entirely 


beloved Couſin and Counſellor, James Marqueſs of Ormond, to treat and 


conclude with our ſubjects in that our Kingdom, who have taken armes there 
againſt us and our authority, for a Ceſlation of armes, for one whole year, as 


by our ſaid Letters more particularly may appear: And ſince that time, we have 


ſcen their propoſitions, and the ſaid Marqueſs his anſwer thereunto; which 
anſwer, as alſo his whole carriage and proceeding in the ſaid treaty, though 


we find good cauſe very well to approve of, yet we leave it to him to enlarge, 


alter, or add to his anſwers, as he ſhall ſee cauſe : And for his better authority 
and power to effect what he hath ſo well begun, theſe are to will and to 
rcquire you to cauſe our Commiſſion under our Great Seal of that our King- 
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dom to be made unto the ſaid Marqueſs, authorizing him to treat and conclude 
for us, and in our name with our ſaid ſubjects, upon a Ceſlation of Arms for 
one whole year, to begin at ſuch time, as to him {hall be thought fit; and 
upon ſuch articles or agreements, as to him in his judgement {hall ſeem moſt 
neceſlary for our ſervice, or otherwiſe to break off the ſaid Treaty, as he {hall 
ſee cauſe. And in caſe the ſaid Ceſſation ſhall be agreed and concluded upon 
before or after theſe our Letters ſhall come unto your hands, we do by theſe

{aid to have written to the Parliament, adviſing them to petition for a ſecond 
Treaty; and, if that ſhould be refuſed, a day and place might be aſſigned for 
a ſett battle; and that his Majeſtic ſhould be deſired to withdraw his Perſon 
from the hazard of it. Great is the confuſion and feare of that party, which 
thruſts them upon odious ſhifts for money and men, as impoſing an exciſe upan 
all kind of proviſions, and endeavouring to draw in the Scotts with large pro- 
miles of Papiſts and Prelates lands in the North. For this cmbaſſy were dc- 
ſigned the Earle of Rutland, the Lord Gray of Marte, of the Lords; Sir 
William Ermine, Sir Henry Vane the younger, one Hatcher and one more, 
whoſe name I remember not, from the Commons. It is reported the Lord 
Gray has refuſed the Honour, and is therefore committed to the Tower. The 
Earle of Rutland takes time to conſider, whether to the Tower or Scotland be 
che ſafer journey; but all the Commoners are ready for the negotiation. 

Her Majeſtie is ſafely arrived at Oxford, and her coming has added foe con- 
ſiderably to his Majeſtie's ſtrength, that my Lord of Eſſex Is retired towards 
London ; ſome ſay to Reading, and others to Stony Stratford, and others to 
Il indſor, which I the eaſier believe, for that I am aſſured by Mr. Secretary N:- 
cholas, that his forces exceed not 4000 foot, and 2000 horſe.

HEREAS the Lord Marques of Ormond hath demanded the opinions, 
as well of the Members appoynted from the Councell Board to afliſt 
his Lordſhip in the preſent Treaty, as of other Perſons of Honour and Com- 
mand, that have ſince the beginning thereof, repaired out of ſeverall parts of 
this Kingdome to his Lordſhip: They therefore ſeriouſly conſidering how 
much his Majeſty's Army here hath already ſuffered, through want of releife 
out of England, though the ſame was often preſſed and importuned by his 
moſt gratious Majeſtic, who hath left nothing unattempted, which might con- 
duce to their ſupport and maintenance, and unto what common miſery, not 
only the Officers and Souldiers, but others alſo his Majeſtie's good ſubjects 
within this Kingdome are reduced: And further, conſiderring how many of 
his Majeſty's principall forts and places of ſtrength are at this preſent in great 
diſtreſſe, and the eminent danger the Kingdome is like to fall into, and find. 
ing noe poſlibillity of proſecuting this warr, without large ſupplyes, whereof 
they can apprehend noc hope nor poſlibillity in due time; they for theſe cau- 
ſes doe conceive it neceſſary for his Majeſtie's Honour and ſervice, that the

No. CLXXIII. The Grounds and Motives inducing his Majeſty 
70 agree to a Ceſſation of Armes for one Year with the Roman 


Catholigues of Ireland. 


S there hath been no argument, with which the mindes and affections of 
our people have with more ſubtilty and malice been infected, and cor- 
rupted by the great authors and contrivers of this unnaturall and odious Re— 
bellion in England, than with the groſſe and ſenceleſs imputations of our neg- 
lect of our poor Proteſtant ſubjects in Ireland; ſoc there is noe calumny of 
theirs, againſt which we can with more confidence, clearneſs, and integrity ju- 
ſtify our ſelves and all our actions before God and man. We will not now 


troub ur ſelves with the remembring our ſeverall meſſages and importuni- 


ties to our two Houſes of Parliament in that buſineſs, our offer to engage our 


owne Royall Perſon in that warr, and the ſcornefull rejection of that offer; 


our conſenting to all propoſitions and acts propoſed to us for the raiſing of 
men, or providing of money for that ſervice, till it was evident that men and 


money being raiſed under pretence of quenching the Rebellion there, were 


both imployed in kindling and maintaining the Rebellion here; our granting 
a Commiſſion to perſons named by themſelves for the manageing the affaires 


of that Kingdom, according to inſtructions drawn by themſelves, not one of 
which have been obſerved by them. We ſhall have occaſion of publiſhing all 
theſe particulars in a full and cleare narration to the world, that all our good 
ſubjects may ſee, that the ſame men (and only they) who have brought all 
theſe miſeries and calamityes upon them here, have been the promoters (if 


not the contrivers) of the miſcries of their brethren in Ireland: By preventing 
thoſe remedies, and diverting that aſſiſtance, which being ſcaſonably applycd, 


might have eaſed that poor people of many of thoſe calamities they have ſince 


endured. But for the preſent, we ſhall only (being to publiſh the articles of 


Ceſſation agreed on our behalfe by the perſons truſted by us in that Kingdome) 
let our good ſubjects briefly know the grounds and circumſtances of that Treaty 


and concluſion. Rn; 
About the month of November laſt (after we had been advertiſed, as well 


by our Councill Board of that Kingdome, as by ſeveral petitions and remon- 


ſtrances of all the principall Commanders and Officers of our Army, of the 
miſcrable condition of our forces there, by the extreame want of money, vic- 
tualls and ammunition, of which they were ſoc farr from being like to receive 
ſupply from our two Houſes here, who had undertaken to defray thoſe charges, 
that we had had too ſad experience that both the mony raiſed by act of Par- 
liament, and the men raiſed by our own Commiſſion for that purpoſe, were 
imployed againſt us in that rebellious Army, which not long before had given 
us batraile) a ſhort petition was ſent to us by the Lords Juſtices and Councill of 
that Kingdome, which they had received in the name of the Roman Catholi- 


_ ques of our Kingdome of Ireland, directed to us, in which nothing was de- 


ſired of us, but that we would appoynt ſome perſons to heare what they could 
4 lay 
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ſay for themſelves, with many expreſſions of duty and ſubmiſſion to us. Shortly 
after, in the end of that month or beginning of December, the Committee 
for Ireland attended us at Oxford, and ſet forth by their petition, that all paſ- 
ſages, by which comfort and life ſhould be conveyed unto that gaſping King- 
dome, ſeemed totally to be obſtructed; and that unleſs timely relief were af- 
forded, our loyall ſubjects muſt yeild their fortunes a prey, their lives a facri- 
fice, and their Religion a ſcorne to the mercileſſe Rebells. 

Hereupon we granted a Commiſſion to ſome perſons of Honour and Truſt, 
to meet and conferr with ſuch perſons as the Rebells ſhould imploy ; but with- 
out power to conclude any thing, or with other authority, than only to receiye 
ſuch propoſitions as they ſhould make, and to derive the ſame to us. The 


meeting upon this Commiſſion produced little effect, inſomuch that the Lieu- 


tenant Generall of our Army there, (whom we truſted principally in that Com- 
miſſion) being unſatisfied with the cavills and proceedings of the Rebells, in 
February marched out with 2500 foot, and 500 horſe to force victuall and 
proviſion from them for the ſubſiſtence of our Army. In which expedition, 
he performed thoſe good ſervices which are known to moſt men; ſo that all 
men may obſerve the diſcourſe or expectation of a Treaty cauſed us not to 
omitt any opportunity which was offered for our advantage. No ſucceſſe of 
our Army there (tho God bleſſed it then with a very great victory) could ſupply 


the extream wants they ſuffered by not having received any reliefe, either of 
mony or victuall, in above four months from hence; and therefore the Lords 
Juſtices and Councill, by their Letters of the 16th of March, ſignified unto us, 


that the State and Army there were in very terrible want of meanes to ſup- 
port a warre; and unleſſe ſupplyes of money, munition, armes, cloathes, and 
other abiliments of warr were ſpeedily ſent thither, there was little hope to 
eſcape utter deſtruQion and loſſe of the Kingdome. And by their Letters of 
the 4th of July, after mentioning how often, and how much in vaine they 
had recommended this condition to the two Houſes, they told us plainly, that 
unleſs the ſupplies then mentioned in their Letters to the Speaker of the Houſe 
of Commons (a coppie of which was ſent to us) were forthwith ſent to them, 
that our Army would be forced through wants to disband or depart the King- 
dom; and that there would be nothing to be expected there but the inſtant 


loſſe of the Kingdome, and the deſtruction of the remnant of our good ſub- 


jects yet left there. Inſtead of any redreſſe or relief, according to theſe Let- 
ters, ſuch ſhippes as were by the care and charity of ſome well affected per- 


ſons, provided to tranſport clothes and victualls to them, were in their voyage 


thither ſeized and taken by the ſhips under the command of the Earle of War- 
Wick; and inſtead of endeayours to ſend more forces thither, attempts were 
made to draw the Scotch forces from thence into this Kingdome ; ſoe that we 
thought our ſelves bound in duty and conſcience, ſince it was not in our power 
otherwiſe to preſerve the Kingdome from utter ruine, at leaſt to admit any ex- 
pedient which, with God's bleſſing, might be a meanes to preſerve that peo- 
ple; and therefore we directed the Lord Marqueſſe of Ormonde, whom for his 
courage, affection and loyalty, we had made our Lieutenant General of that 


our Army, and who, having gotten ſoe many notable victories upon the Re- 
bells, was very well approved of by the two Houſes of Parliament, to agree 


on our bchalfe to ſuch a Ceſſation of Armes with the Rebells, as upon his 


underſtanding and knowledge of the condition of our affaires there, ſhould be 


thought rcaſonable. Re | 
This Ceſſation was concluded on the 15th day of September for one whole 
yeare; and the articles thereof, printed at Dublin, were ſent to us by our Lords 
Juſtices and Councill, and arrived here on Saturday laſt, with a letter from 
them to one of our Secretarys, expreſſing the great ſufferings of our Army 
there, through want of reliefe out of England. We have thought fit, _ 
| 4 this 
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this true and plaine relation to publiſh the ſaid articles according to the copy 
ſent us, that all our good ſubjects may ſee how we have proceeded herein, and 
what opinion the principall perſons, as well of our Councill as the Officers 
of our Army there, have of this Ceſſation, may appeare by the teſtimony 
which we have cauſed to be printed after the articles, with their names who 
have ſet their hands to the ſame. And let all our good ſubjects be aſſured, 


that as we have for theſe reaſons, and with caution and deliberation, conſented 


to this preparation to Peace, and to that purpoſe doe continue our Parliament 
there; ſoe we ſhall proceed in the accompliſhing thereof with that care and 
circumſpection, that we ſhall not admitt even Peace it ſelfe, otherwiſe than as 
it may be agreable to conſcience, honour, and juſticc.

1 Am unable to expreſs the acknowledgments due to the great obligations 
you have put upon me, and the intereſt you have allowed me in your 
favour; only in a word, be aſſured I am moſt faithfully and affectionately your 
Lordſhips upon all occaſions wherein endeayours may conduce to your ſervice. 
By diſcourſe with ſome well diſpoſed of the other party, I find them much 
unſettled concerning a Parliament here, the validity of the preſent being doubt- 
full and hardly to be truſted unto for the ſettlement of a Kingdome ; beſides 
the prejudice that may fall out by the diſpoſition of many Members of whom 
they are ſuſpitious; and to call a new one, they are as fearfull of ſome tumul- 


tuous election likely to be made of their own ſide. By what J obſerve, they 


are rather inclined by their Agents into England to endeavour ſome preſent 
aſſurance of pardon and other fitt conditions, if ſuch a courſe could be found 
to be ſecure, untill it might be confirmed in a more ſettled time by act of 
Parliament. In my poorc opinion, if this Parliament be valid, I ſhould con- 
ceive it beſt to have it (ill kept up by adjornment, only to paſs and confirme 
ſuch bills as ſhould be agreed of in England by their Agents and his Majeſtic's 
Miniſters imployed thither, ſo there be a fit choice made of thoſe that ſhall 
repaire unto his Majcſtic on both ſides. 

I ſhall deſire your Lordſhip to be ſparing in calling away any of the Engliſb 
forces in this Province as yet; for though I doe not find bur that the Ceſſation 
is likely to be obeyed here, yet there are ſome turbulent diſpoſitions fitt to be 
awed, and the beſt affected will be encouraged thereby. 

I am informed from Limerict, that the Agent from Rome coming thither with 
ſome twenty horſe, found the gates ſhutt againſt him with a compliment from 
the Magiſtrates, that they were ſorry he had undertaken ſoc tedious and trou- 
bleſome a journey at ſoc unſeaſonable a time, when all the citty was buſily 
imployed in matters of great conſequence, in chooſing of Magiſtrates: for this 
next yeare, and the applotting of above 800/. towards the firſt payment of 
the 300007; which did ſoe diſtract them, that they could not give him fit at- 
tendance; but offered to lodge him a mile off the city, and he ſhould know 
the next day their reſolution concerning his admittance. He replycd, that if 
they were not at lciſure to reccive him then, he would not attend their leiſure 
the next day, and ſoc went his wayes; and the powring an Excommunication 
upon them by their owne Clergy of the towne, is the concluſion of this ſtory, 
delivered me for a ſecret, though 1 know not how it can prove ſoc. 

It is reported that the Councill, who aſſume the title of Supreame, are gone or 
going to Limerick; but I believe they that have declined the Apoſtolicall Bene- 
diction, after ſuch a treſpaſs, will not admitt their temporall power within their 
walls. Z 2 | I am 
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I am informed that my Lord of Muskery, Sir Luke Dillon, Mr. Pluncket, 
Patrick Darcy, and Geffrey Browne are now abſent from that Councill; which 


makes me very doubtfull, that the remaine of them have neither the judg- 


ment nor inclination to give timely ſatisfaction in that important affaire now 
in agitation amongſt them. | 

There is greate want of the Commiſſion here for the ſettling of quarters, 
wherein I am ſure to ſuffer, and I feare the aplottment of the firſt payment, 
which is to be only cattle in this Province, will hardly come in due time, hay. 
ing not been yet begun withall, as I am informed. There hath been no omiſ- 
ſion to ſtirre them up to take a ſpeedy courſe therein, if their own diſſenſions 
be not an interruption thereto. | 

I humbly deſire to know the certainty of your reſolutions for England, the 
time of going, and intentions of ſtay there, and in abſence, to whom to di- 
rect my diſpatches to be ſafely conveyed over. The confidence I have that this 


will come ſafely to you, makes me neglect the uſe of the other paper, which

The Commiſſion for continuance of 
the preſent Parliament in Ireland is now ſent over, and your Lordſhip's pru- 
dence in inſiſting ſo much for the continuance thereof, is here very much ap- 
proved of. And indeed I may not forbear to tell your Lordſhip, that you pro- 


ceeded in the Treaty concerning the Ceſſation with ſo much caution and ſince- 


rity, (as appears by the particular paſſages of that buſineſs) as hath plainly ſnewed 
you had therein no eye but to his Majeſtie's honour and ſervice; which hath 
acquired your Lordſhip much honour and eſteem on this ſide, amongſt all per- 
ſons of integrity and right affections. | | | 

By your Lordſhip's of the 19th of Auguſt laſt, I had the honour to receive 
a particular aſſurance of your Lordſhip's well meaning to me: but in theſe 
times of neceſlity, I am not ſo bold a Courtier (though I want not for ſtore 
of preſidents) as to move the King for any thing for my ſelf; and though for 
theſe two years (wherein I have had the honour to be one of his Majeſtic's 


principal Secretaries) I have had a good ſhare of trouble and pains, and have 
been plundered by the Rebels of above the value of 2000 J; yet I have not 


had any ſuite to the King, nor received from him to the value of ſix-pence 
by way of reward, or ſo much as my ordinary ſalary. I am much bound to 


your Lordſhip for thinking of one, and ſhall not faile to pay you the duty of 


an affectionate ſervant upon all occaſions. 


The King is now (thanks be to God) in a very good condition, being ablc 
on any good occaſion to draw forth from his quarters hereabouts near 1 5000 
foote and horſe; beſides about 4000 which the Lord Hopton hath about Bri- 
col, and beſides the forces in the Weſt, in Wales, and in Shropſhire. And the 
Marqueſs of Newcaſtle hath lately ſo ſettled the affairs in the North, and ſo 


ſeaſonably and fully recruited his Army there, as he deſires nothing more, than 


that the Scots would come to viſit Newcaſtle. The King hath put a garriſon 


into Reading, where he hath 4000 foote, which much troubles the Rebels at 
London, who treaten to ſend forces to beat them thence : but we do not 
much apprehend that rebellious crew ſince they were beaten lately at Newberry. 


There are great ſtore of ſhips and ordinance at Dartmouth (which was lately 
rendered to the King) making fit for ſea ſervice. _— 
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We hear that the Rebels of London are packing their goods away for Ne 
England and other foreign parts; their own diſſenſions increaſing daily amongſt 
themſelves; which God continue, and ſend us a ſpeedy peace. So prayeth,

Received your letter of the 3d of this month the 13th, and, a good while 
ſince, his Majeſtie's Letters concerning you by Mr. Kettleby; but have long 


\ 


before that deſired ſome ground for an intercourſe with you this way; which 


now I deſire may be frequent in what ſhall concerne the King's ſervice, or in 
any thing elſe, whercin I may be of particular uſe to you. 8 

In place of that one peece of Mr. Carpenters which was not mounted, or 
together with it, I know not whether, I have procured out of his Majeſtie's ſtore 


here four demi-culverins, and two whole culverins, all iron, mounted, with 


their appurtenances to lade and diſcharge them, to be ſent in Captain Thomas 
Bartlet's; as allo 400 demi-culverin, and 200 culycrin ſhot. Some ſmall quan- 
tity of powder I ſhall get, and ſome match; but thoſe commodities are ex- 
ceeding ſcarce here, and ſo is money, elſe it had been in better proportion. 

And now I am to inform you that, by his Majeſtie's Command, I am pre- 
paring to tranſport part of his Army here to his ſervice there ; and I truſt it 
will be to the number of 3000 foote at the leaſt, and zoo horſe. The main 
difficulty J find in the work is ſhipping to tranſporte, and ſafely to convoy them 
to that port of CHeſter, whither, by the King's Command, I am directed. 
This want is much increaſed, and our ſupply thereof made almoſt impoſſible, 


by the coming hither and lying here of certain Parliament ſhips, who hinder | 


the coming in of veſſels, and the relief they would bring us, not only to the 
difficulting of this ſervice, but to the deſtruction of his Majeſtie's Proteſtant 
ſubjeAs here. Which foreſceing might happen, I humbly beſought his Majc- 
ſty in two former diſpatches, and do now again renew it, that he would im- 
mediately command hither ſome ſhips of force, for the ſecurity of man 

Our, 
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bour, and the waftage of that part of his Army. And this was promiſed by 
letters of the 8th of September from Sudely, but yet we hear nothing ot 
them. 

In thoſe former diſpatches I expreſſed, as neate as words could doe it, at 
leaſt any of mine, the miſerable wants the Souldicr had ſuſtained here, and how 
abſolutely neceſſary it would be to have proviſion in good meaſure made for 
them of victuals, money, cloathes, ſhoes and ſtockings ; without which they 
would not only be unſerviceable, but very ſeduceable, by thoſe that doubtleſs 
will attempt to corrupt both them and their Othcers from their allegiance. 
Which 1 inform you of, becauſe I underſtand you are principally, and deſcr- 
vedly, truſted by his Majeſty in thoſe parts; and to the end you may ſet the 
uttermoſt of your endeavours awork to prevent the danger the wants of the 
Army, when it ſhall arrive (if it ſo pleaſe God) on that ſide, may bring upon 
his Majeſtie's ſervice ; which would be an unſpeakable grief to me to ſee ſuffer 
by that means, whereby I have endeayoured, and have good hope to ſee it ad- 


vantaged: And though I preſume his Majeſty hath taken care of this, yet I 


accompt it a neceſlary diſcharge of my duty, not to omit the repreſenting of 


our condition in preſent, and what elſe I conceive conducing to the good 


conduct of this maine deſign, to thoſe affectionate to, and employed in, his 

ſervice. | EE 
Captain Morris, mentioned in your lettcr, was gone hence before Captain 

Bartlett arrived; but his return is expected with the next fair wind from Mil- 


ford. If he come during my ſtay here, I will give him all the furtherance I 


can.

May it pleaſe your Grace, 


Keceived your letter of the 15th of this month, and in it ſoe noble ex- 
1 preſſions of your favour to me, that I dare only own them, as they pro- 
ceed from an exceſſe of civility in your Grace; and as a direction unto me to 
become more ſerviceable to our gracious Maſter, whereunto my power holds 
no proportion with my will, or to the infinite obligations that are upon me 
Aa a — to 
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to be ſoc. But I dare ſay I have contended with as many difficulties to enable 
my ſelfe to offer my poore mite, as thoſe that have been more fortunate in 
their undertakings; and of my mean endeavours, I yet hope ſome advantage 
may redound to his ſervice, notwithſtanding all the arts that are uſed to inter- 
rupt it, and calumniate me. And now beſeeching your Grace to receive my 
humble acknowledgments in carneſt of the reall ſervices I reſolve to pay you, 
give me leave to let you know what is done in thoſe things you were pleaſed 
to command me. 

Captain Thomas Bartlett hath aboard him fourteen barrels of powder, and 
ſome ſmall proportion of match for the uſe of the ordinance he carries with 
him; which are four demy-culverin mounted with all appurtenances, and 400 
ſhot for them ; two whole culverin would have been ſent, but that the maſt 
of his ſhipp would not beare them; when your Grace ſhall find means to con- 
vey them, they will be readily ſent. | 

The pieces are conſigned to Mr. Bulkley at Beaumoris, and ſoe is the pow. 
der, except one bartell, which is for Captain Bartlett's owne proviſion. The 
Lord Archbiſhop of Dublin paicd 5 J. a barrell for ten barrells, and J as much 
for four. This is, except money, the ſcarceſt commodity with us; but leſt 
this proportion ſhould not anſwer his Majeſtie's occaſions in thoſe parts, I 
have a week ſince ſent blank warrants or paſles for ſuch 1r:/þ or outlandiſh 


Merchants or Captains of ſhipps, as are at Wexford, or in any other port in 


the power of the Iriſh, whereby they are promiſed, if they goe to Beay- 
moris or Cheſter with powder, armes, or any other neceſſarys for warr, that 
they ſhall receive ready money for ſuch wares, and free liberty to depatt when 
they have ſold them: And divers letters to the ſame effect I have written to 


your Grace and the Sheriffe of Angleſey; the blank, both in the letters and 


paſſes, will be filled up in another hand than the letters are written in, as the 
names are of thoſe that ſhall undertake the buſineſs. And here I muſt aske 
your Grace pardon for docing this without your approbation, which was, be- 
cauſe I was loth to loſe ſoe much time as the uncertainty of winter pal- 
ſages (being alſoe obſtructed by ſome Parliament ſhips) might require: And 


for ought I know, thoſe things may be come to thoſe places ere now; for 


I was put in good hope the buſineſs would be undertaken, and ſpeedily ef: 
fected. | | | 
About the 26th of the laſt month, there arrived here letters to the Lords 
Juſtices and me from his Majeſtie, directing, that in caſe a Ceſſation of Armes 
were concluded on, ſuch part of his Army as might be ſpared from garriſon- 
ing the moſt important places of this Province, ſhould be, with all convenient 
ſpeed, tranſported to his ſervice in England. To this I find a ready inclina- 
tion in the beſt and moſt conſiderable part of the Army, though here have 
been, and is ſtill, great induſtry uſed to corrupt the Officers, and debauch the 
Souldiers. But the greateſt difficulty I meet with, is the want of ſhipping for 


their tranſportation, and the greateſt danger I feare when they are landed on 


the other ſide, that if proviſion of ſhoes, ſtockings, clothes and money be not 
inſtantly made for them, it will be caſy to ſeduce them with likely promiſes 
of having thoſe wants ſupplyed. And I make little doubt, but the Rebells 
there will promiſe all this, and perform as much as they can of it : Which, 


if not prevented by timely proviſion to be made for Officers and Souldiers by 


his Majeſtie's ſervants, this part of the Army will not only be uſeleſſe to his 
Majeſtie, but perhaps be drawn in a great part to fight againſt him. 

Thus much I have written to Mr. Orlando Bridgman to Cheſter by this 
bearer, becauſe I find he is truſted by his Majeſtie here; and I hold it fit to 
ſay as much to your Grace, ſince I know none more able or willing to ſerve

No. CLXXXII. The Lords Juſtices and Council of Ireland to the 
Speakers of the two Houſes of Parliament in England. 


Our very good Lord, and Mr. Speaker of the Commons Houſe in Parliament, 


OUR joint letters of the 4th of July laſt, directed to us, were ſoe long 


in comeing, as they came not to our hands untill the 6th of October. 

By thoſe your letters you ſignitie, that the Lords and Commons in Parlia- 
ment have commanded you to let us know, that they have ſcene our letters 
of the roth of June, directed to the Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, ac- 
companied with an act of ſtate in the preamble, whereof there is an expreſſion 
to this effect, That our preſent difficulties are occaſioned through the failer 
of the Houſes of Parliament in England, who undertooke the charge of this 
Warr. To which expreſſion (it ſeems) exception is taken, and interpretations 


made thereof, farr otherwiſe (wee are ſure) than was intended by us, and (as 


wee conceive) otherwiſe than the true ſenſe of thoſe words can beare. 
It is true, that when wee were neceſſitated to ſett on foote the new impoſi- 
tion raiſed here in nature of an exciſe, towards keepeing this Army from pe- 


riſhing by famine, it became neceſſary to expreſs (in the Act of Councell 


whereby wee ordered it) the reaſons induceing us to ſett on foote here a thing 
ſoe unknowne to his Majeſtic's Lawes and gracious Government, and the dif- 
ficulties wherewith we contended; which did neceſſitate that reſolution ; and in 


expreſſing thoſe difficulties, wee uſed that expreſſion, to ſhew whence our dif- 


ficulties were occaſioned; and that wee have therein declared the truth, wee 
crave leave to minde you of ſome particulars. 


If wee ſhould looke ſoc farr back as to repeate the ſubſtance of many diſ- 


patches ſent from this Board ſince the begining of this Rebellion, ſome to our 
very good Lord the Lord Lieutenant of this Kingdome, ſome to the Lords and 
others Members of both Houſes (his Majeſtie's Commiſſioners for the affaires 
of this Kingdome) and ſome to the Speaker of the Commons Houſe of Par- 
liament there, it would proove a voluminous work ; and therefore wee for- 


| beare to looke further back into thoſe diſpatches, than to the tyme, when the 


Committee ſent thence hither, were here, who, at theire arrivall here in the 
end of October 1642, brought with them ſome money and proviſions, bur farr 
ſhort of that, which the neceſſities of this Armie required; and indeede ſoe 
inconſiderable, in reſpect of thoſe neceſſityes, as even before that Committee 
departed hence, they ſaw the money they had brought wholly iſſued, and the 
high and unavoidable neceſſitie of a further ſpeedie and plentifull ſupply of 
money and other proviſions. | Oo 

By letters from this Board of the zcth of January 1642, and directed to 
the Speaker of the Commons Houle of Parliament there, it was ſignified thi- 
ther, that the proviſions of victualls heere were then at the very bottome, 
that that Committce then heere had certified thither thoſe wants. | 

That if a plentifull ſupply of victualls arrived not heere very ſpeedily, the 
Army could not ſubſiſt; but muſt have beene conſtrained to disband, to the 
loſs of this Kingdome, and utter deſtruction of the few ſubjects heere. That 
the want of treaſure heere to pay the Armie, enforced this Board to iſſue vic- 
tuall to the common Soldier, and others, towards their pay, which did the 
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ſooner exhauſt the magazines of victuall. That the Captains and other Officers 
(not having had releife that way) were reduced to great extremities, as had $51 
beene formerly often repreſented thither; and therefore this Board by the ſaid 1 
letters then moved, that treaſure might be ſent us (ſpeedily, ſoe to redeeme EY 
the Officers from the calamities they ſuffered, and this Board from their un- 
ſupportable clamors; and to enable the payment of ſome part in money to 
the comon Soldier, ſoe to make the victuall, wee then expected, to hold out 1 
the longer. It was alſoe by thoſe letters then advertiſed thither, that the ex. 3 
tremities of the Officers of the Armie had begot ſo much diſcontent amongſt | 
them, as diyers Collonells and others of them preſented at this Board a Re- 
| monſtrance, whereof a coppy was then ſent incloſed in the ſaid letters; which 
| Remonſtrance did exceedingly trouble and perplex us, leaſt it might begett 
ſuch diſtractions amongſt us, as might give too much advantage to the Rebells. 
i But after full debate thereof at this Board, it was here directed, that (in preſent 
"1 to render ſome ſubſiſtence to the Officers, untill treaſure arrived forth of Eng- 
land) every man in this cittie ſhould bring in halfe of his plate, to bee paid 
for it when treaſure arrived. Whereupon ſome plate was brought in, and 
applyed towards the Armie. This Board did alſoe fignifie by thoſe letters, that 
without ſome ſpeedie releife forth of England, the burden heare was become 
j too heavie to bee borne; and therefore, in diſcharge of our dutie to God, 
ky to our gracious Soveraigne, to that Kingdome and to this, wee held our ſelves 
bound cheerefully to make knowne, that unleſſe wee were ſpeedily ſupplyed 
4 from thence with money, armes, and victualls, it would bee impoſſible for us 1 
| any further to proſecute this warr, or to preſerve from ſuddaine confuſion this Hg 
| State and Government; ſoe highly did the diſcontent of the Officers, and the | 
| | diſorder of the Soldier threaten us, that it might eaſily bee apprehended what 
| in all humane probabilitic muſt become of us, when it was then evident, that 
| heere was noe money, nor any poſlibilitic of procuring any in this cittie, when 
l our victualls were ſpent, when a great part of the Armie had noe armes, when 
ö wee doubted and feared, for the reaſons in thoſe letters expreſſed, that the 
.- Soldiers would make prey of us, and this cittie at laſt; and when wee ſaw 
that the deſtruction then threatned againſt us muſt then goe farther, even to 
the loſle of this Crowne and Kingdome, and to the highly endangering of 
that Kingdome alſoe, which for the honour of his Majeſtic, and the Engliſb 
Nation, wee by our ſaid Letters deſired might (by the wiſdome of that ho- 
nourable Houſe) be ſpeedily prevented, by haſtening away with all poſſible ſpeede 
ſupply of money, armes, and victualls. | | 
By other letters of this Board directed to Mr. Speaker, and dated the ſaid 
20th of January 1642, it was advertiſed thither, that it was become of abſo- 
lute neceſlitie, that there ſhould bee ſent us from thence ſpecdily ſix hundred 
able light geldings for recruits, to bee defaulked out of the entertainements of 
thoſe that ſhould receive them. | | 
By other letters from this Board of the ſame date, directed to Mr. Speaker, 
it was ſignified thither, that wee had contracted an agreement heere with Theo 
dor Scowte and Jacob Ablin, Merchants, that Anthony Ticens in London, or 
Daniell Wibrant in Amſterdam ſhould receive ſeaven thouſand cight hundred 
fourſcore and thirteene pounds, three ſhillings, for which the ſaid Theodor 
and Jacob had undertaken by theire agreement with us to buy in Holland, 
and to tranſport from thence hither, att their own charge and adventure, ſe- 
verall proportions of armes, mentioned in a docquett then ſent, incloſed in 
our ſaid letters; and they undertooke ſoe to ſecure it by inſurance, and to 
provide ſuch a ſhipp of force, as wee might bee aſſured to haye all thoſe armes 
arrive heere by the 10th of March now laſt paſt. And wee by our ſaid letters 
carneſtly beſought, that the ſaid ſumme of ſeaven thouſand eight hundred 


foureſcore and thirteene pounds, three ſhillings, might, by order of that ho-

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nourable Houſe bee ſpeedily paid to the ſaid Ticens or Wibrant, that ſoc 
thoſe proviſions might arrive here by the roth of March, that wee might not 
looſe the advantage of the then next ſpring, for recovery of ſuch of the ſea 
ports, and other places of importance, as the Rebells had gotten, and for pro- 
ceeding effectually in this Warr. | : 

Thele letters alſoe moved for other proviſions of warr, which we conceived 
might bee had in England in reaſonable tyme; and wee then ſent a docquett 
of thoſe alſoe, deſireing carneſtly they might be ſent us ſpcedily. | 

And although there was an Agent ſent from hence in November 1641, to 
ſollicit the diſpatches ſent from hence, who attended at London when thole 
our letters were ſent hence; yett of ſoe great importance was that diſpatch, 
requireing inſtant and ſpeedie anſwere and ſupply from thence, as wee adjudged 
it neceſſarie to give ſpeciall inſtructions to the Lord Conway and others, (be- 
ſides that Agent then there attending) to move his Majeſtic, and ſollicit the 
Houſes of Parliament to haſten unto us, with all poſlible ſpecde, the proviſions 
in thoſe three letters mentioned. | | 

And that there might nothing bee omitted that by ſolicitation could bee 
obtained, there were Agents alſoe ſent thither from the Armie to ſollicit for 
them. 

By letters from this Board of the 2oth of February 1642, directed to Mr. 
Speaker, wee againe deſired with all poſſible earneſtneſs, that the proviſions of 
all ſorts, expreſſed in thoſe three letters of the 2oth of January, and in the 
docquetts therewith ſent, might bee haſtened to us; and that the ſaid ſeaven 
thouſand eight hundred fourcſcore and thirteene pounds three ſhillings for 
armes to bee provided in Holland, might be ſpeedily paid. And in thoſe laſt 
letters, wee againe ſignificd our miſerable and unſpeakable wants of victualls, 
armes, ammunition, money, and clothes, ſhoocs, and other” neceſſaries; and 
that if the ſupplics wee moved for came not ſpeedily, that wee were unavoid- 
ably in danger to be as much devoured by our owne wants, as by the ſword 
of the Rebells; and that our want of corne was ſoc much the more, in re- 
gard that in confidence to bee plentifully ſupplyed forth of England, wee 
cauſed great deſtruction to bee made of corne, there beeing indeede nothing 
conduceing more to the deſtruction of the Rebells then the burneing of all 
corne. We alſo then ſignified the neceſſitie of ſending a further ſupply of 
powder and matche, and wee declared, that noe words could ſufficiently ex- 


preſſe the greatneſs of the danger wee ſhould incurr, if our ſupplyes came not 


ſpeedily. That the plate brought in amounted not to twelve hundred pounds, 
a ſume very inconſiderable towards relief of the Officers. 

By letters of this Board of the 25th of February 1642, directed to Mr. Speaker, 
wee ſignified, that when our meanes from thence failed, and our credits could 
hould out noc longer, wee were conſtrained towards releife of the Armie, 
to force from the Proteſtant Merchants here, as well Engliſh as ſtrangers, not 
only the commodities they had brought hither, but the native commodities 
alſoe, undertakeing to them that they ſhould receive payment at London, which 
failing, that thoſe that would ſupply us were diſheartened, and durſt not come 
hither with commodities. Wherefore wee againe by thoſe letters beſought 


ſpeedy ſupply from thence, declaring that otherwiſe the Armie and wee muſt 


periſh; and foe farr were wee tranſported with greife in the conſideration of 
the high extremities of this Kingdome and Army, as wee did by thoſe letters 
lament, for the ſhame and diſhonour which wee then foreſaw would reflect 
upon the Engliſh Nation, if then, after ſoe long and often forewarnings given 
by us to that honourable Houſe, this Kingdome were loſt, and that for want 


of ſupplyes from thence ; wherein wee then declared, that all the comfort 


left us was, that wee had done our parts, and diſcharged our duties to God, to 
Bbb his

his Majeſtic, and to all his Kingdomes, who muſt have borne their parts with 
us in ſo heavie a loſs. | 
By letters from this Board, dated the 23d of March 1642, directed to Mr. 
Speaker, wee ſignified that our wants enforced us to diſtribute the Soldiers for 
their victualls in and throughout this cittie and ſuburbs, which wee ſignified 
could not long hould, conſidering the povertie of this place; and therefore to 
avoid utter confuſion, wee did againe and againe beſeech moſt earneſtly that 
above all things victualls and munition might be ſent us ſpeedily, and that mo- 
ney, armes, clothes, ſhooes, and other proviſions might bee alſoe ſent, declar. 
ing that if they yet came ſpeedily, the Kingdome and his Majeſtie's Forces 
heere might bee thereby redeemed out of part of theire diſtreſſes, and wee en- 
abled (by the bleſſing of God) to give his Majeſtic ſuch an accompt of this 
Kingdome, as would bee for the glory of the King our Maſter, and the ho- 
nour of the Engliſh Nation in the ſubducing this horrid Rebellion, which by 
reaſon of our wants (and in noe other reſpect) was then growen very terrible; 
and wee did againe call for the proviſions moved for by our ſeverall former 
letters of the Zoth of January and 2oth of February, and for the payment of 
the ſeaven thouſand eight hundred foureſcore and thirteene pounds three ſhil- 
lings for armes to bee provided in Holland, and thoſe alſoe which we expect. 
ed from London, declaring that unleſs thoſe ſupplies came, wee ſhould bee 
diſabled from doeing ſervice on the Rebells the then next ſpring, or the then 
ſucceedeing ſummer, and muſt undoubtedly putt the Rebells into a condition 
of prevailcing againſt us, which wee well beleeved the Kingdome of England 
would never have permitted againſt ſoe faithful! ſervants and valiant Soldiers 
as his Majeſtic yett had here. By thoſe letters alſoe wee ſignified, that it was 
neceſſarie that there ſhould bee heere at this harbor of Dublin by the middle 
of April at leaſt two ſhipps of good ſtrength, and that the ſhipps deſigned 
for guarding the other partes of the coaſts of the Kingdome ſhould be haſten- 
ed away with all poſſible ſpeede. b 12 
By letters from this Board, directed to Mr. Speaker, dated the 4th of Aprill 
1643, wee repreſented againe the unſpeakeable miſeries of the Officers and 
Souldiers for want of all things, and all thoſe made the more unſupportable 
in the want of foode, and that this cittie was then apparently found to bee 
unable to helpe us, as it had formerly done, and repeated againe in as lively 
termes as wee could, the high extremities fallen and increaſing upon us, de- 
claring that wee were enforced to ſee who had any thing yett left him, not 
taken from him to helpe us; and that although there were but fewe ſuch, and 
ſome poore Merchants whom wee had formerly (by the lawe of neceſſitie) ut- 
terly undon, yet that wee were forced to wreſt theire commodities from them. 
That there were few here of our ſelves or others that had not felt theire patts 
in the enforced rigor of our proceedeings towards preſerveing the Armie, and 
wee earneſtly deſired that his Majeſtie and the Engliſb Nation might not ſuffer 
ſoe great, if not irrecoverable, prejudice and diſhonour, as muſt unavoidably 
bee the conſequence of our not beeing releeved ſuddainely; but that yett (al- 
though it were then even almoſt at the pointe to bee too late) ſupplies of 
victualls and munition in preſent might bee haſtened hither to keepe life un- 
till the reſt might follow, declareing alſoe, that there was noe victuall in the 
ſtore, and that there would not bee an hundred barrels of powder left when 
the out guariſſions (as they muſt then inſtantly have beene) were ſupplyed, 
and that the reſidue of our proviſions muſt alſoe come ſpeedily after, or other- 
wiſe that England could not hope to ſecure Ireland, or ſecure themſelves a- 
gainſt Ireland; but in the loſs of it, muſt look for ſuch enemies from hence 
as would perpetually diſturbe the peace of his Majeſtic and his Kingdome of 
England, and among them by ſea and land, as we had often formerly N 
| | _— | ente 
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rented thither; which miſcheifes wee ſignified might then be prevented, if wee 
were but yet then forthwith enabled from thence with meanes to overcome 
this Rebellion. Wee then alſoe againe renewed our requeſts for the proviſions 
mentioned in our letters of the 2oth of January, and for the payment of the 
ſeaven thouſand eight hundred foureſcore and thirteene pounds three ſhillings 
for armes to bee provided in Holland, beſides thoſe wee expected from Lon- 
don. Wee then alſoe ſent encloſed in out letters to Mr. Speaker a copie of a 
writcing ſigned by ſundry Officers of the Armie, which was in a ſtile threat- 
ning much danger, whereby appeared the high neceſſitie of haſtening treaſure 
hither to pay them and the reſt of the Officers, and provide victuall for the 
ſoldier. | | | | 

On the roth of Aprill 1643, wee received letters from Mr. Speaker of the 
17th of March, in anſwere of our letters of the 2oth and 25th of February. 
Thoſe letters from Mr. Speaker adviſed free trade and truck to bee given to 
Merchants, by takeing our native commodities that cannot bee manufactured 
heere, for theire corne, and other victuall, and carrying them into England, 
or other places not prohibited. | | h 

And by our letters directed to Mr. Speaker, dated the 22d of Aprill, in an- 
ſwere of his ſaid letters of the 17th of March, wee made it appeare, that that 
deſigne could not hold to derive benefitt to this Armie. By thoſe our letters 


wie ſignified alſoe, that the neceſſitics of the Armie till preſſed us by degrees 


to breake the Merchants here, by wreſting their commodities from them, upon 
promis of ſatisfaction in England. That the faileing of that ſatisfaction in 
England, as it had undone them, ſoc had it infinitely prejudiced the ſervice 
here. That wee engaged the word of this State to procure payment to many 
others out of the next treaſure that ſhall arrive forth of England; which 
courſes (though very hard) did help us for a tyme. That when thoſe failed, wee 
began at our ſelves, then at others, then at all fratcrnities and corporations, as 
bakers, bruers, butchers, vintners, and the like; then at all particular perſons 
obſerved to have any viſible ſubſtance, not beeing able to ſpare poore men 


| who (to gaine a poore liveing) made profeſſion, ſome of ſelling hott- waters, 


and ſome of cutting tobaccoe. That in the end (all other meanes failing) wee 
had recourſe to the onely native commoditie, hides, ſeizing on all that could 
bee found, either on ſhippboard, redy to bee exported hence, (with purpoſe in 


ſome of the owners of them to returne victualls hether, which we were not 


able to waite for) or on ſhoare prepared for ſhippboard, and made ule of them 
to gett the Armie a few dayes bread, ſtill hopeing proviſions of victualls might 
come to keepe them alive, which did draw upon us infinite clamor. And by 


the ſaid letters wee earneſtly beſought, that before wee ſhould be utterly ſwal- 


lowed upp in the confuſions of affaires wherewith wee were beſett, the deſtruc- 
tion of this State and Armie and Kingdome being then noe leſs fearcd to arriſe 
from the Armie, though ſent hether for theire preſervation, then from the fu- 
rie of the Rebells, if that honourable Houſe would not look back into all our 
leverall letters ſent thither, which wee then declared ſhould for ever acquitt us 


before God and the world, as haveing diſcharged our duties to God, to his 


Majeſtic, and to this his Kingdome, in fully and tymely and often repreſenting 


thither the evills then ready to ſeize upon this State, the Army and Kingdome, 


and the meanes of preventing them; yet that at leaſt they would bee pleaſed 


to reviewe our ſaid ſeverall letters of the 2oth and 25th of February, of the 


20th of January, 23d of March, and 4th of Aprill. We then alſoe ſignified. 
That the Soldiers (preſſed through wants) attempted tumults and mutinie, plun- 
dered divers of the inabitants of this cittie, as well Engliſh and Proteſtants, as 
others. That wee apprehended thoſe diſorders but beginings of what wee 
doubted would then ſhortly enſue, even the ranſack of this cittie, if by tvmely 
lupplyes forth of England it were not prevented. That then there would bee 


noc 


"ty 
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noe refuge left, either for the Armie or other Engliſh here. That wee were 
not able to ſend out the Soldiers, for want of money to furniſh ordinary ne. 
ceſſities, and of munition: Wherefore wee then againe earneſtly moved, that 
ſome meanes might be found for complying with our deſires, in theſe our ſe- 


verall letters expreſſed, certifieing that the State of affaires here could not poi- 
ſibly admitt the leaſt deferring; and that noe helpe was to bee expected from 


hence, as wee had often and fully in former letters ſignified thither. That if 


we were not immediately ſupplyed forth of England with powder, wee ſhould 
not bee able to defend our ſelves, or offend « Rebells ; and that above all 
things munition, money and victualls were of neceſſitie to be ſent in the firſt 
place, and the other proviſions to bee ſent after, which alſoe wee certified moſt 


needfull to bee done with all poſſible ſpeede. 


By our letters of the 6th of May 1643, directed to Mr. Speaker, we ſigni. 
fied how neceſſarie it was that the intended eſtabliſhment ſhould be conſidered 
there, and put into ſuch way, as to be made perfect (and receiveing his Ma- 
jeſtie's gracious approbation) might bee ſent hither, which we deſired to bee 
haſtened, that the Officers, who dayly labor in the publick ſervices, might the 
better know what they are to have, of which eſtabliſhment wee have not yett 
had any returne. | | | 

By our letters to Mr. Speaker of the 11th of May 1643, wee ſignified, that 
although by letters from Mr. Speaker, dated the 17th of March, it was adver- 
tiſed hether, that ſix weekes proviſion of victualls for each Province was in 
preparing, yet that it was not come, or if it were come, that it was a ſupply 
farr below that which was neceſſarie to bee then ſent hether; and wee then 
againe repeated the miſerable condition of this Armie through want of all things, 


eſpecially money, victualls, clothes, armes, and munition. That there was 


not above forty barrells of pouder in the ſtore (a meane and inconſiderable 
quantity for this Armie, on whom depends the preſervation of the Kingdome) 
and wee againe deſired in a caſe of ſoe high and eminent danger, and that 


with all poſſible importunitie, that a courſe might be then inſtantly taken for 
haſtening away pouder with all ſpeede; and that the other proviſions alſoe of 
all ſorts, mentioned in our former ſeveral letters of the 2oth of January, the 


20th and 25th of February, the 23d of March, and 4th and 22d of April, 


might bee alſoe haſtened away, and that the ſeaven thouſand eight hundred 


foureſcore and thirteene pound three ſhillings for armes to be provided in Hol. 
land, beſides thoſe wee expected from London, might bee paid. By theſe let. 
ters alſoe wee ſignified, that wee could not but lament our misfortune, and 


the diſhonour reflecting on the Engliſh Nation, that the ſeaſon of the yeare 


ſhould bee ſoe farr entred into, and yett notwithſtanding all the repreſentations 
often and tymely enough made thither of affaires here, noe meanes put into 
our power to make uſe thereof in a vigorous proſecution of the warr: but 
inſtead therof (notwithſtanding all the endeavour and induſtrie uſed heere to 


prevent it) wee then beheld ourſelves ſunk deepely into a gulph of confuſion 


and diſtreſſe of affaires, beeing equally in danger to bee devoured through our 
wants, or to bee deſtroyed by the Rebells for want of needfull abiliments of 
warr to enable our defence, as had been formerly often and fully declared thi- 
ther; and therefore wee againe preſſed to bee redeemed from the terribleneſs 
of our condition, by ſuch tymely acceſſions of ſupplics forth of England, as 


were contained in our ſaid former diſpatches. 


By our letters to Mr. Speaker, dated the 16th of May 1643, wee deſired 
that three hundred and twenty pound might bee paid there, as wee had formerly 
deſired, for ſundry particulars neceſſary for the chirurgeons of this Armie, there 


beeing great want thereof for the cures of wounded men: And then wee ſent 
and imployed Sir Thomas Wharton, Knight, a member of this Armic, pur- 


poſely to ſolicit the meanes of our releife, that ſoc wee might omitt _— 
2 | | . that 
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that wee conceived might conduce to the haſtening of our expected ſupplyes; 
and by our letters of the 16th of May, then ſent to Mr. Speaker, wee ſigni- 
fied, that the Kingdome was then in more danger than ever to bee forced out 
of our hands for want of tymely ſupplics out of England; and wee deſired 
moſt carneſtly, that his diſpatch might bee haſtencd for our preſervation, that 
if it were poſlible the King and Kingdome of England might yet then bee 
preſerved from that irrecoverable prejudice and diſhonour which muſt neceſſa- 
rily accompany and follow the loſſe of this Kingdome. 

And heere wee may not omitt to mention that wee prevailed with divers 
perſons to advance proviſions to us at ſeverall tymes to anſwere the crying ne- 


ceſſities of this Armie, and to ſome wee gave our bills in nature of bills of 


exchange, and to others our owne bonds, undertakeing repayments at London 
by the Parliament there, which we did in confidence to finde ready payment 
made there accordingly ; and wee doe not yett heare that thoſe bills of ex- 
change or bonds are yett paid there. But wee finde ſome of the parties ready 
to ſue and implead us heere for thoſe debts, though conttacted only for the 
publicque ſervice. AE 

Which proccedcings of this Board from tyme to tyme, wee thus at large 
deduce, that ſoc it may appeare fully, that wee have diſcharged thoſe duties 
which wee owe to his Majeſtic and to the truſt of his Majcſtic's affaires heere, 


in repreſenting thither fully and tymely and often the wants and extremities 


to which this his Kingdome and Armie were reduced, and the meanes requi- 
ſit to bee ſent for the releife and preſervation of both; and yett in all that 
tyme, namely, from the ſaid 2oth day of January 1642, to the 1oth of June 
1643, Which is the day of the date of our letters, to which yours of the 4th 
of July is an anſwere, or from that tyme to this, there arrived heere as ſent 


from the Parliament of England towards releife of this Armic, and for the 


maintaineing of this Warr, but the particulars following, vis. * forty nine 
thouſand two hundred forty eight pound of butter, forty nine thouſand fix 


hundred forty nine pound of cheeſe, foure hundred forty ſcaven barrels and 


an halfe of wheate and rye, three hundred threeſcore and ſcaven barrells of 
peaſe, and three hundred fifty ſix barrells of oatcs ; alſoc five hundred ſuites of 
cloathes, one thouſand caſſocks, two thouſand eight hundred and cightcene 
caps; alſoe eight hundred and twenty hundred three quarters and one pound 


of matche, thirty eight hundred two quarters and nine pound of ſhott, and 


three hundred threeſcore and foureteene barrells of powder, of which proviſi- 
ons of munition, there were three hundred and one and forty barrcls of pow- 
der, and five hundred fifty five hundred two quarters and fower and twenty 
pound of matche, which was the munition wee had contracted for heere, and 
in the way comeing from Holland, was intercepted at ſea, and carryed to Cal- 


lis, and afterwards ſett free there, by the mediation of his Majcſtic and the 


Houſes of Parliament in England; but the price thereof ſtands charged on the 
faid Houſes of Parliament. f „ | 
Soe as certainely there was a failer in ſupplycing us, and that that failer was 
not occaſioned through any negle& on our partes, in not repreſenting thither 
the wants and extremities indured by this Armie, and the meancs of theire 
ſupply is, as wee conceive, very cleere by thoſe ſcyerall diſpatches ſent from 


us to Mr. Speaker. 


And ſeeing that the charge of this Warr was referred to and undertaken by 
the Houſes of Parliament of England, and that by thoſe diſpatches they fully 
underſtood the condition of affaires here, wee offer it to any man's conſideration, 


whether or noe wee had not ſufficient cauſe to conceive, and accordingly to 


This was not above a week's proviſion of victualls, or thereabouts, for the Army in Leinſter, being fifteene 


egiments of foote, two and twenty troopes of horſe, and g 
u e Paw par pes „and foure troopes of dragooners, beſides the traine of ar 
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expreſſe in that act of Councell, that our difficulties (which were neceſſarie to 
bee conceived in that AR) were occaſioned through the failer of the Houſes 
of Parliament in England. 


And whercas you write, that the Lords and Commons in Parliament doe 


beleeve wee have ſent coppics of our ſaid Letters and Act of Councell to his 
Majeſtie; it is true that wee have ſoe done, and therein acquitted our ſelves 
towards that dutie which wee owe him, and had failed in our duties if wee 
had done otherwiſe. But how from that (as wee conceive neceſſary and true) 
expreſſion of ours in the ſaid Act of Councell, or from our ſending a coppie 
thereof, and of our ſaid letters to his Majeſte, there can bee any juſt cauſe to 
ſuſpect (as your letters ſeeme to inferr) that there is ſuch an impious deſigne 
now on foote as your letters mention, wee confeſſe wee doe not underſtand, 


or any deſigne at all, other than the needfull ſettling heere of an impoſition in 


nature of an exciſe, in thoſe our letters and Act of Councell mentioned; with- 
out which, this Armie could not have ſubſiſted to this tyme, and which was 
preſſed by the Committee from the Parliament heere, but then avoided, our 
hopes beeing then more, and our neceſſities not ſoe great, as they were when 
wee laid it. | | | 
And as wee finde by your letters, that the Lords and Commons in Parlia- 
ment there have done us the right by your ſaid letters to ſignifie that they can- 
not thinke, wee intended by that expreſſion to farther the deſigne in your 


letters mentioned; ſoc wee hold it neceſſary to declare, that wee neither have 


forgotten, nor can forgett the preſent condition of that Kingdome; but wee 
have a long tyme beheld and till behold and lament with bleeding hearts the 
woefull condition of that Kingdome, and how God's hand is ſtill ſtretched out 
againſt us in thoſe heavie diſtractions there; yet wee comfort our ſelves with 
hope, that God (in mercy to his Majcſty, and to all his Kingdomes and Peo- 
plc) will at length in his owne good tyme anſwere the prayers and teares of us 

is Majeſtie's ſervants, and many thouſands of others his good ſubjects there 
and heere continually powered out for his Majeſtie and his Kingdoms in re- 
moveing that heavie judgement, and ſettleing peace and tranquillitie there, to 
the glory of God, the honour of his Majeſtic, and the joynt happineſs of all 
his ſubjects in all his Kingdomes and Dominions. 


Nor have wee forgotten the ſupplies of all ſorts ſent hither by the Parlia- 


ment, but doe very well remember them; but wee confeſſe wee know not 
what releife comeing hether hath beene taken away either by ſea or land, or 
by whom, or what diſcouragement hath beene given them in returne ; only 
wee have heard that the ſhipping imployed by the Rebells at Wexford, did give 
them ſome interruption at ſea, and that was occaſioned by neglect of dutie in 
thoſe who commanded the ſhips deſigned for the guard of the coaſts of this 
Kingdome; and the ſaid ſhipp bound hether from Holland, with munition which 
wee had contracted for heere, was intercepted at ſea, and carryed to Callis, 
and afterwards ſett free there by the mediation of his Majeſtie and the Houſes 
of Parliament in England. And wee finde that ſome ſhipps ſent hether, it 


ſeemes at firſt with proviſions from London, and other ſhipps bound hether with 


proviſions on private mens adventures, were taken away even from this harbor 
a few dayes before the Ceſſation of Armes heere, as they were comeing in, and 
carryed to Leverpoole by one Captain Dansk, a perſon imployed by the two 
Houſes of Parliament there in the command of a ſhipp. | | 2 

And that ſhipp commanded by Dansk, and other ſhipps imployed at Lever- 
poole, doe now, and have a long tyme ſtaid on that ſide very many veſſels loaden 
with proviſion of victualls, coales, and other neceſſarie releife bound from 
thence hether, to be ſould, which if they had arrived heere, would have brought 
great releife to this Armie and the inhabitants in this cittie, though on the 
adventure of the bringers, which wee hould neceſſary to repreſent thither to — 
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end that their uncharitableneſs towards thoſe poore men that would adventure 
hether to releeve us, and theire inhumanity towards this diſtreſicd Army and 
cittie, and many of his Majeſtic's Proteſtant ſubjects therein may (being found 
true) receive due puniſhment there, ſoc as they or others may not hereafter 
preſume to offend in that kinde. 

And whereas you write that wee ſhould not conceive that only the charge 
of this Warr was referred to and undertaken by the Parliament, as if theire 


parte were to be our bankers, only to provide monyes for us to ſpend, and 


were not to adviſe and direct the manageing of the Warr. 

Wee confeſſe wee neither did nor doe conceive the Parliament there to bee 
bankers for us, but did eſteeme them as thoſe to whome the King our Maſter 
referred the charge of his Warr, and to whom, as ſoc intruſted by his Majeſtie, 
this Board from tyme to tyme made application. And if any advice had come 


from them conccrneing the manageing of the Warr, wee ſhould have endcea- 


voured to have made the beſt uſe thereof for the furtherance of his Majeſtic's 
ſervice heere. And heere wee hold it necefſaric to declare, that when wee 
underſtood that his Majeſtic, at the humble deſire of the Lords and Commons 
of Parliament in England, had, in Aprill 1642, granted a Commitlion to ſome 
Members of both Houſes for ordering and diſpoſcing all matters there, for the 
defence, releife and recovery of this Kingdome ; and that his Majeſtic com- 
manded all his Officers, Miniſters and ſubjects of this Kingdome of England 
and Ireland to bee obedient, aiding and aſſiſting to the laid Commiſſioners in 


the due execution of the ſaid Commiſſion ; and that by his Majeſtic's inſtruc- 


tions annexed to the ſaid Commiſſion, his Majeſtic gave it in charge to thoſe 
Commiſſioners to advertiſe his Lieutenant of Ireland, the Councells, and other 
Governors and Commanders here what they conceived to bee needfull for the 
proſecution of the Warr in the beſt manner for the defenſe of this his King- 


dome, and caſe of the great charges and expenſes which, by occaſion of this 


Rebellion, lay upon his loveing ſubjects of his Kingdome of England. Wee 
therefore by our letters of the 7th of June 1642, directed to thoſe his Majc- 
ſtie's Commiſſioners, beſought, amongſt other things, preſent and particular 
direction for the proſecution of the Warr, which yett wee have not received; 
only wee had advice from thence to ſend ſome forces into Connaught, which 
was done, and for ſending ſome forces into Munſter, which by our letters of 
the 13th of September 1642, to the Commiſſioners there, wee ſignified was 
not poſlible for us to doe, unleſſe wee were plentifully ſupplyed of thoſe 
things whereof the wants then certified thither did then diſable us. 
Concerneing the Commiſſion in your letters mentioned, it was not to heate 
what the Rebells could ſay or propound for theire owne advantage, as your 
letters mention: But his Majeſtic haveing received an humble petition in the 
name of the Recuſants of Ireland, deſireing to bee heard, his Majeſtic thought 
it not unjuſt or inconvenient for him to receive from them what they could ſay 
unto him, to whom they inſinuated that they would yet yeild due obedience. 


And therefore his Majeſtic by Commiſſion under his Great Scale of England 


(wherein hee declared his extreme deteſtation of the odious Rebellion which 
the Recuſants of Ireland have, without any ground or coullor, raiſed againſt 
him, his Crowne and Dignitie) authorized ſome of his Miniſters heere to heare 


at large what the Petitioners ſhould ſay or propound, which his Majeſtic by 


the ſaid Commiſſion directed that the Petitioners or the principall of them au- 
thorized by the reſt ſhould ſett downe in writeing under theire hands, and the 
Commiſſioners to ſend the fame to his Majeſtic, Whereupon his Majeſtic by 
the ſaid Commiſſion declared hee would take ſuch further conſideration as 
ſhould bee juſt, honourable, and fitt for his Majeſtic; and that that courſe gave 
not the leaſt interruption to the proceedings of the Warr, appeares by this: 
That on the 18th of March (becing in the tyme the Commiſſioners authorized 
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by his Majeſtic gave meeteing to thoſe of the other ſide upon that Commiſſion) 
the Lord Marques of Ormond, though one of thoſe Commiſſioners, in his re- 
turne from Roſs, with about two thouſand five hundred foote, and five hun- 
dred horſe of his Majeſtie's Armic, fought with the Armie of the Rebells, con 
ſiting of about ſix thouſand foote, and ſix hundred and fifty horſe, and ob- 
ained a happie and glorious victorie againſt them: And the Rebells Armie bee. 
ing defeated and wholly routed, and theire baggage and munition ſeized on, 
his Majcſtie's forces lodged that night, where they had gained the victory, as 
by former letters of this Board of the 4th of Apri// 1643, directed to Mr. 
Speaker, wee formerly ſignified thither, which wee thus repeate, to manifeſt 
that the Commiſſion, or the meeteing thereupon, gave not any manner of in- 
terruption to the procecding of the Warr. 

Concerneing the letters you mention to deveſt the Committee of both Hou- 
ſes there, of an authoritie given them by both Houſes, wee remember that his 
Majeſty by his Letters of the 3d of February 1642, underſtanding that the then 


| Juſtices and Councell had admitted, without his order or knowledge, to ſitt in 


Councell with them in this his Kingdome, Mr. Robert Goodwin and Mr. Ren- 
nolds, and that thereby they were become ſoe bold, as to take upon them to 
heare and debate of matters treated of in Councell, his Majeſtie by his ſaid 
Letters ſignified his expreſſe Command, that they ſhould not be permitted to 
ſitt or be preſent any more at his Majeſtie's Councell Table heere ; but if they 


had any buſineſs, his Majeſtie willed that they ſhould attend, as others of theire 


qualitie; which his Majeſtie's pleaſure was humbly obeyed by his ſaid Juſtices 
and Councell, with that dutie and ſubmiſſion which was due from them to his 
Royal Commands. | £ FF 

And as his Majeſtic by his ſaid Letters required, that if thoſe perſons had 
any buſineſs they ſhould attend as others of their qualitic, ſoe if they had 
afterwards offered any buſineſs at this Board, they ſhould have beene heard 
therein, which was alſoe ſignified to them before theire departure hence. And 
now upon this occaſion, wee haveing peruſed the coppies they delivered at this 


Board of the order of both Houſes, dated the 6th of October 1642, and of 


theire inſtructions, doe finde indeede that by the ſaid order the ſaid Nobert 
Reynolds and Robert Goodwin were to have the credence, power and eſteeme 
of a Committee ſent hether by the advice and authoritie of both Houſes of 
Parliament, and that by the ſaid inſtructions they were to bee admitted to bee 


preſent and vote at all conſultations concerncing the Warr; yet there is no- 


thing in the ſaid order or inſtructions for admitting them to ſitt or bee pre- 
{cnt at his Majeſtie's Councell Table, which is that which his Majeſtie by his 
{aid Letters required ſhould not bee permitted, which cannot bee conceived to 
bee a deveſting them of any authority given them by both Houſes. - 

And as to the late alteration of Government heere expreſſed in your letters, 
although his Majeſtie in his high wiſedome adjudged it fitt to alter one of 


thoſe Governors which he had placed heere, which was noe more than hee and 
his Royall Predeceſſors had uſually done in all ages as often as they thought 
fitt; yett that made noe altcration in the Government, but it in all tymes 


continued, and ſtill continues the ſame, though in other perſons. 

That partc of your letters which declares that you are forbidden to tell us 
what ſupplyes of money, victuall, amunition, and other neceſſaries were then 
in a good torwardnes to bee ſent hither for the ſupport of the Officers and ſol- 
diers here, requires noe anſwere on our partes, other than this truith, that they 
are not yett arrived heere. : 

Concerneing Mountroe's letters to Collonell Crawford, we know of noc 
treaſon to bee diſcovered thereby: But for the ſea Captens in your letters men- 
tioned, it is certaine that theire neglets and miſdeeds deſerve puniſhment, 


which wee deſire they may finde, rather to theire corrections then to their = 
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concerning STATE-AFFAIRS. 193 


Thus wee have given anſwere to thoſe parts of your letters which wee con- 
ceived concerned us, whereby we hope both Houſes of Parliament there will 
now remaine ſatisfied, as in the neceſſitie and juſtneſs of our actions, ſoe in 
the truth and candor of our intentions in thoſe particulars to which your ſaid 


letters ſeeme to take exception. And ſoe wee remaine from his Majeſtie's ca- 


file of Dublin the 28th of Octoòer · 1643,

Accompt itt a great addition to my misfortunes, tliat the State expect ſucli 
[| things att my hands as are abſolutely impoſſible; for that I could feed 6000 
foot and 500 horſe, from the time of ceſſation till now, with 500 % and that 


proportion of biskett and corne (mentioned in my laſt letter to your Lordſhip) 


cannot be thought; and what help the free acceſs of ſhipping can afford us td 
that end, I cannot imagine, except 1 ſhould pillage them ; for to buy theit 
commodities we are not able, and if we wete, the Countryes would ſupply us 
att farr eaſier rates. Another advantage we have (as it is ſuppoſed) in that we 
had ſhipping here to tranſport our men; but that the men mult have pro- 
viſion ſet aboard for them, and that the Officers will not ſtirr without ſome 
help of money to keepe them from begging as ſoon as they land, is forgotten ; 
yet I founde noe way to avoyde it; though I endeavoured itt with all the in- 
duſtrie I could uſe; and the two regiments that are gone, had (though fore 
againſt my will) noe leſs than 350 J. betweene all their Officers. | 

Their laſt concluſion is, that I have many other advantages which they 
have not. It is true I had contribution from Tmokelly and Barrymore, that 1 


had great helps by preys which were converted to the maintenance of this 


Army; that I had likewiſe townes, whole cſtates were ſoc preſerved, that they 
helped exceedingly towards our ſubſiſtence ; and laſtly, that we lighted into a 


corn Countrie, which for three monthes maintained 3000 foote .and all our 


horſe. But that we have none of theſe now is moſt certainely true; and for 
what other advantages are ſuppoſed to remaine, if I be not directed how to 
uſe them, truely I cannot make them availe this Army any thing. 

The few ſhipps that are left are of noe force, and goc all away to morrow 
with the remainder of Sir John Paulet's regiment. By them I doe intimate 
your condition at Dublin. My direction for landing men is at Briſtoll, Min- 


bead, or, if we be driven to it, in any part of the Weſt of England; for it 


was conceived dangerous to carry any of us towards Cheſter, as well for the 
danger of interception, as the ſeaſon. And for our horſe, it was not held 


Poſſible to ſend them that way; I conceive convenient that the ſhips you hire 


be firſt imployed to carry over theſe here, ſeeing you are interrupted (at pre- 
ſent) in ſending from thence ; and that ſoe the diſpatching of ours may take 
away that occaſion, which otherwiſe muſt needs cauſe much of the money to 
be ſpent here, that you will want there; for I muſt crave leave to ſay, that 
I will not undertake to keepe the Army in Mounſter together, except the State

Many of the Gentry, eſpecially thoſe of 
deſperate fortunes, are like to ſtick to them; and thus farr 1 am a wittneſs, 
that all our parts doe ſeeme to prepare for warr ; firſt, they permitt no body 
to goe with us into England, they recruite their owne companyes, they make 
magazines in all walled townes where they confide ; and they kcepe proviſions 
from us as much as they can, though we get what we are able to buy in ſpite 
of their threats on them who ſhould bring us any. And laſtly, we have injuries 
offered dayly on all occaſions of diſputes, wherein we are ever behind hand, 
becauſe they challenge a poſſeſſion gained by their Army; and we can expect 
noe right, becauſe the men interreſted in what is in controverſie, are made 
Commiſſioners by them to determine what is right according to the articles; 
which they ſoc wreſt for their owne ends, as that I can expect noe agreement 
betweene us, untill they imploy ſome of the Commiſſioners that treated about 
the differences in queſtion ; and becauſe there is none of our ſide that con- 
troverted the ſenſe of the articles with them, but Sir Maurice Euſtace. 

I deſire your Lordſhip, if you regard the continuance of this Ceſſation as 3 
thing advantageous to his Majeſtic, that you will pleaſe to ſend him to be one 
of the Commiſſioners for us; being Muskery has undertaken, that ſome of 
theirs, who diſcourſed with him of it at Gzgm/towne, ſhall meete him; and 
if this courſe be not taken, I doubt what is begune will have but an unhappy 
progreſs.

Hope Sir George Hamilton will have beene with you long ſince, and that 
1 thoſe thinges, concerning which he went inſtructed, are in a good forward- 
neſs; and that there is ſuch a proportion of ſhipps procured from the 1riſb, as, 
with the help of thoſe twelve or thirteene ſent from Briſtoll above a week 
ſince, will ſuffice for the tranſportation of the Leinſter forces to Beaumaurice; 
for the good reception of which, and refreſhment with money, cloathes, ſhocs, 
ſtockins, and other proviſions, there is all poſſible order taken in thoſe parts, 
the buſineſs beinge principally recommended to my Lord of Jork and Mr. 
Bridgman. Wee are in hopes that wee ſhall ſoon have a good partye on foote 
in Lancaſhire to joyn with them. _ 

The report of ſoc conſiderable a power to come into thoſe partes from 
Ireland hath already ſtrucke a great terrour among the Rebells ; and I am 
advertiſed that they are bending their chief forces of the northern partes to- 
ward Cheſter, in hopes to prevent thoſe forces, if not of landing, yett of 
thoſe advantages and ſupplyes that may be intended them. 

I have but two thinges to adde to your Lordſhip, the one in anſwer to a 
propoſition made by Lord Taafe, that the King would admit of the rh to 


come over and ſerve him, promiſing, in caſe the King give way to it, to bring 


over quickly 2000 well armed : To this the King willingly conſents, conceiv- 
ing that he ſhall not. only be advantaged by their preſence in the affaires of 
England, but alſo in the affairs of Ireland by their abſence. It is therefore 
his Majeſtic's pleaſure, that your Lordſhip give all poſſible furtherance to the 
coming over of as 1 of the principal Iriſb as can be engaged, leaving the 
Kingdome ſtrong enough againſt the Scots. The other thinge is to acquainte 
you with the deſigne of the Rebells here in relation to Ireland: Wee are a(- 
ſured from the beſt hands, that the Scots are ditected to ſuſpend the declaring 
to ſubmit to or oppoſe the Ceſlation, till the ſupplies of money, armes, and 


_ proviſions are there arrived, already ſent from London, a very conſiderable 


quantity to Belfaſt ; but that then they are to denounce fire and ſword to all 
that ſhall embrace the Ceſſation, and march in a body with all neceſſarie pro- 
viſions with them towards Dublin. The great controverſy that ſett ſome ſtopp 
upon the reſolutions at London concerning Treland, is who ſhall command there 
in chief, Monroe or the Lord Liſle. The firſt being argued for by the confi- 
dence, that the old Scots will all joine with him: The other by a perſwaſion 
which the Lord Liſſe is poſſeſt with, that he can draw after him ſome of 
your Lordſhip's regiments. He names Moncke, Gibbs and Tillier; but I believe 
it a vanity of his, whereby he hopes to perſwade them; for I heare gallantlye 
enough of thoſe men; and J have written in the King's name to Moncke, tak- 
inge notice of his good affection, and encouraging him in the King's ſervice. 
To conclude, my Lord, it is reſolved, as wee are informed, that they will ſet

And if the caſe be ſuch, that plentifull 
K cannot be inſtantly ready, it is abſolutely needfull, that a competent 
rength of horſe and foote, of whoſe affections you are confident, ſhould be 
in readineſs by force to keep the common Soldiers in awe.

| ITH my humble ſervice to your Excellency, moſt noble Lord, you have 

much obliged all this Country with thoſe peeces and ammunition you 
were pleaſcd to fend to Beaumoris, which I have ſignified unto his Majeſtic, 
and humbly deſired his Majeſtie to take notice thereof, as a ſervice done to 
this Country by your Excellency, to ſecure them unto his Majeſty's obedience. 
And however it ſeemes his Majeſty is informed (by ſome ſpeedier way) that 


this worthy act was done by the x yet I doe preſume, when his Maje- 


{ty ſhall have received my letters, his Majeſtic's acknowledgments will be rightly 


placed and diſtinguiſhed. Captain Bartlett being returned again to thoſe parts, 


(though without calling for my letter, according to his promiſe) I humbly be- 
leech your Excellency, that he may returne with ſome proviſions of powder 
for my uſe, (Mr. Bulkley having taken up all the former for the uſe of that iſland 


) 
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and I ſhall be ready with all thankfull acknowledgment to returne the mo- 
ney. 

The beſt uſe I (a private man) could make of your Excellency's wiſe and 
judicious letter, was to ſend it up for his Majeſtic's peruſall, with my humble 
advice, that according to thoſe intimations given, his Majeſtic would not draw 
over a perſon of that conſideration in the head of an Army ſoc weak and unpro- 
vided for, without a certain and poſitive proviſion of cloathes, ſhocs, ſtockings, 
and money competentlye to engage them in his owne, and ſecure them from 
running into the enemye now victorious and triumphing in thoſe parts, where 
theſe forces were to land, and full of allurements to draw men to their partics, 
Thus things ſtood as then, now altered in many circumſtances. 

For as your Excellency is not to come, but to receive further commands in 
that Kingdom, (which 1 pray God to make as joyfull and proſperous unto 
you, as all men eſteeme you worthy of it) and as neither of the Princes are 
to ſupplye your place from above, (as was informed) but a noble Lord of an 
inferiour ranke, but full of worth, the Lord Byron; and in what capacity I doe 
not yet underſtand : ſoe the ſcene is much altered in my neighbourhood, and 
the ſuppoſed landing place of that Army, if it be provided of competent 
ſhipping for the tranſportation thereof, being (certainly) not to expect the 
Vice-Admirall Pennington, whole courſe is directed a clean contrary way, as 
I hear from Oxford. 

For now (moſt excellent Lord) the enemic are poſſeſt of Morral, where 


your Excellencie intended to land, are entered into Denbighſhire, have taken 


Wrexham and Ruthyn, (as ſome ſay) plunder up and down the whole Country 
without reſiſtance; and whether with a reſolution to fortifie here, or to returne 
againe and beſiege Cheſter, upon the Welſh as well as the Engliſh ſide, I am 
not able to conceive. Soe that, if the Engliſh Iriſh Army thall now come 
over, unleſs it be ſoe well provided (by ſea and land) as to force their enter- 
tainment in Lancaſhire, Liverpoole, (which they now ſeem to neglect, as I 
am informed) or Worral, where it is feared they will fortifie; they will be 
neceſſitated to land ſomewhere in theſe parts, or at Holyhead, and ſoc much 
diſaccommodated by the poverty of the Country through which they are to 
pals, and thoſe two ferries at Beaumoris and Conway, which of neceſſity 
they are to waft over very incommodiouſly, and (as farr as I can conceive) 
without carrying their cannon with them; but ſending it by ſea to meet them 
at Ormſbead, Abergely, Ruthland, or as near Conway as the Enemyc's advanc- 
ing will permitt and give them leave. And how I ſhall be able to keep this 
towne of Conway (without any power of, but that weak one of kindred and 


good will) without any aſſiſtance of Soldiers or Commiſſions of array, is unto 
my ſelfe very doubtfull; becauſe this impreſſion upon the neighbour Country 


is ſudden and unexpected unto me, the Lord Capel hiding himſelf in Shrewſ* 
bury, and not daring to take the field, leſt he be ſhut out from that town; the 
cittizens whereof, with the inhabitants of that ſhire, having not only a meane, 
but a malignant eſtimation of his Lordſhip. | 

Thus I have declared unto your Excellency what ſtate I (a private and un- 
imployable man) doe conceive thoſe Countryes to ſtand in at this time : Thar if 
you reſolve upon any ſudden tranſportation of thoſe men into theſe partes, your

The one of them had nccd be executed with 
ſuch clear demonſtration of faire dealing, that may leave no roome, for fear 
to thoſe that are not intended, nor for calumny to thoſe that will readily brand 
them with treachery. And upon the diſcreet choice in the other mult be laid 
the foundations of happineſs, or perpetual trouble to this Kingdom. If the 
promiſed ſupplies come in yet roundly, it will be an argument of fair intenti- 
ons; but if they be now more than heretofore retarded, it may probably 
enough be inferred, that the tranſportation of part of our forces is taken for 
a diſcharge of their debt; which by the way is here ſo far procceded in, that 
above 2000 foote are now aboard, and (I hope) will be under fail by to mor- 
row noon. |

"ve Commiſſion to be Lord Lieutenant of Ireland is now ſent you by 
this bearer Sir Patrick Weemes, which imployment I doc much congra- 
tulate to your Lordſhip, but much more to his Majeſtic. And now that this 
is done, lett me tell you as much without flattery as J beleeve you will hear 
it without vanitye, that you are at this preſent ſuch an example of eminencye 


in the King's ſervice, as can hardly be parallel'd; for at the ſame time that 


little lefle than the neceſſary preſervation of Ireland hath made you Governour 
of that Kingdome, you are conceived ſoc perſonally neceſlary alſoe to the ſu 
port of his Majeſtie's affaires in this, that his Majcſtic, nor all his Miniſters 
whom he is pleaſed to truſt with the conſideration of his weighticſt difficulties 
are not able at all to determine whether your preſence be moſt eſſentiall in 
this Kingdome or in that; nor can they at all adviſe to which way your Lord- 
ſhip ſhould applye your ſelfe for the moſt advantage of his Majeſtic's ſervice. 
And therefore his Majeſtic hath commanded mee barely to ſtate unto you with- 
out opinion the arguments on both ſides, leavinge it abſolutelye free to your 
judgment and election, to chuſe which you will doe, accordinge to the clearer 
inſpection which you have there into the condition and affection of that King- 
dome and of the Armye which is to come over hither; from the conſideration 
of which two, the reaſons and moments on both ſides doe principally ariſe.

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My Lord, on the firſt part, thoſe conſiderations of the nice and hazardous 
condition of that Kingdome, the power, and perhapps the appetitc of the [r;fþ, 
the weakneſſe and feares of the remayninge Engliſh, when the Armyes ſhall 
be drawne away, the ſcandall upon his Majeſtic (ſince the being and preſerya- 
tion of his Crowne heere inforces him to draw that Army hither) ſhould he 
not ſettle there the next beſt mcanes to temper and allay the one, and to for. 
tifie and ſecure the other: And that beſt and only meanes beinge your Lord. 
ſhip's Perſon, whoe are happye in ſoc powerfull an intereſt both of love and 
authority with both ſides. | : | 

Theſe conſiderations, I ſay, which made it appeare abſolutely neceſſary for 
his Majeſtic to make you Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, ſeeme to import the 
ſame preciſe neceſſitye that your Perſon ſhould be fixt there. On the other 
ſide, my Lord, the Armye that is tranſportinge hither, conſidered as fatall to 
the Rebells heere, in caſe it come over and continue with hearty and entire 


affections; but fully as fatall to his Majeſtie's affaires, in caſe it ſhould revolt: 


The temptations alſoe conſidered to ſuch a revolt by inſinuations and practices 
upon theire affections there, and the ſame or greater artes which probably may 
be uſed heere att theire landinge to debauche them; when poſlibly the con- 
currence of things in thoſe partes, where they are to land, may be of more 
dangerous force than arguments and inſinuations, as namely, an impoſlibilitye 
perhapps of theire meeting with ſoc good refreſhment and accommodation at 


their landinge as they may promiſe themſelves, though (in truth) all care ima- 


ginable is taken in that point: A ſtrong power of the Rebells in thoſe partes 
likely ſoone to face them, and either to invite them to joyne, or to interrupt 
their hoped for refreſhment, with a neceſſitye to fight ſoe much ſooner than 
they expected; for the truth is, his Majeſtie's affaires, though extreamly prol- 
perous, God be thanked, in more vitall partes, have lately received a very greate 
declination in thoſe. Theſe temptations, I ſay, weighed, and your Lord(hip's 
Perſon at the head of that Armye conſidered as the onlye ſure meanes to fru- 
ſtrate their effect by the power and affection whereby you have ſubmitted that 
Armye to an exact obedience, and conteined it therein, when preſt with greater 
difficulties than theſe, your perſonall preſence heere for ſome time cannot 
but be look't upon by all prudent men, as of an importance and moment 


hardly to be outweighed. 


The firſt part of the neceſſity of your remayninge in Ireland hath noe ob- 
jections, but only the arguments for your being more neceſlary here: But 
your comming over hither ſeemes clogged with many impediments, beſides the 
importance of your being there: As firſt, ſince it hath beene neceſſary to divide 
the /r;ſh Army, and to diſtribute one part of it to ſeveral differring imploy- 
ments, whether the Leinſter forces will be an Army fitt for your Honour and 
Quallitie to command in perſon heere ; but this objection will be in ſome ſort 


| ſolved by ſubmitting unto you, when you come over, all other forces and 
commands in thoſe partes of Exgland, which are not inconſiderable, though 


for the preſent ſomewhat overborne by ſome late ſucceſſes of the Rebells. 
A ſecond objection is, whether it be fitt for the King to venture a perſon 
in the hazourdouſeſt part of his ſervice in this Kingdome, whoſe honour and 
reputation is the cheife ſupport of his affaires in that; wherein if your Lord- 
ſhip ſhould unfortunately reccive a foile, it might much leſſen your power to 
ſerve his Majeſtic ſoe eminentlye, even there, as he promiſes himſelf now

A third difficultye is, whether, ſetting aſide the manifeſt prejudice to his 
Majeſtie's ſervice in Ireland, the ſcandall of leaving that Kingdome ſoe aban- 
don d by withdrawing your Lordſhip thence, will not doe his good ſubjeas 
heere more hurt, than your preſence can doe his Rebells.

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Fourthly, whether your Lordſhip giving out that you will come over, the 
good affections of the Officers you ſend over with the Army, and the fitting 
choice here of my Lord Byron to command them in cheife, in cate you doc 
not come, may not ſuffice in ſome good meaſure to continue them, and to 
prevent their apprehended debauching.

Fifthly, whether, in caſe your coming over ſhould be the better advice, the 
opportunity of doing it be not already loſt, ſince though this ſhould come to 
your hand before the Armye's embarking, it muſt not ſtay for you; for the 
leaſt delay of that ſupply is as ruinous to thoſe Country es of Lancaſhire, Che 
ſhire, Shropſhire, and North Wales, as if, when they did come, a good part 
of them ſhould revolt, his Majeſty, by relying upon that releife, having pro- 
vided for noe other. | | 

Laſtly, it is ſeriouſly conſidered heere, and recommended to your Lordſhip, 
whether in ſtaying there you may not ſoc imploy your credit and authority 
with the Iriſh, ſo as to be able by the next ſpring to bring over a gallant Ar- 
my; indeed ſuch an one, as ſhall not only ſettle his Majeſtie's affaires here h 
their power and by their preſence, but alſo ſecure that Kingdom by their ab- 

ſence. | 

And thus, my Lord, I have ſtated unto you the caſe wherein, though the 
arguments for your ſtay there are great, and the objections againſt your com- 
ing hither ſtrong, yett when you ſhall have put into the ballance againſt them, 
how much more his Majcſtic's ſucceſles or misfortunes in this Kingdome doc 
trench upon the vitalls of both, than the preſent ſecurity of that, your Lord- 
ſhip (I conceive) will thinke never a whitt the worſe of our underſtandings that 
wee are able to deliver noe opinion, but leave it wholly to your Lordſhip's 
free judgment and choice, whoe can ſee much farther into the principall argu- 
ments of either fide than wee, as knowing both the State of Ireland better, 
and the ſteadyneſs or wavering of that Armye's affections. I have only to add 
this unto your Lordſhip, that in caſe you ſhould incline to come over for a 
time, you muſt take ſpeciall care to leave an able Deputy, and that there ſhall 
be ſuch Commiſſions ready here againſt you come, as arc fitt for your ho- 
nour, which is in higher conſideration with noc man living more than with,

The Archbiſhop of York to the Marqueſs of Ormonde, 
Moſt excellent and moſt noble Lord, 


Ithence 1 wrote unto your Excellency in acknowledgement of your moſt 
noble favours to our poor Country, things in the borders of North Wales 

are grown worſe rather than better. The people of Denbighſbire and Flint- 
ſhire (which border upon Cheſhire and Shropſhire) being diſunited amongft 
themſelves, and ill-united under an unfortunate Commander, who never led 
them on to any action, but when they were entered upon the ſame, he re- 
tired and commanded them back again; ſo diſcouraging and diſheartning all 
thoſe of his obedience; and now that the enemy is entered theſe parts, dares 
not ſhew his head. They (I ſay) thus abandoned by the Prince his Lieute- 
nant in thoſe parts, are quite driven before an handfull of the Rebels like 
ſheep, and do not know how to get, nor conſequently to make a head. 

Young Booth is at Wrexham with very near 900 men out of Mancheſter 
and Lancaſhire. Brereton the General, and Middleton his Sub- General (as they 
terme them) are at Haverden (which caſtle was betrayed by one Ravenſcroft 
to the Rebels) with five or 600 men, horſe and foote, and the traine-bands of 
Cheſbire are at Mold and Holt, (the caſtle whereof, defended by young No- 
binſon, who hath lived much at Dublin, holds ſtill out, and for the King) and 
by theſe contemptible numbers, theſe great and populous Counties, for want 
of an head, and armes, and ammunition, arc quite routed and ſcattered up and 
down theſe mountainous Countries. | | 

Now the Rebels thus ſcattered up and down (the cauſe I trouble your Ex- 
cellency with this punQual narration) in the borders of Wales, all Lancaſbire 
and J/orrall is conceived clear enough, and of eaſy landing at this conjunc- 
ture of time; ſo are all the ports of North Wales, from Holyhead to Beau- 
morice, Ormſhead, Abergeley, Ruthland or Rhyd a Vouved, there being no 
enemies yet advanced to any of thoſe places in Denbighſhire and Flintſhire, 
and Lancaſhire and Cheſhire much emptied of forces drawn out as aforeſaid.

But if thoſe forces ſhall land here, 
or in any of the ports deſcribed above, they ſhall be waited on by two or 3000 
foote at the leaſt, and ſome two or 300 horſe, to the skirts of England; all 
which people ſhall ſubmit to their Commanders, and do them good ſervice, 
if they come hither ſpeedily, and have any armes and ammunition to ſpare their 
auxiliaries, 2 However, 
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However, moſt noble Lord, I continue my ſuite unto your Excellency to 
ſpare 100 able Soldiers, well commanded for Officers, for the guard of this 
ſtrong towne and caſtle, where they ſhall have good quarters, and be ready at 
ſix dayes warning to returne again to Dublin. 1 do not care of what Coun- 
try they are, ſo as they come with armes and competency of ammunition, which 
ſhall be paid for or returned. Captain Thomas Bartlett will help to convoy 
them. | | 

If the Triſh forces come not this way, (I meane through ſome parts of Wales 
to go for Cheſbire and Lancaſhire) the Rebels will gaine this Country, begin- 
ning already to levy forces of our Nation, whereof they never had any be- 
fore.

No. CXCVII. The Charge againſt Sir William Parſons, Sir Adam 
Loftus, Sir John Temple, and Sir Robert Meredith, 


To the Kine's moſt excellent Majeſty. 
May it pleaſe your Majeſty, 


Hereas divers of your Majeſtie's Officers and Miniſters of State in your 
Kingdom of Ireland, namely, Sir William Parſons, late one of your 
Lords Juſtice of that your Kingdom, Sir Adam Loftus, Sir John Temple, and 
Sir Robert Meredith have by divers waies and meanes abuſed the truſt repoſed 
in them by your Majeſty in their ſeveral offices and employments, and trayte- 
rouſly have endeavoured to draw your Majeſtie's Army there from your obe- 
dience to ſide with the Rebells in this your Kingdom of England now in armes 
againſt you, whom they have by all meanes countenanced and upheld againſt 
your Majeſty, we have thought our ſelves obliged, according to the duty of 
our allegiance, to accuſe the ſaid ill Miniſters of their crimes and miſdemea- 
nours, that they may reccive condigne puniſhment for the ſame, and to that 
purpoſe do preſent unto your Majeſty theſe particulars following: 

1. That contrary to their duty and allegiance to your Majeſty, and their 
oath as Privy Councellours, they have taken and publiſhed ſcandalous exami- 
2 | | nations 
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nations of your Majeſty, thereby endeavouring to aſperſe your ſacred Majeſty 
as author of the bloody Rebellion in Ireland. 

2. That Robert Goodwin and Robert Reynolds, two Members of the Houle 
of Commons, and perſons ill affected to your Majeſtie's ſervice, being ſent by 
the Parliament here about November laſt into that Kingdom, endeavouring to 
raiſe a party in the Army there againſt your Majeſty, were by them countenanced 
and upheld in that action: And notwithſtanding a charge of treaſon and other 
high crimes and miſdemeanours were put in againſt the ſaid Goodwin and Rey- 
nolds by many of the Officers of your Majeſtic's Army there, and thereupon 
it was deſired that their perſons might be ſecured ; yet they not only refuſed 
to reſtraine them, but did alſo admit them to the Council Board, communicat- 
ing to them all the affairs of the Kingdom, and ſecrets of your Majeſtie's diſ- 
patches and directions to the Board, to be made known to the Rebels here; 
and after conveied them away to London in one of your Majeſtic's ſhips, there- 
by withdrawing thoſe guilty perſons from their juſt tryall, and ſending that 
ſhip to the Rebels now in armes againſt your Majeſty, who have ſeized and de- 
tained the ſame ever ſince. | 

3. That they have at ſeveral times uttered many reproachfull and diſhonour- 
able ſpeeches againſt your Majeſty, vilifying your power, and countenancing and 
commending the cauſe and carriage of the Rebels here in armes againſt your 
Majeſty, thereby endeavouring to deſtroy your Majeſtie's power and authority 
with your Army in that Kingdom. | 

4. That the ſaid Sir V. Parſons preſently after the happy victory obtained 
by your Majeſty againſt the Rebells in the battel at Zdghz/l, did publickly, with 
a great ſeeming content and deſire it ſhould be ſoc, report, that your Majeſty 
was killed and gone, repcating it divers times. 5 „ 

That many great ſums of money, raiſed in this Kingdom for ſupport of your 

Majeſtic's Army there, being paid to the ſame Sir Adam Loftus in the current 
coine of this Kingdom, he for private lucre, and contrary to the truſt repoſed 
in him, hath changed the ſame, and paid the Army in Dollars and other Ger- 
man coine at 45. 8d. the peece, whereas he bought the ſame for 35s. 6 d. and 
4d. the peece, thereby enriching himſelf to the great prejudice of the ſoldiers, 
and impoveriſhment of the whole Kingdom. 
6. That the ſaid Sir John Temple did in the month of May laſt and une 
inſtant write two traiterous and ſcandalous letters againſt your Majeſtie to the 
ſaid Goodwin and Reynolds; which letters have been ſince read at the cloſe 
Committee, and uſe made of them to caſt falſe aſperſions upon your Majeſty, 
as fomenting and favouring the Rebels in Ireland. 

7. That one Jerome, a Preacher, in or about the month of February laſt, 
having at Dublin preached a traiterous and ſeditious ſermon againſt your Ma- 
zeſty and your Royal Conſort the Queen, in the pulpit, was by the Lord Arch- 
biſhop of Dublin impeached of treaſon in the Houle of Lords, the Parliament 
being then ſitting, and was for the ſame and by them committed.

[| Hope Captain Jepajen's ſtay there is rather occaſioned by my misfortune, 
than any diſaſter happened unto him: But whether of them ſtayes him, the 
loſs is conſiderable his Majeſty has ſuffered by it, there being 500 men run away 


from their colours for want of meanes to ſubſiſt; and the reſt were kept _—

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ther with ſo much difficulty, that if the Fleet had not come as it did, truly I 
think we had loſt the whole Army. And though we have ſent 700 away 
with part of the Fleet, and ſhipped the reſt of thoſe foote that could be tound 
aboard the reſt; yet 1 feare our ruine will not be avoided, the remaining part 
being much the greater, and windbound in the harbours, where they have 
ſpent all their proviſions which they had tor tranſportation to one pound of 
bread, and half of cheeſe per man; and if the winds carry them not away 
before they eat that, I expect their landing again here, and pretently atter, 


their disbanding ; for 1 proteſt I have not any thing to give them. 


It may be ſuppoſed that the money promiſed to be lent by this corporation 
will helpe me to prevent this miſchicfe, but I aſſure your Lordſhip it will 
not, there being but 400 J. payed in money, the reſt they bring in plate, which 
will not availe me; ſoe that I am forced to deſire my mother-in-law, and 
what other friends I have any intereſt in, to lend me whatever money they 
have, (to ſupply the Souldicrs preſent want) upon promiſe of repayment when 
I ſhould have the expected authority to receive money from the 1rifþ; and. if 
I faile them, in good faith (I believe) they are undone : Yet they were content 
to run that hazard, ſecing noe other way to keep us together, the Souldiers 
haveing eaten upon the townes as long as they could poſſibly ſupport them. 
To veriſie this, I aſſure your Lordſhip, that an Allderman being charged but in 
twenty ſhillings towards the maintenance of the gatriſon this laſt weeke, he 
deſired us to take his houſe and goods to diſpoſe of for his Majeſtic's ſervice, 
but proteſted inabilitic ro make payment of that ſum. 

I ſhall therefore beſeech your Lordſhip to move the Lords Juſtices to a ſpee- 
die concurrence with my ſuit by Captain Jephſon, which was, that they would 
pleaſe to give me an authoritie to receive ſoe much of the money to be raiſed 
in this province, as my urgent neceſſities would require; unto which, if they 
doe not aſſent very ſuddenly, 1 proteſt to God all the King's forces here mult 
disband, and all his forts and townes muſt be at the diſpoſition of the Iriſh.

My very good Lord, | 
AVING but very lately received ninety-cight head of cattle from the 


County of Galway, I thought good to acquaint your Lordſhip how ex- 


ceeding ſlack performance is made in ſending of the cattle promiſed upon 


concluſion of the Treaty of Ceſſation; inſomuch that there is not yet received 
one tenth part of the quantity which ſhould have been delivered in the two 


months paſt; and thereby his Majeſtie's ſervice is ſoc much prejudiced, that 
I cannot ſee how it may be repaired by them, we being forced to make ex- 


treame bad bargaincs to raiſe meanes for the Soldiers, and to extend our 


words and credits to the utmoſt, to containe the men; and alſo diſabled by 
their failure to furniſh thoſe of the Army, as well Officers as Soldiers, who 
arc appointed to goe for England, whereof ſome part are already gone, and 
ſhipping returned for the reſt, which we are not furniſhed for diſpatching away. 
So that for what evill conſequences ſhall happen by this delay on that ſide or 
on this, muſt be imputed unto them, who have ſo long failed in ſending the 
promiſed ſupply of money and cattle, the latter whereof will be ſhortly out 
of ſcaſon, and unſeryiccable as to our occaſions.

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Theſe things I mention not to your Lordſhip, as conceiving it in your 
power to helpe, but to let your Lordſhip know, how much we ſuffer every 
day by the delay of payment, eſpecially of the cattle due at the daies paſt; 
whereas we might rather have expected the cattle due at Candlemas ere this, 
they being now more eaſily raiſed than they can be then, and much more 
uſefull for his Majeſtie's ſervice; which I wiſh they that have the charge of 
that affaire would conſider, for their own ſakes, if not for any other reſpeR.

J Preſume you will afford me that right, as to beleive your diſpatches of the 

5th and 16th were joyfully received by me, not only giving me aſſurance 
of your preſent ſtay, but that, by his Majeſtic's favour and your owne meritt, 
you are placed in ſuch a powerfull condition, as highly to advance his ſervice, 
your owne honour and intereſts, and, if this Nation will be capable of it, 
make you a happy inſtrument to convey mercy and peace unto them, now 


that the influence of his Majeſtie's power and authority deſcends immediately 


upon your Lordſhip's owne proceedings, which formerly mett with the inter- 
poſition of ſeverall pretending maſters. In my owne behalfe, I can only give 
your Lordſhip this aſſurance, that as duty to the King's ſervice obliges me to 
pay obedience and reſpect to ſoe eminent a Miniſter of his, ſoe many other 
particular obligations binde me to ſerve your Lordſhip's perſon with the beſt 
of my affection and endeavours ; and it ſhall be noe fault of mine, but a con- 
tinued diſtruſt of theſe times, if I doe not prove conſiderable to thoſe ends, 
to which I have faithfully dedicated my ſervice. ip 
Being not informed by your Lordiflip, that you have any preſent commands 
to lay upon me; and journeys to Dublin, at this time of the yeare, both ſoc 
tedious and chargeable as not to be often undertaken ; I have thought it beſt. 
to defer my going ſomewhat longer, untill by an eaſterly wind and Captain 
Tarner's returne, I may hope to receive ſome diſpatches out of England; or 
that the aſſembly of Waterford ſhall reduce their affaires to ſome concluſion, 
I hope with due ſatisfaction to your Lordſhip in his Majeſtie's behalfe, and a

May it pleaſe your Excellence, 


NJ OUR Excellence's Letters by Mr. Brent found me at Oxford; and imme- 

diately upon the reccipt of them, I acquainted his Majeſtic with the con- 
tents. Both your letters and the expreſs we had from Briſtoll quickned their 
care at Court for the accommodation of the Souldiers upon their landing; ſoe 
that his Majcſtie ſent downe letters to the ſeverall Countyes of North J/ales, 
as alſo a Gentleman (one Collonell Tz/defly) to thoſe of Lancaſhire reſiding in 
theſe parts for a preſent ſupply of clothes, victuals, and ſome proportion of 
money, to which there was a fair return of promiſes; but the enemy hay- 
ing fatally (whether through abominable cowardiſe, or treachcry, or both, I 
cannot tell) forced a paſſage into Males over Holt- Bridge, a place of great 
import within five miles of Cheſter, and dividing that Shire from Denbighſbire; 


when there were as many (and thoſe backt with a ſtrong caſtle at Holt) to 


guard it as to aſſault it; by this means for the preſent forced them to lay aſide 
their preparations for the publique ſervice, and provide for their own parti- 
culars. And by this meanes Cheſter it ſelf being in a manner blocked up, they 


were forced to burn all that part of their ſuburbes which were on the Melſh 


ſide of the citty. OP. 5 
Their condition being repreſented to his Majeſtie, he commanded me down 


this day fortnight; and I came happily to the landing of the forces which you 


ſent with Sir Michael Ernely and Collonell Gibſon. | preſume they have related 
to your Excellence with what number they landed, and in what condition they 
now arc. The enemy have wholly deſerted J/ales, (for Holt-Caſtle they 
had never taken) except Hawarden-Caſtle, which was betraycd to them, and 
is now block'd up by 1000 men, moſt of them of the Country ; and we are 
in hope to ſtarve them out. So that now your forces are at Cheſter, where we 
endeavour all that is poſſible for their accommodations, hitherto retarded by this 
unhappy irruption of the Rebells into Vales. I have provided ſhoes and ſtock- 
ings tor 1000 or 1200 of them already delivered, and the reſt were in making, 
which I hope they have by this time. I have gotten cloth and frize ſuthcient 


for them all, not yet made into apparell, but haſtned into Cheſter, where 1 


hope to have it fitted up this week and the next. And I am now purpoſely 
in theſe parts to raiſe ſome proportion of money for the Officers and Souldi- 


ers, and have gotten about 1000 , which J ſhall diſtribute with their advice 


to the beſt advantage of his Majcſtic's ſervice. | 
am bold to give your Excellence a more particular accompt of this buſineſs, 
both for my excuſe in the unreadineſs of thoſe accommodations, which might 
jaſtly have been expected, and to give your Lordſhip an aſſurance, that I ſhall 
be lo provided for thoſe that are now to come over, that I ſhall have all the 
ſhoes and ſtockings, and I hope moſt, if not all the apparell, ready againſt their 
landing, if they be not above 2000 men. | 
And in truth, all that can be done is little enough ; for the Rebells do ſo 
much tamper, and underhand infuſe ſuch dangerous notions into ſome of them, 
that were it not the diſeretion, loyalty, and moderation of the Officers which 
| oy kept 
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kept them in, many of them would turne to the enemie through hopes of 
their arrears, (which he hath cunningly promiſed them) though they would 


ſoon find themlelves deceived, God be thanked, that treaſury being now as 


cmpty as ours. 

The ſad condition of theſe parts (as they were before theſe forces landed) hath 
haſtned down my Lord Byron with ſome 1200 horſe and foote, moſt of Lay. 
caſhire: He is advanced to Shrewsbury, and comes in the quality of Field- 
Marſhall of Cheſhire, Shropſhire, and North Wales, and ſo under my Lord 
Capell in thoſe parts, who is Licutcnant-Generall under the Prince. My Lord 
Byron's Commiſſion extends alſo to Lancaſhire ; but when he is there, he is 
under the command of my Lord of Newcaſtle; of «which I thought it my 
duty to advertiſe your Excellency, that, if you ſhall think fit to propoſe any 
thing to his Majeſtie concerning the commanding of theſe forces ſent from 
Treland, you may know their preſent condition. I conceived the King's in- 
tention was, (unleſs your Excellence ſhould adviſe any other courſe, which! 
am ſure will be followed) that my Lord Byron ſhould command them; and 
that he ſhould with all ſpeed march into Lancaſhire and attack Lzverpoole, a 
place without any works or defence of the land fide, and is near to Latham, 
the Earl of Derby's houſe, (a good retreat, if need be) and in the beſt affected 
part of all the Country, which (I beleive) upon appearance of our forces, will 
come into us. Beſides, there are 2000 men ready to fall in upon the north 


part of Lancaſhire, and we hope to keep that correſpondence with my Lord 


of Newcaſtle, that they will at the ſame time fall in from Halyfax. 

If we can clear that Shire, we do not only ſpoyle the deſign of the enemie, 
which is to bring in the Scots through Weſtmoreland into Lancaſhire, where 
they aſſure them (and as the caſe now is, may make it good) of many thouſand 


aſſiſtants; but ſhall be able, God willing, early in the ſpring to march up to- 


wards the King, with as conſiderable a force as moſt Armyes in the Kingdome. 


And J am aſſured, (howlſocver the ill manage of things hath rendred Lanca- 


ſbire wholly under the obedience of the Rebells) that they are generally (ex- 


cept about Mancheſter) as well affected as any. 


My Lord, this town of Leverpoole is of great conſequence, in reſpect of 
the mutuall intercourſe of theſc two Kingdoms, and if it be taken away from 
the Rebclls, they have no port to bring in a new ſtore of arms or ammunition. 
Beſides, if we poſſeſs it, it is ſo near Cheſter, that upon any neceſſity we can 
relieve them. I ſhall therefore humbly offer it to your Lordſhip, that, if it 
be poſſible, upon the return of Captain Male, we may have ſome of his ſhips 
aſſigned for that ſervice. I hope ſhort time will diſpatch it, and the reward 
of their ſervice will be anſwerable to their expectation. Captain Thomas 
Bartlett's (hip, and the King's pinnace, the Swan, now at Cheſter, excel- 


lently fitted of all things, but ſome few ordinance wanting, joyned to two or 


three others, are able to maſter all the ſhips in Leverpoole water; and if your 
Excellence pleaſe to confer with him about it, (though he know nothing of 
the land deſign) I belcive he will give you very good ſatisfaction; and (if you 
ſhall think fit) together with the Souldiers, will bring over ſome ſmall pieces 
of ordinance, ſuch as are fit for that veſſel (one of the beſt, as they ſay, in theſe 
ſeas;) and I will take care they (hall be ready to lanch forth upon their ar- 

rivall. | | | | | | 
received letters from Mr. Secretary, dated the 2oth of this month, (before 
they had heard of the landing of theſe forces) which aſſure me that 5500 of 
Waller's men (really) were killed before Baſing (the common report goes of 
a far greater number ;) that very many were hurt ; that moſt of the foote arc 
run away to London, the horſe towards Suſſex; that my Lord Hopton purſues 
them, and if his toote comes up as was expected, the day after the letter 
written, meant to viſit him in Farnham Caſtle. We have alſo (beſides the

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great fort at Plymouth formerly taken) newly taken another fort, whereby we 
are maſters of Catt-Wajer. | 

I hear ſince by other hands, that Prince Rupert drew out from Towceſter 
towards Northampton, and met with the forces of Warwick and Northampton 
all got together, whom he totally routed, and amongſt others, took Purefoy the 
Knight of the Shire for J/arwickſbire, a great bellweather. - 

My Lord of Newcaſtle is advanced into Derby/tzre, and the whole ſhire is 
in a manner quitted by the enemy, after he had taken a place (which my me- 
mory retaynes not) fortified by them. We hear Derby hath alſo yielded; but 
of thoſe particulars I can render no certainty. There is ſomewhat of truth in 
that good ſucceſs we have had; but the particulars (I preſume) your Excellence 
will receive from ſurer hands. 

I ſhall ſtay about Cheſter about a month or ſix weeks; during which time, 
I ſhall apply my ſelf to provide all the ammunition I can for theſe Soldiers ſent 
and happily arrived for the relief of theſe parts; which have reaſon to bleſs 
God for you, as the happy inſtrument of their deliverance from oppreſſion.

My Lord, 


Have reccived your letter by Majot Verney, whercin your favours begot a 


great conteſtation within me, betwixt my publick and my private joycs, 


which ſhould be greateſt ; the firſt at the moſt happy and opportune landing of 
the men out of Ireland at the inſtant to ſave Cheſter and all North Wales; 
or the latter to find my ſelf ſo much obliged and honoured by the perſon 
in the world whoſe favour and friendſhip I am moſt ambitious of ; the ex- 
tream value whereof, I muſt confeſs to be the beſt title that I have to any 
patt in them. My Lord, I wrote unto your Lordſhip ſo largely by Sir Pa- 
trick Weemes, that 1 have little to add to that letter, and therefore I thought 
it my beſt way to ſend your Lordſhip a copy of it for feare the other ſhould 
miſcarry. . 

Your Lordſhip is pleaſed to mention a letter you favoured me with by Cap- 
tain Brian, which never came to my hands; this by Major Verney being the 
firſt that ever I reccived from your Lordſhip ; and therefore your Lordſhip muſt 
not expect an anſwer to any part of this letter which relates to that: I can 
only ſay this unto your Lordſhip in the generall, that what powers ſocver your 
Lordſhip ſhall judge neceſſary for the better manageing the Government of that 
Kingdom, your Lordſhip ſhall be ſure to receive them whenſoever we ſhall be 
informed of the particulars. In the mean time, there is a Commiſſion already 
drawn, conſtituting you Generall, not only of that Army which comes out of 
Ireland, but alſo of all his Majeſtie's forces in the Countyes of Cheſhire, Shrop- 
ſhire, Worceſterſhire, and North Wales; it being thought neceſſary, whether 
your Lordſhip come over or no, to hold up in the Iriſh Army the name and 
opinion of your Lordſhip being their Generall. | 

As for inſtructions and directions from hence, there is ſuch a confidence 
here of your Lordſhip's knowledge of that Kingdom, and judgment how to 
govern your ſelf accordingly, that your Lordſhip will be little troubled with 
any from hence, but upon emergent occaſions; eſpecially your Lordſhip hay- 
ing been ſo well informed by Sir George Hamilton, what is conceived to be 
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the intereſt and advantage of his Majeſtic to be expected from the conduct of af. 
fairs in that Kingdom, conſiſting principally in theſe four points. 

Firſt, to prevent the breaking out of the Rebellion during the Ceſſation, to 
the prejudice of his Majeſtic's good ſubjects, and to his Majcſtic's ſcandall by 
the Ceſſation. 

Secondly, to prevent the Scots drawing their Army out of Ireland, upon 
which their invading England principally depends. 

Thirdly, to diſpoſe the principall Iriſb by all means poſlible to a willingneſs 
and readineſs to come over with forces, either into England or Scotland, ac- 
cording as either ſhall be moſt requiſite to his Majeſtie's affairs. 

And laſtly, to procure all the armes and ammunition you can poſſible from 
the Iri "0. 

| 122 40 we conceive is principally to be ſecured by the entertaining the 
Iriſb with hopes of good conditions from his Majeſtie in thoſe things upon 


which their hearts are moſt ſet, and by gaining upon the affections or ambiti- 


ons of their principall leaders ſo far forth, as to draw them thence. 

To the ſecond, we are informed that Monroe and ſome other chief Com- 
manders among them are, as moſt of that Nation, gainable by intereſt; which 
kind of perſwaſion on the King's part muſt be applyed to them by fit inſtru. 
ments and apt temptations. We receive freſh intelligence from Scotland, that 
the Marquiſs of Argyle and Generall Leſh are either gone or going over into 


Ireland, to draw thence ſome part of the Scotiſb forces there. If thoſe two 


perſons, eſpecially Argyle, could by any art be made ſafe, the King's buſineſs 
were done; however no induſtry muſt be omitted to make their journey fruit- 


leſs. Methinks it ſhould be eaſy for the Dunkirk frigats in ſervice of the 


Triſh to intercept their paſſage at ſea, at leaſt with any conſiderable forces. 
To the third point, 1 ſuppoſe your Lordſhip knows of a deſign of my Lord 
of Antrim's to invade my Lord of Arg yle's Country with forces out of the 
north of Ireland, wherein he muſt be incouraged to go on; eſpecially to ſend 
over into the iſles to Sir Donell Gorme as many Officers, and as ſoone as he 
can. But I find that his Lordſhip goes upon two grounds very contrary to his 
Majeſtie's ſervice ; which your Lordſhip muſt either perſwade him from, or 
prevent him in. The one is an aime to get the Scots Army out of the north 
of Treland, and even to buy them thence by a ſum of money, which he hopes 


to raiſe from the Triſh to that purpoſe. This muſt be lookt upon as a rui- | 


nous and deſtructive thing, it being our work for the preſent to keep the 
coaſt clear. | | | | 
His Lordſhip's other ground is a deſign to be choſen Generaliſſimo of all the 


Popiſh party there; a thing in it ſelf of ſo dangerous a conſequence, and of 


ſo great ſcandall to his Majeſtic, in caſe he ſhould have occaſion to make uſe 
of the Iriſh, that your Lordſhip muſt look to the prevention of it vigilantly and 
betimes; yet ſo as to avoyd the diſobliging my Lord of Antrim. A principal! 
aim in ſerving our ſelves of the Iriſh muſt be to ſubmit them, if poſſible, un- 
to your Lordſhip's command, whereby the ſcandall will be much removd, 


and the uſe of them much improved. | 


To the laſt point concerning armes and ammunition, I am to recommend 


unto your Lord{hip, that which certainly your own wiſdom would have di- 


reed you unto, that out of what ſtore you ſhall procure from the 1r;ſb tor 
his Majeſtic's ſervice, your Lordſhip be ſure to furniſh your forts and garriſons 
unobſerved to doe it, that way; for ſhould the Ceſſation be broken, and the 
Iriſh poſſeſs themſelves of any of his Majcſtie's ſtrengths, it would be an heavy 


ſcandall upon him, and upon the whole management of his affaires. Care 


ſhall be taken to ſend what other proviſions Wales or Briſtol can afford for 
thoſe forts.

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1 have nothing to add unto your Lordſhip of publick matters, but only 
this; that, before 1 received your Lordſhip's commands, J had ingaged his Ma- 
jeſtie in a promiſe that he would not beſtow any conſiderable place or office 
in Ireland without conſultation with thoſe to whom he committed the chief 
truſt for that Kingdom; that is to ſay, not without your Lordſhip's advice.

B* letters from my Lord Taafe at his departure from Waterford but lately 


come to my hands, I received ſome brief touches of the proceedings 
there, and election of Agents; and if they have that free power without limi- 


tation, which his Lordſhip conccives, I do hope thoſe perions will diſcharge 
their imployment with duty and diſcretion, to his Majeſtie's ſatisfaction, and

Your Lordſhip hath a faithfull accompt from me of what hath been ſeverall 
wayes delivered me for truth, and you may be pleaſed to take ſuch notice of 
it to either ſide, as your Lordſhip ſhall think fit for the prevention of the 
other great inconvenience, and diſcovery of the truth; and I that have great- 
eſt cauſe of complaint, have directed it to another for your Lordſhip's informa- 
tion at your beſt leiſure, wherein your Lordſhip will find me very nearly con- 
ccrned. | | 

By a letter newly received from Mr. Juſtice Donelaine, I find that his know. 
ledge of the diſpoſition of this Province, and his good affections to me, hath 
given him incouragement to intimate ſomething to your Lordſhip in my behalf, 


that I might appear with ſome publick mark of his Majeſtie's fayour, for the 


better inabling me to ſerve him; and that your Lordſhip was pleaſed to en- 
tertain it with good liking, and a willingneſs to extend your power towards 
the effecting of what ſhould be fitly and ſeaſonably propounded ; and that your 
Lordſhip would take a motion he made into your farther care and conſidera:

agrecable to his Royall pleaſure. It is true, my Lord, that, in this time of 
generall triall who are his moſt faithfull ſervants, to that end only, and not for 
private intereſt, I ſhould be glad to appear in that poſture, as might render 
me conſidcrable according to the obligations of my duty, and the loyalty and 
ſincere affections of my heart. And ſuch being the humor of theſe parts, and 
I believe of moſt of the Nation, that they judge only by the preſent object, 
without any ſpeculation into what might more ſeaſonably appear in future;

SIR, | 

Received your letter, and a copy of the letter ſent unto Colonel Chicheſter, 

ſigned by the Speakers of the Houſes of Parliament in England; wherein 
they invite him, with many large promiſes, to oppoſe the Cellation, and to 
the taking of an oath or covenant, which no man (in my opinion) can ſafely 
take, except he be ſatisfycd in theſe particulars. | 

Firſt, that the Religion profeſſed in the Church of Scotland needs no refor- 
mation either in doctrine, worſhip, diſcipline, or government: For the oath 
is to endeavour the preſervation of the Reformed Religion there, in doctrine, 
worſhip, diſcipline, and government; and that which is ſworn to be preſerved, 
is not to be altered. | 8 

Secondly, that the Religion in the Kingdom of England doth need re- 
formation in doctrine, c. for the ſecond part of the oath is to endeavour 
the reformation of Religion there in doctrine, &c. which doth admit of that 
which the Popiſh party Fave in all times endeavoured with much eagerneſs to 
obtrude upon us, and which we have always as ſtiffly denyed. 

Thirdly, that you will endeavour to bring the Churches of God in the 
three Kingdoms to the neareſt conjunction and uniformity in Religion, con- 
feſſion of faith, and form of Church government; which is as much im- 
plicitely as to ſwear that you will endeavour to bring the Church of God in 
the Kingdom of England and Ireland to the uniformity in Religion and form 
of the Churches in 1 for by the firſt part of the oath, that is to be pre- 
ſerved: And therefore the reſt are to be reduced to it; and conſequently you 
muſt believe that the doctrine and Church government in Scotland is the beſt, 
before you can ſafely take this oath. | | 

Fourthly, that the Church government by Archbiſhops and Biſhops is to be 
extirpated, as well as Popery, ſuperſtition, and hereſie, & c. 

Fifthly, that his Majeſtie's Perſon and Authority is to be no further defended, 
than in the preſervation and defence of the true Religion and Libertyes of the 
Kingdom. 5 | | 

Sixthly, that you will endeavour to bring all incendiaries to publick tryall, 
and to receive puniſhment, as the degree of their offences ſhall require or deſerve; 
or the ſupream judicatories of both Kingdoms reſpectively, or others having 
power from them for that effect, ſhall judge convenient, excluding thereby all 

judicature in Ireland; and not mentioning his Majeſtic, or others having pow- 
er from him. „ | | 

Theſe particulars, and many other things, which may be obſerved in the 
oath, will take up ſome time of conſideration, before that thoſe, who have 
been bred in the boſom of the Church of England, can be drawn to ſpurn at 
the reverend fathers thereof, the Archbiſhops and Biſhops, under which govern- 
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ment it hath flouriſhed ſince Chriſtianity was firſt placed there; or that thoſe 
who are unacquainted with the late reformed Church government in Scotland 
can be brought unto it: But when this oath doth come recommended by let. 
ters, whieh ſtir you up to diſobedience (that I may expreſs it no otherwiſe) 


againſt his Majeſtie ; and that you ſhould not yield obedience to the Ceſſation 


agreed upon by vertue of his Majeſtie's Commiſſion and Command by his 
Proclamation to be kept, I cannot but conceive that there is ſomewhat more 
in it than I can as yet apprehend ; and yet thus much doth appeare plainly un- 


to me, that for the preſent the queſtion is no more than this: His Majeſtie doth 


command a thing lawfull in it ſelf, which is a Ceſlation of Armes ; and that 
but for a time, which neceſſity did enforce to be concluded; and the Parlia- 
ment doth require you not to obey it: To which of theſe ought you to ſub. 
mit! | | | 

His Majeſtie having agreed thereunto, and publiſhed to the whole world by 
his Proclamation that the ſame ſhould be kept, is bound in honour and by all 
lawes to maintaine it with all his power : From whence it doth follow, that 
they who ſhall oppoſe it, muſt oppoſe themſelves againſt his power and his 
authority; and what an offence that is, no man can be ignorant of, And 
whereas you do write that you will be forced, cither to take this oath, or 
quit the Country; if one of both muſt of neceſſity be done, I had rather 
quit my Country and all that is dear to me, than ſtand in a direct and diame- 
trical oppoſition to my Sovereign, to whom, next God, I do owe the moſt 
ſupream obedience. But I am confident that his Majeſtic already hath, and 
will, if occaſion be, find more power and ſtrength to defend his good ſub- 


| jets ; and I have already written to his Majeſtie to take order, that the wants 


of the remaining part of his Army in this Kingdom ſhould be ſpeedily ſupplied 
from thence, which I doubt not will be done; and then, believe it, I ſhall 
take as much care of as many of you in that Province, as ſhall be firm to his 
Majeſtie, as of any thing that concerns my ſelf; and what can poſſibly be 


done in the mean time for you, ſhall not be neglected. And ſince you ask 
my advice, what anſwer you ſhould for the preſent give at the meeting, 


when the taking of this oath ſhall be propoſed unto you, in my opinion Mon- 
roe hath ſhewed you the way, though himſelf took a wrong courſe ; for 
| when the articles of Ceſſation and his Majeſtie's Proclamation concerning it 
were ſent unto him, he deſired time to conſider of it, untill that he might 
receive direction from his Generall, who was in Scotland. And you may much 
better deſire time to conſider of this new oath, which is ſo much perplexed 
with ſcruples ariſing hereupon, untill you have acquainted the State here with 
what ſhall be propounded unto you, which cannot be denyed; and from them 
I doubt not you will receive ſuch directions as ſhall be honourable and ſafe 
for you to obſerve.

IR Patrick Weems, when he left Oxford, deſired me to ſee to the paſſing 


of a Commiſſion from his Majeſtie, authorizing your Lordſhip to com- 


mand all the forces tranſported out of Ireland into England; which power 
the King was pleaſed to tell me, that he intended for you to execute in perſon, 
if there ſhould be any occaſion to draw you hither; and if there be not, then 
it was to remaine with your Lordſhip, as a badge of his Majeſtie's fayour. 
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In the ſoliciting of this buſineſs to get this Commiſſion diſpatched, I found 
ſome ſtop and difficulty, in reſpect of the diſperſing of the Souldiers into ſe- 
verall places under ſeverall Commanders. In concluſion it was reſolved that 
your Lordſhip ſhould command in chief all his Majeſtie's forces in North 
J ales, and in the Counties of Cheſhire, Shropſhire, and Worceſterſhire, (whe- 
ther Iriſb or Engliſh) and have the like power there as Prince Maurice had in 
the Weſt. When 1 ſaw the draught of your Commiſſion, I diſliked the omiſſion 
of ſome clauſes, (which I had ſeen heretofore in other Commiſſions of like 
nature) and the manner of penning of others; wherein I moved ſome of the 
Lords, and got directions to roctify them. And then the King's learned Coun- 
cell thought fit, that Prince Maurice his Commiſſion ſhould be altered accord- 
ingly; and ſo they ſhould both be made alike and paſſed together. All this 
ſpent ſome time, and is mine excuſe that your Lordſhip had not your Com- 
miſſion ſooner. I preſume that my Lord Dzgby will ſend your Lordſhip notice 
to grant Commiſſions under your Lordſhip's hand and ſeal to the Colonels and 
other inferior Officers, and to make my Lord Byron your Ficld-Marſhall : But 
for this I have no direction; and 1 think it may be done here by the King, 
who commands all his forces here in chief himſelf ; and all his Generalls are 
not Captains-Gencrall, but his Lieutenants, as I was lately informed, it 1 mi- 
ſtake not.

But ſince I am only acquainted in the general, 
that your errand is for a ſettlement to this Kingdom, and that I am utterly ig- 
norant what you will propoſe, and how far you have power to aſſent to what 
his Majeſty ſhall propoſe in behalf of his own intereſts, and thoſe of his other 


ſubjects; I ſay, this my ignorance conſidered, I can only in general adviſe you 


to remember: . | | | 
Firſt, with whom it is you are to treat; not with your equall, but with 
your King ; and therefore your negotiation muſt be qualified with thoſe due 
reſpects both in forms and ſubſtance, as is needfull and uſual from ſubjects to 
their Princes. | Fe | | | 
Secondly, to conſider, that as you come intruſted to deſire benefits and graces 
from the King; ſo one part of your buſineſs there may be to give ſatisfaction 
as far as may be to the injuries ſuſtained by the King and his Ante and Pro- 
teſtant ſubjects (as will be alledged) by the cauſeleſs and unneceſſary taking of 


armes: And therefore you are not to expect ſuch a reception as at other 


times Agents have had, which would not ſuit with the King's honour, or with 
his affairs to give. | | | 

Laſtly, conſider what a good exchange peace will be for war, the name of 
Loyal Subject for that of a Rebel, and happineſs for devaſtation and milery. 
And then, I doubt not, though you make ſuch demands as you are appointed, 
you will ſatisfy your ſelves with what the King ſhall think fit for you; which 
is my advice, and (I proteſt before God) ſhould be my practice, if I were in 
your place.

Received your letters of the 4th and oth of this month, together with the 
unſigncd large narration of paflages there, and all the other papers mentt- 
oned in it; all which are of ſo high concernment to his Majcſtic's {ervice, and 
the matter of them threatning ſo deſtructive a diviſion of his Proteſtant ſub- 
jets here, that I held it moſt needfull ro acquaint the Lords Juſtices and Coun- 
cill with that important diſpatch ; whereby not only a timely remedy might be 
prepared to prevent thoſe evills, but your vigilance and faithfulneſs in his Ma- 
jeſtie's ſervice made known unto them. And though I had before from an- 
other hand ſome imperfect knowledge of the ſame things which produced let- 
ters from the State to Monroe and all the Colonels in the North, forbidding 
them to take, or ſuffer to be taken by their Officers or Souldiers, the new ſedi- 
tious Covenant; yet are we ſo far inlightened by you into the depth of the bft- 
ſineſs, that it hath been held neceſſary to prepare a diſpatch of it to his Majeſtic; 
wherein my part ſhall be to inform him, how induſtrious you have been in his 
affairs, and what danger and damage you arc like to incur thereby. This 1 
owe to his ſervice, but am cxcceding glad to pay it to your honour and ad- 
vantage; and becauſe it was held needfull to tranſmit a copy of thoſe letters 
ſent from the Commanders and Country about Londonderry, I thought I could 
not in juſtice, either to you or them, ſuffer it to go without that part of the 
narration which vindicates Sir William and Sir Robert Stewart from the pre- 
judice it might otherwiſe do them, by giveing the reaſons of their joyning in 
that letter. Whercfore I have extracted out of that narration all I thought 
neceſlary for their vindication, or of advantage to you or them to be known. 
In all this I have gone wholly upon my own judgment, and may have ex- 
ceeded what you would have done; therefore hereafter in your diſpatches, I 
deſire you would point to me, in what you would have your name concealed, 
and you ſhall be ſure it ſhall be ſo. TY 
There are but few things in your diſpatch that require any kind of inſtruc- 
tion, other than to recommend ro you a continuance of your vigilance, and 
a purſuance of thoſe ways, which you have with ſo much judgment and inte- 
grity begun to trcad. | 
Touching the new Covenant, I ſhall need to ſay no more than the Lords [u- 
ſtices have laid; to take it, is to (wear by force to alter eſtabliſhed laws; and 
it is certainly ſo incompatible with the oaths of allegiance and ſupremacy, that 
whoever hath taken them is perjured the firſt minute he takes it. But were it 
as fair as it ſcems to ſome, and as lawfull as it is unlawfull; yet I conceive 
it were very unſcaſonable and improper to be tendered now, and in this 
Kingdom, conſidering the diviſion it would make betwixt the remnant of the 
Britiſh and Proteſtants left in this Kingdom, and the diſcovery it would make 
to the common enemy of that diviſion, and conſequently of our weakneſs : 
Whereas yet the fear of our united forces is like to be a means to perſwade 
them to keep faith with us. But I find you ſo reſolved in this, that I ſhall ſay 
no more of it. | 
But the more materiall and difficult part to reſolve ſeems to be, whether 
you would endeavour the ſtaying of the Scots forces here or no: And with- 
out doubt, if there were no more to be conſidered than their bare leaving us, 
it were not worth much labour; but the conſequence of it to, and the influ- 
ence it may have upon, the King's ſervice elſewhere, renders it ſo materiall, 
that whatever inconveniences follow it here, I muſt recommend unto you the 
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endeavours of ſtaying them, by all the means you can, as a ſervice of high 
importance to the King, and which he will accordingly acknowledge and value. 

1 did long ſithence foreſee, that want would very much endanger the faith 
of the common Souldiers of the Engliſh regiments in the North, and perhaps 
neceſlitate the Officers to a complyance with any, that could or would relciye 
them. And I have been ſo well acquainted with the ſlowneſs of Ir;/h pay. 


ments in times of greater plenty, that I repreſented our dangerous condition 


to the King. And I am by a later diſpatch very probably aſſured, that what 
Wales and the Weſt of England can afford, ſhall be ſhortly and frequently ſen; 
us. And becauſe letters are but dead ſolicitors, I have ſent an expreſs to ne- 
gotiate and procure effectual orders for our relief; whereof, when it arrives, 
thoſe that remain firm to his Majeſtie in the North, ſhall have a ſhare equal!

ſion for their ſubſiſtence, but becauſe I muſt reduce our forces to what the 
places are able to keep, not what I deſire might be left to keep them.

But ſince that another diſpatch ſigned by you 
and others, of like weighty conſideration, and directed to the Lords Juſtices 
and me hath kept this to accompany our joint anſwer to that, as alſo that J 


had by another hand received juſt the ſame information of the prattices that 


were uſed, and the diſorders that were like to enſue in yours and others regi. 
ments; which we held to be of ſuch dangerous conſequence, as that it was 
thought fit to repreſent them to his Majeſty, and from him to receive direc- 
tion how to govern our ſelves and thoſe under our command in an affair, up. 
on the good management whereof, the happineſs or miſery of this Kingdom, 
or at leaſt of your part of it, ſeems ſo much to depend: All which hath been 
ſo written to him, as may let him ſee your diligence and induſtry in his fer. 
vice, and the reaſons of your compliance with the people you had to deal 
with, in ſuch a manner, and of your application to the Chancellour of Scot- 
land in ſuch a way as at another time, and for any other reaſon, would not 
have become perſons of your places, and ſo intruſted by his Majeſty in this 
Kingdom, the ſubjects whereof have only dependance upon, and conſequently 
ought only (in ſuch caſes) to make application unto, the King and Crown of 
England. And J am confident his Majeſty will make a gracious interpretation 
of your proceedings herein, when by the courſe of duty and loyalty, you have

Touching the Covenant, I ſhall add nothing to what is long ſince (I preſume) 
come to your hands by publick authority, ſhewing the unlawfulneſs and dan- 
ger, and forbidding the taking of it.

The courſe you have taken in removing by degrees the worſt affected of your 
Officers, and placing others in their roome, is certainly one of the beſt means 
to keep your regiments in order and obedience. And that you may doe this 
with unqueſtionable authority, I have ſent power unto each of you, as often 
as there ſhall be places vacant in your regiments, to fill them up with ſuch as 
you ſhall find fit for them. And what further authority you ſhall judge necd- 
full to this end, ſhall, upon notice of your deſire therein, be ſent you. 

And whereas you deſire ſupplies may be ſent you, which indeed is another 
very powerfull means to keep your troopes in order and obedience ; if I could 
as readily have procured them, as I am willing to contribute all my endeavours 
to your content and ſatisfaction, I ſhould ſoon have ſent them. But our own 
wants (which only in point of place can be ſaid to be nearer to us) is the ſole 
obſtacle, which by his Majeſtie's gracious promiſe, and my carneſt ſollicitation,

OUR letter of the 29th, and a copy of your other of the 17th of No- 

vember, came to my hands the 17th of December, but the original of 
the letter is not yet come, nor the Commiſſion * mentioned in it, though the 
winds have ſcemed to us fair from ger When it comes, I ſhall receive that 
high mark of his Majeſty's favour and truſt, with all thankfulneſs and humble 
ſubmiſſion to his pleaſure, not troubling him with a diſcourſe of my unfitneſs 
for it, and the unfitneſs of it for me. Nor will I endeavour (by ſhewing the 
confluence of difficulties that apparently I muſt ſtrive with in his ſervice) to 
foreſtal his ever gracious acceptance of what J ſhall be able to do, or anticipate 
a favourable conſtruQion, if 1 fall ſhort of his expeQation. But in confidence 
of his juſtice, (ſince no ambition other than that of ſerving him, could draw 
my conſent to be raiſed to a place from whence my weakneſs muſt be more 
perſpicuous, my errors multiplied, and perhaps laid up for me,) 1 ſhall, with- 
out more to do, apply myſelf entirely and faithfully to his ſervice in all pla- 
ces and conditions, wherein his bounty ſhall ſet, or his pleaſure remove me. 


And my hopes to effect ſomething worthy ſo great and gracious a Maſter, even 


in this diſtreſſed ſtation, is much the ſtronger, in that I am to receive his com- 
mands by your Lordſhip, whoſe judgment renders them ſo plain and direc- 
tory, and unto whoſe honour and nobleneſs I dare commit my apprehenſions 
with a ſecure freedom. | | 

My Lord, before I received your diſpatch of the 29th, and copy of that of 
the 17th, the forces I had means to tranſport were embarked, and I hope ſafely 


landed on that fide; and truſt their conſtancy to the oath they took. The too 
late coming of thoſe letters hath decided the queſtion touching my going with 


them, or ſtay here. But I muſt confeſs to your Lordſhip, had thoſe letters 
come to me before their departure, I ſhould have been much confounded in 
my reſolutions which courſe to have taken; the neceſlity of a ſpeedy one in 
a matter of ſo high importance, denying me time to beſcech his Majeſty to 


command my perſon to whatſoever action or place he ſhould judge it to be 


uſeful, but not to ſubje& my faithfulneſs to the miſconſtruction that might be 
made of any want of skill and ill ſucceſs in the choice 1 ſhould make where 
to ſerve him. And what had then been my anſwer, is now my humble ſuit 
for the future. | | 
To the firſt point of your Lordſhip's of the 29th of November, I ſhall uſe 
my induſtry to prevent the breaking out of the Rebellion during the Ceſſation, 
and will particularly endeavour to contain the 1r;ſh, by thoſe means preſcribed 
by your Lordſhip. But there are ſome things to be done on that ſide, which 
may very much conduce to the ſame end, and other things to be forborne, which 
may be deſtructive to what I labour here. 1 
Firſt, I conceive it very needful that power be ſent to receive to mercy, and 
grant his Majeſty's free pardon for life and lands, to ſuch of the Jriſb as ſhall 
return to his Majeſty's obedience. By this means, I am perſuaded if there

To this may be added, that there be no countenance given on that ſide 
to ſome that may pretend to be powerful with the Jriſb, and may promiſe to 
work them to great matters for the King, whereby it may fall out that, to com- 


he may promiſe the 1r;fs ſuch high conditions, as will leſſen the juſt eſteem 
they ought to have of what his Majeſty may graciouſly and really incline to 
afford them. It will make them think they have a nearer and more eaſy way 
to their ends, than by thoſe in whom his Majeſty hath placed his authority, 
and by whom he expects they ſhould be contained in obedience, and made uſe- 
ful ro him. And if there be difficulty made to grant thoſe things which ſuch 


unreaſonableneſs in themſelves, or the danger that yielding to them would

have ſuch prejudice, that whatever he propounds, will be ſuſpected and truitlels, 
To this ſuſpicion, and to a credulity in any man that comes never ſo little 
countenanced and pleaſing to their hopes, there are no people more prone. I 
inſiſt the more upon this point, for that there hath already been ſomething 
done in this kind: Particularly they have been told by ſome they believe in, 
from that ſide or here, that money given at Court would more advantage them, 
than any they could give here. This wrought ſo in the retarding of the pay- 
ment here, that, had not my private credit gotten a thouſand pounds from di- 
vers places, the men that came ſo opportunely into North ales, had not gone 
ſo ſoon, if at all. | 

To the ſecond, I have, ſince I received your Lordſhip's, employed all my 
skill to ſtop the going over of the Scots Army, which 1 hope will prevail, 


ſince it is advantaged by the intereſt and importunity of the Scots, formerly 


poſſeſſed of a great part of the North, and now deſiring to drive out, and fear- 
ing to be driven out by the Jriſb. And perhaps Monroe will be inclinable, hav- 
ing married the late Lord of Ardes his widow. If theſe conſiderations fail, I 
ſhall look out the fitteſt temptations I can think of; but our condition is (o 
miſerably poor, that I can make no probable offers; therefore I deſire ro be 
put into a way from that ſide. In this buſineſs I ſhall make uſe of Sir James 
Montgomery, who profeſſeth very good affections to the King's ſervice, and 
hath given ſome proofs of it, by ſending frequent intelligence. From him [1 
had the papers ſent by the Lords Juſtices to Mr. Secretary Nicholas. I choſe 
that publick way of diſpatch, to cngage the whole Board againſt that party ; 
and I mention this to do the Gentleman right, and that his Majeſty may be 
pleaſed to ſignify his gracious acceptance of his ſcrvice for his encouragement. 
My Lord, the keeping the Scots here hath an appearance of preient danger 
to Ireland, and an annoyance to England in time. And though perhaps their 
ſtay may at once weaken the intended invaſion of England by that nation, and 
moderate the aims of this; yer if they be largely ſupplicd, and we not at all, 
it may prove very dangerous to his Majeſty's intereſt here, and immediately de- 
ſtructive to his beſt ſubjects. This is a preſſing motive to haſten to us ſupplies, 
_ elle they will ſeduce our men, as they have done ſome. | 
I cannot find that Argyle or General Leſley are come or looked for, nor can 
I promiſe any more than the attempt of what is propoſcd, I mean in one part 
of it; for the other, I am in good hope to effect it. | 
As to the diſpoſing of the principal Iriſb to come with Forces into England 
or Scotland, as his Majeſty ſhall appoint; this ſeems to be inconſiſtent with the 
ſtay of the Scots here, and cannot in any conſiderable proportion be expected, 
in caſe the Scots withdraw their forces. However, all poſſible means ſhall be 
uſed to prepare them for it on this ſide, which may be furthered there, when 
their Agents come. I hold it my duty to adviſe, that nothing conſiderably pre- 
judicial to his Majeſty here or there, be haſtily granted to them, upon the hope 
or promiſe of this laſt condition; for, if peace be made, I hope to do that in-

IS Majeſty's choice of your Lordſhip to command in thoſe parts, and over 
thoſe men I had the good fortune to ſend ſo ſeaſonably to his ſervice, I 
find generally approved, and that approbation confirmed by the happy ſucceſs 
of your conduct in the defeat of thoſe rebellious forces, that, before your 
coming, and the arrival of thoſe men, had upon the matter poſleſſed thoſe 
Counties, and ſtrucken fear into others. In all this I receive infinite ſatisfac- 
tion, and, next to the proſperity of his Majeſty's juſt armes, in nothing more 
than in that it hath pleaſed him to direct my endeavours into an hand that is 
ſo like to improve them in his ſervice, and to whom I deſire ſo much to be 
known by all the particular ſervices and offices of friendſhip 1 ſhall be able 
to do.

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Secondly, I much fear, if the ſending of theſe men (tor whom! cannot 
poſſibly gain a ſupport in this Kingdom) ſhould be delayed, there might arrive 
here ſome of the Rebels ſhips, whereby his Majeſty would not only loſe the 
ſervice they will do him there; but they will be ſuch an overcharge to our 
little means, that they will endanger the ſtarving of themſelves and the reſt 
of the Army; or (which is as bad) be ſeduced to join with a party here as ill 
affected as the worſt there.

neſtly recommend to your Lordſhip to think of, and attempt as ſoon as pol- 
ſibly you can, there being no ſervice that to my apprehenſion can at once ſo 
much advantage this place and Cheſter, and make them ſo uſefull to each 
other. | | 
A third reaſon is a freſh report of the Scots advanceing to the ayd of the 
Rebels, in which caſe 1 was certified there was an intention to draw thoſe for- 
ces to encounter them. If this ſhould fall out to be fo, 1 ſuppoſe it may be 
done with better effect to their interruption, and with more ſecurity to what 
you have ſo lately reduced, by this acceſs of ſtrength. | 

Upon theſe grounds, I ſhall with all the ſpeed I can embark the aforeſaid

OUR letters of Nov. 29. and Dec. 10. came to my hands the 11th of 
this month, and though they contained very neceſſary advertiſements ; yet 


our men having got ſo proſperous a paſſage, and ſo good proviſion and ſucceſs 


ſince thcir landing, there is little for me to anſwer to both your letters. 

In the firſt place, I ſhall earneſtly recommend it to you to continue your 
care of that little Army that went hence, who have already given ſo good 
proof of their conſtancy to the King, and courage in his ſervice. Next, I am 
to inform you that I find it abſolutely neceſlary in relation to our wants here, 


and perhaps not ill for the King's ſervice there, to ſend hence with all poſſi- 


ble ſpeed two regiments of foote more, and two troopes of horſe ; for which 
you will be pleaſed to make the beſt proviſion you can, as for the former, 
theſe being nothing inferiour to them. If I cannot get ſhipping for them all 
at once, I muſt ſend them as I can: At this time there cannot goe above 1300 


foote and 140 horſe at the moſt. How many more the regiments and horſe 


troopes will conſiſt of, I cannot certainly tell, though I think not of many; but 
theſe will be with you by the next fair wind after this. I ſhall haſten them, 
for fear the King's Fleet ſhould remove, the Leverpoole men get out, or ſome 
Parliament ſhips arrive in this harbour; all which is probable enough, and ei. 
ther ſufficient to hinder the ſending any more aydes hence, when it may fall 
out that there be great uſe of them; as doubtleſs there will be, if the Scots 
come into England, who are for certain near Berwick, with 12000 foote and 
2000 horſe, as I am told by a Lieutenant of this Army that arrived here, but 
the laſt night from Whitehaven in Cumberland. I have advertiſed my Lord 
Byron of my intention, and deſired his care likewiſe in providing for the men. 
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I know that the two Bartlett's would be of very great uſe to be entertained 
for the ſervice, and to ſecure an intercourſe betwixt this place and thole parts: 
And I am confident the King's ſervice in both Kingdoms will exceedingly ſuf- 
fer, if they or ſome other be not appointed for that end; yet 1 am not able 
by any means to ſupport them from hence, our charge excceding already what 
we have or can hope for. I will endeavour for all that to give them ſome 
help, if there may be care taken to ſupply them on that fide with what 1 
cannot ſupply them here. However, Captain Thomas Bartlett ſhall be once 
more ſent over, and I ſhall repreſent to his Majeſty the importance of having 
ſhips to paſs betwixt this and that coaſt. | : ; ; 

If Captain John Bartlett come hither, and ſhall be to continue his ſervice 

here, I will endeavour to furniſh him with any pieces he ſhall need. Upon 
a former deſire from that ſide, I canſed this city to be ſearched for brimſtone, 
but then found no conſiderable quantity. I ſhall again give order to ſee what 
may be had of that commodity ; but if it come to much money, there can 
none be ſent, unleſs we be provided or aſſured of payment thence. : 

I have written to my Lord Byron to cauſe payment to be made for a pro- 
portion of powder I ſhall ſend by Captain Thomas Bartlett.

Thoſe of the roth of November and 23d of December, in the moſt important 
parts of them are to one purpoſe in relation to his Majeſtie's ſervice, though to AR.

_ anſwer to both, that I ſhall give my beſt aſſiſtance to my Lord Taafe, and the 
reſt that purpoſe the bringing of men to ſerve the King in England; though 
I much doubt they will not prevail with the 1r;/þ to part with many armed 
men : For beſides the uſe they probably have of men and armes againſt the 
Scots, I am newly informed by Colonel Barry from Killenny, where thoſe 
that manage their part of the Iriſp affairs ſit, that amongſt ſome ſhips lately 
arrived at Waterford and Wexford with good ſtore of armes and ammunition, 
there are two come to Materford, the one out of France, the other out of 
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Spain; and in either of them a perſon from each of thoſe Kingdoms in the 
nature of an Ambaſlador to the Iriſb; who directed their ſtay there till it were 
well, and at a full Council debated in what manner to receive them. What 
they came for, he had not then certainly learnt, the great guiders of their af. 
fairs having him in ſuſpſcion, and keeping at a wary diſtance with him ; but he 
ſays, that one of the brothers (for ſo he calls his informers) told him, that he 
confidently believes they came to procure aids of men from them, or at leaſt 
to hinder each other from prevailing therein. And though J cannot ſee what 
great advantage it will be to cither of thoſe Princes to have the bare bodies 
of men at ſuch a rate, as they will coſt them, before they can come where 
they may be of uſe to them; yet I cannot imagine for what other reaſon ſuch 
men ſhould be addreſſed to thoſe, that are in nothing elſe at all conſiderable 
as to them, 

Whatever their buſineſs is, I fear their coming will exalt the Iriſb, make 
them higher in their treaty, and perhaps be ſome hindrance to Lord Taafe and 
the reſt. Amongſt other ways, whereby I will endeavour to know theſe mens 
errand, and the inclination of the Iriſb, I meane immediately by ſome of the 
principal of them, to put them in mind of their offer of 10000 men made to 
his Majeſty in their Remonſtrance in March laſt ; which may ſtop any haſty 
aſſent of theirs, till I ſhall receive his Majeſtic's further pleaſure. |

HIS bearer Mr. Daniel O Neile my ſpecial dear and intimate friend is 

ſent over ſo fully inſtructed, and it is ſo preciſely his errand and bu— 
ſineſs to inform your Excellence more particularly, than we could ſafely do 
any other way, of his Majeſtie's intentions and deſigns concerning that King- 
dom, not only in the imploy ment of my Lord of Antrim, but in all other 
things concerning his Majeſtie's ſervice there; that it were very ſuperfluous for 
me to make additions in writing to what he is ſo fully incharged with; and 
therefore I ſhall wholly refer your Lordſhip unto him. 1 ſhall only expreſs 
unto your Lordſhip one thing in his Majeſtie's name, which is of a ſevered 
nature, and therefore omitted in his inſtructions; that is, the reaſon of his 
Majeſtie s not continuing unto your Lordſhip the command which he had given 
you of the forces come out of Ireland, and of thoſe Countries where they 
landed. The truth of it is, his Majeſtie finding daily the neceſſity of your 
conſtant reſidence in Ireland during theſe diſtractions, and the impoſſibility to

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promiſes in that kind, his Majeſtic doth give your Excellence both fully and 


freely; but how far forth to make uſe of it, that is left to your Excellence's 
judgment. Whereunto there ought to be no impediment in the judgments 
that may be made of it by the Rebel party here; we are paſt thoſe ſcruples 
long ſince, and muſt not be diverted by them from what may conduce to his 
Majeſtie's ſervice. I have heard of another ſcruple in this point, that is, whe- 
ther it may not provoke the Jriſh publickly to allure their party from them 
during the Ceſſation : But the query ſeems not to me of moment. As to the 
third point of this letter, and which is inſiſted upon in all the reſt, concernin 
the ſending over of proviſions, we have already ſent into Munſter ſuch quan- 
tities as We were informed proportionable to the garriſons there for three 
monthes, though we are ignorant of your numbers of men in other parts, we 
ſhall make an eſtimate by gueſs, and ſend over in conſiderable quantity to Dub. 
lin, from whence your Excellence may diſpence them, as you ſee occaſion, 
even into the North; but we dare not direct them thither from hence in re- 
gard of the uncertain condition of thoſe parts, which may, ere the proviſions 
come thither, be perverted againſt us, and ſo prove a relief and ſupport to out 
enemies. In this buſineſs I do employ Sommers, in whoſe diſpatch all poſſible 
diligence ſhall be uſed. | | 
To the fourth point, touching the allurements by honours, places, and bene- 


fits, I acknowledge it to be the very eſſential of all, that none be beſtowed, 


but by your Excellence's advice; whereunto I have engaged the King's promiſe, 
and I am ſure nothing hath or ſhall paſs me contrary to it, notwithſtanding 
many preſſures, eſpecially by my Lord of Antrim. And I am confident my 
fellow Secretary will take the ſame care that nothing ſlip by him, which will 
be ſecurity enough; for your Excellence will be pleaſed to take notice, that 
ſince his Majeſtic honoured me with the place I hold, he hath ſettled an order, 
that nothing ſhall paſs, nor be imputed as a grant from him, that is not at- 
teſted by one of his Secrctaries, or in Martial affairs by the Secretary of a 
Councill of war; which your Excellence will be pleaſed to obſerve, in caſe 


any thing ſhould be brought to you under the King's hand unſubſigned. I 
ſhall add only this one thing on this ſubje&, that J ſhould think my ſelf un- 


faithful to my Maſter, as well as unworthy to your Excellence, whom I pro- 
feſs to honour ſo highly, ſhould I ſuffer any thing to paſs that were in my 
power to hinder, which ſhould be in the leaſt kind derogatory from your Ex- 
ccllence's honour and authority, or make any of that Kingdom believe, that 
there were a ſhorter way to obtain either publick graces, or private preferments, 
from his Majeſtic than by your Excellence. | 

To the other point, which in your letter you make dependant«upon this, 
namely, that no countenance be given here to any that ſhall come with ſpe- 
cious pretences of doing great things by their power and intereſt with the 
Triſh: 1 aſſure your Excellence, if my reaſon had been as prevalent with others 
as it was peremptory with me in the point, there had no ſuch thing been 
done at all. But thus far I have been able to ſerve my own reaſon, as well 
as your ſubſequent commands, as that although my Lord of Antrim's propoſt- 
tions, carrying ſuch appearances and probabilities with them, could not totally 
be withſtood ; yet I am confident he hath not obteyned any power that can 
be of cflential inconvenience, or of diminution to your Lordſhip. We know 


the perſon well, and therefore wondered to finde thoſe probabilities, Which 


he made appear unto us of his power with the ITr;/Þ, notwithſtanding by way 
of ballaſt my good friend Danzel O Nezle, Groome of the Bed-chamber, was 
ſent over with him to acquaint your Lordſhip with all, both my Lord Antrims 
and his owne powers and inſtructions, which he read here before his going, 


and took ſhort notes of: But cannot read again, till he come to your Excel- 


lence to decypher. He was thought the fitteſt perſon to ſteer my Lord of Au- 
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trim by your directions, as haveing great intereſt in him, and being thoroughly 
your Lordſhip's ſervant, and one over whom I am confident I have a prevayl- 
ing power. But yet I beſcech your Excellence, let not your good opinion of 
him be a hinderance to your Excellence's delivering your free opinion to me, 
even of him, upon all occaſions. I muſt confeſs I cannot but very much won. 
der at one thing which Fack Barry writes, vis. that my Lord Antrim ſhould 
have encouraged the Iriſb in high expectations, and to hopes of obtaining ca- 
ſily unreaſonable ends: Whereas all his diſcourſe here was of what moderation 
he was confident to reduce them to, and of what parties he would rayſe 
among themſelves, in caſe they ſhould be unreaſonable, and upon the high 
horſe. It was thought fit to give him countenance in thoſe things which you 
will find in his inſtructions. | 

To the fifth point, touching the hindering of the Scots Army from going 
over into Scotland; when that was adviſed, it was in hopes given us from 
Scotland, that if that ſtrength were withheld from them, they would not be 
able to invade England with any conſiderable power: But ſince now we. ſee 
the contrary, and that the Scots have invaded us without them, I do not ſee 
why the ſtaying them in Jreland ſhould be more laboured, where they will do 
more hurt than any where elſe, in caſe their being there ſhould awe the Iriſb 
from ſparing us any ſupply from thence. But yet, my Lord, you arc not ad- 
viſed to permit their departure till we are at ſome certainty in two things; firſt, 
whether my Lord Montroſt and divers others of the Scots Lords undertakings 
for the King will come to any thing or no. The Tr;/h, in caſe they be rid 
of that apprehenſion of the Scots, will engage thoroughly, numerouſly, and 
entirely in his Majcſtic's ſervice here. This (I ſuppoſe) cannot be diſcovercd 
till we have treated with the Agents; and therefore, in the mean time, the 
only ſafe courſe will be to unite the old Scots the beſt you can to the King's 
party, and to work, if poſſible, upon the new; of which, that which I hear 
ſeveral waycs concerning Monroe gives me comfortable hopes, towards which 
work his Majeſty gives you full liberty to uſe all allurements, and will make 
good to Monroe and others all ſuch fitting rewards, whether of honour or 
benefit, as your Lordſhip in your wiſdom ſhall think fit to engage them by 
your promiſe of effecting. | | | 

I am very glad to hear of the two regiments of foot, and four troopes of 
horſe more, which your Excellence is ſending over; whereof my Lord Byror's 
late defeat make the neceſſity more preſſing, though I muſt needs tell you that 
the Triſh will be much more wellcome ſupplies, in regard that the Engliſh 
there in Leinſter being moſt Welſh and Cheſhiremen, are very ſubje to be cor- 
rupted in their own Countries, and the treacherous revolt of ſome of them, 
was the occaſion of my Lord Byron's late misfortune. I muſt therefore re-ite- 
rate and preſs it to your Lordſhip, to haſten by all meanes poſſible the levyes 
and tranſportation of 1r;/þ, to whom no temptations or corruptives here can 
be applyed. | Ir | 

I was in good hopes that by this time my Lord Taafe, Colonel Barry, 
Dick Power, and Milo Power would have been in good forwardneſs with 
their regiments; towards which the King hath granted them a good pro- 
portion of London debts there in Ireland, which they writ to me, and Dick 
Power tells me they have very good hopes to recover, and he ſhall ſuddainly 
be diſpatched over unto your Lordſhip about it. 

Your Lordſhip gives us very prudently a moſt neceſſary caution, that we 
ſhould take care that you be not unneceſſarily repreſented unto the Triſh, as the 
hinderer of their deſires, though unreaſonable. But J believe that for the 
particular of your adviſing the continuance of the Parliament there, it was ra- 
ther by conjecture, than intelligence. As for Sir Brian O Neile, J have no 
acquaintance with him; and this I will aſſure your Lordſhip of two things,

This I cannot ſay abſolutely, but ſeyeral reaſons make me think 
ſo. 1 apprehend very much ill to Munſter, to Ireland, to the Lord Lieutenant, 
to the King, and to the Proteſtants in Munſter, that Lord Inchiquin is not 
Preſident of that Province; but the Earl of Portland muſt be. It may be 


your Lordſhip's writing to Mr. Secretary Nicholas to ſhew it to the King, may 


help it. Sir G. Radcliffe will endeavour what he may. The Lord Treaſurer 
diſclaimes to have any hand in it. The Duke of Lenox has done it a year 
and half ago, and claimes a promiſe five years ago for Lord Portland.

HIS bearer, Richard Sherley, a truſty ſervant of my owne, and who 

hath often been in Ireland, is ſent over on purpoſe to ſollicite, and to 
be employed by you in the buſineſs of procuring armes and ammunition there, 
It is a thing that imports us ſo much, eſpecially as to our Army in Cheſhire, 
that if we can be plentifully ſupplyed with them, we ſhall before the begin- 
ning of April have in thoſe partes an Army of 10000 effective foote. His 
Majeſtic would not be ſatisfyed in this particular with what I had formerly 
written, or could now write to your Excellence; but would needs have me 
ſend over this expreſs, merely to negotiate that buſineſs ; and he hath power, 
under the King's hand, to aſſure all Merchants with whom he can deal in 
that kind, that what armes or powder ſoever they ſhall bring over either to 
Cheſter, Beaumorris, or to Briſtol, eſpecially to the two former, ſhall be 
taken off their hands at any reaſonable rates. Your Excellence would be 
pleaſed to direct him as you (hall think beſt; he hath nothing elſe to do, but 
to tend and expcdite that work.

Ne CCXL. Extract of a Letter of Mr. Daniell O Neile, dated 
2 March, ſent in a Letter from my Lord Digby to the Mar- 
gueſs of Ormonde, dated 14 March 1643. 


1 23d of February we came hither, where Lord Antrim met with his 
feares, that part of the Supream Council, which he told you would be 
ready to oppoſe any undertaking of his. Nevertheleſs, it being neceſſary to 
give the King a ſpeedy accompt of what he might expect from hence, he 
propounded to the Council concerning the 10000 men in England, 2000 
for Scotland, and the ſending Prince Rypert 300 barrells of powder, and the 
4000 muskets he writ for to the Council, with aſſurance that the Marqueſs of 
Ormond ſhould ingage himſelf, that either in money or commodities out of 
England, Prince Rupert ſhould make ſatisfaction for what the Council ſhould 
fend Prince Rupert. Five dayes the Council took to conſider what anſwer to 
make. At laſt, the two laſt were anſwered as followeth, after much oppoſ- 
tion. The 2000 for Scotland, Lord Antrim (hall have with armes and ammu- 
nition, and two months proviſion at Carlinford-Caſtle in Ulſter, by the latter 
end of Aprill next, where he is to have his men and ſhipping to tranſport 
them to the iſles. The other was agreed unto as thus: Lord Antrim, rather 
than the ſervice ſhould ſuffer, or Prince Rupert ſhould have a denyall, ingaged 
himſelf, that if the Marqueſs of Ormond would ſend him an acquittance for 
the 2800 cowes, which are yet due to him upon U//er, he would undertake 
to procure Uſſter to make a payment, which as yet noe command of the 
Council could do, by reaſon the Ceſſation was not obſerved with them, as 
with the reſt. To procure the acquittance, I undertake upon this incourage- 
ment. | 
There was a letter written to the Marqueſs of Ormond to this effect: That 
as ſoon as the Marqueſs of Ormond ſends the acquittance to Lord Antrim, ot 
writes that he will allow of the agreement, and that Lord Antrim ſhall ſend 
from Ulſter aſſurance, the cowes ſhall be payd to the Council, then the armes 
and ammunition ſhall be delivered at Waterford and Wexford. 

As for the anſwer to the 10000, that J ſend you in theire owne language, 
but their frivolous reaſons I'll give: That the King hath not writ to them con- 
cerning our demands, by which they find that they are not owned as ſubjects: 
That a Declaration ſince the Ceſſation terms them Rebels: That they doubt much 
any ſatisfaction intended them, when the impeached Members at Dublin are 
| bailed: That neither the King nor they can be ſecure in Munſter, whilſt the Lord 
Inchiquin governs there, or any that he deputes: That the fort of Duncannon 
is in the hands of a peſtilent Roundhead ; if the Treaty now in agitation at 
Oxford take effect, they feare the King will not include them in his conditi- 
ons. Laſtly, they would much betray the truſt put in them by the Kingdom, 
without more aſſurance than we can give to put out of their power their men, 
armes, and ammunition : For their ſecurity, I proferred what were in the power 
of the King, or the Marqueſs of Ormond. At laſt, when I thought all _— 
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taken away, I had the aforeſaid anſwer brought me with much ceremony, the 
faction giving way to no better. The very truth to tell you, this Council, if 
they were together, might do much; but thoſe that are deputed to reſide, are 
ſoe divided between theſe two great men, the Marqueſs of Ormond and Lord 
Antrim, that neither can ſerve the King eminently in this kind ſeparate, but 
joynt may doe any thing. The Marqueſs of Ormond's party dares not move any 
thing he would have for feare, nor will yield to any of the others deſires, tho 
both have the ſame end. But this (I make no doubt) will be eaſily helped, 
and all goe unanimouſly. on together, when I ſhall have been at Dublin, and 
that there is that good correſpondence ſettled betwixt Ormond and Antrim, 

which I hope to give you aſſurance of ſhortly from thence. If that be, deſire 
what you will, and it ſhall be obeyed. As for that part of the inſtructions 
which commands Antrim to divide them among themſelves, though we are 
here but a few dayes, that matter (upon my credit) is ſoe well ordered, that it 
is not in the power of either Catholick Clergy, or Pope's Nuncio, Spaniſh or 
French, to make any party againſt the King. And to confirm you in this, Lord 


| Antrim can bring the forces and perſons in the liſt I ſend you. And if the 


Marqueſs of Ormond and Lord Antrim agree, he can bring, not only them, 
but the old and beſt Soldiers in this Kingdom; ſoe that you need not, unleſs 
your occaſions there preſs you, yield to any exorbitant demands of the Agents, 
either of Religion or any thing elſe. | 5 

The Nation in general I find ſtrongly inclined to receive and obey what 


commands come from the King; but there are ſome of Leinſter and Munſter, 


cither out of ambition to rule, or in hopes to be drawne off from their vio- 

lence by preferments, that can reliſh nothing that comes not their way. If 
the Agents exceed not their inſtructions, your work will have ſoon done with 
them. They have power to communicate their inſtructions to any, as they ſee 
cauſe; but are injoyned to acquaint the Dutcheſs of Buckingham with them: 
Soe were they to Lord Antrim, if he had ſtayed. I have writ unto her to re- 
ccive your advice, and to communicate to you all things. They are direted 


to conceale nothing from Brian O Neile, whom you have ſure, if you but 


uſe him kindly. | 


Some diſorders in Connaght draws the Council there. I goe to Dublin to 
morrow. Lord Antrim ſtayes here till he hears from me. This day letters 


came hither, that Monroe hath drawn all his garriſons which were in Tyrone, 


and yet he hath already ſent ſome of his men for Scotland: Whether he will 
follow with all the reſt is not as yet known. The Army intended againſt them 
by the Iriſh nevertheleſs draws together, under the command of my Lord 


of Caſtlehaven, untill it be in Ulfter, then my Lord of Antrim is to command 
in chief; when that is, fear no inconvenience from hence. 


'Tis not to be imagined the zeal of Lord Antrim to ſerve the King: 'tis ſo 
much that it hurts ; a Commiſſion for the government of Londonderry and 
Coleraine, is much deſired and held neceſſary, by Lord Antrim for the preſent 
ſervice. Send a letter to the Marqueſs of Ormond, authorizing him to give 
the government of Newry and Greenecaſtle to Walter Bagnal, a gallant man, 
who promiſeth much, and will performe, I am confident. - |

letters, whereof they are anſwers, gave his Majeſtic ſingular contentment.

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I have advertiſement from London, that the new Scots have ſent word hi. 
ther, that if they will pay them their arrears, and ſupply them with meanes, 
they will not embrace the Ceſſation, but ſtand it out; and I hear that thoſe 
of London reſolve to ſend them ſome ſupply very ſpeedily into Ireland. 

By the Proclamations herewith ſent, your Excellency will ſee his Majeſtie's 
invincible care of his good ſubjects in Ireland, notwithſtanding all the preſſures 
that are upon him here; and for the preſent, his Majeſtie hath taken order 
that 500 J. worth of corne and proviſions be forthwith ſent from the parts 
near Briſtol unto Dublin, at his Majeſtie's charge, towards a preſent ſupply 
of thoſe parts, as he hath formerly ſent proviſions for ſupply of Munſter. 

The Aſſembly of the Lords and Commons of Parliament fit here duely every 
day, and ſometimes twice a day, and proceed very unanimouſly and prudently 
here, and they are ſo carneſt to have a Treaty for an accommodation, as at 
London this is called the Parliament for peace, and that at Weſtminſter the 
Parliament for war, bccauſe the meſlages ſo frequently ſent from hence for a 
Treaty of Peace have been ſo many times rejected upon frivolous excuſes. 

The Soldiers which your Excellency ſent over to Cheſter came very ſeaſon- 


| ably to help divert a force that was preparing to march out of thoſe parts to 


the aſſiſtance of our curſed brethren of Scotland, who have inyaded this King. 
dom. | 

At London they are now forming a Republique, and to that purpoſe they 
have put the power and authority of the two Houſes of Parliament into a 


great Council of State (as they call it) of ſeven Lords, fourteen Common- 


ers, and four Scots, who for a tryal, (to ſee how people will reliſh their gra- 


cious government) are for three months to manage all affairs concerning war 
and peace, and all theſe, and the Clerks that attend them, are to take an oath 
of ſecrecy, not to ſpeak of any thing in agitation amongſt them, no, not to 
either Houſe, which is no leſs for the preſervation of the privilege of Parlia- 
ment, than to levy armes againſt the King, is for a defence of his Royal Per- 
ſon. By this meanes the rebellious faction hopes they ſhall be able to ſteal 
into a Republique, before the States of the United Provinces ſhall diſcern it, 
leſt they (whoſe intereſt it is not to have this Kingdom governed other than 


by a Monarch) ſhould not only not favour their ill cauſe, (whereof the people 


there have been more tender than now they find it merits) or oppoſe their 
rebellious waies. - : | 

The King's Letter to your Lordſhip concerning accomptants, is agreeable to 
your Lordſhip's and the Council's advice there. There were long ſince letters 
ſent by the King to Sir Ed. Bagſbaw, Mr. Loftus, and Mr. Carleton to ac- 
compt; the laſt of which is now here, and ſays he will haſten over with all 
diligence, albeit he alledgeth he hath little in his hands to pay in. 

As concerning the two pinnaces, commanded by the two Captains Bartlett, 


I have ſpoken of it to his Majeſty and my Lord Treaſurer, and find ſmall 
hope of effecting therein what is deſired ; for that there is no meanes here to 
ſupply them with neceſſaries and proviſions. But ſince thoſe ſhips may be 


uſefull, as well to Cheſter and thoſe partes, as to you in Ireland, J have here 


propounded to have the charge thereof bore partly by that County, and partly 


otherwiſe, by way of tranſporting paſſengers and goods. And I wiſh your 


Excellency would there ſee, if you can get any private men to ſet forth ſhips 


at their own charge from that Kingdom, with letters of marine to take any 
ſuch Engliſb or other veſlels as are belonging to the Rebells here, which is the 


way for you to have ſhips for your occaſions ſometimes ; and here ſhips are 


not unprofitably ſo employed on this coaſt. 8 
As I was cloſing this letter, I received a diſpatch from Ireland with the 
charge and anſwers of the four Privy Counſellors, wherewith I ſhall at the firſt 
opportunity attend his Majeſty, and thereupon give your Excellency a further

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account of that buſineſs by my next. Sir Richard Greenville came Sunday 
laſt with thirty horſe to ſerve his Majeſty, who hath graciouſly reccived him,

thority to countenance his Lordſhip's negotiation, and am ſo well acquainted

Somewhat I ſhould preſume to do; but the bearer hath 
freed me of one ſcruple, that the patents for Lieutenancy being but during 
pleaſure, the latter may ſuperſede the former, without further legal diſcharge 


or ſurrender. Otherwiſe your Lordſhip is too prudent to conceive there can

received, ſubſigned by Mr. Secretary Nicholas, a letter from his Majeſtie, 
giving me power to receive ſuch of the Triſh to mercy, as I ſhould find neceſ- 


ſary, and ſomething of inſtruction how to doe it; which ſhall be ſoe carefully 


obſerved by me, that 1 truſt the King's affairs, neither here, nor in England, 
ſhall at all ſuffer by my management of that power, which ſhall only be made 
uſe of upon very cvident and preſſing neceſſityes, or by the granting of it, if

your Lordſhip ſhall find ncedfull upon diſcourſe with Sir Philip Percivall, (who 
can beſt of any man inform you of our numbers and wants) and that from 


that ſide timely care might be taken of, and plentifull ſupplics ſent to Duncan- 
non fort, which is in preſent much diſtreſſed by want, and the moſt important 
place to be ſurely kept that I know in this Kingdom. And now that I have 


mentioned Sir Philip Percivall, I may not paſs him by without a very parti- 
cular recommendation, as of a man exceedingly knowing in all the affaires of 
this Kingdom, that hath been both before, in the War, in the Treaty, and ſince 
the Ceſſation, extremely induſtrious to advance the King's ſervice; particularly 
in providing with great dexterity, labour, and frequently upon his own credit, 
proviſions for the men, which at ſeverall times were ſent hence, who elſe 
could not have gone ſoe ſeaſonably or well furniſhed. The only thing I parti- 


cularly move for him, is that, if in this voyage, which he undertakes by his

I will endeavour all I can to unite the old Scots and the Eng- 
liſh in the North to the King's party, and doe hope to prevail with the chief 
Officers: But the truth is, the Soldiers and common people are fo deeply in- 
feed, that I have little hope they can be unanimouſly, or in any conſiderable 
number, drawn to ſerve the King againſt the Rebells in England or Scotland. 
Of the new Scots, your Lordſhip ſees there is no hope, except that when they 
come into Scotland they will be reſty and mutiny for their arrears, as I am 
certainly informed they have banded themſelves to doe. 

Monroe hath noe mind to quit this Kingdom ; but can no other way be 
conſiderably made uſe of, I doubt, though I intend to make tryal of him. 

There is no time loſt, nor meanes unattempted, to haſten the levyes of Jr;ſh, 
The Earl of Antrim is about his work, and is aſliſted by me very really and 
with all induſtry ; yet I doubt there is no truſting to what my Lord or I ſhall 
be able to doc upon that deſign. Your Lordſhip hits upon the right way, as 
well for this, as for diſcovering whether the [rſh will ingage thoroughly for 
the King, when you mention the Iriſh Agents, who (I hope) are at Oxford by 
this; but if I had armes, proviſions to keep, and ſhips to tranſport them, [ 
ſhould not doubt from the ports in the King's obedience to ſend at times con- 
ſiderable numbers of Iriſßh with little noyſe, and without the help of the pre- 
tended Jriſb Councill, whereof my Lord of Antrim was ſworn, ſince his laſt ar. 
rivall, before I heard from him. | | 

There went yeſterday hence five good companies of foot, conſiſting of Tr;/þ 


and Engliſh, that are utter ſtrangers to the place they goe to. Lord Taafe 
and the reſt had been with you, but that the {r;ſh would give them neither 


help nor permiſſion; nor was I able to ſend them. Sir John Read is not 
yet come, therefore I can ſay nothing to his inſtructions; but I am and have 
been this good while endeavouring to get armes and ammunition from the 
Triſh for part of the arrear they arc in, and I hope in ſome meaſure to prevail. 
In which caſe it will be neceſſary, that the value of what ſhall be ſent hence 
in thoſe commodityes be returned hither in money, victual, or cloth, for the 
ſupport of the army here. I am dealing with merchants to land at Cheſter, 
Briſtol City, or Minhead, good proportion of armes and ammunition, upon 


_ aſſurance they ſhall be taken off with ready money; the prices, quantities, 


and time when they may be expected, I will inform your Lordſhip very ſpeedily. 
I deſire to know whether letters of mart may be given to Dunkzirkers ; if ſo, 


upon what conditions, and to have the form of one {ſent hither, but with li- 


berty to vary, according to what may be held to ſute better with this King- 


dom. 


His Majeſtie's letters touching Prince Harcourt are not yet come to my 


hands: When they ſhall, I will perform my duty. 


There ſhall be forthwith a grant to Colonel Mine, as his Majeſtic com- 
mands. | Do | 

Touching my Lord of Inchiquin's pretence to the Preſidency of Munſter, I 
can ſay no more than is well known to his Majeſtic, viz. that he hath faith- 
fully and ſucceſsfully ſerved him here, and was diligent and forward in ſend- 
ing to the King's ſervice in England what men could be ſpared out of Munſter; 
and I think it will be for his Majeſtie's ſervice, both here and in England, that

ANIEL © Neile, who lately ſpoke with the Earl of Autrim, will doubt- 
leſs inform your Lordſhip what hopes his Lordſhip hath to prevaile in 
the deſign committed to his management. For my part, I tinde no ground to 
alter what I have writ ; but becauſe the deſign of the iſles ſeemes to be al- 
ſented unto by the Iriſh, and in a forwardnels to be put in execution, I de- 
ſire humbly to inform his Majeſtie that it hath been propoſed unto me, that 
a port of ſtrength in ier ſhould be put into the hands of the Ji to ſecure 
their armes, ammunition, and other proviſions, and trom whence they may 
conveniently imbarke. To this I have ſo antwered, as can neither give them 
colour to retard their preparations, or to challenge any promile, that ſuch a 
4 place ſhould be put into their hands without equivalent caution.

It is conteſt that without 
your power, his intereſt can availe little; and yet perhaps may hinder the good 
effects of your power, if he ſhould ſettle to an oppolition : Whereas both con- 
curring and co operating in the ſame way to the common end of the King 
ſervice, you may both advance it with eminent ſucceſs. 

The life and ſafety of our buſineſs here depends upon the diverſion to he 
given to the Scots from Ireland by an Army out of Ireland, in caſe they ſhoulq 


prevaile againſt my Lord Newcaſtle ; which may yet be doubtful, though, God 


be thanked, hitherto they have ſtill been beaten and repulſt. In conſideration

10000 men, with Daniel O Neile of the bedchamber; it is reported from 
them, that the King believes well of me, but ſayeth, J have no power. It 1 
have not, it was my duty and faith to him hath loſt it me, and not _ 
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garded for it. I have gone much aſtray it ſeems, but know not wherein, nor 
what courſe to take; and but for my confidence in you, and reſpects to you, 
I ſhould for ever quit this unhappy Kingdom. ; ; 

I muſt confeſs my ability hath noe way anſwered my deſire to ſerve his Ma- 
jeſtic; yet I preſume with truth, and free from arrogance, I may affirme, that

I am informed by a letter from Kiltenny, that the Earl of Antrim parted 
from thence in ſome diſcontent, they having not fully anſwered his Lordſhip's 
expectation; but I hope they will not fail his Majeſtic's ſervice, which his 
Lordſhip hath undertaken with ſo much forward affection. 

I did not conceive that his Majeſtic would have made uſe of the Ir forces 
of this Kingdom in a body, untill they had been firſt declared good tubjects by 
a ſettled obedience to your Lordſhip's government; and tor my own particular, 
I ſhall not be ambitious to command any forces to that ſervice, untill we may 
waite upon your Lordſhip in ſuch an expedition, or at leaſt goc over by your 
command and direction; and then I hope 1 ſhall be able to carry as many able 
good men with me, as ſhall be required or expected of me. 

On Friday night I received letters from Sir James Dillon, being on his way 
to Galway with my Lord Caſtlehauen. He writes to me he hath ſomething 
of importance to impart unto me, and that a ſpeedy meeting would be very 
neceſſary between my Lord Caſtlehaven, my Lord Taafe, and my ſelf, on which 
he would give his attendance. I returned anſwer, I would be all the next 
week at Loghreagh, and if they pleaſed to viſit me as friends and anticnt ac- 
quaintance, and not as Generals and Governours, they ſhould be very wellcome. 


If there be any thing material, I ſhall ſpeedily convey it to your Lord{hip. 


There is daily expectation in theſe parts of my Lord of Coſtello's arrival, 
with his Commiſſion for the government of this Province; and no arguments 
I can uſe will alter the apprchenſions of moſt men here, but that his imploy- 
ment doth reflect diſgracctully upon me. | 

For my part, 1 love his perſon, and am no waycs ambitious of ſuch a charge; 
and yet it may be the choice of ſome other, though below him, and not toc. 


well eſteemed by me, might in ſome opinions have much leſs concerned me ;

EF the 17th, after my diſpatch to your Lordſhip, my Lord of Antrim 
was pleaſed to beſtow a viſit upon me, and did acquaint me with his 
Majeſtic's Commiſſion for his command of 10000 men; and that notwithſtand- 
ing his forward complyance with the confederate party, by taking their oaths 
of aſſociation and that of a ſupream Counſellor, he was delayed, if not deluded, 
by them, both for his being Lieutenant Generall of their forces here, and his 
employment into Exgland, to the great prejudice of his Majeſtie's affaires, the 


_ advancement of which did very much depend upon the ſuddenneſs of his ex- 


pedition; and deſired that I would uſe my beſt endeavours, by all wayes I could 
work, to further thoſe ends he had propoſed for the King's ſervice ; which 
4 indeed, 
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indeed, my Lord, was a requeſt came very ſuddenly, and much unexpected 
upon me, though moſt forward to ſerve his Majeſtic, and willing to appear 
reſpective to his Lordſhip. 
My Lord was pleaſed to oblige me farther by ſtaying with me, untill he 
might reccive a return from thoſe he ſent to Galluay; and upon the 2th 
went with me to Loghreagh, where the next day arrived my Lord of Caſtle- 
haven, my Lord Taafe, and Sir James Dillon. And then the debate grey 
hot between the two Generals, eſpecially concerning the Lieutenant General.

diſpatchcd with thoſe forces, and that command he deſires ; it being obſeryeq 
by them, that his Lordſhip intends to carry few with him, but thoſe of Ulſter, 
ſome of the old Iriſb in other partes of the Kingdom, and the diſcontented 
Officers that have been disbanded of their party; and that if ſome other per. 
ſon, either in preſent or future, ſhould be imployed by his Majeſtie, they would 
hardly take the command of ſuch upon them ; and to carry others, and leaye 
them here in diſcontent, would be of dangerous conſequence. And withall 
I conceive it is not out of your Lordſhip's knowledge, and is confidently be- 
lieved by me, that in moſt parts of the Kingdom deſigns arc laid to raiſe a 
new and violent diſtemper, and want but a perſon of Quality to be their head, 
and (for any thing I know) upon ſuch a pretence of diſtaſte, it may be repre- 
ſented over as a ſervice, this Nation appcaring backward to comply with his 
Majeſtie's deſires. But if the Kingdom be thus cleared, and the war continue 
in England, all will be ſecured here without difficulty, and his Majeſtic aftcr- 
wards ſerved there with more conſiderable and orderly forces from hence. 
Theſe, my Lord, are the apprehenſions of ſome well- affected perſons, and 
will (I believe) be purſued to give preſent ſatisfaction, but nothing to be con- 
cluded, untill a more clear and right underſtanding be obtained. And I muſt 
confeſs my own thoughts at this time, though not altogether free from ſome 
private reſentments, doth incline that way, there being but one difficulty that 
yet appeares to me, which is my being doubtfull, that my Lord of Antrim's

| this day to Gallway, and Caſtlehaven and James Dillon over the Shannon to 


their Army. And if your Lordſhip find any taint in my expreſſions they are 
guilty of it, and your ſervant at Waterford a powerfull aſſiſtant therein. 

Your-Lordſhip's diſpatch of the 18th I reccived the 22d, and incloſed therein 
a moſt gracious letter from his Majeſtie ; and as he vouchſafes to believe, toc I 
ſhall ever be found a moſt faithful and loyal ſubject and ſervant, and will ſHortly 
take the preſumption upon me to return my moſt humble acknowledgments 
by an immediate addreis unto him. In preſent I muſt not omit to expreſs my 
ſelf very ſenſible of the great obligations your Lordſhip hath put upon me, 
finding that honour and happineſs I have received to proceed from your Lotd- 
ſhip's noble and fayourable repreſentations, ſupplying my diſabilityes, and gain-

may, to his Majeſtic's unſpeakable diſſervice, and the ruin of this Kingdom, 
receive the Rebells now in armes againſt his Majeſtic in England into the ma. 
ritime townes and forts which they have in their hands, 

In the firſt place, we doe pray your Lordſhip to have a care of the fort of 
Duncannon, where the Lord Eſinond, whom we ſuſpect to be ready to adhere 
to the malignant party of the Parliament in England, commands, and two or 
three Roundheads, who are gracious with him, are in office. | 

To confirme this, we have heard that in diſcourſe with a Gentleman, who 
ſaid it was reported your Lordſhip had his Majeſtie's letter to appoint him a 
ſucceſſor, he ſaid, that muſt not be, untill he were paid off all his arrears. 

Concerning Zonghall, we are given to underſtand that upon report of that 
part of the Parliament's Fleet, which is under the command of the Lord Liſle 
and Greenville, their being in Milfordhaven, the town is divided, ſome ready 
to defend it for his Majeſty, others to receive the forces prepared for an inva- 
ſion, and in what condition the young Earl's affections to his Majeſtie's ſervice 
doc ſtand, your Lordſhip beſt knows ; but we always ſuſpected the Father and 
the Son to be well-wiſhers to thoſe Rebells in England. | 


Cork was, in the abſence of the Lord of Inchiquin, put into the hands of | 


Sir Hardres Waller, who moſt mcn doc belicve to be a Roundhead; and the 
government of that part of the Province which lyes within your quarters, was 
intruſted with Sir William Fenton, one of the ſame cut. And now the Lord 
of Inchiquin is returned, we feare the power of Cork and Kinſale may be in a 
worſe hand, for iris reported he came diſcontented from Court. We doe beſeech 
your Lordſhip to reflect upon the importance of the place, and to prevent 4 
miſchief which may be fatall to this Kingdom. 


We doe underſtand further, that letters have been procured out of England, 


by which one of the Creaghs is appointed Collector of the Cuſtoms within 
the port of Lymerick, and that ſome other (they ſay the Lord of Broghi/!) is 
nominated Governour of the caſtle there. 

It appears by the articles of Ceſſation, that the city of Lymerick and the 
County of it are within our quarters; and therefore we pray your Lord{hip,

My Lord, 


Have received your Excellence's two letters of the 8th and of 1 3th of March 
] by this bearer Lieutenant Colonel Trafford. In return whercunto, I have 
not much to ſay by way of direction from his Majeſtie, ſince he is reſolved to 
leave the finall determination of all things concerning that Kingdom unto your 
Excellence's judgment upon the place ; and for matter of diſcourſe and opinion, 
I have delivered it already upon moſt of the ſubjects of theſe letters in formet 
diſpatches. Notwithſtanding, upon occaſion of ſome advertiſements from O 
Neile and others, I muſt at this time inlarge unto your Excellence with tree» 
dom concerning the publick, when I ſhall firſt have rid my hands of tome par- 
ticular buſineſſes, that I may have both you and my ſelf more free in the im- 
portant part. | 

In the firſt place, your Excellence is deſired to expreſs, to my Lord Taafe 
and to Fack Barry the particular notice which the King takes of both their 
affections and induſtry in his ſervice ; as ſome teſtimony whercof for the pre- 
ſent, his Majeſtie is pleaſed to confer upon them and Dic Power, according 
to the incloſed letters, one third part of ſuch Londoners or other Rebells debts 


of this Kingdom, as they ſhall diſcover in that for the raiſing of three regi- 


ments of foote for his ſervice, over and above another third part due of courſe 


to the diſcoverer. And it is his Majeſtie's further pleaſure, that the remaining 
third part of the debts in this incloſed paper, whereof they have made diſco- 


very, be employed for the arming, maintaining, and tranſporting of the ſaid 
regiments. | 

My ſecond private buſineſs is to recommend unto you the intereſt of my 
worthy friend Sir George Hamilton in the ſute which his Majcſtic hath granted 
him: For I am afraid that his near relation to your Excellence may be lykely 
rather to hinder than advance him with you, in that which might be of any 


ill example for the King to grant; but I hope this is not at all of that na- 


ture. 


In the third place, your Excellence is deſired to think of, and to propoſe ſome 
way of obliging the Earl of Clanricarde, whoſe great merit in the King's ſer— 

Fourthly, your Excellence's approbation is inquired after to the making the 
Earl of Corke Treaſurer of Ireland, as his Father was before him. We are 
well perſwaded here of his affection to his Majeſtic's ſervice, but nothing ſhall 


be done of this nature without your Excellence's concurrent favour and opi- 


nion. | 
The next ſort of buſineſs I haye to write of is of things, though relating to 
perſons, yet of a more publick nature. 
Firſt, concerning Sir William Parſons and the other three Privy Counſel lors, 
whoſe bailing lately is repreſented here as a very odious thing to that King- 
dom, and threatened to be of great diſſervice to his Majeſtic; if that be your 
Excellence's opinion, you cannot want pretence to make them faſt again; and 
| | e it 
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it is his Majeſtie's pleaſure that you ſhould doe ſo. The Rebells here have 
avowed them for theirs, and ſhew how dear they are to them, by offering in 
exchange for them four of the chiefeſt Commanders that they have priſoners 
at London. Unto this point, I ſend your Lordſhip here incloſed the copy of 
a letter from my Lord Caſtle hauen. 

Secondly, concerning the Prefidentſhip of Munſter, the engagement to my 
Lord of Portland was too far gone to be recalled or ſtayed: he had it under 
the King's hand before my time, and his Patent is paſt the Seal; but if your 
Excellence ſhould apprehend any great inconvenience by it to the King's affaires 


there, all poſſible induſtry ſhall be uſed to make him relinquiſh it, by ſatisfying 


him with ſomewhat elſe. | 

Your Excellence is pleaſed to take notice of the ſtraight proportion of pro- 
viſions, which you hear are provided to be ſent over into Ireland. Truly, my 
Lord, as the caſe ſtands with our neceſſities, we thought we had done wonders 
in procuring ſo muck ; but all farther meanes poſlible ſhall be uſed to enlarge 
the ſupply. In the mean time, God ſend that which is ready well over; for 
the ſhips which are to carry it have been twice chas'd back by the Rebells. 


As for the fort of Duncannon, ſoe particularly recommended by your Ex- 


cellence, there hath been newly ſent over thither apart, over and above the 
reſt, three hundred pounds worth of proviſions by a ſervant of my Lord Ey 
mond s, ſent over to me of purpoſe to ſollicit the relief of that important place; 
the mention whereof gives me occaſion a little to complain of your Excellence, 
that you doe not think me worthy of your commands in ſuch ſervices as con- 
cern your ſelf; which, how inconſiderable ſoever, I cannot but envy that they 
ſhould paſs by any other hands. | 


This bearer, Lieutenant Colonel Trafford, will acquaint your Excellence 


more at large with the reſolutions here for the ſecuring of Beaumorris and the 


adjacent ſtrengths of Wales, ſoe neceſſary to our communication with Ireland; 
which, in ſhort, concludes in this: In caſe Prince Rupert approve of it, (whercof 
Trafford will certify you) that your Excellence would be pleaſed to ſend over 
to Beaumorris 300 men well armed, and ſuch a Commander with them, as 


may be a diſcreet and active man, fit to take the whole charge, as Colonel or 


Major General of Angleſey, Caernarvon, and Merioneth. 

believe this bearer hath inclination enough to the thing, but upon ſoe ſmall 

acquaintance I cannot judge of his fitneſs. | 

I was very much joycd to find Daniel O Neile in his laſt letter ſo reſigned 
up to your Excellence in his own perſon and opinions, and ſoe well ſatisfied 
of your fayour to Lord Antrim. For though, perhaps even with it, his Lord- 
ſhip cannot do much good, he will go on cheerfully, without mutiny and 
diſcontent; and ſoc conſequently rather contribute than doe hurt to thoſe great 
and ſolid ſervices to his Majeſtic, which are ſolely expected from you. 

I doe not think your Excellence believes that I could eaſily ſwallow a con- 
ccipt of Lord Antrim's bringing over at this time into England 10000 men, or 
half the number; ſince if he were able to raiſe and arme them, it can ſignify 
nothing without proviſions for them, which can never be obtayned there, but 

by a peace and perfect ſettlement with the 1r;ſh. And in that caſe, your Er- 


cellence ſhould little need his help to a work, which I ſuppoſe would then be 


eaſy to your Excellence. My Lord, I gueſs at Antrims power, and I know 
indifferent well his perſon, the latter of which may-aſſure you, that I never 
could expect miracles from him. But perhaps your Excellence, who knows 
him better, may think that if I expected any thing from him, it muſt be mi- 
racles, where natural cauſes faile. 

Two things there are, which indeed I deſpaired not, but that Lord may bc 
uſefull in; the one, in caſe of a rupture with the Iriſb, to raiſe a party for the 
King among themſelves; unto which, as I wrote unto you formerly, I —

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that really he hath engaged that way ſome leading perſons among them. For 
the performing of which ſervice, it was thought neceſſary to grant him the 
credit and authority of a commiſſion to command thoſe men that he ſhould 
raiſe. The other is, in the matter of the Iſlands and Highlands, upon agree- 
ment with the Earl of Montroſe and other Lords of the King's party in Scot- 
land. And this truly is the only ſervice that we expect from him with any 
F confidence, in caſe the Iriſb will perform their promiſe of lending armes and 
=: proviſions by the laſt of April. But I muſt confeſs to your Excellence, that 
2 1 even before I received your Excellence's queries concerning the putting a port 
|} or two of thoſe which you poſſeſs into their hands, their very demands of it 
Wo upon that occaſion ſuggeſted unto me very ſtrong ſuſpicions of ſome ill deſign 
+1 in it; for they lending to the King ſuch a quantity of armes and proviſions tor 
1 a ſervice of a ſevered nature from the buſineſs of Ireland; and conſequently 
it being his Majeſtie's intercſt, not theirs, to take care that they be rightly em- 
EI ployed, I cannot fee under what colour or pretence they ſhould expect upon 
| this occaſion to have a port put into their hands, unleſs it were by way of 
1 caution and ſecurity for the loane of thoſe armes, and then ſurely the pawn is 
11 much too great and dangerous to be allowed. My jealouly in this point is 
- much heightened by thoſe intimations which your Excellence reccived trom 
_ the North, eſpecially finding both by Lord Antrim and by Daniel O Neile, 
that Carlingford and Greenecaſtle arc the places aimed at. It is true, as I tell 
8 your Excellence, that J believe there is ſome by deſign in this uncolourable 
1 demand of theirs; but yet, ſince i underſtand that Bagnall hath ſome kind of 
1 pretence to Carlingford or Greenecaſtle, or both; and that Bagnall is the man 
5 named in thoſe demands to have thoſe ports put into his hands, I am inclin-. 
1 able to think there may be more of private deſign in it, than of public ill 
1 intent. In which I am the rather confirmed, in regard that at Lord Antrim's be- 
ing here, we have been, and are ſtill very much preſt, that the taid Hagnall 
may be made Governour of the Newry; unto which place, as I am informed, 
he hath alſo the like pretenſions. His Majcſtic hath been, and is ſo carneſily 
ſollicited in this particular, that your Excellence is deſired to let Daniel O 
Neile know that Bagnall hath been recommended unto you from hence for 
that government; for you cannot want pretences there to keep it; and ſhould 
it directly be refuſed here, it might make Bagnall revolt from his reſolutions, 
which I have ſeen under his hand, (but this your Excellence will be pleaſed to 
keep very ſecret) that he would be for the King with all his power, in caſe of 
þ a rupture with the Iriſb; divers other principall perſons haveing made engage- 
5 ments in the ſame kind. | | 
2] In Daniel O Neile's laſt diſpatch, there were two requeſts renewed in Lord 
Antrim's behalf: The one, that he might have the government of Coleraine 
and Londonderry; the other, that he have your leave and aſſiſtance to the en- 
joying his own eſtate in the North. The latter of which, his Majcſtie doth 
: willingly condeſcend unto, and doth earneſtly recommend it to your Excel- 
5 lence to give him therein what furtherance you can. In the other, concerning 
F the governments, your Excellence is deſired to give him what fair and ſmooth 
contentment you can, without prejudice to his Majeſtic's ſervice in eſſentials. 
Upon this occaſion of theſe demands relating to private intereſts, I muſt 
needs acquaint your Excellence with my greateſt jealouſy in what concernes . 
Lord Antrim's undertaking, and which I muſt recommend to your Exccllence 1 
to have a carefull eye upon, that is, leſt Antrim's friends and dependants of 
Ulſter ſhould, upon pretence of ſerving the King under his command, carry 
along deſigns of re-eſtabliſhing themſelves in the territories of their anticnt 
lepts forfeited by their predeceſſors ; and that when they had got a power to- 
gether, under colour of ſerving his Majcſtie's intereſt, they ſhould apply it to 
{crve their own. If this ſhould be, it would ruin all the affaires of that King- 
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dom, and the hopes of all benefits to this from thence. This is ſoe dan. 
gerous a point, eſpecially with all thoſe Who having been of thoſe great and 
powerfull families, have now nothing left, that if it were poſſible for me in 
any kind to ſuſpect a biaſs in my dear friend Daniel O Meile, it could be 
only in this particular. But really I doe not, only it may ſerve as a teſli. 
mony to your Excellence, how in all things I proceed with you, without any 
manner of reſerve, that I mention him to you upon this occaſion. In caſe 
your Excellence concur with me in the apprehenſion of this danger, I ſhall not 
need diſcourſe to you of the probableſt preventives; your Excellence upon 
the place will judge ſo clearly, as to need no ſuggeſtions from hence. This 
only I conceive, at all events it will be requiſite now that the new Scots are 
gone, or upon going, to confirm to you by all meanes poſſible all the remaines, 
both Scots and Engliſh in Ulſter, where the principall ſcene of this danger 
lyes. And in caſe that Lord Antrim ſhould be able to raiſe any conſiderable 
power for the King, that you endeavour to prevent his drawing it into Uſer, 
but that he embark it in ſome other part of the Kingdom. 


Thus far I had written two dayes ſince, but have deferred the ſending till 1 


could withall ſend you theſe incloſed propoſitions of the Agents, of whoſe 
promiſed and expected good temper and fair intentions I grow to be leſs con- 
fident. But I comfort my ſelf with this conſideration, that in this Treaty we 
ſhall either reape the benefits of a happy accommodation, or the advantage of 
a very popular rupture with them. If the firſt be likely, we ought then to 
haſten a concluſion by all meanes poſſible, that we may have a timely taſte of 
the fruits of it; if the latter, I conceive that then our part is here to protract 
and draw out the Treaty to length, and in the meane time to ſupply your 
Excellence and all the forts there with neceſſary proviſions ; with which, 
and perhaps, if God bleſs us here, as he hath done of late, with better aydes, 


we ſhall be able to ſupply you, before the end of the Ceſſation, which they 


will not dare break, as long as their Agents are here. In caſe we ſucceed 
with the Agents, our firſt endeavour muſt be to procure the uſe of ſome 
of their frigats; if not, we have taken the beſt order we can to be ſupplicd 
from Dunkirk. In the mean time, we are ſending two or three men of war 
more from Briſtol to that coaſt ; and your Excellence is deſired, and my Lord 


Byron alſo on this ſide, to hire all the barkes that may be got to tranſport Lord 


Antrim's men over into the iſlands, in caſe you find that he is likely to go 
through with the deſign, which is the part of his undertaking, wherein I have 
the greateſt belief, and truly of great importance in relation to other deſigns 
laid already in Scotland; in regard of which, I only feare the return of the 
Scots out of Ireland thither: But if they will, as your Excellence ſeemes to 
hope, mutiny luſtily for pay, they will then doe more good than hurt; for 
we ſhall have meanes there of applying further temptations to them. 

When 1 ſhall have again ſollicited your Excellence, that all expedition may 
be uſed in procuring and ſending over armes and ammunition to any of the 
King's ports, (where they ſhall be taken off with ready money or equivalent 
commodityes) I conceive I have touched every point that I can think of in re- 
lation to the buſineſs of that Kingdom; and that there remaines only to beg 
your pardon for this tedious trouble given you by

To your diſpatch lately brought me by my ſervant Summers, I ſhall very 

ſhortly give your Lordſhip accompt by an expreſs; and do hereby anſwer 

only the particulars of your later letters of the 21ſt of laſt month newly de- 
livered me by Major Dillon. | | 

I need not tell your Lordſhip how ready I ſhall be to give all poſſible aſſiſt- 

ance to this Gentleman; the recommendation your Lordſhip hath given him, 


my Lord, may aſſure you ſufficiently of ſo much. Howbeit, cither for the 
charges in furniſhing, or the ſafety in tranſporting his troope here to be raiſed, 


I cannot, I dare not be accomptable ; both in regard of the great dithcultics 
we are here put to for want of money, (for the IJriſh pay in the moneys due 


from them to his Majcſty very flowly, and are in great arreare) wherewith fit- 


tingly and ſufficiently to provide and furniſh ſuch forces, as otherwiſe we might 
ſupply his Majeſty hence withall ; as alſo through the great hazard they will 
run in their tranſportation, whilſt the ſhips imployed by the Parliament, as it 
were block up theſe coaſts, ſome now riding (as I heat) upon the point of Aire 


near Moſſon, betwixt Beaumaris and Cheſter. The ſame lately took away 


ſeven barks, with much ſcandal and inſolency, out of the very port of Holy- 
head, they being bound hither for the relief of this place : So as if ſome 
ſeaſonable courſe be not taken from that ſide for clearing of theſe coaſts, his 
Majeſtic's ſubjects here ſhall neither have traffick or livelyhood from that ſide, 
nor his Miniſters the meanes to ſend but their very diſpatches ſafely from hence. 
And theſe are the two maine difficulties why the armes and ammunition, men- 
tioned by my ſelf and Sir George Hamilton, cannot in preſent be ſpeeded hence 
as your Lordſhip directs. For we not only want moncy to fetch them from the 
Merchants, owners thereof, but ſafety of tranſportation for them after, untill theſe 
common ſpoilers be removed from the coaſt ; which 1 beſcech you humbly to 
repreſent to his ſacred Majeſty, whoſe affaires, as well as the mutual aſſiſtances 
of his ſubjects of both Kingdoms, are in no ſmall degree concerned therein. 
Touching Carling ford and Greenecaſtle, I ſhall be ſure to have a very parti- 
cular care of them; and ſo, my Lord, I remaine, &c.

No. CCLXII. Sir George Radcliffe to the Marqueſs of Ormonde, 


May it pleaſe your Excellence, 


Tz Commiſſioners from the Supream Councill have been here ever ſince 
Saturday the 23d of March. They have attended the King with propo- 
ſitions, which this afternoon are to be read at the Councill Board. What 
they are, I know not; for I have not ſeen them. Sir Brian O Neile did me 
the courteſic to perſwade Myskerry and the reſt to move that Sir G. Nad. 
cliffe might not be admitted to adviſe in their buſineſs. Lord Dzgby telleth 


 Raacliffe, that the propoſitions were firſt high and ſcandalous, at which Lord 


Digby ſtormed notably ; and then my Gentlemen came down notably. There 


is nothing that is ſcandalous now, nor diſhonourable for the King to treat on, 


I hear by another hand, not ſo good I confeſs, yet reaſonably good, that we 


' ſhall have peace, and that they will ſubmit much to the King. 


My Lord Ranelaugh brings ſome recommendation to your Lordſhip about 2 
Counſellor's place in Ireland, as a badge of his Majeſtic's favour, and an argu- 


ment that he is well accepted here. All 1 am to fay in it is, that your L ord- 


ſhip had much reſpe& on all ſides; neither would it be granted, without firſt 


conſulting your Lordſhip ; nor would my Lord Ranelaugh have it, but by your 


Lordſhip's favour. 


A wiſe man ſaid here on another ſubject, that the King had fools cnough | 
of his Council already; and that 1 believe your Lordſhip findes true. This 


motion came from Lord Dillon of Coſtellogh in favour of his couſin. 

Prince Rupert had very great ſucceſs in relieving Newark; and ſince all Lin- 
colnſhire (except Boſton) is reduced to the King's obedience. He got at Newark, 
Lincoln, and other little garriſons thereabouts, thirty pieces of ordnance, and 
8000 fire armes. The Scots are at Sunderland, beſet by four garriſons of my 
Lord Newcaſtle's, Hartlepoole, Durham, Lumley-Caſtle, and Newcaſtle. They 
want horſe-meat very much, and have no ſtore of man's-meat. They begin 
to be ſick. We took fix ſhips at Scarborough laden with victuals from London. 

My Lord Hopton fought with Waller on Friday near Alesford: Our men 
had the better all the fore part of the day, but towards even we got a ſhrewd 
bruſh : We ſay that we have not loſt above 400 men. We brought off all 
our colours, bag, baggage, ammunition, and great gunns. Waller is ſince 


gone to Vincheſter, and then to Salisbury; and it is thought he will goe on 


weſtward. We are ſending after him all the ſtrength that can be ſpared, and 
I hope it will be a very gallant Army. I heare to day that the King himſelf 
will take the field. If God ſend us good ſucceſs now, I ſhall hope for a ſpcedy 
cace. | 

8 My Lord, I am exccedingly your debtor for ſundry civilityes and real cour- 
teſies to my Lord of Strafford; that which I heard laſt of, was your favours 
about the Officers of his troope. I hope he will one day be able to pay your 
Lordſhip with better reſpects, than theſe poore acknowledgments from

| | bs my laſt diſpatch unto your Excellence by Lieutenant Colonel Trafford, I 
ſent you a copy of the Triſh Agents firſt propoſitions, which truly were 
ſo unreaſonable as to drive us rather to thoughts of breaking with them the 
moſt popularly we could, than of giveing them any ſatisfaction; only it was 
reſolved to make firſt a tryall, whether privatcly they could be induced to with- 
draw thoſe propoſitions, and to make ſuch as might be treated on without ſcan- 
dall; and in the meane time to ſuppreſs the former, wherein we have found 
them beyond expeRation councellable ; and they have this day, inſtead of the 
former, preſented theſe incloſed, which though in many things unreaſonable 
for the King to grant, yet are not very ſcandalous for them to ask. So that 
your Excellence is humbly deſired to keep the former propoſitions as ſecret as 
you can, whilſt we work upon theſe, with ſome confidence now of good ſuc- 
ceſs. I ſhall from time to time give your Excellence notice of all that paſſes;

Prince Rupert commands me to tell you 
to look to the Earl of Antrim and Daniel O Neile. There are great appre- 
henſions; how they ariſe, 1 know not: when I doe, your Excellence {hall.

hen I took horſe, the King aſſured me of them in Ireland, and fo did

prayes your Lordſhip to be pleaſed to procure to be ſent hither copies of the 
ſaid bills of grace and articles, that upon peruſal of what hath been by his 
Majeſty done therein, we may know the better how to proceed in thoſe par- 
ticulars for his Majeſtie's ſervice. The three things that we find moſt unrea- 
| ſonable in theſe Agents propoſitions are, the libertyes of Religion deſired by 
them, which is very unreaſonable; but they ſay they will therein be more 
moderate.

I Hear my Lord Lowther and the reſt of the Proteſtant Gentlemen are now 
approaching towards Court, and will be here on Wedneſday, which for my 
part I am glad of; for without them we cannot well procced with the others, 
who have been here ſome weekes. I wiſh they had come ſooner, for the 
time of action is far advanced, and the Rebeils preparations ſoc vigorous, as I 
doubt we ſhall not have much leiſure for conſultation. = | 

I had this day certain advice from London, that they are there ſtrongly pro- 
viding of all neceſſaries for the field, meaning to bring forth a great Army from 
thence and the eaſtern Counties. To which purpoſe, the Earl of Mancheſter 
drawes this way all his forces, and the Earl of Eſſex is to bring out what he 
can from the rebellious city of London, which is made to believe that this is 
the laſt time their aſſiſtance in this kind ſhall be required. In effect, they arc 
reſolved to play all at this caſt, and to put a deſperate cauſe (as theirs is) to a 
deſperate iſſue. His Majeſtic's preparations are therefore haſtened accordingly, 
both for the ſecuring of this place and Reading, (which are the Rebells chief 
aimes to begin withall) and for the aſſembling of as great a force as can be 
made. , 
My Lord Generall Forth, my Lord Wilmot, and my Lord Hopton have at 

Marlborough a very fair Army of about 9000 horſe and foote ; to whom Prince 
Maurice (who is attempting Lyme) will be ready to joine another gallant bo- 
dy, and yet leave garriſons ſecured. Warham in Dorſetſhire we have lately 
taken by aſſault, as in ſome weekes before, many other caſtles and garriſons 
which the Rebells held, whereof your Excellence will find exact relation in 
the-mercurics adjoined. | 

We found in Warham 200 muskets, forty caſe of piſtols, fifteen pieces of 
ordnance, and a good quantity of powder and ammunition. Licutcnant Co- 
_ Obryan is appointed Governour of it, his regiment having done good 

ervice. 

Prince Rupert is aſſembling all his forces, and will be in a few dayes able 
to march up to his Majeſtie with a ſtrong Army, if need be. 

Here is ſad news come from the North concerning a defeate given by Fair— 
fax to Colonel Bellaſys (Governour of Tork) at Selby: But we hope the loſs 
on our fide is not ſuch as the Rebells give out, for we have yet noc par- 
ticulars thereof by any expreſs. My Lord Newcaſtle notwithſtanding holds 
the Scots hard to it, being in very good condition with his Army about Dur- 
ham. And it is certain there are ſome diſorders in Scotland, my Lord Mar- 
queſs of Huntley having ſeized upon Aberdeen with the forces which he hath 
rais d; for whoſe countenance my Lord Newcaſtle hath given to the Scots 
Lords who went hence of late 300 horſe and fifty Officers of that Nation to 
make their way into Scotland by Carliſle, which is to ſupply them with ſome 
more forces. CS | | |

men he ſhall tranſport, and of the places wherein thoſe men {hall be placed. 
In things within my power, your Highneſs's pleaſure ſhall noe ſooner be 
underſtood than obeyed by me; and I truſt my performances ſhall at leaſt cor- 


reſpond with my undertakings ; but in things depending upon the abilityes or 
inclinations of others, though I ſhall very rarely be poſitive in them, yet 1

And very much diſturbed 
he was, that your Lordſhip had neither declared them enemies, nor directed 
any other way of prevention for this general danger. At the ſame time J re- 
ccived the like advertiſement from my Lord of Caſtlehaven out of the County 
of Mayo, with addition, that he was confident moſt of the Engliſh garriſons 
in 9 Munſter, and Leinſter would readily open the gates, if not in- 
vite the Scots unto them; and withall, was certainly informed, that powerfull 
torces from the Parliament were at ſea to invade this Kingdom. All which was 
loc ſtrongly apprehended by him, that Tern Begge was in a great rage, think- 
ing your Lordſhip did much neglect the ſafety of the Kingdom; and my elf, 
as your humble ſervant, had a large ſhare of his diſpleaſure. But ſoon After 
I received a very handſome recantion of his former carneſt expreſſions; and 
indeed, if 1 be not much miſtaken, his Lordſhip hath very faire intentions, 
and is moſt ambitious of your Lordſhip's favour and good opinion.

Having a little before dinner finiſh'd my letters to my Lord Licutcnant in my 
cloſet, I went to my chamber for your diſpatch, and there I might behold an 
outragious monkey of James Saule's, newly preſented to my Wife, burning 
and tearing all the letters, and nothing remaining but thoſe few broken pic- 
ces I now ſend you, the reſt totally deſtroyed by fire and teeth. And left your 
memory might not fully ſerve to give my Lord an accompt of the whole bu- 
ſineſs, I immediately diſpatched to Mr. Bealing to acquaint him with this ſad 
accident; and that if he held it neceſſary to write new diſpatches, I would 
convey them ſafely to my Lord Lieutenant. | 
I ſhould have been much diſturbed, but that ſomething of mirth did appear 
in the midſt of the diſaſter. There was another large packet written by moſt 
of the women in the houſe to their ſervants and ſweethearts in England, and 
this mercileſs creature brought them to the ſame deſtruction. There was plainly 
to be ſeen a grave ſupream Counſellor, all burnt and torne, and the ſcattered 
limbs of a martyred lover lying by him; but ſome ſoc defaced, that the be- 
loved could not tell over whom to lament : Some were ſo preſerved as to make 
ſome diſcoveries of handſome harmleſs mirth. And now you have the ſtory 
as far as I can goc. It may hercafter be ſupplyed by Mr. Bealing, when time 
hath mitigated his preſent diſcontent.

My Lord of Antrim, leſt the putting of any of his Majeſtic's forts into the 
hands of the 1ri/b ſhould draw a ſcandall upon your Lordſhip, or any incon- 
venience upon his Majeſty, has writ to the Supream Council, that he will take 
the armes and the other proviſions, which they give for his Scots journey, at 
Waterford or Mexford, and give them no further trouble than to deliver them 
there; and that he has given order to hire a ſhip that will go with them to Mull 
or Mula, which is his rendezvous in the Ifles. The Council's agreeing to this 
he is confident of. All our fears are the want of ſhipping, and that the Re- 


bels ſhips will lay him. My Lord's friends in the Ifles encourage him much 


to attempt ſomething there, while thoſe partes are diſguſted with the preſent 
government of their Country, 1 hope your Lordſhip's fortune will anſwer your 
induſtry and affection to this deſign, as it has to many others of yours for the 
ſettling of his Majcſty. | | |

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My unkle has according to your Lordſhip's directions given aſſignations upon 
the ſeveral Counties under his power to thoſe who by your orders ſhould re- 
ceive the cowes due upon this Province. He aſſures me that he has taken ſuch 
a courſe, that very ſpeedily there ſhall not be many cowes unpaid, and then 
he hopes your Lordſhip will do him juſtice againſt thoſe of Derry, for keep- 
ing his nephew and the reſt of the priſoners, contrary to the articles of the 
Ceſlation, and againſt Sir I illiam Cole and the Scots of Donegal, who at ſe- 
veral times have taken 1500 cowes from the Iriſb ſince the Ceſſation.

My Lord, 


T5 proceed in anſwer to your Lordſhip's of the 29th of March, which 1 
was not able to finiſh and ſend by your ſervant Shirley, your Lordſhip 
may be pleaſed to cauſe the encloſed copies of letters to be decyphered ; wherein 
will appear what hopes there are of the deſign upon the Iſlands, and where it 
now reſts. From the firſt time I heard of that deſign, I have uſed all m 
power and skill to advance it, as a ſervice for the Earl of Antrim of all others 


moſt proper and feaſible; and to the King as availeable as any ſo many Iriſh 


can do him. But ſince I underſtand that his Majeſtie's party hath appeared in 
Scotland, 1 have doubled my endeavours, and left no way unattempted my wit 
could ſuggeſt to me probable to haſten it . 
By the encloſed copies of letters from the Colonels in the North, your 
Lordſhip will perceive how the ſupplies ſent in charity out of the Lou Conn- 
tries to the poor Proteſtants of this Kingdom in general, is by interpretation 
and orders from London, applyable only to the Army; and therein only to 
ſuch as ſhall oppoſe his Majeſtie's authority in breach of the Ceſſation, and in 
taking the Covenant, as may be collected by the letter, though the Colonels 


forgot to ſend the copy mentioned in it, which I have ſent for to be tranſ- 
| mitted by the next. I am informed the Dutch Skippers are much diſpleaſed 


at the diſtribution of thoſe proviſions, as not ſuiteing with the intention of 
the givers. How far his Majeſtic will pleaſe to take notice of this to the States, 


or of what uſe it may be to let them know this deluſion and miſapplying of 


their charity, I am not able to adviſe, being ignorant in what condition of amity 
his Majeſty ſtands with them; but I hold it my duty to advertiſe this. Your 
Lordſhip will alſo find by theſe letters how far theſe proviſions (joined with 
the people's inclinations, who are for the moſt part Scots) are like to make 
way for the Covenant; and in what a ſtreight the few Engliſh in the North 
arc, through wants, by this temptation and the threats of the Scots, who give 


cout that there are orders coming from the Lords and Commons at Meſtmin- 


er, to proſecute the refuſers of the Covenant as enemies. Belfaſt, (where 
Colonel Chicheſter hath a garriſon entirely Engliſh) if it were well victualled, 
might interrupt and diſappoint the advancing of the Scots toward us; which 
they threaten to do, and teach us the way to Kirk. I doubt there are among 
us that would be content to learn of them: Therefore I humbly deſire that 
proviſions may be ſpeedily ſent thither (if poſſibly may be) from Mhitebaven, 
or ſome port in Cumberland where things are cheap, and means of tranſpor- 
tation more frequent and ſafe than from Briſtol: And if your Lordſhip think 
fit to avoid fo many ſharers of what I doubt will not be much, it may be ſent 
particularly to Colonel Chzcheſter, as at his own charge, and by your Lord- 
ſhip's care of him. And I humbly offer whether it may not be fit, by ſome 
ſuch oath or protcſtation as is taken by his Majeſtie's Engliſb and Scottiſh ſub- 
jects in England, to make tryall of the affections of thofe here. In caſe this 
be held fit, it will be needfull to have thoſe oathes or proteſtations fent, with 


a letter to me and the Council, authorizing us to iſſue Commiſſions 1 
2 | | perſons 
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perſons to tender theſe oaths; but with liberty to make uſe of, or deter the 
exccution, as ſhall be thought belt for the King's ſervice. 

There is tranſmitted to Mr. Secretary Nicholas a petition from the Lords 
and Commons of this Parliament to his Majeſtic. Upon peruſal of it, your 
Lordſhip may perhaps find ſome ule to be made of it, there being no Papiſt 
in either of the Houſes, except one in the Lords Houſe. When it was or- 
dercd to be ſent, two other things they had in agitation ; the one a Declaration 


againſt the Covenant in purſuance of letters from the Speakers of both Houſes 


to Monroe and the Colonels of his Majeſtie's Army in the North: The other 
a Declaration that lawes made in England bind not the Subjects of this King- 
dom, unleſs ſuch laws pals the Parliament here. In the former I conceive 
they may be cncouraged, but the other being perhaps in treaty there, and a 
thing of high importance, I ſhall expect direction in it. LES 

Since the writing of my laſt by your Lordſhip's ſervant, I received his Ma- 
jeſtie's Letters for Mr. Spencer's having the reverſion of the Vice-Treaſurer's 
place, and a letter from Mr. Spencer himſelf, to whom I returned in anſwer 
the original of the incloſed copy. | 

His Majeſtie's Commands touching Mr. Felton, your Lordſhip's ſervant, ſhall 
be forthwith obeycd ; but I muſt humbly deſire that his Majeſtic will be graci- 
ouſly pleaſed for the time to come to ſuffer me to diſpoſe of ſuch places, as 
the only means 1 have to reward thoſe that do him ſervice, and to whom 1 
am particularly ingaged. This is not all intended to, however it falles to be 
written upon this occaſion ; and that it is not ſo taken, I deſire to be aſſured 
by receiving your Lordſhip's commands for any you favour, and whoſe condi- 


tion may be bettered by me. 


I underſtand that Colonel Crawford, who run away from hence, is in ſome 
eminent command with the Rebells. To my knowledge he is a very worth- 


| leſs fellow, and (if I be not miſtaken) vain and avaritious. What uſe may be 
made of ſuch a thing, I leave to your Lordſhip to conſider. _ 
The coming abroad of ſo many of the Rebells ſhips encreaſes the danger, 


and conſequently the rates of conveying armes into any port of England or 
Ireland. And I find the 1r;/þ Merchants are reſtrained from ſelling the armes 


they have by their Council, who yet have been perſwaded by Colonel Barry 
to contract with foreign Merchants for 5000 armes and 500 barrells of powder. 


The contract for their honour is made by them, and I am engaged to take off 
with ready money or equivalent commoditics, what they ſhall not, which will 
be all, if peace be concluded, or the Treaty continued without diſguſt to them 


till the armes arrive; but I muſt be enabled from thence to perform. 


As I had written thus far, I received the encloſed propoſitions from the 
Earl of Clanricarde. I am not able to give full anſwers to them till I be di- 
rected and authorized by his Majeſtic, which J humbly deſire to be with all 
ſpeed, and with all poſſible honour and content to the Earl of Clanricarde, 
whoſe power to ſerve the King daily increaſes; your Lordſhip may very ſafely 
communicate them with Juſtice Donelain, a very honeſt man, knowing in 


Connaght, where the Earl of Clanricarde's intereſt is. 


I humbly thank your Lordſhip for Sir Philip Percivall. Dick Power ſhall

one way or other. If your Lordſhip pleaſe to compare their former letters 
with thoſe now ſent, I think it will appear to you, that the orders from hence 
have rather diſcovered who were ready to (ell their faith for meal, than given 
cauſe for the taking of the Covenant. I am very far from ſo much as point. 
ing at Colonel Chicheſter, or at any other Colonel in this. 

I ſend your Lordſhip herewith a copy of my Lord of Muskery's letter to 


me, and of the anſwer I now ſend him, to be given him or burat, as your 


Lordſhip ſhall judge beſt for the King's ſervice. 
I have been ſo often forced to preſs barks for the tranſport of men with- 


out paying the owners, that now, after a long eaſterly wind, the harbour 


is empty ; ſo that I cannot ſend Colonel Trafford with the 300 men for 
Angleſey for want of ſhipping. Armes I have gotten for him, and proviſions 
I ſhall make a hard ſhift for; but the prices of both are taken out of what 
ſhould feed the Army here: Therefore when JI am able to make certain the 
ſum, I ſhall humbly move that it may be paid back again in money, or mo- 
ney worth. .

many particulars requiring none, except a reiteration of the ſatisfaction I 
receive by all your diſpatches in all things that have relation to my particular 
intereſt or contentment. | 

I have by letters to the Lord Taafe and Jack Barry let them know how 
graciouſly his Majcſtic receives, and bountifully rewards their endeavours in his 
ſervice, wherein with them Sir George Hamilton is now employed; and there- 
fore your Lordſhip will be pleaſed to receive my humble thanks for them all, 
and for the laſt, not only in regard of what his Majeſtic hath, at your Lord- 
ſhip's inſtance, been pleaſed to do for him, (the particular whereof I yet know 
not) but in reſpect alſo of the obligation laid upon me in the manner of it. 

The Earl of Clanricarde's merits and abilities are ſuch, that I cannot readily

be fruſtrated for want of {hips of our own, and may be by having too many 
of the Rebells upon theſe coaſts. 


To ſupply the firſt, I have ſent to Wexford and other ſea towns to hire 
veſſels, and with offer to deduct their wages out of the moneys due to his Ma- 


jeſtie, which is all that can be done on this ſide. I know no need that a port 
ſhould be put into their hands for this work, ſince the armes may be delivered 
the men out of the ſhips ſides, nor need their proviſions be unloaded , and 
your Lordlhip's ſuſpicion was certainly well grounded, and your reaſons unan- 
ſwerable, at leaſt as to Bagnall's private, who of all men is moſt unfit to have 


it; and I ſhould be very ſorry to be commanded to act any part in his coming 
into that place, under countenance of his Majeſtie's authority, to the injury 
of a third perſon. Vet Bagnall is my Couſin-German, a perſon 1 love as 
well as any in his condition, and fir to be incouraged in thoſe good incli-

But Mr. Bryan returning ſooner than he looked for him, he was prevented. 
On the morrow he acquainted a Gentleman that hath relation to me with 
this paſſage, and by him ſent me firſt the incloſed copy, and after (upon my 
demand) the packet, affirming that all he found was in it, and that no other 
copy, than this now ſent you, was taken. Whether that be true or no, I

dently affirms are in readineſs to the number of 3000: But the Agents here 
are not willing to believe that he hath any ſuch forces levyed. Nothwith- 
ſtanding, I have prevailed with them to write to the Supream Council to pro- 
cure two or three frigats (if it be poſſible) both to tranſport the armes and pro- 
viſions, which they have ſent unto the Earl of Antrim, to what porte he ſhall 
aſſign, as alſo to help waft over his men. 

I have alſo ſent orders to Captain Bartlet to haſten over to Dublin, there 

to obey your Lordſhip's commands. If the Earl of Antrim hath really ſuch a 
force on foot, it were great pity that important ſervice ſhould faile, now that 
the King hath ſo good a party already appearing in Scotland to join with them. 
I am ſure I ſhall not need to recommend any more this buſineſs to your Ex 
cellence, if you ſee probabilityes in it, being ſure that you will accommodate 
the Earl of Antrim with all your aſſiſtance and neceſlary accomodation in the 
moſt convenient imbarking places under your command. 

I ſhall not add to your Excellence's trouble at preſent, being to ſend an ex- 
preſs unto you within a day or two at furtheſt; and having received at this 
inſtant your diſpatch of the 29th, but have not leiſure before this bearer's 
going to decypher more than your own letter, wherein 1 ſee with much con- 
tentment how much you lay to heart this buſineſs of the iſlands. I am,

Lord Digby to the Marqueſs of Ormonde, 
My Lord, 


AVING begun a large diſpatch unto your Excellence concerning all the 
particulars of your letter by my ſervant Hirley, and of yours of the 27th 
of April, as alſo of the ſtate of our Treaty here with the Iriſh Agents; and be- 
ing hindercd by a multitude of other preſſing buſineſs from finiſhing it ſo ſoon 
as I intended, this bearer being able to ſtay no longer, I have thought fit only 
to ſend your Lordſhip by him the incloſed propoſitions from the Proteſtant 
Agents, and the advertiſements of the Trzſh Catholick Agents concerning ſome 
. things wherein they ſeem to be much concerned in zeal (as they pretend) to 
his Majeſtie's ſervice. In the firſt your Excellence will perceive either the mad- 
neſs or the malice of thoſe men; (for we cannot underſtand them to have prp- 
ceeded from lets than a high degree of one of theſe) the firſt, if propoſed with 
the thought that peace could be procured upon condition of any affinity with 
thoſe; and if they did believe in the preſenting them, that they could have 
no effect towards peace, then certainly we muſt conclude that the effect they 
aimed at was only ſcandal upon the King and his Miniſters, in caſe they ſhould 
conclude a peace upon conditions (as needs mult be, if there be any concluded) 
ſo remote from thoſe which they preſent in the name of the Proteſtants of 
Ireland. This I write to your Excellence, not as my ſenſe only, but as the 
opinion of all prudent men here that have conſidered the matter; and I think 
it very well worth your Excellence's care to enquire how far forth theſe pro- 
politions 
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poſitions do agree with the general ſenſe of the Proteſtants there in order to 
their preſent condition. I am ſure they are not at all ſuitable to their inſtruc-

The advertiſements of the Jriſb Agents here incloſed I deſire your Excellence 
to conſider of, and to return me your opinion as ſoon as may be.

S I could not have heard with any patience, fo cannot I juſtify with any 
true averment, that thoſe words, reported unto me by my good friend 
Mr. Arthur Trevor, were ever ſpoken by any perſon in my hearing. I did 
converſe at dinner and ſupper only with a great perſonage, not ſo well fatis- 
fied, peradventure, with your Excellence as 1 and others are. There ſome dil- 
courſes paſſed to and fro concerning your Lordſhip, as that your Lord(hip* loſt 
nothing or very little by this Rebcllion ; that you brought but ſmall forces of 
your own to repreſs it, c. But beſides that they were ſpoken at the table, 
where a good memory is not ſo commendable as in other places, they were 
ſo fully anſwered and replied upon by ſome of the company, eſpecially by one 
Mr. Brane (a ſervant of his Majeſtic) then preſent, that your Excellency loſt 
nothing by that diſcourſe, nor have any need to examine it any further. But 
in thoſe late diſorders of Ireland, rerum cognoſcere cauſas Felix qui potuit. 

I have heard (in variety of diſcourſe) ſome lay the ſource upon the 4750 le- 
ſuits, ſome upon the Puritans in that Kingdom, ſome upon the Parliament of

lence's commands to ſtay at Dublin, or at the caſtle of Arhlone, and to leaye 
the command of all the forces of that Province unto Lord Clanricarde. 

I ſhall now apply my ſelf in the firſt place to give an anſwer unto the par. 
ticulars of your Excellence's ſeveral letters received by my ſcrvant Shirley, and 
ſince of the 27th of April; and then I ſhall acquaint you with the late, and 
my judgment of the Treaty with the 1r;Þ Agents. | 

In the buſineſs concerning the Treaſurer's place, your Excellence expreſſeth 
jointly your great favour and civility to my Lord of Cork, and your great con- 
ſidcration of the King's ſervice in all things, by that which you propoſe touch. 
ing Lord Clanricarde's ſatisfaction, in caſe it ſhould be fit for his Majeſtic 
to admit any of his religion to thoſe honours. For the preſent, his Majeſtic 
hath thought fit to oblige my Lord of Cork with a promiſe of the place, and 
a letter to your Excellence concerning it; but withall hath forbid him as yet 
to make ule of or declare it, his Majeſtie conceiving it molt for his ſeryice 


not to diſpoſe as yet of places there, as being perhaps the beſt meanes by the 


hopes of ſome of them to lure in the IJriſb unto good conditions. And in 
caſe that, upon the concluſion of that Treaty, it ſhall be judged expedient for 
the King's ſervice to oblige Lord Clanricarde, and in him thoſe of the Reli- 
gion with the place, I make no doubt but I ſhall be able to perſuade my Lord 
of Corke by arguments of the King's ſcrvice, and of his own intereſt in another 


particular here, whereupon his heart is much ſet, willingly to conſent to it, 


Concerning the Vice-Treaſurer's place, I muſt apply to that alſo the ſame 
reſolution of the King not to diſpoſe as yet of places there; however departed 
unawares from it, without my knowledge, in the letter ſent in Mr. Spencer's 
behalf, a perſon very worthy and of much merit in his Majeſtie's ſervice. And 
your Excellence will give me leave to repeat to you upon this occaſion that 
which I have formerly told you by his Majeſtie's Command, that what grant 


ſoever within that Kingdom the neceſſity of his Majeſtic's complying with 
perſons who have deſerved much of him, may force him to yield unto, the 


liberty is ſtill left unto your Excellence to demur and to reply, till your judg- 
ment, advices, and inclinations be fully underſtood. It is true, my Lord, it may 
bring a great inconvenicnce upon your noble nature, in making you the diſ- 
appointer of many men in their hopes; but your Excellence muſt conſider 
that in theſe times one of the beſt ſervices we can do our Maſter, is to caſe 
him of the burden and prejudice of giving negatives unto well meriting per- 
ſons. | 1 | 

As for my dear friend Daniel O Neile's pretenſions to that place, tis true, 
that in relation to him I wrote unto your Excellence that you would be pleaſed 
to ſuſpend the engaging your ſelf for it; but that was at a time when I doubted 
whether we ſhould prevail ſo far for him as to place him in the King's bed- 
chamber: But being now there, and yet ſcarce warm in his place, I think it 


very imprudently done of him, in order to his own intereſts, to ſet afoot as 
yet any other pretenſions. He cannot fail there of making a fortune, even 


without the help of his friends, unleſs he prejudice his reputation by appearing 
too haſty in it, and overwedded to his own intereſts. I have writ to him very 
roundly and freely upon the ſubject, as becomes a friend by another convey- 


ance, and I beſcech your Excellence, if this concur with your judgment, con- 


tribute your advices alſo to rectify his reaſon in this point. 5 

I humbly thank your Excellence for your favour to my ſervant Felton, 
which I do not conſent to his accepting of; he ſhall reſign up his pretenſions 
to that place, for which the King wrote in his behalf, unto whom ſoever yout 


Excellence ſha!l think fit to give it. Nor is that enough to make me forgive him 
the engaging me ignorantly in that which might rob any ſervant of yours of 


a proper reward; although I aſſure your Excellence the King granted it him, 


without relation to me, for ſervices and ſufferings of his before he had any 


domeſtick dependance upon me. 5 O Nei: 
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O Neile writcs to me that your Excellence wonders much at the grants of 
a penſion and other things obtained here by Sir John Reaae. They were 
things paſt, but not obtained by me; he is a perſon conceived to have ſuffered 
much for the King, and in that conſideration, in the number of thoſe for- 
merly mentioned to whom the King was unwilling to give a negative in a 
pretenſion that were not very unreaſonable. I ſhould be very glad to receive 
from your Excellence your opinion of the man, for there is a very good opi- 
nion of him at Court; and I am apt enough to have it too, but upon very 
{mall acquaintance. | | . | ; 

Concerning the four Councellors, their enlargement hath certainly had a 
very ill effect, both upon the Agents here, and on the 1r;/þ in general. Cer- 
tainly they are perſons very diſaffected to the King, and it were much to be 
wilh'd that their perſons could be again fairely reſtrained ; and the rather, to 
make them labour the exchange, which the King hath given leave to be prot- 
fered for Earnle, Marren, Muncke, and Gibſon. I conceive there hath been 
letters, or will be ſent by my brother Secretary from the King concerning their 
recommitment, through whoſe hands that buſineſs paſt : Otherwiſe 1 conceive 
your Exccllence can do nothing further in it with any decorum. 

The letters from a Nobleman in Ireland concerning them, was left out of 
my packet by my Secretary; but the name was not wrong cyphered, for it 
was from my Lord Caſtlehaven to the Earl of Dorſet, but it is little material. 

Concerning the proviſions for Duncannon fort, 1 have received letters from 
my Lord of Eſmond of the receipt of them, and I hope the reſt are alſo arrived, 
at the ſmall proportion of which we are much grieved; and the ſtieights and 
neceſſities we are in here are not more ſenſible to us in any point, than that 
they diſable us from giving you conſiderable reliefs; but what poſſibly can be 
done ſhall. | 15 | | 

I conceive your Excellence hath made a very good choice in Lieutenant Co- 
lonel Trafford to command at Beaumaris. I make no doubt but the Prince 
will well approve of it. ern . 

Thus much to your Excellence's former letter, and to ſuch parts of that of 
the 27th of April as concerns the ſame ſubject. To the reſt be pleaſed to ac- 
cept of this anſwer. | 8 | 

Concerning the Earl of Antrim's undertaking for the Iſlands, the King hath 
commanded me to give your Excellence thanks for your forwardneſs to aſſiſt 
him in it; it being, as you ſay, the only proper part for that Lord to play, and 

wherein I can allow my ſelf to expect ſomewhat from him, eſpecially concur- 
ting with the Earl of Montroſs's and Marqueſs of Huntleys preſent enterpriſes 
and ſucceſſes there. I hope your Excellence will ſuccced in your negotiation 
for ſhips for that ſervice, I having procured letters from the Triſh Agents here 
unto the Supream Council to that purpoſe, and Captain Bartlett J hope is by 
this time with his ſhips to receive your commands at Dublin. 

The letters out of the North, whercof your Exccllence ſent me the copies, 
give us much ſadneſs here, both as the infection of the Covenant appears in 
them likely to ſpread, and conſequently to fortify the Rebels party of England; 
and as it may probably be an impediment to the 1riſh to furniſh us thoſe ſup- 
plyes which arc promiſed by them in caſe of agreement. In order to this of 
the North, your Excellence adviſes two very fitting things; the one, that the 
Hollanders may be made ſenſible how their charitics have been abuſed, whereby 
perhaps they may be more diverted from affording any more ſupplyes, than if 
the King reſent it in another way. The other is, that I ſhould endeavour the 
ſupplying my brother Chicheſter at Belfaſt with proviſions. I have ſent my

Touching the Declaration there, that lawes made in England bind not the 
ſubjects of that Kingdom, unleſs paſt in that Parliament alſo. It is one of the 
Agents propoſitions in effect, but ſuch a one, as that I conceive the thing fitter 
to riſe there by way of declaration of right (as it ſeems it does) that the Par- 
liaments of Ireland are independent upon the Parliament of England, than 
cither to be granted by the King as an article, or to be adviſed in by any 
Councellour of England. 

I ſhall enquire after that tranſitory corruptible thing which your Excellence 
writes of Colonel Crafford, and if any good may be generated out of his 
corruption, it ſhall be tryed and made uſe of. | 

It is a moſt uncomfortable thing unto us in all relations the dominion which 
the Rebells have gotten of thoſe ſeas: It hazards our beſt hopes, but it is our 
daily ſtudy how to encourage all men to ſet to ſea. And we ſhall ſhortly, 1 
truſt, have conſiderable Fleets abroad, eſpecially of Dunkirk frigats, the pro- 
pereſt for thoſe ſeas and ſervice. | 

I am glad to hear of the contract made by your Excellence for 5000 armes 
and 500 barrels of powder; it is that which we muſt not miſs, and your Ex. 
cellence muſt be enabled to perform your agreement, though we were to {ell 
our ſhirts for it. And I ſhall not nced aſſure your Excellence of my greateſt 
induſtry to procure your Excellence all poſſible enablements, both in this and 


other particulars neceſſary to thoſe gallant and noble undertakings in your 


Maſter's ſervice. 

Thus much in anſwer to your Excellence's letters: If I have omitted any 
thing, I beſcech you to attribute it to oppreſſion of buſineſs at this time, a 
principal part of which is the Treaty with the Jriſß Agents, unto the chief of 
whom, I mean my Lord Myskeryy, I delivered your Excellence's moſt prudent 
and ſeaſonable letter. My Lord, we are now come thus far in that Treaty, 
as that a Committee appointed for that negotiation having with much leiſure 
and patience heard all ſides, (the Proteſtant Agents in their wiſe propoſitions 
which I ſent you formerly, and the aſſiſtants ſent for out of Ireland unto all 
particulars of the 1r;/h Agents propoſitions, and upon the incloſed queries and 
anſwers) is now ready to make their report unto the whole matter; of which 


my judgment is, that although the Trib Agents ſhould be moderate and rea- 
ſonable, it is ſo nice and dangerous a buſineſs, that it will hardly be in the 


King's power at preſent to give them, with any approbation of his Council, 


any ſuch conditions as wiſe men can accept and anſwer to thoſe that truſted 
them. The danger of ſcandal for his Majeſtic to grant them almoſt any thing 


more than private promiſes, which I conceive he will alſo be chary to do, 1s 
likely to be much improv'd by the wild and extravagant propoſitions of thoſe 


that call themſelves the Proteſtant Agents. The truth of the caſe is thus, 


every body that is faithfull to the King's intereſts apprehends the neceſſity of 
a peace, both for the preſervation of the Proteſtants in Ireland, and the ſup 

rt of our affaires here; but every body alſo is ſeeking, as the ape did, to 
pull the cheſnut out of the fire with the puppy's foot, and to caſt off the 
counſell of granting the 1r/ſh any thing at all to his neighbour : Which is the 
reaſon why I do not wonder at all, (though I know your Excellence be of a 
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of your letters I haye ever received any opinion from you concerning this 
matter. Only in one thing I ſhall preſume to provoke your advice, and that 
is, how you think it may agree with his Majeſtie's intereſts there, and the 
ſafety of the Proteſtant ſubjects condition. For to tell you freely my appre- 
henſion, I do not think the matter likely to procecd to further terms of ac- 
commodation than ſo; not but that every body deſires a better ſettlement in 
relation to Ireland; but every body is reſtrained in Council by apprehenſions 
of the ill effects which any conceſſion to the Iriſb Catholicks at this time 
may have upon the affections of the people here. I beſeech your Excellence 
to vouchſafe me your opinion, without engaging in an advice to be made 
uſe of; but only to confirm or rectify the underſtanding of

fomewhat to doubt of it. It is almoſt impoſſible to ſatisfy the Proteſtant Agents 
that they can have any ſecurity. Indeed their demands for ſecurity ate very 
high, and ſuch as cannot be hoped for to be gotten by treaty ; as namely, cx- 

_ emplary puniſhment, and plantations, &c. which makes ſome here jcalous that 
they arc ict on to break the peace expected.

roe with 2000 men ſurpriſed Belfaſ?, and the ſame time ſent, 2000 more to 


Liſnegarvy, whereof the Soldiers now in garriſon there having 'notice, betook 
themſelves to their armes, and kept them out. But they ſtill lye before the 
town, with a reſolution to take it by force, if they cannot otherwiſe preyaile. 
It is ſaid that Owen Roe O Neile hath been ſent unto by the Lord Blayney, 

who is within the town, to come to their relicf, and that he is preparing to 
go to raiſe the ſiege : But whether this be ſo or no, is more than I can aſſure 
you. It is rather thought that ſuch an opportunity (if offered) is more like to 
be neglected than laid hold on; for it is obſerved that much time is loſt, and 
little done by ſome, whom it doth concerne to be moſt active. $ 

And now it behoveth me to let you know how much it concerneth his 
Majeſtie's ſervice, my own honour, dearer to me than my life, and the pre- 
ſervation of the Kingdom, that I be forthwith ſupplyed with meancs, accord- 
ing to the agreement upon the articles of the Ceſſation, to keep thoſe men I 
have here in a poſture to oppoſe the Scots, who certainly will advance into 
the bowels of the Kingdom, if ſome ſtop be not given them.

There is no poſſibility for the King ſud- 
denly to ſet forth and maintaine ſuch a guard upon the Iriſb coaſt, as to ſup- 
preſs their force by ſea: But I have advertiſement from London that their ſhips

Made bold to trouble your Lordſhip with late letters hence by Mr. Philip 

Roche, by Mr. Tho. Dungan's Son, by another Gentleman, and by a Mi- 
aiſter. That I wrote no oftcner, I hope your Lordſhip will conceive was oc- 
caſioned partly for want of time, partly by reaſon of the often changes (as 
ſeemed to me) of what I ſhould have written. 

At our firſt coming, we kiſſed the King's hands and received noble uſage, as 
I formerly wrote. After a while, we were put three queries by Sir John Cole- 
pepper, the Earl of Briſtol, Earl of Portland, Lord Digby, Mr. Secretary Ni- 
cholas, and Sir Edward Hyde, upon the propoſitions of the Ir;h. The un- 
uſualneſs and dangerouſneſs whereof, the ſtrict injunction of ſecrecy, (while 
others took liberty to diſcourſe the particulars in queſtion, and to ſhew the rea- 
ſonableneſs of their fide to divers of both ſexcs) together with ſome ſtrong re- 
ports, (which 1 forbeare to mention) gave us juſt cauſe to be the more wary 
in our written anſwer, conceiving (not altogether without ground) that we 
| ſhould in due time have been acquainted with what the Triſh moſt inſiſted on, 

and what they waved, and what they inclined to grant, that we might come 
to cloſer fight. : 

On Saturday laſt we heard that the Iriſh were diſpatched, and two of them 
gone to Exeter. On Tueſday the reſt went away unknown to any of ns. The 
Agents of the Proteſtants obſeryed the Triſh high, and courted by divers, and 

Iii i themſelves, 
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themſelyes, even by their acquaintance, (as they thought) negleQed, and us 
ſo reſerved towards them, that they ſeemed not to take well of us or others 
Afterwards they took counſel, ſuch as they could find here, and made propo. 
ſitions more diſliked, yet warranted (as they tay) by their inſtructions, approved 
by the Board, and by moſt of the Lords, conceived to be in themlelves more 
juſt than the others, if the times were ſeaſonable. The copies of all, I am 
confident, are ſent to your Lordſhip. 

The King ſeeing that at this time he could not make a peace with any ſe— 
curity, and without granting ſuch things as ſcarce any of his Council durſt ad. 
viſe, he reſolved to continue the Ceſſation, as the leaſt of danger, and was 
pleaſed to let me know as much. Ar which time he did tell me too, how 
abundantly he was ſatisfied with your Lordſhip, and I made bold to acquaint 
his Majeſtic what extraordinary burthens you have borne for his ſervice, whercof 
he did proteſt he was very ſenſible. 

On Wedneſday this was approved by almoſt every one of the Council, con- 
ſented to by the Lord Muskerry, (as the King did tell me) and ordered to be 
the debate of the next day. 


The next day his Majeſtic was adviſed to go to Reading, and at the ſame 


time the fame party did (as I doubt) adviſe to caſt part of the burthen of this

OUR Lordſhip's from the Council Board of the 24th of April I received 
the 1ſt of this preſent; and in obedience to thoſe commands, I did forth- 
with cauſe the Proclamation to be publiſhed in all the market towns within 
thoſe quarters that remain obedient to this Government, which requireth the 
bringing in of all tickets and accompts for money, cloathes, or victual deli- 
vercd formerly to the uſe of his Majeſtie's Army, tor ſo much as 1 disburſed 
for the ſupply of his Majeſtie's fort by Galway, or procured upon any ſecu— 
rity. The accompt was delivered in to Mr. Bryan Jones, and all of it (as I 
conceive) was acknowledged at Dublin under Captain H/7/loughby's hands. Some 
other tickets are now ſcnt up for proviſions taken by him, and many more, I 
believe, would be, but that the town of Gal/way being in preſent out of my 
juriſdiction, I had no authority to publiſh the Proclamation in that place? and, 
as I am informed, beſides the natives of the town, there are many Engliſh 
now there, who ſerved in the fort, and complain of wanting their catcrtain- 
ment, and of ſome things disburſed by them for ſupply of the ſaid fort; and 
many that by letters were promiſed tickets, by reaſon of their abſence at the 
time the fort was ſurrendercd, or ſome other accidents, could never obtain 
thoſe tickets from Captain Willoughby; ſo that 1 ſhall humbly deſire to receive 
your Lordſhip's farther pleaſure and directions what courſe ſhall be taken for - 
their relief and ſatisfaction. | 

The old ſtanding company under my command, who were reinforced to 
one hundred the firſt of January 1641, by direction of the Lords Juſtices and 
Council, have been conſtantly paid out of my own purſe, both long before and 
ever ſince theſe late troubles, without any ſupply from the Country, who were 
not able to maintain ſeveral other companies raiſed by me for his Majeſtic's ſer- 
vice, without addition of many large ſums disburſed out of my own private 

revenue; and they not being liſted as part of his Majeſtic's Army, and ſo (as 
1 conceive) not included in this Proclamation, I humbly leave it to your Lord- 
ſhip's favourable conſideration to direct ſome courſe for my ſatisfaction, and in 
what way ſuch accompts ſhall be ordered and made up, the burthen having 
been very great upon me, and moſt of the money taken up by me at intereſt, 
and ſtill ſo remaining. | :

And by a 
book of particulars delivered in to me by Captain John Kelly, intruſted by 
me for that part of my cſtate, it doth amount to above 1000 J. beſides the 
charge of keeping a ſtrong ward in that caſtle, who by my command did ne- 
ver give any interruption to them; but at all times admitted them to take what 
they thought fit out of that manor, and my ſelf leaving it to Sir Charles Coote's 

And there having been ſome changes of Officers 
in thoſe garriſons, thoſe now there, to defraud me, pretended ignorance to 
What was formerly taken by them; ſo that I muſt be an humble ſuiter to your

| HIS more learned than wiſe Council have, after much debate, given 

way the men for the Iſles ſhall march through theſe Counties to Paſſage 
and Ballehack, and there be ſhipped. The 6th of June they are to be there: 
The ſhip that is at Wexford muſt come thither. I cannot tell whether Mr. 
Archer will ſend her about without your Lordſhip's order. 

This letter of Torlagh O Netle's will inform how Trafford's men may be 
tranſported, if your Lordſhip like the barkes : 'Tis but ſending hither, and 
they ſhall have order to mect your men at Wexford. = 
At Waterford they will not give way they ſhould be ſhipped. I was think- 
ing of ſending boats from Wexford to Arkloe, but they tell me that there is 
none other that is capable of receiving thirty men with its own. I am car- 
neſtly ſolliciting for your money: By ſome I am told that there is little due, 
if the accounts were made; for tho by the agreement in writing, your Lordſhip 
was to receive 30000 J. yet to their Agents or Commillioners that treated with 
you, your Lordſhip engaged your honour 15000 J. ſhould make ſatisfaction. 
The corn and ammunition they have agreed to give me for Raughlin, Alex- 
ander Mac Colle goes with it in Captain $zafford's frigat preſently.

been pleaſed to recompt unto me your proceedings in thoſe parts, ſince his 
Highneſs Prince Rupert ſent you down upon your employment thither; Which 
have been, I conceive, very diſcreet and judicious, in dealing ſo civilly with the 
inhabitants, and acquiring the caſtle and holds into your own power there 
And for the requeſt you make that, for the better lining of thoſe places with 
ſuch a ſtrength of foote as is neceſlary, I would haſten the (ending over of 
the zoo men, which, you have underſtood from my Lord Byron, are ready to 
be tranſported hence; it is very true the men are ready, and ſhall be diſpatched 
(as indeed they had been before this time, if the ſhips employed by the Par- 


liament now lying upon thoſe coaſts had not hindered) ſo ſoon as poſſible 


their paſſage may be late; for I would be loth to expoſe them deſperately to 
their mercics, who ſhewed ſo little Chriſtianity of late to a many of thoſe that 
went with Colonel J}/;/loughby, which Soldiers they caſt over board, becauſe 
Triſh, although the moſt of them had faithfully ſerved the King againſt their 
own Countrymen all the time of thoſe troubles.

The twenty-two propoſitions delivered by Sir Charles Coote and his com- 
panions doth certainly deſerve no other conſtruction than what both your 
Lordſhips doth afford them; and in my poor opinion, they have a ncar afh- 
nity, if not in effect the ſame with the Scorch Covenant and Parliament De— 
claration. For though extirpation both of Nation and Religion be not named, 
yet 1 conceive it is contrived almoſt in every propoſition, and the conſideration

N the 17th of May I the Lieutenant received letters of the 15th from 
Lieutenant Colonel Edmond Matthews, Licutcnant Colonel of the Re- 
giment commanded by Colonel Arthur Chicheſter, advertiſing me that General 
Major Monroe in his own perſon, with about 2000 men, marched on Tyeſday 
the 14th of May into the town of Belfaſt, a town belonging to Colonel Chi. 
_ cheſter, and where his regiment was garriſoned ; that with thoſe forces Gene- 
ral Major Monroe poſſeſſed himſelf of that town and his Majcſtic's ordnance 
there, and diſplaced Colonel Chicheſter's regiment; that he ſent as many more 
towards Liſuegaruy, a town belonging to the Lord Conway, to attempt the 

like on that town alſo. 5 5 | | 
Upon the receipt of thoſe letters, I the Lieutenant immediately aſſembled 
the Council, and the ſaid letters being read, and Serjeant Major Chzcheſter, 
who brought us thoſe letters, heard, and the matter fully debated at this Board, 
we upon deliberate conlultation thereof, adjudged it fit to direct letters from 
this Board to General Major Monroe, requiring the rendring up of that town 
and of his Majcſtic's armes, ammunition, and ordnance therein, and his remo— 
val with his forces from thence, as you will more fully underſtand by the in- 
cloſed copies of the ſaid letters to him, dated the ſame day the intelligence 
came to our hands. Which letters we then inſtantly cauſed to be drawn, and 
ſigned them before our riſing from Council, and immediately ſent them away. 
What return we had, you may perceive by the incloſed copy of Gencral Ma— 

jor Monroe's letters, in an anſwer of the ſaid letters to him.

ſend you here incloſed. | 
It this beginning of diſorder, (threatning further and more general diſtem- 
ers in this already too much diſtempcred body) had been attempted on any 
other places than his Majeſtic's own garriſons, and on any other perſons than 
Engliſh and Proteſtants, and thoſe allo ſuch as (even to the knowledge of the 
ſurpriſers) have born a great part in the common calamity in theſe unhappy 
times fallen upon this Kingdom, and contributed (with the hazard of their per- 
ſons and lives, and the conſumption of the remnant of their cſtates and tor- 
tuncs) towards vindicating his Majcſtic's honour and rights here, and the pre- 
ſervation of the remnant of his Britiſb and Proteſtant ſubjects in this Kingdom, 
then perhaps there might have been ſome colour for an indulgent interpretation 
to be made of thoſe publick hoſtile attempts, though even in that caſe alſo the 
at were unanſwerable, conſidering the preſent Ceſſation of Armes ſettled in this 
Kingdom by his Majeſtie's Royal Authority. But this hollility being raiſed 
againſt thoſe, whole ſufferings and merits in the publick were abundantly 
known to thoſe that have thus riſen againſt them, doth to far aggravate 
thoſe actions in all circumſtances, as there is no place leſt for any reaſonable 
excuſe wherewith to colour them. However matters ſtanding here as now 
they do, we humbly move for his Majeſtic's Princely direction therein, that 
we may be thereby guided how to proceed, and for ſuch ſupply to be ordain- 


ed for us by his gracious Majeſtic, as in his high wiſdom he thall adjudge fit. 


Whercin we forbcar to deſcend to particulars, partly for that we have in ſeve— 
ral letters given you ſome intimation of our condition, and partly in regard 
we are doubtfull, whether or no theſe our letters can get ſafely to your hands, 
conſidering that theſe coaſts and harbours are beſet with, the ſhipping imployed 
by the Lords and Commons of Parliament aſſembled at J/eſtmnſter, and that 
thoſe ſhips lye, and have done this ſixteen days paſt, even in our view at the 
mouth of this harbour, and others of them all along theſe coaſts, and have 
taken divers veſſels and goods, ſome of great value bound hither with provi- 
ſions, and give out that they and others will ſtill continue on theſe coaſts to 
hinder all relief from being imported hither, and to interrupt all paſſage be- 
tween England and this place. 1 
And here we crave leave to obſerve to his Majeſtie, that during all the 
time of the Rebellion here before the Ceſſation, this Board did very often 
with all poſſible importunitie move, that the Parliament would ſend ſhipping 
hither to guard theſe coaſtes, and fo hinder the importation of armes, am- 
munition, and other proviſions for the Rebells. Yet all thoſe motions wrought 
not the effect we deſired, but the coaſts were left open to the ſpoile and depre- 
dation of the enemy; and thoſe that then promiſed to ſupply us are now very 
diligent and watchful to guard theſe coaſts as well here as at Cork, Kinſale, 
and 7oghall, to the annoyance of his Majcſtic's good ſubjeAs, and are ſo in- 
tent thereupon, as while we are thus ſurrounded by them, the coaſts and har- 
bours of Wexford, Waterford, Limerick, Gallway, and other places poſſeſſed 
by the Iriſb, have not ſuch prejudice put upon them as we endure; but they 


may and do import and export what they pleaſe, and thoſe of J/exford have 


lately taken and brought into their harbour ſome Engliſb and Dutch ſhips, 
and much goods and to great values. | | | | 

And albeit, notwithſtanding thoſe courſes held againſt us by thoſe ſhips, we 
are not in preſent in that want of all things which perhaps they think we arc, 
as you may find by our ſeveral letters to you of the 3d of February, the 18th 
and 2oth of April, and 8th of May; yet we do not ſo abound, but that freſh 
ſupplies of all things would add much ſtrength and comfort to us, and beget 
the greatcr diſappointment to thoſe that may attempt any thing againſt us. 
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In the mean time, as the duty we owe to his Majeſtie, and to the truſt of 
his affaires here, hath moved us thus humbly to repreſent to his Majeſtic theſe 
particulars, which relate in a high degree to his ſervice and intereſts here, ſo 
the ſame duty calls upon us (wherein we will not be wanting) to make all 
needfull preparation here (ſo far as we may) to meet with, and (if it be po. 
ſible) to prevent the further growth or increaſe of thoſe great and general mic. 
chiefs which ſuch beginnings as theſe do apparently threaten to his Majeſtic's 


Kingdom, and to guide and govern his affaires here the beſt we may in all 


things by our counſels and actions for his Majeſtie's honour and advantage, 
And ſo we remain from his Majeſtic's caſtle of Dublin, 4 Juni 1644.

My Lord, 
HERES the writing of the greater part of my letter, dated the 13th of 
this month, Belfaſt was ſurpriſed, and Liſnegaruy attempted by the Scots; 


the manner of both, and the preient condition of thoſe parts of Ulſer, will 
beſt appear to your Lordſhip by the encloſed relations and copies of letters 


| ſent me from the Officers commanding there in chief. 


My inability to relieve their wants, or protect them from the violence in- 
tended againſt them, cannot be unknown to your Lordſhip, who have by you 
ſome letters of mine upon that ſubject. | 

On the other ſide the Scots are plentifully provided with victuall, and pro- 
miſed a monthly ſupply of 8000/7. which temptation, joined to their power 


and ſeverity, have prevailed with the moſt, and many of the beſt affected of the 


Officers, Soldicrs, and Inhabitants, to an unjuſtifiable complyance with them. 
The plain truth is, the hatred they have contracted (upon intoicrable provo- 
cation) againſt the 1r;ſh, will not ſuffer the beſt affected of them to conſider 
how far his Majeſtie is concerned in the preſent quiet of this Kingdom, Un- 
der the warrantable profeſſion of this hatred, thote here that affect not the 
King's cauſe do fo cunningly prepare this Army and People to reſiſt all accom- 
modation with the Jrjſh, that they cannot be puniſhed, but it will appear to 
ordinary underſtandings to be in juſtification of the 1r;ſh, and in countenance 
to their Religion. Yet I am in hope that if a juſt and ſecure Peace ſhall be 
concluded, and the Army in any good meaſure provided for, the greater part 
here will embrace it, and the malicious will not dare to oppoſe it: But if 
proviſion be not made for the Army, and that at the inſtant of publiſhing the 
Peace, I doubt ſome very great diſorder will ariſe. 

I ſend your Lordſhip encloſed a copy of our letter from the Board to Ge- 
neral Major Monroe, and of his anſwer ; the civility whereof, I am told (by 
thoſe that know him) is a probable ſign that he hath ſome deſign upon us; 
and it is publickly ſpoken by the common Soldiers and ſome of his Officers, 
that this place ſhall be ſhortly attempted z but whether he will advance towards 
us by Liſnegarvy to the Newry and Dundalk, or by Sir William Cole and Sir 
Frederick Hamilton's garriſons (by whom and their Soldiers the Covenant is 
taken) into Connaght, where through want and hatred to the Triſh they expect, 
and I doubt will tind, almoſt all his Majeſtic's garriſons ready to receive and 

I | zom: 
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join with them, I know not; for though in all probability theit work will 
be moſt eaſy in Connaght, and their attempt there leſs ſcandalous, as againſt 
Iriſh and Papiſts, and for the relief of Engliſh and Proteſtants; yet whether 
they may not hope for a party here and find it, and propoſe to themſelves an 
end of the greateſt part of their work, if they be maſters of Dublin, and at- 
tempt it is a danger worth the doubting, (threatening no leſs than the loſs of 
this, and the perpetual annoyance of that Kingdom) in prevention of fo great 
a miſchief. 

I have upon my own credit furniſhed the Newry, Carlingford, Greencaſtle 
and Dundalk with money and proviſions, and have placed in them ſuch Of— 
ficers and men as I am confident will give a good accompt of thoſe places ; 
but my credit, like my meanes of payment, being at the bottom, it was very 
little 1 could do. | | 

I have with much earneſtneſs preſſed the Triſh for ſome conſiderable payments 
of their arrear by Daniel O Neile and Colonel Barry; but their preparations 
for their own defence, and the poverty of the Kingdom, waſted and exhauſted 
by war, makes me doubt their ſupply will be flow and ſmall. | F 
Ihe ſurpriſing of Belfaſt by 5 in part by the treachery of ſome in 
the garriſon, gave occaſion for the encloſed Declaration and Oath, which by 
the Council are held fit to be publiſhed and tendered to all that live within 
our quarters, and ſhall forthwith be pat in execution; our preſent condition 
not admitting the loſs of ſo much time as to expect his Majeſtie's pleaſure. 

When I have added that now 1 humbly inform his Majeſtic by your Lord- 
ſhip of the deſperate condition of this his Kingdom, all is done that for the 
pretent lies in my power towards the preſervation of it. 

By ſome of theſe papers, your Lordſhip will judge that I have little reaſon 
to think of relieving any garriſons beyond the Newry, if it were in my power 
yet I intend not to let thoſe J moſt ſuſpe find, that I have laid the thought 
of them aſide; for I conccive it more ſafe to let them ſpend time in ordering 
their buſineſs, and let them believe they do it handſomely, than by diſcover- 
ing that they are found out, to thruſt them into open and violent joining againſt 
us, before we are in ſome better caſe to oppoſe them. 

The incloled copics of cxaminations taken upon the oaths of perſons with- 
out exception, doe ſufficiently evidence, that neither Religion nor zeal to ju- 
{tice do govern the counſels or actions of thoſe that in the North of this 
Kingdom have promoted the Covenant; for they are content to employ in 
their Army here, and have ſent into Scotland, either to do them ſervice there, 
or to recruit their Army in England, many of the northern 1r;ſh, who have 

had their hands ſo deeply and fouly in Engl;/h blood, that thoſe aſſuming au- 
thority among the Jriſb have long ſince diſclaimed many of them, and profeſſed 
an earneſt deſire they might be brought to juſtice. + 

Touching the Earl of Antrim' deſign upon the Iſlands, J muſt refer your 
Lordſhip to Daniel O Netle. 3 | 

By what I have written in this and my letter of the 13th of May, your 
Lordſhip will find that the advertiſements given there by the Iriſp Agents 
touching Munſter and Connag ht were not altogether groundleſs, wherein I am 
confirmed daily by concurrent circumſtances. The moſt probable remedy 1 
can propoſe is, the ſpeedy ſending over of the Earl of Portland, and the plac- 
ing of the military power in Connaght in the Earl of Clanricarde, who is 
evidently the only man fit for it, as the times now are; but this latter to be 
done with the free and full conſent and ſatisfaction of the Lord Millmot, for 
Lord Dillon certainly, if he conſider the danger that Province (where the 
maine of his fortune lies) is in, he will for a time lay aſide his pretenſions, or 


give them up, in conſideration: of his Majeſtic's ſervice and the ſafety of the 
Kingdom. | 
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It is very hard to know how far the propoſitions of thoſe called the Prote- 
ſtant Agents agree with the general ſenſe of the Proteſtants here, in relation 
to thcir preſent condition, there being no ſuch body of them together here 
as can reaſonably pretend to the declaring of any ſenſe binding to the whole. 
But if the queſtion be, whether the Proteſtants eſtated and intereſted in this 
Kingdom would chooſe a war rather than peace, without they might have all 
thoſe propoſitions aſſented unto, as they are propoſed, J am able to ſay that all 
Lever ſpoke with concerning them (which were the Council together, and apart 
and all others of any conſideration for fortune or judgment that I could find) 
anſwer negatively; and ſome are of opinion that if we were as abſolute con- 
querors of the Triſh, as any people can be imagined to be over another, it 
would hardly be fit (and perhaps not wiſdom, the preſent ſtate of England 
weighed) to impoſe upon them what by thoſe propoſitions (taking them all to- 
gether) is deſired. It is therefore with great reaſon that the propoſers of ſuch 
conditions to the acceptance of a people poſſeſſed of good towns and ſtore of 
armes and ammunition, arc eſteemed unwilling to have any Peace, or very un- 
knowing how to propoſe for it. | 

The Parliament hath indeed once fate ſince I received thoſe propoſitions 
from your Lordſhip, but it would have taken up more time by debate there 
to have ſevered the fit from the unfit, the reaſonable from the unreaſonable 
part of the propoſitions, than could conſiſt with his Majeſtic's other affaires to 
ſuffer them to lit. | 

It is true alſo that there are here certain perſons that take upon them to re- 


ceive accompts from thoſe Agents of their proceedings, and perhaps to ſend 


them advices for it: Theſe have been asked how far thoſe propoſitions agreed 
with their ſenſe, whereunto they give no clear anſwer, being (1 think) unwil- 
ling to diſavow under their hands thoſe imployed by them; but I have ſpoken 
apart with one of the ableſt of them, who is of opinion with thoſe others 1 
formerly mentioned to have ſpoken with. 

This letter has been in writing by ſnatches, and as I received freſh intelli- 
gence, ſince the latter end of May, It anſwers more than one of your Lord- 
ſhip's ; you will be pleaſed therefore to pardon the incoherence and diſorder of

It is not poſlible to believe what delays and croſ- 
ſes they were driven to for want of proviſion and other neceſſaries. I could

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who are compleatly armed by my own ſhifts, beſides 1500 pikes. I diſcharged 
ſeven or 800 men for want of ſhipping ; they are gone to ſea by nine a clock 
this morning, and I commanded them to go which ſide the wind firſt ſerved. 
I have directed the three ſhips with ordinance to attend the ſervice till towards 
Hallontide; the other to return to give notice of their landing, and to waite 
your Lordſhip's further pleaſure in Dublin or the next ſecure port. I ſhall de- 
ſire your Lordſhip to join with me to procure the remain of the armes pro- 
miſed me, that 1 may ſend my brother with a ſecond ſupply, who ſhall go 
thither with more men; if thoſe armes be had, which I with were made up 
a 1000. I muſt acknowledge your Lorſhip's favours and furtherance of this 

expedition; and I believe the work would not prove any way difficult, if ſuch 
as are ſuppoſed your friends, were near as willing to forward the ſervice as your 
ſelf; which makes me conceive that they are not your Lordſhip's friends, be- 
ing I do not find them correſpondent to the profeſſions you made me.

The 
ſame juſtice will induce your Lordſhip not to put the failures or croſſings of 
others, (though ſuppoſed my friends) upon my accompt, who deſire not to 
anſwer for any man's actions, that gives not full obedience to his Majeſtic's 
Authority. | 

Mr. O Neile was in the right when he told your Lordſhip, I ſhould be glad 
my Lady Ducheſs would make uſe of my houſe; if it were in my abſolute 
power, I could undertake ſhe ſhould have it: As it is, I can but profeſs, that 
| I ſhould receive great ſatisfaction that any thing, which ought to be mine, may

My Lord, 


HE 23d of June the Commiſſioners employed from the Iriſh to attend 
his Majeſtic arrived at J/aterford; by whom or ſome other conveyance, 
I hoped to have received ſome knowledge of what had there paſſed or been con- 
cluded, and directions how to govern my ſelf in the moſt deiperare and heart= 
leſs condition, wherein with me his Majcſtic's Affairs now arc. But to the 
increaſe of many aſtoniſhing diſtractions, as the being near caten up by Want; 
almoſt hopeleſs of relief, blockt up at ſea, encompaſſed with powertull armyes, 
Scots and Iriſh, (the end of whole contention in all probability will be the 
ruin of his Majeſtie's beſt ſubjects, and the ſubverſion of his Government,) 
ſtrengthened againſt all thoſe with a very ſmall, indigent, unſatisfied army, un- 
fortified towns, unfaithful inhabitants for the moſt part, and upon the matter 
empty magazines and ſtores; I ſay in addition to all theſe miſeries, I am totally 
in the dark as to his Majcſtic's Pleaſure, (which is the ſight I have propotcd to 
guide all my actions by,) except that the incloſed ticket is by chance come to 
my hands, being given out by the Commiſſioners to ſatisfy the inquilitive of 
their party, till that at their General Aſſembly, which is to be on the 20th of 
this month, they give a full accompt of their negotiation. What credit to give 
this ticket, what it ſignifies, or what Commilſlion can come hither to effect 
what is mentioned in it, I know not: And therefore I will not preſume to pre- 
judge what I believe is with great wiſdom determined there; though to my 
infinite misfortune I be ignorant of it; for I know it, hath been conſidered 
that it will be hard to find Commiſſioners here, that will take upon them to 
conclude what his Majeſtic in perſon, aſſiſted by his Council of England, 
and by ſelected men from hence, found difficulty in. I know alſo, that being 
ſo aſſiſted, it could not ſcape conſideration, that if the people of England, (and 
of them ſuch as are moſt concerned in the good ſucceſs of the King's Affaircs,) 
have ſuch a reluctance to a peace with the Iriſh, out of their compaſſion to 
the ſufferings of their Countrymen, or a jealouſy of the honour of the Eugliſh 
Nation; how it can be poſlible that the Engliſb here, who for the moſt part 

have felt thoſe injuries and affronts, which the other ſo much pity and reſent, 
will be induced to acquieſce to a ſettlement not held fit to be avowed on 
that ſide, but concluded by a derived authority on this: Which therefore with 
more boldneſs they will venture to queſtion, if not diſobcy. 

Since the arrival of theſe Gentlemen, there paſſed betwixt me and their 
Council the incloſed letter and anſwer; and I find that they are ſo confident 
that ſuch directions are come to me, that I have loſt much of their former be- 
lief. There is ſomething in the matter not underſtood by me, having ſeen a 
letter from your Lordſhip to the Lord Taafe, dated as I remember the 6th of 
February, wherein is this clauſe, viz. © in yours of the 19th you write to me 
very carneſtly about the Scots in Ireland, and accuſe us here of having neg- 
elected your former advices in that kind, becauſe you have received no anſwer 
to them: But I aſſure you they have not been neglected, for the Marquels 
« of Ormonde hath received direction in the point. 

Which gives me occaſion to inform your Lordſhip of a paſſage not unlike 
this, as to the matter of it. Before the landing of the Commillioners I was 
cxceedingly preſſed to take upon me the command and conduct of the 1r;/h 
forces againſt the Scots, particularly by your good friend and mine Daniel O 
Neile: Many reaſons were given for this advice, the moſt important, I ſhall 
as well as I can remember, impart to your Lordſhip with my apprehenſion, 
and (reſerving my humble ſubmiſſion to his Majeſtie's Commands,) with my 


Nnnn reſolution 
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reſolution on the contrary, as the caſe ſtands, and for ought yet appearing to 
me. 

The firſt is, that by this means I may draw the dependance of their forces 
upon me, and be able to diſpoſe of them according to his Majeſtie's Pleaſure 
for the advantage of his ſervice here or elſewhere: Whereas, if I refule, it is like 
to be put into the hands of one perhaps otherwiſe inclined. 

The ſecond, that by this means, and the general ſubmiſſion promiſed to 
me, there will be an cnd of the contention that is betwixt two great men for 
the chief command; which is ſaid to be riſen to that height, and the factions 
divided ſo cqually, as to threaten the fruſtrating of their deſigns againſt the 
Scots, the loſs of very great and irrecoverable preparations, and embroiling of 
them in unſeaſonable and deſtructive quarrels amongſt themſelves. f 

Thirdly, it is conccived, that his Majeſtic's Authority in me, countenancin 
their actions againſt the Scots, will draw many of the beſt affected Proteſtants 
to join in the ſervice, and deter many ill affected from appearing actively on 
the other ſide. | 1 

Fourthly, in caſe I accept of the command, they will provide the army now 
in my charge; but if I refuſe, they conceive they are not obliged to it, hay- 
ing as they pretend paid in all that was promiſed, or been damnified by our 
party in more than remains due, ſince the ceſſation: And further to provide for 
us (they ſay) they have no reaſon, till they be better aſſured, than they will be- 
lieve they are, unleſs I conſent to their deſire. 

Fitthly, it is doubted whether my refuſal, as uſe may and is like to be made 
of it, may not ſo cool the affections of my kindred, allies, and friends now 
of their party, that I ſhall be of little power or eſteem with them, and fo un- 
ſcrviceable to his Majeſtic. | | 

Theſe are collections of the moſt powerfull reaſons, that I can remember 
to have been urged by any man in the affirmative: And though they be not 
ſuch as can perſwade me to become the leader of a People ſtanding in the con- 
dition they do with his Majeſtic, and in the conſtruction of Law; yet I held 
it beſt for his Majcſtic's ſervice, and more ſafe for his Proteſtant ſubjects here, 
conſidering that all our hope of ſupply depends for the preſent upon the 1r;ſh, 
to cntertain them with a treaty ſomething of kin to this propoſition, till I may 
receive commands from the King to direct me, rather than by an abſolute 
breach, to give them colour to withdraw the ſmall ſupply they are now ſend- 
ing; which together with the hindering of the commerce and freedom of 
markets, would (as we are hemmed in,) in a very moment, (as I may ſay,) 
deſtroy us. For this reaſon I gave the incloſed heads to one to treat with them 
upon, but have yet had no anſwer to them. In ſhewing your Lordſhip my 
reaſons againſt the taking of that charge over the Iriſb forces ſo preſſed on me, 
and carrying ſuch a ſhew of advantage to his Majeſtie's ſervice. I ſhall begin 
with what is, and ever ſhall be, firſt and principally in my intention, and the 
main ſcope of my endeavours, namely his Majeſtie's honour and ſervice. 

Firſt then, I conceive it can be for neither, that I, who have the honour to 
repreſent his Royal Perſon, and as immediately as any ſubje& can, (if I be not 
miſtaken,) exerciſe his Sovereign Authority, ſhould mix his rightful power, 
and unblemiſhed, though ſmall, forces with the wild uſurped authority, and 
yet unlawful armes of the other party: And without ſuch a mixture, 1 under- 
ſtand not how the thing deſired can be done. 

In the next place, I believe no man will think me ſo mad, as to venture 
upon this high ſtrain, bur by the King's Command; or fo diſloyall as to do it 
without his approbation; and what ſcandall it may be to him to have that bc- 
lieved, or what hearts it may loſe him in England and elſewhere, his Majeſtic 
is beſt able to judge. Here I do not think ten Proteſtants would follow me, 
but rather riſe like one man againſt me, and adhere to the Scots. The affec- 
I | tions 
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tions of the Proteſtants ſtanding thus, as certainly they do; methinks in the 
third place, it is very evident, that if I take either of the ways deſired by them, 
that is, to take the charge of their army, or to denounce immediately an of- 
fenſive war againſt the Scots, thoſe effects propoſed will not follow; but on 
the contrary it will give the ill affected ſo ſpecious a pretence for their own 
defection, and furniſh them with ſuch plauſible arguments to ſeduce others ; 
that I am confident I ſhall be ſuddainly and totally deſerted by all the Proteſ- 
tants : Which will be the ſooner believed, if it be conſidered, that all of them 
now remaining here, whether of the army or others, are tuch as have had 
their livelihood in this Kingdom, and have ſuffered in the firſt of the inſurrec- 
tion: Who being now, for ought yet known here, diſappointed of the reſtitu— 
tion of their lands and other advantages, which they expected by a peace, will 
be ready upon ſtrained pretences, (being brought to the extremity of want and 
deſpair,) to ſeek ſubſiſtence, and become adventurers with thoſe that make 
the war, and will promiſe them preſent relief, and ſharers in the booty. To 
this they will be incited by the Clergie oppreſſed with the ſame wants and de- 
ſpaire; but if the 1r;ſh will ſupply me ſpeedily and freely, and not preſs me to 
ſo uſeleſs and dangerous a declaration, I ſhall not only keep all the garritons 
under my command from joining with the Scots; but am very contident to 
draw from them many of their beſt armed Soldiers, horſe and foote; and if I 
be ſeaſonably enabled thereto, I ſhall without declaration, by drawing forth 
to our frontiers towards the Scots, divert a great part of their forces, that elſe 
will be entirely bent againſt the 1ri/h. | 

In the laſt place, I confeſs I conſider my ſelf, and in my ſelf neither my 
life nor fortune, but the honour of my family, conſiſting chiefly in this, 
that from the firſt planting of it here, it hath never been tainted in the chief 
of it, except that in the great ſtrife for the Crown between the Houſes of Tor 
and Lancaſter, (where the variety of ſucceſs, at one time or other, criminated 
all men of action,) one of my houſe ſuffered in the quarrell of the crowned 
King Henry the ſixth: And however, I know my ſelf already unjuſtly pro- 
' ſcribed for my loyalty, with many others; yet I ſhall never, (by God's grace, 

do that which may juſtify my proſcription, though it ſhould carry an appcar- 
ance of preſent ſecurity and future advantage: And ſo I conclude my appre- 
henſions upon this matter. 7 | 

In the beginning of this letter, your Lordſhip finds the ſtate of this place 
very truly declared, and not at all made worſe by my deſcription : But leſt it 
ſhould be wondred how it comes to be more impoſſible for us to ſubſiſt for 
ſome longer time, than it hath been hitherto ; 1 humbly deſire it may be con- 
ſidered, that till now, I have had theſe helps and expectations to maintain the 
army, and ſupport in ſome reaſonable manner the places I hold, which now arc 
wholly taken away, or abated to very little better than nothing. 

Towards the maintenance of the army, there was firſt the exciſe and con- 
tribution of this city, and of the quarters laid out for us by the articles of Ceſ- 
ſation. Thoſe contributions we were forced to rate ſo high, that now both 
begin to fail us; ſome of the inhabitants being brought to that poverty, that 
they are no longer able to bear the burden laid upon them, nor indeed to con- 
tribute at all ; others to avoid being reduced to the like beggary removing them- 
ſelves, the Engliſh into England, the Iriſh into the Triſh quarters; whereby 
the exciſe, our only certainty, daily abates. HS | 

Secondly, we had ſome help by what was promiſed upon the concluſion of 
the Ceſſation; which in part is paid, and the reſt ſought to be defaulked upon 
the pretence formerly mentioned, and for the hire of ſhips for the Earl of 
Antrim's deſign. 3 

A third means, was my credit with the Merchants that imported proviſions; 
this fails in a great meaſure by the blocking up of the harbour; but more de- 
ſperately by my neceſſitated breaking with them for want. A fourth 
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A fourth was, the ſupply in part received, and more expected by his Majeſ- 
tie's Command out of England: This hope is taken from us by the ſaid block- 
ing up. 

The fifth was a ſhift, which I made, ſince the Ceſſation, to perſwade ſome 
of my tenants and other monied men where my eſtate lies, to take mortgages 
(for rent J could get none,) for lands fallen to me ſince the war at low rates. 
Much the greater part of this money I have employed to the maintenance of the 
army; the reſt to my own ſupport, in a higher way (I muſt confeſs) than was 
neceſſary for mc, in relation to my ſelf, though much too low for the Ma- 
jeſtie I am forced poorly to repreſent : But this alſo begins utterly to fail; there 
remaining little of my cſtate but what is either thus or formerly engaged; and 
thoſe that dealt with me, being {for ought I hear) leſs confident of peace than 
they were, will not now ſo lay out their money. | 

Laſtly, there was till now a magazine of tobacco, the goods of the Earl of 
Strafford, wherewith ſome time we ſatisfied the Officers, after the rate of fif- 
teen ſhillings a week to Captains, and ratcably to inferior Officers, (for all that 
I have formerly mentioned, ſerved only to give the common Soldiers two 
ſhillings a week, or victual to that value,) but the tobacco is alſo at an end; and 
I cannot imagine where the Officers will have bread to cat. I mention not 
the King's revenue, becauſe I believe it already underſtood to be brought to 
nothing; by which means the Lord Chancellor, the Judges, and all the Civil 
Officers, from the higheſt to the loweſt meſſenger belonging to the State, and 

of neceſſity to be employed, are brought to ſuch want, that nothing can be 
done but with ſuch murmurings and clamour for money, that it is a great and 
moſt irkſome part of my buſineſs to anſwer and ſhift off the hourly petitions 
I receive, and continual crics I hear, from people ready to ſtarve for want of 
what is owing them. 8 | 

To conclude all, I humbly beſeech your Lordſhip to mind his Majeſtic, that 

there remains but about two months unexpired of the time agreed on for the 
Ceſſation, and to inform him that the [r;/þ are now ſtrong in the field, and 
making all poſlible preparation for War; and that I moſt humbly deſire, by 
this bearer Stephen Smith my ſervant expreſly ſent, to receive his moſt gra- 
cious pleaſure and direction, with ſuch ſpeed as the condition of his affairs re- 
quite; I reſt--- |

May it pleaſe your Majeſty, 


FHOUGH we believe that the preſent ſtate and condition of your Ma- 

jeſtie's party and forces in this Kingdom, is more fully and clearly 
repreſented to your Majeſtic by the Lord Licutenant and Council, than can 
proceed from any knowledge or information of ours; yet we hold it a neceſ- 
tary part of our duty to your Majeſty ſomewhat to contribute to the general 
good, and to ſeek the meanes of our own preſervation, by humbly repreſcnt- 


ing to your Majeſtie's gracious conſideration our moſt unhappy and diſtraced 


condition, and our long ſufferings, even to the ruin of our eſtates and fimilics, 
and at this time, without any conſiderable defence, expoſed to the mercy of 
two powerful armics now in the field, the one of the confederate Catholick 
party, if they were diſpoſed to make any invaſion upon us, and the other of 
the Scorch Covenanters, and ſuch as adhere unto them, who by burning, 
ſpoiling, and the committing of crucl and hoſtile acts, have broken the Cel- 
ſation, and caſt off their obedience to your Majcſtic's Government here; which 
gives us full aſſurance of our imminent danger, and the neceſſity of preſuming 
in this manner to preſent our humble ſupplications to your Majcſty. 

We humbly offcr to your Majeſtic's gracious conſideration, that during all 
theſe unhappy diſtempers and commotions raiſed in your Majeſtic's ſeveral 
dominions, we have conſtantly continued moſt loyal to your Majeſty, and obc- 
dient to your Royal Commands; though by reaſon of the high diſtractions 
in England, and the flow proceedings or ſuſpicions of ſome that formerly 

managed the Government here, many of us have been totally neglected, and 
without any manner of encouragement or aſſiſtance, have expoſed our perſons 
to imminent hazard, and our eſtates to deſtruction, out of our zcal to your ſer— 
vice, and for the preſervation of your Majcſtic's Authority and the detence of 
your good ſubjects in the ſeveral places of our reſidence; and ſuch of us as 
were belt aſſiſted and truſted with imploy ment and command, have been fo 


ſlowly ſupplyed and relieved, and the dangers and difficultics ſo great, that 
we have cauſe to admire God's infinite mercy towards us, by enabling us in 


ſome ſort to ſubſiſt in the midſt of ſo many tumults and diſtractions. 
We muſt likewiſe humbly acknowledge your Majeſtic's great wiſdom and 
gracious goodneſs towards us, that finding by the diſobedience of many of 
your Majeſtie's ſubjects in theſe partes, and the ſad diſtempers of England, 
your Majeſtic could not by your own Royal power ſeaſonably protect and de- 
fend us from the dangers we were in, you were graciouſly pleaſed to admit 
of a timely remedy, by condeſcending to a Ceſſation of Armes for a year, the 
only expedient that could then be found to preſerve us, and to which we do 
attribute our ſafety ; and humbly acknowledge your Majeſtic's great favour 
therein, and from thence we were hopefull that a happy ſettlement would en- 
ſue in this Kingdom, to the content and ſatisfaction of all your Majeſtic's 
well-affeted ſubjects, ſo far as could be expected in a Country ſo milcrably 
waſted by the crueltics of a civil war. But the time appointcd for the con- 
tinuance of the Ceſſation being now near expired, and nothing appointed to 
us of ſupply or neceſſary defence, nor any thing of peace or 1ett!cment con- 
cluded, we cannot but be very ſenſible of the general calamitics of this King— 
dom, and the certain ruin like to fall upon us and many other of your Maje- 
ſtie's faithfull ſubjects, in their perſons, fortunes and families, if a war be 
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again renewed in that condition we arc in, and your Majeſtie's power fo re. 
ſtrained by the unnaturall continuance and increaſe of the troubles in Eng- 
land, as that there is little expectations of any fitting or timely aſliſtance tor 
your Majeſtic's ſervice and your own preſervation. 
We moſt humbly beſcech your Majeſty to look upon us with a favourable 
and compaſſionate regard of our paſt ſufferings and preſent danger; and that 
our loyalty, zeal and conſtant faithfull endeavours in yo ur fervice may beſo 
conſidered, as not to continue us in a more perplexed and deſtructive eſtate, 
than any other of your Majeſtie's Subjects, even thoſe who have taken armes 
in oppoſition to your Majeſtie's authority, who are upon their guard and pro- 


vided for defence, and we only expoſed to the malice and violence of all in- 
ſulting enemies. | 


We humbly propoſe, that if the Agents for the confederate catholick par- 
ty, out of the opinion of their own ſtrength, or taking advantage of the pre- 
ſent diſtractions, have been high and immoderate in their propoſition and de- 
mands; or if thoſe that went as Agents from your Majcſtie's Proteſtant ſub- 
jects, and their adherents in this Kingdom, through too ſharp a reſentment of 
their private loſſes, or for other particular ends, have, under the title of Pro- 
teſtant ſubjects, received inſtructions, or introduced the opinion of others, not 
well affected, either to the Religion or Government eſtabliſhed here, inſtead of 
the intention and inclinations of others more moderate and truly faithfull to 
your Majeſtie's ſervice, and thereby put unneceſſary rubs and doubts upon the 
proſecution of the Treaty, to continue a diſturbance, and by a diviſion here 
hinder your Majeſty from the united aſſiſtance of your ſubjects of this King- 
dom; 50 | 

That your Majeſty, by your own great wiſdom and Royal judgment, will 
be pleaſed to moderate and reconcile thoſe differences, in ſuch a way as may 
probably produce a ſpeedy and happy agreement; or if that your Majeſtie's lei- 

ſure will not fo permit, that the Lord Lieutenant and Council here may have 

Commiſſion to proceed in the articles and conditions of peace, upon debate 
and conference with the moderate and well-affeted on both ſides; and then 
we are humbly of opinion, that no ſuch diſtance will appear, as is now diſ- 
courſed of, and that your Majeſty and your faithfull ſubjects here will ſoon 
find the benefit of ſo happy a reconciliation. | 

Our preſent danger doth further invite us humbly to propoſe unto your 

Majeſty, that in regard the Scorch Covenanters and their adherents are now 
in armes in this Kingdom, violating and breaking the Ceſſation, and do refuſe 
to pay obedience to your Majeſtic's Government; and that upon very proba- 
ble grounds, we have juſt cauſe to belieye that as they gain advantage, there 
will be little diſtintion made between us and thoſe whom they moſt aſſault; 
that therefore they may be ſpeedily deelared enemies, and your Majeſtie's power 
imploycd for the ſuppreſſing of them; to which. the confederate party who 
keep the Ceſſation, and ſeem more ready to return to their obedience, will 
doubtleſs give their beſt aſliſtance : And to ſubſiſt in this divided condition, 
without joining or receiving the help of one party or other, we conceive ut- 
terly impoſſible. All which we humbly ſubmit to your Majeſtie's gracious con- 
ſideration, and your ſpeedy reſolution is begged by

INCE my lettcr of the 9th of this month, (which I could not ſend away 

till now, the wind being tor ſome time crols, and theſe coaſts infeſted 
with a ſwarm of the Rebells ſhips) the Scots are returned towards their quar- 
ters for want of victuall, having committed ſome ſpoile in the [r;/h quarters, 
but none that I can hear of in ours, though they marched through tome of 
them; which I attribute rather to their inability to come into the main end 
of their deſign at this time, than to any better intention 1 can believe they 
have towards us that join not with them in the proſecution of the IJriſh, nor 
in taking the Covenant. This march hath given teſtimony, that for all the 
Ceſſation or any Peace, if it ſhall be concluded by his Majeſtie, the War will 
ſtill continue here, if ſupplies be ſent them; which -to procure, (I conceive) 
was the principal reaſon of their late expedition. And I hold their fa car- 
riage towards us and our quarters to be a very probable ſign of their return 
to attempt us, that being but an artiſice to bring the well- affected into ſecu- 
rity, and to confirm ſuch as are already inclinable t them; tor I cannot doubt 
but that, when they are all able, they will endeavour to be maſters of all the 
harbours and other places of conſequence in this Kingdom, under the pretence 
of ſecuring them againſt Iriſh Papiſts and Malignants. Their carriage at the 
Newry and Dundalk (whereof the encloſed extracts of letters will give your 
Lordſhip an accompt) with their dilatory management of their parts of the 
war ſince they came into this Kingdom, confirms my belief in it. 

The Iriſh, who were not fully drawn together till the Scots were returning 
homewards, are now ſomewhat above twenty miles north of us, pretending 
to follow the Scots into their quarters, which are ſo bare for the moſt part, 
and fo well defended, where there remaines any thing to maintaine an Army, 
that it is doubtfull whether that be their real (at leaſt only) intention; and 
not rather to ſtay ncar us now upon the ending of the Ceſſation, to take their 
advantage, if it prove War, or better their conditions, if ew ſhall be any 
Treaty for a longer time of quict. 
| How we arc provided to defend his Majeſtic's authority and our Gives againſt 
any of theſe parties, appears to your Lordſhip by my letter of the 9th, and by 
ſeveral other diſpatches from me; and it is alſo made known to his Majeſty 
by letters from the Board of the 2oth of June, and others now ſent to Mr. 
Secretary Nicholas with this. I ſhall therefore ſay no more of it, ſave that 
we grow daily more and more in want and weakneſs. 

Since I began my letter of the 9th, the Lord Myskery, with two more of 
thoſe that attended his Majeſty, came hither, and told me that they were al- 
ſured at Court, that directions were, or ſhortly would, come to me from his 
Majeſty, to join with them againſt the Scots, who had broken the Ceſſation, 
and entercd into the Covenant, with thoſc in armes againſt his Majeſty in 
England; and they deſired to know whether I had received ſuch directions or 
no; but if 1 had not, they conceived that, as this caſe was, my place and the 
power I have by ir, was ſufficient authority and obligation upon me to do it. 
Another queſtion they asked me was, whether 1 had not received a Commit 
lion to go on in the Treaty of Peace, and to conclude it, which they ſaid they 
were allo told at Court, either was or ſhould be immediately ſent me. 

To the firſt I anſwered, by advice of the Council, that 1 had received no 
direction to join with them againſt the Scots, and that J held it unfit for me 
ſo to do, without his Majeſty's direction, which ſhould in all humility be obey'd 
whenever it ſhould come to hand. 

To 
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To the ſecond I anſwered, as the truth is, that I had received no ſuch Com 
miſſion to treat for a Peace. 

My ignorance of what had paſſed in England made my anſwers ver 
ſhort, and kept me at a warier diſtance 'with them than I doubt pleaſed them; 
for ſince I find the cavils touching the payments do multiply, and ſo do their 
forces; therefore I again do belcech your Lordſhip to obtain with all ſpeed 
his Majeſtic's commands to guide me, and of your favour to give me clear 
intimation what I have to truſt to, that I may accordingly govern my ſelf with 
ſome kind of aſſuredneſs, though with never ſo much hazard, rather than 
languiſh and at laſt periſh in (o ridiculous a poſture as now I am in. 

About a fortnight ſince or more the Earl of Antrim imbarked from Mater. 
ford and other adjacent places 2500 men well armed and victualled for two 
months. The men are doubtleſs landed in the Ifles, or as ſome ſay, more to 
the North, and nearer to my Lord Huntley's Country. The ſhips that con- 
veyed the men ply up and down between Scotland and Ireland, and have 
taken ſome prizes and many paſſengers, among them two of the Miniſters that 
came to preach the Covenant here; the late Lord of Clandeboy's Nephew, Ma- 
ſter John Hamilton, is one of them. Him I ſhall endeavour to get into m 
hands, and if his Majeſty ſhall pleaſe to ſuffer him to be exchanged, I humbly 
deſire it may be for a friend of mine taken priſoner in his ſervice. I am, ec.

INCE my laſt to your Lordſhip from Eveſham, we have been rather in 


perpetuall motion than marching as an Army; which caſt Waller ſo much 
behind, that we have time enough, if fortune favour, to meet Prince Mau- 


rice and beat Eſſex, which is now our deſign. The two Nights ſtay we made 


here, gave my Lord Dzgby and me leiſure to give you this ſhort account of 
your commands. | 

Theſe propoſitions incloſed, as power eſſentiall to your preſent condition, 
I made: His Majeſtie's anſwers to each are in the margent; but more fully in 
my Lord Dzgby's letter to your Lordſhip; if any thing be wanting of giving 


you freedom, I muſt ſay, tis my fault, not his Majeſtie's. 


If I have done amiſs in moving the King for the wardſhip of my Lord of 
Oſſory, without your commiſſion, I humbly crave your pardon, deſiring you 
to receive this for truth, that all my errors towards your Lordſhip can never 
be of any other nature. | | | 

My Lord Dzgby underſtanding by ſome former letters of mine, that it was 
your Lordſhip's pleaſure, that Sir Maurice Euſtace ſhould be Maſter of the 


Rolls, has procured it for him: So much he ſays in his letter to your Lordſhip; 


if he needs a letter to pals it, let him ſend one as large as he will : His other 
demands arc ſo meane, that Ill make them my task in time. 

By the general power given you, his Majeſtic commanded me to tell you, 
that you may either delay or deny any thing of the conditions of Sir John. 
Reads grant. His Majeſtie underſtands it no fault of yours, why Tom Traf- 


ford came not to Beaumaris with the 300 men. 


I ſhould ſay ſomething of the condition of both parties here, if the bearer 
were not ſufficiently knowing both of the deſigns, powers, and fears of each; 


and to avoid giving your Lordſhip the trouble of decyphering fuch a relation, 
as that ſubject would miniſter.

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If I had known the heavy burthen is laid upon you from hence, no com— 
mands, (no not paps,) would have drawn me from a place where 1 might in 
ſome meaſure ſerve you. | 

As to that buſineſs, I am not able to adviſe more than that, it you give not 
an end to the diſtractions there, you will ruin all here. Whentocver you think 
may be more ſerviceable to your Lordſhip there, than here, believe you {hall 
find J value nothing like your commands. | 

I have written to Emer Mac Mahon, and my uncle, to ſhew their integrity 
to his Majeſtie, in obeying your commands now. | 

This bearer, my couſin Brian O Netle, I have alto got to undertake this 


journey to wait upon you. His knowledge of what has paſſed here between 


the King and the Agents may be a good guide to your Lordthip: He is a per- 
ſon, I can give you upon my credit, full of zeal to his Majeſtie's ſervice, and 
ambition to be your creature. The ſhortneſs of my time, and the conveniency 
of the meſſenger makes me ſtop here, and promiſe to offer you no further 
trouble, untill after the next battle, (which of neceſſity muſt be within twenty 
dayes,) after that an expreſs or my ghoſt ſhall wait upon you to tell you the 
event; for that will be the beſt meaſure you can have to govern your preſent 
tasæ. God pteſerve you for the comfort of the King, all your triends, and in

HOUGH I have nothing at all to write, yet I cannot let theſe men go 

without preſenting my ſervice to your Excellence. I long to hear that 
the Earl of Antrim were gone about his buſineſs, though I cannot promiſe 
much in his undertaking; but I would have him there. I have moved car- 
neſtly about Lord Inchiquin to get him pleaſed or removed; but it ſticks Il know 
not how. The Earl of Portland will not go to Munſter, but would gladly 
ſell his intereſt, Whether the Earl of Cork be now in caſe to purchaſe the 
preſidency of Munſter or no, I know not. I think they dare not let Lord Viſ- 
count Muskery buy it. | TIT 

Theſe men can tell you how things go here. We have great exped ation, 
both out of the North, where aftcr a ſhrewd bang, Prince Rupert is recruit- 
ing gallantly, and hopes to clear Zork/hzre of the remainder of thoſe ſhattered 
forces which are left to Leſley, and alſo out of the Welt, where the King 
and Prince Maurice have ncar about 20000 horſe and foote, to deal with the 
Earl of Eſſex and his 7000, or as ſome ſay 11000. 

Great fear ſome have of Prince Rupert his ſucceſs and greatneſs. Prince 
Rupert profeſſeth againſt Lord Dzgby, Lord Percy, Lord Millmot, and ſome 
others. Some think that Prince Rupert will remove them from the King. The 
tear of this may do harm; perhaps has done alrcady. 

We pray for peace, but ſee ſmall hopes yet of it. I believe we ſhall have 
no great helps from your ſide, if the Covenant ſpread, as we hear it doth in 
Ulſter. God ſend your Excellence that quietneſs and ſettlement in Ireland, 
which we cannot yet expect in England,

S muſt confeſs I had always great inducement to love your perſon, ſo 

muſt I acknowledge an obligation now, both to increaſe that affection 

and profeſs my ſelf infinitely your ſervant; for I have it from many good hands, 

that you were noble, juſt and friendly zealous in defence of my honour ; beins 

wounded very much by my Lord of Cork's traducing me for betraying his 
towns unto the 1r;/Þ Rebels. 

Sir, I could wiſh now that I had told you ſomewhat more than ] did of that 
buſineſs, which truly 1 forbore, becauſe I thought it would be deemed vain- 
glory in me; for if ever I did any thing towards the defence of this Province 
againſt the Triſh, this was that I had cauſe to brag of; whereof I ſhall take you 
for a witneſs: for you know that at the time when the enemy came to Li/* 
more, we had no proviſions in any of our ſtores; and a week before their 
coming (that falſe friend) my uncle Edmond came unto me to let me know, 
that the 1r;/bþ Army were advancing towards our ports; and that if I would 
give way to their taking of Capoquin and Liſmore, they would ſpare the reſt 
of our quarters, which he ſaid they would otherwiſe burn and deſtroy ; but 
before he delivered me this meſſage from my Lord of Mnskery, he made me 
promife him ſecrecy 3 which as I made good, ſo I made uſe of what he told 
me for my own advantage; for preſcntly J ſent all the proviſion I could get 
in Cork and Toughall with all haſte to Capoguin, and with it 400 commanded 
Men; Liſmore was of itſelf well provided; but if it had not, you know I 
was not then able to help it. At that time I communicated to your ſelf and the 
Officers the intelligence I received of the enemies advancing ; and after advice 
taken of what was fit to be done, we found our wants, and the ſcarcity that 
was in all places, would make it impoſſible for us to keep the field with our 
Army, part whereof, to the number of 1200 men, were with Colonel Mynn 
in the Weſt; were they had no food, but what corn they cut, burnt, and dreſt 
the ſame day to cat; ſo that all we were able to do, was only to draw 1600 
foote, and 250 horſe to Tallow, out of the ſcycral garriſons, for whom I had 
not one day's victuals to march; they being only on billets in their ſeveral 
quarters: When I found that this was all I could do, then I bethought my 
ſelf to make uſe of the motion made unto me by my uncle; and whereas he 
(under pretence of giving me intelligence,) went about to work upon me, in 
hopes to make me an inſtrument to betray the Engliſb; I did in the like man- 
ner endeavour to make uſe of him for the overthrowing the Rebels deſigns; 
which with God's aſſiſtance I did thus happily effect. 

After I had taken advice with you, and found that we could not draw them 
weſtern forces unto us, and that without them there was no fighting, 1 ſeemed 
to him to have put on a reſolution with your advice preſently to gather ail 
our forces together, and told him of a great ſtrength that we were able to 
make, letting of him know that I was glad the Tr;ſh were coming into the trap 
to us, for that I knew there would none of them get off again; and then to fetch 
him about, I told him, that I was ſorry that my Lord of Muskery was not 
more reall in his profeſſions to the King, which I perceived were all but diſ- 
ſimulation, or that otherwiſe he would not now preſs ſo hard upon our quat- 
ters, being he expected a Ceſlation ſoon after; and being that then it was pro- 
feſſed by them, that they would go into England with forces, ſo ſoon as that 
was agreed on: I maryelled that they would be ſo much the King's and their 
own enemies, as to ſeek the deſtruction of thoſe People (meaning theirs) whole 


aſſiſtance I did ſoon expect in his Majeſtic's ſervice, which I told him 7D a 
| thing 
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thing 1 would willingly avoid, if I could ; and then tinding by lim that they 
were reſolved to come, notwithſtanding all my threats, I told him that I would 
not draw our forces together till ſuch a day, if they aimed at nothing but my 
Lord of Cork's towns, for that 1 cared not if they took them; and that there- 
fore I had ſo ordered it, that the forces ſhould be there no tooner to hinder 
them; which would be time enough for them to take them in: Bur taid, that 
if they took them not by that day, that then they muſt reſolve to retreat, or 
that otherwiſe I muſt fall upon them: This they thought was enough; and 
therefore they promiſed that they would retreat that day, whether they took 
them or not; though with as little intention to pertorm as J expected. Now 
that I might ſeem unto him to be able to do this, I preſently made all the noiſe 
I could of my rcſolution to fight» with the enemy, and wrote unto all the 
garriſons to let the inhabitants know, that if they did not make ſome ſhift to fur- 
niſh the Soldiers knapſacks for the field, that they were all loſt; whereupon 
they furniſhed us with five dayes proviſion, fo that you and J made a ſhift with 
the beforementioned number to get thither by the day that I threatned to fight 
with them, if they were not gone; which you know was the ſooneſt I could 
be there, you being a witneſs of the diligence I uſed to get the men into the 
field; and certainly if I could have come thither ſooner, I would have threatned the 
enemy accordingly: But when we were come to Tallow, the Rebels belike, 
having notice of our weakneſs, continued the ſiege notwithſtanding the promi- 
ſes; which I percciving, and being feartul they might take Liſinore, offered 
unto yourſelf Lieutenant Colonel Appleyard, and the Officers to fall upon 
them if you ſhould adviſe. Whereupon you all adviſcd to ſend preſently for 
Colonel Mynn, and not to attempt any thing till he came. This delay, after 
had threatned to fight with them, I was feartull would make the enemy con- 
temn us; and thinking that it was very likely, that before Colonel Mynn 
(who could not in leſs than five dayes time be with us) ſhould come, the place 
muſt needs have been loſt, I bethought my ſelf to fend Jack Fitz Gerald 
privately to them, to let them know, that they were very happy, in that Mynn 
was not yet come unto me; and that I had received letters from him, intimating 
his being on his march towards me; whercof I gave them notice out of my 
deſire to preſerve them, whom we thought would ſoon become his Majeſtie's 
ſubjects and ſervants. And therefore let them know that it they did not go 
away the next day, that I muſt of neceſſity fall upon them; but all I could do 
could not divert them from their own ends, till the Lord of Cork landed, and 
brought me a Letter from the King, commanding me to give credit to what 
he ſhould tell me; who told me, that it was his Majeſtic's Command that I 
ſhould forward the Ceſſation by all the means I could; whereupon I deſired a 
conference with my Lord Mugskery ; and you know how my Lord of Cork 
delivered the meſſage ſent unto me there before my Lord of Muskery; and 
did aſſure my Lord, that if he would withdraw the ſieges, he knew his Ma- 
jeſtie would take it well'; which my Lord, (thinking that I would have 
fallen upon them the next day,) aſſented unto : Now let the world judge whe- 
ther I did intend to give up my Lord of Cork's towns, they knowing our 
wants, our condition, our ſtrength, Nick Mynns being in the Welt unable to 
come to us; my offering daily to fall on, it a Council of War ſhould adviſe 
it, and all other circumſtances to be as I have related; and let them allo that 
know how we were, ſay, if it had not been caſy for their 3000 foote and 
$00 horſe to have taken all our quarters, if I had not by this means prevented 
it, by giving the occaſion to ſtay, where I had provided againſt their attempts ; 
whereas if they had marched on into our quarters, I could never make head 
againſt them, knowing the Country to be ready to riſe and afford them their aſſiſ- 
tance againſt us; and that we could never bring our Army into a body to have 
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given them battle, ſo that truly I never was ſo happy in any thing concern. 
ing this War, as in that diverſion, which (by my uncle Edmond's and my Lorg 
of Muskery's ambuſh) it pleaſed God I gave them, and thereby preſetved all 
the poor Engliſh that were abroad in our quarters. And, Sir, for confirma. 
tion hereof, you know we were frequently told, that it was a common report 
amongſt the Iriſb, that I had fooled my Lord of Muskery, and he them; then 
let all the world think whether I could be ſo fooliſh as to give way, that ſo 
many of them ſhould know ſuch a ſecret, if I had not my own ends in it; or if 
thoſe ends had been to favour them, whether that favour muſt not proceed 
from hope of reward or affection to their party: The firſt of theſe (I am con. 
fident) no enemy will alledge againſt me; and I hope my actions have never 
given cauſe to ſuſpect me for the laſt. Perhaps my Lord of Cork will fay, 1 
did it out of malice to him; to which I anſwer, that it were ſtrange I ſhould 
put my ſafety into the hands of the [rzſh, only to do him a prejudice, who 1 
know durſt not affront me; nor any man durſt ſtrike a known coward, unleſs 
I did intend to become one of the 1r;ſh party; which ſure now I ſhall not be 
ſuſpected for, ſeeing I have put on a reſolution to follow the War againſt the 
Triſh; whereunto my ſelf and the reſt of the Officers here have been induced 
by the certain knowledge of their deſigns, being no leſs than to extirpate all 
the Proteſtants and their Religion, and give this Kingdom into the hands of 
another Prince, who they think better able to aſſiſt them againſt the Parliament, 
than the King of England is. | 1 

Sir, we have made this known to the King and the world in a large Declara. 
tion; but we fear that the ſame Inſtruments that gained ſuch truſt for the Iriſh, 
(as that the King condeſcended to leave this in their power, ſuppoſing them to 
be more faithfull to him than that they would do any ſuch thing,) will alſo 
prevail to make him diſcredit our Declaration, and diſapprove of our proceed- 
ings; which yet ſhall appear to be effeQuall for his ſeryice. But becauſe 
we know that his Majeſtic (by reaſon of the Parliament's ſtrength at ſea) could 
not aſſiſt us, we have applied our ſelves to the Parliament alſo, deſiring their 
aſſiſtance againſt the Iriſb; and have beſought both King and Parliament, that 
they would, (from the knowledge of their treacheries,) take a riſe to begin 
ſuch an accommodation, as that by their joint conſent this War might be 
followed, and that in England may ſurceale. | 

I know not what effects this may produce for the good of that Kingdom; 
but I know we ſhall have large ſupplies here, and good pay for 10000 horſe 
and foote to keep the field; and that it may be an encouragement for our old 
friends to come over to us again, the Parliament do undertake to pay the ar-. 
rears duc unto all the Officers and us in ſo much adventure; beſides which, 
there is no doubt (if God make us vanquiſhers,) but deſerving men will have 
eſtates conferred on them in the end of this, as it was in the laſt Wars, (I 
mean Tyrone's Wars) of Ireland; 1 ſhould think it a great happineſs that I might 
have your aſliſtance in this buſineſs ; promiſing you that (if it lay in my power) 
your condition ſhall be one of the chief in the Army. But I know your no- 
bleneſs and uprightneſs to be ſuch, as that I ſhall offer nothing as an induce- 
ment to you; but that here you may fight in a cauſe, which firſt is God's own; 
then that we may fight againſt thoſe who are Papiſts and Rebels; and who we 
know to be enemies to the King and our Religion. 

And laſtly, I would deſire you to conſider, that if the King ſhould get the 
upper hand with the help of theſe men, whether it be likely, that it will be 
in his power to eſtabliſh the Proteſtant Religion. If you think fit to come, you 
muſt not make known your reſolution till you ſee how the King approves of 
our Declaration; but if that be not come to his hands, I would adviſe you to 
come without the knowledge of any, (but ſuch as you think will come with

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you) to Milford Haven, where the Parliament ſhipping will receive you, and 


tranſport hither any that deſire to come. I pray God direct you for the beſt,

Who am the faithfulleſt and moſt affectionate ſervant your Excellence hath 
in the world, and the moſt concerned in your honour and intereſts, am 
not more ſenſible of the hard task which is put upon your Excellence, by 
referring the buſineſs of the Peace of Ireland unto you, thaa his Majeſtic 
himſelf is; but his Majeſtie being neceſſitated unto that courſe, by the condi- 
tion of his affaires here, that would not permit him without great hazard to 


act any thing himſelf in that buſineſs at this conjuncture of time, it is the part 


of a gallant Miniſter to ſerve his Majeſtic in great ſtreights and difficulties by 
caſing him of thoſe burdens that would lie heavy upon aims eſpecially when 
the weight of them conſiſts ſo in circumſtances of time and collateral conſide- 
rations, which arc not likely to continue long; but that, as in one ſeaſon the 
Miniſter takes from the Maſter, ſo in another the Maſter may caſe the Miniſter 
wholly of it. = | 
And now that I have expreſt to your Excellence the truth of his Majeſtic's 
carefull ſenſe of you, let me tell you, that I am not out of hopes, but that the 
work may prove caſier and of leſs inconvenience in the conſequence of it, than 
is apprehended, if there were reality in thoſe great profeſſions, which the 
Agents, when they went away, made of their ſenſe of the King's condition, 
and of their reſolutions to comply with it, and to apply themſelves rather to 


merit advantageous conditions for themſelves hercaftcr, than to cxtort them 


from him now: Unto which diſpoſition there have not been neglected here 
any private preparations and encouragements that could be thought effectual. 
I ſend your Excellence herewithall a paper of additional propoſitions made 
by the Agents, a little while before their going; unto which there was not 
time to give an anſwer. | | = | 

In theſe and the former all is compriſed that they ſay they mean to deſire. 
I ſend your Excellence alſo a draught of ſuch demands as were preſented by the 
_ Counſellors and Clergy of Ireland here, as fit to be made on the King's part; 
all which are entirely ſubmitted unto your Excellence's judgment upon the 
place. | | : 5a, | 

Thus far I had written, and was within few hours of cloſing my diſpatch 
when Daniel O Neile comes to us, laden with diſpatches and with inſtructi- 
ons; unto which the unſettled floating condition that we have been in ever 
ſince, hath not permitted me till now to return any anſwer, and even now a 
very ſhort and imperfect one. Thee 

In the firſt place; as for all thoſe long diſpatches from your Excellence and 
the Council unto Secretary Nicholas; which, he being left behind at Oxford, 
were opened by me; Iam conſtrained to refer the longer anſwer of them unto 
another opportunity, and only to ſay theſe two things unto them from his Maje- 
ſtie: Firſt, that the preſent and more growing diſorders in that Kingdom which 
tlicy expreſs, import a greater neceſſity of a Peace with the Triſh, if it may be 
obtained upon juſt and honourable termes, and of an union againſt thoſe trai- 
tors of the Covenant, ſo much more dangerous than any other, as they are 
more firmly linkt unto the Rebells here. Secondly, that his Majeſtic having 
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referred the whole buſineſs of that Kingdom fo abſolutely and ſo unlimited. 
unto your Excellence's fidelity and judgment upon the place, your Excellenc, 
mult not expect much of direction from hence. You have a difficult task 4 
upon you, tis true; but yet I make no doubt but it will prove a — 
one, and wherein, notwithſtanding all appearing hazards that might deter vul- 
gar ſpirits, your Excellence hath nothing to fear, but in the ruines of his Ma. 
jeſtie, and of Monarchy it ſelf, with which (am confident) you will rather 
periſh than ſubſiſt after it. 

Theſe two animadverſions I am alſo to apply unto the greateſt part of your 
Excellence's letter unto me of the 28th of June, (that of the 13th mentioned 
therein having miſcarried) particularly in what concerns the loſſes and defeai- 
ons in the north of Ireland, and the contrivances and animoſities againſt Peace 
with the difficulties and ſcandals, which you conceive cannot be avoided in the 
endeayouring to ſuppreſs them. It is true, as your Excellence faith, that no- 
thing could ſo much diminiſh the prejudices likely to ariſe againſt a Peace or 
further Ceſſation, as if there were means, againſt the concluſion or publication of 
either, that the Army and Forts might be well provided for. But, my Lord, I 
muſt not flatter you with falſe hopes, we have not as yet the poſſibility to do 
it : We ſtruggle even for life with our own neceſlitics here, and if we were, 
as to the point of want, in better condition, I do not know how we could 


hope to ſupply you this ſummer, the ſeas being ſo commanded by the Rebells. 


But if it could be hoped, that the Army and Forts could ſubſiſt till winter, we 
ſhould not deſpair of the meanes to ſupply them, and be hopefull of the wayes. 
However, my Lord, I cannot but admire your prudence and power in what 
you have done alrcady for furniſhing the Newry, Carlingford, Greencaſtle, and 
Dundalk ; for which, jointly with the other great ſervices, I am to return you 
thanks from his Majeſtic. | | 

That which your Excellence writes of the general ſenſe of the Proteſtants 
there in relation to Peace, and their own preſent condition, I ever conjectured 
to be the truth; and found clearly thoſe four perſons employed hither to be 


perſons, either corrupt in their loyalty, or fanatick in their underſtandings; and 


their upholders and correſpondents of Ireland were in an union with the Scots

And the contents 
of this letter are the beginning of my ſignifications unto your Excellence ac.

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A ſecond thing, which his Majeſtie commands me, and which I ſhall punctu- 
ally obſerve on my part, is that nothing of any conſequence ſhall be granted 
here within that Kingdom, without firſt adviſing with your Excellency. 


His Majeſtic is farther pleaſed to ſignify unto you by me, that it is his inten- 


tion, that you ſhould uſe your power in recalling and diſpoſing of all Govern- 
ments and Commiſſions which are during pleaſure, granted by his Majcſtic to 
any perſon whatſoever ſince this Rebellion, if you ſhall find or believe them 
prejudicial to his Majeſtie's ſervice. 

His Majeſtie is alſo pleaſed, according to your deſire, that there be a Pro- 
clamation made here in England, commanding all ſuch as have eſtates or offi- 
ces in that Kingdom, and are not actually in his Majeſtie's ſervice here or a- 
broad, to repaire into Ireland within two months after the publiſhing thereof 
to defend their eſtates againſt the Covenanters, or any other, there raiſing armes 
againſt his Majeſtie, upon pain of forfeiture of their offices, and ſeiſure of their 
eſtates. | | 

Concerning the Covenant, it is conceived, that your Excellence cannot make 
too high declarations of the treaſonableneſs of it. h 

I ſend your Excellence herewithall a copy of the Proteſtation againſt it, 
which all the Scorſmen at Oxford were, by advice of the Lords and Commons 
there, obliged to take, or to loſe their places, and not to be permitted to 
live under the King's protection : Your Excellence will be pleated to make 
what ule of it you in your wiſdom ſhall think fit. | 

Concerning the four Councellors of Ireland, I believe that they will now 
be exchanged for Monk, Warren, Butler, and Gibſon. 

There remaines nothing more, that I can remember, for me to trouble your 
Excellence with, concerning particulars, either of your letter, or of O Nelles 
inſtructions. There are ſome by the by, of which I muſt acquit my ſelf. The 
firſt is, to ſignify unto your Excellence, that his Majeſtic is pleaſed to beſtow 
upon you the wardſhip of my Lord your Son, though with ſtrong deſires that 
your family may never have occaſion to reap the benefits of that favour. 

In the next place his Majcſtic is pleaſed to deſign Sir Maurice Euſtace to 
the Maſterſhip of the Rolls of that Kingdom, if your Excellence ſhall approve 
of it, and when you ſhall think the time fit to declare it. 

Thirdly, his Majeſtic is pleaſed to recommend unto you, in caſe you ſhall 
think him worthy of it, my Brother Chicheſter to be ſworn a Privy Councel-

Laſtly, give me leave to give your Excellence humble thanks for your fayour 
to my ſervant Felton.

There is one ſuite more, that I ſhould make to your Excellence, but that I 
will have no ſhare in that, which I deſire may be an entire obligation from 


your ſelf, knowing that you are prong to love the perſon ; it is in the bchalf 


of my honeſt friend Dic Power; that you will be pleaſed to carry him in 


your thoughts for ſome fitting accommodation in that Kingdom, either by way 


of ſtanding troop of horſe, or, where his Religion may be no obſtacle, for the 
government of ſome fort. I am confident he is worthy of a very eminent 
good one, though 1 confeſs I have friendſhip enough for him to make me par- 
tiall. He was deſigned to be the bearer of this diſpatch ; but that beſides ſome 


occaſion of much conſequence that I had to ſtay him here, this bearer, Sir

HEN it was diſcovered here what the reſolutions of the IJriſb were, 
and how his Majeſtic's gracious intentions towards them touching a Peace 
were no leſs ſlighted than declined, it was charged upon me as my duty to put 
my ſelf into as ſtrict a poſture of defence as I could. And as the exigency of the 
matter would not permit me time to conſult with your Lord{hip's pleaſure in 
it, ſo I did not faile with all convenient ſpced to diſpatch unto your Lordſhip 
ſpeedy notice both of the cauſes and manner of our ſtanding on our defence ; 
which I thought fitteſt to do by the conveyance of a ſmall veſſel of little va- 
lue, which I accompted of leſs hazard to fall into the hands of the Parliament 
ſhipping, to whom the matter of my letter would not be unacceptable, than 
into the hands of the [r;ſh, who (I feared) would never let them arrive at yours.

In the loſs of Zork, (ſucceeding the bloody battle fought near it by his Highne 
Prince Rupert and the Engliſh and Scottiſh Rebels) your Excellence may well 
imagine what prejudice we ſuffer in the North, and how inſolent thoſe Rebels 
are become upon it. But as his Highneſs hath uſed great diligence in rallying 
his diſperſed men, whereof he hath now no leſs than 10000 together in Lan- 
caſbire, ſo as his Highneſs hopes to give a very good accompt of the Rebells 
that purſue him; ſo it is remarkable that, notwithſtanding their triumphs and 
boaſtings, they rather crumble away than augment their forces, and haye made 
no progreſs at all, ſince that city fell into their rebellious hands, the ambition 
of the Scots perhaps being a great occaſion that they know not how to pro- 
cced, for they reſolutely profeſs they cannot think themſelves ſecure, unleſs 
they may have a garriſon of that nation in London ſufficient to maſter that 
city and the parts adjoining, there being many (eſpecially in Kent, where they 
ſay they withſtood the Norman conqueſt, and will never ſubmit to the Scot- 
tiſb,) who ſhew their diſlike of a Scottiſb tyranny. obs 
M aller and Browne hover hereabouts with their ſeveral forces; which yet 

are not great enough to attempt this city, or to make any notable addition to 
the Earl of Eſſex, who hath been ſome time in the Weſt, and hath now on

7 OURS of the 7th I received the 26th of this month, a few dayes after 
L mine of the 9th, 17th, and 22d, were ſent by my ſervant Stephen Smith, 
who I hope hath before now delivered them to your Lordſhip. The demands 
preſented by the Councellors and Clergic of Ireland as fit to be made on the 
King's part, and mentioned by your Lordſhip to be ſent with your Lordſhip's 
ſaid letter of the 7th I have not received; nor did I know there were any 
ſuch demands preſented, till I received your Lordſhip's. 1 ſhall now humbly 
deſire that they may with all ſpeed ſend me, together with his Majeſtie's plea- 
ſure, directing how far they ſhall be inſiſted upon, the reſt of the papers 
mentioned in his Majeſtie's of the ſame date with your Lordſhip's, and the ad- 
- ditional propoſitions I have received; but I conceive it very neceſſary that your 
Lordſhip would be pleaſed to atteſt the anſwers given by his Majeſty to the 
propoſitions of thoſe deputed from the Iriſb; whereby all ſcruple will be 
taken from thoſe, that I muſt neceſſarily adviſe with in this Treaty, ſo far as 
there is any conceſſion in thoſe anſwers to the deſire of the other party. 
This day, by the advice of the Council, (which I intend to take along 
with me to the end of this great work) I ſignified to the Lord of Muskery 
and the reſt of thoſe that attended his Majeſtie, that a Commiſſion was come 
to me, authorizing me to treat and conclude of a Peace, or further Ceſſation 
of Armes.

a great injury done unto them in a buſineſs of ſuch importance, having juſt

And now, though late, I do expect, and muſt 
carneſtly deſire for their ſatisfaction and the diſcharge of their truſt repoſed in me, 
that your Lordſhip will ſpeedily return the letter to me, together with ſuch 
farther knowledge, as your Lordſhip hath gained of the conſpiracy formerly 
mentioned, having cauſe to believe that your Lordſhip, who is fo anciently 
and honourably deſcended here, would not be the author or divulger of ſo 
high a taint upon this Nation, but upon very ſurc grounds and evident proofes 
prepared to make it good: for appearing otherwiſe, it would certainly be a 
very great diſſervice to his Majeſtie, as well as an injury to the whole Nation, 
to have ſuch reports divulged. Vet it ſeems ſtrange, that it could be ſo cloſely 
carried, as that the Lord Lieutenant (from whom I lately received letters,) nor none 
of thoſe other Lords who ſubſcribed with me, who have great alliance and in- 
tereſt in the Kingdom, could not by any diligence of theirs make the leaſt diſ- 
covery of any ſuch practice: Which makes me hope, it could at moſt be only 
the deſign of ſome particular perſons, who upon knowledge may be brought 
to their deſerved puniſhment. 
Your Lordſhip's firſt letter I have not received, and I do not now find any thing 
more to trouble your Lordſhip with at *. preſent, than to renew my requeſt

Have received your Lordſhip's by this bearer ; and in regard your Lordſhip 
doth ſo carneſtly enjoin it, have returned the letter deſigned to be ſent unto 
his Majeſtic : but have as yet forborn to ſubſcribe thereunto, being in no point 
ſatisfied of the integrity of the 1y;ſb, or that my diſtruſt and jealouſy of them 
was in any ſort groundleſs or imaginary ; but on the contrary am very confi- 
dent to make it appear to all the world, that there were ſuch deſtructive de- 
ſigns on foote at the time of my putting my ſelf in a poſture of defence, as 
would have determined in our utter ruine, if they had been purſued to effect; 
wherein I will not ſay that the generality of the Nation or country were con- 
current, for I well know that there are ſeverall perſons rightly and loyally affected, 
who endeayourcd the ſcttlement of publick tranquillity, and the reception of 
the Engliſh. Nation and Government with much zeal and faithfulneſs. But 1 
dare confidently affirm, that there were of contrary reſolutions and intentions 
at the leaſt ten men for one. And I doubt your Lordſhip will too ſuddainly 
find the evident truth thereof, and therefore apparently diſcerning the faction, 
diſaffected to Peace, in no leſs probability of prevailing in that, than in our 
ruin. It could not be accompted other than madneſs or ſtupidity in me to ſuf- 
fer my ſelf to be encompaſled in the power of thoſe people, who by too many 
evident teſtimonies have made it appear to me, (as] ſhall be ready to do to all the 
world,) that there was a propenſe readineſs in them to deliver both his Majeſtic's 
forces and intereſts, into the hands of thoſe formerly mentioned adverſaties 
to Peace, whoſe inveterate malice hath manifeſted it ſelf in ſo many violent 
expreſſions, as that I cannot find any the leaſt hope or expectation of ſafety, 
or aſſurance to my ſelf or the charge intruſted with me, whilſt I exiſt in any 
condition reduceable under their power. And therefore my firm reſolution is 
to continue my ſelf on the ſame guard and poſture of defence, which by God's 
Bleſſing I am put into, untill by the command of his Majeſtic or my Lord 
Lieutenant I am driven from it. And as I am conſtant to this reſolution, ſo 
am I to that opinion of my former letters, that the Scots will not in the end 
become more dangerous Enemies than the Jriſb are at this preſent. 

I have not received any intelligence of late, but what your Lordſhip's ſervant 
informed me to have already come to your Lordſhip's ears; and therefore I ſhall 
not add any thing to your Lordſhip's trouble, more than a ſubſcription of my

down, and that Lord Digbby and our Treaſurer, and Lord Jermyn ſhall be 
put from Court; this is a ſecret not yet communicated to Lord Digby Who is 
ignorant of it, and J feare will be, unleſs Daniel O Neile tell him. An old 
friendſhip with this Gentleman, being once a Captain of the Queen's regiment, 
induced him to acquaint me with this paſſage, which I thought fit for you to 
know. I believe the demands will be granted, or any thing clſe that ſhalj 
bring us to London, how infamous ſoever. | 

Now that l have done with the publick, let me trouble you with the rela- 
tion of the ſad effects of an unfortunate falling out of my two beſt friends, that 
at my going for Ireland left the beſt friends; which are my Lord Digby and 
my Lord H//ilmot.

Two friends I have loſt, for my 
Lord Digby has ſo much malice upon him, that I ſee clearly he cannot ſtand 
long after the other. How unfortunate I am at this inſtant, I need not tell 
your Lordſhip more than that I know not any fo poor, that I could not eaſily 
change condition and thoughts with. | . -1 

What ſucceſs we ſhall have here, your Excellency ſhall have as ſoon as I 
can make any judgment upon it. We know not how, or where, the Queen 
is in France. The Dutcheſs of Buckingham went lately from Pendennis, whe- 
ther for France or Ireland J know not. I am glad my Lord of Antrim's men 
are in Scotland, though, as matters are now, it conduces little to our ſafety. 
My Lord, I need not commend my unkle to your care; if he deſeryes well, 
I know you cannot neglect virtue. 

If I have forgot to give your Excellency an account of all your commands, 
impute it to the preſent diſtraction I am in: For certainly I have not a greater 
ſatisfaction, than when I find any occaſion to expreſs the paſſion I have to ap-

J Never received a more ſenſible affliction than in your Excellence's letter of 
the 9th of July by Mr. Smith, finding the great and juſt diſcontent you 


expreſs in it, to be kept in ſuch ignorance of what hath been done here, in 


order to the affaires of that Kingdom wherewith you are entruſted ; eſpecially 
at a time of ſo great perplexity and diſtraction there, when things arc upon 


ſo ſhort and ſharp a criſis, as the effect of treaty with the Iriſh, which mult be 


concluded, one way or other, before the 15th of September. 
My Lord, could I accuſe my ſelf of the leaſt neglect of giving you full, 
clear, and timely information of all things neceſſary for you to know, I ſhould 
never forgive my ſelf; for I proteſt to God, if I am capable of vigilance and 
induſtry in the King's ſervice, it hath been, and ever ſhall be, to the higheſt 
degree in what may any way concern your Excellence. And in this particu- 
lar, wherein you want ſo much enlightning, I am ſurc I have not failed of 
any thing that was poſſible; for immediately after the Agents going from Ox- 
ford, 1 ſent you an accompt of all that paſt; the particular date of it I cannot 
lay, having not my papers here: But it ſeems that diſpatch miſcarried, though 
committed to carefull hands. | 
ſend over to you the Commiſſion under the Great Seal, for concluding with 
the Ir;ſh, either upon a Peace or further Ceſſation, Eſſex and Wallers Armies 
coming down upon us, reduced the King with his ſmall Army to ſuch ſtreights 
at Oxford, that we were fain to leave all things at ſixes and ſevens, and to be-

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Soon after that, when we were preparing to 
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have related unto you ; and from which we are raiſed again to an indifferent 
good condition, as it were by miracle. There was not a minute omitted 
after thoſe difficulties could poſſibly permit it, in ſending unto your Excel. 
lence the ſaid Commiſſion by one Nagle; and for fear of miſcarriage vw 
other in like manner under the Great Seal by Sir Brian O Neile, jointly with 
a large and punctual diſpatch, in anſwer to all particulars propoſed from you 
by Daniel O Neile. If the imployment of Sir Brian O Neile upon that er- 
rand were not ſo proper nor ſo acceptable, the error muſt lye, where real] 
it was, that is, in his Majcſtie's choice; for J had deſigned Dick Power to 4 
But it ſeemes his Majeſtic had, without my knowledge, written unto your 
Excellence that he would ſend Sir Brian O Neile; but J hope there will be 
no great hurt in it, for I muſt really do him the right as to let your Excel- 
lence know, that during the Agents being here, he behaved himſelf very well 
in the buſineſs of the Treaty. | 

I ſend your Excellence herewithall a duplicate of my former diſpatch by Sir 
Brian O Neile, which containes all that I can yet be punctual in. The advice 
which is to be taken in divers of thoſe things, wherein your Excellence re- 
quired directions from hence, depending much upon the ſucceſs of this action, 
wherein we are now engaged with the Earl of Eſſex. If we ſucceed, and 
. conſequently have a fair game depending upon hearts and hands here, we muſt 
be cautious of giving ſuch ſcandals by our behaviour in the buſineſs of Ireland. 
as may hazard the loſing them, if we faile of ſucceſs here. Our caſe will 
be then ſuch, as we muſt lay aſide all neceſſity, and have recourſe unto the 
extremeſt remedies. I write this with an aſpect only to the propoſition of your 
Excellence's taking the command of the Jriſb Army, a thing not to be ven- 
tured upon, but in caſe of great extremity or of a ſettled peace with the Iriſb; 
but yet ſo far fit to be entertained as to hold the thing in your power, in 
caſe that extremity ſhould happen. | 

I ſhall not faile to diſpatch an expreſs unto your Excellence upon the in- 
ſtant that we ſhall ſee the event of that great criſis which we are now 
upon. In the mean time, there can be nothing added unto the judgment 
which your Excellence makes in your letter of the benefits and dangers of 
that propoſition, concerning which the event here muſt caſt the ſcale. Touch- 
ing the other very important point, upon which the Agents ſo much inſiſt, 
of your declaring with them againſt the Scots. It is true that his Majeſtic did 
promiſe that you ſhould join with them againſt the Scots, when a Peace or 
Ceſlation ſhall be concluded, which we hope will be ſpeedily. It was un- 
derſtood that, if the Scots ſubmitted not to it, they ſhould then be declared 
againſt as common cnemies: But till then, that the joining againſt them ſhould 
be in that way which your Excellence ſhould find moſt advantagious, which is 
conceived to be that which your Excellence propoſes in your letters. It is 
very true, that I wrote unto my Lord T aafe in the terms you mention, hay- 
ing been often preſt by him and others in the point. But your Lordſhip may 
be pleaſed to obſerve, that what I writ to him was rather to let him know that 
the thing was not forgotten, (but that your Excellence had received directions 
in it) than to give him any accompt what thoſe directions were, which I ſhould 
have thought a great impertinence in me to have done. | 

Your Excellence deſires, in this and divers others things, to receive preciſc 
commands from his Majeſtie, and you have reaſon to deſire it: But I muſt 
deale freely with you, you are not to expect them; for beſides, that we are 
not ſo fit judges here as your Excellence of what may be beſt for his Majcſtie's 
ſervice there. If we were, the condition of things both there and here is ſo 
variable, and conveyances of orders ro you ſo tedious and uncertain, that what 
is thought very advantagious, when adviſed, may, before it comes to your 


hands, be, by a change of ſcene, moſt pernicious. The caſe therefore is in _ 
nnn — 1 . | | this;

this; the King hath committed that Kingdom to your care, prudence, and fi 
delity, and you are to manage it according to your beſt diſcretion, with the 
help of the beſt lights and ſupports we can poſlibly give from hence, but very 
little of commands or directions. Tis true, you have a hard task put upon you, 
but ſuch difficulties and hazards all his Majeſtie's faithfull Miniſters muſt wre— 
ſtle with proportionably in their ſeveral ſpheres; and there is none who ought

God proſper him, as your Excellence may be; and if his affaires miſcarry, I 
am perſwaded there is none will leſs repent to have ſet up his reſt with Mo- 
narchy, nor that will be able to ſtruggle better in the hazards of it.

And as our intentions in the repreſentation of our dangerous and diſtracted 
condition was with all humility and duty, and the means of our preſervation 
propoled, with a due regard of his Majeſtie's ſervice, as that which we value 
far above all intereſt of our own, ſo we might have hoped ic would have ob-

The occaſion of the ſtay of this our letter untill now hath been for that 
the Lord of Inchiquin, to whom (as a perſon of honour, and intereſſed in the 
good of this Kingdom) the ſame was ſent to be ſigned, upon a ſuppoſition by 
us that he would concur in any thing that was for the advancement of the 
King's ſervice, and the general peace and quict of the Kingdom, did keep it

judice of his Majeſtie's ſervice and our own particulars, notwithſtanding the 
arrival of his Majeſtie's commiſſion, authorizing your Excellence to treat and 
conclude a Peace with the confederate Catholicks here; (wherein we have ſo 
fully obtained the grant of our deſires, as we have nothing more to wiſh in 
that particular) yet we think beſt, with your Excellence's approbation, to ſend 
the ſame, not only to prevent (by producing of the letter) any prejudice or

My Lord, 

HE day after our defeat of Eſzx's Army, I writ to your Excellency of 

it, and what then was deſigned ; but the Merchant, who ſhould have 
been the bearer, I meet here, after being taken by Milford men. Another 
which I ſent, after our quitting Plymouth, by an expreſs which went to Sir 
John Minnes, had no better ſucceſs at land. What I writ then are too old 
to trouble your Excellence with now. 
As matters ſtand now with both parties, I'll give your Excellency as faith- 
fully as 1 underſtand them. The ruining of Eſſex's Army and the reducins 
of Barnſtable and Ilfort- Combe began ſo to buoy his Majeſtie's reputation thro 
the Kingdom, eſpecially at London, that we began to hope the Members at 
London would give a good anſwer to a meſlage the King tent them immedi- 
ately upon Eſſexs defeat. But the fate of this unhappy Kingdom will not 
have her miſeries end ſo ſoon. For the blow my Lord Byron received near 
Montgomery caſtle, and Maſſey's taking of Monmouth and other little garriſons 
thereabouts, which makes that County wholly his, has ſo hardened the Lon- 
doners hearts, that they will hearken to nothing that peaceably will end theſe. 
troubles : Therefore they draw all the force they can towards Salisbury to ſtop 
his Majcſtic from going towards London, or their free Counties, into which 
they feare the King is invited. This Army is to be commanded by Eſſex, and 
is effective 6000 horſe and as many foote. | 

His Majeſtic is now at Dorcheſter with near that number, where he ſtayes a 
few dayes to fit himſelf againſt that great day which will make him King or zo 
King, and all of us happy ſubjects or ſlaves. Your friend Sir Richard Green- 
ville is left to block up Plymouth; he is not ſo bloody as he was in Ireland, 
but nothing leſſened in the reſt of his good qualities. 

Oxford is in a manner blocked up. Thus affaires ſtand weſt of London. 
Northward we have no Army, nor likelyhood to have any, unleſs you can 
ſend one. All the towns we poſſeſs are Newark, Newcaſtle, and Carliſle. Some 
few caſtles we have in TorkſÞzre, one of which lately did the King good (cr- 
vice in killing of Sir Thomas Fairfax. We underſtand that the ſtirs in the 
north of Scotland has drawn Leſley and the remainder of his Army home, 
and that Calendar, who was left to beſiege Newcaſtle, is with loſs retreated 
from thence towards Scotland. The truth of the laſt I dare not affirm, though 
Sir Nicholas ſends it the King as current money. The Marqueſs of Newcaſtle 
and the traytor King are at Hambrough, the one for ſhame and the other for 
feare, will not return in haſte hither it is thought. My Lord Byroy's unfortu- 
nate defeat renders us as little conſiderable in Cheſhire, Lancaſhire, and North- 
IV ales. TS 
Buy the diligence and gallantry of Charles Garret, we have good footing in 
South-Wales ; how long he will be able to reſiſt the torrent, I cannot tell. 

My Lord, thus in ſhort you have what I know, and upon it may conclude, 
that we have not more to truſt to for the three Kingdoms, than we had this 
time two years at Edgeh:ll. 

The great diſtractions which both our home and abroad enemies hoped in 
our Court and Army, upon my Lord W/illmot's tryall, are vaniſhed ; for my 
Lord wiſely conſidering the prejudice his buſineſs was like to bring upon his 
Majeſtie's affaires and to himſelf, if there had been any further proceedings, 
writ to the King that he would wave his tryal, and go to France to wait up- 
on the Queen, unto whom the King has writ to prepare her to receive him 


well. 
Prince 
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Prince Rupert, who now is known to be the primum mobile of that mil- 
chief, is ſtrangely unſatisfied with Millmot' reſolution, for he thought to make 
uſe of this occaſion to ruin Lord Dzgby; but his project failing, plays the 
Courtier, and is reconciled, which is a great happineſs to the King.

Sir Full Huncks was 
put from his command for fear he ſhould run the ſame way; now that he is 
alone, tis no matter whether we have him or no. . 

Of the Treaty I told you of in my letter by Mr. Smith, there is great hopes. 
have learned ſince that my Lord Fairfax is the man. Another is now in 
agitation with the Governour of G/oceſter. I was ſent hither about it, but 1 
feare 'twill not work kindly. I believe it will not be unncceſſary for your 
Excellence to know, that my Lord of Portland and my Lord // illmot will 
upon very eaſy termes part with their commands in Ireland. If there be a 
Peace, as we certainly believe here there will, the commands were proper for 
Muskery and Clanricarde. | ; | 

The King is much troubled at Inchiquins revolt. He gave order to my 
Lord Dzgby to recommend thoſe poor People that were thruſt out of thoſe 
towns to your Excellence, commanded me alſo to put you in mind of them 

when 1 writ. The King is very ſenſible of their diſtreſſed condition, and I 
am confident will not ſoon forget the inhumanity of that Lord. 

When I was in Ireland, I moved your Excellence in the behalf of a friend 
of mine, Mr. Frowde; he is a perſon of a very clean reputation, and good 
eſteem with the King.

T my coming to Briſtol, where I now am, I found the Prince newly re 
turned from the King's Army, and with him my Lords Djgby, Hy 15 
Goring, Newport, and Capell, who are all returned this day, except the Pn 
who ſtays for the Torkſhire horſe, that are coming over at Auſt ferry, and will 
ſpeedily follow them. The Rebels are drawing together all they can to fight 
the King, and make Salisbury their general rendezyous. Eſſex is not yet come 
from ſea, nor will it be ſafe for him at all to come to London, where his ſum. 
mer voyage into Cornwall is accounted little leſs than deſign. 

The King intends his winter quarter in Norfoll and thoſe parts, but in the 
way will viſit Oxford. Banbury is ſtill beſieged, but will not be fo long; and 
Brown the woodmonger is in Abingdon. The Rebells were before Baſing ; 
but I hear they are riſen from thence, and draw with Mancheſter and "5.2 | 
wwell's horſe towards Waller to Salisbury. The King is in no good condition; 
5000 foote and 4000 horſe is the true ſtate of that queſtion. The Prince will 
bring 2000 horſe and 1000 foote, ſo that your Lordſhip ſees Wales abandoned 
untill this great game be played out. 

The Prince of Hales is made Generaliſſimo, and Prince Rupert Captain Ge- 
neral of all the King's Armics. The old General Forth hath laid down his 
Commiſſion, and ſince that time, with a fall from his horſe, hath broke his 
ſhoulder. This, my Lord, is the great buſineſs, and if it hit, we ride in coaches 
whither we pleaſe for this winter. 
| There are propoſitions coming from the Parliament, procured by the Scot; 
yet I hear the Treaty will be entertained, be they as unreaſonable as can be 
expected by ſuch negotiation. My Lord of Northumberland is now the darling 
of the wiſe Maſters at Weſtminſter, but is willing to ſee the King eng his 
march before he take his ſtate of Generaliſſimo for the Rebels. 

Ireland will be mainely looked upon, and the firſt place in the Treaty: 
Therefore what is done towards peace muſt be effected very ſpeedily. I hope 
the King will do nothing without the Marqueſs of Ormonde; if he do, (as I 
hope to be ſaved) I will not be included. | | | 

The Prince is now Writing to your Excellence to beſpeak credit for him 
for 100 barrels of powder to be ſent to Cheſter. The paſſage is ſo difficult 
and ſtraitened from hence by the taking of Montgomery caſtle, that I almoſt 
deſpair of the ſafety of it. | 5 

Sir Richard Greenville cut off 800 of the enemy that had poſſeſſed them- 
ſelves of Saltaſh, and put moſt of them to the ſword. At Oxford there hath 
fallen out a lamentable fire, which hath burnt from Carfax to Fryar Ba 
con's ſtudy near 200 houſes; which is ſuppoſed to be done by treachery; for 
that Browne the woodmonger at the ſame time faced the town, and warmed 
his hands, and went to his quarters to bed. 

My Lord Milmott by the King's leave is gone to travell, but before his go- 
ing, had 500 J. ſent him by the King, and upon a march, and is of the Bed- 
chamber to the Prince of Wales; ſo that either his crime was not much, or 
the inconvenience very great, that would have followed upon his tryall; I for 
my part believe both. I underſtand by one come from Milmott, that he and 
the Marqueſs of Newcaſtle are preparing a charge againſt Prince Rupert, and 
will be at the next advice of Parliament at Oxford, wherein their party will 
be great; the Marqueſs of N Lord Herbert, you may gueſs the reſt.

Of what 
recall advantage it muſt be to your party to keep in the fire of Scotland, is plain 
to every man; and if you pleaſe ſo to order it, it is eaſy for you to make what 
ſhall be done to appeare as plainly to be by your only power, as at your proper 
charge. It is true, that whoever is employed will expect his ſhare of honour, 
that belongs to ſuch as do well execute what by the originall power of others 
he is enabled to perform: and that is it, which is never denied to ſuch as arc 
proſperous in their undertakings. And in this caſe I conceive, without dimi- 
nution to your reputation, you may allow ſomething more; for I believe it 
will be confeſſed, that the men already ſent, could not have been fo well re— 
ccived, nor would have been ſo ſoon joined with, as they were, if they 
had gone in the name or under the conduct of a ſtranger. Nor do I believe 
you would at all have thought of ſending ſuch a handfull, but upon the aſſurance 
that was given you, they would be received and joined with upon my Lord of 
Antrim's intereſt; and if he attribute to himſelf more than belongs to his part, 
his vanity cannot be a rcaſon for ſober men to leave the purſuit of a deſign 
of ſuch huge advantage. But of this I ſhall ſay no more, having no private 
end in, nor expecting no particular advantage by, the buſineſs; only I muſt 
mind you, that the laſt men that went were long in preparation; that the 
winter is the only ſafe ſeaſon to ſend them in; and that I am ready to con- 
tribute all that lies in my power towards the deſign.

I repreſented unto her ſince, how 
expedient it was ſhe made you a faire anſwer, and ſhould not be ſparing of her 
words, when ſhe is ſo liberal of her good offices for you here. She anſwered 
me at firſt ſhe would not dare do it, without ſhe acquainted firſt the King, 
and had his allowance. I replied, ſhe might make a full and proportionable 
anſwer to your letter, which ſought no condition or any thing at all ; but 
expreſſed only your loyalty and readineſs to ſerve his Majeſtic. Then ſhe an— 
ſwered me, ſhe would make me a return within a few days. Friday laſt (ere 
yeſterday) Cardinal Mazarine came to receive and confer with her upon all 
the demands, motions, and articles ſhe would propound ; ſhe did not forget 
your intereſt and affaires; but was very earneſt to preſs upon his Eminency, that 
if France intended really to ſuccour the King, it muſt be done by Ireland; 
which when his Eminency heard her ſay, he promiſed her (as he told me this 
day) that France (notwithſtanding its infinite other charges) would make an 
effort, which is as much as to ſay, ſtrain or bind its forces to ſuccour Ireland. 
He forthwith wiſhed her call me, and reſolve what might be done, and that he 
would return to her, and receive her orders to be diſcuſſed by the Council, 
and then effected accordingly. 1 
Yeſterday, as I viſited one of the prime Miniſters of State, he told me un- 
der ſecret of not divulging his name, that it was reſolved in Council, that 
armes and ammunition ſhould be ſent into England, and money into Ireland; 
and that of a hundred thouſand weight of powder, and 6000 muskets her Ma- 
jeſtie demanded for the King, ſhe ſhould have the one half; and that of 200000 
crowns I ſought for your aſſiſtance, I ſhould have the one half; ſo wiſhed m 
ſollicite the execution, and get the Lord Nuncius to aſſiſt me. 
1 went forthwith to the Lord Nuncius, and induced him to come along with 
me, to ſollicite one of the Cardinal's greateſt confidents, (becauſe he cannot get 
audience from his Eminencie) which was done inſtantly. | 
This day about noon I viſited our Queen, and had a long talk with her; dur- 
Ing which time ſhe acquainted me of the Lord Cardinal's favourable anſwer 
above touched, and appointed me to come to her to morrow about one of the 
clock, to reſolve what ſpeedy courſe may be beſt for ſuccouring Ireland. What 
reſolution ſhall be taken, you ſhall know by my next; credibly it will be this, 
that the King ſhall refer the compoſing of the affaires of Ireland (giving you all 
content) to our Queen and the ek Regent's arbitrement; and in the mean 
time, the Queen Regent ſhall ſend you ſuccour of money and armes, that at- 
ter the enemies ſhall be expelled from Treland, and all the holds of the land 
put to Catholick hands, (and few to Proteſtants) then you ſhall ſend 10000 
men (ar leaſt) to help the King in England; all which may agree with your 
intentions and propoſitions offered to his Majeſtic laſt ſummer.

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The Lady Bambery has promiſed me 10000 J. ſterling to further the work, 
if it gocs on, and the Lord Montague and others have made me very large 
promiſes to the ſame effect: The Lord Nuncius offers us all he is worth to be 
engaged, and we are both to viſit ſhortly one Frenchman, of whom we expect 
a good ſum of ready money. Father Luke Waddimg writes he hath the Pope's 
word for a conſiderable ſum. Father Bourke ſends you ſomewhat. All which 
conſidered, you ſhould take hearts, and care little for Ormonde, Clanricarde, 
and ſuch unnatural patriots. To morrow the deceaſed Queen of Spain's fune- 
rall will be royally celebrated in the metropolitan Church of this Court, where 
the King and Queen Regent are to aſſiſt. I am without news of Father P/yn.

I did communicate to his Excellence what was written, both to my 
Lord of Inchiquin and your ſelf; and truly I cannot find that any neceſſity the 
King may be in, will make him caſt his affections other ways than he hath

If it were, as you report, that the Parliament party were prevalent, yet his 
Excellence doth not think his condition deſperate, whilſt it is Chriſtian and 
Loyall : Neither doth he conceive, that ſuch a time (of all times) were fit to 
deſert his Majeſtic. But however the face of things appear to you in England, 
let your duty never be neglected to adviſe to thoſe paths, which both God and 
Religion will juſtify you in. If you and I cannot get our deſired ends, it will 
much comfort us that we have performed our duties, and labourcd thcir pre-

OUCH is, and always hath been, your Majeſtie's Princely and unparallelled 

care of the Church in that your Majeſtie's Kingdom, that without any pe- 
tition of ours, more is already performed, than could be expected, in a time 
ſo full of diſtractions; not only in protecting it againſt foreign juriſdiction, and 

domeſtick ſchiſm, but likewiſe in committing the Government of that whole 
Kingdom to a perſon of that nobility, vigilancy, integrity, and unqueſtionable 
affection to your petitioners, that (if not prevented) they had been compelled 
to petition your Majeſtic for ſo great a Bleſſing. All which we moſt thank- 
fully acknowledge, and with that chearfulneſs, as much abateth the ſenſe of 
our own moſt ſad condition and preſent miſery. So that your Majeſtic may 
now juſtly ſeem to have anticipated all that can be deſired, ſaving your Ma- 
jeſtie's continuance long to maintain the doctrine, worſhip, and government 
already by law eſtabliſhed, and by your incomparable wiſdom and piety at this 
time more eſpecially preſerved. Yet becauſe the Clergy there in ſo general a 
combuſtion, muſt needs be liable to many emergent calamitics and preſſures, 


which can neither be known to your Majeſtic, nor made now known by us;

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1. That your Majeſtic would be graciouſly pleaſed effectually to recommend 
your diſtreſſed petitioners and Church, as well in generall, as following parti- 
culars, to the Lord Lieutenant of that your Majeltic's Kingdom; not — 5 we 
doubt his good affection, diſtruſt his zeale, or that he hath omitted any thin 
which the preſent diſtractions could permit; but that this your Majeſtie's re- 
commendation including your Royall approbation, meeting with his Lordſhip's 
own deſires and endeavours, may add to his encouragement, though not to his 
performances, when it ſhall pleaſe God to make the times more peaceable. 

2. That your Majeſtic would be pleaſed to give order for the continuance of

3. In reſpect your petitioners have loſt all their means, rents, and perſonall 
cſtates, during the late commotions, and yet are chargeable with great ſums of

pay. Your Majeſtic would be pleaſed to give power to your Miniſters there 
to whom it appertaineth, to make ſuch enſtallment or abatement of theſe ſub. 
ſidies, as may ſtand with your Majeſtic's goodneſs and their inhabilities; and 
the rather becauſe your petitioners enjoy their eſtates but for term of life; 
and their burthen in ſubſidies as far greater in proportion than the laitie's is. 

4. That it may be referred by your Majeſtic to the Councill Board, to give 
unto your petitioners ſuch large and convenient time, as to their Lordſhips 
ſhall ſeem fitting and reaſonable, for reparation of many houſes and chancels 


demoliſhed, or impaired by the late Wars.

May it pleaſe your Excellence, 
oN the zoth of the laſt month, I received your diſpatch of the 23d, 


and by the large extent of your favour in ſo particular a relation of the 


ſeyerall paſſages and condition of affaires in England, your Lordſhip hath laid 


before me a large field for my imaginations to wander in. And I muſt confels, 


that therein I have met with ſuch variety of objects, as doth much diſtract and 
perplex my underſtanding ; for in my weak, and I hope deccived apprehenſion, 
(though it hath pleaſed God to grant very proſperous ſucceſſes to all his Ma- 
jeſtic's proceedings wherein he hath appeared in his Royall perſon, yet) it ſeems 
to me, either through practice or negligence, as much as want of power, the 
moſt conſiderable parts for ſtrength or contribution, arc fallen off from his 
Majeſtic ; and the loſs of Newcaſtle, if the Scotch brethren continue their kind- 
neſs to London, muſt be of much advantage and incouragement to them to pur- 
ſue their former inſolent preſumptions; and the taking of Liverpool, and the too 

viſible impairing of his Majeſtie's party in Wales and the adjoining ſhires, can- 
not but be a great diverſion to your Lordſhip's noble deſigns and unwearied in- 
duſtry, for the advancement of his Majeſtic's ſervice in either Kingdom: and 
to deal clearly with your Lordſhip, there is not any thing I am more ſenſible 


of, than that the greateſt part of the winter is paſt over, and the Treaty of 


Peace or ſettlement here ſo little advanced, that there is ſcarce any hope left, 
that it can be ſo ſeaſonably concluded, as to make a fit preparation for any con- 


ſiderable forces to be tranſported to his Majeſtie's aſſiſtance in England, before 


the coming abroad of the Parliament fleetes, who queſtionleſs will encreaſe their 
ſtrength at ſea, to prevent the danger likely to fall upon them from theſe parts;

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the winter, in my poor opinion, being the only proper time that doth afford 
a hopefull probability of proſperous ſucceſs to chat great, and moſt neceſſary 
undertaking. Thoſe on the other fide, that did not formerly give his Majeſ- 
tie incouragement to be more abſolute and clear in his commands for a ſettle- 
ment here, may too late find the inconvenience of loſing ſo fair an opportu- 
nity; and if they apprehend aſſiſtance from hence likely to be loſt for this ſea. 
ſon, I do very much doubt their own diſtractions will much divert the time] 
conſideration of the Peace and ſafety of this Kingdom, and conſequently expoſe 
all here to a generall ruin. 

My Lord, in the concluſion of your diſpatch, you were pleaſed to impart 
unto me your obſervation of ſome late coldneſs and diſreſpect towards your 
Lordſhip, in thoſe that manage the affaires of the confederates, and that a ſtrong 


party of them are induſtriouſſy working to divert the Peace of this King 


and my apprehenſions therein is required by your Lordſhip's commands; which 
to the beſt of my ability, I ſhall now perform with all truth and clearneſs, 


though I muſt preſume to ſay, your Lordſhip hath put a very great difficulty 


upon me; it being in my opinion, almoſt impoſſible to make any ſettled judg- 
ment, or even to frame any probable conjecture upon the reſolutions or pro- 
ceedings of thoſe that aſſume authority over that party; ſince I find the beſt 
underſtandings that have ſubjected themſelves and their obedience to their or- 
ders and commands, do not know what conſtructions to make of their actions 
or intentions; and indeed the wonder is not great, when conſideration is taken 


that no one of them hath had the leaſt breeding, that did ſo much as look to- 


wards ſtate affaires, more than to diſlike all Government. 

My Lord, I am moſt confident they are now in very great poverty; the Country 
grown weary and ſuſpicious of them for the diſpoſall of their moneys; that 
there are undoubtedly ſeverall great factions and diviſions amongſt them; and 
nothing but one particular that keeps the links from breaking quite aſunder; 
and that they can have but little expeQation of any conſiderable aſſiſtance from 
abroad, without ſome greater occaſion appeare, and better knowledge had of 
their pretended inforcement to continue a war: ſo that, my Lord, what ſhew 
ſoever they make upon the whole matter, I cannot imagine, that any of judg- 
ment amongſt them can be oppoſite to a well ſettled Peace, that may be of 
ſecurity to them, unleſs it be ſuch whoſe guilty conſciences have invited them 


to provide for their departure and ſettlement in ſome foreign Kingdom, when 


they have deſtroyed their own; and I aſſure your Lordſhip, it is ſuſpected, 
that ſome amongſt them have ſuch intentions. 3 

My Lord, I preſume upon very good grounds, I may confidently affirm, that, if 
it do agree with his Majeſtic's pleaſure and preſent condition to condeſcend to ſome 
few particulars, which I did briefly touch upon in former diſcourſe, there is no 
queſtion to be made that the moſt conſiderable parties will conform themſelves 
to their due obedience under your Lordſhip's command; and whatſoeyer may 
be the practices or deſigns of ſome few violent and ſelf intereſted perſons, they 
will be ſoon beaten down and vaniſh to nothing, and your Lordſhip have the 
honour of reducing this Kingdom by your own power and intereſt, and like- 
wiſe of putting them into a poſture of being ſpeedily ready to ſerve his Ma- 


jeſtie elſewhere, when meanes of tranſportation ſhall be provided. And this, my 


Lord, I ſpeak upon better and more certain knowledge, than I can now with 
conveniency expreſs; though, I muſt confeſs, it is a great preſumption in me 
to deliver my ſelf in this confident kind of language to your Lordſhip, whoſe 
particular intereſt, beſides publick authority, is far above any thing I can pre- 
tend unto, and by that meanes your knowledge and intelligence more exact; 
but your Lordſhip may probably gueſs at the occaſion, that may invite many at 


this time to a greater freedom and confidence in me, than they know how to 
expreſs in their preſent addreſſes to your Lordſhip; and the command you have 


laid upon me pleads my excuſe. Now,

Now, my Lord, to come to the other part, which is, that it his Majeſtic ſhall 
not think fit to grant thoſe conditions, and may be perluaded by tome, that an 
ordinary proclamation of pardon will break the faction and make the conqueſt 
caly, [ ſhall out of my confidence in your Lordſhip, and the clearneſs of my con- 
ſcience and integrity to his Majcſtic's ſervice, freely declare my tenſe, that it 
will certainly make a perfect unity, and reconcile all differences between them, 
and gain them that advantage both at home and abroad, as will continue a laſt- 
ing trouble, untill all be fo deſtroyed, as will make the Kingdom uſeleſs, not 
only to his Majeſtie's preſent ſervice, but to the Crown of Eugland tor very 
many ycars to come. | 

Mr. Pat. Darcy calling here in his return from Galway to Rillenny, he 
did carneſtly preſs me to countenance the actions and ſervices of his party againſt 
thoſe garriſons of Roſcommon, who, both by private letters and publick dit- 
obediences, did declare themſelves enemies to his Majeſtic; that if 1 would not 
in perſon appeate againſt them, yet that I would permit ſome of my followers 
and adherents to contribute and join with them. Upon this occaſion I told 
him, that the miſcarriages of thoſe garriſons in the general, and their ,parti- 
cular diſreſpects to me, had indeed invited me to conſider of ſome way of com- 
plyance with his party for the ſafety and preſervation of the Country, ſo far 
as I might juſtify ; but that of late, by my own obſervation, and the informa- 
tion of others, there did appcarc a great change and alteration in the diſpoſi— 
tion and carriage of his fellow Councellours at Kz/kenny, their former profeſ- 
ſions and preſent proceedings ſeeming to look ſeveral waycs; and that it was 
obſerved, they did not apply themſelves with that diligence and duty that be- 
came them towards your Lordſhip, by whole mediation, and through whoſe 
conveyance, they were to expect the benefit of his Majeſtie's grace and favour; 
that it was believed, dangerous factions were raiſed to diſturb the quiet ſettle— 
ment of the Kingdom; that conſultations had been held amongſt them to diſ- 
charge my Lord of Caſtlehaven out of all imploy ment, which increaſed the 
ſuſpicion held of them; that they had declared Owen Roe O Netle to be Ge— 
neral of this Province of Connaght, which lookt like ſome ill intended deſign, 
both upon the publick and my own particular; that the departure of Mr. 
Richard Bealing beyond ſea, to treat and negotiate in foreign parts, at the 
very inſtant of time that they were in expectation of a return from his Ma- 
jeſtie, could hardly admit of any other conſtruction, than ſome dangerous prac- 
tice to gain forces and protection from abroad, to continue their diſobedience 
to his Majcſtie's Government; that therefore for my part, untill I received good 
ſatisfaction in theſe points, and full aſſurances that their intentions were an- 
ſwerable to their profeſſions, 1 would not at all comply with them in any 
thing; but rather endeavour to ſtrengthen and preſerve my quarters and adhe- 
rents againſt all attempts or practice of theirs, either by fact or perſwaſion. 
To this he replyed, that he did confidently hope no diſtaſte had been given to 
your Lordſhip, but that, if through miſtake any ſuch thing happened in the 
abſence of Mr. Bealing and himſelf, it ſhould ſoon be rectificd; that they 
never gave incouragement to any faction, much leſs to one of ſuch a dangerous 
_ conſequence ; and that, if any ſuch did appeare, it ſhould be ſuppreſt; their 
intentions and reſolutions being unaltcrably fair and clear towards the advance- 
ment of the King's ſervice and preſervation of the Kingdom, threatned to be 
deſtroyed by the profeſſed enemies both of King and Country; that they 
had no intention to diſcharge my Lord of Caſtlehaven; but on the contrary, 
had newly appointed him General of Munſter ; that Owen Roe was not 
declared General of Connaght, but only to be imployed for an intended 
expedition againſt the 1 aA garriſons; and that finding it diſtaſteful 
to the Province, they would not make uſe of him here at all, though there 
would be much want of him; that Mr. Bealings imploy ment was rather 
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to further, than any way divert, a ſafe and honourable Peace; and that he 
hoped the ſuddenneſs of his return would remove all doubts and jealouſics 
railed by his departure; and this was the ſubſtance of what paſt between us; 
only by ſome flaſhes upon the bye, I doubt my old friend is not ſo right, as 
I could wiſh him, though indeed I cannot poſitively charge him with any thing 
more than levity. 

I had much ſooner informed your Lordſhip of Mr. Bealing's intended VOyage 
and departure upon New-Tear's-day ; but that I was told it was ſpoken of at 
Dublin, before I had knowledge of his reſolution ; and ſome do believe he is 
gone to Rome, though Mr. Darcy ſpeaks of a ſpecdy return. 

At this inſtant it comes credibly reported, that the Commiſſioners imployed 
by your Lordſhip, were returned to the water fide, and ſome hope that they 
might be arrived at Dublin; but the making no mention of my Lord Taafe 
and my couſin Barry, doth much trouble me, and invites me to renew my 
former requeſt to your Lordſhip, that if any difficulties are like to ariſe, you 
will be pleaſed to afford me timely information, that I may provide for the 
ſafety of my family, who will otherwiſe be in a very deſperate condition. 

There now remains to crave your Lordſhip's pardon for the length and de- 
fects of this diſpatch; and likewiſe that it was not ſooner directed to yout 
Lordſhip, occaſioned through my deſire of right information, and not any 
willfull neglect in |

My Lord, 


7 OUR diſpatch of the 1oth of this month found me entangled in the diſ- 
covery of a treachery, whereby Drogheda firſt, and by conſequence this 
place, ſhould have been put into the power of the Scots, at leaſt into the obe- 
dience of the Parliament; I cannot aſſure my elf that it is fully prevented, 
though I have in ſafe hold ſuch as yet appeare the principall conſpirators. 
The elder Lady Moore hath been active, in debauching the Officers, in in- 
telligence with Monroe, and in preparations for the admittance of a party from 
him into the town, by providing falſe keys for the ports. My old friend Sir 
Patrick Ii emys, I doubt, will be found faulty; at leaſt as far as amounts to con- 
cealing; which in him (conſidering the favours done him by his Majeſtie, and 
the good offices by me) in my judgment is leſs pardonable, than the contri- 
vance and ad ion of others leſs obliged. The diſcovery was made unto me two 
ſeveral wayes, firſt from one in the North, and laſt by one of the confederacy, 
I mean this new one. | | 
Many difficulties ariſe in the management of this matter now it is diſcovered; 
which will be beſt cleared when our Commiſſioners are landed, for whom I 
have ſent Captain Bartlett about a week ſince. | 
They have been at the water ſide ſince about the laſt of December, as I find 
by relation of an Officer that landed here the ſecond of this month, and by let- 
ters from an Officer at Beaumoris to George Carr. But from themſelves I have 
not had one ſyllable, ſince their firſt landing on the other ſide. | . 
The Officer that arrived here, ſaid, that neither the Lord Taafe nor my 
coulin Barry were with them, nor did he that writ make any mention of them; 
yet it is poſſible they may be with them by this time; for the one Officer came 
away towards Holyhead, and the other wrote by ſome one that came with him 
I | at 
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at the inſtant of their coming to Beaumoris, where miſſing Bartlett, they rode 
immediately to Carnarvan. 

That which gives me more cauſe to believe they may be with them is, that 
at their going to Court they parted companyes, either for the ſafety or con- 
venience of their journey, which may occaſion the like ſeparation at their 

return: and perhaps the diſpatch was of ſuch importance, that they might be 
ſent with a duplicate of it by the Weſt to land at Vexford or Duncanon. 

By this your Lordſhip perceives, how unable I am to give you any informa- 

tion in what you deſire; though I be exceeding inclinable, and highly obliged 
by the freedom and prudence of your Lordſhip's laſt letter, to give all poſſible 
and clear intimation in whatſocver may conduce to your ſatisfaction or ſafety. 

Mr. Darcy's apology to your Lordſhip's expoſtulation in ſome things ſeems 

ſatisfactory ; but will be much more when it is followed by a ſuitable reforma- 
tion and ſuppreſſion of the too much licenſed inveighers againſt Peace and its 
well wiſhers. 1 

The particular wherein I chiefly obſerve ſome alteration in their deportment 
towards me is this. Upon the fiſt beginning of intercourſe betwixt the then 
Lords Juſtices, and thoſe that call themſelves the Supreme Council, there 
came a letter from them directed to the Lords Juſtices concluding thus, viz. 
Tour Lordſhip's loving friends; which was a ſubicription fo unuſual from any 
ſubject in Ireland to the Governour, that it gave at firſt a very ill impreſſion 
of them, and much diſguſt to thoſe beſt inclined to Peace. Of this I took oc- 
caſion to ſpeak with one of them that ſubſcribed it, and ſo far ſatisfied him of 
the unfitneſs of ſuch a ſubſcription, and the ill uſe that might be made of it, 
that it was in the next letter mended thus, viz. Tour Lordſhip's humble ſer- 
_ wants; and this laſt was obſerved in all their addreſſes ever ſince, as well to the 

Lords Juſtices as to me, till that about a month ago they have again changed it 
to Loving friends. That this can be an overſight through the abſence of their 
more courtly Secretary, is not probable; for their letters come written in the 
hand of one that hath often wrote it otherways; nor could ſuch an alteration 
ſcape the obſervation of the ſubſcribers: and if it be deſigned and voluntary, 
I leave it to your Lordſhip to put it to other things, and make a judgment 
upon it. | | - | PT | 

I am not able to conjecture what a Proclamation may do, till I know what 
it may contain; and that depends upon the expected diſpatch from his Ma- 
jeſtie, which J hope may be ſuch as will ſatisfy the leſs inſolent and the more 
intereſted men in the Peace of the Kingdom, when they ſhall ſeriouſly conſider 
the certain damage, and the uncertain event, even of juſt and equally powcr- 
full armes; but if they will have War, till they may have ſuch a Peace as ſhall 
ſecure all their fears, real and imaginary, all Treaty will be fruitleſs, and in 
my ſimple judgment, if there appeare ſome hazard and inconvenience in a Peace, 


it is not to be laid aſide for War; the nature whercof is unaltcrably caſual and 
deſtructive. |

IT) 1GHT truſty and right entirely beloved Couſin and Counſellor, we greet 
you well. We having taken into ſerious conſideration the account which 
you have lately given us, by our truſty and well- beloved Counſellors the Lord 
Brabazon, Sir Henry Tichburn, and Sir James Ware, of your proceedings in 
the late Treaty with our Roman Catholick ſubjects of Ireland, in purſuance of 
the Commiſſion granted unto you by us for the treating and concluding of a 
Peace in that our Kingdom: We do yery well approve of your proccedings 
thercin, and particularly of the anſwers given by you unto the ſeveral parti- 
cular propoſitions of our ſaid Catholick ſubjects. And we do hereby require 
you to inſiſt upon the ſaid anſwers, fo far forth as you ſhall find it any wiſe 
probable that you can prevaile with our ſaid Catholick ſubjects to reſt ſatisfied 
with the ſame, and to ſettle a Peace upon juſt and reaſonable conditions. But 
in caſe you ſhall perceive it impoſſible to reduce them to that moderation, but 
that the War muſt break out again in that our Kingdom, unleſs they may be 
farther yielded unto in their demands: Upon a moſt carefull enquiry into, 
and full conſidcration of the true ſtate of that Kingdom, and of the condition 
of our Proteſtant ſubjects there, unanimoully repreſented unto us, (as well by 
the Agents cmployed from them to us upon the firſt overtures of this Treaty, 
as by all thoſe who for their knowledge of the ſtate of that Kingdom, were 
commanded to attend us upon that occaſion) to be ſo weak and indigent of all 
things neceſſary to a War, as that there was not the leaſt hopes that they could 
be able to maintaine themſelves againſt the power of the Iriſb, unleſs ſupported 
by ſuch extraordinary ſupplies from hence, as all the world knows are altoge- 
ther impoſſible for vs in our preſent condition to afford them. We finding | 
that there is no way to procure the ſafety and protection of our Proteſtant ſub- 
jets there, but by the ſettlement of a Peace in that our Kingdom; in pious 
and tender care of their preſervation, we do think our ſelves bound to remit. 
much of what in relation to our dignity and intereſt, we ſhould otherwiſe 
eſteem our ſelves obliged to inſiſt upon; and we do therefore hereby autho- 
riſe and require you to conclude and ſettle a preſent Peace within that our 
Kingdom, upon ſuch further degrees of conceſſion to the ſaid Catholick de- 
mands, as you ſhall find cannot be denied without relapſing into a War: Two 
points only to be excepted, the one the repeal of the penal ſtatutes againſt re- 
cuſants, in which we may not conſent to more than is expreſt in your anſwers 
to their propoſitions concerning Religion, either with our own honour, or the 
ſafety of our Proteſtant ſubjects there, for whoſe fakes we are induced to yield 
ſo far. The other the ſuſpenſion of Paynings act; but as for this latter, if upon 
more free debate there, fome ſuch expedient may be found, whereby the dan- 
ger which you rightly foreſee by the preſent ſuſpenſion of the ſame may be 
prevented: We do in that cale allow and command you rather to yield in 
that point alſo, than to fall back unto the extremity of a War, whercin God 
knows we arc at this time ſo little able to maintain and protect our good ſub- 
jects there. So no way doubting of your care and diſcretion in a buſineſs 
ſo highly concerning the welfare of all our Dominions, we bid you heartily 
farewell.

you well. Whereas complaint hath been made unto us by our truſty 
and well-bcloved ſervant Sir 'Zohn Reade, Knight, one of the Gentlemen ct 


our Privy Chamber, that notwithſtanding he was imployed unto us with let- 


ters from the Nobility and Gentry of the Eng/iſh Pale of that our Kingdom, 
and that thercupon he ſent a ſervant of his with a letter to Sir iam Par- 
ſons, one of our then Lords Juſtices, for a pals to come into this our King- 
dom; who with our I and Council returned him anſwer by letter 
to repaire to Dublin, that they might confer with him before his departure, at 
his coming to Dublin was committed cloſe priſoner to our caſtle thete, not- 
withſtanding they wrote for him, and that he told them he brought letters to 
us; and that he brought another letter from the Lord Viſcount Netterville, to 
deſire a ſafe - conduct for himſelf and two or three more to come and ſee a 
Proclamation of ours, whereof they had a rumour which commanded them to 
lay down their armes, and ſubmit to our mercy, that, if true, they might ren— 
der their obedience thereunto; and that ſoon after he was racked, and after- 
wards indicted, and after that, though a priſoner, and in that condition ſent to

and family thruſt out of doors; nor upon his wife's petition would they give

May it pleaſe your Excellence, 


E IS faire weather being likely to produce an eaſterly wind, I hope by 
that time theſc ſhall attain the happineſs to kiſs your hands, your Lord- 
ſhip will have received the long expected return out of England, and there- 
in ſome timely remedy for the recovering this gaſping Kingdom. 

To give your Lordſhip ſome accompt of this unlucky Province, beſides the 
formerly known diviſions of a ſmall party for his Majeſtie, conſiſting (as I con- 
ceive) of little more than the caſtle of Athlone, and my three Baronies, and 
ſome few caſtles of mine upon the frontiers, the Roundhead garriſons of Roſ- 
common, who are miſchievous to all ſides, and the confederate party, that are 
ſufficiently deſtructive to themſelves, by their oppreſſions upon the Country, 
there are another ſort of people riſen into a new Rebellion in the Counties 
of Sligo, Letrim, and Mayo, increaſed from 100 to 1700, (as I am credibly 
informed) who do commit great inſolencies, and are likely to grow into a 


more formidable body, no courſe being taken to ſuppreſs them. 


I preſume your Lordſhip hath heard of my Lord of Mayo his eſcape from 
Kilkenny, and arrival home, and whether he will join with theſe latter diſcon- 
tented Gentlemen, or ſet up for himſelf, or make his applications to your 
Lordſhip, is doubtfully reported; but certain it is, that he hath vowed never to 
be under the obedience of the Supream Council. Though theſe particulars 
afford appearance of much danger and confuſion, yet I do much more appre- 
hend the miſchicf that may ariſe by the ſwarms of northern men that wander 
about the Country, and the freſh reports of Owen Roe O Netle's coming and 
juriſdiction in this Province, notwithſtanding the former intelligence I gave your 
Lordſhip. And I doubt thoſe promiſes and fair ſhews will likewiſe faile in 
other particulars ; and if all theſe ſorts of people ſhall be licenſed (or at leaſt 
will take it) to combine and practiſe what they pleaſe, and that we muſt fit 

mill confined within the rules of the ſtrict letter of the law, our caſe and con- 
dition muſt be very ill; but let your Lordſhip timely give the word, and Jam 


{ill confident of the truth of my former information and opinion delivered to 
your Lordſhip.

By this relation your Lordſhip may be inclined to that aſſertion which de- 
clares, that moſt men have a more lively feeling of what concerns or comes 
neareſt to their own particular, than of their affaires of more importance far- 
ther off; but though the diſorder of theſe parts have accidentally gained the 
priority of the firſt expreſſions, yet I aſſure your Lordſhip I have with much 
more ditturbance apprehended the conſequence of the dangerous conſpiracy you 
were pleaſed to impart unto me; which I hope is now fully prevented, 85 
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the happy diſcovery of the principal contrivers and actors of it, if thoſe are to 
be called ſo whom your Lordſhip mentioned to me. And as your Lordlhi 
hath found the ill uſe thoſe people have made of your favour and indulgence 
towards them, ſo I preſume you will now judge ſeverity as neccllary to be in- 
fitted upon them, and timely conſider of the power and meanes of etfecting 
it; which indeed is the greateſt difficulty, as affaires are not yet compoſed. And 
certainly, my Lord, untill the covenanting Scots are publickly declared ene— 
mies, and their Roundhead adherents thoroughly ſifted out, thoſe treacherous 
practices will daily renew, and dangerouſly increaſe; but 1 hope the ſpeedy ar- 
rival of the Commiſſioners will ſoon enable your Lordſhip, not only to ſup— 
preſs them, but happily to ſettle and unite the other divided partes of your 
Government; that the deſtructive title of confederacy may be likewiſe diſſolved, 
and the well diſpoſed of them cncouraged, and made capable of ſerving his 
Majeſtie effectually under your Lordſhip's noble and proſperous conduct. In 
the mean time, I do heartily wiſh your Lordſhip had a regiment of the youths

Hie apprehended his danger great, and like to fall ſuddainly upon him, tho' 


it may well be that he hath offered ſome abuſe to the. ſubjects of the King of

as affaires now ſtand, I conccive it might have better become the ſupream con- 
federates, according to their profeſſions of duty, to have in the firſt place re- 
gard to his Majeſtie's ſervice, before the ſatisfaction due to his allies; (the want 
of a fleet at ſea being the greateſt preſent defect) or elſe have found out ſome 
other expedient than the detention of thoſe ſhips ſo long. And if there be

My Lord, 


LMOST at the very inſtant I reccived yours of the 29th of January, 1 
received a letter of the 5th of the ſame from the Lord Brabazon, Sir 
Henry Tichburne, and Sir James Mare, giving me an accompt of their un- 
fortunate ſurpriſal at ſea by a Parliament ſhip on the laſt of December; and of 
the reſolution of Captain Swanley to ſend them from Milford to London. 
By ſome that were taken with them, I underſtand, they made a ſhift to fling 
all their letters and papers into the ſea: and this for the preſent is all the ac- 
compt I can give your Lordſhip with any certainty of their negotiation and ſuc- 
ceſs, though by very probable circumſtances, as well as by letters from the 
Lord Byron and Sir John Mennes, I find cauſe to believe they had that with 
them, which gave good aſſurance on the other ſide, that a Peace would follow 
ſoon after their arriyals. | 
Before I received your Lordſhip's, I was advertiſed of the new commotion 
in ſome Counties of Connaght, and of my Lord of Mayo's eſcape; but have not 
yet heard what courſe he intends to take. By his correſpondents here, I rather 
believe he may enterleague (my Lord Inchiquin's phraſe for covenanting) with 
the Roundhead garriſons than make any application hither. Of thoſe looſe 
northern men, your Lordſhip has reaſon to be apprehenſive ; but very little to 
believe in ſuch as want either truth or conſtancy ; for from one of theſe it muſt 
proceed, that, contrary to what your Lordſhip laſt writ and were promiſed, 
Oden O Neile is appointed to command that Province, to whoſe perſon I 
have no exception, and believe much in his parts. There is now a fair oppor- 
tunity offered, not only to rid the Country of ſo unprofitable members as thoſe 
looſe men are, but to diſpoſe of them where they may be of ſingular uſe to 
his Majeſtic, and of great adyantage to this Kingdom; and that is, by putting 
them under command, and ſending them into Scotland to aſſiſt his Majeſties 
party there, who under the Marqueſs of Montroſs, and with the help of thoſe 
ſent ſince the laſt ſummer, have been very proſperous ; and now call to his Ma- 
jeſtic for help againſt the preparations that are making againſt them. To this 
I am directed to invite and incite the confederates, in caſe the Peace be not

There are many reaſons all tending to their own ſafety and advantage, that 
might and ſhall be alledged to induce them to a compliance with his Majeſtie 
in this; wherein I ſhall deſire your Lordſhip's aſſiſtance, and concurrence with 
me, by perſwading ſuch of their Councill, as you have power with, to befriend 
and further the deſign. | | | 


Your Lordſhip hath a noble ſenſe of the deſperate condition your ſervant is 
in, by the late detected conſpiracy ; and at once you hit upon the right re- 
medy, and the difficulty that attends it; which is much increaſed by the fad 
accident befallen thoſe Gentlemen now priſoners. I ſhould with thankfulneſs 
lay hold of that your Lordſhip touches at for my ſecurity, if I knew how to 
provide for their ſubſiſtence; however, I muſt not be wanting in my acknow- 
ledgments to your Lordſhip's affection and foreſight. 1 

1 have written to Kiltenny about Captain Brooks, and do hope they conceive 
his Majeſty more worthy their ſatisfying, than their Spanzſh Agent, who (for 
ought I can hear) under the title of Agency negotiates his own and other Mer- 
chants affaires. | ; N 1 
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My Lord, Captain Swanley hoping to convert me, hath ſent me divers co- 
pies of letters directed from one Hertegan a Jeſuit to the confederate Councell, 
by whome it ſhould ſeem he is imployed. By ſome of the copies, (if they be 
true copies, as the vanity of the ſtile, and the contexture of the buſineſs makes 
me believe they are) your Lordſhip will find 1 have the honour to wait upon 
you in the reverend eſteem of that Father. Some part of his diſpatch may be 
worth your obſervation, and the moſt of it may provoke your mirth. And 
now, that it ſeems, he is weary of his imployment, Mr. Euſtace may be pre- 
ferred to ſucceed him, your Lordſhip may pleaſe to keep them to your ſelt.

My Lord, 


HOUGH I believe the taking of the Lord Brabagon, Sir Henry Tich- 
burne, and Sir James Ware at ſea, and their being carried to London, 
be already come to your knowledge; and that his Majeſtie's Commands, which 
they were to bring, are renewed and upon the way hither; yet I have ſent this 
bearer Francis Preſley expreſly with this diſpatch to acquaint your Lordſhip 
with ſome things, that I humbly conceive fit to be offered to his Majeſtic's con- 
ſideration upon this occaſion. 
And firſt I ask leave moſt humbly to beſeech his Majeſtic to be pleaſed to 
think of the moſt probable way for their ſpeedy enlargement, which will not 
more content them, than it will encourage others, and every way advantage 
his ſervice here, which in the mean time will ſomething ſuffer for want of 
them. I confeſs, I know not well what to propoſe towards their delivery, 
nor indeed why they ſhould be detained priſoners, their negotiation having had 
no relation to the differences in England. Sure I am, the three remaining 
members of this Councell, that were in reſtraint, and are now at liberty upon 
bonds by his Majeſtie's Command, may with more reaſon be again impriſoned, 
if his Majeſtic ſhall pleaſe ſo to have it; and I dare confidently affirm, the ex- 
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change for them, will be as readily taken at London, as that of Sir John Tem- 
ple he os Mallett. If theſe men's having eſtates within our quarters {which 
Sir John Temple wants) and their aim at doing more miſchief in them, make 
not the difference. 

I underſtand by my Lord Byron, the houſes at Veſtminſter have made an or- 
dinance, that no Officer that hath ſerved his Majeſtie here, ſhall be Capable of 
exchange or ranſome. I ſuppoſe they intend ſuch as are taken bearing armes 
for his Majeſtic in England, and that the Lord Brabazon and Sir Henry Tich- 
burne are not comprehended; yet, if it might ſtand with his Majeſtie's plea- 
| ſure and affaires on that ſide, J ſhould humbly offer, whether it were not fit 
to ſtay all exchanges till that order be revoked; if the number and quality of 
priſoners be near equall, I am ſure ſuch a courſe is. 

In the next place I humbly propoſe, that to the end his Majeſty may be ſure 
of a ruling number in his Councell, which (as the caſe ſtands) I cannot ſay he 
now is, he would be pleaſed (beſides Colonel Chicheſter) to command by let- 
ter, that the Lord Biſhop of Cloyne and Sir Robert Forth, ſhould be of his 
Councell, they are the fitteſt; indeed rhe only men here I can name. 

Your Lordſhip's of the 4th of January, 1 received by Colonel Stewart, with 
one of the ſame date from his Majeſtic. Immediately, I bethought my ſelf of 
the likelieſt way to effect what I am commanded ; but can yet only aſſure your 
Lordſhip of my uttcrmoſt endeavour, the ſucceſs depending upon the wills of 
ſuch, as do not alwayes guide themſelves by the rules of duty to his Majeſtie, 
or of prudence in their own affaires; in a few dayes I ſhall be able to ſay more 
of this buſineſs. 

In a diſpatch from me and the Councell, your Lordſhip will have a relation 
of a treaſon happily diſcovered, and (I truſt) fully prevented. I have long 
feared our wants, joyned to the generall averſion the Engliſh here have to 
a Peace with the Iriſb, and the large promiſes that are made from London, 
would at length produce ſome ſuch deſign ; which being now brought to light, 
and the principall conſpirators (for ought yet appearing) found our, it is made 
tome queſtion how we ſhall proceed with them; the number of the ill affected, 
the diſtance we are yet at with the 1r;ſh, and the weakneſs and wants of ſuch as 
ſtand right being conſidered. But for my part, I conceive it better to try once 
what the puniſhment of the moſt guilty will work, though there be hazard in 
the experiment, than, by paſling the matter gently over, to encourage others, 
and lay his Majeſtie's remaining intereſt and party open to continuall contri- 
vances of this kind. In this, as in all other things, I expected to be fully guided 
by the return of thoſe perſons now priſoners; however, I ſhall follow the beſt 
advice his Majcſtie's moſt faithfull ſervants, and my own weak judgment ſhall 
lead me to, in caſe it prove neceſſary to do ſomething before I can receive his 
Majeſtie's pleaſure, 1 ſhall beſeech your Lordſhip, when you find Sir Pa- 
trick Wemys among the delinquents, to call to mind, he is not the firſt truſt- 
breaker, nor I the only man ſo deceived ſince theſe times of tryall. I ſhall 
not extenuate his fault, to excuſe my folly, in ſaying he yet only appeares a 
concealer; for that in him I take to be worſe, than the plotting was in another. 
1 leave him to his Majeſtie's judgment, whoſe pardon I moſt humbly beg, if 
my miſtake hath been any part of the cauſe, that his Majeſtic hath miſplaced 
his truſt and bounty. _ 

The copy of a letter from the Lord Brabazon and his fellow priſoners, and 
another from one Swartey, both ſent herewith, will ſhew your Lordſhip, how 
I came by theſe ſeverall copies of letters ſaid to be directed from a Jeſuit in 
France to thoſe called the confederate Councell at Kilbenny; from whom (it 
ſhould ſeem) he is imployed. What uſe will be made of them at London, or 
whether they be worth the ſending to Oxford I know not; yet I venture to 
fill up a box with them rather than your Lordſhip ſhould want the diverſion 
of that Father's ſtile, if his they be. Re By 
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By Colonel Francis Trafford I am told, that in North Wales, they arc in a 
dangerous ſecurity; little doubting, at leaſt not providing to reſiſt a threatned 
invaſion. I hold it my duty in relation to the ſafety of this place, and for the 
continuance of ſome poſſible by-way of receiving his Majeſtie's Commands, 
to move him that ſome order be taken to man, and fortify at leaſt the harbours 
in thoſe parts. 

I had almoſt forgot to tell your Lordſhip, that in caſe the Iriſb ſhall be wil- 
ling to ſend ſuccours into Scotland, I foreſee that ſhips may be a real want; 
and if unwilling, doubtleſs it will be a pretended difficulty. Therefore, if it 
be poſlible to procure ſome frigats from Dunkirk in time, it will much facili- 
tate that deſign, if itgoon; if not, they will be of great uſe here, where there 
are convenient harbours from whence they may annoy the Rebels of Scotland, 
hinder the relieving of their Army here, and ſecure intelligence, or what elſe 
can be expected hence. In ſhort without ſhips, I know not how, that which 
is left of this Kingdom to his Majeſtic, can be preſerved, much lets be of any 
uſe to him: nor is it poſſible, here to provide any thing towards the defraying 
of the charge of them, as the caſe ſtands. 5 

My Lord, I ſuppoſe there is no danger, that our condition here can be 
thought there any thing bettered ſince my laſt diſpatch; therefore, 1 forbear 
the wonted concluſions of my letters, and ſhall end this with a hearty wiſh 
for the full accompliſhment of your health; wherein, though all honeſt men 
be concerned, yet give me leave particularly to intereſt my ſelf

May it pleaſe your Excellence, 


Have received your lettcr of the 25th of the laſt, wherein you are pleaſed 
to command me to deliver my knowledge in a report given out by one 

Major Muſthampe, wherein your Excellence (as you arc pleaſed to take notice) 
finds your ſelf highly concerned. 5 | Ds: 
My Lord, before I ſhall proceed to deliver my knowledge of that buſineſs, 
in the firſt place I ſhall crave your Excellence's pardon, if, for compaſſing my 
own ends, it ſhall appear that I have made uſe of your Excellence's name 
without warrant, through which there may ariſc any blame or blemiſh to your 
Lordſhip. This being granted me, all that I can remember is as followeth : 
It is very true, my Lord, Muſchampe employed one of his friends unto me, 
ſignifying his diſlike of my Lord of Inchiquin, whom he found to be entirely 
in his actions and reſolutions for the Parliament; and therefore thought fit to 
ſeek my advice to put him in a preſent way, whereby he may ſecure the fort 
for his Majeſtie's ſervice. Truly, my Lord, I was loth to loſe ſuch an oppor- 
tunity to do my Country ſervice, and immediately returned him an anſwer to 
meet me the next day after at a caſtle of mine called Blarny; which he performed 
that day or the next after, (as near as I can remember) and upon our meeting, 
he being ſworn to ſecrecy in all things, I moved unto him concerning the 
fort; to which he ſeemed to incline, making great expreſſions and fervency in 
all reſpects to preſerve his loyalty, and to obſerve (upon the leaſt intimation or 
notice) any commands that ſhould come unto him from your Excellence. Then 
upon farther diſcourſe he fell to wiſh I had the fort in my poſſeſſion, ſo he 
were ſure, that the party whereof I was, and my ſelf were for the King; to 
which I anſwered, that by the good countenance and uſage the reſt of the 
Commiſſioners and my ſelf had in England, and our coming without rub or 
3 | interruption 
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interruption from thence, might in ſome ſort aſſure him thereof; which prov- 
ing not altogether ſatisfactory unto him, he replied, that if he had ſeen an 
directions from your Excellence for him to diſpoſe of the place, he would obe 
it to the loſs of his life, and deliver it, either unto me, or any body elſe your 
\ Lordſhip would appoint ; which I apprehended a buſineſs much conducing to 
his Majeſtic's ſervice, and the preſervation of this Province againſt the Rebels 
in England, into whoſe hands I was aſſured the ſame ſhould be put as now it 
is; and preſuming that it would not have been prejudicial to his Majeſtie or 
your Lordſhip for me to uſe any flight or means to get it out of their hangs, 
I preſumed to frame a warrant in your Lordſhip's name, authorizing him to 
ſurrender me that hold to his Majeſtie's uſe, and that your Lordſhip had re- 
ccived ſufficient aſſurance from me to redeliyer it upon demand, which I read 
unto him. He would have it into his own hands (as he alledged) for his juſti- 
fication ; but I inſiſted that I would not part with the inſtrument untill the 
work were accompliſhed according to the directions, whereupon he took time 
to prepate and conſider of the buſineſs, for two days as near as I can remem- 
ber, and then he was to ſend his further reſolution unto me, or to appoint an- 
other meeting: And fince I have not heard any thing from him; but within 
ſix days aftcr I could hear that he diſcovered all to my Lord of Inchiquin and 
ſome others at a Council of War. My Lord, he thought to catch me, and 
was hopeful to catch him; and if in the progreſs or carriage of the matter, 
I have ſaid or done any thing that gives your Lord{hip cauſe of offence, I 
crave your forgiveneſs and pardon. Your Lordſhip may be the more indulgent 
unto me in this particular; for that upon my ſalvation, 1 had a full reſolution 
(if I had compaſſed the place upon thole terms) to preſerve all the Engliſh with-

2 O commands from his Majeſtic could more fully meet with my own in- 
clinations, than thoſe I lately had the honour to receive by Colonel 
Stewart to ſerve your Lordſhip in thoſe noble undertakings, wherein, with ſo 
much honour to your ſelf, and admiration to all the world, God hath prol- 
pered you. . 

This bearer, Captain Mac Donnell, being left here by the Lord of Antrim, 
I have made choice of him to convey to your Lordſhip full aſſurance, that no 
time ſhall be loſt or pains ſpared, to procure and ſend your Lordſhip from 

hence armed men and ammunition, if a peace ſhall be concluded with the 1r;b;

that if there ſhould be any delay in ſending you compleat ſupplics, (as I hope 
there will not) I may ſend your Lordſhip what I am able, in what may be of 
preſent uſe to you. I already foreſee the greateſt difficulty may be ſhipping for 
tranſportation of men, which yet I hope to procure ; but if your Lordſhip could 
ſend veſſels, either of burden or force, to Carling ford, (where Iwill immedi- 
atcly build a fort to ſecure the harbour) it would much facilitate the work. 

1 am commanded by his Majeſtic, as neceſſary for the furtherance of his ſer- 
vice, to hold frequent and ſtrict correſpondence with your Lordſhip ; which 
on my part I ſhall endeavour with much ambition: And that this may be 
the more ſecure, I humbly deſire to receive from you a cypher proper for the 
buſineſs, which, being a ſtranger to that Kingdom, I am not able to frame.

A Lord, 


HIS bearer, Sir Timothy Fetherſton, hath been an extreme faithfull and 

active perſon in his Majeſtie's ſervice in his Country of Cumberland; 
which being now much oppreſt by the Rebels, he hath been a conſtant and 
earneſt ſollicitor for ſome relief to it. 1 

But his Majeſtie not being able to afford it for the preſent from hence, and 
having given him hopes, in caſe a Peace were concluded in Ireland, there 
might be ſome forces ſent over thither from thence, he would needs take this 
journey to ſollicit your Excellence upon that ſubject. I hope in God, before 
he come thither, the Peace there will be ſo well advanced, that his journey 

vill not be loſt; but that you may poſſibly have means of ſending over ſome 
conſiderable relief into thoſe parts; of the nature of which, in point of the 
fitteſt landing places, as alſo affections, he will be able fully to inform your 
Excellence. It is needleſs for me to tell your Excellence of how vaſt impor- 
tance it is ro his Majeſtie's affaires, if upon the concluſion of a juſt and honour- 
able Peace there, ſuch ſupplies may be procured ; of which we we long to hear 
the certainty, that accordingly order may be taken for ſuch ſhipping to be 

| ſent to what place you ſhall appoint, as can be afforded you from hence. 

I have never heard from your Excellence ſince Jack Barry's coming over, 
only I received a ſuperſcription from your Excellence of the 1oth of January; 
but nothing within your packet, but two letters from my brother Chzcheſter. 

I have no news to write to your Excellence from hcnce, more than that of 
late it hath pleaſed God to bleſs his Majeſtic's forces with divers good fucceſſes; 
the laſt and the moſt important of which was the taking of Weymouth, a port 
of high conſequence, in relation to thoſe ſupplics which are expected from 
beyond ſea. | | 
As for the treaty of Peace, it continues ſtill at Uxbridge, but without any 
probability of fruits by it; thoſe at London continuing peremptory to the 
higheſt degree in all their higheſt demands, his Majeſtic having courted them 
to Peace by all the offers that can be made without an abſolute ſubverſion of 
the Church and Monarchical power. For the matter of Biſhops he [hath of- 
tered ſo to regulate them, as that they ſhall exerciſe no Eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction,

R. Peaſly's return in this nick of time, upon the breaking of our hope- | 
ful Treaty, hath ſaved me the ſending your Excellence an expreſs with 
the reſult of that negotiation ; which, though it be expreſſed by ſaying, that 
hereafter we are to expect no Peace but what the ſword gives us; yet tis ma- 
terial you ſhould not be ignorant of it, no longer than accidents can keep it 
from you.

rn letter of the 29th of January hath been coming to me till this 
day: which I tell you, leſt that not knowing the interruption it hath met 
with, you might judge me not ſo thankfull unto you for your important and 
prudent advertiſements, as in truth I am, and ſhall be found to be, whenever 
it comes in my way to make it appeare to you. 

By other letters from thoſe partes I am confirmed, that your obſervations 

are well grounded, and that your ſtay there, though it may have been trouble- 
ſome to your ſelf, was of good advantage to the King's ſervice, in the reduc- 
tion of thoſe ſeduced people, ſome degree towards their wonted temper and 
dutiful regard to lawful authority. 
1 am preparing anſwers to thoſe letters and overtures, which are yet ſome- 
thing general, for matter of undertaking from thence, and expectation from 
hence; perhaps one return more will make us underſtand one another better.

I received; without which, I had been led into a wrong belief, that my cou- 
ſin Barry was returned back to Oxford, related ro me by other letters from 
Dublin. And in obedience to your Lordſhips commands, though (1 fear) a 
very uſeleſs perſon, I ſhall upon the obſervance of the firſt fair wind immediately 
begin my journey from hence; and if that ſhould be delayed, if my attendance 
ſooner be requiſite and may conduce to your Lordſhip's ſervice, upon the return 
of this bearer, I will at an hour's warning be ready to wait upon you. 

I have uſed all poſſible diligence within my power to further and expedite

He writes with much confidence, that the fort of Duncanon will be ſpeedil 
gained, and that or ſomething elſe hath clevated his ſpirits unto very lofty 
ſtrains.

There is a Ceſſation of armes for eight dayes in the County of Mayo, and 
it is believed, that his Lordſhip, who bears that title, is once more upon his 
humble ſubmiſſions to the Supremacies; and the Country in the mean time very 
ſufficiently deſtroyed by the diſorder of the forces of both ſides. 

I preſume your Lordſhip hath heard of Mr. Bealing's arrival at Paris, and 
departure from thence towards Rome, (as I was informed) upon the 224 of the 
laſt month; and ſo much of his imployment, as is come to my knowledge, 
with ſome appcarance of truth and pretended ſecrecy, is, that being eſtcemed 
both an acute and active Courtier and Stateſman, he is ſent to diſcover more 
clearly the intention and myſtery of the large promiſes and compliments pro- 
cured for them by the induſtry of their former Agents; and, if poſſible, to 
convert thoſe formalities to a ſubſtantial ſettled revenue for a laſting mainte- 
nance of their cauſe. And according to the ebbs and flows he incounters with, 
their reſolutions here towards Peace or War are to riſe and fall; and that un- 
till his returne, or full intelligence from him, protraction of time is the chief 
part they are to act; but when affaires on your Lordſhip's fide ſhall be ready 
prepared to haſten a concluſion, I hope ſuch delays will not be admitted. 

An honeſt able man of Galway (of late a great rarity in that town) writes, 
that two great ſhips of the King of France are come into that port, laden with 
armour and ammunition, and ſome great quantity of plate for the Supreme 
Councell from the ſtate of France; which he doubts is no ſign of Peace; that 
they give out the ſhipping are to carry ſoldiers, which (he ſayes) is but a colour, 
and feares we ſhall have unfortunate dayes of it, and no hopes of Peace. 

Somewhat to confirm that opinion, 1 have lately ſeen letters from ficry ſpi- 
rits of this Nation abroad, directed to private perſons here, labouring that an 
averſion to Peace might be generally infuſed, with great promiſes (by them 
called aſſurances) of plentiful ſupplies, and a large relation of a rich 17a- 
lian Prelate, ſtiled Biſhop of Fermo, ready to come over to ſpend his revenue 
in this holy War. But theſe relations have wrought nothing upon ſome to 
whom they were directed; who are rather confirmed in a contrary belief, know-

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ing the uncertainty of thoſe ſtories, and aſſured that all is grounded upon the 
miſinformation of the ſtate of affaires here, and that the arrival of any ſuch 
perſons would but diſgrace the cauſe and Country, when they ſhould find all 
things ſo contrary to their expectation. And I am ſtill hopeful, that the well 
affected will be the more powerful and numerous party, though men's incli- 
nations are ſo unſettled and tickliſh in this age, that it is hard to depend with 
much confidence upon the reſolutions of any. 

The intercepted copies your Lordſhip was pleaſed to intruſt me with, do very 
rightly confirm the former character given me of that buſy Agent's diſpoſition : 
and I do find that upon knowledge of ſome former letters of his to the tame 
effect, ſome ſharp reprehenſions were directed to him about Chri/tmaſs laſt from 
others of his own vocation, who do carneſtly labour to withdraw him from 
that imployment; and my apprehenſions upon ſome paſſages of his intelligence 
I ſhall reſerve, untill I have the happineſs to wait upon you. 

My Lord Taafe not being with my couſin Barry, nor at all mentioned by 
your Lordſhip, makes me fearful that he might come to ſome miſchance in 
England, or hath given your Lordſhip occaſion of diſtaſte, which I ſhould ac- 
compt equal to any other diſaſter.

Did preſume to trouble your Lordſhip with a letter bearing date the 8th of 

the laſt month, as alſo with ſuch news as was here ſtirring about the end 
of the ſame. I ſent thoſe letters by long ſea, and for as much as they may ei- 
ther be long in going, or miſcarry by that way, I now take the boldneſs to 
write again the ſubſtance of them. I therein told your Lordſhip that I held

Colonel Goring did lately ſurpriſe Veymouth in the Weſt ; but Melcomb-regis, 
which lies beyond the bridge, holds out for the Parliament : So that the har- 
bour is not like to be of much uſe to him, and it is here ſaid he has left the

N Friday at night laſt Bartlett went hence, and had fo fair a wind, that 

I am confident he was on the other ſhore on Saturday betimes. Before 

his departure, he aſſured me that, if the weather were not foul, he would land 
my Couſin Barry in ſome of thoſe few ports under his Majeſtie's obedience, 
within a week after his arrival on the other ſide, let the wind blow where it 
lifted. And if the weather hold as it is now but a few days, I ſhall confidently 
expect him landed here or at Carling ford. I confeſs I know not what to make 
of my Lord Taafe's ſtay on the other fide, being as ignorant of the cauſe de- 
taining him, as I am confident of his friendſhip and hearty affection to me and 

many other his friends here. | | 
Yeſterday, a little after 1 received your Lordſhip's of the 27th of the laſt 
month, I received a letter from their Confederate Council, which I believe to 
be that intended by Mr. Darcy's to your Lordſhip for a final anſwer to the bu- 
ſineſs of Scotland. I could wiſh they had ſooner given me this anſwer, that I 
might ſcaſonably have ſought his Majeſtic's directions in thoſe two particulars 
they inſiſt on, who beſt knows the importance of their proffer, and the conſe- 
quence of thoſe things they expect; for it could not be thought, that without 
his pleaſure ſignified, I would adventure upon ſuch high things, as the putting into 
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their hands ſo important a port in the condition they yet ſtand in, and the 
appcaring in actual ſexvice againſt ſo powerful an enemy in the condition we 
are in. And now I find that which hitherto was no ſmall myſtery to me, 
namely the reaſon why they will not permit me to undo my eſtate for the 
maintenance of my ſelf, and the place under my command, to be in hope to 
neceſſitate me in thoſe two particulars, or at leaſt in one of thenf, to comply 
with them. But till I have direction for it, or till I hold it a thing to be 
done, without breach of truſt and loſs of honour, no danger or diſtreſs will 
induce me to itz not but that, if they ſhall make apparent their intention 
to deal fairely, I may be of opinion his Majeſtie ſhould liſten to their propo- 
ſitions.

Y the papers ſent herewithall your Excellence will find at how dear a 
price to himſelf his Majeſtic would have been content to purchaſe the 
peace and quiet of his people in this laſt Treaty at Uxbridge, and how hopeleſs 
we arc to procurc it at any leſs rate than a totall ſubverſion of the Church 
and Religion it ſelf, a reſigning of the Regal power here into the Rebels hands, 
and an entire giving up of that Kingdom to the Scots, unleſs they can be forced 
by the power of the {word unto thoſe terms of reaſon, unto which no pity, 
juſtice, nor indulgence can perſwade them. How to do this is not imaginable, 
but by aides from without, ſince forces here are ſo ballanced on both ſides, as, 
without that to caſt the ſcale, nothing can be looked for, but an alternative 
ruining of one another, and, whilſt the ſuperiority is doubtfully contended for, 
a common deſolation of the whole. Since then his Majeſtie's condition is 
ſuch, as to juſtify, nay to oblige, him to endeavour the ſupporting of his con- 
ſcience and his Crown by any helping hand whatſoever, it were great impru- 
dence to neglect the means of doing it, rather by his own ſubjects of that 
Kingdom than by forcigners. | | 
By this your Excellence will ſee, how much it imports his Majeſtic to make 
that Kingdom, as much as he can, his own, and to procure timely ſupplics of 
men from thence, by the ſpeedy ſettlement of a peace, if it may be obtained 
upon terms conſiſting with honour and conſcience, and the ſafety of his Maje- 
ſtic's Proteſtant SubjeAs there; concerning which your Excellence will receive 
his Majeſtic's dircQions from his own hand; unto which I aſſure you no crea- 
ture living is the Icaſt privy, but only thoſe from whom none of his Majcſtic's 
counſels are concealed.

I more 
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more than comes to his ſhare; failing of which, he was apt to be diſcontented, 
and he hath heightened the occaſions of his own diſcontent by his unreaſon- 
ableneſs in other pretenſions alſo. He hath preſt his Majeſtie earneſtly in two 
things, the one for a Cuſtodium of Sir Robert King's eſtate, the other for a 
preſent command to your Excellence to make him a Privy Counſellor of Jre- 
land. To the firſt of theſe I tell him that the King is engaged to your Ex- 
cellence not to beſtow any thing of that nature without your particular appro- 
bation. To the ſecond, the ſame engagement is inſiſted on; and over and 
above that, the neceſſity of breaking the ice firſt in fo tender a buſineſs by 
ſome very popular man of his Religion, even with the Proteſtants themſelves, 
which could only be by doing it to the Earl of C/anricarde. He replicd to 
both, that he hath your Excellence's full approbation to any thing that the King

breaking up whereof, we owe (beſides other good turns) to our brethren the 
Scots, with whom we could get no reaſons to prevaile, when oncothey per- 
ceived that the ſpecious arguments they had framed to overthrow Epiſcopacy 
proved too weak, and how clearly their laboured ſpeeches againſt it were an- 
ſwered by our Divines; for then they deſpaired to carry the Church Patrimo- 
ny, the morſel they have ſo long gaped after. So notwithſtanding all our en- 
deavours, and frequent preſſing of further time to be granted for the Treaty, 
that his Majeſtie s propoſitions might have come into conſideration alſo, (which

— inſtructions to treat with us were at an end. Neither can we find that, 
ſince the recefs, they have once thought of reſuming the Treaty, albeit the 
King's ſucceſſes in Scotland, and under Sir Marmaduke Langalle in the North, 
*(whereof the particulars are in the adjoined papers) the diviſions in London, 
and mutinies of Eſſex, Mancheſter's, and Wallers men might will enough in-

FTE R our hearty commendations, we received your letter of the 14th 
of March on the 19th of ſame; and will according to your defire pre- 
ſent your propoſitions unto his Majeſtic : but if you deter the (ending? of thoſt 
ſupplies you mention in your ſaid letters, untill you receive his Majeſtie's reſo- 
lution, we fear, that through your own want of ſhipping (which you write you 
cannot provide) and the multitude of Parliament ſhips, which (as ſoon as tlie 
ſeaſon of the year will permit) will undoubredly infeſt thoſe coaſts, there will 
be an impoſſibility of tranſporting thoſe men. 

Therefore we again recommend to your ſerious conſideration the importance

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Your Excellency will hear, that the Treaty at Uxbridge is broken off 
abruptly by the Rebels; that although his Majeſty yielded much unto the three 
propoſitions in debate, was very importunate to proceed in diſputation of the 
reſt of the propoſitions, and to go in perſon to London, upon reaſonab'e 
ſecurity, yet they diſſolved their Aſſembly diſorderly and abruptly, having ſpent 
all the time of the conference in huge preparations of men and armes, (whereof 
every houſe in London is ſtuft up) upon the unfortunate obtaining of 5405 
(the key and paſlage between the King and thele parts) by horrible treachery 
of the citizens, and careleſsneſs of our Commanders in chief, they refuſed to 
treat, that is, to diſſemble any longer. | 

The Prince of ales is drawn out already as far as Briſtol to his government in 
the Weſt, attended by the Lord Hopton, the Lord Colepeper, the Earl of Berl. 
ſhire, Sir Edward Hyde, and others; who are of his Council, as I hear. Ox. 
ford is expected to be very ſuddenly beſieged, and that his Majeſty, and his 
Court will be this ſummer in the Weſt; which having heard from a reaſonable 
good hand, I thought fit to impart unto your Excellency, for to provide for 
your addreſſes. Rumours from Cheſter we have of ſome mutinies in the rebe]- 
lious Army, who refuſe to ſerve under Maller, and diſallow of the caſhiering 
of the Earl of Eſſex, who, with all the reſt of the old Commanders, (beſides 
Waller and Fairfax) are intended to be ſet aſide ; that all the active ſpirits in 
the Houſe of Commons may, in a Conſular way taſte of government in their 
ſeverall turns, and feed (like new and hungry flics) upon the galled back of 
this unfortunate Kingdom. And this is all I hear from above, more than 
Colonel Barry was able to inform your Excellency. 

Here below in Cheſter and Wales, (where by the privy diſtates between Legg, 
much intereſted in Prince Rupert, and the Lord Byron and his valiant brothers 
on the other ſide, all lay neglected and in confuſion,) the enemies were once 
maſters of all, as far as Ruther, and of that very town itſelf : but the Welſh of 
the mountains (and of this County eſpecially) falling down upon them in great 
numbers, made them retreat preſently to the river of Dee, and upon the ad- 
vance of Prince Maurice, beyond that river.

I thus anſwer your Lordſhip's late 
diſpatches. | Ve 1 15 
Upon the arrival of Colonel Barry on the 6th of this month, I ſent to 
thoſe that formerly treated with me on the behalf of the confederate party, to 
come hither to procced in the Treaty the 18th of the ſame. But they were 
ſo intent upon their expectation of help from abroad, upon the taking of Dun- 
cannon fort, which was rendered to Preſton on the ſaid 18th, and upon the 
raiſing of an Army in Munſter, (all things whereby they hope to countenance the 
＋ part,) that they have deferred their coming hither till the 10th 
of Abril. 
By this backwardneſꝭ in the Treaty, occaſioned through the late arrival of 
his Majeſties Commands, and the other rubs it hath met with here, your Lord- 
ſhip will judge it impoſſible for me yet to aſſure his Majeſtic, what forces he 
| ſhall have from hence, or when they ſhall be ſent; which, if the Peace were 
concluded, would be hard to make certain, till it were known what oppoſition 
or obedience will be given to the Peace by parties, either Proteſtant or Confe- 
derate, and till I have informed my ſelf of the power, and readineſs to ſerve 
his Majeſtic, of ſuch as will obey it; for accordingly his Majeſtie may more or 
leſs accompt upon help from hence. | 
What ſhipping may be had here upon the concluſion of a Peace is for other 
parts of the Kingdom unknown to me: ſure I am that in all the harbours un- 
der his Majeſtie's obedience, the two Bartletts are all that can be relied on; 
though perhaps there may be barkes found in ſuch ports as ſhall be free from 
the Rebels ſhips. The beſt ports to direct ſuch ſhips to, as his Majeſtic ſhall

Find by a late letter from ſome of you, that you will re- aſſume the conſi- 
deration of the Scotland buſineſs. I know not what more to ſay to induce 
you to it, than it ſeems is fully apprehended by you; only I muſt never leave 
minding you, that the ſeaſonable doing it is the very life of the action. 
Since 1 undertook unto you to provide ſhipping, Barz/ett's ſhip is come in 
with ſome prizes taken on the ScorrzſÞ coaſts, bur ſo weather beaten, that I 
doubt ſhe will not be rigged and fitted in any reaſonable time; yet I ſhall ſtrain 
hard to provide others of force, and I preſume barks for burden may be got- 
ten better by you. I deſire to know whether you will undertake for veſſels of 
any kind, and whether you hold ſtill to your opinion of ſhipping them from 
Carling ford. In my judgment it might, with leſs notice taken, be done from 


Waterford, and with much leſs charge; in regard, if it be from Carling ford, 


there will be time, expence, and danger in ſending firſt your proviſions, and 
then your men thither; in all which ſomething will be ſaved by diſpatching 
them from J/aterford, or Wexford, whither I could eaſily ſend what ſhipping 
I can procure, if 1 knew any certainty whether you would be ready.

HE miſcarriage of your commands to me, by the taking of the Lord 
Braba gon and thoſe that were with him in their paſſage hither, hath ſo 
retarded your affaires, that till now I was not ablc to give your Majeſtic theſe 
following accounts of your letters of the 15th of December and 18th of Ja- 
nuary, and of the 16th and 27th of February; which being now not fo cer- 
tain, nor ſo ſeaſonably advertiſed, as your Majeſtic required, and as with all 
my power J laboured they ſhould be, I moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſtie, 
that where they anſwer not your expectation, you would be pleaſed to impute 
the defects in a great meaſure to the obſtinacy of others, and to lay my ſhare 
of blame only upon my natural weakneſs and want of skill to effect your 
pleaſure, and graciouſly to pardon that incurable fault, the rather for that it 
was not accompanied with the vain preſumption of affecting any imployment 
in your Majeſtie's ſervice beyond my proportion of wit and experience to ma- 
nage, as I humbly acknowledge and really find this, wherein I now ſerve your 
Majeſtic, to be. 

By a late diſpatch from me to the Lord Djgby, (whereof there is now a 
duplicate ſent) I doubt not but your Majeſtic is informed that the Treaty for 
Peace was not to begin here till the roth of April; on which day, four of 
thoſe deputed from the Confederate party came hither, but had no power to 
treat, their authority requiring that five ſhould be preſent. Nor could I make 
known your Majeſtic's pleaſure to Myskery and the other two, according to 
your command of the 15th of December, in regard that Brown was abſent, 
whoſe preſence of all others I conceived moſt needful. By this there was 
about a week loſt. Immediately after Brown came, I acquainted him and the 
other two with what I was commanded ; whereunto I was anſwered, that your 
Majeſtic, at their being at Oxford, was pleaſed to give them a paper to the 
effect of what I ſaid to them, with liberty to impart it to their Council only; 
and that though they and their Council ſhould be ſatisfied therewith, yet that 
injunction of ſecrecy towards all others being ſtill upon them, they ſay they 
can make no uſe of it to the ſatisfying of a Committee of inſtructions ap- 
pointed by their General Aſſembly to direct them in their treating, or of their

To the inconvenience aſcribed to the injunction of ſecrecy, I could anſwer 
nothing that ſeemed ſatisfactory to them; nor am I ſatisfied but that they, eſ- 
pecially the Lawyers, may without farther tranſgreſſion of that injunction, ſa- 
tisfy the moſt conſiderable of that party if they pleaſe. Some conditional ex- 
preſſions in your Majeſtie's promiſe they lightly excepted to; but not as deſir- 
ing any amendment of them, doubting (as I conceive) that that might im- 
ply they would be fatisfied, if thoſe expreſſions were made abſolute.

Secondly, your Majeſtie commanding me to make the beſt bargain I could 
for you, and not to diſcover my enlargement of power, till I needs muſt, 
(which 1 humbly conceive your Majeſtic principally expects I ſhould endeavour 
in the two points touching Religion and the ſuſpenſion of Peynings act) I held 
it a dangerous improvidence to let them know either would be granted, being 
uncertain whether that would content them or no; and yet put in hope by 
ſome of good knowledge and power among them, that the qualification of 
the penal ſtatutes, according to the incloſed note, would do the work. How- 
ever, I conceived it more fit your Majeſtic ſhould know what would ſatisfy 
them, than that it ſhould be in their power, firſt to reject, and then to pub- 
liſh, (for ought 1 know) to the prejudice of your affaires elſewhere, and to 
their own advantage abroad, what hath been offered them. And in this there

poſitions, except in that of Religion, {rather than a war ſhould be renewed) 
it was abſolutely neceſſary to have that letter read to your Majeſftic's Privy 
Council, with whoſe advice thoſe anſwers were given, and without whoſe ap- 
probation all further conceſſions to the Jriſb (as I humbly conceive) will be 
dangerous and ineffectual to all your Majeſtie's purpoſes.

if they ſhould. A Ceſſation for any longer time than may be in order to a 
Peace, would give general diſcontent to your Army and all your Proteſtant ſub- 
jects, as well the Clergy as others, who being in the greateſt extremity of walt 
that can be imagined, and by a Ceſlation put out of hope to receive pay, or 
poſſeſs their eſtates and livings for ſo long time, would (as is much to be 
fcared) attempt to deliver theſe garriſons, and thoſe few that no extremity can 
force from their loyalty, into the Engliſb or Scots Rebels hands; or at the 
leaſt they would revolt to them, in hope to gain part, as well of what comes 
from London, as of booty from the Iriſb, leaving theſe places deſpicably weak, 
and ſo an eaſy conqueſt for the Scots or Triſh, as either party ſhall be at lei- 
ſure to make it their buſineſs. Nor can your Majeſtie by a Ceſſation expect 
any conſiderable ſuccour from hence, either into England or Scotland; for 
though upon your Majeſtic's commands to me by Colonel Stewart, I have preſ- 
ſed them to it with all poſlible art and diligence, I muſt not ſo ill diſcharge 
the truſt your Majeſtic hath honoured me with, as to tell your Majeſtic I am 
in any hope they either can or will do it in preſent; or to adviſe your Maje- 
ſtie to depend upon great ſuccours from hence this ſummer, even in caſe a 
Peace ſhall be preſently concluded ; though whenever that is, I preſume more may 
be done than can now be by thoſe that govern the Confederate party. Some- 
thing of this and concerning ſhipping I write in anſwer to a diſpatch from the 
Lord Dzgby, and therefore I will not venture to trouble your Majcſtic with 
repetitions. | | | | 

In the laſt place I may not conceal from your Majeſtic, that even upon theſe 
anſwers already given, and the uſe to be made of one of the bills now tranſ- 
mitted, I conceive I am able to ruine their ſupremacy by dividing their party; 
but in that caſe, neither can your Majeſtie expect aſſiſtance from hence, nor I 
undertake but that in the end we here ſhall be all rooted out by the Scots and 
ſuch as adhere to them; whilſt they are left at better liberty to ſend ſuccours to 
their friends in Scotland, as lately they have done to the number of fourteen 
hundred men. Yet if Peace cannot be had upon conditions of honour and 
ſafety to your Majeſtic, and in ſome degree of contentment to your Council and 
Proteſtant ſubjects here; and that your Majeſtic cannot immediately ſend hither 
money and other neceſſaries for the ſupport of your Army and other charge, 
I ſee not by what other way we can ſo much as endeavour, with any probabi- 
lity of ſucceſs, to prevent the revolting, famiſhing, or other as certain deſtruc- 
tion, of all that appear for your Majeſtic here. 
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Now that your Majeſtic hath all I can ſay of your affaires here, I ſhould beg 
leave moſt humbly to lay my private condition before your feet. But when 
I conſider your Majeſtic's perſonal danger, and the many troubles that diſturb 
you, I loſe all ſenſe of what I feel in preſent, or have to fear in future for

H IS Majeſtic having in ſeveral letters written in his own hand given me 


commands for my direction in the Treaty of Peace, not mentioned in 
any of your Lordſhip's letters, I have in thoſe particulars, and in ſome others 


depending upon them, humbly addrefſed my anſwers and conceptions to his 


Majeſtie, which will much ſhorten my diſpatch to your Lordſhip at this time. 
Your Lordſhip receives herewith the reſult of the late Treaty, which ended 
here the 6th, and will be again proceeded in about the latter end of next 
month, or as ſoon as his Majeſtie ſhall approve of the anſwers already given, or 
command the alteration of any of them; for that power is reſcryed, as your 


Lordſhip will find in the concluſion of the further anſwers. 


If his Majeſtic ſhall approve of them, I conceive it will be very requiſite it 


be by letter directed to the Council and me, wherein notice may be taken 


of, and incouragement given for, our continuance in unanimouſly ſerving his 
Majeſtie. | x | | [ 

In papers apart, your Lordſhip will find explanations of the anſwers made 
by the Confederate Commiſſioners to my demands for his Majeſtic, the Pro- 
teſtant ſubjects, and Clergy of this Kingdom; and in my exceptions to them, 


in effect as much is offered for the ſecurity of the Confederates as is deſired, 


and yet no more than muſt be done, (as the ſtate of the Kingdom is, and for 
a time is like to be) though it had not been articled for. A letter to the ef · 
fe& of the incloſed draught warranting the giving of ſuch commiſſions is held 
neceſſary, and humbly deſired, if his Majeſtie approve of the way. 
Your Lordſhip receives alſo herewith notes, that will inform his Majeſtic 
how much of his certain revenue he parts withall, in perpetuity by the anſwers 


to the 6th of their firſt, and to the 12th of their additional propoſitions. What 


part thereof was in charge, and what only in expectation before the Rebellion, 
and ſome of the reaſons that induced the Council to adviſe thoſe anſwers. 

A fortnight before the Treaty began, the Earl of Clanricarde came hither, 
and here ſtayed till the end of it. His being here was of great uſe to the 
moderating of the Iriſb Commiſſioners, and his going to Killenny about the 
time that their Aſſembly is to meet, (whereunto for the King's ſervice he is 


perſwaded) cannot but be of great advantage, whatſoever ſhall be there deter- 


mined. But I hope by the endeavour of him and ſome others that I have en- 
gaged, the moſt conſiderable men at that meeting will be perſwaded to mo- 
deration in matter of Religion; ſo that if his Majeſtic ſhall think fit to ſend 
any enlargement of power in that point, I wiſh it ſhould be with all the 
poſſible ſecrecy that may conſiſt with the uſe to be made of it, in caſe of ne-

Almoſt at the end of the Treaty, hither came the Earl of Thomond, yet 
ſeaſonably to give his concurrence and very good aſliſtance to the bringing of 
it to the pals it is at; in behalf of whom and the Earl of Clanricarde, (who 
alſo was here) I beſeech your Lordſhip to move his Majeſtic, that the incloſed 
draughts may be framed into letters, and tranſmitted, | —_ 
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I find by diſcourſe with ſome not long ſince come from Court, that by 
reaſon of ſome act conſented to by his Majeſtic in England, there is great 
difficulty found how to frame a letter with any ſecurity to thoſe that ſhall med- 
dle with it here or there, for making any Papiſt a Counſellor of Ireland; it 
any ſuch thing be, I am glad the IJriſb know it not; and do with the queſtion 

may be avoided, if it cannot be reſolved to the ſatisfaction of tome of that 
Religion. 

Though I have no full knowledge of what Lord Herbert was to bring with 
him, yet by his letter to me out of Wales, I gueſs his miſling this place was 
a great misfortune to the King's ſervice, even in relation to the credit I found 
the Iriſb were apt to give to his advices and undertakings ; and therefore, if he 
be where he can get once more to the water's ſide, and will venture over, 1 am 
very confident the little frigat I now ſend to ſtay the return of the bearcr will 
land him in ſome ſafe port of Ireland. 

Il I ſhall not need to tell your Lordſhip the importance of my receiving a ſca- 
ſonable return of this diſpatch now ſent.

1 Have received your Excellence's of the 28th of March and 16th of April, 
. together with the other papers by this bearer, an Officer of my Lord Moore's ; 
concerning whom your Excellence will receive herewithall a Letter from his 
Majeſtic. Your Excellence will alſo find here the letters deſired by you con- 
cerning Church preferments, unto which I have only to add, that his Majeſtie 
is engaged to Dr. Fuller, Biſhop of Kerry, to remove him to a better Biſhoprick 
than what he now holds; but that will be no impediment to thoſe whom 
your Excellence deſires to prefer: for there is ſince your Excellence's letter 
another Iriſb Biſhop dead, the Biſhop of Clogher. But I do not ſend any 
letter for Dr. Fuller's advancement to that, becauſe I think a leſs will content 
him; and I ſhall expect your Excellence's further directions, which you think 
fitteſt to be removed to which. 

I ſend you alſo herewithall the letter formerly mentioned for the ſwearing 
the Earl of St. Albans a Privy Counſellor, we could not ſooner clear ſome dif- 
ficulties in it and reſolve upon the form. | 
The acts tranſmitted came very unluckily ſo near the time of his Majeſtic's 
remove from Oxford, that they cannot be returned by this bearer ; but as ſoon 
as is poſſible, they ſhall.

Concerning the fort of Duncannon, I hope a good Peace will c're this have 
reſtored it into your hands, and alſo have ended the controverſy concerning the 
delivery of Carling ford port into the hands of the Iriſh for the tranſportation 
of ſupplies into Scotlaud; which is a thing in no wile to be yielded unto, in 
caſe the War ſhould continue. As for ſhipping to tranſport the intended ſup- 
plies into Scotland, if they can poſſibly be procured, they ſhall be ſent you;

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therein, that I am confident, I ſhould have ſent you now the warrant to 
make him an Earl, but that there is at preſent a ſuſpenſion for ſome time in 
matters of honours, for ſome reaſons not neceſſary to trouble you withall 
but if his Lordſhip continue in his meriting courſe, he ſhall ſpcedily re. 
ceive it. 

Concerning my Lord Inchiquin, it were a happy ſervice if any allurements 
could regain him, and if the Preſidentſhip of Munſter will do it, and that your 
Excellence think fit, you may aſſure him of it; the liſt you mention of other 
perſons fit to be wrought upon there by honours and preferments was not in 
your pacquct; but the King will rely upon your judgment, and make good 
what invitations you ſhall give them. 

The letter you ſent me ſuppoſed to be Sir Bryan O Netle's ] do verily be.

Concerning the Peace of Ireland, your Excellence will receive his Majeſtic's 


pleaſure from his own hand; and therefore I ſhall not trouble you with any 


thing more of that ſubject, than formerly J have done. | 

His Majeſtic is here in theſe parts marching to the relief of Cheſter, with a 
very gallant Army, and the Prince of Wales in the Weſt with another, equal 
to any the Rebels have at this time.

7 OUR large diſpatch of the 8th of May unto his Majeſtic and my {lf is 
reccived, and as large as it is, will require at this time but a very ſhort 
anſwer, his Majeſtie having ſent you as full directions concerning the Treaty of 
cace in Ireland under his own hand with mine of the 13th of May, as he can 


Ye will give in that buſineſs: particularly his Majeſtie's own wiſdom fore-thought 


the objection that would riſe from his reſtriction in his publick letter of the 
22d of January 1644. concerning the penal laws; and therefore before you de- 
manded it, he ſent you a revocation of the ſame to be communicated to the 


Council there, when your Excellence ſhall think moſt ſeaſonable. 


Your Excellence will reccive herewith a duplicate of that diſpatch, for as 


much as concerns the publick ; but 1 thought it not neceſſary to renew thoſe 


letters for the promotion of the Clergymen, ſince the King's engagement to 
Dr. Fuller, mentioned in my former letter, may perhaps beget an alteration in 
the whole. I do find his Majeſtic very well ſatisfied with the prudence and 
caution of your procceding in the Treaty of Peace, as long as there be no 
danger by that Warineſs of relapſing into a War, which muſt neceſſarily be ſo 
fatal to all his Proteſtant ſubjects there, his Majeſtie having no poſlibility of 
maintaining it. But as to that point, his Majeſtie conceives he hath given Or 
monde, not only directions poſitive enough, but commands alſo ſtrong enough 
in ſeveral letters, all in his own hand. As 
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As for what concerns the leſſening of his revenue by thoſe conceſſions for 
the ſettling of a Peace, he underſtands that to be of no conſideration, in com- 
pariſon of the manifeſt hazard of all, if a Peace be not obtained: only thus 
much as to one particular point, his Majeſtic bids me tell you, that he is much 
ſcandalized with the Iriſb interpretation of their 8th propoſition, whereby you 
ſay, they mean an equality of number in the diſtribution of offices and charges 
ꝛo Papiſt natives; it being not only againſt reaſon, but contrary to their expreſs 
explanation to me, when I checkt at that word equality, profeſſing that they 
meant it only in the ſenſe of indifference; but I hope they will be more rea- 
ſonable than to inſiſt upon it. 

I am much joyed to hear, that you are in ſo good hopes of drawing the Jriſb 
to any moderation in their demands for matter of Religion. 

As for the ſecrecy in what concerns your enlargement of power, I aſſure 
you, there is no man privy to it; but thoſe from whom nothing of his Ma- 
jeſtic's affaires is concealed. | 

I ſend your Excellence herewithall the ſeveral letters, for which you were 
pleaſed to give me direction. | is 

As for my Lord Herbert, he made a dangerous eſcape; but I hope is now 
well on his way towards you, from Skipton in Torkſbrre. 

The former bills tranſmitted by you could not be diſpatched while the 
King was at Oxford; nor can theſe ſent me now be perfected in ſome weeks, 
the Great Scal being at Oxford: but all the diligence that can be uſed in re—

I have nothing to add concerning our affaires here, but the relief of Cheſter,

16 HJ truſty and right entirely beloved Couſin and Counſellor, we greet 
you well. Whereas, upon the Treaty of Peace you did, amongſt other 
things, for us, and in our name, agree with thoſe who treated with you in 
the behalf of the Confederate Roman Catholicks, that they ſhould continue 
the poſſeſſion of ſuch of our cities, towns, forts and caſtles, which now they 
hayc under their obedience, untill there be ſuch a ſettlement, as upon the 
ſaid Treaty is agreed to be done; yet ſo as they be commanded, ruled, and 
governed in chief by ſuch as we, or our chief Governour or Governours of 
that our Kingdom, for the time being, ſhall appoint. And whereas you did 
promiſe for us, and in our name, that we would grant Commiſſions to, and 
appoint ſuch perſon and perſons as ſhall be agreed on in the Treaty, for 
the executing of ſuch command, rule or government, to continue untill all the 
Articlcs agrecd on to be paſled in Parliament, ſhall be accordingly paſſed, and 
that we would iſſue Commiſſions to ſuch perſons as ſhall be agreed on in the 
Treaty for the puniſhing of ſuch capital offences as have happened ſince | 
the 14th of September 1643, or ſhould henceforward during the time aforeſaid 
happen; and for the ordering of ſuch things as ſhall be for the peace and tranquil-

My Lord, 


HE incouragement I received from your Lordſhip to undertake this jour- 

ney, brought me hither upon Wedneſday laſt, and I have but newly over- 

come the vexation of receiving and returning viſits from and to perſoys of very 

various and different inclinations, and am not yet able to give your Lordſhip 

any clear accompt of the actions or reſolutions of this place; but fo far as my 
obſervation could reach unto, your Lordſhip ſhall now reccive. 

The anſwers your Lordſhip was pleaſed to give to their propoſitions have been 

reported to the Aſſembly, and (as I am informed) very fairly repreſented, and 

all entertained with appearance of good ſatisfaction; though ſomewhat perhaps 


of addition or explanation may be farther propoſcd : but that part which con- 


cerneth Religion being reſerved to the laſt, was very fadly received; and in- 
deed, my Lord, the truth is, 1 do find little probability of perſwading a ſettle- 


ment of Peace, if the penal laws, for ſo much as layes a penalty or incapacity 


upon them, for the exerciſe of their conſcience, be not repealed; or if it could 
be compaſſed upon the hopes and expectations of future ſatisfaction therein; 
yet it would leave all men's minds ſo unſatisfied, as it would rather be a Peace 
more in outward ſhew, than of real advantage to the King's ſervice and affaires. 
And I muſt freely acknowledge, 1 do not apprehend where lies the difficulty 
of that work, or why men of judgment of the King's party in either Kingdom, 
that deſire or expect aſſiſtance from them, ſhould be offended at it; and this 
I am very probably aſſured of, that if the repeal of thoſe laws were now grant- 
ed, a Peace might be ſuddenly concluded with the ready and ſincere affections 
of the beſt of the whole Nation, to hazard the uttermoft of their lives and 
fortunes in his Majeſtic's ſervice. And I am ſorry, that ſome turbulent diſpo- 
ſitions have the advantage given them in this point, to inſult over, and work 
upon the minds of the beſt affected; and it would be a great comfort to your 
Lordſhip's ſervants here, that they might receive ſome ſpeedy ſatisfaction on this 
particular, upon which moſt of the whole work depends. | 

It is truth, my Lord, there ariſeth another great difficulty concerning the 
Churches; for though moſt men of judgment do rightly apprehend that the 
King neither in ſafety to his affaires, nor in point of ſatisfaction to himſelf, 
can grant the Churches and Government of them to the Catholick party ; yet 
withall, they find much diſturbance and tenderneſs of conſcience in themſelver 
to article for the reſtitution of them to the Proteſtant Clergy ; and this very 


powerfully preſt upon them by their ſpiritual guides, both by publick ſermons _ 


and private inſtructions, and examination of the conſcience; that which I find 
doth moſt imploy men's thoughts in preſent, is a deſire that they might not be 
diſturbed in the poſſeſſion and uſe of their Churches, untill the conditions aſ- 
{ſented unto, be ſettled by Act of Parliament, and that there might be nothing 
of Article at all in this point; but the Churches at that time reſtored to the 
Proteſtant Clergy by the laws of the land, that (as they affirm) do ſufficiently

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provide for it, when they ſhall again return to their former obedience, and be 


*Fettled under his Majeſtie's Government; and thus the fame in effect may be 
done to the ſatisfaction of his Majeſty and the Proteſtant party, without ſeruple 
or diſturbance to themſelves; and whether any ſuch medium may be found out 
and fitly aſſented unto, ſo as may be ſatisfactory to either party, I humbly offer 
to your Lordſhip's conſideration. And they pretend to this advantage thereby, 
that they ſhall be much better enabled to ſerve his Majeſtie effectually by the 
ſupplies they expect from abroad, which would be ſtopped upon the know! 


of their conſenting to that Article. And now I humbly crave your Lade 


pardon for this large relation, being confident that I am fo well known and 


| ſettled in your Lordſhip's favourable opinion, that nothing fallen from my 


pen ſhall be ſubject to miſconſtruction, or taken for deſign or particular in- 


tereſt; but will be accepted, as a plain and true narration of what I have ob- 
ſerved. | | | 


Sir Robucke Linch and Mr. Jeffrey Brown have been with me from the al. 
ſembly to give me notice of their former diſpatch and your Lordfſhip's return, 
concerning the farther inlargement of the Ceſſation, and likewiſe their ſecond 
addreſs unto your Lordſhip to the ſame effect, deſiring that I would ſecond it

OON after the receipt of your Lordſhip's of the 26th of this month, an 
expreſs ſent from thence, was returned with an enlargement of the Ceſſa- 


tion to as near the time mentioned by your Lordſhip as the Council could be 
petſwaded to conſent unto; not that I propoſed the 20th of June, but en- 


deavoured to gain as much time as I could. I was unwilling to ſtay that ex- 
preſs for my anſwer to your Lordſhip's, and very little encouraged by his out- 
ward appearance to venture any thing of conſequence by him. 2

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When the anſwers to the propoſitions, which your Lordſhip ſays, were re- 
rted, and for the moſt part well received in that Aſſembly, were framed, 
all poſſible care was taken to make them ſo ſatisfatory as not to need much 
debate; his Majeſtie's occaſions, as well as the condition and diſtraction of the 
Kingdom, depending (for afliſtance and remedy) rather upon quick reſolutions, 
than long diſcourſes ; which, if way be given thereto, may be continued upon 
ſo many anſwers by men of ſo divers fancies, affections, and intereſts, till all 
aſſiſtance that can be derived to the King, and advantage to the Kingdom, by 
our agreement, will come too late for either. And theſe anſwers in all points, 
but that of Religion, were much enlarged beyond what could be expected, 
not only to ſweeten his Majeſtie's neceſſitated caution in that, but as a teſti- 
mony of his inclination to ſatisfy them in that alſo, when his affaires ſhould 
be in a condition not to receive apparent and high prejudice by it; which by 
ſome of themſelves (who I believe too wile to have done it without watrant) 
was propoſed as a reaſonable and perſwaſive evidence. 5 
It is very true, that ſeaſonable and powerful aſſiſtance ſent to the King may 
take off, or recompence, the prejudice or danger the qualification of the penal 
laws may bring upon him; and might in patt juſtify, at leaſt extenuate my 
fault, if I ſhould in ſuch caſe ſomewhat exceed my Commiſſion; but it is ex- 
peed his Majeſtic ſhould really and immediately poſſeſs them of their deſires; 
and that for the matter of aſſiſtance (which is the only juſtifiable inducement 
for me to undertake any thing in that dangerous point) I muſt reſt ſatisfied fot 
his Majeſtic with general complemental expreſſions, ſuch as the Parliament at 
Weſtminſter at this time afford him; which certainly were not equal, or a 
bargain I could make (knowing ſo much of my Maſter's pleaſure and condi- 
tion) without a very foul breach of truſt. | | 05 
There are now aſſembled ſuch as very well underſtand the power and wealth 
of their ſeveral Countries and Corporations ; how they are furniſhed with all 
things neceflary for War; which when they have computed, methinks they 
might ſay, what money, men, armes, and ammunition they would help the 
King with, and by what time, for his ſervice, either into England or Scotland, 
over and above what is neceſſary for the reduction of ſuch as ſhall oppoſe Peace 
here; that tending to their own preſervation and quiet, | as well as to the vin- 
dication of his Majeſtie's authority. And in caſe this be made viſibly certain, 
more may be undertaken in that particular of qualification, than can otherwiſe 
be ſo much as thought of. For without ſuch aſſurance, it is plain the Peace 
would be more outward and in ſhew, than of any advantage to the King's fer- 
vice: as it may be in the other caſe, as is apprehended by your Lordſhip it 
would be. | 


For the Churches, 1 conceive, they will not upon ſo inconſiderable a dif- 


ference as a few weeks or months, lay any rub in the way to a Peace; nor 


ſhould they eſteem tenderneſs of conſcience fo peculiar to themſelves, as not 
to think there are ſome feelings of the ſame kind in others. 

Io eaſe your Lordſhip of the trouble of long diſcourſe, they may not expect 
that the King will retract that Article; though if they can find ſuch an anſwer as 
will leave the Churches as they were before the War, and pleaſe themſelves too, 
it is all that I conceive is expected in that point. For their objection, that the 
conſenting to this Article will keep from them, and by conſequence from the 
King, when the Peace is concluded, the advantage of ſupplies from abroad, I 

conceive the knowledge that it will be conſented to, when they are ſecured 
of what ſhall be given them by Act of Parliament (which cannot be concealed) 
will have the ſame effect; and beſides, I doubt the prejudice and diſhonour of 


ſuch a retraction to his Majeſtic, is more certain and conſiderable than the 
hopes of thoſe ſupplies.

| HEN I had newly written my letter of yeſterday's date, my man Pejſy 
arrived, and brought with him ſo much cypher, that I ſpent almoſt all 
yeſterday in finding out myſteries. I ſtayed my other letter in hope that 
I might have guided your Lordſhip for the better effecting of that great and 
good work you are about; but my letters finding the King in motion with his 
Army, with few Counſellors, but thoſe for war, about him, I find in effect 
his pleaſure formerly ſignified, only renewed by theſe later commands ; nor 
could my meſſenger poſlibly have gotten back to me in any reaſonable time or 
ſecurity, if he had further attended his Majeſtie ; ſo that for the preſervation of 
the Kingdom for his Majeſtic, and the intereſt of all honeſt men in it for them- 
ſelves, we muſt make the beſt we can of what we have; to which end I muſt 
earneſtly deſire your Lordſhip to continue there till ſome reſolution be taken, as 
I muſt acknowledge without repenting it, that my humble advice was for your 
going thither. | 

All my anſwers and further conceſſions were readily approved of by his Ma- 
jeſtie, ſaving that it is conceived I have been ſomething liberal in giving away 
ſo much of his Majeſtie's rents, which yet he is content to paſs over, rather 
than there ſhould be a breach, in confidence that it will be made good to him 
in ſeaſonable and conſiderable ſupplics of warlike proviſions.

| HOUGH I am here engaged in a very dangerous and difficult imploy- 
ment, being liable to the cenſure and hard opinion of all ſides; yet in 


obedience to your Lordſhip's commands, I ſhall not depart from hence untill 


the ſucceſs of this great affair be brought to the uttermoſt trial; and the per- 
plexed condition it now remains in, I ſhall humbly offer to your Lordſhip's 
conſideration. | | 
My Lord, it proves to be the ſettled poſitive reſolution, not only of the 
whole Aſſembly, but of all others that do attend the ſucceſs of this Treaty, 
whatſocver their danger or condition ſhall be, that it is abſolutely againſt their 
conſcience to declare by any article, or ſign to any thing for the delivering of 
the body of the Churches in their poſſeſſion to the Proteſtant Clergy ; and do 
apprehend it a very hard preſſure upon their conſciences to be put upon that 
ſtrain, when the laws of the Kingdom and the power and command inveſted 
in your Lordſhip upon concluding of a Peace doth ſufficiently provide for the 
performance of his Majeſtie's pleaſure in that particular; and (as far as I can 
obſerve) it is the intention of the greater and the moſt powerful of them, and 
thoſe that would reſt ſatisfied with the repeal of the penalties, to obſerve that 
ſaying of St. Ambroſe, I may not deliver up my Churches ; but if they be taken, 
T ought not to reſiſt.

"HOUGH I hope you are now upon your way hither, yet I conceive the 
incloſed advertiſement from a very ſure hand is neceſſary to be with all

HE unfortunate loſs of a moſt hopeful battle on the 14th of this month 
near Harborough, hath relapſed his Majeſtie's affaires into a doubtful con- 
dition, that were before in all parts, in ſo proſperous a one, as there wanted 


nothing but a moderate ſucceſs of that day to have put an end unto the cala- 
mities of this Kingdom, which it ſeems God hath determined to puniſh further 


for its ſins. 


This bearcr, Colonel Fitg- Milliams, will relate unto your Excellence all the 


particulars, having been a very eminent actor perſonally that day. The miſ- 
fortune truly was very great ; yet not ſuch but allows us very good hopes of a 
ſpeedy reſtitution ro that good ſtate wherein we were before it; eſpecially if 
from that Kingdom your Excellence can ſend us any timely ſupplics of foote, 
which is the only thing we want, our horſe having ſuſtained little loſs. His 
Majeſtie's preſent buſineſs is to refreſh and recruit here in Wales about Here- 
ford, and there to expect ſupplies from you, whilſt General Goring purſues his 
advantages in the Weſt, and prepares to draw eaſtward that gallant Army which 


he hath under his command, being effective 6000 horſe and 8000 foote ; ſo 


that if by the time he ſhall be ready to march, the King may by your help 
be put in a condition to take the field again with a conſiderable body of foote 
on this ſide, the conſequences of this diſaſter will have no geat extent. We 
have already a good ground-work here, General Gerard having effective 3000

Leiceſter 1000 of his old foote got off from the battle, and his horſe joined 
with General Gerard's are effective 4000. We all take it for granted here that 
the Peace of Ireland is concluded; if fo, I hope the Triſh may be induced to 
ſend a good ſupply, at leaſt it is conceived that your Excellence may ſpare the 
greateſt part of your old foote from thence. And truly the King's neceſſity of 
them is ſo preſſing, that you muſt be content, rather to hazard much there by 
their abſence, than to hazard all here by the want of them. 

Your Excellence is deſired likewiſe to furniſh them with what armes and am- 
munition you can, and to haſten away hither expreſs upon expreſs with the 
certainty, what and when we may expect; but principally to what port you 
will have us direct ſuch ſhips as we can get here for their tranſportation ; of 
which we hope to ſend ſome good proportion, not doubting but your Excel- 
lence will alſo on that ſide procure what ſhips you may. As for ſuch ſhips as 
are already victualled and in readineſs, they ſhall be directed to Carling ford, 
according to former advices from your Excellence ; although I believe upon the 
concluſion of the Peace, ſome more ſouthern port may be properer : But con- 
cerning this, 1 ſhall expect a ſpeedy return from your Excellence. 

This bearer, Colonel Fitg-Milliams, having ſerved with much honour and 
eſtimation in France, hath quitted his employment there, out of a deſire to 
ſerve his Majeſty, and confidence that he ſhould be able to do it very conſi- 
derably by levies in Ireland, and comes eſpecially recommended from the Queen, 
He pretends to an eminent command under your Excellence, in cafe he be 
able to do thoſe great ſervices, which he promiſes himſelf he ſhall ; and his 
Majeſty thinks him very worthy of a noble charge; but for the particular, he 
leaves it to your Excellence's judgment of the perſon and his power. He is 
likewiſc a ſuitor to the King in the behalf of his father, that he may be ad- 
mitted to be a Privy Councellor of that Kingdom, when any Roman Catho- 
licks ſhall be. His Majeſty having no knowledge of his Father, and being re- 
ſolved to do nothing of that kind but -by your advice, doth recommend the 
matter unto your conſideration, but yet with ſtrong inclinations to oblige the 
ſaid Colonel Fitz Williams therein, in caſe your Excellence ſhall not find cauſe 
to the contrary.

He is a perſon who, over and above his Majeſtic's good opinion of him 
in point of faithfullneſs and induſtry in his ſervice, is thought moſt particularly 
capable of doing ſervice on this occaſion, both by knowledge and intereſt with 
the Jriſh, and as being one moſt faithfully and intirely yours, for which part 
I dare be anſwerable. Whereforc I ſhall need add no more upon this ſubje&t 
than to refer your Excellence unto him, who goes perfectly inſtructed in all our 
affaires here. | | | | 
I am commanded by his Majeſtic to write unto your Excellence concerning 
two particulars, the one the Vice-Treaſurerſhip of Ireland; for the which you 
have been pleaſed to move his Majcſtic in the Earl of Ro/common's behalf, of 
whoſe merit, and his Father's before him in his Majcſtic's ſervice, his Majeſtic 
is ſo ſenſible, that there is not any man there, upon whom his Majeſtic would 
more willingly place any fitting marks of his favour; and he wiſhes for his 
fake that he were uningaged in that particular. But ſo it is that he hath long 
ſince aſſured it at the Queen's deſire to a very worthy, able, and mcriting perſon, 
Mr. Spencer, in whoſc behalf he hath formerly wrote unto your Excellence: 
And his Majeſtie would be very loth to fruſtrate his favour already engaged, 
| and to break his promiſe with the Queen; the perſon recommended by her 
being ſo fit and ſo deſerving as the ſaid Mr. Spencer is. Thus much I am 
commanded to ſay unto you by his Majeſtic, and I may not omit to add thus 
much of my own opinion, that, as the caſe ſtands, 1 do not ſee how the en- 
gagement can well be diſpenſed with, unleſs your Excellence could procure it 
by an addreſs to the Queen upon the procurement of ſomewhat elſe equiva-

lent to accommodate Mr. Spencer withall. As for any jealouſy which tm; 
ariſe to Mr. Spencer's prejudice, for his relation to my Lord of Leiceſter , 
can afſure your Excellence, that ſcarce any man is at greater diſtance with that 
Lord than the ſaid Mr. Spencer, ever ſince his Nephew the Earl of Sunderlang's 
death. 

The other thing that I am commanded by his Majeſtie to deſire your Ex- 
cellence, is, to preſerve your ſelf uningaged for the Maſterſhip of the Wards 
his Majeſtic having deſigned it unto an ancient ſervant of his, who hath ſuf. 
fered in a high meaſure for his ſervice, Sir William Killegrew, a perſon of

T hath pleaſed God by many ſucceſsleſs misfortunes to reduce my affaires of 
late from a very proſperous condition to ſo low an ebb, as to be a perfect 
trial of all men's integrities to me, and you being a perſon, whom I conſider 
as moſt entirely and generouſly reſolved to ſtand and fall with your King, I do 

principally rely upon you for your utmoſt aſſiſtance in my preſent hazards, 
I have commanded Dzgby to acquaint you at large with all particulars of my 
condition, what I have to hope, truſt to, or fear; wherein you will find, that 
if my expectation of relief out of Ireland, be not in ſome good meaſure and 
ſpeedily anſwered, I am likely to be reduced to great extremities. I hope ſome 
of thoſe expreſſes, J ſent you ſince my misfortune by the battle of Naſeby, are 
come to you, and am therefore confident, that you are in a good forwardneſs 
for the ſending over to me a conſiderable ſupply of men, and artillery and am- 
munition. All that I have to add, is, that the neceſſity of your ſpeedy per- 
forming them, is made much more preſſing by new diſorders ; ſo that I abſo- 
lutely command you (what hazard ſoever that Kingdom may run by it) perſo- 
nally to bring me all the forces of what ſort ſoever you can draw from thence, 
and leave the Government there (during your abſence) in the fitteſt hands that 
you ſhall judge to diſcharge it. For I may not want you here to command 
thoſe forces which will be brought from thence, and ſuch as from hence ſhall 
be joined to them. But you muſt not underſtand this as a permiſſion for you 
to grant the Iriſh (in caſe they will not otherwiſe have a Peace) any thing 
more in matter of Religion, than what I have allowed you already, except 
only in ſome convenient pariſh where the much greater number are Papiſts, I 
give you power to permit them to have ſome places, which they may uſe as 
Chappels for their devotion, if there be no other expedient for obtaining a 
Peace. But I will rather chuſe to ſuffer all extremity than ever to abandon my 
Religion, and particularly, either to Engliſh or Iriſh Rebels; to which effect, 
I have commanded Dig to write to their Agents that were imployed hither, 
giving 
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giving you power to cauſe, deliver, or ſuppreſs, the latter as you ſhall judge 
beſt for my ſervice. To conclude, if the Jriſb ſhall ſo unworthily take advan- 
tage of my weak condition as to preſs me to that, which I cannot grant with 
a ſafe conſcience, and without it to reje& a Peace, I command you, if you 
can, to procure a further Ceſſation ; if not, to make what diviſions you can 
among them, and rather leave it tothe chance of War between them and thoſe 
forces, which you cannot draw to my aſliſtance, than to give my conſent to 
any ſuch allowance of Popery, as muſt evidently bring deſtruction to that pro- 
feſſion, which by the grace of God I ſhall ever maintain through all extremities. 
I know, Ormonde, that I impoſe a very hard task upon you; but if God proſper 
me, you ſhall be a happy and glorious ſubject; if otherwiſe, you will periſh

T Make no doubt but e're this the ſad revolution of his Majeſtie's affaires is in 
ſome meaſure come to your knowledge by Daniel O Neile, or by ſome 
other of the expreſſes that have been ſent unto you; but over and above what 
they can have informed you, his Majeſtic thinks it neceſſary, that I acquaint your 
Excellence with the whole ſeries of our misfortunes, and not to diſguiſe unto 
you the ſadneſs of our condition, or to repreſent hopes greater than they are; 
ſince he is moſt ſure, that no difference of fortune can cauſe any change in your 
zeal and induſtry for his ſervice. | | 
After the unfortunate battle of Naſeby, whilſt the Rebels Army engaged be- 
fore Leiceſter, we hoped that General Goring might have leiſure to redeem that 
loſs by a ſucceſs in the Weſt, having all their forces of thoſe parts ſo incloſed 
in Taunton, as that probably they could not eſcape him: When as ſhamefully, 
as unexpectedly, Leiceſter being delivered up without reſiſtance, Fairfax was 
let looſe with his Army into the Weſt to reſcue thoſe of Taunton. Notwith- 
ſtanding the King being here in Y/ales, found fo great a forwardneſs in theſe 
Countries to repair his loſſes by new levies, that in leſs than ten dayes time 
we had paſt over Severne 3000 foote, and had 2000 more almoſt ready, when 
unfortunazely ſome of General Goring's horſe being ſurprized, and ſome of 
his foote quitting a paſs, gave Fairfax an opportunity to break in upon them, 
and ſo to diſorder his whole Army, as that he could never rally any part of it, 
till he got into Bridge-Water ; and though his loſs were not of above 500 horſe 
and foote in all; yet the diſorder ſtruck ſuch a terror into the reſt, as, till his 
men gained new heart, he judged it neceſſary to retreat further into Devon- 
ſhire. Whereupon Fairfax ſitting down before Bridge-Water, gave us hopes 
that that place, being one of the ſtrongeſt and beſt provided we had, might ſo 
entertain and weaken his Army, as to give us time and meanes to make head 
again, the Prince of Wales being very hopeful of drawing a ſtrong body of 
men out of Cornwall to join with Goring. But the ſuddain and baſe delivery 
up of that place, ſoon weakened thoſe hopes, and ſtruck ſuch a terror not only 
into the Weſt, but even into theſe parts, that it has almoſt ſtaggered them in 
thoſe reſolutions which were moſt heartily and unanimouſly taken of riſing 
againſt the Scots, (but God be thanked, they do begin now to take ſome heart 
again.) | 5 
Things going thus unhappily in the Weſt, and the affections and courages 
in the people here being ſo uncertain, and his Majeſtie being promiſed by and 
from the ſobereſt men in and of the North, a great Army preſently, in 0 
e 
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he could ſcnd thither a conſiderable body of horſe at this time before Pomfreti 
were loſt, it was thought moſt counſellable, for his Majeſtie to have gone him- 
ſelf into the North, with his body of horſe conſiſting ſtill of 2000, beſides thoſe 
belonging to Sir Marmaduke Langdale; whereunto we were the more incou. 
raged by the certainty of my Lord Marqueſs of Montroſs's great victory on 
the 2d of this month in Scotland, who, if he had horſe with him, were in a 
manner abſolute maſter of that Kingdom ; the Rebels having not in the field 
the leaſt body of men there. Bur in the very nick, when the practice of this 
deſign was contriving, comes the unhappy news of the loſs of Pomfrett, which 
fruſtrates in a manner all thoſe hopes; ſo that now we have no choice left us 
(in caſe this Country ſhall fail us in that general inſurrection againſt the Scots 
propoſed unto them) but either for the King to pals over in a light frigat into 
Cornwall, (ending his horſe into the North, and perhaps into Scotland, or elſe 
to retire into the faſtneſſes of North. Males, there to expect forces out of 1re- 
land, or ſome further wonders from the Marqueſs of Montroſs in Scotland; 
or laſtly to ſee if we can keep his perſon ſafe upon a defenſive in North. 
Wales, till either we get another winter over our heads, which may produce 
new revolutions againſt the ſpring, or that it pleaſe God to bleſs the Prince of 
Wales with the Corniſh forces, and General Goring's Army, with ſome happy 
ſucceſs by the Rebels attempting raſhly upon them in thoſe parts, where they 
mean to make their defence. | | 

This is the undiſguiſed truth of that low condition whereunto it hath pleaſed 
God to bring us, by our own precipitation; but God can as caſily reſtore us, 
having wrought as great miracles in this cauſe already, which I am confident he 
will not deſert. | 

One benefit we receive by the Scots engaging at this time before Hereford, 
that it gives us leiſure to pauſe and conſult with our friends in the Weſt by an 
expreſs ſent thither, what courſe of all theſe uncomfortable ones may be the 
beſt: As yet nothing is reſolved on, but whatſoever his Majeſtie ſhall determine, 
your Excellence may clearly diſcover that the foundation of our greateſt hopes 
is in you, whoſe integrity, prudence, and generoſity makes me believe, that 
God hath deſigned you to be the moſt happy inſtrument of reſtoring his Ma- 
jeſty, which next the publick bleſſing would be, in relation to my own affec- 
tions, the higheſt happineſs in this world unto | |

My Lords and Gentlemen, 


Is Majeſtic having long expected a concluſion of a happy Peace within 
that Kingdom, and his affaires having highly ſuffered by the failure of 
his expectations from thence, cannot chooſe but Wonder what the cauſe of it 
is, calling to mind thoſe fair profeſſions and promiſes, which you made unto 
him when you were imployed here as Agents, and knowing well what power 


and inſtructions he hath long ſince given my Lord Lieutenant to comply wm 
, | | 
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you for your ſatisfaction, as far forth as with any reaſon or honour, his Majeſtic 
could in civil things, or as with prudence or conſcience in matters of Religion; 
and in this latter, as to the utmoſt of what for any worldly conſideration he 
will ever be induced unto; ſo did he conceive it nothing leſs, than what you 
declared unto him, you were perſwaded the Catholicks would be ſatisfied with: 
all; nay, ought not in their own Intereſts to ſeek more in the preſent condi. 
tion his Majeſtic was in, leſt any further conceſſions might, by contirming 
former ſcandals caſt upon his Majeſtie in matters of Religion, ſo alicnate the 
hearts of his faithful and loyal adherents, as to make them abandon him; 
which, as it would draw inevitable ruin upon him, ſo were you rightly appre— 


henſive, that when the Rebels ſhould by that means have prevailed here; it 


muſt ſoon after bring a certain deſtruction upon yourſelves. 

What your change of principles, or reſolutions are, his Majeſtic knows not ; 
but he finds by the not concluding of a Peace there, that your party (it ſeeins) 
is not ſatisfied with the utmoſt that his Majeſtic can grant in matters of Reli— 
gion; that is, the taking away of the penal laws againſt Roman Catholicks with- 


in that Kingdom: And his Majeſtie hears, that you inſiſt upon the demands of 


Churches for the publick exerciſe of your Religion; which is the occaſion that 


his Majeſty hath commanded me to write thus frankly unto you, and to tell 


you, that he cannot believe it poſſible that rational and prudent men had there 
been no profeſſions made to the contrary) can inſiſt upon that which muſt needs 


be ſo deſtructive to his Majeſtie at the preſent, and to themſelves in the con- 


ſequences of his ruine, that is, inevitably to be made a prey to the Rebels ot 
theſe Kingdoms, or to a foreign Nation. | 


Wherefore, my Lords and Gentlemen, to diſabuſe you, I am commanded 


by his Majeſtic to declare unto you, that were the condition of his affaires 


much more deſperatc than it is, he would never redeem them by any conceſ- 
ſion of ſo much wrong both to his honour and conſcience. It is for the defence 


of his Religion principally, that he hath undergone the extremities of War 
here; and he will never redeem his Crown by {ſacrificing it there. So that to 
deal clearly with you, as you may be happy yourſelves, and be happy Iuſtru- 
ments of his Majeſtie's reſtoring, if you will be contented with reaſon, and give 
him that ſpeedy aſſiſtance which you well may; ſo if nothing will content 
you, but what muſt wound his honour and conſcience, you muſt expect that 
how low ſoever his condition is, and how deteſtable ſocver the Rebels of this 
Kingdom are to him, he will in that point join with them, the Scots, or with 
any of the Proteſtant profeſſion, rather than do the leaſt act that may hazard 
that Religion; in which, and for which he will live and dic. Having faid 
thus much by his Majeſtie's command, I have no more to add; but that 1 ſhall 
think my ſelf very happy, if this take any ſuch effect, as may tend to the Peace 
of that Kingdom, and make me ;

E PH E W, this is occaſioned by a letter of yours, that the Duke of Rich. 
mond ſhewed me yeſternight. And firſt, J aſſure you, I have been (and 

ever will be) very careful to advertiſe you of my reſolutions, as ſoon as they 
were taken; and, if I injoined ſilence to that which was no ſecret, it was not 
my fault, for I thought it one; and Iam ſure it ought to have been ſo. Now as 


tor your opinion of my buſineſs and your counſel thereupon, if I had any other 
| | «-P quarre.. 
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quarrel but the defence of my Religion, Crown, and Friends, you had full reaſon 
for your advice; for I confels, that ſpeaking either as a mere ſoldier or ſtateſman. 1 
mult ſay there is no probability but of my ruin; yet, as a Chriſtian, I muſt tell you 

that God will not ſuffer Rebels and Traytors to prolper, nor this cauſe to be over- 
thrown. And whatſoever perſonal puniſhment it ſhall pleaſe him to inflict upon 
me, muſt not make me repine, much leſs give over this quarrel. And there is 
little queſtion, that a compoſition with them at this time is nothing elſe but a 
ſubmiſſion, which (by the grace of God) I am reſolved againſt, whatlocyer it 


coſt me; for I know my obligation to be both in conſcience and honour, nei- 


ther to abandon God's cauſe, injure my ſucceflors, nor forſake my friends. 


Indeed I cannot flatter my ſelf with expectation of good ſucceſs, more than 


this, to end my days with honour and a good conſcience, which obligeth me 
to continue my endeavours, as not deſpairing that God may yet in due time 
avenge his own cauſe; though I muſt avow to all my friends, that he that will 
ſtay with me at this time, muſt expect and reſolve, either to dic for a good 
cauſe, or (which is worſe) to live as miſerable in maintaining it, as the vio- 
lence of inſulting Rebels can make him, 

_ Having thus truly and impartially ſtated my caſe unto you, and plainly told you 
my politive reſolutions; which (by the grace of God) I will not alter, they 


being neither lightly or ſuddenly grounded, I earneſtly deſire you not in any 


wile to hcarken after Treaties, aſſuring you as low as 1 am, I will do no leſs 
than what was offered in my name at Uxbridge; confeſſing that it were as 
great a miracle, that they ſhould agree to ſo much reaſon, as that I ſhould be 
within a month in the ſame condition, that I was immediately before the battle 
at Naſeby. 

Therefore, for God's ſake, let us not flatter ourſelves with theſe conceipts: 
and believe me, the very imagination that you are deſirous of a Treaty, will 
but loſe me ſo much the ſooner; wherefore, as you love me, whatſoever you 


have already done, apply your diſcourſe hereafter according to my reſolution 
and judgment. 


As for the Iriſh, 1 aſſure you, they ſhall not cheat me; but it is poſſible, | 


they may couſin themſelves ; for be aflured, what I have refuſed to the Exgliſb, 
I will not grant to the 1r;/þ Rebels, never truſting to that kind of people (of 
what Nation ſocycr) more than I ſee by their ations. And I am a lending 


to Ormonde ſuch a diſpatch, as I am ſure, will pleaſe you and all honeſt men; 


a copy whereof by the next opportunity you ſhall have. Laſtly, be confident, 
I would not have put you nor myſelf to the trouble of this long letter, had I

attempt is not known, Briſtol and Exeter is feared; Mr. Goring's Army is 
broken, and all his men in diſorder. He hates the Council here, and 1 find 
plainly there 1s no love loſt; they fear he will ſeize on the Prince, and he, 
that they will take him. What will follow hcreupon, may be forctold with- 
out the aide of the wiſewoman on the bank. Sir Jon Colepeper was at Court 
lately to remove him, to the diſcontent of many. In ſhort the War is at an 
end in the Weſt; each one lookes for a ſhip, and nothing more. | 

Lord Digby and Mr. Goring are not friends; Prince Rupert yet goes with 
Mr. Goring, but how long that will hold, I dare not undertake, knowing both 
their conſtitutions. His Majeſty is marched northward with his Army of horſe, 
and ſome good ſtrength of dragooners. Here the report is ſtrong, that the Mar- 
queſs of Montroſs by his late ſucceſs upon Baily and his Army, hath ſo quicted 
that party in Scotland, and increaſed his own, that he is able to leave that 
Country in defence, and march into this with a conſiderable ſtrength to aſſiſt 
the King here; and upon that aſſurance the King is marched to meet him.

The Welſh have lately taken exceptions to all Engliſb Governours, and have 
procured their removeall out of all fitting commands. My Lord Aſteley ſtaies 
with them, to go out and in before them; but no otherwiſe, yet he is hope- 
full with their aſſiſtance to give the Scots a rub, before they get Hereford, be- 
tore which they now lyc; if he doe, he will ſpoil the proverb, in making a 
rubbing-bruſh of a goar's taile.

I dread that of the people more than the ſea that hath its limits and bounds 
ſct. 1 find the queſtion asked, why do the people rage ? But I do not remem- 
ber to have read any anſwer to it. All that can be ſaid for it here is, that it 
is the common errour; which will excuſe in civil intereſt, but I doubt it will 
not fall out to be a rule of ſtate. _ 

The King is gone to Newark, not knowing where he can be elſe. There 
is a Treaty on foot with the Scots, I am apt to bclicve it, becauſe Hamilton's 


Agent went to them ſome daics ſince with the King's leave; though I hope the 


leſs good effect of it from the conjuncture. Here is an expectation that the 
Marqueſs of Ormonde is to be called over to head the King's Army. Prince 
Rupert and Prince Maurice are left behind, which certainly lookes like a ſet- 
ting down untill the next year. No man is diſpleaſed with it, but he that is 
the loſer. The truth is, all is loſt for want of Government. The great Officers

which, I think, was acknowledged before your Lordſhip by thoſe that treated 
here. But beſides this, (which by evident conſequence out of the pretended 
copy, and which by other letters from his Majeſty is declaredly and apparently 
his conſtruction of himſelf,) the objected letter rquires me, both to make the 
beſt bargain I could, and not to diſcover my enlargement of power till I nceds 
muſt ; which injunction alone clcars me from all that would be inferred to my 
prejudice by this diſcovery, eſpecially if to all this be added the very laſt clauſe 
but one, which is a poſitive condition, whereupon all the reſt of the letter is 
grounded. And if that letter perſwade ſuch a belief in the People there, as 
to cauſe them to inſiſt upon what his Majeſtie will not give, (and ſo diſappoint 
the King of the expected aid from hence) or if he ſhould, what would make 
his party in England to forſake him, (which too many in his declining fortune, 
and preſt by their own wants and dangers, are too apt to do) I am confident 
the publiſhers of it at London have gaincd their main cnd in printing it. And 
that your Lordſhip may receive ſome confirmation of what I have always told 
you in this point of Religion, I ſend you herewith the copy of a letter, toge- 
ther with the original, directed by his Majeſtic's Command from the Lord 
Digby to thoſe that attended him at Oxford ; which. your Lordſhip may com- 
municate with my Lord of Glamorgan, my Couſin Barry, and Mr. O Nettle, (it 
he be there ſtill) and afterwards deliver it or ſuppreſs it, as you ſhall judge fit- 
teſt for the good of the ſervice. 8 | 
This letter came to my hands the 18th of this month, before his Majeſty 
could have any intimation from me where the Treaty ſtuck, or that Churchcs 
were expected by the Confederate party; Sir Nicholas Byron, by whom 1 ſent 
my only diſpatch to Court ſince the 8th of May, going from hence but the laſt 


I am 
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I am not able to judge how far the ſtatutes are qualified or taken away, 
where they lay heavy upon the Roman Catholicks ; but I am ſure the printed 
book of the Treaty, drawn certainly with good deliberation, (but with what 
intention I know not) makes thoſe things provided againſt in the late concel- 
ſions to be ſo far within thoſe ſtatutes, that within a few months the law rigo- 
rouſly executed would have made them High-Treaſon. And therefore, either 
there is more granted than is now acknowledged, or that printed book, and 


the great cry that was raiſed upon thoſe ſtatutes, was needlets and malitious. 


But however it be, I have, to the beſt of my underſtanding, gone as far in the 
papers your Lordſhip had with you, (wherein the 9d. a Sunday, and tome other 
things in civil matters mentioned in the heads I received with your Lordſhip's 
are, or ſhall be included, if there remain any ambiguity in the expreſſions) as 
without breach of truſt I could; and further I know it will not be your Lord- 
ſhip's advice I ſhould fruitleſly adventure. 

I did not intend that letter of mine to my Lord of Myskery ſhould have 
been made uſe of as of a publick diſpatch, nor at all as an altcration of what 
| I had ſaid to your Lordſhip, in caſe a Peace could not be had; and herein 1 
hope your Lordſhip is ſatisfied by a letter of mine ſent in anſwer to their offer 
upon my heedleſs motion, (for ſo indeed it was) inſomuch that I kept not a 
copy of it. But hereafter J ſhall better weigh my addreſſes thither, though by 
this I impute nothing to my Brother in that matter.

Have communicated to my Lord LInchiquin] what paſſed betwixt us at 

Dublin, whom I find to be ſo much at my Lord Lieutenant's devotion, that 
it ſhall be a very great difficulty, which he will not undertake to do him ſer-— 
vice; yet he conceives that neither War or Peace can be concluded without 
bringing deſtruction upon our whole party. The former expoſing to an appa- 
rent ruin; the latter ſubmitting us to our enemies mercy. I need not enlarge 
thereon. This encloſed from himſelf will manifeſt his thoughts better than 1 
can; only thus much let me tell your Lordſhip, and from himſelf, that the 
deſign which he here purſues is not to ſtrengthen the Parliament party in Eng- 
land, (as it is ſuggeſted) he utterly diſayows it, and proteſts to God, that if he 
ſaw any likelyhood of ſecurity for the Proteſtants here by ſome foreign relief 
or otherwiſe, he would wave all dependance upon them, and imploy his beſt 
endeayours to ſerve his Majeſtic in what commands he would impoſe upon 


him. 


I preſume you hear how far the Parliament party have prevailed in England, 
and know upon what deſperate terms my Lord Lieutenant ſtands, if they prove 
victors, which is nearly accompliſhed. My Lord here doth humbly preſent his 
ſervice to his Lordſhip; and if he ſhall think him worthy to engage him in 
any command, he doubts not but he hath friends in England that have ſo much 

power with the Parliament, as ſhall effect any thing that his Lordſhip ſhall think 
rcaſonable to propound. I know not how theſe free motions may be interpreted 
by his Lordſhip ; but were he once ſatisfied that theſe extremes of good wiſhes 
flow from no other fountains but thoſe of love and honour to his Lordſhip, 
they would at lcaſt prevaile for pardon (if they would do no more.)

I Have cauſed the letter of complaint peruſed by your Lordſhip yeſterday to 
L be drawn up into heads for the more clear and caly repreſenting it to your 
Lordſhip's conſideration ; and having reflected upon them with more attention 
than formerly I did, they offer me ſome occaſion of doubt (though I do very 
much affect the perſon, and am confident of his affeQion to me) that my Lord 
Taafe hath in ſome of theſe particulars dealt ſomewhat ſeverely with me, at 
leaſt in point of friendſhip, if not in other reſpects. For though the honour 
of the action, and the well managing of it are attributes due to his Lordſhip's 
merit, yet I ſhall preſume to believe in my own behalf, that my Lord, with- 
out diſparagement to himſelf, may well allow me an ample ſhare in the ability, 
and making his Lordſhip capable of acting that ſervice, and by conſequence 
ſome intereſt in the diſtribution of his conqueſts. And indeed, my Lord, if 
it muſt be believed in this Kingdom, and ſo repreſented into England, that my 
Lord Taafe by his own power, without any derivation from me, hath reduced 
that Province to the King's obedience, I cannot bur eſteem my ſelf very un- 
fortunate, (though warranted by your Lordſhip's commands) at the expence of 
ſo much time here, and the ſeeming neglect of thoſe affaires, which may bring 
in queſtion my honour in particular, and my publick duty to the ſervice of his 
Majeſtic.

J Have received your Excellence's diſpatch by Sir Nicholas Byron, and his 

Majeſtie commands me to return you his full approbation of all your pro- 
ceedings in the Treaty of Ireland, of which his Majeſtic is very impatiently de- 
ſirous to hear the iſſue; his affaires depending ſo highly upon it, being by the 
ſtrange delivery up of Briſtol by Prince Rupert, after ſo many other misfor- 
tunes, brought to ſo low a condition, as, were it not for the Marqueſs of 
Montroſs's ſucceſſes, and the hopes of aſſiſtance out of Ireland, we ſhould al- 
moſt deſpair. His Majeſtie conceives that the reducement of Scotland to his 
obedience will have two notable effects of advantage in order to Ireland; the 
one of making the Scots there ſubmit to the Peace; the other of affording ſafe 
tranſportation of, and landing in Scotland to ſuch forces as may be had from 
Ireland, which it would be almoſt impoſſible to tranſport with any ſafety into 
England. I have 
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I have written to my Lord Marqueſs of Montroſs upon both t ; 
your Excellence will be pleaſed to correſpond 4 Hog and I e 
particulars, ſince we muſt ſet up all reſts to make a ſtrong war upon the Re. | 
bells this winter, in which their London forces will be hardly kept, for the

This incloſed relation of our condition will let you ſee the da 
ſter, which is ſomewhat more than is there cond, through .

My Lord, | 


HOUGH the diſpatch from me and the Board will at large acquaint you 
with the preparations to, and whole progreſs of, the Treaty of Peace, 
which J lately had with thoſe deputed from the Confederate party, where it 
now reſts, and of the adjournment of it to the 4th of November; yet I ſhall 
beg leave by your Lordſhip to give his Majeſty a more particular accompt why 
the Treaty could not at this time end here in a Peace, but muſt of neceſlity 
be again tranſmitted to receive a final determination one way or other by his 
Majeltic's direction; who being informed of thoſe points whereon the Jr; 
peremptorily inſiſt, what courſe (it is ſaid and probably believed) they will take 
in caſe of diſagreement, and of the preſent condition of his party here, will 
be beſt able to judge how far it may be ſafe or dangerous to the main of his 
affaires here and elſewhere to condeſcend to them. | 
My Lord, I conceive it would be very dangerous, if it be poſſible, to make 
Peace here, without or againſt the advice of the Council of this Kingdom; 
for a Peace ſo made would be called no Peace, but a countenancing of the 
Triſh by the Royal authority againſt the Exgliſp and Proteſtants, who will cer- 
tainly diſobey, if the Council diſavow the Peace. But I ſuppoſe it is not at 
all to be done without them, for whatever the agreement be, it muſt for the 
eſſential part of ir, be drawn into Acts to pals in the Parliament here; in the 
tranſmitting whercof, according to law, this Council will have their vote, and 
may then ſtop it, unleſs Poyning's Act were ſuſpended, which muſt allo paſs 
their votes. And I find by experience, that further than they ſee his Majcſtie's 
directions for it, they will not conſent to any thing of favour to the Iriſb ; 
ſome of them being negative in things reaſonable and conſented to by the King 
in England: And thereforc, it is of neceſſity, that recourſe is now had to his 
Majeſty, for directions in what he ſhall think fit to be further done in this buſi- 
neſs. I Beſides, 
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Beſides, I have long had by me the incloſed Memorial for the Iriſb Treaty, fo 
indorſed by his Majeſtie in his own hand, and brought me (as I think) by Maſter 
Burke. Your Lordſhip will find in it poſitive reſtrictions to ſome points, wherein 
it was then foreſcen, the [r;/þ would principally expect ſatisfaction; and how 
far his Majeſtic would have me underſtand that Memorial to be revoked by 
any later commands, I ſhould have deſired to know before J had concluded a 
Treaty upon any conditions beyond what is admitted in it, if it had been in 

my abſolute power effectually to do it without the Council. 

In the laſt place, I find a clauſe in his Majcltic's letter of the firſt of July, 
direting me that, in the Treaty or concluſion of a Peace or further Ceſlation, 
I ſhould have regard, as to the good principally of his Proteſtant Subjects, and 
generally of this whole Kingdom, ſo to his advantage in relation to the com- 
poſure of the diſtractions of that; which being the work of greateſt concern— 
ment to the King, leaſt underſtood by me, and whereto this Peace or Ceſlation 
muſt be ſubſervient, I ſhould not haſtily have concluded any thing here till I 
had firſt acquainted his Majeſtic with the conditions. And to this retolution 
I found it more necdful for me to hold my ſelf aſter I received vour Lord- 
ſhip's of the 13th of Auguſt, whereby I was promifed further dire ions upon 
the event of the expedition his Majeſty was then upon againſt the Earl of 
Eſſex. q 

The points principally inſiſted on by the Conſederates will appear in the 
joint diſpatch, Though I am made believe that, if they were tecured againſt 
the penalties, and freed from the incapacitics they are liable to, by reaſon of 
the penal ſtatutes, no conſiderable party of them would oppoſe Peace for any 
other of the propolitions. But without ſuch ſecurity and freedom by Act of 
Parliament, it is profeſſed by the moſt moderate of them, that they will un- 
dergo any hazard rather than ſubject themſelves to the rigor of thoſe Laws, 
which, they fear, the late foul action of ſome will be a meanes to let looſe 
upon them all indifferently. And your Lordſhip will perceive, that I have, 
with the advice of the Council, gone as far for their ſatisfaction in that point, 
as without conſenting to the repeal of thoſe ſtatutes, or the cnaQting of a 


new one to free them from the penalties and incapacities of them, I could; 


and yet no further than a declaration of the meaning of the ſtatute, as your 
Lordſhip will find by the Lord Chancellor's expoſition "of it. 

Another point that may abide much debate is, rouching the excepting of 
ſome out of the a& of oblivion, and the tryal of ſuch as ſhall be excepted by 
the laws of the land. For this I am told they may be perſwaded to except 
crimes, though not perſons; which may do the buſineſs as well. And I be- 
lieve they may be brought to wave their deſire of having them tricd in their 
new Parliament, which is at no hand to be admitted of: For though perhaps 
they may (as they profeſs they will) do ſevere juſtice upon ſuch as ſhall be ex- 
cepted; yet I conccive it is a way to puniſh not to be allowed of, as things 


ſtand; and I doubt the giving way to that proceeding would rather as and 


diſtaſte, than any thing ſatisfy, the Eugliſb and Proteſtants. 

A third point may be the ſuſpenſion of Poynine's Act, as to the bills to be 
agreed on in this Treaty. But his Majeſty being with very great reaſon poſi— 
tive in the denyal of that, I ſhall by no mcans adviſe it ſhould be given way 
unto; for it would be an ill precedent, and would give cauſe of fear to ſuch 
of the Engliſh as would not underſtand the reſtriction; and I belicve the Triſh 
would not inſiſt upon it, but for fear the other acts, which are to be agreed 
on for their ſecurity and ſettlement, thould receive a ſtop by the Council here, 
or be altered in England. 


The courſe intended by them, in caſe of a rupture with his Majeſty, may 


probably be to put themſelves under the protection of ſome forcign State: 
For I believe it is underſtood by them, that of themlelves they w. il nor be 
SK ablc 
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able to maintain a war, in caſe it ſhall pleaſe God to reſtore his Majeſty to his 
rights in England; againſt which (it may be conjectured) they labour to pre- 
pare themſelves, whilſt they entertain Agents from, and ſend Agents to, the 
French and Spaniſh Kings, and to the Pope, and keep themſelves, for ouoht 
publickly appearing, to the height of their propoſition in matter of Religion 
as that whereby they hope to gain moſt credit and aſſiſtance from abroad. © 
The main danger of this (I conceive) is not in any ſupplies of monics or 
other neceſſaries for war they can expect; but that, if any foreign Prince be 


ſo much at leiſure as to make this Kingdom his deſign, he may perhaps pre- 


vail to have ſome ſea towns and other places of ſtrength put into his hands. 
But of their working this, (if any ſuch there be) I doubt not his Majeſty has 
intelligence by his Miniſters abroad. | 

My Lord, you have obſerved unto you, in the Publick diſpatch, ſome ad- 
vantages the adverſe party had upon this Treaty, as cauſes that perhaps kept 
them ſo ſtiff to their firſt propoſitions, | | 

I ſhall add to thoſe this one, that they have been aſſured by divers, and by ſome 
of thoſe, as from the King, that his Majeſtic would not flick at the repeal of 
the penal laws. 

They have been told this firſt by Maſter Burke, and ſince by the Lord Taafe 
and Mr. William Brent, the two latter affirming that they had command from 
the King to give them that aſſurance; and generally all that come from Court 
athirm, that it was not only his Majeſtic's tenſe, but held reaſonable by moſt 
of his ſervants of that ſide, whether of the Army or others. Inſomuch that I 
was forced to deny the having any ſuch inſtructions, and that in ſuch a man- 


ner, as might let them conjeQure J had direction to the contrary. If I had 
not done this, the Treaty would immediately have been broken, and the great- 


eſt part of our ſubſiſtence (which is from their quarters by trathck and conni- 


vance at the ſhifts I make) would have been taken from us; which might 


have produced fo great and ſudden inconvenience, as would have denied me 
the ſhort time now left me moſt humbly to beg and receive his Majeſtic's 
commands, | 1 4 „ | | 
I ſhould now apply my ſelf to give his Majeſtic an account of our condition 
here: But when 1 call to mind my letter of the 9th of 7uly, and conſider the 
diſpatch now ſent, 1 find there remains little for me to lay upon that ſubject. 
| Elpecially now, that Sir Henry Tichbourn and Sir James Ware, who are fo 


well affected to the King's ſervice, and fo well acquainted with the ſtate of this 


Kingdom, are ſent to give his Majeſtic a true accompt of the one, and to 
bring us ſuch directions for the other, as may, if not preſerve, yet in the worlt 
of our ſufferings ſatisfy and acquit us, as having with diligence tought, and with 
all duty and faithfulneſs obeyed, his Royal Commands. 

. Hitherto I have given your Lordſhip a true relation of the poſture we are in, 
and of the profeſſed reſolution of the confederate party, as I underſtand them 
by themſelves and by others, who, though they be not of their party, nor I 
am perſwaded ever will be againſt the King; yet being ot their Religion, 
they may perhaps be content to ſhare with them in the benefits that upon this 
Treaty may be obtained for Papiſts in general: And therefore 1 deſire, that 
what I write touching their unanimous ſtanding upon the repeal of the penal 
ſtatutes, may be underſtood as their declared ſenſe, and not as a thing that I 
am fully aſſured will be univerſally inſiſted on. 

I ſhall conclude with this humble advice, that, what reſolution ſocvcr ſhall 
be taken, it may be kept as private as poſſible may be, eſpecially from any 
that may give the Iriſh intimation of it: For it may be of great advantage to 
his Majeſtie, that his Miniſters have the firſt notice of it.

credit, as can be given by any man to another. But there was no great need 


of the narrative part; for, ſave a few of thoſe conſequences that followed his 
Majeſtie's late main misfortunes, we were fully and (I believe) more truly in- 
formed in the condition of things there, than you have been, cither of per- 


| ſons or paſſages here. The Gentleman [the M. of Ormonde] you mention, and 


of whole welfare (it is not doubted, either by him or me, but) you are 
abundantly careful and ſollicitous, remembers himſelf very affectionately to 
you. I find him till where he was, that is, reſolved with what danger ſocver, 
and to the beſt of his knowledge, to diſcharge the truſt repoſed in him; and I 
have heard him lately ſay, that in the oaths he hath taken, which are the ſame 
taken by others, (who perhaps are of a differing opinion) he ſinds not his faith 
and allegiance tied to the King's fortune, but to his perſon and authority. 
Yet I have heard him alſo ſay, that even in this way, he hath preſerved more 
footing for the intereſt of England, and been the occaſion of ſubſiſtence at 
leaſt, to as many Proteſtants, as any that hath moſt bragged thereof, or pretend- 
ed thereunto. Withall, I am ſure no man whatſoever wiſhes the Peace of 
England more heartily than he, though it were ſuch a one as would promite 
no ſafety to him, and though (it is conceived) he had more particular cauſe * 
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be unſatisfied in the printed declaration touching Holland ſhips, than it may 
be was neceſſary to the buſineſs then in agitation; but that ſticks not, cithc: 
with, or upon him, i | | | 

Sir, to be ſhort, my opinion of him is, that he will rather chuſe to ſuffer 
by being deſerted by, than to preſerve himſelf, by deſerting of, the King; yet 
he is more a friend to himſelf and his, than to refuſe any way that may land 
with honour; and I doubt not he knows how to value ſuch an act of fricnd- 
ſhip, as the propoſing to him, or adviſing of him to any ſuch way. 

To conclude, be confident, that with my good will, your letters, 
of them, nor your advices to me, or your mentioned friends, ſhall do you pre- 


judice; but are, and ſhall be, received and made uſe of, with all poſlible care 
of, and acknowledgments to, you; and ſo I reſt

My Lord, 


Have met moſt of the Officers of the old Britiſh in Clandeboys, and find 

in all an carneſt deſire, that this War were carried on with your allowance 
and concurrence; whereof, when I gave them hopes, as froni the mouth of a 
confident of yours (if fit cautions were provided reciprocally for avoiding fu- 
ture jealouſies) they were overjoyed, and approved well the cautions I ſhewed 
them. But upon further debate how means might be had, there appeared none 
but from the Parliament; hereupon, we found a neceſlity to try how far the 
Parliament Agents here would approve of this. For this effect, my Lord 
Montgomery came with me to them: There J made choice to ſound Sir 
Robert King firſt, as being my old acquaintance, and (as I hoped) a faithful 
ſervant to you. 1 found him indeed make large profeſſions of regard, and this 
gave me the confidence to unfold my ſelf ; yet not until! faith interpoſed; nor 
did I ſpeak, but as from my ſelf. I cannot now deſcend to the particular diſ- 
putes that paſt ; but this was the reſult. I found the deſign of Sir Robert King 
and complices bent wholly to make a party here for the Parliament, and there- 
fore altogether unwilling to condeſcend to the ſecond Article; nor do I believe 
they can do any thing without the Parliament. However, they arc very de- 
ſirous to entertain the motion, and ſee what may further be effected; but un- 
till the Scots. Committee, whom they daily expect, come to them, they can 
do nothing poſitively ; and when they come, they reſolve to defire me to take 
the pains to attend you, and ſo we parted. After that the Lord Montgomery 
came with me to Monroe, whom we found fully affected that way, and wiſh- 
ed he had known my defire two months ſooner, but now he is caſt in the 
ſtayes, for want of means to carry on without the Parliament's help and allow- 
ance ; but he will conſider of it. | 

I am now this morning going on for Derry, where I hope of a kind welcome; 
for I doubt not, but that Sir William Steward,. Sir Robert Steward. and Colo- 
nel Mervyn will readily comply; but it is a great diladvantage that Derry is 
not as it was in Colonel Mervyn. This is all I can fay in the preſent, you 
ſhall ſhortly have a better and fuller account. In the mean time, ! beſeech 
be careful of my dear friend, Dublin and Drogheda, for beſore I came to 
theſe parts, there was a ſtrong endeavour by Sir Robert King and his comrades 
to have ſurpriſed them with profeſſion, that that ſervice would be more ac- 
ceptable than the taking of Kilkenny ; but I believe, that was wiſely — 
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by the Lord Montgomery and others; yet it is not fit to be ſecure. I am now 
ſtraightned for time, and can ſay no more, but that I am |

IGHT truſty and entirely beloved Couſin and Counſellor, we greet you 
well. It hath been no ſmall prejudice to our ſervice, that (through the 
occaſion af the unhappy diſtractions of theſe times) we have not ſince Sir Ni- 
 cholas Byron's arrival received any advertiſement at all from you of the ſtate 
of our affaires on that ſide, whereby we might the better know how to forme 
our reſolutions, and govern our proceedings here, which now depend much 
upon what you have done, or are like to do there. Wherefore we held it 
neceſſary to haſten this expreſs to you, requiring you with all ſpeed as well to 
give us particular knowledge, what we may with certainty rely upon · for our 
aſſiſtance in Ireland, as to let you underſtand, that unleſs we may receive from 
thence an ayde of at leaſt 10000 horſe and foote well armed to be landed in 
ſome part of England by or before the firſt of March next, a Peace with our 
Roman Catholick ſubjects there, will not be of ſo much advantage to us, as a 
continued Ceſſation. This being our condition here in relation to Ireland. 
our expreſs command is, that you ſeriouſly endeavour either the preſent con- 
cluſion of a Peace there according to your former inſtruftions ; with a poſitive 
and certain aſſurance of the aforeſaid aſliſtance by the time prefixed, (for which 
wie expect, that you be as well ſatisfied. of their abilities and meanes to per- 
form what ſhall be by them on that behalf undertaken, as of their engage- 
ment and obligation to do it) or if in your judgment and knowledge of their con- 
dition and affections, you find our ſaid ſubjects either unwilling or not able to ſend 
us ſuch a conſiderable aſſiſtance by that time, we will that you immediately 
advertiſe us thereof, and in the mean time forbear to conclude a Peace, or to 
break off the Treaty or Ceſſation, untill having advertiſed us, particularly, what 
aſſiſtance may be expected from thence, and what conditions they deſire from 
us, you ſhall receive our further pleaſure and directions therein. In this we 
expect that you expedite to us an exact and particular accompt of your pro- 
ceedings with all poſſible diligence ; for which theſe our letters ſhall be your 
warrant. |

TP ON the ſhort diſcourſe J had yeſterday with Mr. Walſb, who then gave 

me both your letters of the 11th of this month, I find that he is fully 
inſtructed in all the points treated of for the concluſion of a Peace. But I 
doubt he comes not prepared to give my Lord Dzgby ſatisfaction, in the wayes 
and cettainty of ſending the King ſo ſeaſonable and conſiderable ſupplyes as the 
condition of his affaires do in preſent require: which to underſtand and pro- 
mote was the ſole end of his Lordſhip's coming hither; whatever other con- 
jectures are or have been made of it. And to the end, he may with more 
clearneſs and aſſurance give his Majeſtie an accompt of thoſe aydes ſo long ex- 
pected and depended on, his Lordſhip hath now written to thoſe that attend- 
ed his Majeſty at Oxon, and that have ſince treated with me here, with all 
ſpecd to take a journey hither; which I conceive will likewiſe conduce much 
to a clear underſtanding of all parties in the whole frame of the buſineſs now 
in hand. And if this be held fit, I am of opinion, a fitter choice cannot be 
made than of Mr. P/unckett and Mr. Browne. My Lord, I have ſometimes 
told you, that as the ſupplics of his Majeſtie could not but be underſtood an 
inducement to the gracious car and anſwers, that by him, and for him, have 
been given to your propoſitions; ſo there could be nothing more eſſentially 
neceſſary for ſecuring unto you thoſe things, that by his goodnels, and in ex- 
pectation of a ſolid ſupport, you have or ſhall receive from him, than that the 
luccours be now made viſible, and hereafter vigorous. So that I hope, theſe 
two Gentlemen, who have had ſo continued a part in the tranſaction of 
this buſineſs in England, and in the management of your affaircs here, will 
necd little or no time to be inſtructed there for giving of full ſatisfaction in 
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this main point here; which being done, I cannot (by what I have yet heard 
from Mr. Walſb) conceive, where there can be any obſtacle in the way to a 


Peace, and to all the bleſſings of honour and advantage, that it will bring to 
this Nation. 


When I have ſaid this, I ſhall not need to beſeech your Lordſhip not to 
think of ſtirring from Kz/kenny, till you ſee a ſettlement of this affair one way 


or other, whatever your preſent or private ſufferings may be by your abſence 
from home.

Y firſt, if it be come ſafe, did diſcover the good approbation which my 
propoſitions did generally receive from all the chict of both Armics; 


but withall, their great fears of an impoſſibility to proceed accordingly, unlets 


the Parliament Committee (and the Parliament by them} could be perſwaded 
likewiſe to approve. It did alſo ſhew how avcrie 1 did find the Committee, 
notwithſtanding all arguments could be uſed of advantage, and how 1 did in- 


truſt Major Royden (in regard of his nearnels in place and affection} to me- 


diate yet further with them, and to certify you of his ſucceſs. My ſecond 
ſince that, did inform a reſolution of meeting intended e're this of the chief 
Officers of Ulſter at one place, where I was hopeful of a good concluſion. 
But that meeting is retarded hitherto, by what meanes J cannot aſcertain ; but 
1 have reaſon to ſuſpect, that it is by the practice of a malicious inſtrument 


come lately from Dublin, who doth in all things comply with the Committee, 


and laboureth violently likewiſe with the Officers of both Armies, eſpecially 
Monroe, the Lord of Ardres and Sir James Montgomery, to croſs my deſires. 
This much 1 underſtand by Colonel George Monroe, who telleth me withall, 


the chief arguments he uſeth are drawn from ſtrong affirmation of his own 


knowledge of your innate malice againſt the Scots in general. This, how 
falſe ſoever, coming from ſuch a man, cannot but take ſome impreſſions, and 
be a great let to the work in hand. Therefore it was the advice of Colonel 
George Monroe, both to Sir Robert Stewart and me, that we might endeavour 
with you, that you might be pleaſed, by a letter of your own hand directed 
to himſelf (I mean Colonel George Monroe) to take notice, that you under- 
ſtood there were ſome evill inſtruments who did labour to poſſeſs all ots, 
that you entertain an implacable prejudice againſt them, and that therefore you 
having no other way to vindicate yourſelf from ſuch ſecret wounds, where 


you could not know from what hand they did proceed, had made choice of 


him (as one who was likelieſt to converſe with all parties concerned) unto 
whom you might addreſs your juſt and neceſſary apology, preſuming that he 


would not only himſelf entertain a better opinion, but likewiſe gain the like 


from all others of his Nation, either here or in Scotland, with whom he ſhould 
have occaſion of diſcourſe upon that ſubject; and that all of them might be 
perſwaded of the ſincerity of your affection to that Nation, and of your en- 
deavour to ſerve every of them with your beſt offices of friendſhip, as oppor- 
tunity ſhould be preſented, and their own carriage ſhould merit, without all 
difference of Nation, unleſs to their advantage (or what elſe you pleaſe to 
this purpoſe.) But Colonel George Monroe praycth, that if you write, there 


may 
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may not be in your letter a ſyllable which may inſinuate any particular confi- 
dence in him. This letter you may ſend, either to Sir Robert Stewart or 
_ who ſhall ſee it delivered, and doubt not to return a good account 
of it. 

There is daily expectation of money and ammunition from the Parliament; 
if theſe were received, it is probable the Army here will not ſo much obſerve 
the Committee as hitherto ; for all of them almoſt diſlike the deſign to en- 
gage them in the cauſe of the Parliament; and the Scots ſee clearly enough a 
purpoſe to weaken them all they can, and they are not ignorant of their rea- 
ſons in doing ſo, for fear of a breach in the end betwixt the Parliament and 
the Scots, either for meum & tuum, or for the too much ſuppre ſſing of the 
King, or for the difference of presbytery and independents, or for all three. 
Now upon all theſe conſiderations, I have good hopes of a good iſſue, if you 
can with patience brook the expence of a little time; yet dare I not, for fear 
of the iſſue, give you any further incouragement, than what your own judg- 
ment can better collect from my ingenuous and ſimple relation of matter of 
fat, and preſent condition of things. | | |

HY deſirous ſoever we are in his Majeſtie's affaires to be guided in our 
counſels and actions under the prudent conduct of his gracious directions, 
yet when any ſuddain accident occurs, threatning apparent danger to his Ma- 
jeſtie s honour and ſervice, which cannot admit a deferring for ſo long a time 
as is requiſite to expect a ſignification of his Majeſtic's good pleaſure therein; 
we judge it ſafe and agrecable with the duty of faithful ſervants to his Majeſtie, 
as to haſten advertiſement to him, ſo in the mean time, whilſt we expect his 
gracious pleaſure, to be watchful ſeaſonably to interpole his Royal authority, 
towards preventing (as far as we may) the dangerous inconyeniences and mil- 
chiefs which might otherwiſe happen. | | | 
Hence it is, and conſidering alſo the 2 conjuncture of affaires both 
there and here, that we have been neceſſitated (without application firſt had 
to his Majeſtie) to adventure on ſome proceedings in this matter, which we 
are now humbly to offer to his Majeſtic's Royal conſideration. | 
On the 26th of December, we being aſſembled in Council, our very good 
Lord the Lord George Dizby, his Majeſtic's principal Secretary of State, came 
unto us at this Board, and told us, that he had very much to ſay againſt Ed. 
ward Earl of Glamorgan, which highly concerned his Majeſtie; and therefore 
deſired that the faid Earl might be called before us at this Board, that in his 
Lordſhip's preſence he might declare what he had to ſay. | 
We then ſent for the ſaid Earl, whoſe Perſon I the Lieutenant had about 
two hours before cauſed to be ſecured, to prevent intervening and accidents, 
(yet with as much reſpe& to him as might be) upon knowledge firſt had of 
that, which the Lord Djgby purpoſed to declare at this Board touching the ſaid 
. Bail. | | | 
The Earl being come, the Lord Digby (in his Lordſhip's preſence) declared 
that he had ſo much matter come to his hands againſt the ſaid Earl, as he 
was enforced in our preſence to charge the Earl with ſuſpicion of High-Treaſon 4 
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and therefore moved us, that, for his Majeſtle's honour and ſervice, the Earl's 


perſon might be ſecured, untill upon humble repreſentation made to his Ma- 
jeſtie of the ſtate of the matter, we might underſtand his Royal pleaſure 
therein. | 

Then (the Earl being withdrawn into the next room) the Lord Digby pro- 
duced a writing which came to his hands two or three days before; which 
writing contains, 

Firſt, A copy of articles of agreement made and concluded upon, by and be- 
tween the ſaid Earl, as it were in purſuance and by vertue of his Majcſtie's 
authority, under his Signet and Royal Signature on his Majeſtie's behalf, of 


the one part, and Richard Lord Viſcount Motmntgarret and others therein named 


on the behalf of his Majeſtie's Roman Catholick Subjects, and the Catholick 
Clergy of Ireland, on the other part. 


Secondly, A copy of certain other Commiſſions (beſides thoſe contained in 


the ſaid articles of agreement) made to that party by the ſaid Earl, as it were 


by his Majeſtie's authority, wherein is recited in hc verba, A copy of a pre- 


tended authority from his Majeſtie to the Earl, ſaid to be dated the 12th of 


March 1644, to treat and conclude with the ſaid Confederates. And laſtly, 


A copy of an oath ſworn by the (aid Earl to the ſaid Confederates. | 
That writing containing all theſe particulars, being read at this Poard, the 

Lord Digby then declared, that any ſuch pretended authority from his Majeſty 

muſt be either forged or ſurreptitiouſly gained; or if poſlibly the ſaid Earl had 


any colour of authority, that it was certainly bound up and limited by ſach 


Inſtructions and Declarations of his Majeſtic's intentions therein, as could in 


no wile licenſe the ſaid Earl to any tranſaction of that nature; for moſt con- 


fident he was, that the King, to redeem his Crown, his own life, the lives of 
his Queen and Children, would not grant unto them the leaſt piece of con- 
ceſſions ſo deſtructive both to his Regality and Religion. And we who have 


the honour to ſerve his Majeſtic here are well aſſured, that ſuch and ſo great 


is his Majeſtie's piety and wiſdom, and his care of the preſervation of the Pro- 
teſtant Religion and the happineſs of. this his Kingdom, as he would never 
give warrant or authority for granting thoſe things. And conſidering that his 
Majeſtie may, upon this occaſion, expect our ſenſe of a matter ſo nearly relat- 
ing to this his Kingdom, we humbly crave leave to declare to his Majeſtie, 
that the ſaid writing contains matter of high ſcandal to his Majeſtic in his ho- 
nour and juſtice, of infinite detriment to him and his Royal Poſterity in point 
of Regal Power, Royal Authority, revenue, intereſt, dependence, juriſdiction, and 
government; and that in ſo high a degree, as to import no lets than an abſo- 


lute giving up of the King's Eccleſiaſtical Supremacy within this Kingdom, and 


in lieu of it, introducing the fullneſs of Papal Power, of vaſt prejudice to all the 
Proteſtant Clergy ; and that not only to their utter ruin in point of ſubſiſtence, 
but alſo to the abſolute taking away of their Churches and Eccleſiaſtical eſtates, 


poſſeſſions, rights, intereſts, juriſdiction, and government. Of mighty hinde- 


rance in point of profit, right and intereſt to very many of his Majcſtie's ſub- 
jects of this Kingdom; beſides many other great and general miſchiefs and con- 


fuſions which muſt have followed thercupon, as well in the Civil as Eccleſia- 
ſtical Government, and (which we well know his Majeſtie values above all) of 


moſt high and unſpeakable prejudice, and indeed utterly deſtructive to the Pro- 
teſtant Religion here, whereof his Majeſtic hath the, great and high honour, 


next under God, to be the principal defender and true maintainer. And therefore 


we confeſs we were ſtrucken with moſt wonderful horrour and aſtoniſhment to 


find fo ſacred a Majeſtie ſo highly ſcandalled and diſhonoured, and the per- 


plexity and trouble of mind which is begot in us, were much increaſed in that 
we found that there are many copies of that writing diſperſed into ſeveral hands, 
and one copy allo ſaid to be found with the dead body of the late Popiſh titu- 
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lary pretended Archbiſhop of Tuam, when he was ſlain about three months ſince 
near J/zgo in the Province of Connaght, in a skirmiſh there between ſome for- 
ces of the Iriſp, and ſome forces of the Scots in the Province of Ulſter. 

We then, in diſcharge of our duty to his Majeſtie, could do no leſs (the 
ſaid Earl ſtanding ſo deeply charged, and in a matter of ſo high and tranſcen- 
dent a nature) than to give warrant for his Lordſhip's committal to the cuſto- 
dy of the Conſtable of his Majeſtie's caſtle of Dublin in the condition of a 
cloſe priſoner until farther direction from us; in which condition he continued 
(yet with needful attendance and accommodation) from that 26th of December 
until he was examined, and until he ſent us the original counterpart of the 
ſaid writings, paſt betwixt him and the other perſons, and the copy of the ſaid 
oath ſworn by his Lordſhip to them; which things he ſent us on the 3oth of 
December, and then he was ſet free from his cloſe impriſonment : But he Rill 
remains a priſoner in the caſtle, having the liberty of the houſe, until we re- 
ceive his Majcſtie's pleaſure concerning him. 

A copy of his examination taken by our directions before certain Members 
of this Board, and of the interrogatories framed by our appointment on which 
he was cxamined, and a copy alſo of that writing whereupon we proceeded 
with him; as alſo copies of the ſaid counterparts and oath delivered in by his 
Lordſhip, we humbly offer here incloſed for his Majeſtic's view. ; 

And here we humbly crave lcave to obſerve to his Majeſtic that upon com- 


paring the writing on which we proceeded with thoſe delivered us by his Lord- 


ſhip, we find, 


Firſt, That the ſaid counterparts are neither ſigned nor ſealed by the Lord 
Viſcount Muskery or Dermot O Brian, though both are named in the body of 
the Inſtruments as partics to them. | . 

Secondly, In the copy of the oath ſent us by his Lordſhip, theſe words, 
vi g. (or his pleaſure known) are added in the concluſion, which words are not 
in the copy contained in the writing on which we proceeded; and thoſe words 
(chough few) do make a wide difference in the ſenſe, as we humbly conceive. 

Thirdly, That the copy of the oath which his Lordſhip ſent us is without 


date, whereas the copy we went by is dated the 3d of September 1645. 


Fourthly, That there are between the copy of the oath his Lordſhip ſent us 
and the copy we proceeded on, ſome few other differences of words, and be- 
tween the counter parts ſent us by his Lordſhip and the copies of them whereon 
we proceeded, ſome differences alſo of words, ſeeming in both to be errors 
caſually in the writing of them; which yet do not ſo much alter the ſenſe, 
but chat they remain (taking all together) agreeable in ſubſtance with the ori- 
ginal counter- parts and copy of the oath ſent us by his Lordſhip. 

Alſo in the ſame inſtrument they ſay, that ſundry matters neceſlarily requi- 
ſite to be condeſcended to by me the Lieutenant for the ſafety of the Confede- 
rate Roman Catholicks, were not hitherto agreed upon; which they ſay re- 


tards the concluſion of a firm Peace and Settlement in the Kingdom. Whereas 


the Confederates well know, that in his Majeſtie's gracious conceſſions, given 
thera by me the Lieutenant, all things requiſite to be by me in his Majeſtie's 
behalf condeſcended to for their ſafety, hath been condeſcended to by me: So 


as it is manifeſt that the retarding of the Peace is no way on the part of me 


the Lieutenant, but ought rather to be attributed to that underhand dealing of 


the ſaid Earl, whereby that party have been encouraged to hope for ſuch con- 


ceſſions as they themſelves had before receded from, as wanting confidence to 
inſiſt on matters ſo unreaſonable. 2 
Likewiſe ſome expreſſions there are in the ſaid inſtruments to this purpoſe, 


That the Earl of Glamorgan hath here upon the place ſeen the ardent deſires 


of the ſaid Catholicks to aſſiſt his Majeſtic againſt all that do or ſhall oppoſe 
his Royal Rights or Monarchic Government, and that the ſaid Earl Ge 
3 the 
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the alacrity and cheerfulneſs of the ſaid Catholicks to embrace honourable con- 
ditions of Peace, which may preſerve their Religion and other juſt intereſts. 
Whereunto we ſay, that what the Earl ſaw or diſcerned in them, we know 
not : But ſure we are, that the conditions of Peace offered them by me the 
Lieutenant on his Majeſtic's behalf are ſuch as in duty to his Majeſty, and in 
wiſdom to themſelves, they ought not to reject; and conſequently were moſt 
fit for them to embrace with all humble duty and thankfulneſs to his Majeſtie, 
rather than to inſiſt on ſuch conditions as they have drawn from the ſaid Earl; 
which, as they are accompanied with all the inconveniences and miſchiefs here” 


in formerly mentioned to his ſacred Majeſty, to his Royal Poſterity, to this hi? 


Kingdom, and to the Proteſtant Religion therein, ſo we are very confident (an 
that upon grounds of moſt certain aſſurance) that his Majeſtic in his high wil” 
dom will adjudge them to be ſuch, and conſequently inconſiſtent with his ho- 


nour and juſtice, and with the happineſs and welfare of this his Kingdom and 


people. 


Many other things of extraordinary preſumption there are in this tranſaction 


of the Earl of G/amorgan's, as the miſrecital of his Majeſties Commiſſion to me 
the Lieutenant, authorizing the Treaty of Peace here, the uncomely admiſſion 
to the Lord Mount garret, of the uſurped ſtile and title of Lord Preſident of 
the Supream Council, &c. and other particulars alſo ; which being ſo much ex- 


ceeded by the height and weight of the other matters in that writing tontained, 


we forbear to cnlarge any farther upon them. 

And in the laſt place, we humbly crave lcave to obſerve to his Majeſtic that 
as thoſe Confederates were publickly treating with me the Lieutenant as his 
Majeſtie's Commiſſioner, and during the ſame time privately treating with the 


Earl of Glamorgan, and had entertained a Nuncio from the Pope, as by our 


diſpatch of the 25th of November to the Lord Digby we formerly humbly 


made known to his Majeſty, which Nuncio till continues with them: So ſince 


our ſaid diſpatch, there is come unto them a meſſenger ſaid to be ſent to them 
from the King of Spain; but what is in conſultation between them and that 
Nuncio of the Pope's and that meſſenger from Spain, we cannot yet learn; 


and how comely it is that ſuch Treaty with foreigners ſhould be held by them 
at the ſame time they are in Treaty with his Majeſtic's Commiſſioners, we 


humbly ſubmit to his Majeſtic's high wiſdom. 

And now having humbly repreſented to his Majeſtic the true ſtate of this 
matter, ſo far as it appears unto us, wherein our proceeding hath been to no 
other end, than as to endeavour to the uttermoſt of our power to vindicate his 
Majeſtie's Honour, ſo to labour to prevent the other dangerous conſequences of 
thoſe writings, and in both to diſcharge the duty of faithful ſervants to his 
Majeſtic, we do in all humility ſubmit the ſame to his excellent judgment, 
moſt humbly beſeeching his Majeſtic to be graciouſly pleaſed to ſignify unto 
us his Royal pleaſure herein, that thereby we may be guided and governed in 
our proceedings in this important cauſe. And ſo we remain from his Majeſtie's 
caſtle of Dublin the 5th day of January 1645.

IGHT truſty and right entirely beloved Couſin and Counſellor, we greet 
you well. When we made our diſpatch to you of the ſecond of Decem- 
ber laſt, we were in hope to have had a perſonal Treaty with the two Houles 
at London, upon our ſeveral gracious meſſages ſent to them to that purpole, 
and for the better effecting of a good and firm Peace with our ſubjects here 
(which we hoped would induce the like with our ſubjects in Ireland) we 
thought it requiſite then to give you order not to conclude a Peace on that 
ſide, but on ſuch termes as we expreſſed in our ſaid diſpatch. But we now find by 
the ſaid Houſes anſwer to the ſaid meſſages and otherwiſe, that notwithſtanding 
their great profeſſions for Peace, they will not give ear to a Treaty for an Ac- 
commodation. Wherefore, as before we gave you directions not abſolutely to 
conclude a Peace, except within the time therein limited, you might be certain 
to procure a conſiderable aſſiſtance for us, ſo now we expreſly command you 
to conclude a Peace, ſo that it be according to thoſe inſtructions we have al- 
ready given you. But if there ſhall be (contrary to our expectation) a Treaty, 
you may be aſſured that we will be carcful that nothing ſhall be here finally 
concluded by us concerning Ireland, without acquainting you therewith, and 
receiving your advice thereupon. We reſolved to have ſent our dear Son the 
Duke of Tor“ into Ireland, but as he was ready in order thereto to part from 
hence to Worceſter, the town of Hereford was by treachery ſurrendered, by 
which meanes, and the continued ſiege of Cheſter, the paſſages in thoſe parts 
are obſtructed. As we have for the preſent laid aſide that intention, which we 
ſhall reſume again, when we ſhall ſee a fitting opportunity; wherefore you 
may now ſpare the ſending of any veſlel to Angleſey for that ſervice, as we 
formerly directed. It much imports our ſervice, that we receive very frequent 
advertiſement from you of your proceedings, and the ſtate of our affaires on 
that ſide, from time to time; in which we deſire you to uſe all poſſible dili- 
gence.

1 Received your letters of the 3d and 8th of December upon the 13th of 


this month, and have now in the letters encloſed here within, betoughr 


his Majeſtic's pardon for my long filence, and given him the laſt accompt I am 
able of his Majeſtie's commands ſignified in his own letters of the 1ſt and 2d 


of December. Wherewith preſuming you will be made acquainted, I ſhall 
herein touch upon nothing I have ſaid in my letter to the King, nor am I yet 
able to ſay any thing of the ſtate of his Majcſtic's affaires here, more than you 
have in a diſpatch directed to the Lord Dyzgby, and by his Lordſhip ſent hence 
ſince his arrival, a duplicate whereof as to all the matcrial parts of it gocs now alſo. 


There hath been indeed a rumour often here of the Marqueſs of Arg y/e's 
coming hither for the ends expreſſed in your letter of the 3d of December; 


but I am ſurc that on the 5th of this month he was not arrived, and do much 
doubt, if he ſhould come with purpoſe to draw over thoſe called the New 
Scots, whether he could prevail or no, ſo well they are pleaſed with, and fo 
ture they accompt themſelves of holding thoſe places they poſleſs, though be- 
longing for the moſt part to his Majeſtic's good ſubjects. I have not yet heard, 
otherwiſe than by your ſaid letter of the 3d of the laſt month, ot any ſuch 
motion, as (you intimate) was in preparation for me at London, nor do | be- 
lieve they hold me either worthy of, or tractable by, ſuch an addrefs; yet leſt 
any ſuch attempt ſhould be made upon me, I humbly deſire, with what con- 
venient ſpeed may be, to be directed by his Majeſtic how 1 may belt receive 
and manage it for his ſervice. One of the three Counſellors named in your 
ſaid letter, namely Sir Robert Meredith, is already at liberty, as part i the 

| | exchange 
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exchange given for the freedom of the Lord Brabazon, Sir Henry Tichburne and 


Sir James Mare; the other two, upon a petition of theirs, were by advice of the 
Counſel, upon the return of the ſaid Lord Brabagon, &c. ſet at liberty upon 
bail, in which condition they ſtood when the three laſt mentioned Counſellors 
were taken at ſea. Sir Adam Loftus is not now in town, but I ſhall ſend 
for him, and by the next give you an accompt what he and Sir William Par- 


ſons will undertake in the matter of exchange; which hitherto they have ſtill 


waved. And thus I have done with yours of the 3d of December. | 

That of the 8th hath in it only one advertiſement, that of his Majeſtic's 
reſolution already taken, and I ſuppole in part executed; fo that I know not 
how comely it may be for me to offer any thing, that may ſeem contrary to 
a determined Counſel, in a thing of ſo high a nature, which hath doubtleſs aims 
of advantage to his Majeſtie of other relation than to this Kingdom, beyond 
which 1 have ſeldom taken the boldneſs to interpoſe any conceptions of mine. 
Nor were it now needful, the Lord Djgby (with whom only I communica- 
ted that letter) having ſaid ſo much upon that ſubject. I ſhall therefore only 
by you, humbly advertiſe his Majeſtie, that in this place, as it yet ſtands, there 
is neither means fitting for the ſupport of his Highneſs the Duke of 7ork, nor any 
probable aſſurance of his ſafety; nor that there can be any probable aſlurance 
of either, till not only a Peace be concluded, but in ſome degree ſettled here; 
and that in the laſt place Bartlet's ſhip, expected for his Highnels's tranſporta- 
tion, was long ſince partly ſurpriſed, and partly betrayed into the hands of the 
Rebels; and that there is now here no veſſel fit or ſafe for ſucha ſervice. If his 
Majeſtic continue his reſolution, and his Highneſs ſhall arrive here, I ſhall, to 
the utmoſt of my power, punQually obſerve his Majcſtic's commands concern- 
ing him, eſteeming it a great happineſs that his Majeſtic holds me worthy ſo 
great a truſt, which is all I ſhall take the boldneſs to ſay in that particular. 
Only I ſend you a copy of my letter to his Highneſs, written upon notice of his 
being at Worceſter, hoping it may find him there, where his Majcſtic's pleaſure may 
ſoon be ſignified unto him, if the knowledge of the uncertain ſtate of things 
here ſhall induce him to change his Royall pleaſure: 1 am, &c.

HOU GH I might (with truth) offer in excuſe of my ſilence, ſince the 
| time of Sir Nicholas Byron's departure hence, till the date of a diſpatch 
directed to the Lord Dzgby, and by him ſent over ſince his arrival here (which 
I muſt confels to have becn too long) the many impediments that in this har- 
bour, and on the other ſide, lay in the way to your Majeſtic and ſome other 
dithculties, not calily to be believed by any but ſuch as have been witneſſes of 
the extreme penury of this place; yet as to a more certain and never failing 
refuge, I humbly caſt my ſelf upon your Majeſtic's goodneſs for pardon of that 
fault, whereunto, in a great meaſure, I aſcribe the difficulties, that I humbly 
conceive are impoſed on me by your Majeſtic's Letters of the firſt and ſecond 
of December, which I reccived the 13th of January. Not that I have had, or 
ever will have, ſuch apprehenſion of the danger your Majeſtic's commands can. 
bring upon me, as to ſcruple at the ready performance of them; whereof I 


have given ſuch teſtimonies, as though in themlelves trivial, and to your Ma- 


jeſtie of leſs advantage than I hoped they would be, have yet brought me to cer- 
tain beggary, and me and mine to very probable ruin. Nor have I a thought like 
a wiſh, that thoſe proofs had not been given, whatever may be the conſequences 
of them to me, or the leaſt inclination to be otherwile preſcryed, than by w_ 
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with your Majeſtie's power and intereſt. But when I find your Majeſtic's plea- 
ſure ſo expreſſed to me, that there ſeems no room left for my juſtification (for 
what I ſhall attempt for your Majcſtic's ſervice) by the caſualties ſo incident to 
ſuch times as theſe, and to your Majeſtie's preſent condition, that it muſt be 
attributed ro a wonderful Providence of God if they be eſcaped, and that there 
remains not time ſufficient for me to have recourſe to your Majeſtic, for a 
gracious interpretation of the hardneſs of the literal ſenſe, then 1 lay I appre- 
hend with much trouble the ſtreights I am in, and that in relation only to the 
prejudice my reſolutions may bring upon your Majeſty, and the unſucceſsfulneſs 
of what I ſhall determine upon my duty and faith. | 


To ſhew that by thoſe letters 1 am thus ſtreightned, I humbly offer to your 


Majeſtie's conſideration, how your pleaſure is ſignified in your letter of the ſe- 


cond ; which, though dated a day after your Majeſtie's of the firſt of December, 
I underſtand as firſt in your intention; that of the firſt mentioning an enlarge- 
ment as to time and number beyond that of the ſecond. Where I beſeech 


your Majeſtic be pleaſed to conſider, whether one but reaſonably wary might 


not doubt himſelf unwarranted to proceed in a matter of this weight according 
to that of the firſt; which being intended as an inlargement to that of the ſe- 
cond, is not only firſt dated, but wanting in other held neceſſary formalities. 

Vour Majcſtic, in your letter of the ſecond of December, commands with 
all ſpeed to have particular knowledge, what aſſiſtance you may with certainty 
rely on from hence, and your Majeſtic declarcs, that unleſs you may receive 
from hence an aide of at leaſt ten thouſand horſe and foote well armed, to be 
landed in ſome part of England, by or before the firſt of March next, a Peace 
here will not be of ſo much advantage to your Majeſtic as a Ceſlation. 

This queſtion, though not new unto me, is yet ſo far beyond my skill to 
anſwer, with ſatisfaction to your Majeſty, and without apparent danger of here- 
after appearing to have betrayed your ſervice by folly, or upon deſign, that I 


dare not with confidence pitch upon any proportion of aſſiſtance for your Ma- 


jeſtic to rely on from hence; much leſs with certainty to aſſure your Ma- 
jeſtie, that at leaſt ten thouſand horſe and foote ſhall from hence land in any 
part of England by the firſt of March next. For beſides the caſualties at ſea, 
which no man can foreſee, I am very much a ſtranger to what ſtore of mo- 
ney, armes, or ſhipping the [rſh have or can procure, or by what time; 


neither can I take upon me to antwer for their affections. But I am of Opi- 


nion (and that in ſome clearneſs) that they are able before the firſt of April 
next to draw to the water fide ſix thouſand foot armed, half with fire armes, 
and the other half with pikes, that for the tranſportation of thoſe numbers 
they may provide ſhipping ſufficient; and I conceive, though their duty and af- 
fections ſhould not lead them to your Majeſtic's aſſiſtance, that yet their own 
intercſt ought in all reaſon to induce them to it; which is all I am able to 
ſay to thoſe parts of your Majeſtie's letters of the 1ſt and 2d of December, 
commanding me to let you know what you have to truſt to in point of al- 
{ſtance from hence. | $ 

To thoſe parts of your Majeſtic's ſaid letters, commanding me ſeriouſſy to 
endeavour the concluding of a Peace upon poſitive and certain aſſurance of the 
aſſiſtance in them mentioned, and according to my former inſtructions; I hum- 
bly anſwer, that for the former reaſons, I conceive it impoſſible to have from 
the Iriſh any ſuch poſitive aſſurance of their aſſiſtance in all the circumſtances 
of it as ſeems to be required: Yet if I can conclude a Peace at all, I will en: 
deavour that it be upon condition that they ſhall do all that can be expected 
from them towards your Majeſtic's having the aſſiſtance of fix thouſand foote 
ſo armed, and by the time in your Majeſtie's of the iſt of December expreſſed;

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And if ſuch a Peace cannot be obtained, as ſhall ſatisfy me that your Ma- 
jeſtic's intentions are complied with, Iwill endeavour to keep the Ceſſation 
and Treaty on foot till I have advertiſed your Majeſtie, with the beſt aſſurance 
I can, what aſſiſtance may be expected, and what conditions will ſatisfy them;

IGHT truſty and entirely beloved Couſin and Counſellor, and right truſty 
and well-bcloved Counſellors, we greet you well. We have ſeen and con- 
ſidered the diſpatch directed from you and our Council there to our right truſty 
and well-beloved Counſellor Sir Edward Nicholas, one of our Principal Sc- 
cretaries of State, concerning the Earl of Glamorgan's accuſation, and your 
proceedings thereupon. And as we could not but receive the one with extra- 
ordinary amazement, that any man's folly and preſumption ſhould carry him to 
ſuch a degree of abuſing our truſt, how little ſoever: So we could not but be 
very ſenſible of the great affection and zeal to our ſervice, which you have ex- 
preſſed in putting our honour (ſo highly traduced) into ſo ſpeedy and effectual 
a way of vindication by the proceeding againſt the ſaid Earl. And although 
we are ſo well aſſured of you and the reſt of our Council's entire confidence 
in the juſtice and picty of our reſolution in what concerns the maintenance 


of the true Proteſtant Religion, and particularly of the Church and the Re- 


venues thereto belonging, and our conſtant care of our good ſubjects of the 
ſame in that our Kingdom, as we do not think it needful to ſay any more 
unto you upon that ſubject than what hath been ſufficiently declared by the 
practice and profeſſions of our whole life; yet to the end that your zeal may 
be the better inſtructed in that particular, whereby to ſatisfy ſuch of our good 
ſubjects as might be apt to be miſled by the ſubtlety and malice of our ene- 
mies, we have thought fit to let you know the whole truth of what hath paſt 
from us unto the Earl of Glamorgan, whereby he might in any wiſe pretend 
to the leaſt kind of truſt or authority from us in what concerned the Treaty of 
that Kingdom. The truth is, that the preſſing condition of our affaires ob- 
liging us to procure a Peace in that Kingdom, if it might be had upon any 
terms ſafe to our honour and conſcience, and to our Proteſtant ſubjects there; 
and finding alſo that the ſaid Peace could not be gained but by ſome indulgence 
to the Roman Catholicks in point of freeing them from the penaltics impoſed 
upon the exerciſe of their Religion, as although juſtly and duly we might 
grant, yet haply in a publick tranſaction could not be without ſome ſcandal 
to ſuch our good ſubjects, as might be apt to be wrought upon by their arts, 
who did continually watch all advantages to blaſt the integrity of our actions, 
we thought fit, over and above our publick power and directions to you our 
Licutenant, to give you private inſtructions and power to aſſure the ſaid 
Roman Catholicks in a leſs publick way of the ſaid exemptions from the pe- 


nalties of the law, and of ſome ſuch other graces as might, without blemiſh to 


our honour and conſcience, or prejudice to our Proteſtant ſubjects, be afforded 
them. With the knowledge of theſe ſecret inſtructions to you, we thought 
fir to acquaint the Earl of Glamorgan at his going to Ireland, being confident 
ais hearty affections to our 2 and withall, knowing his intereſt my 
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the Roman Catholick party to be very conſiderable, we thought it not unlike): 
that you might make good ule of him by imploying that intereſt in pctſwad- 
ing them to a moderation, and to reſt ſatisfied, upon his engagement alſo with 
thoſe above-mentioned conceſſions, of which in the condition of our affaires 
you could give them no other than a private aſſurance. To this end, (and with 
the ſtricteſt limitations that we could enjoin him, merely to thoſe particulars 
concerning which we had given you ſecret inſtructions, as alſo even in that to 
do nothing but by your eſpecial dircQions) it is poſſible we might have thought 
fit to have given unto the ſaid Earl of Glamorgan ſuch a credential as might 
give him credit with the Roman Catholicks, in caſe you ſhould find occaſion 
to make ule of him, either as a farther aſſurance unto them of what you ſhould 


privately promiſe, or in caſe you fhould judge it neceſſary to manage thoſe mat- 


ters for their greater confidence apart by him, of whom, in regard of his Re- 


ligion and intereſt, they might be the leſs jealous. This is all, and the ve 
bottom of what we might have poſlibly entruſted unto the ſaid Earl of Glamor- 


gan in this affair; which, as things then ſtood, might have been very uſeful to 


our ſervice in accelerating the Peace, and whereof there was ſo much need, as 
well for the preſervation of our Proteſtant ſubjects there, as for haſtening thoſe 
neceſlary aids which we were to expect from thence, had we had the luck to 


imploy a wiſer man. But the truth is, being very confident of his affections 


and obedience, we had not much regard to his abilities, ſince he was bound 
up by our poſitive commands from doing any thing, but what you ſhould par- 
ticularly and preciſely direct him to, both in the matter and manner of his 
negotiation. | 

Wherefore our pleaſure is, that the charge, begun by our Secretary accord- 
ing to his duty, be thoroughly and diligently proſecuted againſt the ſaid Earl. 
And ſo no way doubting of your and our Council's further care there cor- 
reſpondent to your beginning in a matter ſo highly concerning us, we bid you 
heartily farewell. |

IS Majeſty having, with the Lords of his Privy Council here, heard and 
duely weighed your Lordſhips to me of the 5th preſent concerning your 
prudent and grave proceedings in the buſineſs of the Lord Edward Herbert 
of Ragland ſo highly importing his Majeſtic, hath commanded me to tend 
your Lordſhips his Royal thanks, as well for your affectionate expreſſions of 
your tenderneſs of his honour, as your juſt reſentment, how ſcandalous and 
diſadvantagious ſuch the ſaid Lord Herbert's proceedings might have been to 
his Majeſtie's affaires and ſervice here and on that fide, if the wiſe courſe your 
Lordſhips have taken to vindicate his Majeſtie had been deferred. Your Lord. 
ſhips will by the King's own letter herewith ſent receive the particulars of all 
that his Majeſtie can call to mind or imagine he may have done or ſaid to the 
Lord Herbert in that buſineſs. And ſince the warrant whereby his Lordſhip 
pretends to be authorized to treat with the Roman Catholicks there is not 
ſealed with the Signet, as it mentions; nor atteſted by either of his Majeſtic's 
Secretarics as it ought, nor written in the ſtile that warrants of that nature uſe 
to be, neither refers to any inſtrutions at all, your Lordſhips cannot but Judge 
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it to be (at leaſt) ſurreptitiouſly gotten, if not worſe; for his Majeſtic ſaith he 


remembers it not. And as the warrant is a very ſtrange one, to hath been al- 
ſo the execution of it: For it is manifeſt the Lord Herbert did not acquaint 
the Lord Lieutenant with any part of it before he concluded with the ſaid Ro- 
man Catholicks, nor ever advertiſed his Majeſtic, the Lord Lieutenant, or any 
of his Council here or there, what he had done in an affair of ſo great mo- 
ment and conſequence four months before, till it was diſcovered by accident. 
This doth not ſound like good meaning, and I am ſure is not fair dealing. 
But his Majeſtic having by his letter to your Lordſhips left the charge againtt 
the Lord Herbert to be proſecuted by your Lordſhips, I ſhall ſay no more of 
that unhappy ſubject. 

His Majeſtic commands me to acquaint your Lordſhips, that he likewiſe thanks 
you for your care in demanding juſtice of the Roman Catholicks, as well for 


the barbarous murther of John Joyce and thoſe who were with him in his 


Majeſtic's caſtle of Mickloe, as for reparation of the building there by them 
burnt, and reſtitution of what was taken from the murthered perſons.

Your Exccllence and the Council there, will herewith receive a full and 
particular relation from his Majeſtic, of all that he can call to mind concern- 
ing that buſineſs; wherein as the Lord Herbert hath dealt very unworthily with 
his Majeſtie, ſo it is believed, that even the Roman Catholicks themſelves will 
condemn him for his imprudent proceeding therein. For if his pretended war- 


rant had been authentick, yet to do any thing thereupon without your Excel- 


lence's privity, was a madneſs, rather than a folly, and the concealing ſo long 


what he had done, argues ſomething worſe. The King hath commanded me 


to advertiſe your Lordſhip, that the patent for making the ſaid Lord Herbert 


of Ragland, Earl of Glamorgan, is not paſſed the Great Seal here, ſo as he is no 


Peer of this Kingdom, notwithſtanding he ſtiles himſelf, and hath treated with 
the Rebels in Ireland, by the name of Earl of Glamorgan, which is as vainly 
taken upon him as his pretended warrant (if any ſuch be) was ſurreptitiouſly 
gotten.

It were neceflary, that his Majeſty knew, as ſoon as might be, what he 
may expect from Ireland; whence it is here believed no great ſtore of forces 
can be had, if that Peace were there concluded. 

Thoſe at London cannot agree in the choice of a Lord Deputy for Ireland. 
ſome have voted (as 1 hear) the Lord Liſle, others would have the Lord Inchi. 
quin. Cromwell (who is Lieutenant General of the Army in the Weſt under 
Sir Thomas Fairfax) hath been offered by the two Houſes, to be ſent over 
General of an Army into Ireland: but he hath refuſed it, reſolving firſt to ſee 
the Independents ſettled in their hoped for Government in England, that party 

being here much ſtronger than the Presbyterian; though this latter with the 
help of the Scots do yet keep the reins in their hands. 

His Majeſtie's intention to ſend the Duke of 7ork for Ireland, was by the 
loſs of Hereford and other accidents, laid aſide, as your Lordſhip hath been 
formerly advertiſed by the King, ſo as there is no ule for a ſhip to be ſent to 
Angleſey for that purpoſe, as was by his Majeſtic formerly directed.

INC E my laſt to you by Colonel Butler, misfortunes have ſo multi lied 
upon me, that I have been forced to ſend this (to ſay no more but) 


ſtrange 
meſſage to London: yet whatſoever come of me, I muſt not forget my Reads 
wherever they are. Having little time, I command you to excuſe me to Or. 


monde for not writing a particular letter to him, 'meaning that this ſhould ſerve 
for you both. 


As the ſtate of my affairs now ſtand, forces from Ireland (except they were 
much greater than I believe can be ſent me from thence) will do me more 
harm than good: and yet I much deſire that the Peace there were made. In- 
deed if my condition were ſuch as to make any thing of an equal Treaty with 
the Rebels, I could then wiſh that that Peace were at my diſpoſing : But now 
my caſe is ſuch, that if I be not before-hand bound up by my word, I ſhall be 
forced (and that without contradiCtion) to caſt that Kingdom looſe for a prey, 
either to Rebels or foreigners. Wherefore, if it be not already, I wiſh this 
way to bind my hands, leſt againſt my judgment I do my ſelf harm; but with- 
all that Ormonde ſtop any forces from coming over, and employ them for the 
reducing that Kingdom into a perfect obedience; by which it is poſſible that 
it may pleaſe God to reſtore the King the other two, or be a retreat for m

Now for my own particular reſolution, it is this. I am endeavouring to get 
to London, ſo that the conditions may be ſuch as a Gentleman may own, and 
that the Rebels may acknowledge me King, being not without hope, that!

INCE the duplicate from Dublin by Sir Alan Butler, who returned hence 
with anſwer about the 18th of February laſt, (whereof Sir Milliam Byron 
carried a duplicate ſome few days after) there hath come no letter from J[re- 
land, whereby we have been many weeks in great - ignorance of what hath paſ- 
ſed there. That nevertheleſs is the leaſt evil of two; for not only Cheſter, 
but lately the whole Weſt, (that is, the Army we had there) hath been miſe— 
rably loſt for want of that ſuccour that we have ſo expected from that King- 
dom. Foot we wanted in Cornwall to help our horſe; if thoſe had come, we 
ſhould have been in a condition to drive Fairfax out of the Weſt. That fail- 
ing, and likewiſe ſome chicf men among the Corniſh, our forces disbanded 
almoſt daily out of diſcontent ; the reſt, debauched by the ſpecious arts of the 
enemy, who (we hear) daily breaks conditions with them. The Prince of 
Wales with his Council paſſed into the Iſle of Silly, and arc gone thence, as 
we conceive, to Denmark, as the King had ordered, in caſe of neceſlity. Pen- 
dennis caſtle and Barnſtaple are the only holds we now have in the Weſt ; 
and it cannot be expected we ſhould have them long, there being no viſible 
relief for them in this Kingdom, and as little appearance to have it ſrom a- 
broad, without horſe, and without ports to ſecure it. For to that diſaſter in 
the Weſt, it hath pleaſed God to permit the addition of my Lord Aſtleys de- 
feat on Saturday laſt at Stow on the Would, as he was coming from Worceſter 


with about 2000 foot and horſe to join with the forces hereabouts. Lord 


Aſtley is priſoner at Warwick, Sir Charles Lucas at Compton-houſe : About 
400 horſe eſcaped hither with the Lord St. Paul, and ſome few foot; the 
reſt all taken or ſlain, all his carriages and baggage loſt. The handfull of horſe 


now hereabouts is all the force the King hath left, ſave what is in the few 
remaining garriſons, moſt of which are blocked up or beſieged. In this fad 
poſture your Lordſhip may imagine how difficult it is for the King to reſolve 


what to do: But to ſhew his conſtant paſſion for Peace, he hath newly ſent 
to Weſtminſter a moſt ſatisfactory meſſage, (as we conceive it) if any thing be 


ſo to them; whereof your Lordſhip will find a copy herein, What operation 
it hath had, we expect to hear. 


Mr. W. Murray is priſoner in the Tower, but not yet farther procceded 
againſt ; by which, and by the publication of the late ordinance for chooſing 
Lay-Elders throughout Engl. and Wales, it is collected, that the Presbyte- 
rians prevail yet: In this they are curbed, that they cannot yet obtain the 
Presbytery to be ſettled Je jure divino, the point now in higheſt conteſtation.

HIS place affording me more time of recollection than the ſuddenneſs 

of my departure and the important affaires there in agitation would al- 
low me, I ſhall humbly offer ſome particulars to your Lordſhip's conſidera- 
tion. 


5 Z I preſume 
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I preſume that, immediately upon my arrival into Connaght, I ſhall be im- 
portuned perſonally and vigorouſly to oppoſe and reſiſt the invaſion of the 
Scots, and the attempts of the malignant garriſons of that Province ; for which 
I have nothing of inſtruction or authority from your Lordſhip, nor any thing 
to guide my proceedings therein, farther than what I can derive from my Com. 
miſſion for the government of the County of Gallway, which confines me 
within the limits of that County. And though it ſhould till be your Lord— 
ſhip's reſolution to confer the place of Lieutenant General upon me, which 1 
muſt acknowledge my ſelf in all circumſtances moſt uncapable of, more than 
what a firm zeal to the ſervice of his Majeſtic ſhall inable me to perform, 
I know not whether that will be a ſufficient warrant for me, without ſpecial 
order to aſſume any power within my Lord Preſident's government: And if his 
Lordſhip in his preſent condition find it fit for his undertaking, I ſhall eſteem 
it a very great happineſs to keep within my own juriſdiftion, knowing my own 
diſability, and being well acquainted with the unruly diſpoſitions of that Pro- 
vince. So that without your Lordſhip's expreſs authority, no perſwaſions of 
the other party ſhall prevail with me to appear with them, otherwiſe than by 
ſending aſſiſtance to them. But if your Lordſhip ſhall by your commands en- 
gage me in any farther imployment, I ſhall humbly deſire that ſome better Offi- 
cers may be choſen for me than yet appears in our parts; and I do eſpecially 
deſire and offer to your Lordſhip's favour Colonel Francis Trafford; other- 
wiſe I muſt be driven to hazard my ſelf and the ſafety of thoſe parts in un- 
skilful hands, or loſe the affection of the people there, by making it my own 
act to diſplace any already in command. I find my ſelf much gravelled upon 
the conſideration of ſome particulars, which, if my memory had ſerved, would 
have been moſt proper for diſcourſe. I do imagine by ſome words let fall by 
a friend of mine, that the Nuncio will ſhortly make ſome addreſſes to me, and 
provide money for the proſecution of the war in Connaght ; or elſe that I ſhall 
be invited and carneſtly importuned to write unto him, upon aſſurance of his 
performance therein. And there is ſome conjecture that he may viſit the 
town of Gallway, and paſs by ſome houſes of mine; and how to behave my 
ſelf in any of theſe, being loth to loſe his money, doth much perplex me: 
| Beſides that, I ſhall ſuffer in the opinion of the people by any publick neg- 
lect towards him. And if it be not a ſtrange preſumption in me, I ſhould 
humbly deſire that your Lordſhip, not in the way of your place and authority, 
but upon the perſonal intereſt your Lordſhip hath in your faithful ſervant, would 
be pleaſed to afford me ſome advice, being confident that your Lordſhip's clear 
judgment may find out ſome fit mediums to caſe him of his treaſure, without 
any dangerous ſcandal, which my weak capacity cannot reach unto. 

I muſt ſtill beg leave to importune your Lordſhip concerning Sir Zorn Reade; 
and though I do very much commilerate his hard condition in the latter end 
of his age; yet I am invited to this boldneſs more in regard of your Lordſhip's 
ingagement therein : For he affirms that he did put your Lordſhip in mind to 
prevent their gaining thoſe arrears of the King's allotted to him, and that 
your Lordſhip did warrant him, and give him aſſurance that you would be 
careful of it; which, if ſo, doth (as J conceive) preſs very far upon your Logd- 
ſhip to give him ſatisfaction. I ſhall therefore humbly offer it to your Lord- 
ſhip's conſideration, that if thoſe of Kiltenny cannot be prevailed with, whe- 
ther your Lordſhip may not think it fir in your diſpatch to the King to move 
for ſome directions from thence, that they may be preſt to diſcharge that debt 
upon the publication of the Peace.

IGHT truſty and entirely beloved Couſin and Counſellor, we greet you 
well. Having uſed all poſſible means by ſending many gracious meſla- 
ges to the two Houſes of Parliament, wherein we have offercd them all they 
have heretofore deſired, and deſired from them nothing but, what themſelves 
ſince theſe unhappy wars have offered to procure, our perſonal Treaty with 
them for a ſafe and well grounded Peace; and having, inſtead of a dutiful and 
peaceable return to our ſaid meſſages, received either no anſwer at all, or 
ſuch as argues, that nothing will ſatisfy them but the ruin, not only of us, our 
poſterity and friends, but even the Monarchy it ſelf: And having lately re- 
ceived very good ſecurity, that we, and all that do and ſhall adhere to us, ſhall 
be ſafe in our perſons, honours, and conſciences, in the Scots Army; and that 
they ſhall really and effectually join with us, and with ſuch as will come in 
unto us, and join with them for our preſervation, and ſhall imploy their Ar- 
mies to aſliſt us to the procuring of a happy and well-groundcd Peace for the 
od of us and our Kingdoms, and in the recovery of our juſt rights ; we 
have reſolved to put our ſelves to the hazard of paſſing into the Scotch Army 
now lying before Newark.

Of which our reſolution, we 
held it neceſſary to give you this advertiſement, as well to ſatisfy you, as all 
our Council and loyal ſubjects with you, to whom we will that you commu- 
nicate theſe our letters, that failing in our carneſt and ſincere endeavours by 
Treaty to put an end to the miſeries of this our Kingdom, we eſteem our ſelf 
obliged to leave no probable expedient unattempted to preſerve our Crown, 
and our friends, from the uſurpation and tyranny of thoſe whoſe actions de- 
clare ſo manifeſtly their deſign is to overthrow the laws and happy eſtabliſhed 
government of this Kingdom.

My Lord, 


1 Arrived here yeſterday about two of the clock in the aſternoon. I was met 
out of town by my Lord of Muskery, by Owen O Neile, and by Colonel 
Butler, my Lord Mountgarret's Brother, and ſome others. Soon after their 
leaving me at my lodgings, I was viſited by all that (I think) are in town 
of the Supream Council, whom I find ſo paſſionately affected with our deſign, 
that I am likely to be their great favourite by it; inſomuch as (I think) my 
Lord of Glamorgan grows jealous of my ſupplanting him in the favour of theſe 
Gentlemen. Whate're the matter is, his Lordſhip is in great indignation againſt 
me, and went out of town half an hour before I came into it. It ſcems his 
Lordſhip thinks himſelf undervalued by my laſt propoſitions to him. But to 
return unto our buſineſs; the Council with great cheerfulneſs undertakes to 
furniſh me with all I deſire, and in the way deſired : The 300 men are to be 
under Milo Power, and chree ſuch Captains under him as I ſhall approve. 1 
beſeech your Lordſhip to haſten me down your Commiſſion unto Milo Power, 
to command them, and to obey ſuch orders as he ſhall receive from me. 1 
ſhall be furniſh'd on Sunday next with 500 J. out of your monies, they under- 
taking to repay it your Excellence within a fortnight. I receive it from them 
as upon my own ſcore, going upon this ſervice, without other relation to the 
Prince of Wales; it being too inconſiderable a ſum for his name to be uſed in, 
and perhaps not fit as yet to be accepted by him from them. They have writ 
effectually to my Lord of Antrim concerning his frigats; and my Lord of 
Mugkery and J ſhall go to-morrow to Waterford to ſee in what condition and 
forwardneſs for ſea they are. They will likewiſe find a ſhip of proviſions for 
the men. I hope to find the frigats ſo provided, as that J may be going by 
the middle of the next week at fartheſt. Thus much for that buſineſs. 

I find my Lord of Glamorgan has failed them for matter of ſhipping, eſpe- 
cially of ſhips of war for their convoy; without which, the Officers and Sol- 
diers are unwilling to venture. Beſides, they are ſo daunted with the Prince 
of Wales's diſaſter and flight, as they term it, to Sciliy, that they do in a 
manner mutiny againſt their going, as apprehending themſelves ſent to ſacri- 
fice; unleſs there may be ſome more certainty of a ſecure landing place for 
them, and of a conjunction of horſe on the other ſide 3 wherein (as we have 
reaſon to think things ſtand in England) 1 cannot ſay but they have reaſon. 
I ſuppoſe that they having failed on their parts, have taken the beſt way of 
excuſe they could, by imputing it to the croſſneſs of the winds to the ſhipping 
which they expected; there being a proviſo in the defeaſance relative to that 
impediment : Whereby your Excellence will be furniſh'd with the beſt pre- 
tence to thoſe you have to deal with there, for holding that buſineſs of the 
Peace in ſuſpence upon the ſame terms where now it ſtauds, till ſuch time as 
you ſhall ſce the effect of my journey, which (if it ſucceed) will furniſh you with 
| juſt grounds of an avowed change of counſel in what concerns the time and 
manner of the ſupply for England. Only, in the mean time, it being of ſo 
vaſt a charge to the Council here to keep the Army where now it is, unim- 
ployed, and thole of Bonratty fortifying daily that place, and another lower 
upon the river, as if they expected a ſuddain ſupply out of England, I ſhould think 
it very neceſſary that your Excellence would give them leave to employ their 
men in that ſervice, till ſuch time as their ſhipping come ; which they may 
pretend to expect, reſerving only 2500 or 3000 men to be ſuddainly ſent for 
the ſecuring of Angleſey and his Majeſtic's garriſons of Wales, as ſoon as your 


Excellence ſhall have learnt in what tate his Majeſtic's forces ate there to re- 
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ceive them. For as ſoon as that can be known, I think this a moſt neceſſary 
work, and the more neceſlary, in caſe you do reſolve to ſtay all the reſt of 
the Army upon thoſe grounds, whereof we have formerly diſcours'd. I have 
no more to add at preſent, but only to deſire your Excellence, that you will 
haſten your directions one way or other to your Muſtcrmaſters here. I think 
it is not at all material, now the Confederates have failed of their part, whe- 
ther they go to muſter them at the places deſired by the Council here or not ; 
but I think it moſt neceſſary that the men ſhould not be held long together 
unimployed, ſo chargeably to them, and ſo unuſcfully to the publick.

OURS of the 3d of this month, I reccived this day about *noon ; and 
am glad by it to find, that your Lordſhip's ſafe arrival there, is accompa- 
nied with ſo good a reception, and ſuch fair hopes of thoſe neceſſary further- 
ances you expected thence; for the ang Acta accompliſhment of what you 
go about. And I am not ſorry, that ſince Licutenant Colonel Moore (that 
went hence yeſterday with a letter of mine to your Lordſhip) muſt fail of his 
expectation of commanding the 300 men, the lot is fallen upon my friend 
Milo, to whom I have directed herewith ſuch a Commiſſion as your Lordſhip 


deſires for him; leaving you and your beſt rhctorick to appeaſe the wrath of 


the diſappointed Commander. I fear your Lordſhip will find it a harder task 
to perſwade my Lord of Antrim out of his frigats, the rather that my Lord 
of Glamorgan is gone before you to Waterford, whoſe oratory he will per- 
haps more liſten to, as more ſuitable to his capacity, than any thing you can 


deſcend unto. But if you overcome that difficulty, I ſhall hold the work half 
done, and with more chearfulneſs endeayour to keep things here in a con- 


dition to anſwer the good event of your undertaking; though I doubt I ſhall 
find ſome difficulty to make theſe here to underſtand a continued weſterly wind 
to be ſuch an impediment, as is within the letter or conſtruction of the defea- 
ſance. For it will be eaſily found out, and ſaid they could hardly want a pre- 
tence to keep their men, if an eaſterly and weſterly wind both may ſerve the 
turn; and your Lordſhip may pleaſe to remember that the ſupply of the King 
and this defeaſance, making it a condition of the Peace, were the main argu- 
ments, indeed the only, that could beat down the objections of thoſe that found 
fault with divers of the articles; which alſo will be remembered, and perhaps 
by him that declared for ſigning in relation only to the King's aſſiſtance, and 
in obedience to the King's commands, which he took upon my word. For I 
never ſhewed him the letters preſcribing the numbers the King expected, and 
the time when he looked for them. But with the help of the expected ſupply 
of money, and under colour of the Ceſſation, which is to continue longer than 
I hope you will be in your journey, I doubt not but I ſhall keep things from 
an open breach. 3 | 
For ſending thoſe men or any part of them againſt Bunratty, I dare give 
neither advice nor leave to them. But I dare tell your Lordſhip, that it they 
find themſelves unable to perform according to their undertaking, it is a great 
weakneſs in them, for a fruitleſs expectation of making the world believe, they 
had done cheir parts, to loſe ſo much time and money as may be better oe 
6 A an 
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and imploycd, both for themſelves and the King, if your Lordſhip's buſineſs 
take effect. For upon that depends all my hope, that this Kingdom can be 
uſeful to the Crown of England, at leaſt for the preſent. I ſhall immediately 
ſend over to my Lord Byron, to know the condition of thoſe parts, and ac. 
cording to what I ſhall receive from him, direct the ſending over of the num.

N anſwer to yours of the 3d of this month (which you ſay was written by : 


direction of your Council) you may pleaſe to let them know, that as there 
are many reaſons inducing me to wiſh this Nation happy in themſelves, and 
conſiderable to others; ſo I have, not without hazard to my ſelf, and ruin to 
my private fortune, laboured to make it ſo, ever ſince his Majeſty gave me 
probable means to effect my purpoſe, by truſting me firſt with the Government 


of this Kingdom, and then with his Commiſſion to treat for a Peace. But I 


muſt acknowledge to your Lordſhip, that I had cauſe to believe that this latter 
truſt was not without ſome expectation in his Majeſtic, to have before now re- 
ccived from this Kingdom ſuch an aſſiſtance, as might (if ſeaſonably ſent) have 
kept him out of thoſe ſtreights whereunto (it is conceived) he is now reduced. 
Which your Lordſhip, and thoſe that have treated with me, can witneſs, I al- 
ways urged, and that, with all poſſible earneſtneſs, as a neceſſary adjun& to 


the Peace, and a means, not only to ſecure it, but to make this people truly 


conſiderable in the maintenance of that power; from whence, and from whence 
only, they were reaſonably to expect performance, protection, and what elſe 
could be expected from a gracious Prince opportunely aſſiſted by his ſubjects: 
And I know his Majeſtic did ſo far rely thereon, that I cannot believe he hath 
as yet conſented to any conditions deſtructive to the Powers he hath given me 
to conclude with your party; which if he had, it is certain the Parliament 
would have given free paſſages to the bringers of ſuch news. And this con- 
firms my belief, that your firſt doubt is yet groundleſs. In the next place, if 


it be granted, that the King hath not yet yielded to what the Parliament 


propounds, and that ſtill he hath a party, I conceive nothing can be clearer than 


that, in duty to him and in relation to your own ſafeties, you ought, not- 
withſtanding all thoſe hazards and diſcouragements at ſea, at landing, and after 


landing, to attempt his ſuccour. In duty to him, you ought to endeavour to 
keep him from being utterly ſubdued, and caſt out of his Kingdom of Eng- 


land, or into ſome wofull condition in it. In relation to your own ſafeties, 


it is certainly Providence to fight at your enemy's charge, and in his Country; 
and if it be coolly conſidered, I believe, it will be found as likely a way to 
clear Ireland, as it is evidently a help to his Majeſty in England. | 

To conclude, as I may at no hand decline your undertaking to ſerve his 


Majeſtic in England; ſo neither ſhall I refuſe your offer towards it in this

1 to my reſolution expreſt unto you in my laſt from Kil. 
kenny, 1 came hither to Waterford on Saturday night, accompanied by 
my Lord of Musbery, Sir Robert Talbot, Mr. Bagnall, and Jeffrey Browne. 
Our firſt work was to make our addreſs unto my Lord of Antrim for his 
frigats 3 but ſo far from good effect, that we diſcover clearly in him a deſire, 
rather to hinder, than to further, any thing that ſhall be propounded, as ad- 
vantagious to Ireland; eſpecially under any kind of relation to your Excellence, 
or indeed to the Supream Counſel, it being hard to tell againſt which of the 
two he diſcoyers the greater animoſity. But (God be thanked) it falls out fo, 
that the important ſervice I am going about, is not likely to ſuffer much by 
his averſeneſs; for here are two excellent frigats beſides, ſufficient to tranſport 
all my men, which we hope will be ready to ſet fail by Friday at the furtheſt. 
If it pleaſe God I come to Scilly, before the Prince of Wales be gone thence 
(which I do not much apprehend) I make no queſtion, but I ſhall retun within 
few days a very welcom perſon to Ireland. For indeed I find the advantagious 
conſequences of the thing very rightly apprehended, and a general reſolution 
in the Confederates to ſubmit all to your Excellence. They intend to ſend 
away the money to your Excellence upon Tueſday next, and do very carneſtly 
expect an anſwer of my diſpatch from Kilkenny, with your permiſſion to im- 
ploy ſome of their men againſt Bonratty, from whence the miſchief gains daily 
ground upon them. But I muſt again take the liberty to preſs unto you my 
Opinion of the neceſlity of ſending 3000 men to ſecure Angleſey, me Of

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King's garriſons in Wales, as ſoon as poſſibly you can have gained any intelli- 
gence from thence. For, beſides the importance of it in order to the landing 
of ſuch forces as ſhall hereafter be ſent over from hence, I do not know = 
without it, cither the King's remaining horſe can poſlibly be preſerved 85 in- 
deed his Perſon have any ſafe retreat where to ſecure itſelf this ſummer. 

Here at Waterford, 1 have met with my Lord of Glamorgan, whom J find 
(as he hath reaſon) a very ſad man, and withall highly incenſed by ſome about 
him againſt me. But for this latter part, I believe his good nature, and the 
reaſons which I have given him, have well ſettled him in a good meaſure of 
Kindneſs; which my Lord of Muskery and the reſt did think very neceſſary to 
the carrying on of buſineſs unanimouſly, He tells me now, that he is re- 
ſolved to expect nothing in his own particular from hence, till he hath actually 
brought you hither twenty ſhips of war, his brave train of artillery 10000 mul 

kets, 800 barrels of powder, and 40000 pound in money, which he aſſures we 
ſhall ſee done before the laſt of June. And in that caſe he makes no queſtion, 
but your Excellence will think him worthy to lead an Army from hence.

EFORE I reccived the honour of your letters of the 5th of November, 

and 29th of December, we had gotten notice of the diſaſter befallen 
ſome of your Lordſhip's forces, through the treachery of ſome ſeeming friends. 
But it came to us (as all reports of that kind do) with diſadvantage to his Ma- 
jeſtie's party. This Gentleman, that brought me one of your Lordſhip's, has 
been where he could learn more of the condition of this Kingdom (and will 
relate it to your Lordſhip) than I can ſafely write; being in doubt that the - 
cypher ſent by Sir Robert Sporiſwood was with him taken. I ſhall only tell 
your Lordſhip in general, that there are here ſtrong parties for the Parliament, 
which are daily encreaſed by their ſucceſs in England; that the power at ſea 
is almoſt entirely theirs, and that they brag of great Armies they will ſend over 
| hither this ſummer. All this your Lordſhip will eaſily judge to be great im- 
pediments to the aſſiſtance his Majeſtic hath commanded me to ſend your Lord- 
ſhip; but yet they are not ſuch as ſhall at all diſcourage me from endeavour- 
ing it, nor ſo great, but that I hope your Lordſhip will find ſome fruit thereof 
before the ſeaſon end; though 1 hold it little leis than a treachery, not to let 
your Lordſhip freely know the obſtacles that are in my way, that you may ac- 
cordingly fit your ſelf to receive it, if it come, and not to prejudice the King's 
affaires, deſervedly committed to your management, in caſe it ſhould fail in 
the expectation.

But if your Lordſhip ſucceed in your de- 
ſign, I ſhall not want authority, ſuch as will ſatisfy, though not ſecure me; 
nor ſhall I want power to effect what ſhall be judged fit to be done, if I be 
not much miſtaken, but if your Lordſhip fail, I am creſt fallen. 

My Lord Byron is in great diſtreſs and hazard; and though the King ſeems 
to forbid the ſending of men thither; yet if I can get them ſeaſonably ſent, I 
will venture at it, knowing how much it will ſecure the Prince to have thoſe 
places that remain in North-Wales, in ſafe hands; and of what uſe it may be 
to have an inlet to England. I am in Treaty with the Parliament Com- 
miſſioners, in hope to keep them off our quarters, to ſatisfy ſome wavering 
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minds, and in full aſſurance to make advantage of it; their inſolence is ſuch

Upon the firſt rumour of your Lordſhip's being beſieged, 1 
bethought me how, in the ſtate I am in, I might be of any kind of uſe to 
you; and finding that I had nothing of ſtrength to apply to your ſeaſonable re- 
lief, I held it my part to procure from the Council, and to direct to your be-

HE great torments I have ſuſtained by a moſt violent ſickneſs, the weak 
condition I ſtill remain in, and the many fad diſtractions and misfortunes 
that have lately befallen me, muſt plead my excuſe, if I fail in my expreſſions 
of returning due acknowledgments unto your Excellence and the State for your 
great and extraordinary favours and care to relieve and preſerve me from the 
danger I was in. But it hath pleaſed God ſo to protect me, the enemy who 
invaded this County, and more particularly any thing that had moſt rclation 
to me, wanted at firſt the judgment, and ſince the courage, to aſlault this place; 
giving me opportunity ſo to provide for my ſafety as to keep them at a diſtance, 
and after ſome ſlight attempts, to reſt ſatisfied with breaking down my park 
pales, and burning my lodge, and ſo afterwards proceeding to their poor baſe 
deſign of burning forſaken villages, which they have compaſſed throughout 
mot part of this County, and I believe deſtroyed much corn; but durſt not at- 
tempt any ſtone walls or places of ſtrength, nor gained any conſiderable preys 
of cattle. | 
If the enemy had ſtayed here untill the arrival of your Excellence's declara- 
tion, without queſtion their contempt and ditobedicnce would have evidently 


appeared; and though it was intended for my preſervation, and 1 do ſo humbly 


acknowledge it, yet I muſt confeſs it doth ſomewhat diſturb and perplex my 
thoughts to obſerve therein, that thoſe whom I conceived my ſelf bound in duty 
to oppoſe, having all or moſt of them taken the Covenant, aſſumed power and

HE incloſed is intended by me for a publick acknowledgment of your 
Lordſhip's favour, as it was accompanied with the concurrence of the 
Council; to which I have added my appreMnſion of the means then uſed for 
my preſervation, together with a propoſition for the more effectual proſecution 
of the intended ſervice here. Whether it may be fit for your Lordſhip to con- 
deſcend unto it, I will not preſume to judge; but moſt confident 1 am, it 
moves not improperly from a perſon fo highly diſhonoured and injured (as 1 
have been) by an inſolent viper that glories in the deſtruction of his preſervet, 
and brags of the juſtneſs of his cauſe; the 1r;/þ having been proclaimed Re- 
bells by the King's authority, but nothing declared againſt him or his aſſociates : 
Which begets a hope in me, that your Lordſhip will find it moſt neceſſary to 
proceed immediately againſt him; otherwiſe, though my danger be imminent, 
or rather my ruin aſcertained, I ſhall make that choice, rather than appear in 
the hcad of an Army againſt any, whom your Lordſhip ſhall not think fit to 
declare as enemies to the King, and perſons diſobedient to your Government. 
I ſend your Lordſhip a letter I received from Major General Taafe, which 1 
conceive of great concernment, and worthy your Lordſhip's ſpecial conſideration, 
and a confirmation of that Gentleman's inclinations ; which I have beſides re- 
ccived from very good hands; and if your Lordſhip ſhall pleaſe ro impoſe any 
commands upon me in that particular, I ſhall very punctually obey and obſerve 
them. 
General Preſton was with me this day, and gives me aſſurance that his Ar- 
my, conſiſting of 3000 foote and zoo horſe, at any time J ſhall appoint them 
to march into this Province, ſhall be in a readineſs for it ; but his traine of 
artillery would not be ready until the next week. Whereupon recciving intel- 
ligence that the enemy were upon their retreat home, and ſuppoſing by the 
informations come unto me, that the northern forces will return back to their 
own garriſons, when they have left Sir Charles Coote at Roſcommon, 1 held it 
the beſt courſe, until his ordnance was ready, to diſpenſe with the preſent ad- 
vance of his Army, in regard they are maintained by the Country on the other 
ſide, and his two months means for proſecution of his ſervice not to be broken 
until his arrival into the Province. 
The Confederate Council at Limerick hath appointed him to be under my 
command, with the reſt of their forces in this Province, and deſired me by 
their letters to join my forces with them, and take the whole command upon 
me. But before I undertake ſo difficult a charge, it concerns me humbly to 
deſire, that I may be declared General of this Province by your Lordſhip's — 
| | | | | IC 
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lick authority, or elſe his Majeſtie's former Conumiſſion directed to me, ot 
that command which the Commiſſioners propoſed to your Lordſhip before my 
departure from Dublin. 

I have received ſome intimation from Limerick that diſpatches are ſent 
thence by Mr. Pluncket to your Lordſhip, and principally concerning the ſpee- 
| dy publication of the Peace; and I have been privately importuned to ſecond 
it with my humble addreſſes and perſwaſions. I know it a buſineſs of that 
weight and difficulty, as the conſideration of it hath very much diſturbed my 
thoughts, and even broken my reſt; and J find that, it ſome ſuch courle be 
not ſpeedily taken, the Kingdom will be ſuddenly and totally ruined paſt all 
hope of recovery. And what my memory hath put together upon this ſubject, 
though yet confuſedly, I ſhall endcayour to offer to your Lordſhip's conſidera- 
tion with as much clearneſs as I can. | 


The power of concluding the Peace is unqueſtionably inveſted in your Lord- 


ſhip, (as J conceive, without limitation) and under the Great Seal. 

The reſtriction that limits your Lordſhip to ccrtain conditions is but by private 
letters, and his Majeſtie's affaircs have been liable to great altcrations ſince thoſe 
were directed to you, and all acceſs unto him, to know his farther pleaſure, or 


to give him a right information of the preſent ſtate of affaires, now, made im- 


poſlible. 


The queſtion (I conceive) will be, whether your Lordſhip, without breach 
of truſt to his Majeſtic, and hazard of your honour and ſafety, can conclude a 
Peace, the conditions being not performed, to which you were limited. 

I I humbly offer to this objection, that at ſo great a diſtance, and when all 

application is debarred, whether it might not be a great prejudice to Princes, 

and deſtruQive to all governments under them, if fo great a Miniſter, as your 

Lordſhip, ſhould not ſometimes aſſume the power to vary from your inſtructi- 
ons, according to the neceſſities and cxigents of the time. | 


It may (I preſume) be farther affirmed, that the Gonfederate party, in order 


to what was required of them, had provided ſhipping for tranſportation, and 


drawn a conſiderable body of men to the ſea fide, whether to the juſt num- 
ber is, I conceive, too nice a ſcrutiny in theſe diſtracted times. And it then 
appeared, there was no Army of the King's in the field to join with them near 
thoſe parts to which they were to guide their courſe, nor no harbour left to 
ſecure their landing; ſo that their going would have been only the deſtruc- 
tion of ſo many men, and nothing of aſliſtance or preſervation to his Majeſty. 
And at that time likewiſe happened the revolt of the Earl of Thomond, and 
his invitation of the Scots into this Province, and (if they had been able) to 
his aſſiſtance at Bunratty, being purpoſely deſigned to divert the tranſportation 
of thoſe ſupplies to the King, and was an accident that could hardly be foreſeen 
or probably ſuſpected. | 

I muſt acknowledge that the hazard and danger to your Lordſhip is great 
every way; but the one is preſent and the deſtruction of a Kingdom; the other 
appears at a diſtance, and may be prevented or diverted by ſeveral accidents 
and alteration of the times. And I preſume your Lordſhip cannot receive clear 
ſatisfaction, whether the King's directions (environed with ſo many dangers, 
and by that means ſometimes inforced to comply with the paſſions and hu- 
mours of others) were always agreeable to his own inclination and reſolutions, 
And according to my apprehenſion and the principles I have been inſtructed in, 


your Lordſhip will not only be acquitted both by the laws of God and nature, 


but (1 conceive) tied and obliged to undertake the moſt probable ways tor the 
preſervation of your ſelf, your family, your friends and Country ; cſpecially 
| When I am moſt confident it cannot be rationally demonſtrated, that a breach 
here, or a continuance of our unſettled condition, can in the leaſt circum- 
ſtance conduce to the ſervice of his Majeſty, who is ſo irrecoverably loſt 8 
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the opinion of his rebellious ſubjects, as that no action of his, how great or 
glorious ſoever, but will receive a condemnation from them: And to endea- 
your to gain them to him by any compliance of thoſe that are faithful to his 
ſervice, muſt be, in my poor opinion, as vain a labour as to contain water in 
a ſieve; but on the other ſide, by a ſpeedy ſettlement, reducing this pcople to 
their obedience, your Lordſhip will not only probably preſerye a Kingdom for 
his Majeſty, but be perhaps inabled thereby, yet ſeaſonably to aſſiſt him before 
all is loſt, or elſe in time be a powerful and happy inſtrument in his Reſtora- 
tion. | | 

Two objections I have made to what I now propoſe ; firſt, that your Lord- 
ſhip ſhould run a deſperate venture, without any advantage to you, they ſtill 
expecting to keep a power and ſome form of Government amongſt themſelves, 
until all conditions were ſettled by Act of Parliament; the other, that con- 
cluding a Peace in this manner, your Lordſhip could not ſecurely undertake the 
performance of what you promiſed in the King's behalf. 

Io the firſt, it was with ſome confidence privately affirmed unto me, that 
upon your Lordſhip's publication of the Peace, the generality of the whole 
Kingdom would declare themſelves to be ſolely and entirely under your Lord- 
ſhip's government ; and that ſome, if not all, of their Council, would follow 
the ſame courſe; and for the other, if your Lordſhip would promile to uf: 
your beſt endeavours, and with the concurrence of your faithful ſervant under- 
take, and poſitively declare your ſelf bound and obliged to ſee them performed, 
they would reſt fully ſatisfied therewith. 

I am not now able to add any thing more to theſe weak conceptions of 
mine, but to offer up with them faithfully devoted to your ſervice, the perſon,

By a diſpatch 
to morrow, I ſhall be very free, or rather ſevere, with my two friends upon 
that point. | | 

One of my Officers, Captain Hugh Kelly, was unfortunately taken, main- 
taining a paſlage againſt the enemy upon their firſt attempt upon this County. 


I have tried all ways for his ranſome and enlargement, but can no other ways 


prevail but by exchange for Captain dt. George at Athlone. I am not ignorant 
of the diſtinction between one taken in fight, and another impriſoned for trea- 
chery; but, if your Lordſhip do not intend to juſtify him, I humbly deſire (if 
it may well be done) your Lordſhip's directions to my Lord Preſident to allow 
of the exchange, mine being indeed a very excellent Officer, and moſt eſpeci- 
ally for the ſervice of thoſe parts. . 

I am now preparing for the removal of my Wife and family to my houſe 
of Terrellan near Gallway for their better ſafety, and (if danger grow gene— 
ral) to be near their tranſportation ; and it you will not do rightcous things at 


Dublin, 1 muſt crave your Lordſhip's pardon if I do perſonally ſee them ſettled 


in another climate. | | | | 

I had almoſt forgotten carneſtly to deſire your Lordſhip immediately to re- 
call your orders and advice to General O Neile for his repair into theſe parts, 
having no want of his aſſiſtance, and being very confident, if General Preſton 
keep touch with me, we ſhall very ſpeedily clear this Province of the enemy, 
and then will be my time of conſolation, when it ſhall hardly be in your 
Lordſhip's power to keep off from you the perſonal attendance of

7 OUR letters of the 1oth, 11th, and 12th of this month I received on the 
15th, and ſoon after Mr. Pluncket arrived here, with inſtructions from 
Limerick, ſo many and moſt of them of ſuch a nature, as required ſome time 
to come to a full underſtanding of them; and more was necdful for me to 
take reſolutions upon them, ſuch as ſhould be final, according to their deſire 
and expreſſion. Yet at laſt I had conceived ſuch anſwers, as I thought fitting 
for me to ſtand unto, and was ready to have given them to him : Bur on the 
morning I had appointed for it, I received diſpatches out of England from his 
Majeſtic, importing his reſolution to go into the Scots Army then lying before 
Newark, and from other hands certain information that he was through much 
danger gotten thither. This change of things in England (1 conceived) might 
occaſion ſome alteration in my anſwers and reſolutions, as to the manner 1 
ſhould propoſe for the King's ſervice, and the ſettlement of this Kingdom 
and therefore underſtanding that there was a meeting of the Committee of in- 
ſtructions to be at Lrmerick, 1 perſwaded Mr. Pluncket to haſten thither, pro- 
miſing that by the end of the next week at fartheſt, I would ſend unto them 
by ſome inſtructed and authorized my full ſenſe of all he had propoſed. And 
upon theſe terms yeſterday we parted, and about Tueſday next 1 intend to 
ſend my Brother Hamilton or Jack Barry, or both, upon that affair; and at 
the ſame time will ſend your Lordſhip copies of all, and what further is neceſ- 
ſaty in anſwer to your ſeyeral letters. In the mean time, 1 beg your pardon,

PON the 24th, to my infinite comfort, I received your Excellence's diſ- 
patch of the 22d, giving me aſſurance that his Majeſtic hath gained ſo 
much liberty and likelyhood of future proſperity, as to be ſafely arrived in the 
Scotch Army in England. And by the relation of others, I am informed it 
hath already wrought good effects in the North, and muſt in all probability 
work a great alteration in all parts of his Majeſtie's dominions. And I hum- 
bly conceive that, upon your Lordſhip's preſent reſolutions, and the fit and 
timely compliance of the Confederate party, doth wholly depend the recovery 
and happy ſettlement of this yet languiſhing Kingdom; and that if this oppor- 
tunity be loſt, or not carefully managed, nothing can be expected but diſabi- 
lity to ſerve the King, and ruin and miſery upon the Nation. | 
If it ſhould ſo unfortunately fall out, as that the Confederates ſhould be 
refractory, or not rightly underſtand what your Lordſhip ſhall require of them, 
in order to the King's ſervice and their own preſervations; and that thereupon, 
either by inſtruction from his Majeſtic, or the judgment your Lordſhip ſhall 
frame upon the preſent ſtate of affaires, there muſt be a neceſſity to make ute 
of power and compulſion to bring them to a right temper, your Lordſhip will 
be pleaſed to conſider my dangerous condition here, and truſt me with timely 
notice of thoſe reſolutions, that I may provide for the ſafety of my i ma

family ; otherwiſe thoſe forces deſigned to be under my command will be fitly 
placed, and drawn together to deſtroy me. And certainly I ſhall not call upon 
Sir Charles Coote's aſſiſtance for my defence. 

The long ſtay of my meſſenger at Dublin made me confidert your Lord- 
ſhip would have ſent me authority and inſtructions, according to my earneſt 


deſire and humble requeſts, or at leaſt ſomewhat of encouragement to pro- 


ceed in the ſervice I propoſed. But your Lordſhip not taking notice of any 
part of my diſpatches, doth very much perplex me, and would have produced 
ill effects here, if the unweildineſs of General Preſton's artillery, and the flow 
proceedings of Gallway for the advancing of monies, had not given me a 
few days reſpit both to importune and receive your Lordſhip's ſettled refolu- 

tion. For indeed, my Lord, though for any thing yet appearing to me, I am 
likely to ſuffer ſome diſgrace by being intitled a Marqueſs without Patent 
certainly I muſt not run that hazard and danger as to be a General without 
Commiſſion, and againſt thoſe that are not declared enemies to his Majeſtic. 
And therefore, if your Lordſhip upon other conſiderations do find it unfit or 
unſcaſonable to authoriſe me for that employment, I ſhall humbly propoſe that 
my forces may be admitted to the aſſiſtance of General Preſton, and that your 
Lordſhip will lay your commands upon my ſelf to waite upon you at Dublin, 
until theſe myſteries ſhall be diſcloſed, and imployments and commands pub- 
lickly avowed. | | 1 8

My Lord, | 
J Received your letter of the 26th of this month on the 28th by Mr. Moore ; 
by whom as well as by that letter I find your Lordſhip expects a (ſudden ac- 
compt of your former diſpatches, and my ſettled reſolution touching the powers 
you hold neceſſary to have from hence, for your taking upon you the command of 
the forces to be employed in the Province of Connaght. To all which I ſhall 
deliver my ſenſe, with what clearneſs I am able, and with the freedom that my 
reſpect and vowed affection to your perſon and ſervice may juſtify, hoping you 
will either find reaſon in what I write, or indulgence for errors procceding from 
one, that will ſtand convinced of them, when you ſhall declare them ſuch. 
And that I may clearly diſcharge my ſelf of the great arrcar I am in, I ſhall 


begin with your Lordſhip's of the 1oth of May, intended by you to have been 
communicated to the Council as your ſenſe of the means uſed by me and them 


jointly for your Lordſhip's preſervation. I ſhall give your Lordſhip the reaſons, 


why I have not yet held fit to impart that letter to them. | 

Firſt, I believe it would not have produced the proclaiming of Sir Charles 
Coote and his adherents, Rebels, and Traitors. Next I doubted it would have 
given them ſome colourable, if not juſt, ground to apprehend their care of, 
and expreſſions touching your Lordſhip not ſo well taken, as perhaps they had 


reaſon to expect, nor themſelves and their carriage in the truſt repoled in them 


by his Majeſtic rightly underſtood. 
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That it would not have produced ſuch a proclamation, I was of Opinion, 
firſt, becauſe it was needleſs; all thoſe actions of theirs, expreſſed by your Lord- 
ſhip, not only proclaiming but really making them ſuch, and juſtifying reſi 
tance and all other acts of hoſtility againſt them, in ſuch as are armed with 
power, beyond all the proclamations in the world. For if I be not miſtaken 
(as I may caſily be in matter of law) it muſt be a man's own crime, and not 
even the King's declaration that can make a Rebel or Traitor. 

In the next place I doubt, whether it would have been held ſafe, or prudent 
at that time, in the great want and weakneſs we were in, and during ſo great 
uncertainty of agreement with the Confederate party or of help from them 
by ſuch a proclamation, that could not be ſeconded with ſuitable power, to 
draw on his Majeſtie's authority, and on ourſelves that manage it, danger and 
deriſion from a party then only ſtrong in the field; whilſt former experience 
could make us expect little or no other effect, it would have in the Confederates, 
than to heighten the exorbitance of their expectations and demands, when they 
ſhould ſee us ſo engaged and neceſſitated to a relyance on their ſtrength for our 
ſupport: A third reaſon (which I confeſs could not then have come under con- 
ſideration) is the late turn in England, which, by all rules of Providence that I 
can faſhion to my ſelf, requires that we expect whereto ſo great a change will 
bend, before ſo new, great, and (for ought yet appears to me) ſo ineffectual a 
denouncing of war proceed from us; which yet forbids us not in a more ſilent 
way to proſecute our foreſettled reſolutions for our own ſafeties. 

That the imparting to them your Lordſhip's ſaid letter might have given them 
cauſe to fear, that their deſire to ſerve your Lordſhip was not well taken, but 
themſelves and their proceedings miſunderſtood, I doubted by conſidering ſome 
expreſſions in your Lordſhip's letter; as where your Lordſhip faics that thoſe 
who have committed the outrages, and aſſumed the authority beforementioned 
| ſeemed to be accompted loyal ſubjects, and that the breach of the Ceſlation 
ſeems to be allowed them, at leaſt not corrected, if they had forborne your 
Lordſhip. Whereas I conceive no ſuch conſtruction can be reaſonably made of 
any thing paſt from me and them; though that warrant directed to your then 
beſiegers was held fit, ſince it muſt either procure your Lordſhip's deliverance 
from the peril we took you to be in, or add to the meaſure of their diſobe- 
dience, and, by conſequence of their puniſhment, when his Majcſtie's authority 
ſhall recover the vigour to inflict it: And though we eſteemed not our ſelves 
equally concerned in the invaſion of your Lordſhip and of the Confederate party, 
being as yet in ſuch caſe no further obliged to them by the Articles of the Ceſ- 
ſation, than not to protect ſuch as ſhould invade them. 

Another expreſſion that I feared would have confirmed ſuch a belief in the 
Council, is where your Lordſhip deſires ſome ſpeedy courſe may be ſettled 
that perſons of honour and fidelity may not be deſtroyed for their obedience, 
whilſt others giving the forementioned teſtimonies of their diſloyalty, are pre- 
ſerved and ſtrengthened under the ſhelter of our authority, or at leaſt conni- 
vance, implying them guilty of the greateſt and moſt puniſhment: deſerving crimes, 
that can be objected againſt any Miniſters of State. Whereunto they could not 
but have returned ſuch anſwer for their own vindication, as might have bred 
a greater diſtance betwixt your Lordſhip and them, than (I judge) can conſiſt 
with the King's ſervice, and conſequently with your Lordſhip's intentions. 
Thus far in anſwer to yours of May 10, and of ſo much of that of the 11th 

as relatcs to it. | | | 

| To the reſt of that of the 11th your Lordſhip receives herewith his Majeſtic's 
Commiſſion under the Great Seal, a better authority for your Lordſhip to take 
upon you the command of all the forces raiſed, to be railed, or that ſhall be 
ſent to your aſſiſtance into that Province, than can come from me without a 
ſpecial letter from his Majeſty, conſidering the parents already on foot, which 
can only be ſuperſeded by the like ſubſequent grants from his Majeſty. [ 
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I have from the Gentleman's own hand named by Major General 744, re- 
ceived good aſſurance of his inclinations to be of the King's party, as toon as 
proviſion can be made for the ſafety and ſubſiſtence of his Men; without which 
it were fruitleſs, and a kind of treachery to him to draw him from where he 
makes a ſhift to live. But if your Lordſhip can prevaile with the Confederates 
to aſſign him a certain maintenance (which by their uſage and opinion of Cap- 
tain Crofton J have cauſe to doubt.) I ſhall quickly make addrefles to him to 
the North, whither (I hear) he is retired. | 

Mr. Plunclet arrived here about the time I received the letter I am now an- 
ſwering; and his buſineſs indeed was, among other things, to propoſe the ſpeedy 
publication of a Peace, but not without the addition of thoſe conce ſſions made 
by my Lord of Glamorgan, againſt which the King hath declated ſo juſtly and 
ſo openly, that I may not admit they ſhould come in at the end of any bar— 
gain of my making. Some other propoſitions of equall wildneſs he made which 
I have extracted, and herewith ſent your Lordſhip, that you may judge how 
endleſs a labour it is like to be to come to a concluſion with men, that ſet no 
limits to their propoſcings. Yet that nothing be left undone on my part, I 


ſhall return the beſt and moſt ſatisfying anſwer I can frame, even to thoſe un- 


expected motions, which, according to my promiſe in mine of the 22d, had 
been with your Lordſhip and them before now, but for the intervening, firſt 
of the news out of England, and ſince of a ſad accident, that had like to have 
bereft me of three children at once, but by God's great mercy took froin me 
only the youngeſt. | 

In this letter of the 11th your Lordſhip doth rightly ſtate, and (I muſt ac- 
knowledge) make a moſt ſolid judgment of the ſtate of the Treaty as it now 
ſtands; ſave that touching their preparations towards performance of their un- 
dertakings for his Majcſtic's aſſiſtance in England, the accidents preventing the 
ſame, and the want of a ſafe landing and conjunction of forces on the other 
ſide, much may be ſaied to the weakening of their plea, if it were held nece- 
full. But as your Lordſhip hath put together all that may poſſibly induce, and 
probably excuſe a going beyond or beſide his Majeſtie's inſtructions, as the 
Matter lay then before you, and have upon the matter perſwaded me in the 


neceſlity of concluding a Peace, in relation to the King's ſervice, and the ſafety 


of his ſervants and intereſts here, ſo have you made the onely eſſential objec- 
tions that then lay againſt it in your Lordſhip's view; if theſe propoſitions 
made by Mr. Pluncket were not known to you. And thole objections are ( 
conceive) too weighty to be removed by any private or conjectural affirma- 
tions, upon which no man can be further challenged than of a miſunderſtand- 
ing of men's inclinations, though perhaps really the fault may be in his want 
of will to have his opinions reduced into real certainty. And therefore it your 


Lordſhip ſhall think fit, to avoid all future diſputes, to propoſe to ſuch as are 


of belicf, that upon publication of the Peace, the generality of the Kingdom 
will declare themſelves to be ſolely and entirely under his Majeſtic's Govern- 
ment; that they will beforchand engage themſelves, not only to lead the way, 
but to endeavour with all their power to draw others after them. When J ſhall 
know who they are that will thus engage, I may then judge of their power, 
and accordingly reckon the hazards I am to encounter with, more or lels, 


which may alſo be an inducement to me to engage my ſelf in the other par- 


ticulars. 
To your Lordſhip's of the 12th, there needs no other anſwer, than that I 
ſhall write to my Lord Preſident for the exchange of Captain St. George tor 
your Lordſhip's Officer, and that there is no fear of Owen O Nele's troubling 

that Province upon any injunction of mine. ; | 

Your Lordſhip's of the 26th remaines to anſwer ; which before I enter into, 
I muſt let your Lordſhip know, that ſince the arrival here of his Majcltic's let- 
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ter (ſince printed) I have heard nothing out of England or Scotland, where 
ſome ſay the King is: nor do I certainly know what effects his coming to that 
Army will produce in the North, though more than a week ſince I diſpatched 
one to Monroe, with a copy of his Majeſtic's letter, accompanied with one of 
Clvility only from me. 

Your fear of being ſurprized in a breach with the Jriſb Confederates, I con- 
ceive, your Lordſhip will lay aſide, when you have read this letter, and ſhall 
know that the Ceſſation is continued till the 13th of July next. But if any 
accident ſhould happen, that in my apprehenſion would lay you open to any 
thing of danger, I ſhould not faile to give you timely notice of it. 

The reaſon why I have not ſooner given your Lordſhip this accompt, I hope 
your Lordſhip will ſo far approve, as to believe it could not proceed trom any 
want of deſire in me to give you all poſſible and timely ſatisfaction in what- 

ever comes from you to me. 
For inſtructions, which (I conceive) your Lordſhip expects ſhould accompany, 
I can for the preſent only refer you to your Commiſſion, which in gencral di- 
rects your Lordſhip againſt whom to employ the forces you ſhall get together, 
the number, proviſion and preſent poſture whereof, as well as of the enemy, 
being unknown to me, I know not what particular inſtructions to give. And 
now that your Lordſhip hath a Commiſſion ſtrong enough, which ( conceive) 
all that in this Kingdom arc loyal, will not ſtick publickly to avow, and ac- 
knowledge, I ſuppoſe your Lordſhip expects no approbation from me, that 
your forces ſhould be admitted to the aſſiſtance of General Preſton. 

Having by this time tired your Lordſhip, you muſt yet give me leave to aſ- 
ſure you, that I am, and ever will be 5

May it pleaſe your Excellence, 


HE receipt of your letter of the zoth of May makes me much aſhamed 

to have been the occaſion of putting your Lordſhip to ſo great a trou- 
ble; and to prevent any increaſe thereof, it begot a reſolution in me this day 
to begin my journey, and to have perſonally waited upon your Lordſhip. But 
my preſent ſtate of health doth ſo evidently impair, that my ſtrength is no ways 
anſwerable to my mind, or agreeable to the condition of theſe times. 

I am fully convinced by your Lordſhip's judgment upon my diſpatch of the 
roth of May; and it ſhall be my inſtruction for the future not to deal with 
Stateſmen, when paſſion and revenge for late received injuries are predominant | 
and work powerfully upon the imagination. Yet if there might have been a 
ſeparation made therein between your Lordſhip's intereſt and that of others, 
| (which I preſume your Lordſhip believes was my aim) and that uſe might have 
been made of my boldneſs and preſumption therein to put them to a grant or 
denial (which would have been in ſome ſort of equal ſatisfaction to me) I ſhould 
not have feared thoſe diſpleaſures grounded upon that, which I then conceived 
to be the truth, and my ſelf neceſſitated to be free and clear therein. Pardon 
me, my Lord, diſcourſe upon this ſubject rubs the fore afreſh, and draws me 
to inconveniencies I reſolved to avoid ; without any farther diſpute, I humbly 
ſubmit to your Lordſhip's cenſure. 55 | 585 

When I propoſed, amongſt other authorities, the ſending the King's Com- 
miſſion to me, which I long ſince reſigned and left in your Lordthip's cuſtody, 
had indeed forgotten the clauſes that had relation to my Lord illmol, mg 

| 2 made 
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made me upon the matter but his Vice Preſident and my Lord Dillon nothing; 
and finding the power granted me, but in general words, to proſecute Traitors and 
Rebels, though your Lordſhip doth rightly oblerve that it is the crime and not 
the declaration that proves them guilty, yet I do humbly conceive (eſpecially 
the many diviſions of parties now in the Kingdom conſidered) until they be 
declared by ſuch as have authority for it, it goes beyond the ſtrength of my 
Commiſſion to aſlault or purſue them, as Traitors or Rebells, by forces not yet 
publickly avowed; and by my ſufferings I conceive my ſelf too much a party 
to be judge of the offence, though I may be commanded to be an inſtrument in 
the puniſhment. And when your Lordſhip ſhall be pleaſed to reflect upon the 
date of my Commiſſion, 1 ſuppole it will be diſputable to whom it had then 
relation ; and not to hold your Lordſhip too long upon this point, give me leave 
to expreſs my reſolution, that untill your Lordſhip find it fit and convenient to 
give me a new Commiſſion, or ſomewhat of publick declaration, that I may 


take the command in chief upon me of theſe forces for the preſent expedition 


into Connaght, againſt thoſe that have not only frequently broken the Ceſla- 
tion, but violently aſſaulted me and others included within your Lordſhip's 

quarters, let my honour and fortune be never ſo much engaged, and my ſelf 
liable to many harſh conſtructions, I muſt not venture to take that charge upon 
me. But ſhall yet rely ſo far upon ſuppoſitions, as to fend my forces to Ge- 


neral Preſtons aſſiſtance, and frame my ſelf to that quiet courſe of life moſt 
proper to my preſent condition, much either of buſineſs or exerciſe being very 


painful to me. 

For what I propounded to your Lordſhip concerning the ſpeedy ſettlement 
of this Kingdom by the publication of the Peace, I can no farther juſtify either 
the matter or expreſſion, than to aſſure your Lordſhip 1 have not the leaſt no- 
tion of thoſe propoſitions ſent from Limerick, more than in general that they 
deſired the proclaiming of the Peace; and that whatſoever appeared before your 
Lordſhip from me upon that ſubje&, proceeded from a ſettled entire duty to 
his Majeſtie, a real and conſtant affection to your Lordſhip, and an earneſt de- 
ſire to advance the publick good and ſafety of this Kingdom in a right obedi- 
cnce to his Majeſtic's authority. | 5 

I muſt acknowledge that thoſe who have endeavoured to put a confidence in 
me, that the gencrality of the Kingdom would return into an entire obedience 
upon publication of the Peace, are not of that leading power and quality in 
the Country, as that your Lordſhip can with a full ſecurity ground your reſo- 
lutions thereupon. But they are ſuch, as J am much ſatisfied with in point of 
honeſty, judgment and knowledge of the perſons and inclinations of thoſe that are 
of greateſt power of that party. And for the Gentry of this Province and a 
conſiderable part of Leinſter, by my own obſervation, I make no queſtion of 
their conformity. And as it is confidently related to me, 1 have much to ſay 
even of the deſires and intentions of ſome of their Supream Council, which at 


this diſtance I know not how to expreſs to give your Lordſhip clear ſatisfac- 


tion. But I hope the return of thoſe your Lordſhip employs to Limerick, and 
Mr. Pluncket accompanying them, which (as I am informed) is intended, will 
clear all difficulties, and fettle a right underſtanding. If not, your Lordſhip 


may be pleaſcd to inſiſt poſitively upon this point, which will determine their 
endleſs diſputes and dubious propoſitions. And I am much inclined to believe 


that truth will out, and themſelves acknowledge they cannot ſubſiſt any other 
way; though if they ſhould faile in that your Lordſhip hath already granted, I 
am fearful that deſperation may drive them to very deſtruftive reſolutions, by 
which however they might be vanquiſh'd ; yet it would not, (as I conceive) ac- 
cording to the preſent juncture of affaires, be of any advantage to the King's 
ſervice, or ſecurity to your Lordſhip. And I have ſomewhat more than conjec- 
ture to ground my belicf, that your L000%p is well ſatisfied that the wg 1 
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ſtill deſirous of the peace of this Kingdom, though he failed of the ſupplies at 
the time appointed ; which, in my weak judgment, takes off much, if it do 
not wholly remove your Lordſhip's hazard in the proclamation of the Peace 
though the conditions were not ſeaſonably performed. 

Theſe particulars, craving pardon for their length and weakneſs of expreſ- 
ſion, are humbly offered to your Lordſhip's conſideration by

IGHT truſty and right well-beloyed Couſin and Counſellor, we greet you 
well. Having long with much grief looked upon the ſad condition our 
Kingdom of Ireland hath been in theſe divers years, through the wicked and 
deſperate Rebellion there, and the bloody effects have enſued thereupon ; for 
the ſettling whereof, we would have wholly applied our ſelves, if the differen- 
ces betwixt us and our ſubjects here had not diverted and withdrawn us. 

And not having been able by force (for that reſpect) to reduce them, we 
were neceſſitated for the preſent ſafety of our Proteſtant ſubjects there, to give 
you power and authority to treat with them upon ſuch pious, honourable and 
ſafe grounds, as the good of that our Kingdom did then require. But for ma- 
ny reaſons too long for a letter, we think fit to require you to procced no 
further in Treaty with the Rebels, nor to engage us upon conditions with 
them after ſight hereof. And having formerly found ſuch real proofs of your 
ready obedience to our commands, we doubt not of your care in this, where- 
in our ſervice and the good of our Proteſtant ſubjects in Ireland is ſo much 
concerned.

| Believe we may vie with one another in care and trouble for my long ſtay 
from your Excellence; but I hope in God to be with you within few days 
after this, with ſuch fruits of my journey as ſhall make you think it well im- 
ployed, if it pleaſe God you have been but able to prevent ill-accidents there, 
and to keep things in the ſtate I left them till my return, I intcnd to begin 
my journey to morrow towards 7erſey, where my frigat ſtays for me, but with- 
all, I thought it neceſſary ro ſend unto your Excellence, the neareſt way, this 
accompt of what effect you may expect of my negotiation, if it pleaſe God I 
get fafely to you; and if otherwiſe, receive from me the beſt meaſures I can 
give you how to govern your ſelf moſt to the advantage of his Majeſtic's 
affaires, and of your own honour and intcreſts, the latter of which 1 ſhall not 

need tell you is next the firſt, the dcareſt thing to me in the world. 
At my coming to FJerſey, I found clearly my misfortune in having come 
too late to Scilly, both in the certainty of my power to have brought the Prince 
thence into Ireland, and in the impoſſibility of doing it where I then was, 
there being ſuch an invincible averſion in the Prince's Council againſt rhat de- 
ſign, as nothing could have overcome but the fears they were in in Scz/ly, or 
force which I had not power to apply in Jerſey: Beſides, I found them ſtreng- 
thened at that time againſt it by arguments taken from the uncertainty how 
my propoſition might ſuit with the King's new deſigns, of which there was no 
more then known, than that he was re ſolved to get out of Oxford. Over and 
above this they armed themſelves againſt me with the Queen's vehement preſ- 
ſures, and ſome expreſſions of the King's pleaſure for his coming into France, 
Notwithſtanding that themſelves were almoſt as averſe from that as from La 
2 and. 
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land. Upon the whole matter, I thought it neceſſary to try if I could meet 
with more reaſonable people in France than at Ferſey, and ſtrengthen my ſelf 
from thence. At my coming hither, I found the Queen very earneſt in her 
deſires to have the Prince here, but rather out of an unſatisfiedneſs of his ſafety 
at Jerſey, and ignorance of the condition of Ireland, than out of any paſſion 
or deſign relative to France; for when I had once given her a true ſtate of af. 
faires in Ireland, I found her very ready to embrace whatſoever upon a judi- 
cious debate ſhould be found moſt eſſential for the preſervation of that King- 
dom, and the laying the ſollideſt foundations for his Majeſtic's aſſiſtance, it 
was not thought fit to come to any reſolution in the point, without conſulting 
the Cardinal, who now doth give ſuch teſtimonies of the real deſires of France 
to reſtore the King, as the Queen hath great reaſon to reſign her ſelf up much 
to his counſel. By that time I came to wait upon his Eminence it was known 


that the King had put himſelf into the hands of the Scots, grounding his hopes 


in them, upon the negotiations and powers of France with the Scots, which 
had in a manner engaged it ſelf to declare for the King, in caſe he ſhould join 
with the Scots, and likewiſe to ſet up their reſt to preſerve the Scots firm to 
his juſt intereſts. | 335 | 
I thought it not the worſt ſeaſon to preſs home unto him my propoſition 
concerning the Prince's going to Ireland, adding, that it might be an excellent 


means of ſtrengthening what was begun with the Scots, by begetting an union 


between them and the Iriſb by the Prince's preſence in Ireland, and the pow- 


erful mediation of France between them, and that it would be a very good 


tryal of the reality of the Scors intentions; which, if they were ſincere towards 
the King, doubtleſs they would not be nice of ſtrengthening themſelves by ſuch 
a conjunction. I found the Cardinal as ſenſible of the reaſon of what I pro- 
poſed, as I could poſlibly wiſh, and he inſtantly condeſcended unto the neceſ- 
ſity of the Prince's preſence in Ireland, and of France's engaging it ſelf imme- 
diately in the procuring a preſent communication between the Scots and the 


Triſh, and a reſolution from the Scots not to embrace any accommodation, but 


upon a joint compriſal of the Iriſb, and a ratification of the Peace there; and 


to aſſure me of his reality herein, he gave preſent order for a diſpatch to that 


purpoſe unto Montrueil their Agent with the Scots, and for another to Mr. 
Du Moulin their Agent in Ireland, to aflure both your Excellence and the Triſh 
of this reſolution of France, which diſpatch 1 have to bring with me; and I 
aſſure you alſo that this point is made a prime inſtruction of the extraordinary 
Embaſſador that is now ſending into England under pretence of mediating an 
accommodation. 

As for the preſent putting in execution the Prince's going into Ireland, tho 
he fully conſented unto the uſefulneſs of the thing; yet he ſcrupled at the 
poſſibility of effecting it time enough before the concluſion of the Peace in 
Ireland, which was of neceſlity to be haſtened ; and leſt it might be ſome- 
| what too ſuddain before the Scots were enough declared, and give them ſome 
pretext to fly off in caſe they were not ſo firm and right as was hoped for 
here; bur that if there could be any other means found out to go through 
with the Peace in Ireland ſuddainly, and to conjoin the Proteſtant party with 
the Triſh, he thought it might be beſt for the preſent and eaſilier effected to 
bring the Prince's perſon firſt hither, from whence he ſhould be at full liberty, 
and have at all times all conveniences to tranſport himſelf whitherſoever the 
advantage of his affaires ſhould call him; and for this freedom there is a ſo- 
lemn and publick engagement given by the Queen, Cardinal, and Council of 
France. 1 finding his inclinations on the one fide, and on the other the 
impoſſibility of getting the Prince from Ferſey into Ireland, without bring- 
ing him firſt hither, rold his Eminence that 1 was of his opinion ; but that 


there was only one way poſlible beſides the Prince's preſent repair thither to 


ſettle 
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ſettle the Peace of Ireland, which was by a firm aſſurance of the Prince's coming 
thither as ſoon as poſſibly might be; and in the mean time a tum of money where- 
by to ſatisfy till his coming the Proteſtant Soldiers, and thereby to give your Excel- 
lence the power to diſplace thoſe Officers whom you had cauſe to diſtruſt, he told 
me that as the aſſurance of the Prince's going into Ireland when it ſhould be poſi- 
tively neceſſary, would, when once he were here, abſolutely be in his own and our 
Qucen's power; lo as great as France's preſent neceſſities were, if a moderate ſum 
tor the preſent would ſuffice, I ſhould not want that to diſpoſe of in what way I 
ſhould think fit for the King's ſervice in Ireland; and accordingly he preſently 


gave order for 10000 piſtoles to be payed me, which I have reccived, and ſhall 


bring with me to employ as your Excellence ſhall command, no way donbt- 
ing but if we can compals to get the Prince of J/ales ſuddainly hither, as 1 
am confident we ſhall, we ſhall have his perſon in Ireland whenever we ſhall 
think it neceſſary. And in the mean time, by pretending it neceſſary, though 
it ſhould not be poſitively ſo, be able to draw a conſtant ſupply of monics 
out of France for the forbcarance ; for I find that although they have made a 
very frank and ſatisfactory engagement for his freedom to diſpoſe of himſelf 
when he ſhall be here, yet they do ſo much deſire to have him, as that they 
will be willing to purchaſe the continuance of poſſeſſion at as very good 
rate; and truly I cannot yet underſtand but that when he ſhall be here, and 
your Excellence have received from him and the Queen jointly aſſurances of 
their adhereing to you, and engagement from them of their {ecing the King 
make good your engagements in Ireland, a conſtant ſupply of money may be 
more uſeful there, and his preſence more uſeful here, and which of theſe you 
{hall think beſt, 1 am very confident you may build upon. Over and above 
this, I have great reaſon to be confident that we ſhall be able to procure a 
conſtant ſupply of monics from Rome, without any other engagement for it, 
than ſuch advantages to the Catholicks as every honeſt Proteſtant will be willing 


to afford them, as well in England as in Ireland, io purchaſe by it ſuch advan- 


tages to the King. Upon which occaſion I muſt not omit to tell you that which 
hath been one of my chicfeſt joys ſince I came hither, which is, that the Queen 
hath been infinitely juſt to your Excellence, and ſo far from entering into any 
Treaty with the Pope concerning Ireland, notwithſtanding the Nuncio's impu— 
dence to publiſh what he did at K/kenny, that ſhe would never ſuffer Sir Ke— 
nelme Digby to hcarken to any thing on that ſubject, and her Majeſtic having 
received ſome propoſitions from the Pope concerning Ireland, her anſwer ſtill 
was, that the buſineſs of that Kingdom was already in thoſe hands that were 
beſt able to manage it, and that whatſoever was ſought for there, muſt not be 
expected from any but your Excellence. Yea ſo far went her Majeſtic, that 
when the Nuncio of Ireland paſt this way, and made an addreſs to her Majc- 
ſtie, aſſuring her that he had orders to govern himſelf in the affairs of Ireland 
as ſhe ſhould direct, ſhe would not ſo much as once admit him to her pre- 
ſence, or own him in the leaſt degree. This I aſſure your Excellence is punc- 
tually true; yet I beſeech you to forbcar expreſſing any thing againſt the Nun- 
cio till I have waited upon you, more than in ſatisfy ing thoſe whom you ſhall 

Having given your Excellence this true ſtate of things here, it is neceſſary 
that you be likewiſe informed how things ſtand with the King in England, 
according to our yeſterday's intelligence, which is in ſhort this: That the Score 
are likely to fail both otirs and France's expectations, and to make uſe of the 
King's Perſon only to force him to what they have aimed at, with the Parlia- 
ment, all this while, inſomuch as you are to conſider the King at preſent among 
them in ſhews and formalities treated as a King, but really worſe than a pri- 
ſoner; for beſides the guards about him, and ſtrict obſervation of his Perſon, 


hc hath no kind of liberty of mind, ſince all power of expreſſing any _ 
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but what they will have him is taken away 3 Aſbburnham being chaſed from 
him, and not a perſon permitted about him, by whom he can cither receive or 
tranſmit any thing to or from thoſe whom he would have know his ming. 
This only we have had the happineſs to know from him, when he foreſaw the 
condition he was likely to be in, that he deſires that the Prince his Son, the 
Queen, and all his faithful ſervants ſhould jointly govern themſelves according 
to what they ſhall judge to be the true intereſts of his Crown and poſterity, 
and not according to what in his forced condition may outwardly be made ap- 
pear as his pleaſure ; and I am confident that if there be a poſlibility of his 
conveying any thing of ſecret to you, your Lordſhip will receive his expreſs 
pleaſure to this effect. This is that which I think my ſelf bound to let your 
Excellence know this way, in caſe any misfortune ſhould befal me, as that 
which I hope you will purſue, though I were not of the world, being you are 
now the perſon upon whom all the eyes of the world are ſet for the conduct 
and management in chief under the Prince of J/ales of the intereſts of the 
Crown of England. If it pleaſe God I come ſafe to you, I make no queſtion 


but I ſhall bring thoſe aſſurances with me as ſhall remove all ſcruples: If God 


ſhould otherwiſe diſpoſe of me, I am confident that upon theſe grounds, your 
Excellence making your addreſs to the Queen and the Prince, you will find 


them never a whit the leſs firm and ſteady to you: In the way of which I do 
recommend unto your friendſhip my Lord Jermin, as a moſt entire and worthy 


perſon, and to whom you are already highly obliged. My greateſt fear is leſt 
before my return to you, the King ſhould have been forced by the Scots to (ct 
any embargo upon the Peace of Ireland; but though he have, I hope you will 
be able to keep things fair till I come, and that then having reccived ſuch far- 
ther aſſurances as I ſhall be able to give you of the King's condition, of the 


Queen and Prince's reſolutions, and of the grounds laid to carry them through, 
no ſuch imbargo will be any hinderance to you to purſue vigorouſly that courſe 


which you ſhall judge prudent, juſt, and honourable, and wherein, if God give 
me life, you ſhall be accompanied inſeparably by, |

found the Prince, and from thence have pardoned my not acknowledg- 
ment of your great favour to me for the impoſſibility of preſenting it to you.

Ireland to be very fit to be deliberately weighed, before attempted; but 1 
would have choſen it much more chearfully than this that is embraced, which 
I hope will be a memorial of my weakneſs. For it is my misfortune to differ 
in opinion from thoſe with whom I have hitherto agreed, and eſpecially with 
my beſt friend, who, I hope, will not render me the leſs fit for your charity, 
though I may be for your conſideration. Indeed there is not light enough for 
me to ſee my way, and I cannot walk in the dark; and therefore 1 have de- 


fired leave of the Prince to breathe in this Iſland a little for my refreſhment

May it pleaſe your moſt Excellent Majeſtie, 


LY 7 E humbly crave leave to advertiſe your Majeſtic of ſome occurrents here, 


which came to our knowledge after wc had prepared our letters to your 
Majeſtic of the ninth of this month, now ſent by this bearer Sir Thomas Arm- 


ſtrong, and which we humbly conceive are neceſſary to be made known to your 
Majeſtic. 
When we were preparing that diſpatch, we foreſaw the very great difficulty 


of ſending it ſafely to your Majeſtic, otherwiſe than by the way of Scotland. 
And therefore on the fourth of this month, we directed our letters to General 
Major Robert Monroe, who commands the forces ſent hither out of Scotland, 
deſiring to know whether or no he would give a ſafe conduct for our meſſen- 
ger, that ſo he might with the more ſafety paſs by the way of Scotland with 


our letters to your Majeſtie. 


On the then next day the fifth of Zune, General Major Monroe with his 
forces, encountered Owen Roe O Neile with his forces near Benbur in the 
County of Tyrone, in the Province of Ulſter, and in that fight General Major 
Monroe's forces were routed and defeated : The particulars whereof he hath 
not been pleaſed to ſignify to us, nor can we from the diverſity of reports 
thereof, brought unto us by ſeveral ways, frame ſuch an exact relation of the 
particulars, as we deſire to do, without prejudice to any for your Majeſtic's in- 
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formation; but we believe you have it fully from the North of Ireland where 
the fight was, and where the particulars are much better known than unto us. 

On the eleventh we received letters of the eighth of this month from Ae. 
thur Aannley, Eſq; General Major Monroe, and Colonel William Beale, where- 
in they mention that defeat; yet in a generality, and they therein call upon 
me the Lieutenant to declare againſt the Rebels here; but then, neither in 
thoſe letters, nor otherwiſe, giving any anſwer to our ſaid letters of the fourth 
of this month, concerning the ſafe conduct deſired by us for our meſlenger to 
be ſent to your Majcſtic; which letters we then underſtood, were come to Ge- 
neral Major Monroe's hands before he ſent us the ſaid letters from him, and the 
reſt of the cighth of this month. 

Upon conſideration had at this Board of their ſaid letters, we by our letters 
of the 12th of this month, gave ſuch anſwer thereunto, as we judged moſt fit 
and ſafe for your Majeſtic's ſervice, wherein we again moved for the fate con- 
duct for our meſſenger to your Majeſtic. 

On the 15th we received letters from them of the 14th in anſwer to ours of 
the 12th of this month, whereby we find that ſafe conduct denied us; yet on 
the 16th of this month, we gave ſuch anſwer to thoſe letters alſo, as we con- 
ceived moſt agrecable to our duty in relation to your Majeſtie's ſervice ; copies 
of which ſeveral letters from us to him and them, and from them to us, we 
humbly offer here incloſed for your Majeſtie's view. 

And now having from the 9th of this month to this preſent, deferred the 
ſending away our letters to your Majeſtic, hoping to have gained that ſafe con- 
duct, which is now denied us; we are enforced without it to hazard the ſend- 
ing of our diſpatch to your Majeſtic, wherein we humbly crave your Majeſtic's 
pardon, conſidering the neceſſity therein impoſed on us. | 

And although we held it not fit, nor in any degree ſuitable with the emi- 
nencie of that truſt which is depoſited with us by your Majeſtic to declare to 
him, or thoſe other perſons with him, any reaſon for our not declaring at 
this time againſt the Rebels, other than the neceſſity of our conſulting your 
Majeſtie therein (which alſo we mentioned to them, the rather in hope ſo to 
gain that ſafe conduct which is now denied us) yet to deal clearly and plainly with 
your Majeſtie, as in duty becomes us, our further reaſons are 

1. Our extreme wants of all requiſites of War, expreſſed in ſome degree in 
our letters to your Majeſtic of the gth of this month, which we hope will with 
theſe come to your Majeſtie's hands. 


2. If we were ſupplicd in all thoſe wants, yet conſidering that by your Ma- 


jcſtic's authority, I the Lieutenant, by advice of this Board, had before receipt 
of their letters, agreed on a Ceſſation of Arms with the others untill the 13th 
of July next; as we have declared to your Majeſtic by our ſaid letters of the 
9th of this month, we could not therefore, without violating the honour of 
your Majeſtic's word given by us in that Ceſſation, make any ſuch declaration 
in preſent. | | 

3. We conſidered, that albeit the ſtill further renewing of Ceſſations from 
time to time will in ſhort time weaken and much decay our ſtrength, eſpecially 
while the ſoldier is unprovided for (as now he 1s) yet untill by your Majcſtic's 
appointment we be enabled to proſecute a War (if ſuch ſhall be your Majeſtic's 
plcaiure) we mult reſolyve to undergo the inconvenience of Cellations ſo to 
avoid greater miſchief; and particularly it will be neceſſary to renew the pre- 
ſent Ceſſation for ſome further time beyond the 13th of July, to the end, in 

that interim we may be ſo relieved, as may enable us to preſerye your Majeſtie's 
intereſts and Royal Sovercignty here. _ 

4. If we ſhould at this time make that declaration which they deſire, we 
being lo diſabled as we are, to proſecute a War, we foreſee clearly, that then 
we {hould draw againſt us here more forces of the Iriſb, than in our pre— 
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ſent condition we are enabled with means to reſiſt; which might much en— 
danger this place, the piece of moſt importance in this Kingdom, and conſe— 
quently all your Majeſtie's loyal ſubjects hereabouts. 

Thus have we humbly repreſented to your Majeſtic the reaſons inducing us to 
forbear making the declaration they deſire; which reaſons we held not fit to 
impart to them, or any other than your Majeſtic; and do humbly ſubmit it to 
your excellent judgment upon the whole matter, whether we had juſt caule to 
forbear that declaration or not. | 

On the 17th of this month, I the Lieutenant received letters, dated the 10th 
of the ſame, and ſigned by moſt of the chief Commanders of the Britiſh 
forces in the Province of Ulſter ; namely, the Lord Foliott, Sir William Stew- 
art, Sir Robert Stewart, General Major Robert Monroe, Colonel Audley 
Mer vin, Colonel George Monroe, and Lieutenant Colonel Milliam Cunning- 
ham; and ſigned alſo by Sir Charles Coote commanding in the Province of 
Connaght (as we hear) under the title of the Lord Preſident of that Province. 
And we find that Arthur Anneſley, Eſq; and Colonel Milliam Beale, perſons 
imployed in Ulſter by the two Houles of Parliament, have ſigned on the mar- 
gent of the ſaid letters, expreſſing their allowance thereof. 

On the 18th of this month we aſſembled in Council, where I the Licutenant 
communicated their ſaid letters to your Council; and we all jointly by our 


letters of the 22d of this month gave anſwer to the ſaid letters; and to the 


end your Majeſtie may fully underſtand the ſubſtance of their letters to us, and 
ours to them, we ſend here incloſed copies of both, humbly ſubmitting them 
to your high wiſdom... | 

Upon this occaſion, we hold it a civility fit to be rendered by us to the Earl 
of Leven, to write to him; and do herewith humbly tranſmit to your Majeſtic, 
a copy of our letters to his Lordſhip. N . 

And now we humbly beſeech your Majeſtie, having taken into your Princely 
conſideration not only theſe our letters, but alſo our ſaid letters of the 9th of 
this month, to vouchſafe the ſignification of your Royal pleaſure thereupon, 
with all poſlible ſpecd ; the occaſions of your ſervice here neceſſarily preſſing 
it. And ſo with our continual prayers to Almighty God, for the ſafety, pre- 
ſervation and happineſs of your Royal Majeſtic, we moſt humbly take leave 
and remain; from your Majeſtie's caſtle of Dublin, the 22d day of June 1646.

AVING ſeen the Articles of the Iriſb Treaty, and diſcerning the eſſen- 


tial uſes to the King's affaires of the concluſion of the Peace thereupon ; 
and having great reaſon to believe, that if the King have not already taken off 
the reſtraint he had impoſed upon you, and commanded you to proceed to the 
concluſion, it hath been for want of means of making his mind known to 
you: I have thought fit to aſſure you, that if you upon the place ſhall judge ir 
neceſſary to conclude before you can hear from him, that I ſhall not fail, in 


caſe there be occaſion of it (which I am confident there will not) to imploy 


my utmoſt care and credit with him to confirm it; and if, which I can have 
no cauſe to imagine, there ſhould any accident happen to hinder it, I ſhall never 
ſeparate my ſelf from your intereſt, but adhere to you in them with that af- 
fection and conſtancy, of which I have —— my Lord Dzgvy to give 
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you aſſurance more large. In which, and in all things elſc, I deſire you to

May it pleaſe your moſt excellent Majeſtie, 


O N the 24th, I the Lieutenant received your Majeſtie's letter of the 1 th, 
CI incloſed in the letters of the 22d of June directed to me from Arthur 
Anneſley, Eſq; General Major Robert Monroe, and Colonel William Beale. 

By thoſe your Majeſtie's letters, you are pleaſcd to command me to proceed 
no further in the Treaty with the Rebels, nor to ingage your Majeſtic upon 
any conditions with them, after ſight of your ſaid letters. 

I did (as I uſually do all matters of importance concerning your Majeſtie's 
ſervice) communicate your Majeſtie's ſaid letters to your Council; and now we 
humbly crave leave, in diſcharge of our duty, to return to your Majeſtic our 
joint anſwer to your ſaid letters. | | 

Such was our care in the matter of that Treaty to order our Counſels there- 
in, as not to conclude any thing here which might engage your Majeſty upon 


any conditions with them; but ſo as all was to be of no effect and abſolutely 


void, unleſs thoſe acts of duty which were expected to be rendered by them 
to your Majeſtic were on their part firſt duly performed; which alſo your Ma- 
jeſtie will find by our letters of the 9th of June, wherein we humbly ſignified 
to your Majeſtic, that you are free and diſobliged from any engagement to 


them on that Treaty; that all Commiſſions made to them on that Treaty, 


are now void and of no effect; and ſo the whole matter ſtands clear and intire 
before you to give rule therein, as if that Treaty or any Conceſſions thereupon 
had never been had or made. And as we ſo ordered our Counſels in that 


matter before receipt of your Majeſtic's letters; ſo now much more ſhall we 


perſiſt in that Counſel, and in humble obedience to your Majeſtic's commands, 
will proceed no further in that Treaty with the Rebels, nor engage your Ma- 
jeſtie upon any conditions with them. | 

And now upon this occaſion of your Majeſtie's ſaid letters, we debated at 
this ſaid Board, what was moſt fit to be done by us, in order as to the rendring 
all due obedience to your Majcſtic's commands, ſo to the preſervation of this 


| your Majeſtie's Government, and other your Royal intereſts here; and therein 


of your Army, and. of all your Proteſtant ſubjects with us. In this debate we 


conſidered 


1. That the Rebels have at this time three Armies in the field, one in the 
Province of Ulſter, another in the Province of Connaght, the third in the Pro- 
vince of Munſter. The laſt are now (as for ſeveral weeks they have been) lying 
before Bunratty, the Earl of Thomonde's houſe, beſieging it. That in Connaght 
lies now before Roſcommon, the Earl of Ranelagh's houſe, beſieging it, as we 
are lately informed. The third, namely, that in Ver, do fo hover, as we 
know not where they will fit down; but they were within a few days march 
of this city of Dublin, when we received your Majeſtie's faid letters, and arc 
now near us. | | | | 

2. That if the Ceſſation, now continuing untill the 13th of July next, be 
not renewed for a further time beyond the ſaid 13th of July, perhaps both, 
or one of thoſe laſt mentioned Armies, may immediately after the 1 3th of 
July advance hither to beſiege this your Majeſtie's caſtle and city of Dublin, 
or if not to lay cloſe ſiege to us, yet to diſperſe their forces at ſome diſtance 
round about us; and then they may eaſily not only hinder all acceſs of ow 
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ſions to us from the Country (which would in a very few days very much di. 
ſtreſs us, and the rather in regard ſeveral ſhips of War imployed by the two 
Houſes of Parliament at Weſtminſter, are continually and even at this time ly- 
ing in the mouth of this harbour of Dublin, hindering the acceſs of all pro- 
viſions to us) but alſo hinder us from drawing your Majeſtie's forces from the 
out garriſons, and uniting them into an intire body, ſo to encounter the 
enemy. | | 

3. If we ſhould in ſuch caſe gain ſo much time as to draw the forces from 
all the out garriſons, then all thoſe places muſt be deſerted, which will then 
leave the enemy maſter of them and of all the Country, and of all the corn and 
hay growing in the Country; and then immediately our weekly contribution and 
exciſe ariſing from the Country, will abſolutely fail, and the exciſe in this city, 
by not having acceſs from the Country, will be brought to little or nothing ; 
and the men ſo drawn from the out garriſons may add to our number, but 
withall they will increafe our want, and conſequently our danger : For we that 
are now unable to maintain the Soldiers kept here in this city, having alſo 
ſome help towards it by the weekly contribution and excite paid by the Coun- 
try, will be then much leſs able to relieve them, and the others alto with them, 
which ſhall come in unto us from the out garriſons; eſpecialty, when that 
weekly contribution and exciſe paid by the Country, ſhall be wholly taken 
from us, and the exciſe in the city ſhall be brought ſo low as it will not be 

conſiderable; and then it will come to pals, if ſpeedy ſupply come not to us, 
that if we be not deſtroyed by the enemy, we {hall be in danger to be devoured 
by our own want. 8 

4. In cafe both, or either of thoſe Armies ſhall advance hither againſt us, we 
want not only men, but alſo money, victuals, clothes, and ſhoes for the Sol- 
diers, and arms, and ammunition, and indeed all things requiſite towards enabling 
us to encounter an enemy, and above all powder; there being in your Majeſtie's 
ſtore at Dublin (as by our letters of the gth of June we declared) but thirteen 
barrels of powder. And moreover, it is to be conſidered, that the carriages for 
the artillery are out of repair, and the ordinance unmounted, and the carriages 
for victuals and other proviſions requiſite for marches, are all worn, broken, and 
utterly unſerviceable. That ſuch is our want of moncy (all helps that way 
being utterly exhauſted) as we are not able to renew or repair thole carriages, 
or make new, or to mount ſome of the ordinance, as were neceſſary in apt 
places here for defence of this city, or to anſwer any other ſudden or extraor- 
dinary occaſion, wherein expence of money is neceſſary. 

We therefore conſidering this our hard (indeed very hard) condition, and the 
impoſlibility (as we conceive) of the arriving of our ſupplies here before the 1 3th 
of July, when the preſent Ceſſation ends, could not apprehend any way likely 
to ſecure this place for your Majeſtic, and to preſerve this your Majeſtic's Go- 
vernment, your Army, and your Proteſtant ſubjects here, for a time, untill by 
your Majeſtie's appointment thoſe our wants be ſupplicd; but a renewing of 
the Ceſſation for ſome further time beyond the 13th of Jul. And therefore, 
after long and ſerious debate, we reſolved at this Board to endeavour (if we 
may) to gain a renewing of the Ceſſation for ſome further time beyond the 
13th of July; which alſo we formerly foreſaw would now become neceſlary, 
and ſo we humbly declared to your Majeſtie by our letters of the 22d of 
June. 8 | 
7 That then being ſo reſolved, we conſidered in the next place of the time, 
to which we ſhould move to renew the Ceſſation, being deſirous on the one 
ſide not to make it for too long a time, leſt ſo (in caſe our ſupplies ſhould. 
arrive here ſooner than we expect) we might prevent your Majeſtic's direction 
for going on in the War this ſummer, if your Majeſty ſhall ſo think fit; and 
on the other ſide not to make it for too ſhort a time, leſt the many pre- 
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parations requiſite to a full ſupply, and the uncertainty of wind and weather 
or any other intervening accident, might retard it, ſo as not to arrive here ſo 
ſpeedily as we deſire, and as indeed is extremely neceſſary ; we therefore fixed 
on the 13th of Auguſt, as the time, to which we hold moſt fit to renew the 
Ceſſation; that if by that time our ſupplies arrive here, we may then go on in 
the War, if your Majeſtic ſhall ſo appoint. And in the appointment of that 
time, we conſidered alſo, that in caſe our ſupplies ſhall arrive here by the 13th 
of July, as it will be no inconvenience to the ſervice, that the men have that 
time after their arrival to refreſh themſelves and put themſelves in order for their 
work, ſo it will be alſo neceſſary, that we have the ſame time, with the money 
to be ſent thence, to repair all our defect in our carriages, and all other materials 
for marching, and to anſwer many other extraordinary charges incident to an 
Army taking the field. 

And now the renewing of the Ceſſation, and the time to which we deſire 
it may be renewed, being by us ſo reſolved, we are labouring to gain the other 
ſide to aſſent thereunto, which if we can gain, the advantage to your Majeſtic 
will be very great in the ſecurity, which we may probably hope to be thence 
rendered to this place, untill by your Majeſtie's appointment, we may be in- 
ſtructed how to preſerve your Majeſtie's intereſts, and therein your Majeſtie's 
Army, and your Proteſtant ſubjects here. | 

We obſerve in the letters to us from Mr. Anne ſley, General Major Monroe, 
and Colonel Beale (within which your Majeſtie's ſaid letters came incloſed) that 
they interpret your Majeſtic's letters in another ſenſe, than (as we humbly con- 
ceive) your Majeſtic intended; for they ſay, that if we muſt not engage your 
_ Majeſtic upon any conditions with the Rebels (which are part of the words of 
| your Majeſtic's letters) we are not to renew any Treaty or Ceſſation. And we 
therein concur with them thus far, that by your Majeſtic's ſaid letters, I the 
Lieutenant am ſo reſtrained, as I may not renew the Treaty of Peace with them, 
nor will 1 in any degree. : 0, | 

But we humbly conceive, that although your Majeſtic intended by your let- 
ters to forbid any further proceeding in the Treaty of Peace, yet that your 
Majeſtie did not by thoſe your letters mean, or intend to abridge that power 
by which all the Ceſſations I have made with them (after that was expired, 
which ended the 15th of September 1644,) have been made, and that by advice 
of this Board (as the now intended Ceſſation alſo is) namely, your Majeſtie's 
Commiſſion conſtituting me the Lieutenant, your Majeſtie's Lieutenant Gene- 
ral, and General Governour of this your Kingdom; by vertue whereof, as Chicf 
Governour of this your Kingdom under your Majeſtic, I humbly conceive, I 
have that power which every Governour of a fort or town hath, namely to parly 
with an enemy, and (if neceſſity require it) to make Ceſſations from acts of 
hoſtility for a time, untill from a ſuperior power, relief or other direction may 
come. 

Such then being our caſe, though in a far higher degree, and of much more 
concernment than an ordinary fort or town, by how much in this caſe, no leſs 
than the moſt important piece of a Kingdom lies, as it were, at the ſtake, and 
therein the preſervation of your Majeſtie's Government and Army, and ſo many 
of your Majcſtie's Proteſtant ſubjects; it cannot enter into our thoughts to con- 
ceive or imagine, that your Majeſtie could mean or intend by thoſe your letters 
any other direction to us, than only to forbid us to make any ſuch agreement 
or concluſion on the Treaty of Peace, as might bind up or forecloſe your Ma- 
jeſtic from applying thoſe remedies to the preſent diſtempers of this now mt- 
ſcrable Kingdom, as your Majeſtic ſhould in your high wiſdom think fit, but 
not to forbid us to make a temporary and ſhort Ceſſation, in the condition 
wherein we now are, if for the ſafety of your affaires, we your ſervants here 


upon the place ſhould find it more neceſſary, than (as we humbly conceive) your 
| 2 Majeſtic 
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Majeſtic at ſo great a diſtance of place (and your Miniſters here unconſulted) 
could forſee. 


Nay admitting that your Majeſtie (upon the information given you by thoſe | 


who cannot ſo fully ſee into our condition as we your ſervants here upon the 
place) ſhould have required us expreſly not to make any Ceſſation; yet even 
In that caſe, conſidering how irrecoverably prejudicial the executing of ſuch 
your commands (in the ſtate and condition wherein we now are) would prove 
to your Majeſtic, to this your Government, to your Army, to all your loyal 
ſubjects hereabouts; we humbly conceive, that in that caſe your Majeſtie would 
have held it a great and more acceptable duty and ſervice to your Majeſtic, that 
we ſhould have made a Ceſſation than otherwiſe. For by the latter we ſhould un- 
avoidably draw upon your Majeſtic, and your Army, and other your loyal ſubjects 
hereabouts, irrecoverable miſchiefs; whereas by the former we might in likelihood 
and probability prevent thoſe miſchiefs. And certainly we ſhould in ſuch caſe 
chooſe rather, for making a Ceſſation at this time, to fall at your Majeſtic's 
feet, for a gracious and benign interpretation of our proceedings, when we did 
it only for your honour and ſervice, than by not making it expoſe your Ma- 
jefiie's Government here, our ſelves, this place, your Majeſtie's Army, and all 
your loyal ſubjects here, to the apparent danger of falling inta the cnemy's 
hands. 5 | 
Moreover, I the Lieutenant have a ſpecial direction from your Majeſtic (ſent 
me ſoon after my entrance into this Government) that if any direction were 
brought me from your Majeſtie for doing any thing, which I ſhould find might 


beget inconvenience to your ſervice, that I ſhould in ſuch caſe humbly repreſent 


it to your Majeſtic, and in the interim forbear to execute ſuch your dircc- 
tions. | 


And (as is known to moſt of us) the like directions have been in the times 


of ſeveral former Governours of this Kingdom, ſo to prevent all inconyeni- 


ences which might, for want of full information-from hence, have happened 
to the publick ſervices of the Crown; and former Governours here have often 
done accordingly, to the advantage of the Crown. And now what interpre- 
tation ſoever others (who know not the inwards of affaires here) may make of 
our renewing the Ceſſation for a time; yet we humbly conceive your Majeſtic 
will graciouſly interpret it, to whoſe excellent judgment we humbly ſub- 
mit it. 3 

And here we do vith all poſſible earneſtneſs moſt humbly beſeech your Ma- 
jeſtie, that we may by the 13th of July, receive your gracious direction in 
anſwer of theſe, and our other letters of the ↄth and 22d of June. 
And (in caſe your Majeſtic ſhall reſolve to go on in the War here) that by 


the 13th of July (if it be poſſible) or if not by that time, as ſoon after as may 


be, there may arrive here a competent ſupply of men, money, victuals, clothes, 
ſhoes, arms, ammunition; and above all, in the firſt place, a proportion of 
powder, and ſome money. And if the full proportions of all kinds to be de- 
ſigned for us, cannot come ſo ſpeedily; yet that ſuch of them as ſhall be 
ſooneſt ready, and eſpecially powder and money, may be ſent away immedi- 
ately, and the reſt to follew after with all poſſible ſpeed. For albcit the Ceſ- 
ſation may give us hope to be able to live to expect thoſe ſupplies; yet when 
it ſhall be publick, that a War is intended (which cannot be long kept ſecret) 
it is poſſible that thoſe who unprovoked, fell upon us in a time of full Peace, 
may perhaps (eſpecially at this time) not much ſcruple to violate a Ceſſation; 
and the rather, there being ſuch pretences for it, as in ſuch diverſity of Go- 
vernments, as now are in this Kingdom, could not be avoided, and therefore 
the haſtening of ſupplies hither, is the more neceſſary. . 

In the laſt place, we moſt humbly beſeech, that when we ſhall receive your 
Majcſtic's direction for procecding in the wE here (if ſo your Majeſtic in — 
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high wiſdom ſhall adjudge fit) we may at the fame time receive aſſurance of 

your preſervation of us your ſervants, and others of your ſubjeas, (in theſe and 

in our other letters to your Majeſtie of this day's date mentioned) in our per- 

s, conſciences, and cſtates, that ſo we may with the more chearfulneſs co- 
«crate in your Majeſtie's ſervices here, with that duty which becomes us; 

# crcin (in all humility we ſpeak it) it is not to be imagined, that any man 


* an proceed with comfort and alacrity, whilſt his thoughts are diſturbed with 


the ſad apprehenſion of the dangers of his perſon, conſcience, eſtate, and po- 
ſterity; which we humbly offer to your Majeſtic's Royal Conſideration. | 
And ſo with our prayers to Almighty God, for your Majeſtie's continual hap- 


pineſs, we moſt humbly remain; from your Majeſtic's caſtle of Dublin, the 
29th day of June 1646.

* "May'it pleaſe your moſt excellent Majefte, 


HW unwilling ſoever we are to diſturb your Royal Majeſtie, eſpecially at 


this time, in any particulars relating to priyate intereſts; yet when thoſe 
Intereſts are ſo involved in the publick as they cannot well be ſevered, and 
when therein your Majeſtie's honour and ſervice now and in future are ſo highly 
concerned; we humbly crave leave to caſt our ſelves at your Majeſtie's feet, 
not only in demonſtration of our loyalty and faithfulneſs to your Majeſtie, 
but alſo moſt humbly to ſupplicate, that your Majeſtic will be graciouſly pleaſed 

to be advertiſed from us your ſervants, That we who have the honour to ſerve 


you as your Lieutenant and Council here, have (out of conſcience towards 


God, and duty to your Sacred Perſon and Royal Scepter) molt dutifully and 


affectionately laboured to maintain your Majeſtie's intereſts and Royal Sove- 


reignty here againſt all oppoſers; that the Commanders, Officers and Soldiers 
of your Army now here have faithfully and valiantly aſſiſted us therein; that 
we have had here with us, and ſtill have, a great number of the deſpoiled 
Clergy of this Kingdom, many of them of eminent degrees in Church and 
ſchool, whoſe great learning and piety, and conſtant labours in preaching and 


other duties of their function have been to us and all other your Proteſtant ſub- 


jects here a ſingular comfort amidſt all our diſtreſſes, and certainly have not 
been the leaſt occaſion of the great bleſſings of God hitherto accompanying 
our councils and actions, and ſtill going along with your Majeſtic's Armies 
here, in proſperous ſucceſſes for preſervation of this your Kingdom, to your 
Majeſtic, and your Royal Poſterity. 


That your Judges of your Courts of Juſtice, and your Majeſtic's learned 


Council here, perſons of great learning in their profeſſions, and of great ſuf- 
ficiency and integrity in their places, and your other Officers and Miniſters of 
your Crown, perſons of eminent ability and integrity in their places, have alſo 
chearfully and affectionately concurred with us in all things for your Majeſtic's 
honour and ſervice, and preſervation of your rights and intereſt here; that 
we, and all thoſe, as well of the Clergy as of the laity, have been TI pod 
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ſpoiled by the Rebels of all our eſtates and fortunes, and are thereby teduced 
to that extremity, that from the higheſt to the loweſt, we have little now left 
but our lives, whereby to ſuſtain our ſelves, wives, children, families, and 
other deſpoiled friends and allles depending upon us. 

That as many of us or them as had any thing left us out of the power of 
the Rebels, have (even out of that remnant) contributed to the uftetmoſt of our 
abilities, towards defraying the publick charge here for preſervation of your 


MNajeſties Army; that when I, the Lieutenant, ſaw the periſhing condition of 


this Army, and the declining of your Majeſtie's honour, and the honour of 
the Engliſh Nation in this your Government, for want of means to ſupport 
both, I did engage my own private eſtate, and with much difficulty found 


means to gain ſo much credit, as J have contracted above three and twenty 


thouſand and fix hundred pounds debt fot maintaining this Army, and uphold- 
ing in ſome degree the honour of your Majeſtic's Government here, chooſing 
rather to expoſe the eſtate of me and my poſterity to ruin, than to ſee this 
Army and your Majeſtie's Government here, and therein the honour of the 
Crown and Kingdom of England expoſed to that contempt and ſcorn of the 
enemy, which otherwiſe muſt have fallen upon them. 


That beſides thoſe debts contracted by me the Lieutenant alone, your Ma: 


jeſtie's late Juſtices Sir ohn Borlace and Sir Henry Tichburne, and ; before them 
Sir William Parſons and Sir John Borlace, and I the Lieutenant, before my 
being your Majeſtie's Lieutenant of this your Kingdom, and divers Members 
of this Board, and others of your Majeſtie's Officers and Miniſters of this King- 
dom have, ſince the beginning of this Rebellion, entered into ſeveral bonds in 
great ſums of money to particular perſons for ſcycral proviſions for your Maje- 


ſtie's Army, and other your ſervices here; under which engagement (to which 


our perſons and eſtates are liable) we all ſtill continue, and ſhall be thereby 


_ utterly ruined, if ſome courſe be not taken for our indemnity. 


And although we cannot doubt your Majeſtie's piety and goodneſs in your 


continued care, as of all your ſubjects, ſo particularly of us your ſervants, and 
other your ſubjects of ſeveral conditions herein formerly mentioned, who in 


all our actions have laboured to diſcharge the duty of faithful ſubjects to your 
Sacred Majeſty : Yet that we may not be wanting to our ſelves, or thoſe others 
formerly herein mentioned, in minding your Majeſtic at this time of us and 
them, we moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſtie to be graciouſly pleaſed to re- 
tain ſuch a memory of us and them, as that by your high wiſdom we and they 
may be ſo preſerved, as the ruin of our eſtates, and the loſs thereof for theſe 
five years paſt, which hath reduced us to all imaginable extremities of want, 
(and that for no other cauſe than fot being of your Majeſtie's Proteſtant ſub- 
jets) may not be followed with the deſtruction of our perſons, ot the future 
loſs of our eſtates, or the preſſure of our conſciences, that ſo the common 
enemy of Proteſtants, who have already glutted themſelves in the ruin of our 
fortunes, and do yet poſſeſs the greateſt part of our eſtates as if they were their 


own, may not yet further triumph in any ſuch prejudice to be brought upon

Kingdoms and Dominions, and that all the enemies thereof may be either 
conyerted to it, or ſuppreſſed by that eternal power, which we pray may ever- 
laſtingly ſupport it.

Lord Digby zo the Marqueſs of Ormonde, 
My Lord, 


EING returned out of France, where, very few days before my coming 
away, I received by an expreſs the knowledge of his Majeſtic's condition, 

and of his poſitive pleaſure in the weightieſt of his affaires, and particularly of 
this Kingdom of Ireland; and his Majeſtic being not in a condition where he 
can poſſibly do it himſelf, I am by command to ſignify the ſame unto your 
Excellence, as Secretary of State. Your Excellence therefore is to take notice, 
that his Majeſty having, upon moſt poſitive engagements of the Scots, both 
unto the Crown of France and unto himſelf, by the French Agent reſiding 
with the Scots, received aſſurances from them of three points; namely, that 
they would not endeayour to force his conſcience, that they would give a ſure 
retreat among them to all his faithful ſervants and adherents, and laſtly, that 
they would endeayour, by Treaty or by force, to reſtore him to, and eſtabliſh 


him in, his juſt rights, put himſelf voluntarily into their hands. But being 


there, he hath found them ſo far from performing any part of their engage- 
ments, that they have uſed him, according to his Majeſtie's own expreſſion, 
| barbarouſly ; and had made him, at the time of his ſaid laſt diſpatch, (which 
was of the 2d of June) a priſoner of the ſtricteſt kind, having not only chaſed 
from him Mr. Aſbburnham, who was the only perſon that accompanied him 


thither ; but alſo ſet forth a Proclamation of death againſt any who had ſerved 


him during theſe troubles, that ſhould preſume to come among them; and in- 
ſtead of them, had placed about him, and neareſt his perſon, ſuch as had been 
moſt eminently active againſt him, as particularly the Earl of Lanerict, who 
having had his Secretary's place taken from him, and diſpoſed of to another, 
and being committed cloſe. priſoner at Oxford, and made an eſcape, and ever 
ſince ſerved actively againſt his Majeſtic in Scotland: Inſomuch as that his 
Majeſty declares, that he hath no poſlibility left him, cither of recciving any 
knowledge of his own affaires, but as his enemies ſhall repreſent them, or any 
advices from his faithful ſervants; much leſs to expreſs unto them his plea- 
ſure, in any way but what they ſhall force from him: And that having with 
much skill and difficulty obtained that ſecret means of expreſſing in ſhort his 
ſad condition, and his will and pleaſure thereupon, that the Queen, the Prince, 
and all his faithful Miniſters to whom they were to impart it, were to under- 
ſtand this, as the laſt free direction that they could expect from him; and that 
they ſhould in all things purſue, and cauſe to be purſued, ſteadily thoſe 8 
whic 
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which he had given before this time of his unfree condition; and that in all 
things wherein he had not given directions while he judged himſelf free, that 
the Prince his Son ſhould give from time to time ſuch orders as ſhould be 
judged beſt for the advantage of his Crown and intereſts, without being diverted 
from it by any thing that in his preſent reſtraint might be, either ſurreptitiouſly 
or violently got from him. That particularly for the buſineſs of Ireland, he had, 
while he was free, redoubled unto your Excellence ſuch poſitive orders for your 
concluding the Peace upon the terms expreſſed unto him by your Excel- 


lence, ſince the mutual ſigning of the Articles, that he was confident it would 


be proclaimed before I could be back in Ireland; and that to the end that your 
Excellence might not be diſcouraged in the purſuit of that, upon which he 


_ conceived the welfare of his affaires ſo much depended, he had commanded 


the Queen and the Prince his Son to give you aſſurances of their adhering 
firmly to you in this buſineſs of the Peace of Ireland, in what unfortunate 
condition ſoever his perſon ſhould continue; and that if there were a poſſi- 
bility for his Majeſty by any art to gain the means of doing it, your Excellence 
ſhould receive orders in his own hand conveyed unto you by the Queen, for all 
this, as alſo for what elſe I am now commanded to ſignify unto you as his Majeſ- 


tie's will and pleaſure. A further principal and moſt important point whereof 
is, that your Excellence take notice that the Great Seal of England being now 


likely to fall into the hands of his enemics, who as they have not forborne to 
make and uſe a new counterfeit Great Seal, ſo it is to be ſuppoſed that they 
will much leſs make ſcruple to ſerve themſelves of the true one, unto their 
own wicked ends, if it may any wiſe avail them; and therefore your Excel- 
lence is moſt ſtrictly required to take ſpecial care, that if any thing whatſocver 
ſhall be ſent over hither concerning this Kingdom of Ireland under the Great 
Seal of England, that no obedience be given unto it; and that, whatſoever it 
be, it cauſe no diſturbance in your proſecution of his Majeſtie's ſervice, unleſs 
you ſhall receive from his Majeſtie's own hand in cypher, aſſurances, that the 


| ſame was paſt by warrant from him freely granted, and upon his own free and 


unconſtrained apprehenſion of what was fit for his ſervice. And your Excel- 
lence is further required to take notice, that, for whatſoever his Majeſty ſhall 
freely and unforcedly judge fit to command you for his ſervice in this Kingdom, 
you ſhall receive his pleaſure cither in cypher in his own hand, or elſe conveyed 
unto you by the Queen and Prince of Males; and whatſoever directions you 
ſhall receive from him in any other way, you are not to conſider them as his 
free commands, nor to yield any further obedicnce unto them, than ſuch as, 
upon conſideration of the matter contained in them, you ſhall judge fit for his 
ſervice to have been done without relation to any ſuch commands. | reſt,

with the paſt and preſent calamities of his Kingdom of Ireland, nor is ſo nearly 
concerned in the preſervation of his Proteſtant ſubjects there; ſo he will be moſt 
ready to apply all fitting remedies for their deliverance. 
As to the particular of delivering forthwith of the city and caſtle of Dublin, 
the town of Drogheda, and all other garriſons in that Kingdom, 3

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held by his Majeſtic's authority, into the hands of ſuch as the Parliament ſhall 
appoint, his Majeſtic (being moſt willing that all thoſe places may be fo diſ- 
poſed upon, as they may be beſt ſecured from the Rebels, and ſerve moſt for 
the ſafety of his good ſubjects) doth again earneſtly preſs the propoſitions ſo 
long expected for the Peace of that, and his other Kingdoms, may be haſtened 
to him; expecting, that they will contain the readieſt means, not only of pre- 
ſerving thoſe places which are already in his power, but likewiſe of reducing 
the reſt of that Kingdom poſſeſſed by the Rebels to his obedience. And as his 
Majeſtic knows not a more ſpeedy and effectual way for attaining thoſe ends, 
than by removing all differences betwixt his Majeſtic and the Houſes of Par- 
liament; ſo nothing will be more really endeavoured by his Majeſtic, than that 
a ſolid and laſting Peace may be forthwith eſtabliſhed.

FI ER our hearty commendations. On the 16th of this month in the 
evening we received yours of the 14th of this ſame, and have given Mr. 
Walcot the bearer thereof ſuch diſpatches as you deſired, with this our anſwer 
to your ſaid letter. EE 85 | 
We do acknowledge the receipt of a letter from you dated the 22d of June 
laſt, which came to us by the conveyance of Sir Theophilus Fones, Knight, 
not long after the date thereof; and in the ſaid letter we found encloſed one 
ſigned by his Majeſtic bearing date the 11th of June, as alſo one directed to 
the Lord Folliott. . | 
To that ſigned by his Majeſtic our anſwer had been long ſince ſent; but 
that as well by your ſeveral letters (wherein you declare in effect that no diſ- 
patch from us ſhall be permitted to paſs by you to his Majeſtie, unleſs you be 
made acquainted therewith) as by other printed papers and ſeveral concurring 
circumſtances, we find ſo little hope of receiving his Majeſtie's free pleaſure 
touching his affaires and ſervants here; that we have great cauſe to fear even the 
ſafety of any meſſenger of truſt we ſhould ſend. But as ſoon as it ſhall pleaſe 
God to afford us clear and uninterrupted ways of addreſs to his Majeſtic, we 
hope to give him fitting accompts of all his commands directed to us his Lieu- 
tenant; which title (by the way we hold fit to obſerve unto you) his Majeſtic 
is pleaſed to give us, though you in the ſeveral letters directed by you unto us 
are not pleaſed ſo to ſtile us. 8 
The letter to the Lord Folliott was delivered unto him unbroken open, as 
| we believe he will have told you before you receive theſe our letters; though 
we conceive we might in all reſpects have juſtified the peruſal thereof, better 
than any ſubje& (not authorized in that behalf by his Majeſtie) can juſtify the 
attempting to look into the contents of any diſpatches ſent to his Majeſtie, and 
better than we could juſtify the imparting ſuch our diſpatches to you. And 
ſo we remain; from his Majeſtie's caſtle of Dublin, the 18th of July 1646.

EING returned hither to Dublin out of France with the full aſſurances, 
newly received there from the King my Maſter, that he had re- doubled his 
poſitive: orders unto the Marqueſs of Ormonde, both immediately before his 


coming from Oxford, and ſince his being at Newcaſtle, for the immediate per- 


fecting of the Peace in Ireland according to the Articles agreed on; upon his 


diſpenſation with the condition alſo of the Confederate Roman Catholicks of 


Ireland ſending the men undertaken for by them; and being commanded to 


attend his Majeſtie's ſervice here upon hls Majeſtie's confident ſuppoſition, that 


the Peace already agreed on would be proclaimed before my arrival here; find- 
ing inſtead thereof a ſtop ſet upon the ſame by occaſion of a letter dated from 
Newcaſtle the 11th of June ſuperſigned, Charles Rex, and atteſted Lanerick, 
and knowing by his Majeſtie's free expreſſion of his will and pleaſure, and of 


his reſolutions and deſigns in the whole ſtate of his affaires, how contrary to 


his free judgment and will, the ſame letter of the 11th of June is, and how 
deſtructive to all the foundations laid by his Majeſty for the recovery of his 
own, his Crown and poſterity's rights, whether by way of a good accommo- 
dation (which God grant) or of War, any obedience to the ſaid letter in put- 


ting a ſtop to the Peace of this Kingdom expected by his Majeſtie would be; 
I do, according to my duty as Secretary of State, upon certain knowledge of 


his Majeſtie's reſolution, and as I will anſwer it with my Life 
Declare unto his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant and Council of his Ma- 


jeſtie's Kingdom of Ireland, that the ſaid letter of the 11th of June is either 


a ſurreptitious letter, or a forced one from his Majeſtie, procured upon ſome 


falſe information of the ſtate of his affaires, and moſt contrary to what 1 know 


to be his free reſolution and unconſtrained will and pleaſure. And I do fur- 
ther declare with the ſame ſolemnity and engagement of my Life, that if the 
Peace of Ireland ſhall not be preſently concluded, the hinderers of it, are the 
occaſion of ſubverting and deſtroying the main foundation reſolved and laid by 


his Majeſtic, for the recovery of his own, his Crown and poſterity's rights, as 


aforeſaid; whether by way of accommodation or War; for the preventing of 
which irreparable miſchief, if there ſhould be the leaſt danger thereof by the 
ſcruples of any, I will freely take the whole matter upon my ſelf to anſwer to 
his Majeſty, as his Secretary of State, with my life, this Declaration of his will. 
And I do offer my ſelf to be retained as a priſoner, where the Lord Lieutenant 
ſhall appoint, untill ſuch time as his Majeſtic be at liberty to expreſs freely and 
publickly unto the Marqueſs of Ormonde (after private letters reccived by his 
Majeſtic from the Marqueſs of Ormonde and my ſelf) his unconſtrained will; 


and then, if his Majeſtic ſhall not juſtify me to have declared it faithfully, I ſub- 


mit my (ſelf to ſuffer death: And I deſire that this Declaration of mine may 
be entered in the Council Book for my juſtification, that I have diſcharged 
my duty, in caſe the miſchiefs here ſet down ſhall be occaſioned by deferring 
the Peace of this Kingdom, upon the aforeſaid letter of the 11th of June. 
In witneſs whereof I have hereto ſet my hand, July the 28th 1646.

I Believe you very well know, and are well ſatisfied, that my Lord Lieutenant 
went as far as his Commiſſion could warrant, for the ſatisfaction of the na- 
tives of this Kingdom in that point of Religion, which I find ſo often men- 
tioned in yours of the 20th current. And if the Commiſſioners that treated 
with him had conceived their conceſſions therein ſuch as would not ſatisfy thoſe 
by whom they were entruſted, I am verily perſwaded they would not hai, en- 
gaged-rhe publick faith of their party in the concluſion and Proclamation of a 
Peace upon thoſe conceſſions as they did; knowing very well that ſuch a con- 
cluſion would determine my Lord's Commiſſion, and conſequently render him 
unable to cnter into a further Treaty. And therefore I am of opinion, that 
however Religion is made the cloke of the intended diſturbance, a greater my- 
ſtery is in it than is yet apprehended, ſeeing it cannot be denied but that the 
people of this Kingdom have granted unto them, (beſides other incſtimable 
graces and favours) that liberty and freedom in the exerciſe of their Religion, 
which may ſatisfy any moderate man, that is concerned in the peace and quiet 

of this Country. | .

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But he that goes about to ſatisfy ſuch as are unintereſted therein (as I conceive 
the Nuncto to be) will find it altogether impoſlible, if I be not miſtaken. For 
before my Lord left Killenny, fo much was offered for the ſatisfaction of that 
man, as the Commiſſioners were confident would content him. And yet all 
hath produced no other effects that I know than the advance of an Army to 
ſurpriſe my Lord, and that handful that attended him in the Country. A ſtrange 
retribution to a man that hath ventured the loſs of his life, eſtate, and the 
ruin of his poſterity for the good ſettlement of his Country. I wiſh that this 
infamous perfidy and unparalleled ingratitude be not by ſucceeding ages remem- 
bered to the ſcandal of our Nation, the greateſt part whercof (I am aſſured) are 
rather ſuffercrs in, than contrivers of ſo great a miſchief. | 

By what diſcourſe I had laſt with you upon the ſubject of this letter, I know 
this to be your own ſenſe as well as mine, which makes me to be the more 
free with you. 
My Lord Lieutenant hath not yet determined whether or no to iſſue any

Received your letter about two of the clock this morning. I writ to you 
on Monday laſt by Nich. White, and do wiſh you in better company than 
you find. I know not what to believe of Preſton, and for many reaſons, am 
not able to ſay more to him, than I did at Kiltenny, in the point he would 
have ſatisfaction in. And certainly, if well conſidered, your undertaking as 
Secretary, and what you may undertake for from the Queen and Prince of 


Wales, who have now all the remaining power to oblige the Crown, is of 


more force than any thing I can do; and you know, till the ſucceſs of my ad- 
dreſs to the Parliament be known (which will be very ſoon, and, I preſume, 

ſuch as may juſtify the renovation of a Treaty with the Jriſb) it is neither 
wiſe, nor honourable, to begin it, unleſs I be adviſed thereunto by the Council; 
with whom 1 cannot conſult, if the enemy preſs ſo hard upon me, and without 
I had ſome propoſition to lay before them, whercon they might ground their 
advices. As for waſting the Country, I hold it dangerous for me to forbear it, 
upon condition of new Treaty only with Preſton, and that not authentickly 
undertaken neither. If Dublin ſhould be loſt by their ſtay before it, and that by 
the advantage of victual and houſing, I ſhall by all the world be condemned of 
folly, and by many of treachery; nor has Preſton ſo dealt with me, but I 
may well ſuſpect, his dcſign in that offer may be the preſervation of his friends, 
and the deſtruction of me and mine; which I the rather believe, becauſe his 
Son Sir Phelim is the man that commands the party; yet I ſhall forbear as 
long as with reaſon can be expected, in hope to hear again from you.

'LTHOUGH lam reſolved not to be confident of any thing, yet I haye 


\ hourly more and more reaſon to be ſo, that Preſton's compliance with 


the Nuncio hath been only to preſerve himſelf, and to get ſuch a body toge- 
ther, as may make him as conſiderable as O Neile; which now in a few days 


he will have; and that body conſiſting of all thoſe forces which the Marquels | 


of Ormond hath moſt reaſon to hope well of, and that if he may have but pri- 
vate ſatisfaction for the ſecurity of Religion, ſo far as he did underſtand : to 
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have been ſecured by the Articles of Peace, but finds it indeed not to be, that he 
will join heartily with the Marqueſs of Ormonde to deſtroy thoſe Ulſter bar- 
barians. That which makes me the more aſſured of this, is that he preſſeth 
carneſtly, that I ſhould get the Marqueſs of Clanricarde to come to the Army, 
to be there in chief; and that I find fo violent an animoſity in all his Officers 
againſt O Neile and his Army, that J am perſwaded, though he ſhould fail us, 
they will all come over to the Marqueſs of Ormonde with their troops without 
their General's conſent, rather than ever joyn with them. This being ſo, and 
© Netle's Army no more conſiderable, than that I writ to you to day, that is 
but five thouſand foote well armed, and three thouſand tag-rags, with 700 or 
800 hundred horſe at moſt; the moſt contemptible that ever were ſeen, there 
will be little occaſion to apprehend any danger to Dublin, and conſequently no 
colour of reaſon to deſtroy the corn of your own quarters; which having ſuch 
a ſtrength of horſe-as you have, nothing can hinder you from doing when you 
leaſe. 
o 1 moſt humbly, but moſt earneſtly, conjure you by all the good, that you can 


hope for from any thing that we have deſigned, not to ſuffer your ſelf to be 


engaged, by the importunity of others, to that which muſt make you wholly 
depend upon thoſe you deteſt moſt. Remember, my Lord, whoever ſhall preſs 


ou to it, that it was the King's deſtruction in the beginning of all thoſe Wars 


at Windſor, that he let himſelf be prevailed with by the advice and importunity 
of thofe, who, though honeſt and faithful to him, yet were not privy to the 
intimate and fecret deſigns that he had laid to himſelf. 

Within two days Preſton's Army will be drawn together, equal in number 
of well armed foote to what O Neile hath, and in goodneſs of horſe far ſupe- 
rior; and by that time I ſhall be ready to get me from among theſe villains 
unto him. My parlying with the Nuncio and O Neile, being now only to 
give him the better pretence, by detecting them; and when I ſhall have once 
ſettled reſolutions betwixt your Excellence and that Army, I ſhall hope to get 
into France from Duncannon, in ſpight of them.

INCE my laſt by Nich. White, having by ſome diſcourſes with General 

O Neile, and by the Nuncio's little civility, had occaſion to ſuſpect that 
I was not ſo free here, as I could wiſh; I reſolved to make a trial, by pretend- 
ing that I was going away to Kkenny to ſpeak with the French Agent, ſend- 
ing them word that I would be back the next day, and lcaving one among them 
to ſpy how it was taken. But I went indeed no further than Gowran, where 
the French Agent met me, and diſcharged me of all my baggage, which made 
me unapt for an eſcape if need were. The next day, which was yeſterday, I 
came back within two miles of my quarters at Grange Mellan, and there ſtayed 
till I heard how matters went; and word being brought that my quarters were 
poſſeſt by a guard from the Nuncio for his uſe, and other circumſtances 
concurring to make me believe, that they had ſent to arreſt me at K'z/kenny, 
and expected me back no more, I came back hither to Catherlogh ; where I 
intend to fence with them the beſt I can, till I ſee ſome certainty of my 5 5 
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with Preſton; and in the mean time, to preſs hope by the French Agent's 
means for my paſs, which though I ſhould fail of, I make no queſtion but by 
God's help to get ſafe away; eſpecially if my Lord Byron ſhall obtain a paſs 
from the Nuncio, and will go to Portumna, where I will meet him by that 
time he can well get there; which is the beſt advice I can give him, both in 
order to his own buſineſs, and my contentment in waiting on his Lordſhip. 
I cannot blame your diffidence of Preſton, ſince I my ſelf, who am of a 
much more credulous nature, cannot be confident of him, though I have daily 
more and more reaſon both upon his march to the iſland of Allon, and upon 
the renewing, by Sir James Dillon ſent on purpoſe, his preſſures to the Mar- 
queſs of Clanricarde to come to the Army. But now being in a place where 
I am ſafe (though my commerce with him ſhould be diſcovered) I am reſolved 
to preſs him in writing to a poſitive reſolution, letting him expreſly know how 
far I can do for his ſatisfaction if he come home to us, and will engage in 
action againſt thoſe other villains. I will go to his Army, and there, together 
with the Marqueſs of Clanricarde and Lord Taafe, give the beſt ſettlement J 
can to that buſineſs; of which the Marqueſs of Ormonde ſhall have a ſuddain 
account. In the mean time, I am far from adviſing the Marqueſs of Ormonde to 
any forbearance that may endanger Dublin, in caſe I ſhould fail us; for if 
the Marqueſs of Ormonde ſhould be preſt by Owen O Neile's forces (none of which, 
but only Sir Phelim O Neile's party, are yet marcht) I conceive you are to do 
every thing that is neceſſary to your ſafety; but till the Marqueſs of Ormonde is 
preſt with neceſſity, ſo as he ſhall conclude, that if he do it not, then he will not 
be able to do it at all, I conjure him to forbear the deſtroying of the corn, which 
(1 faid before) muſt tie him by the teeth to the Parliament. As for the de- 
ſtruction of bridges, houſes, and mills, which can be repaired again, I regard 
not them ſo much; but if he once deſtroy the corn, it is irrecoverable. Yet, 
my Lord, miſtake me not even in that, for I never intended to perſwade you 
to forbear it ſo long, as to put it out of your power to do it with that advan- 
tage which you have in ſtrength of horſe. There is nothing more certain, than 
that the Lord Glamorgan is a principal author and fomenter of all this miſchief 
of the Clergy, and that he hath forged new powers from his Majeſtic to take 
upon him the command, at leaſt of Munſter, if not of Ireland. It is neceſſary 
that the King be advertiſed of it, and that his Majeſtie no longer dally with 
the fool, but that he ſend him ſome fulminating letter, not conveyed unto 
him by cither of us, commanding him upon his allegiance forthwith to quit 
this Kingdom. I have one thing more to add, that the Nuncio comes to mor- 
row to live at Grange Mellan, where I conceive it will be much eaſier ſur- 
priſing him from hence by water, without any adventure in the attempt, than 
to ſteal my horſes from Leixlip, eſpecially, he having at leaſt twelve on his 
guard of my foote Soldicrs which left Dublin upon your application to the Par- 
liament. If the Marqueſs of Ormonde approve of the thing, command the 
Governor of this place to obey ſuch orders as he ſhall receive from me.

| OURS from Catherlogh I received but yeſterday. I am glad you are 

like to get from that worſt ſort of villains. I wiſh you were rid of them 
all; for I am now more than ever doubtful of Preſton; for no longer 
ago than Tueſday laſt, he ſent me word by one Darcy a Frier, that he 
would not join with O Neile; that he muſt ſummon Caſtle Jordan and 
ſome other places; that he wiſhed thoſe places and Trim would receive gar- 
riſons from him to prevent O Neile's taking them; but if they refuſed, by 
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; would not ſhoot one ſhot againſt them. Yet this morning I have it from Sir 
John Giffard, that Warren; with two other Regiments is before Caſtle Jordan; 
| and that the meſſenger that brought him word thereof, heard ſix ſhot of ord- 
nance made at it, before he came away. If you be at Tecroghan (as I am told 
by the ſame Frier you either are or ſoon will be) you know the truth of this, 
and accordingly will order your buſineſs. My Lord Byron was gone with 
Preſtons paſs to my Lord of Glamorgan, before J received yours: I ſend the 
direction deſired to Catherlogh, and wiſh the feat done. By letters from our 
Commiſſioners of late date, we find our propoſitions are well received at Lon- 
don, and by others lately come thence, I am aſſured three Commiſſioners from 
the Parliament were ready to come to us with propoſitions; namely, Sir John 
Clotworthy, Sir Robert King, and Sir Robert Meredith; but ſtayed when they 
heard ours were landed. And at this inſtant I have with me an Officer from 
the Scots Army here, with very free overtures; by all I gather in ſome clcar- 
neſs, that there will yet be a breach betwixt (at leaſt) the beſt party of the Scots 
and the Parliament ; and both will bid fair for us. My diſpatches are not gone 
to the King, which J fear will infinitely trouble him, knowing nothing of us, 
but what he hath from London; bur I truſt his faith of me is better, than to 
be ſhaken with this. | | 

I have a hard task to know in this confuſion, how I may beſt ſerve the 
King; which is and ſhall be my only ſtudy. My ſelf 1 could eaſily ſave, but 
that neither is, nor ever ſhall be, my principal care. 1 am, Cc.

My Lord, 


OURS of the 23d of this month I received laſt night late, and do haſten 
to return your Lordſhip this anſwer. I find my (elf after three years 
Treaty of Peace, and the ſolemn concluſion of one at laſt, now in leſs than 
one month purſued by the united forces of Ireland; whilſt Inchiquin and the 
Scots, who have been at continual War with them, arc ſuffercd to lic ſtill un- 
moleſted. Which ſhews, that my endeavour to make a Peace, is in the opi- 
nion of ſome men a greater fault, than the declared intention of others to root 
out the Nation. If this be the retribution this Kingdom affords to thoſe that 
ſeck to ſettle it in peace and plenty, I muſt ſcek new ways to become gracious 
| with them. Your Lordſhip ſays, the command of Preſton's Army is offered 
| my Lord of Clanricarde, ſo ſecurity be had in Religion; and that the officers 
| of that Army will not fight againſt me, if they may have ſatisfaction in their 
| Religion. But in the mean time, the King's forts and caſtles are taken by O 
| Neile, and the quarters we ſubſiſted on, waſted both by him and Preſton ; and 
to this hour I know not why, unleſs for concluding a Peace. It is true, it is 
ſaid vulgarly, it is for Religion; a word of that large extent, that all the Re- 
bellions of this age have been ſhrowded under it. But did ever Preſton, or 
any other tell me particularly what in Religion would ſatisfy them? Never. 
So that to be brief, I muſt conclude this War raiſed againſt me, and me only 
(who alone, with thoſe that adhere to me, have any legitimate authority in 
this Kingdom) to be the moſt cauſeleſs, ungrateful and barbarous that ever was. 
The greateſt hurt that lies in their power to do, is already done; ſo that unleſs 
for the preſervation of ſome honeſt men, that are violently carried away, I 
ſhould refuſe all Treaty ; and as it is, will neyer be forced from thoſe grounds

N anſwer to a letter of mine dated the 8th of this month, I received one 

from you dated the 10th of the ſame; wherein you ſay, that finding the 
Peace that was concluded and publiſhed deſtructive to your Religion, and the Li- 
berty of the Nation, to che maintenance of which, together with his Majeſtic's 
juſt prerogatives, you had formerly ſworn, you called together your Regiments, 
and iſſued new Commiſſions for re-inforceing your Army; and you declare 
your intention therein to be no other, than to comply with your former re- 
ſolution and engagement; which you deſire may be accorded with aſſurance, 
whereby you may be the better enabled to comply with his Majcſtic's neceſſi- 
ties in ſerving him. Whercunto, though it were reply ſufficient, to put you 
in mind, that the late Peace was treated on, concluded, and publiſhed by the 
tranſaction and conſent of ſuch perſons, as had full authority derived unto them 


in that behalf from the whole body of your party, repreſented by your General 
Aſſembly; and that what they ſhould conclude by vertue of that authority, 


whether advantagious or prejudicial to thoſe that truſted them, ought to have 
been inviolably ſtuck unto, how blameworthy ſoever they may be pretended 
to be for tranſgreſſing inſtructions; which is a principle ſo neceſſary for beget- 
ting confidence among men, that, if it be once ſhaken, there remains no means 
to compole ariſing differences but the devouring ſword. Yet becauſe I hope 


neither you, nor thoſe that follow you, are ſtained with the guilt, nor inflamed 


with thoſe diſloyal ambitions, that work in others to the deſtruction of the 
Kingdom, I ſhall deſire to know, wherein you find the Liberty of the Nation 
infringed, or your Religion deſtroyed; and why the united forces of the King- 
dom arc bent againſt me, and thoſe that adhere to me, who have had ſo long 
a Ceſſation and Treaty with you; who ſince the beginning of the Ceſſation 
have moleſted none but ſuch, as for the forementioned ends are diſpleaſed at 
the concluſion of a Peace; and who only, of all that arc in this Kingdom, 
have been, and ſtill are governed by his Majeſtie's ſole authority. And theſe 
queſtions 1 demand not, that I miſtruſt my power (by the biciling of God) to 
defend my ſelf, or that I will by any force be removed from thotc juſt grounds 
I ſtand upon; but in compaſſion to thoſe, that by impious arts are drawn into 
ways leading to the higheſt diſloyalty, the fouleſt ingratitude, and moſt certain 
ruin, that ever people were betrayed into.

HIS is to let you know, that I have received your commands by Bennett; 
and having conſulted upon them with the Marqueſs of Clanricarde, he 
reſolves to be without fail at Tecroghan on Friday next, with what forces he 


can take with him on the ſuddain, leaving orders for the drawing together all 


the reſt in this Province in readineſs. He is not at all confident of Preſton, 
but hopeful of his Army; he is reſolved to do the King and your Excellency 
all the faithful ſervice he can; and that you would be pleaſed to take care Gs 
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he be met at Tecroghan on Friday night with your further advice. In the mean 
while, he will {end to Preſton to deſire him to forbear any thing that may en- 
gage the Marqueſs of Ormonde in further inconvenience.

HE illneſs of the weather held us from this place, till laſt night. The 


Marqueſs of Clanricarde is ſo exactly entire in his loyalty and affection 


to you, that he will apply himſelf wholly to what you ſhall direct, as beſt for 


the King's ſervice. But the madneſs of their propoſitions to you makes him 
almoſt deſpairc of doing any good with Preſton ; but poſſibly he will be able 
to draw away ſome conſiderable part of the Army; which perhaps may be the 
beſt courſe, if you can have a force to join with them, and that you can pro— 
cure any money from the Parliament, till ſupplies may be got from abroad, 
without any ſuch engagement as may hinder theſe from joyning with you. I 
long much to hear what hopes you have of the Scots; for they will be your 
beſt ballance, if men ſhould be preſt upon you by the Parliament. 

It is not credible, unleſs a madneſs in that, as well as in other things, have 
poſſeſt theſe people, that they ſhould intend to attempt Dublin at this ſeaſon ; 
except they have a correſpondence with the Papiſts within, which I am very 
jcalous of, with Preſton's Army, not with O Nezle's, againſt whoſe men they 
will be faithful, if atiai!ted.

OUR Letters by Jack Barry, and his relation of your adventures, ſince 

they ended in ſo much ſecurity and likelihood of your getting ſafely out 

of this climate (which certainly retains a greater part of the primitive curſe, 
than the reſt of the whole creation) were very pleaſant things to me, that am 
deeply loaden and affected with your kindneſs, and extremely ſollicitous for 
your ſafety | 
I perceive, my Lord Taafe can procure no other anſwer from Preſton to 
your propoſitions, than ſafe conducts for the Marqueſs of Clanricarde and your 
Lordſhip; that for you being gained with ſuch difficulty, fear and trembling, 
as makes me conjure you (as you expect to ſerve our Maſter, or his hereafter) 
not to venture any more among lo faithleſs a generation, if you have any proba- 
ble hope of getting away from thence. For if 1 have any judgment, your 
coming will be fruitleſs. My reaſons are, firſt, if Preſton and his party could 
be brought to ſuch moderation, as that I might liſten to them, the averſion 
contracted againſt you here is ſo great, that I ſhould never be able to draw my 
party to liſten to reaſon, your Lordſhip appearing in the buſineſs. Next, you

T is very true that had not your Excellence's commands by Bennet come to 
me when they did, I had been at ſea that very day we came from Por 
tumna; but it is as true, that in all likclihood being to go in a very (mall 
bark, I had been caſt away in the great tempeſt on Friday night laſt ; ſo that, al- 
though you engaged me in one hazard, you delivered me from a greater; and 
it being held neceſſary that my Lord Marqueſs of Clanricarde ſhould come in- 
to thoſe parts, I could neither perſwade him to it without accompanying him, 
nor could I cither have embark'd, or ſtaid ſafely in Connaght without him. Theſe 
are the reaſons neceſſitating my coming; but that which induced my judgment as 
much as any thing to this courſe was, the conſideration how ill provided (things 
ſtanding here as yet they do) I ſhould come into France to have procured any 
aſſiſtance from thence, being not able to inform them at all how things were 
likely to go here, whereby how to adviſe towards the rectifying them, or to 
prevail with them to be at any charges with us; ſince not being able to tell 
them in what way they might be uſefully or hopefully imployed, they would 
think any ſupplies caſt away upon us. Whereas now, let things go never ſo ill, 
I ſhall be able to carry with me ſome certainty, what ply they take, and which 
way the beſt remedies may be applied. 

As for the advice your Excellence deſires from me upon the whole matter, 

I ſhall not be able to ſend it you till after this day's leiſure, and till I have been 
enlightened by what the Marqueſs of Clanricarde's and the Nuncio's interview 
this day may produce. For the preſent therefore, I ſend you only a draught 
of thoſe grounds, which upon my Lord Marqueſs of Clanricarde's carneſt en- 
treaty, I have laid unto him, for the manner and method of his negotiation; 
of which I deſire your Excellence's opinion, which if concurrent, we ſhall pur- 
| ſue that way, and your Excellence be pleaſed to play your part accordingly. 
You will caſily believe it a moſt intolerable pennance to me to be thus near 
you, and not to have leave to ſee you; but I muſt ſubmit to the reaſons againſt 
my own happineſs, unleſs you will be pleaſed to allow me an hour with you in 
a diſguiſe; for which I am ſo well provided, as to be able to do it without the 
leaſt hazard of being known; which, as it would be the greateſt comfort to me 
in the world, ſo perhaps would it be very neceſſary, that before my departure 
we ſhould adjuſt all our reſolutions for the future by conference. 

I am very glad to hear your frigat is returned, I deſire your Excellence to 
cnquire particularly, whether ſhe be fit to yenture with in winter ſtorms; for 
I have heard ſhe is ſo built as not to be able to endure them: But if ſhe be, 1 
carneſtly beſeech your Excellence, that out of hand ſhe may be new trimm'd 
and provided. We ſhall quickly ſce now whether your Excellence will be for- 
ced to quit or no; if things go better, I may then make uſe of her, without 
diſſerving you by taking her from you. If F. Darcy (who came to us at Tec- 
roghan) be honeſt, I ſhall have great hopes; ſince he proteſts, that all that Pre- 
ſton hath done, hath been to bring himſelf into the poſture wherein he now is, 
to ſerve the Marqueſs of Ormonde. But concerning this and divers other things, 
I have deſired my Lord Taafe to entertain you, to whom I beſcech you to 
expreſs all kindneſs and confidence; and if his Lordſhip can be throughly en- 
gaged with ſome that I can diſpoſe of in ſuch a bold undertaking, I think it 
no hard matter to ſend the Nuncio and O Neile priſoners to Dublin: Even 
without him, I am confident, I can cauſe any one or two of them to be taken; 
and if the ſiege of Dublin ſhould go on, I haye a very aſſured way of poiſoning

Y Lord Marqueſs of Clanricarde having upon Saturday given in the firſt 
of theſe incloſed papers to the Nuncio and Council, under engagement 
that no copy ſhould be taken, received from them yeſterday the anſwer ſent 
herewith ; and ſoon after the Council roſe and diſperſt with much {lighting of 
his offers. Late in the evening General Preſton, the Nobility of the Pale, and 
moſt of his Officers came to us hither ; where, upon diſcourſe, we enflamed 
them ſo, that they ſeemed all unanimouſly reſolved, if my Lord Marqueſs would 
digeſt into paper what he had there ſaid unto them, that if the Council would 
not reſt ſatisfied therewith, and ſettle the Peace, they would ſever from them 
and adhere to your Excellence and to my Lord Marqueſs of Clanricarde. Which 
his Lordſhip having done, (as you will find in the ſecond papect) we are this 
day in expectation of the iſſue. Now to give your Excellence my opinion upon 
the whole matter, I conceive, that your Excellence being kept ſo clear from 
any engagement as you are, if the whole confederacy ſhall upon theſe terms 
ſubmit to the Peace and to your authority, it will be a lacky compoſure of 
the matter: Or in caſe they reject it, and that Preſton with his Army ſevering 
from them, and adhering to you, ſhall roundly conſent to the ſeizure of the 
Nuncio and Council, whereby the honour of the Nation may be vindicated 
from the laſt perfidy, and the foundations thereby of any future oppoſitions 
removed, I conceive, that then alſo it will be as advantagious an iſſue, or more 
than the other way: But if by theſe propoſitions we ſhall only have power 
(which I think likelieſt) barely to ſever Preſion's Army from them, and to ſub- 
mit it to your obedience, I am not then clear, whether to cloſe with them ſo 
will be your advantage, ſince breaking off your Treaty with the Parliament (as 
you need muſt do in that caſe) and the Country being ſo waſted as it is, I know 
not how you will be able to maintain your own forces, much leſs Preſton's, 
(having nothing certain but Leinſter to do it upon) till ſupplies may be pro- 
cured you from abroad ; which though I am confident I could obtain plentifully 
for the King's aſſiſtance from hence, if the Kingdom were any thing united; 
yet I doubt much they will come off {lowly with ſupplics, to maintain only a 

_ diſpute here. | | | | 
I make a queſtion whether, if we can hope for no more but barely Preſton's 
Army, whether it would not be more for your advantage (it you can ballance 
theſe 1500 Parliamenteers with Scots, or with a regiment or two of Preſton's 
that may ſeem to break off from the reſt) to continue your Treaty with the 
Parliament, till ſupplies might be procured from abroad, and ſome means found 
for a more general ſettlement here; and in the mean while, by the conſent 
even of the Parliament Commiſſioners, while things may be ſettled between 
you in the Treaty, to have a Ceſſation with the Jr;ſh for a time; unto which 
1 am ſure they will be very forward, and that there may be a free Aſſembly 
called, where I believe my Lord Marqueſs of Clanricarde's undertakings would 
prevail for a general ſettlement. Theſe are only my viſions; the judgment 
muſt be wholly yours, upon a true examination of the means you have to 
play your part either way, and to ſupport your ſelf for a convenient time. 


For if thoſe fail, there is no way but to quit, opening one gate to the Parlia- 
. | ment, 
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ment, and another to the 1r;fh; and all honeſt men going out at the third 
or elſe joining with Preſton's Army, to ſeek your ſubſiſtence in Connag ht or 
Munſter by the (word. In the firſt, my Lord Marqueſs of Clanricarde, with 
he conjunction of Preſton's power, will be able to do much; and of the ſtate 
f Munſter, my Lord Byron will inform you. 

This is all I can ſee, looking round. I beſeech you haſten your directions 
into us, which way you will have us ſteer; which ſhall be punctually obeyed

My Lord, 


1 my Lord Marqueſs of Clanricarde's negotiation and mine was 
brought to the concluſion, which you will perceive in the two incloſed 
papers; whercunto not only all Preſton's Army, but Sir Phelim O Neile, with 
a principal part of O Nezle's, do engage. As for the Nuncio and his frighted 
Council diſperſt over the face of the earth, there is no hopes of reducing them 
but by force, which will ſoon be effected. I muſt confeſs unto your Lordſhip, 
that I am ſo ſatisfied by Father Oliver Darcy, that Preſton's part hath been 
wholly conducted from the very beginning merely to prevent his deſtruction 
and to preſerve a power to effect what now he hath done, that I am moſt ſe- 
cure of the ſaid Father's, of General Preſton's, and moſt of his Officers honeſty 
and integrity; and am moſt confident that moſt of his forces, as my Lord of 
Weſtmeath's, Warren's, and Sir Walter Butler's regiments, may be as fafcly 
truſted by you, as any that arc about you. However, I,have been moſt care- 
ful to preſerve you as free, as might be, from an engagement to draw in any 
ſuch forces into the garriſon, as may be able to maſter you: Since the Mar- 
queſs of Clanricarde doth not at all bind himſelf for any prefixt number or 
proportion to be drawn in, though truly, my Lord, our cafe here being fo 
deſperate, without this agreement, if you muſt periſh, I think you cannot ven- 
ture your ſelf upon better terms than ſuch an engagement as this of Preſtor's 
and his Army's, which cannot be violated without ſuch a perfidy, as certainly 
the profeſſion of Soldiers and Gentlemen hath never been guilty of. 

Your Excellence will ſee how careful we have been to keep you clear from 
any new Treaty or Engagement. The moſt that will be expected from your 
Excellence will be a declaration to this effect: | 

That whereas it is well known, even by his Majeſtie's printed letters, that 
his Majcſtic's gracious intentions were to ſecure his Catholick ſubjeRs of this 
Kingdom in the free exerciſe of their Religion, by repeal of the penalties of 
the law againſt them; which in the laſt articles was left out by the ſubtlety of 
ſome of their own party, who intended to found this late miſchief upon it; 


That it was far from his Majeſtie's intention or yours to take advantage of 


that omiſlion ; but that they may reſt as ſecure of his Majeſtic's favour in the 
| repeal of the ſaid penalties, as if it had been poſitively expreſt in the articles. 
And that for matter of their Churches and Eccleſiaſtical poſſeſſions, that mat- 
ter being referred to his Majeſtie, it was far from your intentions to moleſt 
them therein, till they had received ſatisfaction of his Majeſtie's will and plea- 
ſure; wherein this latter part, with the firſt, will be abundantly ſatisfactory for 
all that ſhall need be publick on your part. 

As for your engagement to obey his Majeſtie's free commands, the Queen 
and Prince of Maless, and my ſignifications to the advantage of the Ca- 
tholicks during his Majeſtie's want of freedom; and that you will not 80 
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ſuch commands to the prejudice of what is undertaken, as ſhall be procured 
by advantage of his Majeſtie's want of freedom, it will ſuffice, that you write 
a letter to the Marqueſs of Clanricarde to ſhew to that effect. 

Now, my Lord, as to the way of the managing the buſineſs with your party 
there, I conceive you are to go upon this ground with them: That there is no 
kind of new Treaty, but that Preſton with his Army and Sir Phelim O Nette 
do renew their ſubmiſſion to the Peace, which they had formerly embraced, 
and could not continue until now, without ruin to themſelves and all your party, 
That thoſe explanations, and ſome engagements of the Marqueſs of Clanricarde 
unto them, are neceſlary for the ſalving of their honour and the general latis- 
faction, and no dear bargain to purchaſe thereby ſuch a proteſtation of fidelity 
and obedience, as the incloſed, upon this ground of recciving and uniting 
all thoſe that ſhould ſubmit to the Peace. I ſuppoſe you may make a very 
fair anſwer to the Parliament Commiſſioners, aſſuring them that what lupplics 
you have already received, or {hall further receive, ſhall be ſaithſully made utc 
of only againſt the Triſh, that is, the oppolers of the Peace. 

Now, my Lord, as to the making uſe of this (as things ſtood, I think) happy 
concluſion, the two great buſineſſes muſt be the proſecuting quickly of O Nette's 
remainder of an Army, and the advancing with Preſton's into thoſe parts, where 
it may procure ſubſiſtence, not only for it ſclt, but alſo ſome helps tor you at 
Dublin. Preſton's opinion is, that that muſt be Kilkenny and Waterford; both 
which he is moſt confident to obtain, if he have orders to advance ſuddainly, 
and that your Excellence iſſue immediately (which he moſt carncſtly preſſes) 
proclamation of Treaſon and Rebellion againſt all that ſhall not preſently tub- 
mit unto the Peace. And I ſend you a draught of the ſubſtance of tuch a 
Proclamation, which muſt inſtantly be diſpatcht. My opinion is, that your Ex- 
ccllence ſhould expreſs all the frankneſs and confidence that may be; and to 
that end, that in the orders that you ſhall ſend to the Marqueſs of Clanricarde 
or to Preſton, to advance ſuddenly and poſſeſs himſelf of Killenny, that you 
ſhould deſire them to ſend Marren's regiment into Dublin, unleſs they ſhall 
conceive it too great a weakening to the preſent expedition againſt Kkenny, 
and to offer them any of your cannon, or of your horſe, to join with them ; 
neither of which I am ſure they will nced. . 5 

Above all things, my Lord, you muſt be ſure not to neglect to ſend immedi- 
ately a good body of horſe in purſuit of O Nezle's ſcattered Army, which they 

will certainly deſtroy ; whereas otherwiſe he will not only get head again, but 
burn and deſtroy with his few horſe all the corn and proviſions of Meath and 
Weſtmeath; which is his known deſign, and muſt preſcntly be prevented. 

My Lord Taafe, who hath highly meritcd in this buſineſs, will enlarge un— 
to you upon all theſe particulars, and give you a note of ſuch Commiſſions 
as are neceſſary to be diſpatcht immediately; which is all that I have to ſay at 
preſent, but that my Lord Marqueſs and I am raviſh'd with che hopes to ſee 

you ſuddenly. |

E ST any miſconſtruction might ariſe out of my engagement and under- 
takings to General Preſton upon his and his Officers engagement to ſub- 
mit to the late Peace concluded and proclaimed at Dublin, and immediately to 


6Q obcy 
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obey your Excellence's orders and commands, I hold it a neceſſary duty in me 
both for your Exccllence's ſatisfaction and my own juſtification, (ſince I. cannot 
yet perſonally wait upon you) by this means with all expedition to explain my 


ſelf, and declare unto your Excellence, that my whole undertaking was all 
along conducted, and at laſt concluded, by the advice, and with the conſenr 


and approbation of my Lord Digby, whoſe place of eminent truſt with his 


Majeſtie, and long experience in his affaires, did readily invite me to be guided 
by, before any othcr, when your Excellence could not be timely conſulted with 
therein. And the principal motives that induced us both to run the hazard of 
ſuch undertakings, was the not finding any other expedient for prevention of 
the eminent danger threatening the city of Dublin and your Excellence, and 
the ſtate reſident there, by the near advance of two powerful Armies of the 
Confederate party, who were by this means broken and divided, and who other- 
wiſe muſt certainly have endangered the ſame by deſtroying all the adjacent 


quarters, from whence they were to receive ſubſiſtence, and the gaining of the 


outer garriſons. - 
Another ſpecial motive was, the bringing in the beſt affected and moſt con- 


ſiderable party of the Kingdom, to be immediately obedient, and ſubmit unto 


his Majeſtie's authority; and that others who had been guilty of the fouleſt of- 
fences, and continued refractory to the ſettlement of the Kingdom, might be 
the better and more caſily diſcovered, and the ſooner brought to puniſhment ; 
and by that means the Kingdom put into a ſpeedy poſture of being capable to 
ſerve his Majeſty, where he ſhould pleaſe to command, which appeared to us a 
very material conſideration. | 

Having proceeded thus far upon the general, I hope to your Excellence's 
ſatisfaction, leſt any part of my undertakings might be miſconſtrued, give me 


leave humbly to declare unto your Excellence, that by the words inſerted 


therein, VS. 8 | 

That I will procure the enſuing undertakings to be made good unto them 
< within ſuch convenient time, as ſecurities of that nature, which are to be 
« fetched from beyond ſea, can well be procured, and at fartheſt by the firſt 
« day of September next enſuing the date hereof, or failing therein, to unite 
% my ſelf to their party, and never to ſever from them and theſe their intereſts 
till I have ſecured them unto them.” | 8 
As alto this clauſe: * And I do further engage my ſelf never to conſent to 


« any thing that may bring them in hazard of being diſpoſſeſſed, and never to 


« ſever from them till 1 ſec them ſo ſecured therein, either by conceſſion or 
« by their truſt and power from his Majeſtie in the Armies and garriſons of 
« this Kingdom, as to put them out of all danger of being diſpoſſeſſed of

My intention and reſolution therein, and in all other parts of my undertak- 
ings, was no otherwiſe to unite my ſelf unto them, than as being one of the 
{ame Religion, to join heartily and induſtriouſly with them for the obtaining ot 
the particulars mentioned in the ſaid engagement, by way of mediation, folli- 
Citation, petition, and ſuch other dutiful ways of application to his Majeſtic, 
by my own and friends beſt endeayours, by all the lawful means that may be, 


and by labouring to make them capable ſo to ſerve his Majeſtie, as may belt 


incline him to confer ſuch graces upon his Roman Catholick ſubjects of this 


Kingdom; and no otherwiſe to be of their party than in this ſenſe, and as they 


fhall continue obedient to his Majeſtie's government and authority, to which 
they arc immediately to ſubmit upon the ſigning their engagement. 

This being the full ſcope of my intentions and reſolutions in all my whole

Eaſily conceive, as you write, that you cannot ſo ſuddenly give order for 

thoſe things that are neceſſary to be done, eſpecially whilſt the Parliamen- 
tary Devils are there: However, I beſeech your Excellence to diſpatch away 
the Marqueſs of Clanricarde and Preſtons Commiſſions, for he languiſhes to be 
owned by you in the way of command; and that you will expreſs, in a letter 
to him, your ſatisfaction and confidence in him; and that you ſhall ſuddainly 
have occaſion to draw ſome of his forces to Dublin, which on my ſoul you may 
perfectly rely upon, eſpecially Warren's regiment. Nor do I underſtand what 
inconvenience there can be in your owning Preſton, ſince it is upon the foot 
wholly (as to you) of his ſubmiſſion to the former Peace, whatever the Mar- 
queſs of Clanricarde undertake for apart. I believe it will be no ſooner known 
that Preſton hath received your Commiſſion, and that any of their forces are 


admitted into Dublin, but the Nuncio will be on our ſide; for he parlics already 


with ſome moderation with my Lord of Clanricarde. We ſhall manage it ſo, 
as that your Excellence's name ſhall not need be uſed towards him in any 
thing; but if underhand he can be made govern the Clergy our way, and lend 
us the money which is coming in his frigat, it will do well.

(3 NERAL Preſton hath imparted unto me your Grace's offer, and propo- 
ſitions unto himſelf and the reſt of the Nobility and Officers upon occa- 
ſion of mine to them. I profeſs they contain nothing but what is extreme 
worthy of the zcal of his Holineſs's Miniſter for the advantage of the Catholick 
Religion; and I would to God, that they were as correſpondent to my judg- 
ment and obſervation in the poſſibility of obtaining them, as they are to my 
prayers, and as I ſhould think my life and fortunes a happy ſacrifice for the 
gaining ſo full and ſecure a ſettlement of the true Religion throughout this 
Kingdom. Burt ſince the condition of this Kingdom, and of his Majeſtie's affaires, 
allow me not any hopes at this time of prevailing ſo far, give me leave to re- 
preſent unto your Grace, why neither is it fit for us to propound ſo far unto 
our ſelves. I conceive the queſtion is not now, what limits the Catholicks 
ſhould give their aims, having power and force in their hands to extend them- 
ſelves, as far as they pleaſed, to the oppreſſion of Hereſy ; for in that caſe, in 
your Grace's propoſitions, you give them very fair and moderate bounds: But 
the queſtion is how far, having no certain power cither to obtain them ſoon 
or maintain long, if obtained, it is fit to pretend at preſent from our Soyc- 
reign, of differcnt faith, with which it can hardly conſiſt to grant us what may 
be fit for us to deſire, and reduced to ſuch a condition, both by his enemies 


and ours, as not to be able to avow the granting to us even what he willingly 


would, without ruin to himſelf in preſent, and moſt certain to us in the fu- 
ture, we having as little hopes of being able to ſubſiſt hereafter, without his 
being able to ſupport us, as he now to recover his Royal Rights and Power 
without our Union in aſſiſting him. 

This being his Majeſtic's true condition and ours, your Grace will give me 
leave to offer to you, that your propoſition concerning a reſervation from ſub- 
mitting to the former articles of Peace in any thing diſadvantageous to the Ca- 
tholicks intereſts, (beſides that I obſerve nothing ſo material in them, requiring 
any ſuch caution) it is not only not undertakable by me, but even deſtructive 
to any Peace at all; ſince it is the foundation of all that I can undertake, or his 
Majeſtic be able to perform, to the advantage of our Nation or Religion, to 
preſerve entire the plauſibleneſs to his own party of the publick articles, that 
thereby he may be able to make good unto us my engagements in a privatc 
one. | 1 | 
That your Grace's propoſitions concerning the comprehending, in my under- 
taking for the Churches, thoſe alſo of which the Catholicks have poſſeſſed them- 
ſelves in this late march towards Dublin, being (as your Grace alledges) gained 
in a juſt war, is a thing to be wiſh'd ; but not now poſſible to be undertaken 
for by any that underſtands his Majeſty, his Miniſters, or the Proteſtant party 
that arc faithful to him. For although it is not my work to diſpute here, whc- 
ther the hoſtility were juſt or no, by which they were obtained ; yet this I may 
confidently affirm, that there is nothing which his Majeſty, his Miniſters, and 


party will ſo unwillingly acknowledge, and conſcquently there is nothing makes 


that propoſition ſo impoſlible to be obtained, as that reaſon which your Gracc 


gives for it; ſince the conceſſion would imply a confeſſion, that the war was 


juſt, and (by yielding to that) by the ſame ſteps, ſucceſs, and confirmation, ſud- 
denly and evidently be a means to root out all of their own profeſſion. 
Laſtly, that which is ſaid immediately before, is of much more force againſt 
your other deſire of poſſeſſing the Churches of Dublin, and his Majeſtic's 0- 
ther garriſons, both to make the obtaining it impoſſible, and our pretending 
to it ſeem unreaſonable. Certainly it were much fairer for us to refuſe obe- 
| | dicnce 
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dience to his Majeſty, till he were converted to the true Religion, than to re- 
fuſe it him, until he gives away his own, whilſt he remains in the opinion 
and profeſſion. And therefore until, by God's pleaſure and the working of 
his divine grace, he ſhall be induced to embrace the true Catholick faith, it 
will be a fit and neceſſary prudence in us to beware, that by our preſſures up- 
on him, and the delays of aſſiſting him, we do not alienate his heart from Ca- 
tholicks, who by the law of God and Nations muſt live under and ſubmit to 
his government. But though upon theſe conſiderations I may not now under- 
take what your Grace hath propoſed in theſe two laſt particulars; yet I will 
give your Grace this real and faithful aſſurance, that I ſhall imploy my utmoſt 
endeavours, and accompanied with moſt probable and well grounded expecta- 


tions, that I ſhall obtain ſuch large advantage for the Catholicks reſiding, or to 


reſide, at Dublin, or in thoſe other garriſons your Grace is pleaſed to mention, 


as ſhall be very much to their comfort and ſatisfaction, and not unworthy of 


your Grace's notice and acceptation. 

Theſe are the objections which, as a faithful Catholick and a faithful ſubject 
I have thought my duty to repreſent unto your Grace, in anſwer to thoſe de- 
ſires of yours, which in themſelves, as they were moſt extreamly becoming 
your zeal and picty, ſo I make no queſtion it will ſuit as much with your great 
judgment and prudence, to let the weight of theſe allegations prevail with you 
ſo far, as to ſuſpend the further preſſure of them at this time; ſince honouring 
me with the opinion of my being a moſt faithful and moſt dutiful child of the 
Church, you will not judge me the leſs conſtant or leſs zcalous proſecutor of 
thoſe its intereſts, for my being thus wary in an undertaking, not only unſea- 
ſonable, but even deſtructive (as I conceive) to our own ends. | 

As for the mention, which your Grace thinks fit ſhould be made of his Holi- 
neſs, in that engagement of mine, I have with ready obedience added it; al- 
though I am moſt confident ſuch is his Holineſs's great prudence and piety, and 
ſuch yours his illuſtrious Miniſter, as to place his and your ſatisfaction, much 
more in obtaining the vigour and ſtableneſs of thoſe advantages to Religion 
procured by you, than in the name and oſtentation of it; when the publication 
of the latter may be likely in any wiſe to weaken and endanger the former. 
And I aſſure your Grace, that, next the real and ſolid ſettlement of advantages 
to our Religion by his Holineſs's powerful influence and benediction, there is 
nothing that I ſhall more paſſionately aim at, than that all honour, applauſe 
and advantages may be attributed to your Grace, both in the preſent and future 
ages, as the prime and moſt happy effecter of ſo glorious a work, towards 
which you have certainly as fair a proſpect, in making your ſelf author of the 


peace and ſettlement of this Kingdom, as any age hath afforded to ſo great a 


Miniſter of the See Apoſtolick ; when as it ſhall juſtly be ſaid to have been 
your work, to have ſcttled all the garriſons, all the Armies, and in a manner 
all the power of this Kingdom into Catholick hands, and to have ſecured the 


Catholick Religion, with at leaſt as great extent and as great freedom and 


luſtre under a Prince of a differing faith, as is enjoyed by his own profeſſion; 
and over and above this, be ſo powerful an inſtrument of our oppreſſed So- 
vercign's re-eſtabliſhment, from whoſe grace and favour we may (by God's

Y OD forbid, that I ſhould perſwade you, or ever conſent to your truſting 
your ſelf, or any of your garriſons, in the hands of the very beſt of the 

Iriſh (though in my own particular, I am moſt confident of them) till you 
might do it not only with unqueſtionable ſecurity, but with decorum alſo 
towards your own party. But why to hazard all the good effects of what we 
have laboured in by want of a kind and civil letter to a General, who hath, 
with almoſt all his Officers, already ſigned ſuch an engagement as that I ſent 
you, and expect (as they proteſt) nothing but your commands, and owning them 
publickly, to declare and to proſecute in aftions what they there promiſe, I 
confeſs, I cannot imagine why that ſhould be; ſince certainly the receiving 
and owning ſuch a part of the Kingdom as this, returning to their duty and 
ſubmiſſion to the Peace, can give offence to no reaſonable body. I do there- 


fore moſt humbly beſeech your Excellence no longer to defer the writing to 


General Preſton a letter to the ſenſe of the incloſed draught, with ſome kind 
of excuſe for your having no ſooner taken notice of their loyal expreſſions and 
reſolutions in their ſaid engagement; and that you would diſpatch at leaſt the 
Marqueſs of Clanricarde's Commiſſion, which had he had any time theſe two 


days, I am verily perſwaded, that they had been already engaged in the purſuit 
of O Netles Army and himſelf (ſuch intelligence have we had in his own 
quarters) in all probability taken. Whereas being now marcht out of reach 


towards Leix, I know not what new miſchiefs may be raiſed. 
This Army cannot be held together, unleſs it be put upon action, and make 
its way into freſh Countries, upon which it may ſubſiſt. 

I beſeech your Excellence to allow me, as ſoon as may be, the happineſs of 
conferring with _ | | NOS Wh:

My Lord, 


A M moſt confident, that if your Excellence did diſlike my Lord of Clanr;- 

carde's or my proceedings in the way of the ſervice, or that you did not in- 
tend to proceed in that way, you would be ſo kind to us, as to have let us 
known it e're now; whereby we might either repair the error, or at leaſt bring 
our (elves off in the beſt manner we could, having made it our chief care to 
manage things ſo, as that your Excellence might have only what ſhare you 
pleaſed in the burden of this negotiation. | 


Being then moſt certain of this your juſtice and fayour to us, give me leave 
to tell you, that the buſineſs, neceſſary on your part, being as yet no more 
than the owning with kindneſs General Preſton, and his Army's ſubmiſſion to 
the Peace and your authority; I do not underſtand how any reaſon for the de- 


lay of doing it, can be equivalent to the miſchief it is like to draw upon the 
whole buſineſs, and upon the perſons of the two faithfulleſt ſeryants you have 
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in the world, if not ſuddainly prevented; the opinion by your long ſilence 
taking ſo poſſeſſion of the Army that you reject them, and that your Excellence 
entertaining further and further Treaty with the Parliament, my Lord Marquels 
and I have deluded and abuſed Preſton and his, merely to gain your Excellence 
time to work your ends another way. For God's ſake, give ſome remedy to 
this, or us ſome hint, how to behave our ſelves. On my ſoul, my Lord, this 
Army is already ſo deſperately engaged againſt all oppoſets of the Peace, as by 
all the particulars, where with my Lord Taafe will acquaint you, is manifeſt, 
that they expect but your owning them, to do whatever you will have them. 
Which if ſooner done, I am confident O Neile had been by this time deſtroy- 
ed, and they in a fair way of poſſeſſing Kiltenny and Waterford. 
Whatever fall, I am ſure I have been, and ſhall live and die faithfully,

No. DXII. The Margueſs of Ormonde to Lord Digby. 
My Lord, | 


T was the 18th of this month, before I received any knowledge of what 

was agreed on betwixt my Lord Marqueſs of Clanricarde and General Preſ- 
ton and his Officers; ſince when thoſe that brought me that, and other diſ- 
patches can witneſs in what continual labour, vexation and danger I have lived. 
And when you ſhall conſider the difficulty of my task, which is not only to 


remove hence, plauſibly to my own party, men that ſcem to come to no other 


end than to offer them ſecurity in their fortunes, ſupplies in their wants, and 
aſſiſtance againſt ſuch as have deſtroyed them in all the intereſts that are dear to 
men; but to perſwade them to ſubmit themſelves again to intolerable and in- 
evitable wants, and to rely once more upon the already recently broken faith 
of the Iriſh: When this, together with what I have to object againſt the part 
aſſigned me in the buſineſs, ſhall be weighed, I ſhall hope to ſtand in ſome. 

meaſure excuſed, if not juſtified, with your Lordſhip, if my reſolutions have 


been ſlow, and ſhall not now come home to what is deſired. Till this day, 1 


had not leiſure conſiderately to look upon thoſe things paſt betwixt my Lord 
Marqueſs and Preſton, wherein I now find my ſhare to be theſe. 

Firſt, in a letter to General Preſton, 1 am to take notice of his engagement 
to my Lord Marqueſs, and to deſire him to publiſh it; which engagement 
makes his ſubmiſſion to the Peace to be limited with this condition; namely, 
that they have aſſured to them ſuch additional conceſſions and ſccuritics, as 
my Lord Marqueſs hath undertaken to procure and ſecure unto them; which 
leads all men of both ſides to demand what thoſe are, whereas, I hoped there 
would nothing appear in publick, but a ſubmiſſion to the late Peace; nor that 
any thing would be expected from me, but to reccive ſuch a ſubmiſſion, and 


to expreſs my ſelf ready to give obedience to what his Majeſtic ſhould further 


command in their favour; and even in that, I ſhall find trouble enough to fa- 
tisfy my party. 

Secondly, by the ſame letter to General Preſton, I am to engage my elf 
to the punctual performance of whatſoever depends upon me in the ſaid Mar- 
queſs of Clanricarde's engagements ; which (ſo taken notice of) by ſtrong im- 
plication amounts to an approbation of his Lordſhip's undertakings in general 
(wherein many things contrary to my ſenſe) and poſitively obliges me to per- 
form what depends on me in the ſaid undertaking. To the latter whereof I 
take theſe exceptions 3 


Firſt; --. 
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Firſt, it is undertaken poſitively that a conſiderable number of the Confede- 
rate Catholick forces ſhall immediately be drawn into all the chief garriſons 
under his Majeſtie's obedience ; which (beſides the danger of it) would here be 
taken to be a ſtrange turn, when it ſhall be objected, that ſuch as have ſtill been, 
cither open and implacable enemies, or (which is worſe) ſuch falſe friends, as 
out of a ſolemnly concluded, and by them received, Peace, leapt into the 
openeſt and moſt violent acts of hoſtility, and that have but newly (and as it 
will be ſaid, when rather their power than their will fails them) quit their 
deſign of taking this city by force, ſhould now be received, and fed by thoſe 
whom they can beſiege no lor.ger, and whoſe throats within theſe eight days 
they would have cut; for it appears, not that they bring either money or victual 
with them: And that for the reception of theſe men, we have ſent away thoſe 
that (as will be ſaid) were invited to our deliverance, and brought with them, 
wherewith not only to defray themſelves, but to relieve our wants alſo. I 
ſay, I conceive, the ſound of ſuch an engagement from me, though never per- 
formed, nor inſiſted on, will be harſh, even to thoſe beſt affected; and which 
therefore, if intended, I ought not in prudence to publiſh, as long as theſe 
men are here, and the humours of the people, led by divers intereſts and paſſions, 
ſo floating as they are. | 

My next exception is, to the undertaking ; that I ſhall engage my ſelf punc- 
tually to obſerve ſuch free commands, as I ſhall receive from his Majeſtic, to 
the advantage of the Catholicks of this Kingdom, or, during the King's want 
of freedom, from the Queen and Prince of Wales, or ſuch as ſhall be ſignified 
to me to the ſame effect to be his Majeſtie's poſitive pleaſure by your Lordſhip 
as Principal Secretary of State. Againſt this I except not, as doubting that, 
by either of thoſe ways, there will, or can come commands deſtructive to the 
being of the Proteſtant Religion here, or contrary to the profeſſions made by 
his Majeſtic, and by his command at ſeveral times by me publiſhed to his Coun- 
cil and others here; whereof I am ſo confident, that I dare undertake to obey 
all fuch commands; but I deſire it may be conſidered, what inconvenience the 
preſent and publick promiſe of ſuch an obedience may draw upon the King's 
buſineſs, and upon your Lordſhip and me. 9 | 

To that part of the undertaking, engaging me not to obey any orders that 
(whilſt the King ſhall be in an unfree condition) ſhall be procured from him, 
to the prejudice of what is undertaken, I take only this exception, that notice 
is thereby taken of my Lord Marqueſs his undertakings, and my approbation 
of them, more ſtrongly implyed, than by the former engagement. 

Laſtly, the late amendment, where the Pope's mediation is added, makes the 
buſineſs to vulgar capacities monſtrous, and ſo moſt unfit for me to take at this 
time publick notice of. | 3 8 8 5 | 

The laſt thing I except againſt, is the preamble deſired to a Proclamation ; 
and in that which is to be an act of mine and the Council's, the firſt exception 
will be to the word free exerciſe of their Religion; for it will be remembered 
what they would have hooked in under that word; and I do not remember it 
in any of his Majcſtic's letters to me, where, if it be found, I am ſure it is ac- 
companied with ſuch reſtrictions as will diſpleaſe them to have mentioned, or 
all the Proteſtants of this Kingdom to leave out. And this word, I find in my 

Lord's engagement (which in this preamble being fixed to a Proclamation) I 
do moſt clearly and fully, not only take notice, but approve of, and that is 
my ſecond and laſt exception to the preamble, and (for ought yet appearing 
to me) to the whole buſineſs. | 1 

And 1 ſhall beſeech your Lordſhip to apply to all theſe the inſtant of time, 
when all theſe things are to be done and undertaken, and that publickly by me; 
as alſo to conſider that the things were agreed on, before Jever ſaw them. To 
another man theſe exceptions might look, like things found out to juſtify my

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drawing my neck out of ſo dangerous a collar, and my laying hold of more ſafe 

and advantagious conditions from another party; but your experience of me, 

and what you will ſee me ſuffer, rather than bend, beyond what I take to be 

juſt to either hand, will find more place and belief than any ſuch doubts. 

Having now with freedom laid all my ſcruples before you, I expect from 

your friendſhip a like free return, and what ſatisfaction may be given me in 

theſe things; which you may pleaſe to communicate with my Lord Marqueſs; 
| for I cannot hold it fit to conceale my moſt ſecret or fooliſh thoughts from 
| him, knowing he and you have ready for me, that which may rectify my judg- 
ment, or cover my imperfections. And ſol reſt to both

Have received this morning your Exccllence's letter without a date, where- 
in you arc pleaſed to diſcuſs the matters propoſed unto you by me ſix days 
ſince, concerning the Marqueſs of C/anricarde's engagement and negotiation. 
Which truly I cannot conſider without ſuch a heart-breaking amazement to 
me as renders me almoſt unable to make any reply. Not that I find any thing 
in your allegations there uncorreſpondent to that judgment, caution, and wiſ- 
dom, wherewith you uſe to weigh all your proceedings; ſince that, a great part 
of the inconveniences to your ſelf (in the taking and doing litterally what in 
my letter of the 17th of November 1 propoſed to your conſideration) are not 
only acknowledged now, but were foreſcen before, though thought digeſtable 
for the avoiding greater. | | 
But in as much as the time and manner of your expreſſing theſe objections, 
is a ſtrange ſurprize to us, in point of what I expected from your kindneſs, 
and of what I was fully poſſeſt in my thoughts to have been your reſolution, 
and (as I humbly conceive) not without ſufficient grounds given me for the 
opinion by your ſelf; by which variance of yours, or fatal miſtake of mine, 
and the more fatal loſs of time in rectifying my error, which can only belong 
to you (the fault on our part having been too much haſte) not only the buſi- 
neſs wherein we have labourcd all this while, ſo eſſential to his Majeſtie's ſer- 
vice, and all his future hopes, but the honour and perſonal ſafety of your faith- 
fulleſt ſervant is upon the point of being made abſolutely deſperate, if not ſud- 
denly prevented, by ſomewhat now beyond my hopes or imagination; and there- 
fore what I ſhall ſay unto your Excellence now, is not ſo much out of any 
belief, that (by any thing I can propoſe) I can be redecmed from the fate that 
hangs over me, as that by ſtating to your Excellence, my whole underſtanding 
of the caſe, I may in ſome meaſure ſatisfy your Excellence (not the world, of 
which I have long ſince learnt a contempt) that I periſh, neither as a knave 
nor fool to the publick, nor as a falſe friend to you. I ſhall not reſume ſo far 
back, more than merely to put you in mind of our contrived ſeparation, where- 
by you might obtain the better credit with the Parliament for a preſent aſſiſ- 
tance, and I with the Iriſh for the inducing a delay in their preſent expedition 
againſt Dublin; without both which your preſervation there was morally im- 
poſſible; with what ſucceſs the thing it ſelf ſpeaks, and (I ſhall not need ſay) 
with what hazards to my ſelf I carried on my part, till my coming to Por- 
tumna. From my forſaking of which place, and of my reſolutions to be gone 
immediately to ſea, and my unfortunate compliance with what I W 
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from you by Bennet's inſtructions, to be neceſſary to your ſervice, I ſhall ptin- 
cipally lay the grounds of what I am to offcr unto you. 

You will be pleaſed to remember, that your expreſſion by Bennet of the 
danger you were likely to be in by the Parliament forces, and that your only 
remedy, if they ſhould preſs upon you, was the joyning with Preſton's Army 
againſt them, ſecured unto you by its putting itſelf under my Lord Marqueſs of 
Clanricarde's command, was the occaſion of our coming to it; and your ſaying that 
you could not truſt them unleſs under my Lord of Clanricarde, implying that 
if once they were ſo, you would truſt them, made us make it our whole by- 
ſineſs to gain him that power over the ſaid Army; which we have ſince ef. 
fected under ſo ſolemn an engagement of Preſton and his Officers. This, my 
Lord, I principally apply, as to the juſtifying that point of the Marqueſs of 
Clanricarde's undertaking, concerning the admiſſion of Preſton's forces into 
garriſons; which is the only additional to that, which with your allowance, and 
in your preſence, I delivered to Sir Luke Dillon, and Doctor Fennel, at Kil. 
kenny ; which was the meaſure that we laid unto our ſclyes for the ſubſtantial 
part of my Lord Marqueſs of Clanricarde's undertaking ; as in the form and method 
of proceeding, to keep your Excellence as exempt, as poſſible might be, from 
appearing upon any other ſcore than the ſubmiſſion to the former Peace. 1 
ſhall further add unto your Excellence, concerning this point of admitting the 
Triſh into your garriſons, that although upon a full examination of the whole 
proceedings of Preſton and his Army, we were moſt confident, that upon this 
engagement of theirs, they deſerve to be truſted, as having originally never 
had any intention of hoſtility againſt you; but on the contrary, that they have 
- purpoſely delayed, and kept off from you, the miſchicf that would otherwiſe 
long re this have overwhelmed you; and that both your former expreſſion 
of your joining with them againſt the Parliament forces, if ſubmitted to my 
Lord Marqueſs of Clanricarde's command, and your admitting without reply 
the reaſons of my confidence in them, made us both believe, that you would 
not be ſhy of them. Yet ſo cautious we were in the poirft, that though infi- 
nitely preſt to it, we never would allow of any expreſſion, implying what num- 
ber of forces ſhould be admitted; and had managed the buſineſs ſo, as (I am 
moſt aſſured) that if you had but expreſſed a confidence in words without en- 
gagement, when, and how many to admit, you might have imployed them in- 
ſtantly upon what other deſign you ſhould have thought beſt, and have de- 
ferred the admitting any of them till their ſervice againſt the other party had 
confirmed your confidence of them; as (I am ſure) you will find more than 
implyed, if you pleaſe to peruſe my former letters. Which conſidered, and 
your Lordſhip's letter of the 2oth (whereof I ſend you a copy) and the extracts 
of my Lord Taafe's letter of the fame date, a perſon mutually entruſted by us 
both in this buſineſs, I cannot but with aſtoniſhment receive now the ſtrange 
invective againſt them in this your letter, wherein almoſt all the reaſons of 
your diſlike to the whole buſineſs ſeems founded. 

That which I ſay unto your Excellence, concerning the liberty you would 
have been at, in point of admitting their forces into garriſons, in cafe you 
would but have owned them, and given my Lord Marqueſs and Preſton under 
him Commiſſion to command them, 1 apply to all the reſt, wherein you might 
make difficulty on your part; being moſt certain that you might have done 
what you pleaſed in all. *Tis true, that in my diſpatch of the 17th, I pro- 
poſed unto you a ſcheme of the whole, and of what being done on your part, 
would make the moſt entire and ſatisfactory ſettlement, having not then the 
lights, which I have ſince gotten, of their engagement in animoſity and hoſti- 
lity againſt the other party, and of their readineſs to be contented with any 
thing on your part, ſo that they were but owned, and put upon action, where- 


by 
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by they might prevent theit own total ruin by the disbanding of their Army, 
and prevent the enemies gathering to a head to deſtroy this accommodation, as 
they did the laſt. But upon the more certain knowledge of this diſpoſition of 
theirs, I have of late preſſed nothing unto your Excellence, but merely the 
owning them by ſending my Lord Marqueſs and Preſton ſuch Commiſſions, 
with ſuch a kind letter as that, whereof I ſent you the draught; wherein if 
there appeared any further engagement, than you are willing to venture upon, 
concerning the Marqueſs of Clanricarde's undertakings, you might have put it 
in more general terms, and inſtead of ſaying you would punQually make good 
whatſocver depends upon you therein (at which your Excellence excepts) that 
he and his Army ſhould be ſure to find all encouragement and ſatisfaction in 
what depended upon you, towards the making them happy and ſecute in their 
ſubmiſſion to the Peace and his Majeſtic's authority. 

As for the draught of the Proclamation, it was merely a propoſition of mine, 
as the readieſt Way; and no part of the Marqueſs's undertaking ; wherein per- 
haps the word free might be improper, though as I conceive not liable to thoſe 
exceptions in ſuch a Proclamation, whereof the interpretation is yours, as in 
an Article of a Treaty; eſpecially, when it is limited to the taking away h. 
penalties only, and not to extend beyond that in no man's underſtandiny 
the Marqueſs of Clanricarde's undertaking a part, is to ſecure them in wW⁰rꝛ[ů 
formerly pretended unto by that expreſſion. As for the other particuiars au 
which you except, your arguments lie only upon the point of inconvenicnc. 
to you, to appeare in them at this time, and not againſt the things thetalclves ; 
and for that I beſeech you, what more unappearing a way can be propoled, 
than in a private letter to my Lord Marqueſs of Clanricarde to be ſhewn Preſs 
ton and his chief Officers privately, without giving any copy of it! ON 

But why ſhould I trouble your Excellence with any further debates upon 
the ſubject? Since it is not your doing, or not doing, the thing to the degree 
propoſed at firſt, that is fatal unto us; but the forbearing all this while to do 
any thing at all, till there is no time for deliberation; and in the mean while 
engaging us in the confidence our ſelves, and in the aſſurance to others of 
your approving what we did, not only by a ſix days forbearance of any ob- 
jection (but beſides the aſſurance from my Lord Taafe) by ſuch a letter of your 
own of the 2oth; wherein I beſeech you to obſerve the expreſſion that you 
make your excuſe, for not ſending the Commiſſions propoſed by me upon the 
point of Preſton and his Army's non-ſubmiſſion as yet to the Peace, as I men- 
tioned; than which I cannot conceive a clearcr implication of your approba- 
tion of the Peace as by me mentioned, when once he ſhould have ſo declared, 
as ſince he hath done. And though it be true, that you had not litrcrally - 
ſight of my Lord of Clanricarde's engagements before they were perfected; yet 
you had the full ſubſtance of them entirely, in as much as concerned your cif 
(all but that of drawing {ome of their forces into your garriſons) a {ufficient 
time before, and replied unto me upon them, cncouragingly, even whercas I 
made objections to that way of agreement, which ſince followed with Preſton 
alone; as you will find in your anſwer to mine, which I ſent unto you by my 
Lord Byron. „ 

My Lord, as J ſaid unto you before; had you but dealt freely with me in 
time, I am ſure every thing might have been conducted your own way, and 
nothing preſt from you but the Marqueſs of Clanricardès Commiſſion, and Preſ: 
tons, with a kind letter to himſelf, and the owning his Army fo far as to com- 
mand it upon action. But ſince after giving us theſe grounds to engage fo 
much farther, you do not ſo much as vouchſafe us ſo far, I can conclude no- 
thing, but that all is a deſtiny to ſacrifice me to ruin and intamy (for the cer- 
tain loſs of liberty or life I value not) whercin there will remain only the con- 
ſolation to me, that the Indians have in being caten by their ſurvivors, * ag

I forgot to tell you that I cannot underſtand how my Lord of Clanricardes 
mentioning the Pope in that way he doth, he being a Catholick, can give 
ſcandal to any, much leſs concern your Excellence, or indeed his undertakin 
any thing of himſelf, with no other alternative, if not effected, than his not 
ſevering from them, with a liberty to be interpreter himſelf of the word nor 
ſevering. | 

Since the writing of this, moſt of the Officers of Preſtons Army have been 
with us, and 1 find it yet betwixt this and Thurſday noon (which is the utmoſt 
hour of their poſſible ſubſiſtence here or patience) they may be but owned and 
directed by you, you may yet govern them as you pleaſe, and ſatisfy them 
with what you pleaſe. If not, I ſee my fate; and ſince 1 ſee now the period 
draw ſo near of all my poſlibility to ſerve the King or you, I make it my 
requeſt, that you will aſſign me where out of Dublin I may wait upon you 
to morrow, if you think it not fit for me to come thither; for confer with 
you I muſt, though it coſt me my life. —

My Lord, 
Was perſwaded to repair into theſe parts, and not without ſome ſhew of in- 
vitation from your Lordſhip, as that which was then conceived the princi- 
pal, if not only, expedient that could then be found out for the advantage of 
his Majeſtic's ſervice and your Lordfhip's preſervation ; though for the firſt, I 
muſt confeſs in this particular action, the proſpect that way appeared to me at 
ſuch a diſtance afar off, more than your Lordſhip's intereſts therein, as that, 
which did moſt haſten the adventure I undertook, was my entire affection to, 
and apprehenſion of the danger of your perſon and family. But now (it ſeems) 
my endeavours therein hath been ſo unluckily contrived and conducted, as to 
produce no better effects, than to be kept at a diſtance from you, to make 
Dublin appear unſafe to me, and to deter thoſe that formerly profeſt to be my 
friends, from coming at me, and your Lordſhip (as I conceive) perſwaded, that 
nothing of danger hath been diverted from you, nor any thing acted in order 
to your preſent or future ſervice ; but rather an involving you into greater ha- 
zards; and yet the malice of moſt of the Kingdom likely to be contracted 
againſt me, ſuppoſing that the not compaſling of their own ends was by my 
diverſion, they repoſing confidence upon my undertakings, that were grounded 
upon a firm belief of a right and clear intelligence between your Lordſhip and 
my Lord Dzgby, and a large power in him from his Majeſtic, upon theſe exi- 
gents, to make good all undertakings, which he ſhould either adviſe or give 
conſent unto. But though I may have been miſtaken in myſteries of ſtate, I 
aſſure your Lordſhip, that the want of ſome expreſſions of kindneſs, and en- 
couragement from your Lordſhip to General Preſton, hath loſt a very handſome 
opportunity of almoſt ſecuring the Kingdom to his Majeſtie's obedience ; and 
any longer delay will (I doubt) make the work irrecoverable, the conſideration 
3 whereof, 
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whereof, and the ſenſe of my own fad condition, hath invited me to a reſolution, 
if your Lordſhip's poſitive command do not divert me, to wait upon you to 
morrow; and I conceive my Lord Dygby hath the ſame intention, that I may 
be owned by your Lordſhip, or elſe ſuffer for my miſcarriages.

As for the cautions you give me, I am ſure you know them to be exactly 
according to my own principles, as well as yours, and from which no earthly 
conſideration can remoye me, though I muſt confeſs that for the King's ſervice 
J ſhall be willing that the Catholicks ſhould cozen themſelves with the hopes 
of more, (if that will do our work) ſo that neither the King, the Prince of

T the inſtant I receive your Lordſhip's of this day's date, I return the 
bearer, that you may know I ſhall be to morrow night and for a week

the honour of both your companies before your Lordſhip returns home, or he 
withdraw himſelf out of the Kingdom. I am very glad to hear the people 
here are made to underſtand that perfidy is not countenanced in France, and 
that my Lord of Muskery beſtirs himſelf. For Glamorgan and Antrim, the 
matter were not great what became of them, if there were not a natural pro- 
penſion in this people to love their cozeners.

1 Came very ſeaſonably hither to meet with many of General Preſtans beſt 
Officers, and other perſons of Quality, who are very confident of proſpe- 
rous ſucceſs; this Aſſembly themſelves, and the Kingdom in general, being 
highly exaſperated by the deſtructive proceedings of their Council and Congre- 
gation, and the more encouraged in their reſolutions to make a charge againſt 
them, and juſtify their former Council and Commiſſioners, by the arrivall of 
a Gentleman of Quality and credit of this Kingdom out of France, who ſerved 
the King in England, and who poſitively and publickly affirms, that neither 
himſelf, (though well recommended thither) nor any other of this Nation, is 
owned by our Queen, or the Court of France, but looked upon with diſplea- 
ſure and miſtruſt, ſince they received certain information of th& rejecting of the 
Peace here; which makes a clear diſcovery of the forgeries and falſe intelli— 
gences, contrived and divulged to Mr. Baron, Pluncket, and their miſchievous 
aſſociates. I am likewiſe certainly informed that my Lord G/amorgan is de- 
jected and deſpiſed, and Mustery hath gotten the power and ſway in Munſter, 
and is very active, and particularly in looking to the elections for this Aſſembly. 


And I find it the humble deſires and expectation of moſt of judgment in theſe 


parts, that your Excellence would continue abroad in as conſiderable a poſture 
as you can, which will encourage them to do righteous things; and if over- 
ſwayed there, to join unanimouſly with you. . And to this I will now only add 
the bare report of my Lord of Antrim's being landed, and the Nuncio's coach 
ſent to Roſs to meet him, leaving the comment to your Excellence's conſi- 
deration. I am told my Lord Dzgby is not yet gone, which hath invited

* meſſenger is not yet returned from Dublin; but I make no queſtion, if 
my Lord Djgby be there, he will with much cheerfulneſs wait upon your 
Excellence at Trim, as I ſhall do howſocver. I have but newly reccived two 


letters from him, dated the 28th and 31ſt of the laſt month, wherein his Lord- 


ſhip deſires ſome copics of letters, which I conceive would be of that uſe and 
conſequence to the affaires he is to negotiate in France, as it would much 
trouble me, he ſhould be departed withour them, not knowing how, cither 
with ſafety or expedition, to ſend them after. 
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I do not yet hear of any forces ſo united, but that your Excellence may 
continue and enlarge your progreſs into the County of Longford, and raiſe con- 
tribution there; but if your Excellence be of another opinion, I ſhall, if your 
Excellence think fit, propoſe it to thoſe now going to Kzlkenny, as from my 
ſelf, that they procure orders from the Aſſembly, that no acts of hoſtility be 
committed, untill the affaires there be brought to ſome reſolution, and m 
ſelf to undertake as much in your Excellence's behalf; and your pleaſure there- 
in I humbly deſire to receive by to morrow morning. Your being in the 
County of Longford would much countcnance my proceedings in Connaght, 
if your Excellence find it neceſſary to diſpatch me thither, before ſomething 
be known from the Aſſembly, and my paſſage better ſecured than I yet appre- 
hend, without a ſafe conduct from them; and whether that will be obyed by 
O Netle's forces, may be doubtful. They arc importunate with me here not 
to decline going to the Aſſembly, if I receive an invitation from thence. I do 
very much ſuſpect that there will be ſuch high confuſions there, as may make it 
a dangerous place for me to reſide in; but if better judgments do believe, it 
may any ways materially conduce to the ſettlement of the Kingdom, and the 
advantage of the King's ſervice, I ſhall not ſtick at any hazard whatſoever. 

The queſtion your Excellence propoſes in the concluſion of your letter, 1 
muſt confeſs, doth much diſturb my thoughts, and muſt prove a work of difh- 
culty : But I till retain ſomewhat of my Lord Dzgby's cheerful confidence, 
being an excellent companion in theſe diſaſterous times, and ſhall fortify my 
ſelf, againſt I wait upon you, with the ſtrongeſt arguments 1 can, ſomewhat to 
qualify thoſe ſuſpicions and miſtruſts, you have been ſo frequently provoked 
to entertain and inſiſt upon.

FT ER our very hcarty commendations: Although we found little diffi- 
culty to give a ready anſwer to the letter of the 15th of this month 
which we received from you at Trim, written (as you ſay) by command of the 
Confederate Catholicks aſſembled at Killenny, it being manifeſt to all there 
met, upon what compulſion and provocation we drew out of the quarters, by 
the late Ceſſation allotted to his Majeſtic's Proteſtant ſubjects and their adherents. 
and well known to many now there, how unlike an enemy we marcht durin 
our laſt being abroad. Yet that we might not be wanting to thoſe publick and 
private duties, that engage us to a ſenſe of the diſhonour of this Nation; and 
being given to underſtand, that divers Noblemen and Gentlemen, intereſted alſo 
therein, either are, or will be met at that city of Killenny; we have thought 
it expedient to take this occaſion (leſt another ſhould never be offered) to diſ- 
charge our ſelf of thoſe duties, by letting them ſee how they have been irreco- 
verably betrayed to infamy, if they neglect the opportunity now offered to vin- 
dicate themſelves. Which to manifeſt, we ſhall, but briefly and plainly ſer 
before them. Our own, and the carriage of ſome others in the courſe of the 
late Treaty, and the Peace thereupon concluded ; in which narrative we ſhall 
begin at the final concluſion of the Peace; and content our ſelf with putting 
you in mind briefly by the way, with how much difficulty on our part the firſt 
Ceſſation was compaſſed, and with what hazards to our ſelf, and thoſe his Ma- 
jeſtie's ſervants that aſſiſted us, and ruin to our private fortunes, we have, for 
the ſpace of about three years, continued on foote that firſt Ceſſation, in hope 
it would at laſt diſſolve into a happy Peace. 
When after the overcoming of all theſe and many other difficulties, we had 
by vertue of his Majeſtie's Commiſſion under the Great Seal of England, agreed 
to conditions of Peace with perſons of eminent quality and knowledge, and 
ſuch as in the whole courſe of the War were employed in placcs of higheſt 
truſt by the Confederates, having an ample and (for ought appearing unto us) 
an unlimited Commiſſion to treat with us, and conclude a firm Peace; and 
this Commiſſion originally derived from a General Aſſembly of the Confede- 
rate Catholicks, and confirmed by all other ſucceſſive Aſſemblies; when with 
men thus qualified, and authorized to oblige the publick faith of your party, 
we had agreed on the conditions of the Peace, then was the drawing up of the 
Articles left to Mr. Patrick Darcy, and Mr. Jeffery Brown; and by them 
performed according to the ſenſe of the Aſſembly, as may appear under the 
hand of Mr. Thomas Tyrrel, who fate in the chair of a Committee of inſtruc- 
tions appointed by the ſaid Aſſembly. This draught thus prepared was, with- 
out any material alteration, engroſſed by one of your Commiſſioner's ſervants, 
and on the 28th day of March 1646. mutually and ſolemnly, in the preſence 
of perſons of honour and quality, ſigned by us and your Commiſſioners; and 
according to former agreement, left depoſited in the hand of. our very good 
Lord the Marqueſs of Clanricade, until the performance of certain conditions 
undertaken in the behalf of the Confederate party; whereof they failing 
thoſe conditions were (by an inſtrument ſigned by us, drawn up likewiſe by 
your Commiſſioners) diſpenſed with; we being thereunto authorized by his 
Majeſty. The Articles then with all due formalities were mutually delivered 
and fully perfected; and on the firſt day of Auguſt laſt paſt, they were with all 
requiſite ceremonies proclaimed in this City, and ſoon after at Az/kenny, by 
Ulfer King at Arms; but what his entertainment was elſewhere, we ſhall have 
occaſion to take notice of hereafter. 
3 v The 
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The Peace thus concluded, we were deſirous to loſe no time that might be 
imployed towards the making of it uſeful to his Majeſtic, laſting in it ſelf, and 
happy to all his Majeſtic's ſubjects, that would yield obedience to it. And 
therefore being thereunto carneſtly and often invited, as well by thoſe that 
had formerly exerciſed rule over your party, as by many others no leſs intereſt- 
ed in the good of their Country, we took our journey to Kilkenny, where we 
were received with many cxpreſlions of joy in the people, and with the reſpect 
due to his Majeſtie's Lieutenant. As on the other part we refer it to ſuch, as 
then upon ſeveral occaſions attended us, and are (we believe) now there, to 
declare how unoffenſively we marched through the Country thither, how freely 
without the leaſt diſtruſt we put our ſelves into that city, without diſplacing 
any one of the guards formerly there, or drawing in any of our own guards ; 
but a few firelocks, and thoſe in ſuch a manner, and ſo lodged, as argued our 
confidence in the garriſon ſoldiers and citizens. And we refer it to thoſe of the 
Commiſſioners to declare how ſtrictly we tied ourſelf to the obſervance of all, 
and particularly of that part of the Articles of Peace reſtraining us from acting 
in ſome things without the advice and conſent of a certain number of them; 
and all this in a time, when it was well known to us by publick prints and 

other certain intelligence, that all induſtry was uſed to render*rhe Peace, our 
ſelf, and all that did, or ſhould, adhere to us, odious and ſuſpected to the peo- 
ple; and when we knew that the King at Arms was not ſuffered to do his 
office in proclaiming the Peace at Cloumell; and that at Limerick, in the exc- 
cution of his duty, with the King's coat of arms upon him, accompanicd with 
the Mayor and Aldermen, and the beſt of the citizens according to their duty 
in their gowns with all the enſigns of magiſtracy and authority, both he and 
they were violently aſſaulted by a tumultous rabble inſtigated by a Frier, and 
led by one Dominick Fanning an intamous incendiary, the known robber and 
barbarous butcher of divers innocent perſons in the beginning of theſe trou- 
bles; in which tumult what unhcard of outrage was committed upon his Ma- 
jeſtie's Herald and Purſuivant, and upon the Mayor and Aldermen, even to the 
tearing from them the badges of their offices and authority, and the wound- 
ing of their perſons almoſt to death, is too well known to many of thoſe now 
aſſembled there. But that which ſtruck us with deepeſt amazement, and would 
have deterred us from farther proſecution of the ſettlement we deſire to eſta— 
bliſh in this Kingdom, if any diſcouragement or appearing danger could have 
done it, was that the lawful Mayor and other officers aſſiſting him in the loyal 
diſcharge of his duty were diſplaced, and Fanning, who to all his former villanics, 
had added the breach of the Law of Nations, was not only placed in his room 
as Mayor; but by letters cither immediately from, or in the name of the Nun- 
cio (a copy whercof we have ſcen) was thanked for what he had done, encou- 
raged to go on, and had the Apoſtolical Benediction imparted to him for having 
committed ſuch an outrage upon the privileged perſon of a Herald that came 
to proclaim Peace, as all the Nations of the earth that pretend to civility muſt 
abhor, if he had been ſent to denounce War. Notwithſtanding all which, and 
that we were rcfuſed admittance into Clonmell, near whereunto a party of horſe 
were gathered under the command of Piers Fitz Gerald (as was (aid) to hin- 
der our adyancing further into the Country ; and that we were turther informed 
that Owen O Neile (of whom, by his own frequent and voluntary promiſes 
remaining with us under his hand, we had cauſe to expect better dealing) lead- 
ing an Army of Ulſter men, was invited and drawn towards Kilkenny to hin- 
der our retreat, and cut off the guards we had brought with us: Yet we held 
on our reſolution, through all hazards, to endeavour the ſettlement of a Peace, 
wherein we had ſo long labourcd for the King's ſervice, and the good of his 
Kingdom. And to let the world ſee we had left nothing undone that could be 
expected from us in order thereunto, we 8 towards Caſpell; but being 
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in our way thither, we were met with a letter from the Mayor of that city, 
declaring the approach of O Nezle's Army, and the terrible threats given out 
againſt that city, in caſe they admitted of our coming thither. 

Then indeed concciving that we had given ſufficient proof of our earneſt de- 
ſire to unite and ſtrengthen this whole Nation under obedience to his Majeſtic, 
and finding that thoſe well inclined to that happy union were over-awed by 
the power and practice of thoſe, that for particular ends fomented the diviſion, 
who had ſo contrived the matter, that thoſe of the ſoldiers that were well in- 
clined, were in ſmall and ſcattered parties far aſunder, and the means of their 
gathering together obſtructed by the undue application of ſpiritual cenſures againſt 
ſuch collectors or receivers, as {ſhould pay money by vertue of warrants, tho' 
iſſuing from ſuch, as not only by the Articles of Peace, but by Acts of Aſſem- 
bly, were authorized in that behalf; to both which the Clergy, from whom 
thoſe cenſures proceeded, were parties and conſenting ; and conſidering at how 
unfafe a diſtance, both for us and them, we were from our foote, we reſolved 
to retreat to them, and with them to ſome place, from whence we might 
more ſecurely hearken after the appealing of theſe ſtorms, which being raiſed 
to ſuch a degree of violence upon no foundation or reaſon, we ſoon expected. 
But when we came near Killenny, where not many days before we had been 
received with acclamations of joy, we found the caſe ſo altered, that our ſer- 
vants (ſent thither to bring thence ſome trivial neceſſaries belonging to us and 
them, unworthy the mentioning; but that we hear uſe hath been made of them 
by * ſome that deem themſelves of quality) found great diligence uſed in put- 
ting down the (till then) remaining marks of our firſt entertainment, but thereby 
erecting to themſelves a ſhametul monument of their own inconſtancy ; our 
ſervants were at length adviſed for their ſafety to withdraw themſelves out of 
the town, which they did; except tome few that could not for ſome weeks 
after get away, nor with ſafety ſhew themlelves in the city whilſt they were 
there. This ſtrange variety of incivilities, and our own willingneſs to give 
any ſhadow of juſtice to them by being burthenſome to the Country, where 
our ſelf, train and ſoldiers took nothing but for ready money, and that being 
exhauſted, we reſolved quictly, and without offence to any, to retire to Dub- 
lin, to try if our total remove out of the quarters that had been called the 
Confederate Catholicks, might not give a ſtop to this cauſeleſs rage, and ſome 
occaſion for a looking back to what was paſt; whereof, when we came to 
Dublin, we conceived ſome hopes by the receipt of ſome letters and other 
papers, from Sir Lucas Dillon and Doctor Gerrald Fennel, in ſome whercof 
it was adviſed that no acts of hoſtility ſhould be committed; whereof we pre- 
ſcntly took hold, and by our anſwer to them, deſired to know for what time 
that Ceſſation ſhould be. Which anſwer of ours, we preſume, they imparted 
to thole with whom they then negotiated; but that motion it ſeems was too 
much inclining to a reconciliation to be long lived, as is evident by what fol- 
lowed; namely, an cager and bloody proſecuting of a War by O Neile's Army 
in the Queen's County, the taking of his Majeſtie's forts and caſtles, and 


the houſes of ſuch his Majeſtie's ſubjects as had continually given obedience to 


the ſeveral Ceſſations, and chearfully received the Peace, and that not without 
eminent cruelty, and (as is ſaid) breach of quarter upon the perlon and family 
of Major John Piggott. | „ 5 

Laſtly, to complete the meaſure of ingratitude, perfidy, and diſloyalty, our 
remoter quarters were deſtroyed by the northern Army, thoſe near us we were 
forced to deſtroy our ſelves for our preſervation; and then this city was be- 
ſieged by two ſtrong (but we muſt acknowledge in their carriage, and, as we 
arc willing to believe in their intentions) very differing, Armies. We omit to

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mention the deſtruction committed by this means on the quarters formerly aſ- 
ſigned the Confederates, not that we are unſenſible thereof, but believing that 
there are ſome there that are too much concerned therein to let it paſs in ſi- 
lence, we now refer it to all that ſhall hear our letter read, whether there can 
be greater treaſon, perfidy, and ingtatitude towards his Majeſtie and his ſubjects, 
than they are guilty of, who have not only rejected a Peace thus ſolemnly 
made by men of their own chooſing and authorizing, but proſecuted his Ma- 
jeſtie's ſervants and ſubjects; and that for no other cauſe appearing, than for la- 
bouring to bring peace to their doors; whilſt others that are to far from wiſh- 
ing them peace, that they hold the endeavours of ſuch as do, to be crimes of 
a high nature, and that do not ſo much as pretend to have the King's autho- 
rity, but act as if they were left at liberty to waſte the Country, and to cnrich 
themſelves by the ſpoiles and contributions thereof. | 

We intend not here to preſcribe by what ways you may beſt vindicate your 
ſelves; but we muſt let you know, that without an eminent reſentment in you, 
and ſome remarkable ſigns thereof, ſhewn upon the wicked contrivers, and 
moſt active inſtruments in this unparallelled breach of publick faith, we ſee not 
how miſunderſtandings (as you call them) can be cleared, his Majcſtic ſerved 
by you, or that you can ever expect to be treated with by any; but ſuch as 
ſhall reſolve to be no further obliged by their undertakings to you, than may 
ſuit with their own ends. | 

We have employcd our very good Lord, the Lord Viſcount Taafe, and Co- 
lonel Fohn Barry, with theſe our letters; to whom we dcſirc that full cre- 
dence may be given, in what they ſhall deliver as from us, in anſwer to the 
propoſition made unto us in your ſaid letter of the 15th of this month. And 
ſo we remain, from his Majeſtic's caſtle of Dublin this 25th of January 1646.

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been through miſinformation, none of Mr. Du Moulins or my letters 
ſince our firſt diſpatch by his ſervant, being come to their hands, having been 
all ſtopt and intercepted by the Iriſb. But it is certain, that Bennet and ſome 
late diſpatches are ſafe arrived; which (I make no queſtion) will ſet all things 
right againſt I come; and I underſtand from Mr. Du Moulin, that there is a 
proportion of ſhips ready at Rochelle ſufficient to tranſport 5000 men; ſo that 
if I can ſcttle conditions for you to my mind, it is probable that all things 
may fall out very ſeaſonably. | 

I like very well of your letter to Mr. Du Moulin, who will ſend you a 
copy of your engagement and mine, which it behoyes us to perform: But I 
continue ſtill in the opinion, that you ought not to ſend over the regiment as 
your own, till you hear from me out of France, which (if God favour us 
with good winds) ſhall be very ſuddainly. In the mean time, I humbly be- 
ſeech your Excellence to continue your tayour and care to Milo and his myr- 
midons, to whom (if I have any credit abroad) I ſhall ſuddenly ſend a good 
ſupply. 1 ſhall make no ſolemn proteſtations to you at this valediction, ſince 
I am ſure you believe, and know, more than I can expreſs, of the faithfulneſs 
and paſſion, wherewith I am

FTER three days and three nights conteſtation with rough ſeas, contrary 
5 winds, and a lcaking ſhip, we got ſafe back hither the laſt night; from 
whence | thought fit to ſend this to the Marqueſs of Ormonde, to provide for 
the comfort of hearing again from him, in caſe the winds hold thus any time 
here; of which I am much the more deſirous, in regard that the 1oth of March is 
ſo ncar at hand, being in great impaticnce that that day were over, without the 
Marqueſs of Ormonde his hearing from the Parliament, that he might thereby 
be at more liberty. Although I conceive that in the main there can be no al- 
teration of your courſe; only this I think neceſſary to inculcate unto you, that 
the honour and fortune abroad of your ſelf, and all that refolve to run your 
courſe, depends upon your preſerving the power to tranſport a conſiderable 
body of men to the ſervice of a foreign Prince, and to preſerve that power ſo 
long, as may allow me time to ſettle your conditions, and to provide money 
and ſhipping for your tranſportation. Upon the whole matter, my opinion is, 
that if the Parliament give the Marqueſs of Ormonde his conditions in the reſt, 
they will not break off with him for his inſiſting upon this; and he cannot 
want fair and juſt pretences to excuſe himſelf from coming to a concluſion 
with them, without granting him that condition; which in my judgment he 
ought to value above all the others, not only as the moſt honourable, but far 
more profitable to him than if they ſhould give him five times the ſum they 
offered. If the Parliament will not give the Marqueſs of Ormonde con- 
ditions, then I conceive your courle muſt be by temporizing with the 1r:/>, 
by renewing other Treaties with the Parliament upon lower conditions; in 
fine, by any art to prolong your poſſeſſion of the garriſons and forces you 
have, though in never ſo mean a way of ſubſiſtence, till I can procure you 
ſhipping and money for the {aid tranſportation ; and then let who will take the 
carcale of what you ſhall leave; which I make no queſtion (if God favour me 
with a quick paſſage) ſhall be at the fartheſt before the end of May. For in 
confidence that the Marqueſs of Ormonde will have the dexterity, either to pro- 
cure the conditions from the Parliament neceſſary to this work, or elſe *

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long his own command there, ſo as to do it without their leave, I will not 
ſtay the ſending back to the Marqueſs of Ormonde to enquire how things ſtand : 
But having made the contract once for him abroad, I will endcayour to make 
the ſhips tor his tranſportation the ſpeedieſt advertiſers of the agreement which 
I ſhall have made for him; providing for ſuch intervening accidents that might 
diſable him from the performance of the entire undertaking, by giving ſecurity 
for the reſtitution of the money, in caſe of failure, and to anſwer the charge 
of ſending ſuch a great proportion of fhipping in vain, that if he fail of per- 
forming the whole, at leaſt to a very large degree, they ſhall have returned 
them with their ſhipping a regiment or two without money or conditions, 
which I am confident, at all events, the Marqueſs of Ormonde cannot want the 
power to make good. |

I ſhall do what I ſafely can 
to keep wy ſelf able to make good what you ſhall undertake for me abroad, 
though if they come to the reſt of the propoſitions, and in confidence of my 
engagement, put themſelves again to the charge of bringing men into this 
harbour, it will neither be ſafe nor fair (if poſſible) to reje& them till another 
return from London, even in caſe they ſhould come ſome few days after the 
time: But if I can buy their conſent by abating ten thouſand pound of the 
money, I ſhall not ſtick at it, ſince it is your opinion. Whatever ſhall be 
the event of this propoſition, I will immediately ſend you notice by an ex- 
preſs ſeveral ways to prevent (if it may be) the damage and diſhonour of fail- 
ing after being engaged, or to acquaint you with the poſlibility of going 
through. In the mean time, I doubt not but you will husband our reputation 
and money (in the latter whereof many miſerable people are concerned) the 
beſt you can. If I ſhould ſtick at the train, I know not whether nor how to 
convey it away, his Majeſtic having no place left to receive it; and it being 
an unreaſonable propoſition to carry it to any foreign Prince.

What is in my power to contribute to a Peace with 
them, you will receive by this bearer Minter Grant, (to whom I deſire you to 
give full credit) and though at this diſtance and ill light we ſtand in, I ſhall 
not take upon me the judgment of the 1r;/> buſineſs ſimply conſidered, but 
ſhall wholly refer it to you upon the place: Yet I may tell you, that it is very 
evident to me, that a Peace there is abſolutely neceſſary to the King's affaires in 
his othcr Kingdoms; and for your bettcr encouragement therein, I engage my 
ſelf to you, that whatſocyer you ſhall undertake for or concerning me, in any 
publick Treaty or otherwiſe, and what you ſhall further adviſe me to in order 
to, or upon aſter the concluſion of a Peace with all or any of the [rſh 
Nation, ſhall be punctually and fully made good by me.

Am now advanced thus far on my way home, after my accuſtomed long 


fruitleſs attendance upon the publick affaires; being hopeful that in all this 
time ſome good effects would have been produced out of the forward, and 
chearful reſolutions and endeavours obſerved in you and many other noble per- 
ſons, upon your departure from hence, and the good concurrence that was ex- 
pected from many others well affected to a happy and ſpeedy ſettlement. But 
after nine weeks expectation, there hath nothing occurred to my knowledge, 
but the following particulars, which I ſhall diſtinctly ſet down, both to prevent 
miſtakes in you, and clear the aſperſions that may be caſt upon others. | 

1. By vote of the Aſſembly, the total rejection of the Peace, and of all other 
both publick and private overtures and undertakings that had relation thereto, 


deſtroying the only poſſible means that could have united the Kingdom unto 


any hopeful way of preſcryation, as affaires now ſtand in the King's Domi- 
nions, - 
2. A new union ſworn, grounded upon impoſſible undertakings, if not in 
the propoſitions themſelves, at leaſt in the moſt material circumſtances of ſe- 
curing them: thereby excluding all hopes of Peace, and ſettling and confirm- 
ing a laſting divided Government. 

3. That being compaſſed, for ſome ſceming ſatisfaction to thoſe that were 


drawn into it, a plauſible ſhew of ſome other accommodation was contrived; 


but that being brought up to Dublin by Doctor Fennel and Mr. Geffery Baron, 
with much aſſurance given by divers, of all the ſatisfaction that ſuch a change 
of reſolutions could produce, there appeared but a verbal meſſage of ſome few 
general heads, they refuſing to give it in writing, or to teſtify under their 
hands, what they acknowledged my Lord Lieutenant took verbatim from them ; 
neither would they aſſume any power to make any particular explanations, and 
yet reſolutions carneſtly demanded with expedition. 3 

This unexpected delay and continued uncertainty in ſuch a nick of time, at- 
ter ſo many former breaches on your parts, and ſo many warnings, and true 
intelligence given you by others, of the King's being delivered up to the Par- 
liament, the vaſt preparations by them made for reducing this Kingdom, and 
even thoſe moſt faithful to his Majcſtic's ſervice in England, as forward as any 
to join therein, finding themſelves deſtroyed by the failing of the Peace here, 
and the promiſed aſſiſtance thereupon ; your not long ſince invading and de- 
ſtroying the only remaining party obedient to the King's authority, the ſmall 


regard had by you of the approaching dangers, and the diviſions fomented and 


ſtill increaſing among your ſelves, did by an unavoidable neceſſity (as I con- 
ceive) beget a reſolution in my Lord Lieutenant, and thoſe of his party about 
Dublin, to try ſome other expedient for their preſervation and redemption 
out of the languiſhing ſtarving condition they have theſe many years with much 
patience indured. And for my own part, having long obſerved the high at- 
fronts and diſreſpets put upon my Lord Lieutenant and many other of his Ma- 
jeſtie's Miniſters and ſervants, and the largeſt proportion of malice caſt upon 
them, when they were moſt induſtrious in the preſervation of the Kingdom, 
hath produced the like reſolutions in me to try my fortune in ſome other cli- 
mate; ſince my three years conſtant expence of time, health, and fortune, for 


the advantage of the publick, hath gained no other recompence, than to be 


printed againſt by declarations, books, and ſeveral other papers; the forces of | 


other Provinces poured down upon me to deſtroy my whole eſtate, thole tor- 
CCS 
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ces under my command thereby inforced to disband, the Officers and all other 
of my ſervants and followers proſecuted, and nothing of means or quarter left 
me to maintain a guard of horſe for my own perſon, my Wife, and family 
readily permitted to repair to Dublin, but no allowance to return. All which 


particulars put together, I leave it freely to you to judge, whether it be nor 
high time for me to depart, when the voice of the Kingdom, repreſented in 


the Aſſembly, have, by a clear implication of their ſafe- conduct, declared their 


deſires therein. 

Since my coming hither, I have ſeen ſome letters, and find much confidence 
in many, that the whole Aſſembly and Clergy are now united to put a full 
power into my Lord Lieutenant's hands, and to make proviſion for his Lord- 
ſhip and his party, both for ſubſiſtence and maintenance of a war; to which 
I may not preſume to frame any judgment at ſo late an hour of the day: But 
this (I conceive) is moſt certain, that if it doth not appear ſuddenly, unani- 
mouſly, and clearly, with a full power and truſt, and apparent proviſion to 
make it good, it will hardly be relied upon; and that failing, there remains 
nothing for me to do, but in another Country to labour the perfection of

My Lord, | 


Efterday, the wind being fair, we ſet fail again from Paſſage ; but before 


which I give God thanks, as diſpoſing all for the beſt. For this morning there 


came into Paſſage Mr. de la Moniere, and Mr. du Talon, a perſon of much 


conſideration and employment, with three frigats of war, and two of burthen, 
able to tranſport ncar a thouſand men apiece. Their pretence 1s to Carry over 
men, which they expect from the Confederate Catholicks; but their real and 
prime errand was to me, upon the buſineſs of B, and to you for the thouſand 
men; for which you are engaged to the French Agent. For the firſt, I ſhall 
give them good ſatisfaction in it; and for the other, ſince they are come ſo 
ſeaſonable, I doubt not but you will, in caſe it ſhall upon our farther diſcourſe 
be inſiſted upon. But I have fo filled and poſſeſſed them with the propoſition 
of ſo much greater a ſervice in the 5000 men which I have power to conclude 
on for you, that I believe, if we can ſettle that, they will be willing to let 
the leſſer engagement be ſwallowed with the greater. They aſſure me, that 
they have both money and powers to go through with whatever J ſhall under- 
take to them; and the Cardinal hath written unto me very full credentials, 
and I find that both the Engliſh Court in France and the French are very juſt 
unto you and me concerning all the affaires of Ireland; only I nnd this allo, 
that the French ſtand in ſuch need of men for this year's campaign, that to pur- 
chaſe a moderate ſupply of them, they will be content to flatter even thoſe 


that they contemn moſt, even the Confederate Catholicks themielves ; Which 


makes me the more aſſured of ſettling for you (if you but go through With 
the undertaking) moſt honourable conditions. Upon the whole matter, my 
opinion is, that if you have prevailed ſo far with the Parliament, as to be al. 
lowed the liberty of tranſporting the men deſigned, with an aſſignment of 
time and place ſufficient to go thro' with it, after my contracting for you, that 
then you ſhould for the preſent ſend only away the thouſand men promiſed as

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a regiment of your own, and as an carneſt of your further intentions; defer- 


ring your further levies and tranſportation till I have ſettled your conditions 
to my mind ; of which you will be ſure (if the wind be not very obſtinately 
contrary) to have a ſuddain account, ſince I ſhall in that caſe take along with 
me one of theſe frigats to diſpatch back immediately unto you. But in calc 
you are not ſure of obtaining the permiſſion deſired from the Parliament, my 


opinion then is, that you ought without leave to take this opportunity of tran- 


ſporting your ſelf and your Army into France, relying upon the conditions 
which the eſtcem of your perſon and the eminence of the ſervice will procure 
us; and I make no queſtion but, with the ſtore of money now brought over, 
there ſhall be ſhipping enough hired, with thoſe that are here already, to tran- 
ſport at leaſt 4000 men. For which alſo it is underſtood, that you ſhould reccive 
inſtantly the levy money. I beſcech you haſten back unto me the certainty 
of your condition with the Parliament, and of your reſolutions upon what 1 
here propoſe, being reſolved, upon the receipt of your anſwer, (if you have 
time allowed) to haſten my ſelf away; but if the ſecond courſe, then to wait 


upon you over into France with theſe ſhips, together with the reſt which we 
ſhall provide.

I beſeech your Excellency, that the encloſed to Lord Clanricarde may be 
delivered, if he be there, and an anſwer return'd by this bearer : If not, that 
it may be haſten'd by an expreſs into Connaght.

Y my letters of the 20th of February (if they come to your hands) your 
Majeſtie is or will be informed in the general, that the perfidy of the 
Iriſb, meeting with all the extremities wherein any people can be imagined to 


be, hath forced us to a ſecond application to the Parliament. To thote letters 


I ſhall add theſe particulars. That the Treaty which was on foote betwixt my 
Lord Clanricarde, Preſton, and others, when my Lord Dzgby's letters of the 
zd, and mine of the 2d of December laſt were written, was, by thoſe that go- 


verned the negotiation on Preſtor's part, intended under countenance of a ſub- 


miſſion to the Peace to poſſeſs themſelves of this place, which they found they 
were not able to become maſters of by force; which is evident by Preſtons 
and his party's ſhameful falling off from the agreement, notwithſtanding the 
ſolemnity of it and of the oaths they gave to ſtand to it; and by the diſcovery ſince | 
made, that the Treaty was managed with the knowledge, and by the direction 

of the Nuncio, who hoped that way (ſince otherwiſe he could not) to compaſs 
his declared ends of rooting out of this Kingdom all ſuch as profeſs the Pro- 


teſtant Religion, how faithful ſoever to your Majeſtic ; or if he failed of that, 


yet by the Treaty he hoped with leſs diſhonour and danger to draw off the 
forces he had brought againſt this place, and could no longer hold together n 
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and to occaſion the diſmiſs of the Parliament Commiſſioners and forces then 
here. In this latter he ſucceeded, leaving our quarters deſtroyed. 

When the ſiege (as they called it) was raiſed, I marched forth, invited by the 
agreement made with Preſton, and by letters under his, own hand; whereby 
I was promiſed a conjunction of his forces with mine. But when I was within 
two days march, or leſs, of the place aſſigned for the conjunction, I met with 
a letter from Preſton, intimating that his officers were fallen from him to the 
Nuncio's party, and adviſing me to proceed no further; which failure of theirs 
(unexpected by many, though feared by me, as your Majeſtic ſaw by my letter 
of the 2d of December) conſtrained me to march into their quarters for the 
ſupport of your Army; where I ſuffered no act of hoſtility to be committed; 
but on the contrary, treated the inhabitants with all poſſible kindneſs, in hopes 
that the Aſſembly, then ſoon to meet at Killenny, would reflect upon what 
had paſſed, in diſhonour to them, by violation of their publick faith; and upon 
their own ſafety, viſibly conſiſting in their ſubmitting and ſupporting of your 
Majeſtie's authority, as I was promiſed by divers men of quality, and (I believe) 
well affected, they would endeavour. Whercof, I attended the ſucceſs from 
the roth of January, the day of the Kz/kenny meeting, till the 6th of Fe- 
bruary, the date of my diſpatch to the Parliament; and had longer expected, 
but that, in place of any ſigns of compliance with your Majeſtic, or ſubmiſſion 
to the Peace, the rejectors and makers thereof, were by one and the ſame in- 
ſtrument, declared to have well diſcharged themſelves in both; and the Peace 
diſclaimed by the Aſſembly. 3 
What further expectation there could be of doing good to your ſervice by 
means of the Iriſh, your Majeſtie will judge; and how impoſlible it was for 
us, in the diſtreſſed condition we were in, longer to hold theſe places for your 
Majeſtie, 1 doubt not but my Lord Digi s letters and mine have made ſuf- 
ficiently apparent. As alſo how much better it is, in all probability, for Re- 
ligion, your Crown, and faithful ſervants here, that theſe places be given up 
to the Parliament, rather than to the [r;/h Rebels. Much more might be 
ſaid to ſhew your Majeſtic, that this courſe is not taken, but at the laſt extre- 
mity; when all means and hopes of ſubſiſting of our ſelves, or of procuring 

aſſiſtance elſewhere, have been attempted and have failed us. Nor have I re- 
ceived any commands from the Queen or Prince ſince Auguſt laſt, and then 
not any hopes of relief for this place. So that I humbly hope your Majeſtic 
will graciouſly receive my unfortunate endeavours in your ſervice, afford your 
approbation to what invincible neceſſity hath forced me unto ; and your belief 
of my being to the end, and wherever 1 ſhall go,

Y condition with the Parliament ſtands thus. On the 9th of this month, 
I received letters from their Committee intruſted with this affair, inti- 
mating that my offer was accepted; and on the roth here arrived two officers 
from them, propoſing, that in regard it was ſo late before they received uy 
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offer, that they could not ſend men to receive and ſecure theſe places, they 
were content to give me the command of their men, ammunition, and provi- 
ſions already in Lecale, for the defence of them, till they could ſend more; 
upon condition I would deliver hoſtages for performance of what I had under- 
taken. To this I was conſtrained to conſent, and have received ammunition 
and proviſions from them ; and on the 16th of this month, ſent in hoſtages the 
Earl of Roſcommon, Colonel Chicheſter, Sir James IVare, and my ſecond Son. 
To my propoſition of having leave to tranſport men, I had no return; but 
by my Lord of Roſcommon J have renewed the motion, and made it directly 
to the Parliament, giving him power (if need be) to abate of the money 1 
am to receive, the ſum I write to you of.

I Obſerye that the Commiſſioners powers and inſtructions contained in the 
paper you ſent me are of a very old date; and I think it very probable | 
that, however they may ſhew you only this at firſt to try you, they may have 
ſince ſome further inſtructions concerning you; in caſe upon the ſhewing of 
theſe only, they find you ready and forward to comply with your engagement. 
And certainly it cannot but be to your advantage to appear to them very for- 
ward to go through with your bargain; ſo that your conditions be exactly 
made good to you: Which if really they do tender unto you to the full, (eſ- 
pecially in what concerns the ſafety of your party and friends here) I do not 
ſee how you can avoid the ſurrendering all up to them, whenever they ſhall 
ſo require it. And in that caſe you have little more to think of, but where 
you may, with moſt conycniency and honour, reſide, till you ſhall haye an an- 
ſwer from the Parliament concerning the tranſportation of men. For which, 
if they give you the permiſſion, they will likewiſe give you the convenience, 
as concciving it a ſervice to themſelves; and 1 do not underſtand that your 
leaving the Government will be any hinderance to your going through =

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that buſineſs, the diſtractions and wants of the Iriſb being ſuch, as (I believe) 
the more ſharply the war is proſecuted againſt them, the more caly will your 
work be, inſtead of the advantage which we formerly propoſed to our ſelves in 
it by a Ceſſation.

the intereſt of the Crown of England in this Kingdom, (which depends upon 


your agreement with the Commiſſioners) ſhould in the leaſt kind ſuffer by my

Conceive (as you fay in your letter) that the time prefixt for your quitting 

the ſword drawing ſo nigh, you ought to avoid being huddled away, by 
providing all things neceſſary for your departure and liſting your company. 
My opinion is till, that unleſs Monſieur Talon come in the mean time, you 
ought to embark as ſoon as you leave the ſword ; and it is likewiſe as conſtant, 
that if you be forced to quit the ſword, that it is not fit for you to go into 
England, till you have firſt been in France; from whence, when you ſhall 
have rightly poſſeſſed the Queen and Prince, you may (if the ſtate of affaires in 
England invite you to it) paſs over to the King with much more advantage 
than from hence. Thus much in caſe you be forced to quit. But from the 
judgment which I make of things in England, I cannot imagine it poſlible, 
but within the time prefixt, though it were ſhorter, you will be obliged to re- 
ſume the government, and the Commiſſioners will not dare receive the ſword, 
ſince the leaſt that I can promiſe my ſelf from what is viſible in England, is 
an accommodation betwixt the King and Parliament, ſuch as ſhall make the 
Royal Authority current, at leaſt in appearance, through his Dominions.

1 Lordſhip will, by thoſe extracts 1 ſent you, find, if not great abate- 
ments of our hopes, yet viſible cauſe to believe, that what advantage ſo- 
ever is intended his Majeſtic or his party by the Army, if any be, (which with 
me is ſtill a queſtion) will not be ſo ſudden, as that I can hope to ſee the 
iſſue, or contribute any aſſiſtance to it in this place. My reſolution therefore 
is, to prepare for my departure hence into England on the 28th of this month. 
My reaſons for going thither are : 

Firſt, that I hold it an abſolute and neceſſary part of my duty to endeavour 
his Majeſtie s ſatisfaction in the firſt place, and to him to give the firſt accompt 
of my actions in his ſervice, and of what was committed to my charge. 

Secondly, I acknowledge it my duty (having firſt accompted or attempted 
to accompt to his Majeſtic) to do the like to her Majeſtic and the Prince of 
Wales; which till I ſhall be able to do, I ſhall repoſe with much confidence 
upon their juſtice and favour in ſuſpending any miſconſtructiòn of my actions, 

till I have the honour to be heard, and upon the juſtice and friendſhip of thoſe 
relations your Lordſhip is very well able to give. 

Thirdly, I am certain I can ſafely go through England into France; but am 
very doubtful, whether, having been in France, and ſo determined the laſt 
ſcope of my conditions, I can ſafely return into England. 

Thus your Lordſhip has my reſolution, and ſome of the main reaſons for it. 
I was yeſterday ſummoned to leave the ſword and caſtle within four days, ac- 
| cording to the direction of the Committee of Derby-houſe, upon my engage- 
ment, (which, by the way, I note as no good ſign, that Committee conſiſting 
now all of Independents.) 1 held this remove, tho' but a week ſooner than 
my ſet time, very inconvenient in many reſpects, eſpecially in regard of hay- 
ing engaged into France to attend the anſwer to our buſineſs there till then : 
But yet ſo poſitive was my engagement, ſo jealous were the Commiſſioners 
by reaſon of falſe rumours here raiſed by knaves, and (as it is ſaid) by fools 
and knaves in the J1r;/Þþ quarters, of deſigns upon the caſtle; and ſo much I 
am in their power, that there was no diſputing of the matter. So that I was 
fain to endeayour to accommodate the buſineſs by conſenting to leave the ſe- 
curing of the caſtle to them, and defer the ceremonial part of leaving the 
ſword till the ſet time, which I hope will content them. Here your Lordſhip 
ſees my ſenſe and condition: It remains that I know how I may be ſerviceable 
to you, and that you know, as well by my performance of all in my power 
to ſerve you, as by my expreſſions, how really and paſſionately I am

UST now I receive advertiſement la Moinerie, that Mr. Talon was ready 
3 to ſet ſail with ſixteen ſhips, when a little bark that brought the intelli- 
gence came away, and made a paſſage, though with ill winds; ſo that 
you are to expect him hourly. Certainly he would not come with ſuch a fleet, 
if he did not both bring our conditions, and had a certainty out of England of 
the Parliament's allowance. I ſuppoſe that upon this your Excellence will =__ 
4 | Wit! 
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with the Commiſſioners of your accommodation for your going through with 
this buſineſs, wherein not only your honour and fortunes are ſo much con- 
cerned, but their intereſt alſo, in facilitating the reſtitution of Ireland to the 
Crown of England by ſuch a weakening of the Rebels forces, as that would 
be. I would kein wait upon your Excellence, and ſpeak with the Commiſſion- 
ers alſo: But that the reports raiſed in Dublin upon theſe new jealouſies and 
fears, wherein men think themſelves bound to involve my name, makes me 
a little fearful, without ſome new aſſurance from the Commiſſioners, that there 
ſhall not be any pretence taken from rumours to violate my paſs; for which 
I have reaſon to fear that a very eaſy colour would be allowed of by my ene- 
mies in England. | 

But if it be poſlible to beget a faith in them of my ſincerity, which no man 
knows better than you, in the buſineſs of Ireland; and that I may have ſafe 
acceſs to Dublin, and liberty to negotiate in the Jriſh quarters towards our ends 
of levies and tranſportation of men from the Rebels Army and quarters, with- 
Out incurring danger by it; and that ſecuring themſelves from all poſſibility of 
deſign upon them, they will be perſwaded but to leave your Excellence ſuch 


a colour of retaining yet a while the ſword and ſhew of the caſtle, ſo far as 


that, by hopes which may be given the 1r;ſh, we may be able to keep them 
from preſſing upon us here too violently, I am not more confident of any 
thing in this world, than that I can demonſtrate unto the Commiſſioners, thar 
in a month's time the Jriſb ſhall be more broken and weakened by art, than 
they can hope to do with twelve months war ; and withall, let them ſee that 
as my zeal to the intereſt to the Crown of England and the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, made me adyiſe your Excellence's putting the power rather in the Parlia- 
ment's hands, than into the 1r;/Þ, even then when the Parliament was at the 
extremeſt diſtance with the King; ſo now, that there is ſo good hopes of an ac- 
commodation in England, I ſhall act in this way, that may be proper for me, 
with as much induſtry and faithfulneſs, as I then adviſed with integrity, what 
I thought became a good Engliſhman and a good Proteſtant, and

My Lord, 


S throughout the tranſaction with the Parliament, I have been perfectly 
ſenſible of the neceſſity enforcing you to it, and concurrent with my 
judgment therein; ſo have I been as ſenſible of the unfortunate interpretation 
that it would be liable unto in the effect, how reaſonable ſoever in the cauſes 
moving it; and that principally in two conſiderations: The one of his Maje- 
ſtie's intereſts, the other is the intereſts of that party of this Kingdom, which 
deſerves beſt of you, whom you may be ſaid, tho calumniouſly, yet colour- 
ably, to have ſacrificed, equally with the other deteſtable party. That we 
might provide ſalvo's to theſe two aſperſions, hath been the ground of my ſo 
earneſtly preſling unto you delays, and gaining of time for your ſurrender : In 
which, tho' with greateſt hazard to my ſelf, I might ſo negotiate, as by over- 


tures made to the Iriſb, which they would fail of complying with, I might 


make it appear, both to the Queen and Prince of Wales, and even to the fore- 
mentioned party of the Irjſb, that even to the laſt gaſp, there had been no 
I | 8 5 | expedient 
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expedient unattempted, to have kept things from this extremity, and have con- 
tinued the power in you, if they would have co-operated. 

In the firſt part concerning his Majeſtie, the Queen, and Prince of J/ales 
their ſatisfaction, I was ever moſt confident ; but of preſerving you in any 
moderate degree in the opinions or affections of the good party of the Jh, 
I muſt confeſs, I did in a manner deſpair till this evening, giving you for ab- 
ſolutely loſt to Ireland. But now if you will but contribute to it, what (I 
conceive) you may without the leaſt inconvenience or hazard, I am moſt con- 
fident, that notwithſtanding your delivery up of all, you may have as firm un- 
to you the affections of all Ireland, except of thoſe whom even before nothing 
would have reconciled, as ever. Thus it is. 

Upon the news of your having loſt the power of the caſtle, and that you 
were within four days to give up the ſword, Preſton and his forces appeared 
much troubled ; yet not ſo, but that ſince that knowledge they ſent me ſuch 
engagements for their endeayouring to recover the power into your hands, 
and for their obedience to you afterwards, as had not things been too far gone, 
and the diſability to go through been too maniteſt, might perhaps have tempt- 
ed you to have made another trial of them. But upon their hearing that you 
intended to go away the next week, there hath appeared a corfiternation incre- 
dible amongſt them; inſomuch as that the General ſent to me to conjure me, 
as I valued the preſervation of thoſe that 1 did believe yet well affected to his 
Majeſtie in this Kingdom, that I would afford him, or ſome he would name, 


the means of conferring with me. Which | yiclded unto, provided that they 


would come ſecretly into an arbour at the Salmon-leap, whither I might walk 
without obſervation. And yeſterday I found Sir Robert Talbot, Mr. Oliver 
Darcy, Belling, and Tom Dungan; unto whom, after 1 had heard their lamen- 
tations, I made ſuch a deduction of the whole buſineſs betwixt us and them, 
as having done, I deſired them to ſay freely, if they could make any exception 
to hinder them from confeſſing, that you as Lord Lieutenant, and I in my 
ſphere, had performed our parts fully to this laſt gaſpe, by all ways poſſible to 


have prevented this misfortune ; and that you had been unavoidably forced by 


their proceedings and failures to what you have now done irrccoverably. This 
bearer, Milo Power, can witneſs to you, that they did all confeſs, that they 
had nothing to reply; but muſt acknowledge themſelves, and the Kingdom 


_ undone by the malice to your perſon of thoſe who, now they did ſec, would 


infallibly deſtroy them all, if you do go out of Ireland as yet. Whereupon 
I told them, that they could not expect your ſtay here, after your leaving the 
ſword. For with the Parliament you would not join, and did you remain 
in any place out of Dublin, you could not be ſafe from their malice, after 
ſuch an action, (though inforced to it by themſelves) as your giving up thoſe 
places and the ſword to the Parliament. Their reply was, that you ſhould 
have any ſecurity to the contrary, and that they did beg it of you by me, as 
the only teſtimony that you would not ſacrifice the good men of your coun- 
try with the bad; and that, ſince the conditions allowed it you, you would, 


upon what pretence you {hall think beſt, prolong your ſtay in this Country 


ſomewhere out of Dublin, (if you could not be allowed to ſtay in the caſtle) 
but for one month; in which time they make no doubt but this Army and 


that of Munſter ſhall ſo awe the Council, as to prevent the deſtruction, which 


they ſee viſible before them by the Council and Owen O Neile, if your leay- 
ing the Kingdom ſhall break them, who can no longer hold united, than they 
have their eyes upon you, and ſome means of fecding themſelves with hopes 
that the government may be again re-eſtabliſhed in you from gland. And 
they concluded, that during your ſtay here, they hope to order bulineſs ſo, that 
the chief part of the country ſhall petition his Majeſtie for the benefit of the late 
Peace; which, if his Majeſtic were in power, they hoped they ſhall by your 

7D | means 
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mcans obtain; and if not, that they might take the next beſt way for their 
preſervation, which, by all I can collect, they thought to be that of quitting 
Ireland, to follow your fortunes abroad. 

Upon the whole matter thus ſtated, my opinion to your Lordſhip is, that 
your conditions allowing you liberty for ſome months to ſtay here, and then 
to go into France by England, but not allowing you (as I conceive) to come 
back here out of England, that having ſo fair a pretence to the Commiſſion- 
ers for your ſtaying, as your levies for foreign employment; and ſo fair a 
pretence for your ſudden change of mind, as the intelligence of M. Talons 
being ſhipped to come hither; there being no need of your holding intelli- 
gences with your Countrymen that may give jealouſy, ſince they deſire nothing 
bat your perſonal ſtay for a while: I ſay, my opinion is, that you ought to 
fix upon this way (that is, if you can) to prolong your time in the caſtle; if 
not, to get aſſigned you Rapharnum, this place, or Lutterells-Town for the 
going on with your levies. My reaſons for it are principally theſe : Firſt, that 
having been forced to an act, which, how juſt ſoever, muſt needs make you 
infinitely odious, you have ſo eaſy a means of redeeming the hatred and 
obloquy, with all thoſe of the Country, whoſe affections are to be valued. Se- 
condly, I muſt confeſs I have a very great misboding to your going into Eng- 
land at this time, when it is manifeſt that your greateſt enemies are the ſway- 
ing party; at leaſt till his Majeſtie were in ſome degree ſettled ſo, as to be able 
to ſhicld you from dangerous practices and breaches of faith with you. Third- 
ly, In regard if your perſon be in England, and in their power, it is like, they 
may force the King the eaſicr to give the Commiſſion of Government to an- 
other, and you your ſelf perhaps be obliged to contribute to ir. Whereas if 
you remain here, I am confident the King will be made obſtinate in the point, 
and that upon ſo good reaſons of the more eaſy reducing this Country by you, 
than any other, that it will not appear wilfulneſs in him. Fourthly, that by 
this courſe, let the worſt come that can, you will have means of drawing 
great forccs to forcign employment, which, if once I get beyond ſea, whether 
the French anſwer our expectations or no, I dare undertake, ſhall place you 
and your friends in an eminent condition. And laſtly, For that I conceive, 
if there were nothing elſe in the caſe, it were worth your running even a 
very great hazard to purchaſe ſuch an acknowledgment of the neceſlity and 

juſtice of your proceedings with the Parliament, ſo ſubject to calumny, as will 

by this means be procured you, even from thoſe who are like to undergo the 
_ greateſt ruin by it, and whoſe ſacrifice, if you have not a juſtification of your 
actions from themſelves, will be the heavieſt part in the work. | 

Theſe and other reaſons are ſo prevalent with me in the caſe, that I am al- 
molt tempted to add a conjurement of friendſhip, that you will let them take 
impreſſion with you at leaſt fo far as to allow me a reply before you reſolve 
the contrary. 7 5 |

Tx this morning I could not perfectly read your letter of yeſterday's date, 
importing a propoſition, in it ſelf (and in relation to the parties from 
whom it came) very unexpected by me; yet I ſhall endeavour, in this ſhort 

time allowed me, to give your Lordſhip ſome ſatisfactory accompt of my ſenſe 
and reſolution upon it. And ſince your Lordſhip (who in all reſpects are beſt 
able) was pleaſed to undertake the convincing of the Gentleman you met with,

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that invincible neceſſity, and that of their own impoſing, (I mean the parties 
whereof they arc) hath forced me to render to the Parliament ; and ſince tor 
what concerns his Majeſtic's intereſt in my rendring, your Lordſhip can want 
no help of arguments from any other, 1 ſhall only give your Lordſhip the 
trouble of my conceptions upon the ſubje& of my going hence, or ſtay here 
for the time deſired, as the one or the other may moſt probably advantage 
that party, of whoſe preſervation 1 really have, and in all times and places 
ſeaſonable, will avow to have an extraordinary care, laying aſide as well the 
benefit of my vindication towards them, as the prejudice and hazards of my 
ſtay. Nor will J queſtion the real intention of the propoſers any further 
than to mind your Lordſhip, that Oliver Darcy is one of them, who having, 
ſo much and ſo good Engliſh blood in him, I am content to belicve is by 
this time better inſtructed in the intereſt of his friends: Nor will J demand 
what other, or greater, engagements, for my preſent ſecurity and their fu- 
ture performance, can be given, than thoſe at the laſt treaty ſo ſolemnly en— 
tercd into, and ſo ſoon declared againſt. Holding my ſelf therefore to the 
propoſed queſtion, and profeſſing that J give abſolute credit to the reſt of 
thoſe that ſpoke with you, I confeſs 1 do not underſtands why my going 
hence ſhould lay men of courage, and in the poſleſſion of a yet proſperous 
Army, open to that infallible deſtruction they apprehend, unleſs they ſhall be 
wanting to themſelves, and to the ſeaſonable uſe they may make of it againſt 
the faction of the Nuncio and O Neile; nor can conccive what uſe they can 
make of my being here, that muſt not at the ſame time, and for the ſame rea- 
ſon, it ſeems for their preſervation, ſerve likewiſe for my deſtruction ; and 
therein really, perhaps fruitleſſly to them, I ſhall ſacrifice my ſelf for thoſe, that 
by the exacteſt rules of correſpondency can challenge no more from me, than 
my good wiſhes and endeavours for them of leſs hazard to my ſelf. That 
there will be no need of holding intelligence with them, makes little for my 
ſecurity, ſince the rumours that muſt be amongſt them, of my ſtaying for ſome 
end or expectation of advantage to them, and their forbearing me where I 
ſhall live, meeting with the ſuſpicious natures of thoſe ruling here, will be 
ground ſufficient for removing me out of the Kingdom, if not out of the 
world. „ 1 85 
And I do not ſee any uſe to be made of my ſtay here in that deſpicable 
condition, that may not much better and truly be made of my going. For 
I carc not, if it be known to the world, that I will uſe all my power and in- 
duſtry to diſpoſe his Majeſtic and all others to have good thoughts of thoſe 1 
have found faithful, or do now believe to be rightly inclined to the Engliſh 
Government ; and that I will improve all opportunitics of procuring advantagi- 
ous conditions for them according to the Peace. To which end 1 will labour 
to be by his Majeſtic, with the conſent of his Parliament, imployed here 
again. | 
* to the reaſons your Lordſhip gives for being of opinion I ſhould ſtay ; the 
firſt is, by this ſtay to take off from me the odiouſneſs of the action to them, 
that arc like to ſuffer by it. But if they be convinced in the neceſlity of it, and 
that they have created that neceſſity, where is the juſtice of their hatred to mc? 
and if it be unjuſt, it is the leſs to be valucd, at leaſt it cannot ballance with 
ſo great a hazard as I ſhall undergo by ſtaying. The ſecond, being but of per- 
ſonal danger to my ſelf by breach of faith, I paſs by, with this only, that 1 
ſhall be as much in their power, and more in their jealouſy here, where they 
may alſo more probably frame accuſations againſt me, to juſtify their breach 
of faith, than in England. The third, that my being in England may induce 
the King to grant Commiſſion to ſome other, I thus anſwer : Firſt, my giving 
up the ſword and government, and retiring to a Country houſe here, will be 
as ſtrong arguments as my being in England. Secondly, the fame preventatives

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may be uſed, I being there as here, if it be held needful. And laſtly, the 
King hath already offered the Parliament to confirm all the acts done by their 
new Great Seal, of which one was to determine my Commiſſion, My going 
hence, 1 do not conceive, does at all thwart your fourth reaſon; for as with. 
out leave from the Parliament, or whatever other party ſhall govern in Eng- 
land, there will be no means of tranſporting men to forcign ſervice ; ſo I con- 
ceive I ſhall be better able to procure ſuch leave by my being there, than by 
the means of any I can employ. The laſt I take to be ſpoke to, in my con- 
ception on the firſt. 

Theſe are ſome of my reaſons for the refolution I have taken to go hence 
on Wedneſday next, when the ſword is to be left; which to comply with 
your deſires, I have thus unhandſomely huddled up, remaining

Otwithſtanding your Majeſtie's letter from Neucaſtle, forbidding any fur- 
ther Treaty with the Iriſb, and notwithſtanding their having failed to 


| ſend the men conditioned for, without which though it was queſtionable how 


I might have juſtified the doing thereof, your Majeſtic's commands in that 
point conſidered, yet I agreed to a Peace. | 
Soon after the concluſion whereof, I had notice of the practices of the Nun- 
cio and Clergy againſt the ſame, their a cxcominunicating of all that ſhould ad- 
here to the Peace, their b interdicting all places where it was proclaimed, and 


forbidding upon like pains the collection and payment of monies collected 


to thoſe formerly appointed thereto by their General Aflembly. All which 
notwithſtanding, to the end your Majeſtie might reap the fruits of a Peace I 
had ſo far adventured to conclude, I went to Killenny, being invited thither, 
and informed by divers, eſpecially thoſe of Preſton's party, that my preſence 
would ſoon remove the cauſes, or ſuppreſs the effeds of the Clergy's diſcon- 
tent. When I came to Killenny, I found thoſe who had concluded the Peace 
with me (by meſſengers from them, namely, Mr. Nicholas Plunket and Mr. 
Patrick Darcy) treating with the Clergy at Waterford under colour of endea- 
vouring to appeaſe them; much height and heat there ſeemed to be betwixr 
them, and I really believe ſome of them were in earneſt. But J eaſily diſco- 


vered the drift of others was either to force me to confirm my Lord of Ga- 


morgan's conditions, or at leaſt to engage my ſelf in ſome new ones in point 
of Religion. But conſidering how I was limited therein by your Majeſtic, and 
how endleſs their demands would be, if I once gave way to any thing 
like to a new Treaty, I poſitively inſiſted upon their publick faith already en-

Whilſt theſe things were in agitation, and great hopes were given me, that 
this aſſurance would content them, ſo to bring me into the greater ſecurity; 
the Nuntio and his party ſent for Owen O Neile to cut off my retreat to 
Dublin, and to force me to their own terms; or (as by the ſequel is more pro- 
bable) to deſtroy the ſmall party of 1200 foote and 200 horſe I had brought 
with me as guards; which if they had effected, being the choice men of the 
Army, Dublin and all other garriſons rendring obedience to your Majeſtic's 
authority, would have been theirs with much caſe, when their united forces 
ſhould be drawn againſt them, as afterwards they were. Upon notice of Owen 
O Neile's being invited by the Clergy, having reaſon to be jealous of his 
readineſs to advance upon their ſummons; for that he had not cauſed the Peace 
to be proclaimed in his Army, as General Preſton had with great ſolemnity done 
in his, I ſent ſeveral letters and meſſages to General Preſton, and to All I be- 
lieved well affected, urging them to draw together for the making good of the 
Peace they had ſo chearfully received, and for the preſervation of themſelves 
and their Country from the rapine of the northern Army, wherewith they had 
been acquainted. By ſome I was anſwered, that their men were diſperſed by 
the excommunications; by others, that they had no means to draw ox keep 
them together; for that the collectors, terrified with the Church cenſures, would 
pay them nothing; and to this effect was Preſton's anſwer alſo. Whereupon 
I ſent to ſpeak with him, in hope I might diſabuſe him, if any thing from the 
Clergy ſtuck with him: But he made his excuſe, pretending, and but pretend- 
ing, ſickneſs. Notwithſtanding all theſe ill ſigns, I yet determined all poſſible 
ways to try what might be done; and with this reſolution went from Kutenny 
to Carrick, and from thence towards Caſte}, where the Peace had been pro- 
claimed. But when I was gotten within two or three miles thereof, I met 
with a letter from the Mayor, deſiring me not to come thither, for that he 
and the town were threatened, if they received me, to be utterly deſtroyed by 
the northern Army, then within a day's march of them. The advance of that 
force in purſuit of me, the Lord Dillon (and others who met me that day) 
gave me notice of. I was then alſo advertiſed, that Mac Thomas (as they call 
him) with the Munſter horſe declared for the Romiſb Clergy, was within ſome 
ſmall diſtance drawing towards me; and being thereof aſſured by the Earl of 
Caſtlehaven and others, I quickly found my ſelf forſaken of moſt of thoſe who 
had received and proclaimed the Peace: And having not had before that time 
ſo much as intelligence of Owen O Netzte's march, though his way was cloſe by 
Preſton, 1 conceived it then high time to look back towards my ſmall party of 
foote, which I had left near Kilkenny : And accordingly that night I ſent them 
orders to draw back towards Dublin, and having my ſelf marched all that night, 
the next day I quartered with the horſe five miles ſhort of them at a garriſon 
then in your Majeſtic's power. But having freſh intelligence that Owen O Neile 
marched faſt on the left hand of us a nearer way towards Dublin, 1 haſtened, 
and by long marches came to Dublin on the 13th of September, having been 
forth about three weeks. But neither in my march going or coming, was there 
any violence offered to the Country, nor was there any thing taken but what 
was paid for. When we were come to Dublin, my Lord Digby and I con- 
ſidered what was then to be done, and at laſt determined to make —

to the Parliament, upon conditions and for reaſons to be otherwiſe imparted 
to your Majeſtie. 

Not long after my return to Dublin, I received e letters from Sir Lucas 
Dillon and Doctor Gerard Fennel, (who were employed to the Clergy) giving 
an account of their negotiation and their advices; which tending to a forbear- 
ance of acts of hoſtility, I took hold of, and in my d anſwer did in a man- 
ner beg a Ceſſation, to the end that miſunderſtandings might be removed, and, 
if it were poſſible, the Peace might yet be ſettled. But to this anſwer of mine 
there was no reply, nor ſo much as any overture tending towards a looking 
into the former paſſages, or reconciling of differences. But the next news 1 
heard was of their drawing forces together, raiſing of new, and at length of 
Owen O Neile's ſummoning of your Majeſtie's e garriſons, taking ſome upon 
conditions, and ſome by force, and uſing exceeding great f cruclty to thoſe re- 
ſiſting. Preſton was alſo drawing together his forces, but yet uſed no acts of 
hoſtility. Whereupon 1 wrote s letters to them both, to know what was the 
end and ground of their proceedings; whereunto they ſeverally returned me 
h anſwers, by which I could gather nothing but aſſurance, that they intended 
the taking of all your Majeſtie's garriſons, and deſtruction of your Majeſtie's 
ſervant. And though by letters from i Colonel Fitg-Milliams 1 had ſome inti- 
mation of Preſtons joining therein with Owen O Neile, J ould not believe, 
however, his tender conſcience might induce him not to help us, (though he 
was ſufficiently engaged thereunto) that yet he would, contrary to ſo many pro- 
teſtations, appear actively againſt us; and therefore * expoſtulated the inatter with 
him in the beſt and leaſt offenſive manner I could; which produced no other 
anſwer than certain extravagant and unreaſonable | propoſitions; whercunto 1 
nevertheleſs returned a reaſonable m anſwer, deſiring to be informed with whom 
I was to treat, and how they were authorized. Whereunto I never had any 
reply; bur inſtead thereof, had ſad aſſurances that they fell to deſtroying your 
Majeſtie's quarters, and at laſt to the blocking up the city of Dublin, which 
for mere want of powder (whereof there was not in his Majeſtie's ſtores four- 
teen barrels) they had carricd, if upon ſending of Commiſſioners to treat with 
the Parliament, according to what was reſolved on between my Lord *Dygby 
and me, we had not gotten about thirty barrels from a ſea Captain then in the 
bay of Dablin. Whilſt Preſton and Owen O Nettle lay thus before the city, there 
arrived Commiſſioners from both Houſes of Parliament, with power to treat, 
and with ſupplies of men, money and victuals, which at ſuch a time, being in 
want of food and all neceſſaries for defence, and blocked up by two ſtrong 
Armies, (by whom we expected hourly to be aſſaulted) they thought I durſt not 
refuſe, upon what conditions ſoever offered; or if I did, that your Majeſtie's 
Army and the inhabitants of Dublin would riſe againſt me. Yet they want- 
ing your Majeſte's directions for delivering unto them the places under your 
Majeſtie's authority, and refuſing to ſuccour us upon any other terms, the Treaty 
broke off, and they with their men were ſent away ſufficiently diſpleaſed with 
me. 

During the aboad of thoſe Commiſſioners at Dublin, began the Treaty be- 

tween my Lord of Clanricarde and General Preſton, together with his Officers; 
which, tho' I very much doubted, was drawn on rather for fear of my agree- 
ment with the aforeſaid Commiſſioners, and to break off my Treaty with them, 
than out of any real intention or inclination to peace and quietneſs: Yet Pre- 
ſton and his Officers having ſo deeply and ſolemnly n ſworn to ſtand to the

Peace, 
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Peace, and be thenceforth obedient to your Majeſtie's authority, I ſuffered m 
ſelf to be perſwaded to o undertake and do all things, that by my Lord of Clan- 
ricarde's engagement was expected from me, the receiving of a maſtering power 
of Preſton's men into your Majeſtic's garriſons excepted 3 which by all means 
poſſible was endeavoured, though it was neither abſolutely agreed to by my 
Lord of Clanricarde, nor by him preſt to be aſſented unto. Which preſſure of 
theirs in that point, added to my ſuſpicion, that all their profeſſions were the 
effects of a contrivance between the Nuncio and Preſton to procure entrance 
into, and the maſtery of Dublin (as ſince it hath appeared to be.) Vet till 1 
reſolved to drive them to a point, and being thereto invited by Preſton's agree- 
ment with, and letters to my Lord of Clanricarde, I marched out in hopes of 
the conjunction of his forces with thoſe few I was able to draw forth accord- 
ing to his engagement. But being come within a day's march of the place 
aſſigned, I met with a letter from Preſton, to the Marqueſs of Clanricarde to 
this effect, That his Officers, not being excommunication-proof, were fallen 
from him to the Nuncio's party; and therefore he adviſed me to procced no 
farther, but expect the iſſue of a General Aſſembly, that was to be at Killenny 
the roth of January following, where he doubted not but things would be 
ſet right by the conſent of the whole Kingdom, which would be much more 
for his Majeſtie's ſervice, than to attempt the forcing of a Peace upon thoſe 
that were averſe to it. Though I was little ſatisfied with that diſappointment, 
and feared that the power the Clergy had to fruſtrate a Peace, concluded by 
vertue of the beſt authority any people in their caſe could delegate, would ra- 
ther increaſe than diminiſh, by the time that was given them to work in; and 
though I could not apprehend how it could be poflible for me in the mean 
time to maintain the Army, or when it ſhould come to want, to keep off the 
cry that would be raiſed by all ſorts of people, for a new addreſs to the Par- 
liament, the Iriſb having ſo often deceived us: Yet that they might be left 
without any excuſe, I reſolved thorough all difficultics and hazards to expect the 
iſſue of that Aſſembly. But for the eaſe of our quarters, (which were ſo 
waſted by the enemies lying before Dublin, and the deſtruction I was forced to 
make upon their approach, that they were utterly unable to maintain the half 
of that little Army) I drew out as many more to the men I had with me, as 
made them in all about 1200 foote, and 600 horſe, and with them marched 
into their quarters, where notwithſtanding their provocations by ſeveral breaches 
of faith, aggravated by high and crucl acts of hoſtility, I ſuffered no violence 
to be done upon any man's perſon or goods, or any thing to be taken, but 
neceſlary proviſion of meat and drink ; though during my aboad in this friendly 
manner amongſt them, the Captain and Lieutenant of*my guard were barba- 
rouſly murthered upon the highway, having ſtaid at a town, but a little after 
their company was marched away, in confidence of the good affection profeſſed 
by the Country. And though not only their new erected Council had pro- 
claimed us enemies, and commanded hot war to be made upon us, but (which 
was more contrary to my expectation) they had prevailed with Preſton to“ diſ- 
avow any obligation upon him by the tranſaction with my Lord of Clanricarde. 
And at length, aftcr all our pains taken to make the Nobility and Gentry un- 
derſtand, how much the honour and ſecurity of their Nation was concerned 
in the vindication of their publick faith, and in their ſubmiſſions to your Ma- 
jeſtic's authority. After all the hopes we could defirc was given us by all the 
conſiderable men of Engliſh extraction, and by tome well affected of I1r;/Þ deſ- 
cent; and after ſix weeks patient endurance of very incommodious and hazar- 
dous removals from place to place in the depth of winter, there came forth

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from the Aſſembly that ſtrange 4 Declaration that at once acquitted thoſe that 
had concluded the Peace, as men fully entruſted and faithfully diſcharging that 
truſt; and yet declared the Peace ſo concluded to be void. Soon after came 
forth certain * Propoſitions offered to them by their Clergy, which they ap- 
proved of, and ſolemnly ſwore to inſiſt upon them; which were ſuch, as 1 well 
knew your Majeſtic would never conſent unto, upon any conſideration whatſo- 
ever. Here I humbly conceive your Majeſtic will judge there was a full period 
to all our hopes from the Iriſh. 

And now your Majeſtic may pleaſe to underſtand, that upon the firſt advance- 
ment of the Armies under Preſton and Owen O Neile's leading to the ſiege of 
Dublin, 1 applied my ſelf for ſuccour to the Scots in the North of Ireland, by 
whoſe ! anſwer ſent by one Captain Cunningham both in writing and verbally, 
as alſo by the papers that paſſed from the Kotz Commiſſioners in England, and 

more particularly thoſe ſaid to be the ſpeeches of the Chancellor of Scotland, 
I conceived ſome hopes, that poſſibly ſome uſe might be made of them for the 
preſervation of your Majeſtic's intereſts in Ireland. Whereunto to invite them, 
I employed my beſt endeavours by my t anſwers to Cunningham, and by ſend- 
ing ſoon after him Major Seafowle *Gibſon, a man of approved faithfulneſs : But 
he returning to me with an unſatisfactory anſwer to my propoſitions, I inſtructed 
Sir George Hamilton, and ſent him from Dublin to attend your Majeſtic then, 
(as I hoped) upon good terms with your Scoriſh ſubjects at Newcaſtle ; and in his 
way he was inſtructed to make trial once more of the affections of the Scots Army. 
He began his journey at the time I was drawing forth upon Preſton's invitation; 
but through ſickneſs was forced to ſtay ſome days at Dundalk; and during his 
ſtay thereabouts, he deſired a meeting with Colonel Fohn Hamilton; which be- 
ing given him, he from him underſtood the reſolution taken by the Parliament 
of Scotland, and by their Army, to deliver your Majeſtie to the Houſes of 


Parliament in England; and with a ſad aſſurance thereof, Sir George returned | 


to me to Trym, where he found me and the party I had with me in ſuch want 
of proviſion, and ſo haraſſed, that within a few days, after having made ſome 
ſucceſsleſs inroads into the County of Cavan, for the gaining of cattle, and 
hearing from your Majeſtie's Council at Dublin, that the inhabitants there be- 
ing brought to extreme poverty, flatly refuſed longer to contribute towards the 
ſupport of the Army, I was forced to return to Dublin. Where, upon conſi- 
deration of our weak and deſperate condition, and of the approach of the 
ſpring, which would certainly bring ſome enemy againſt us, it was unanimouſly 
reſolved by all your Majeſtic's Council and ſervants then there, that it was more 
for your Majeſtic's honour and ſervice, and conſequently more agreeable to 
your pleaſure, which we then had neither means nor time to conſult, to put 
Dublin, and all the garriſons that remained in obedience to your Majeſtic, in- 
to the hands of the two Houſes of Parliament in England, than to ſuffer them 
to be taken by the [riſh. And for this opinion, ſome of the reaſons were: 

Firſt, it was doubted it would give too much advantage to thoſe calumnies 
that had been caſt upon your Majeſtic, of too much favouring the Popyſh Reli- 
gion, if all the Churches in the quarters, yielding obedience to your Majeſtic, 
ſhould be given, or ſuffered to be taken to the uſe of that Religion; and the 
exerciſe of the Proteſtant Religion, either totally ſuppreſſed, or at the beſt but 
allowed by connivance in corners, a fayour not then afforded to any within the 
TIriſb quarters. |

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Secondly, it was fearcd it might reflect on your Majeſtic's honour, if thoſe 
ſervants and ſubjects of yours that had ſo conſtantly ſerved you, and continued 
fo to do, long after your Majeſtic had no one place, that I can call to mind, 
holding for you in all your three Kingdoms, ſhould ar laſt be ſubjected to the 
tyranny of thoſe that then ruled amongſt the Iriſo; from whom what uſage 
they were to expect, was plain by their frequent perfidies, by the uſage of 
others of your Majeſtie's party fallen into their hands, and by their having given 
reſt to all places and people holding for the Parliament, that they might bend 
the united ſtrength of their part of the Kingdom againſt us, that only upheld 
your Majeſtie's Authority, that only had made and kept about three years Ceſ- 
ſation with them, and that only offered them; nay, that went a begging to 
them to their own doors with peace. | | | 

A third reaſon was, upon conſideration of the intereſt of your Majeſty's Crown ; 
wherein it appeared in ſome clearneſs to us, that if the places we' held for your 
Majeſtie were put into the hands of the two houſes of Parliament, they would 
revert to your Majeſtie, when either by Treaty or otherwiſe you ſhould re- 


cover your rights in England; and that in all probability without expence of 
treaſure or blood. But if they were given or loſt to the Confederates, it was 


to us very evident, that they would never be recovered by Treaty, your Ma- 
jeſtie's known pious reſolution, and their exorbitant expectations in point of 
Religion conſidered; nor by conqueſt, but after a long and chargeable War, 
wherein how far they might be aſſiſted by any foreign Prince that would believe 


his affairs advanced or ſecured by keeping your Majeſtic buſted at home, fell 


likewiſe into conſideration. RE erry | 
After that by the advices aforeſaid, for theſe reaſons, and upon ſuch invinci- 


ble neceſſity, I had ſent to ſome of the Commiſlioners formerly employed to treat 


with me from the Houſes of Parliament, letting them know that I was ready 
to leave Dublin and the other garriſons to them upon the Conditions they had 


offered; upon the Confederates having notice thereof, they diſpatch'd to me 
an * overture for an accommodation as they called it, which, coming after 


they knew I was engaged to the Parliament, if they accepted my offer, I un- 
derſtood as intended by them for no other end, than that they might be able 
to deny they had impoſed any neceſſity upon me to agree with the Houſes of 


Parliament. Yet leſt they might be contrary to their intention, once more en- 


gaged to a conjunction with me (for now the name of a Peace or ſubmiſſion 


to your Majeſtic they utterly waved) they propoſed terms of accommodation, 


but ſuch as were in effect as contrary to your Majeſtic's honour and intereſt to 
yield to, as thoſe they ſent when they approached Dublin with their Nuncio, 
and two Armies. And that they might be (ure not to be bound even to thoſe 
conditions, the perſons they had intruſted and wiſhed me to give credit to, 
refuſed to put their overtures in writing, or (when in their preſence, or by 
their dictating I had written them out) to ſign to them. 

I was adviſed by your Majeſtie's Council to ſuch overtures as theſe, for the 
obtaining of a Ceſſation, to give a delaying anſwer; rwhich I accordingly did; 
and ſoon after arrived Mr. mter Grant with Inſtructions and diſpatches from 
the Queen and Prince of Wales; all tending to a reconciling of the differences, 
which the Confederates according to their cuſtom, ſeemed in their diſcourſe 
very deſirous to liſten to. But being preſt to act ſomething towards it, they 
ſent me by Mr. Grant ay meſſage in writing, relating to the forementioned 


_ overtures, without any alteration; but that now, to be ſure there ſhould be no 


accommodation, they declared they muſt inſiſt upon the propoſition of the 
Clergy, whereunto they had ſworne; and that if I would have a Ceſſation with 


them, I muſt undertake to receive no forces from the Parliament for ſix or

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twelve months, they in the mean time propoſing no way, how I ſhould main- 
tain your Majeſtic's Army; unleſs I would agree to their unreaſonable de- 
mands. Yet finding that the Houſes of Parliament had left me liberty of treat- 
ing by their failing to perform on their parts, I * undertook that I would not 
receive any forces from them for three weeks (and withall ſent my a anſwer 
to their overtures for accommodation) if for that time they would agree to a 
Ceſſation. But to this, though propoſed as a means the more conveniently to 
treat of the accommodation feemingly deſired by them, 1 never had any an- 
ſwer; ſo that by them, or any that would juſtity them, it cannot be denied, 
bat that the laſt motion towards a reconcilement went from me, and lay neg- 
lected and unanſwered upon their hands; and when all hopes of preſerving 
your Majcſtic's intereſts by your own ſubjects, of what Nation ſoever, had been 
attempted and failed me, your Majeſtic may have heard what propoſitions 1 
made elſewhere; and how long beyond the time I promiſed, I attended a return 
to them; which to this hour I never had. 

Theſe imperfe& performances of my duty to your Majeſtic, and theſe con- 
fuſed Relations of them do not at all pretend to juſtifications, but are moſt 
humbly ſubmitted to your Majeſtic's judgment. IL;

My Lord, 


80 ME two dayes ſince, I ſent your Lordſhip only notice of my ſafe arri- 
val here, watching the next opportunity to give you a fuller account of 
myſelf, ſince you left Ireland, and of my happy eſcape from the danger that 
threatned me on the Parliament's ſide, and out of the hands of my more de- 
teſtable enemies, the Council of the Confederates. Which account I think the 
more neceſſary, in regard, that with thoſe that underſtand not the neceſſitat- 
ing reaſons of my actions, there may be ſome ſcandal raiſed upon my choo- 
ſing rather to paſs through the Iriſh quarters than through the Eugliſb; having 
the Parliament's Commiſſioners paſs; eſpecially, ſince my neceflary applica- 
tions to ſome of the [rſh party for my ſafetic's ſake, may have furniſhed occa- 
ſion to have my name toſt among them, in ſuch things as their fantaſies are 
wont (you know) to create to themſelves, upon every new application, tho 
furtheſt from the applyer's thoughts. 
Upon your Lordſhip's going away, I thought fit to ſend $/;ngsby to Colonel 
ones, to know whether I might ſtill continue with the ſame ſecurity at Lezx- 
Ii, as1 did whilſt you were in the Kingdom, till I could find means for my 
tranſportation beyond ſea from Dublin; J engaging my ſelf to defend that 
place from the Iriſb during my reſidence there. Unto which meſſage I re- 
ceived. a return from Colonel Jones of all the civility imaginable, vg. That 
I might rely upon my ſecure continuance there, and on his doing his utmoſt 
to make good their paſs unto me in my tranſportation beyond ſea; and that 
there was no thought of garriſoning that place, whilſt I was there; and that 
in caſe there were, I ſhould have timcly warning. Upon this obliging meſ- 
ſage, I employed Huingsby to Dublin, to ſee if he could procure me a ſafe 
and convenient tranſportation into France from thence ; whereof he brought 
me this account, that all -the ſeamen did declare, that let me have what pals I 
could from the Parliament, they would either throw me overboard, or carry 
me priſoner to London. And withall he aſſured me, that the Parliament ſol- 
diery of Dublin declared reſolutions of no leſs violence againſt me, if I came 
that way, in ſpight of any protection; of whoſe aptneſs to make good thoſe 
threats having had ſuch hazardous experience, even when your Lordſhip was

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there; and ſecing them daily ſo mutinous, even againſt Colonel Jones him- 
ſelf; and withal 1 poſitive advices from my friends there in no caſe to 
adventure; I was neceſſitated to bethink my ſelf of another courſe. There- 
upon I made applications to ſome in Preſton's Army to ſee if I could engage 
Preſton and the reſt of his officers, to procure me, and make good unto me, 
a free and ſafe paſſage out of the Kingdome, through the 1r;ſb quarters; ſince 
without that, I had neither hopes of obtaining a paſs from the Council, nor, 
had I had one, durſt I have ventured my ſelf upon it; having had ſuch ex- 
perience both of their malice and deteſtable perfidy. It pleaſed God that 1 
| ſucceeded ſo well in this my application, that I ſoon procured from General 
Preſton, and all his officers, an engagement under their hands to procure me 
from the Council, and make good unto me, a free paſs out of the Kingdom, 
accompanying it with a letter to the Council to that effect; but written in a 
ſtile of more kindneſs to me, than I could allow of; which occaſioned a 
letter from me to Preſton, deſiring a more ordinary recommendation, which 
was all that ever paſt from me to Preſton. Upon which I had ſuch a letter 
from Preſton and his officers to the Council, as procured me the pals deſired. 
In the interim of my preparations to be gone, and expectations of my paſs, 
the Council, whether jealous of my negotiation with Preſton's Army, upon 
that ſcore of foreign employment, which (you know) hath bcen the ground 
of all my traffick, with any of the Army, ſince their breach of Faith; or 
_ whether merely out of their former inveterate malice to affront me, and 
drive me to caſt my ſelf into the Parliament's hands, I know not. But this 
I know, that they ſent poſitive orders to Preſton inſtantly to put a garriſon 
into Leixlip by fair means or by foul; and accordingly one morning, when 
I looked for nothing leſs, Sir Thomas Eſmond with a ſtrong party of Preſton's 
Army was drawn before the Caſtle, and ſummoned it; whereunto ſuch a 
denial with ſome ſhot was returned as became us. Whereof I gave an account 
to Colonel Jones; but withal 1 muſt tell you, that Pre/fon's Orders being 
ſo peremptory, and Colonel Jones then in no condition to relieve us, I could 
not have hoped to have eſcaped the extremity, had I not in the point handled 
Sir Thomas Eſmond and Father Darcy dexterouſly at a conference agreed on 
between us without the Caſtle, of which the ſatisfactory iſſue to them was 
a confidence raiſed in them, that no Parliament Garriſon ſhould be admitted 
whilſt I was there; which aſſurance I could boldly, and without hazard, give 
them upon Colonel Jones his engagement to me. Thus things ſtood when 
the battle was given, I profeſs, to my great grief, having ſo great a part of 
Preſton's Army ſure for foreign employment; which I was confident, though 
the Parliament had as then denied licenſe for their tranſportation, they would 
afterwards, upon your repreſentation of the reaſons, find it ſo much for their 
advantage, that they would yield unto it. 
| Upon the loſs of the battle, being before reſolved to venture through the 
Iriſh quarters, I made haſte away from Lezxlip, which may ſeem to caſt ſome 
reflection upon me, with thoſe that underſtand not the neceſſitating reaſon 
of it; which was, that if after the battle I had ſtaid any time in the Engliſh 
quarters, it would have been a certain pretence with the Council, to have 
violated my Paſs ; ſince I had loſt my main ſecurity in the loſs of that Army, 
which was cngaged for it. And indeed had not the terror of the great loſs 
to their party in general awed them, as well as the engagement (for my ſe- 
curity) of that Army might have done ; and had not 1 likewiſe amuſed the 
fools in my paſſage by Kilkenny with ſuch diſcourſes, as might raiſe hopes of 
my being uſcful to them in their diſtreſſed condition, I do not believe 1 ever 
ſhould have eſcaped their Hands; and even at laſt I was feign to get away in 
diſguiſe in an open barque of eight tun, commanded by an Engliſb Proteſtant 
Captain, unto whom alone I diſcovered my (elf. . 
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But beſides this reaſon, I muſt confeſs to your Lordſhip in ſecret, that al- 
though I was very ſure, that I my ſelf, nor no body from me, had had any 
commerce with the Iriſh unjuſtifiable, but rather meritorious with the Engliſh, 
were the true grounds of it known; yet I was not ſecure, but that from the 
diſcourſes which for our ends upon the Iriſh foreign cmployment, and mine 
for my ſafety in Leixlip, I was fain to make to Roman Catholicks, who had 
acceſs unto me, of a tincture quite differing from my heart, there might be 
collections and inferences concerning me diſperſed among that party, both by 
diſcourſe and letters, which might expoſe me to danger, till the grounds of 
them were underſtood. Inſomuch as though 1 relied much upon Colonel 
Jones's honour, who was not ignorant of the grounds of my correſpondency 
with Preſton, even before the Battle, yet J muſt confeſs I durſt not truſt my 
ſelf to the playing of an after-game in the Parliament's hands, but thought it 
my wiſeſt courſe to get my perſon off in ſafety, though with fome little ſuſ- 
pition, with the ignorant, than to adventure my ſelf in their hands, who borc 
me ſo much ill will upon another ſcore, that it is not likely that they would 
have admitted of my purgation in this ; which was the only point upon which 
they could pretend to violate my Pals, and fo to bring me in queſtion for all 
ſuch other things as malice hath poſſeſſed the people with againſt me. Be 
pleaſed to pardon my troubling you with this narrative, which I thought ne- 
ceſſary, not for any vinaication of mine with my Enemies, but leſt any ac- 
_ cidents ſhould poſſibly give his Majeſtic, or any of thoſe whoſe eſtimation I 
value, a miſimpreſſion, that 1 were in any thing declined from my deteſtation 
of the 1riſh rebellion and perfidy ; or from that fervency for the intereſt of 
the Crown of England in that Nation, which had made me entirely con- 
current with my opinion in all your proceedings. 


And now that I have done with what concerns my ſelf, give me leave to tell 


in ſhort the ſtate that things were in, in that Kingdom, at my coming away: 


The loſs of that great Battle cauſed (it is true) a great conſternation in all 


the old Engliſh, and more moderate part of the Iriſh, as being the only power, 
with that which remained in Munſter, whereby they hoped, that the violent 
and incorrigible party of the Rebels depending upon the Nuncio, Clergy, 
and Owen O Neile, might be forced to ſubmit to the obedience of the Crown 
of England, in caſe his Majeſtic and his Parliament agrecing, they mighr be 
admitted to any moderate conditions of favour and mercy. But on the con- 
trary, I could perceive in all the ſaid violent party palpable ſymptoms of their 
being rather pleaſed with that overthrow, as drawing on (as they thought) a 
neceſſary conſequence of the whole Catholick Party's ſubmitting to O Neile 
by way of command, and to the Nuncio and Clergy by way of government 
and ſupport of Moneys, it being then aſſured (which ſince my coming hi— 
ther I find to be true) that his Decan was at St. Malo with three brave ftigats, 
and a great ſum of money from Nome, for maintainance of that War; for the 
further ſupport of which, their conſultations, grown to a reſolution (as I was 
informed before my coming away) werc to have recourſe to foreign aid. Some 
would have them caſt themſelves under the protection of Hain; but I con- 
ceive that leſs to be feared, becauſe the King of Hain hath too much buſineſs 
upon his hands to undertake it, or to afford them much help, unleſs it be 
by way of exchange of money for men. But that which the wiſer perſons 
beat moſt upon, and which appears to me the moſt dangerous, is that they 
ſhould make application to Holland for Ships and Money, and to deliver 
them for ſecurity Duncannon and other cautionary Towns and Ports; which 
of what conſequence this may be, I leave unto your Lordſhip to judge. Such 
I confidently believe to be the deſigns of the violent and prevailing party 
there. But for the more moderate ones of the old Eugliſb, and ſome few 
of the old Iriſh, I am confident, they will rather ſubmit to the Parliament, if 
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they may be received, or if not, exile themſelves, than ſubmit cither to O N 

or any foreign power. And to thoſe I think your Lordſhip bound in honour 
to do what good offices you may, both with the King and Parliament. 

To conclude, my Lord, my opinion is, that notwithſtanding the Parliament's 
late victory there, the intereſt of the Crown of England may run great 
hazard in that Kingdom, ſhould diviſions continue in . unleſs ſome 
perſon be ſuddenly ſent over to command; unto whom not only all the Pro- 
teſtant party there may willingly ſubmit, but who alſo may have power to 
improve and make uſe of the diviſions among the confederate party them- 
| ſelves. This is the account and opinion which to give you I thought the

My Lord, 


Have reccived your Commiſſions, which were ſent me by my Lady, and 

an intimation that your Lordſhip ſhould be ſpeedily advertized of the ſtate 
of affaires here; which 1 took care for by divers ways, but know not yet 
with what ſucceſs. The want of your Lordſhip's preſence doth excecdingly 
obſtruct the ſettling this Kingdom in obedience to his Majeſty, which I may not 
now conveniently attempt to do altogether by the ſword; and perſwaſions arc 
of little force to induce people of ſo much guilt to a concurrence with me, 
where they ſee not an authority with me to ſecure their perſons and cſtates ; 
through want whereof I have been forced to contend with extreame difficul- 
ties, to retain this unhappy people in a capacity of doing good to themſelves, 
and ſeryice to his Majeſtie. For the Nuncio did no ſooner perceive that 1 
did decline this power now ruling in England, than he did induſtriouſly apply 
himſelf to the uſe of all mcans to divert the Council and People from a 
ceſſation with me, leſt it ſhould uſher in his Majeſtic's authority; which is cvi- 
denced to be his fear, by the advice by him given the Council, to ſeek one 
with me, when he believed I would not do ſo. This occaſioned a great divi- 
ſion in the Council, part whereof would not condeſcend unto the Ceſſation, 
becauſe the Nuncio declared it to be againſt his conſcience, and they being 
the major part who ſtood upon ſuch terms as I was unwilling to deſcend to, 
leſt they ſhould inſtance any confeſſion of mine to induce the like upon a ſet- 
tlement; I thought it yet more convenient, upon conſideration of the con- 
dition his Majeſtic is now in, to grant them the incloſed Articles, rather than 
break with them, becauſe I perccived that my Lord Taafe, and thoſe who 
are really for his Majeſtic, would otherwiſe have ſcrupled much at the excommu- 
nications of their Clergy, in regard of the oath upon them to the authority 
of the ſupreme Council; which (they apprehending it to be violated without 
their concurrence) would be allowed a ground of excommunication, and would 
therefore be a means of the defection of moſt of their party to the other. And 
as for the prevention of that, I was induced to grant them their deſires; fo 
the promiſes that my Lord Taafe and others made of ſupplying me with 
money, by way of loan (which they expected to find in your Collector's hands) 
prevailed with me to decline part of my demands for ſupport of my Army ; 
for the relief whereof I have been put to very great ſtreights by their want of 
performance: So as though I have expended all I have, or could borrow, or 
force in my own quarters; yet divers of my men have died of hunger, after 
they had a while lived upon Cats and Dogs, as many now do. And if, whilſt 
I am in this condition, the Parliament Shipping ſhould arrive according to our 
expectation, grounded upon good advertiſements, with ſome Officers, Money, 
Cloaths and Victuals, and make tender thereof unto our Soldiers, if they 
will give up the Officers they have now, and accept Officers from the Parlia- 
ment, a greater ſtreight than I ſhall be in cannot be imagined, having my judg- 
ment and reputation at ſtake, with my life and fortune. For what cenſure the 
world (who always judge of actions according to their own apprehenſions or 
ſucceſs, before they know the grounds of them) will paſs upon me, may not 
improbably fix a ſcandal upon my reputation; and the moſt charitable — A

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leaſt cenſure my judgment, if it be obſervable that I have made a Ceſſation, 


which in the conſequence of it doth not only prove ineffectual in order to the 


accompliſhment of the end thereof, but deſtructive to my ſelf and my p 

for want of foreſight z whilſt I wanted not power to acquire a livelihood with 
my ſword. Bur I ſhall rather rely upon the Divine Providence for better ſuc- 
ceſs, than take any other courſe (for the preſervation of any earthly thing) that 
might deprive me of the opportunity I now have lighted upon to evidence, that 
as I have always profeſſed, ſo it is a real truth, that though I have proſecuted 
the . ſervice in this Kingdom without his Majeſtie's private approbation of late; 
yet I was not more confident, that I had juſt grounds to do ſo by vertue of 
the Act of Parliament by him paſſed, than conſtant in retaining my integrity to 
him; which I did endeavour to manifeſt as ſoon as I did obſerve that party to 
uſurp power, that I knew were unfaithful to him, and with whom I will never 
comply, if I be able to avoid it. | 


find my Lord of Clanricarde very faithful to his Majeſtic, and in a better 
poſture to ſerve him in his Country, than I did expect. He hath about 3000 


horſe and foot as I hear. Taafe-is certainly very right, and is now caſting thoſe 
out of his forces that are not (6. The Leinſter men alſo, and five of the 
twelve of the Council may be relied upon : But ſome others whom my Lord 
of Muskery thought he had left ſo, may not be truſted; ſo as the major part 
of them may not improbably be carried with the Nuncio and Owen O Nette's 
faction, if your Lordſhip do not make your immediate repair hither, and take 


all the power into your own hands, which I will take the beſt care I can ta 
provide for, ſo as I hope they ſhall not be able to oppoſe it; and until this be 
done, the Kingdom will never be in a way of ſerving his Majeſtic. If you 


come into the harbour of Waterford, I pray do not land until you have a 
guard ſent, either of Taafe's forces, or mine; for I am not confident of Ma- 
terford. All my harbours are now open; but my advice to your Lordſhip is, 
to land either at Baltimore or Crookehaven, leſt any ſhipping of the Parlia- 


ment's ſhould be at Cork or Kinſale, which are the places where they are ex- 
pected to be. It will be extream requiſite that your Lordſhip bring ſome mo- 


ney with you; and though you ſhould not be able to procure above five or 
6000/. yet let it bear the name of 20000, which will mightily confirm my 
Army. Doubtleſs we ſhall be able to borrow money to anſwer their expecta- 
tions, before that ſum ſhall be exhauſted. Ammunition I am reaſonably well 
provided of; but corn will be exceedingly wanting to carry on any ſervice 
that may be requiſite this ſummer. Wherefore it would be of great advantage 
that ſome Merchants might be prevailed withal to ſend two or 3000 barrels 
hither, where it will yield after the rate of 14 4. per gallon. | 
The Scots Commiſſioners ſent unto me at the ſame time when your Lord- 
ſhip ſent J. B. and though they then earneſtly deſired I ſhould take this courſe 
I am in, to prevent the Independents deſigns; yet they have not ſince held any 


correſpondence with me, which the Gentleman they ſent told me they would 
do. Whercof J deſire your Lordſhip to take notice to my Lord Lauderdale, 


to whom I writ, how expedient it were to have one ſent from Scotland hither, 
to confirm thoſe of my Army in an aſſurance, that the Presbyterian party would 
all apply their utmoſt endeavours to reſtore his Majeſtic. But I hope I have 
not now ſo much cauſe to fear them as then I had, if their wants be in any 
meaſure ſupplied.

Beſides this 600, 1 have 800 marching horſe reaſonably 
well appointed : But they begin to fall into ſome want of piſtols and _—

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date not preſume to boaſt of any dutiful intentions to his Highneſs the 
Prince of Wales; but if he will vouchſafe to honour me with any commands, 
they ſhall find a faithful obedience to the beſt of my power: And in the mean 
time I ſhall not be indiligent to improve all opportunitics for the advancement 
of his ſervice.

| Ne. DLXX. The Marqueſs of Ormonde 10 the Prince of Wales, 


May it pleaſe your Highneſs, 


J AVING long ſince received his Majeſtie's command to go into Ireland, 
together with his pleaſure that for the better proſecuting and effecting of 

his ſervice there, I ſhould receive and obey ſuch authorities, orders and inſtruc- 
tions, as her Majeſtie or your Highneſs ſhould judge molt proper and conducing 
thereunta: And having about the beginning of July (as | remember) received 
theſe authorities, c. it may ſeem — to his Majeſtic that ſo much time 


| hath been loſt as it may to your Highnels that I am till in France: But as it is 


very well known to your Highneſs, that from my firſt coming to Sr. Germains 
(which was about the latter end of February) to the time of your departure 
thence, I was not only ready to receive my diſpatch, but as importunate for it, 
as in reaſon and good manners I could be. So I ſhall humbly beſeech your 


| Highneſs, when you ſhall judge it poſſible and convenient, to acquit me to his 


_ Majeſtic of having all that while willingly delayed the execution of his com- 
mands. And for your Highneſs's ſatisfaction concerning my ſtay ſince, be pleaſed 
to be informed, that from your going from St. Germains till the 11th of this 
manth, I ſtayed there in expectation of ſo much money as was of neceſſity re- 
quiſits to ſend me thence ; that as ſoon as I had got ſo much, I lett Sir George 
Hamiltan and a ſervant of mine to receive what I was farther to expect, and 

to provide and ſend after me ſuch things as were merely neceffary ; whilſt (to 
fave as much time as I could) I came my ſelf into theſe parts to ſee the arms 
and ammunition ſhipt, the ſhip appointed for me victualled for her voyage, and 
my family ſettled in ſuch a way of ſubſiſtence, as my preſent condition will 
afford: And that now I am here ſtaying only for the remainder of the money 
promiſed me, (the greateſt part whereof is received) and then the firſt reafor.- 
able fair wind I ſhall embark my ſelf for Ireland; from whence I have heard 
nothing I dare offer as intelligence of the (tate of that Kingdom, ſince ] re- 
ccived a letter of the 29th of May from the Lord of Inchiquin, a copy whercof 
is herewith humbly preſented to your Highnefs; by which appears in what ex- 
tremity af want the Army under his command then was, and the expectation 
he had, that it would be in ſome meaſure relieved upon my coming ; where- 
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with he alſo encouraged his Officers and Soldicrs to bear with patience their 
miſerable condition. But when they ſhall find themſelves ſo far diſappointed 
that in a ſhort time after my landing there, the company I bring with me 
ſhall rather become a burthen, than any kind of relief to them; it is much to 
be feared, that their diſcouragement and diſcontent will be ſuch, that all I can 
reaſonably hope for, will be to keep them in temper to be employed upon the 
reducing of ſuch as ſhall refuſe obedience to the King's authority when they 

are thereunto enabled by the ſupplies, which I muſt not be ſparing to under. 
take to them, will ſpeedily, and in ſome good proportion, be ſent to them 
by the Queen and your Highneſs. And until theſe ſupplies come, I cannot 
promiſe, with any probability of making my word good, that that Kingdom 
can be brought to obedience ; much leſs made uſeful to your Highneſs's ſervice 
elſewhere. On the contrary, if the Army under my Lord of Inchiquins com- 
mand (which is the principal foundation of my hopes there) ſhall by continn- 
ance of their wants fall to deſpair, or at the beſt become weak and uſeleſs, I 
do much apprehend the conſequence will be, firſt a general diſlike in them of 
all my actions, and particularly of thoſe, which they then will call too large 
conceſſions to the Jriſh; and in concluſion a hearkening after any overtures 
that may be made them of reyolting to the Parliament, who will not want in- 
ſtruments to foment their diſcontents, and to diſpoſe them to it by all poſſi- 
ble arts: And in caſe they ſhall be proof againſt all the temptations that can 
be ſuggeſted to them by their own wants, or the inſinuations of thoſe that 
would prevent them: Yet if they be no where led forth, for want of mo- 
ney to fit them for a march, and of viQuals to ſuſtain them in it, the conſe- 
quence muſt be ſo inevitably great a diſreputation and contempt of them in 
that part of the Iriſb who are of a faction contrary to Peace and his Majeſtie's 
Intereſt, and ſuch a diſcouragement in thoſe among them that are for both, 
that I much fear the firſt will ſoon become the ſtronger party; and I ſhall be 
ſo far from drawing away the Officers and Soldiers under the command of 
Jones, and others that ſtill adhere to the Parliament, that my labour muſt be, 

as ſoon as I land, to keep ſuch as are ready to come from coming, until I am 


in caſe to maintain them, leſt they ſhould give too bad a report of their en- 


tertainment to be removed, when [I ſhall be really able to give better. So that 
upon the whole matter, all that I dare encourage your Highneſs to expect from 


my endeavours in Ireland until I be ſupply'd, is no more than that I may poſſi- 


bly be able for ſome time longer to hold the Army under the Lord of Inchi- 
quin's command in quietneſs and obedience, by the expectation of ſpeedy re- 
lief and encouragement (which I muſt continue in them ;) and the well- affected 
Triſh in the good diſpoſitions they are ſaid to be in, to receive ſuch conditions 
of ſecurity and advantage as I am authorized to give them. And if thoſe ex- 
pectations of relief ſhall fail, or be long delay'd, or ſhall not come, at icaſt in 
the proportion mentioned by my Lord Inchiquin, it muſt neceſſarily and quick- 
ly follow, that his Army will revolt or moulder away ; that thoſe of any 
party averle to the King's Government will gather ſtrength and courage by our 
forced lying ſtill; and thoſe well inclined will loſe all heart and hopes. Whereas 
if your Highneſs ſhall be pleaſed to ſend ſeaſonably that quantity of money, 
and ſome reaſonable proportion of corn to make bisket of for a march, I ſhall 
not then doubt but that, by the bleſſing of God, that Kingdom fhall be ſo far 
lettled, that your Highneſs may in a very ſhort time command thence to your 
ſervice a good body of foot, (I hope 5000) if there be timely warning, pro- 
viſion of victuals, and ſhipping ſent for their tranſportation, and your Highnels's 
authority and inſtructions given for the command of them, and for their re- 
ception and ſetting on work when they are landed. 

Nov that I have given your Highneſs this humble and clear account of my 
hopes and fears in the ſervice I am deſigned for, grounded upon the beſt rea- 
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ſon I have to judge with, and upon ſome years very ſad and troubleſome ex- 
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: perience of difficulties I have met with in that Kingdom, when I had the com- 
} mand of an indigent Army, but better known to me, and not leſs faithful to 
the King, than that I am now going to: Yet be pleaſcd to receive aflurance, 
that I go with all the chearfulneſs imaginable, and that I ſhall employ the ut- 
termoſt of my power and diligence to effect his Majeſtic's commands, and to 
= manifeſt my being |

| 1 Have given his Highneſs the beſt account I am able of the cauſe of my ſtay, 
ſince I reccived his commands for Ireland, of the condition 1 am put into 
for my voyage, and the compaſſing of what I am to endeayour when J come 
| there, of my hopes and fears therein: And I have humbly moved him for the 
] | ſpeedy iending thither of ſuch ſupplics of money and victuals as arc abſolutely 
| neceſlary, even to keep the footing, that by the Lord of Inchiquin's good af- 
fections we arc promiſed there. In moſt of thoſe, 1 have forborn to ſay what 
MH the ſubje& would afford, for fear of giving his Highneſs a ſurſeit of my firſt 
diſpatch ; and ſome neceſſary particulars J omitted, reſerving them to be offer- 
ed him by you, when his Highneſs ſhall find it fit to take my letter into conſi- 
deration, and to do any thing upon it. And firſt, it may be, his Highneſs may 
defirc to know what money I have received for this employment; and finding 
it not much leſs than he was forced to content himſelf with, when he began 
his journey, (if not more) he may with great reaſon believe, I might reſt ſa- 
tisfied with it: But when you ſhall pleaſe to mind him, how long I have ſtaid 
for my diſpatch, which 1 was for a long time pat in weekly hopes to receive; 
how many otherwiſe unneceſſary perſons I kept about me, and ſent for into 
England; how utterly unfurniſhed I and they were for ſuch a journey; what 
the charge may come to for victualling the ſhip deſignd for me, for his com- 
pany and mine amounting to two hundred perſons; the hiring of another to 
carry the arms, ammunition, and goods belonging to me and my company, 
which the Captain of the man of war refuſed to cumber his with; the expence 
of my journey; the paying cuſtom, even for the arms and ammunition that 
have formerly been diſcharged, and at ſea; and what charge I may be at before 
the wind and weather ſerve ; with many other little expences incident to ſuch 
a journcy, as impoſlible for me to avoid or remember, as it would be unfit to 
trouble his Highneſs with. When all this ſhall be conſidered, I humbly con- 
ccive his Highneſs will not believe, that of 3600 piſtoles, (whereof 3000 only 
is yet received) there can remain much, when I am landed in Ireland, to feed 
me, much leſs to be employed towards the relief of the Army, or the ſetting it 
forth upon any adtion; which I conceive it is impoſſible it can be ſet upon, 
without both money and corn be ſent, at leaſt if corn be not ſent. The pro- 
portion of money mentioned by my Lord of Inchiquin cannot reach to provide 
all the neceſſaries belonging to a marching Army, together with the needful 
_ proviſions of bread ; for you will obſerve by his Lordſhip's letter, at what ex- 
ceſſive rates corn was when he writ; and though there ſhould have been a 
harveſt ſince, yet the weather has been ſo ſtrangely unſeaſonable here, that it 
cannot reaſonably be hoped, but the greatcſt part of the grain of that King- 
dom (which is much more ſubje& to ill weather) is loſt ; and conſequently 
corn little, if at all, cheaper than it was. So that whatever his Highnels 
ſhall be able to ſend, I wiſh part of it may be in corn, provided the other 
| 2 part 
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gart in money may not ſtay for it; and that whatever comes, his Highneſs 
wquld be pleaſed to accompany it with gracious letters to my Lord Tnchiquin, 
and à declaration of the ſenſe he hath of his and the Army's good affections, 
and the care he will have to fre them encouraged and rewarded. And as 1 
would not have the money ſtay for the corn, fo I would not have the corn, if 
it may more readily be had, (as by this time I hope the Prince's credit is well 
improved) to ſtay for the money, being moſt neceſſary that that Army ſhould 
ſpecdily find themſelves looked after. 1 have been longer upon this point than 
1 intended, the neceſſity of his Highneſs's doing ſomething, and that ſpeedily, 
carrying me beyond my purpoſe. | 

Next, I deſire yon would offer to his Highneſs how needful it is, that ſome 
ſhips, as many as can be ſpared, may be deſigned for the ſervice of Ireland, 
and commanded to receive orders from me; and that of them one may be a 
frigat to be ſent upon all emergent occaſions, upon meſſages to the Gor, 
his Highneſs, and elſewhere. But care muſt be had, that they be viualled 
and provided for, ſo as that they be no charge to us. By means of theſe ſhips, 
(if they be ſent in time) I hope to reduce ſome maritime towns, holding vet 
for the Nuncio; and much other ſervice they may do againſt Dublin, or any 
other place on the oppoſite coaſt of England holding for the Parliament. In 
the laſt place, I deſire that, by your favour, the Prince may be moved to com- 
mand, whatevcr anſwer he thinks fit to give this diſpatch, may not be de- 
layed, nor we kcpt from the comfort of receiving his frequent commands ; 
which will be the greateſt ſatisfaction, next to the accompliſhment of them,

Y ſtay here hath been no otherwiſe unpleaſant to me, than in the delay 
it hath given to the manifeſtations of thoſe ſtrong deſires I have to em- 


ploy, with what hazard ſoever, my uttermoſt power and diligence in the King's 


and your Majeſtic's ſervice, and in my doubts, that my endeavours therein may 
become leſs ſucceſsful in Ireland by the ſeveral misfortunes that have in the 
mean time befallen thoſe that appeared for his Majeſtic in England. And to 
theſe affections and apprehenſions your Majeſtic may be pleaſed to impute the 
importunities you have ſuffered by me, and to believe, that the difficulties ariſ- 
ing out of the condition 1 go in, or out of thoſe alterations of affaires elſe- 
where ſo extreamly to the worle, are not ſo much diſcouragements to the 
chearfulneſs of my undertaking the ſervice 1 am deſigned unto; but that the 
aſſurance your Majeſtic is pleaſed to give me of your favour, and my experi— 
ence of your admirable judgment to diſcern betwixt wilful and neceſſitated 
failings, and of your juſtice in the duc application of ſucceſs, are encourage- 
ments that far out-weigh them. 1 

Sir George Hamilton hath acquainted me with Abbot Crely's diſcourſe with 
your Majeſtie, tending to a reconciling of the party in Ireland, whereof he is, 
with me and thoſe that with me are deſirous of ſuch a Peace there, as may 
be adyantagious and ſafe to the Nation in general; and uſeful to the King in his 
preſent condition; and that his only doubt is; of my being able heartily to for- 
give the oppoſition I have met with from them. In which doubt I am more 
directly, ſingly, and perſonally injured, than in thoſe actions of theirs that are 
the ground of it, in ſuſpecting me of ſuch an implacability of nature, as, it I 
had, it would render me the moſt uncharitable, and conſequently the moſt un- 
fit perſon in the world for the part aſſigned me. But if he will not allow me 


charity, let him but allow me any reaſonable underſtanding and care of my 


own intereſt, and he will find it to be ſo much ſecured and advantaged in a gene- 
ral ſubmiſſion to the King's authority, that it will be evident (if 1 could lay alide 
any care of the King's) I ſhall even in regard to my own, be as ready to receive 
it, as any can be to offer themſelves to it: And having ſo done, it it were in 
my will, it would not be in my power to be treacherous. For it is princi— 
pally the King's, your Majeſtic's, and the Prince's honour, that wil] be engaged 
to the making good the conditions I am commanded, without exception, to 
offer to that people.

N my letters of the laſt of Auguſt, copies whereof (leſt they ſhould have miſ- 
1 carried) are herewith incloſed, your Highneſs had a brief accompt of me, 
and of the buſineſs deſigned from my coming into this Kingdom till that hour. 
Since when, till within a very few days, I have continued here detained for 
want of a ſmall remainder of the money I was promiſed, whereof there is men- 
tion in my letter to Mr. Long. Now I ſtay with much impatience only for a 
wind, having this day received letters by an expreſs from my Lord Inchiquin, 
declaring how very much the affaires of that Kingdom have diſ-improved for 
want of the appearing of ſome authority from your Highneſs to give counte- 


nance and encouragement to him, his Army, and ſuch as with him are ready 


to reccive and obey it. But he again inſiſts upon the neceſſity of my coming, 
provided in ſome proportion with money for the ſupport of his men; which 
neceſlity is certainly much enforced by ſo great an alteration and diſappoint- 
ment of their hopes in the Scots Army, and in other places and forces then de- 
clared in action for the King, and fince in a very great meaſure ſuppreſt. And 
though theſe misfortunes were not known to him or his Army on the 19th of 
Auguſt, which is the date of his letter, and was the day (as I take it) that com- 
pleated the defeat of the Scots Army and Sir Marmaduke Langdale; fo that it 
cannot be certainly known what effect it hath had, or will have, upon them: 
Yet when it ſhall be conſidered, that the Scots Engagement, and the promiſing 
appearance for the King in ſeveral parts of England, were main arguments 
whereby my Lord Inchiquin prevailed with his men to adhere unanimouſly to 
him, and how much thoſe foundations are ſhaken, I conceive it may by conſe- 
quence clear enough be concluded, that if, when all thoſe foundations ſeem- 
ed hopefully laid, he nevertheleſs ſo earneſtly preſſed for ſupplies, as doubting 
how the affections of his Army might be wrought upon by want, or corrupted 


by promiſes of relief from the Parliament, now upon ſo great a change, and 


that ſo very much to the worſe, thoſe apprehenſions of his muſt be encreaſed 
to a degree threatening much danger to him and me, and (which is much 
more conſiderable with me, as ſhall appear by my going in the condition I am) 
even to the overthrow of all that could be expected by the ſettlement of that 
Kingdom under his Majeſtic's obedience. By this your Highneſs will judge how 
needful it is that my Lord Inchiquin and his Army may find, that they are in 
our care by ſpeedy and frequent declarations expreſly ſent to that effect, by 
he timely application of as many and as good ſhips as can be ſpared from deſigns 
of greater importance (if any ſuch deſigns there can be) to the guard and ſervice 
of Ireland, which, now that Scilly is declared for the King, will with more ſafety, 
and perhaps profit, be done, than formerly; and by the ſeaſonable ſending of 
what proportion of money, corn, or any vendible commodity your Highneſs 


thinks fir, for the ſupport and encouragement of that Army: And I doubt not 


but that theſe, and ſome of them coming in time and from your Highneſs, will 
be improved, ſo as to ballance and out-weigh thoſe diſaſters that otherwiſe will 
ſink, if not turn, the hearts of that Army, which is the ground-work of what 
can be raiſed for your Highneſs there; and that by the doubled induſtry thoſe 
diſaſters will awaken in your ſervants, your Highneſs may from thence expect 


a very conſiderable and ſpeedy ſtay to your affaires elſewhere, or a hopeful be- 
ginniag to new actions. :

INCE my being ready to imbark, the wind hath been directly oppoſite to 
my voyage, and ſo continues; but if the weather comes fair, 1 will put to 
ſea with any wind, leſt I be worſe becalmed aſhore: And having received 
very preſſing invitations from my Lord of Inchiquin, with ſome intimation of 
the diſappointment of affaires there, for want of an appcaring authority from 
the King or Prince. His letters are too long to be copied; but they are full 
of his wants, the hopes he has they will be relieved upon my coming: And 
in that caſe he gives very great aſſurances of a ſpeedy ſettlement, and of all the 
advantages that can be expected by it. This diſpatch came by one Captain 
Dyamon, a man employed long ſince to him for relief from Huth Malec, 
who touched at Scilly, and brought with him thoſe ſent thence to the Queen. 
He is gone hence yeſterday to the Prince, and carricd with him letters from 
me to his Highneſs, wherein I again urged the uſe and neceſſity of ſending 
ſhips and relief thither, by all the arguments I had time to put together: But 
they had principally relation to the advantage of my own employment, for 
what may concern the ſafety of ſhips, and the ſecureſt places for them to come 
firſt to. Captain Dyamon, a very good ſeaman, and now many months prac- 
tiſing that coaſt, will ſufficiently inform them. He told me, that my Lord 
Inchiquin had ſo fortified all the harbours in his power, that no Parliament 
ſhip could come or ride in any of them, to the annoyance of any within them : 
And my Lord himſelf tells me as much of Cork, adviſing my landing there. 
But from a ſervant of mine there, I am told, that corn is at 5 J. a barrel, 
which is 47. more than uſually it was at in dear years, at this time of the year; 
ſo that they muſt not think of victualling there, eſpecially for that part of vic- 
tual. How the Country may be provided of fleſh, I know not; but the Cap- 
tain cannot be ignorant of it. If the fleet, or any part of it, come, I pray be 
| pleaſed to move again, that they would not only bring with them ſome pro- 
viſions of grain for the Army, but that they would procure Merchants to bring 
good quantities under their convoy to furniſh the markets, who will not fail 
to make huge profit by it, and to return laden with other uſeful commoditics.

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have by ſeveral letters made known to his Majcſtie your Excellence's con- 
ſtant care of your charge, how you have preferrcd it before your own fortune 
or family; and have advertiſed that your Excellence went over with freſh ac. 
ſurances from Lord Inchiquin, that your preſence would be a ſovereign means 
to reduce to his Majeſtic's obedience ; and I therefore deſired the King not to 
be too forward to make any concluſions at the preſent Treaty concerning Jre- 
| land, till he underſtood truly from your Lordſhip the condition of his affaires 
in that Kingdom, leſt he parted with more in Ireland than he would by the 
Treaty gain in England. 

I have, in anſwer to my ſeveral letters ſent to the Prince's Court, received 
from my Lord Hopton, as a ſecret, (tho' indeed Prince Charles is ſo unha py 
in thoſe about him, as little of his counſels are ſecrets) theſe very words: © That 
“Prince Charles takes great care of the Marqueſs of Ormoxde's demands, and is 
« diſpatching Mr. Fanſhaw into Ireland to his Lordſhip, with aſſurance that the 
Fleet is intended to winter there, and thence to fend out the leſſer ſhips up- 
« on repriſals.” The Lord J/7/loughby being ſick, Prince Rupert is (I hear) ap- 
pointed to be Vice-Admiral, to command the Fleet in chief; hereas (I hear 
from a good hand) Lord Fermyn is much diſquicted. _ 

You will, by the incloſed copy of the King's promiſe, ſee at how dear a 
rate the King is content to purchaſe a Peace for his Subjects in England; and 

by it your Excellence may gueſs, that his Majeſtie will not ſtick at any thing 
he can poſſibly grant, to give the Houſes and Army ſatisfaction and ſecurity. 
And yet I may tell your Excellence, I much doubt there will be no Peace 
upon any conditions condeſcended unto by thoſe who now prevail in Eng- 
. DE 

1 have herein ſent your Excellence the freſheſt news I have received of theſe 
parts, where the differences arc grown to ſuch a height, as though they be for 
a little time pacificd, yet by comparing the Parliament and Pariſians practices 
here, with what paſſed at the beginning of the diſtractions in England, I can- 
not poſſibly imagine how things can in this Kingdom be accommodated with- 
out blows. It is believed that Cardinal Mazarime will return no more to 
Paris. 7 | 

As I had written thus far, I received from Paris the welcome news of your 
Exccllence's ſafe arrival in Ireland, and that you were there received with great 
acclamations of joy; that the Marqueſs of Clanricarde is maſter of Connaght, 
and that Owen Roe is forced to ſhelter himſelf among the bogs ; of all which 
I have ſent to advertiſe the King. | ; 

I doubt not but your Excellence will frequently by ſome means or other 
advertiſe his Majeſtic of your condition in Ireland, and what probability you 
find there of doing him ſervice, that he may know how to govern himſelf up- 
on any motion that may be made to him concerning that Kingdom. 

It is believed that Prince Rupert ſhall go to ſea with the Fleet, as ſoon as 
it is victualled, (which, I ſuppole, it is by this time) and that Prince Charles 
will wintcr in Holland. Of all which your Excellence will fully know the 
truth by Mr. Fanſhaw. There are here diſcourſes of ſome petty Treaty with 
the Duke of Lorrain; but little credit is given to it, or to their counſels or 
negotiations, Who are employed in it. If that Duke may be induced to ſup- 
ply the Prince with ſome money, it is the beſt aſſiſtance that can be deſired 
from him, who is ſaid to be very rich. 

It is hoped by ſome, that if the Treaty ſuccced not, (as I am very confident 
it will nor, becauſe upon a Peace the Army muſt disband, and which the guil- 
ty men, who now prevail, will never believe to be ſecure for them) that the 
| Earl of Warwick will come in with his ſhips to the Prince; but (I doubt) his 
Lordſhip hath hardly reputation enough among the ſeamen to effect ſuch a 
gallant work, and that he is not capable of being perſwaded to expiate his 


former 
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former offence by ſo noble an action; though that would not only make his 
peace with the King, but reſtore it to the Kingdom of England, and render 
him a glorious inſtrument of it; and if he do it not, is like to be over-run 
by a Scotch faction of Independents, as formerly by their Presbyterians. 

If your Excellence will vouchſafe to let me know, wherein I may beſt ſerve 
you in any particular of your own, or moſt adyantagiouſly contribute to any 
of his Majeſtie's ſervices under your care, I would readily and induſtriouſly 
apply my ſelf to ſatisfy your expectation, without giving you the trouble of 
ſo many impertinences from, |

of Biſhop Darcy's being a Treater. Which is, that to me it will be very in— 
different; rather I wiſh he may be, if thoſe that motion it are confident of 
him, and that it be not any occaſion of diſcontent to the Army and the reſt 
of the Proteſtants, When I ſay diſcontent, I mean ſuch as may draw eſſential 
prejudice upon the main of our buſineſs; for as for diſcourſe, 1 have learnt to 
neglect it, when it comes in competition with buſineſs. But if the Biſhop 
prove exorbitant in his expectations in matters of Religion, it will be a great 
blemiſh to any concluſion that ſhall be made without him, that he, who hath 
ſeemingly been of the moderate party, ſhould declare againſt it.

INCE my former of the 2 preſent, I have received from a very good hand 


from Paris advertiſement, that it is reſolved (if it alter not) that the Prince 
ſhall go for this winter to Ferſey, and the Duke of 7ork with the Fleet to 
Ireland, and there to be governed by your directions; and that whoſoever 
ſhall be Commander of Scz/ly, (which is now declared for the King) ſhall have 
command to obey your orders. I am likewiſe advertiſed, that it is not abſo- 
lutely agreed that Prince Rupert ſhall be Vice-Admiral, and it is conceived 
that Dr. Goffe's late journey from Holland to Paris, and back again within 
two days, was principally to prevent that deſign. 
The Lord Colepepper hath been lately accuſed in Holland to have given in- 
telligence of Prince Char/es's counſels and deſigns to thoſe at Derby-houle, 
which hath (I hear) put the Prince's affaires and counſels into much diſtrac- 
tion. How truc that charge may prove, I know not ; but it is moſt certain, 
that the Queen's and Prince's counſels have been a long time ſtill known to 
the Rebels in England, as ſoon as reſolved on; and until that pernicious 
fault be remedicd, his Majeſtic's affaires cannot proſper, nor will honeſt men 
willingly mix counſels, when there is ſo great an abſence of ſecrecy. 
I have herein ſent your Excellence a copy of the King's propoſitions ſent to 
the Houſes, which, though exceeding large, is by vote of the Commons de- 
clared not ſatisfactory. The King (I hear) hoped his ſo gracious Conceſſions 


would have had a better influence. But it is now by this very evident, that 


nothing will ſatisfy the prevalent party in England; and I doubt uſe will be 
made of his Majcſtic's ſtrange offers, only to defame him and his loyal party. 
It is written from good hands, that the King hath a Chriſtian and rational 
man's reſolution ; and that if it be poſlible, he will have peace, at leaſt he 
will do for it, as much as in him lies. The iſſue muſt be left to the God of 
eace. 

: Cromwell is ſtill in Scotland, and ſtays there to aſſiſt in perfecting the bu- 
ſineſs of indighting a new Parliament there, contrary to their laws; and order 
is given, that none that have been of Duke Hamilton's party ſhall be choſen 
and admitted to fit in the next Parliament there. I much apprchend, that 
when Cromwell returns, the Army will take the like courſe in England. One 
who is intimate with Lord Digy, writes to me, that his Lordſhip deſigns to 
go into Ireland, when the Fleet goes. 

As I had wrote thus far, this honeſt Gentleman, Mr. Ri. Fanſhaw, came to 
this town, as he was going for F. Malo to embark for Ireland. He will make 
to you a full and faithful relation of all occurrences, and of the condition of 
affaires in Holland and at Paris. I have failed this poſt of letters from Holland, 
which I now expect every day; and when I ſhall from thence, or elſewhere, 
receive any thing worthy your Excellence's notice, I ſhall impart it to you 
with all freedom; but I humbly deſire, that what I now, or ſhall hereatter, 
ſend you, may not be known to come from me. There is an accommodation 
for the preſent made up between the French King and the Parliamentaries of 
Paris; but it is obtained by yielding to the populace all that they inſiſted 
on, à la mode d Angleterre. I preſume your Excellence hath full adycrtiiement 
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of all thoſe particulars from better hands, and therefore I ſhall now add no 
more, but that I am, without deſigns or intereſts, really and firmly,

dependants; but may perhaps be deceived. The ſiege of Cremona is raiſed. 
There is very great likelihood of a Peace to be concluded in the Empire before 


Chriſtmas, all the Princes there having lately much preſſed the Emperor to ac- 


cord to it, though with ſome diſadvantage to his Imperial Majeſty.

Am commanded by this Aſſembly to let your Lordſhip know, that the Con- 

federate Catholicks of Ireland, in their great and filial reſpect to his Holi- 
neſs, having with too great and unexampled patience, born with the manifold 
oppreſſions, diviſions, tranſcendent crimes, and capital offences your Lordſhip 
hath continually, and without intermiſſion, ated and done in this Kingdom

F IRST, That his Lordſhip arriving in this Kingdom in October 1645, he 
found the Confederate Catholicks all united and prone to a ſettlement 
upon honourable conditions, and their quarters in great plenty, and Catholick 
Religion in its luſtre exerciſed in more than three parts of four of this King- 

dom. | | 
2. That his Lordſhip, in a General Aſſembly held in K{kenny-caſtle in Fe- 
bruary 1645. and in March 1645 and 1646, in the name of his Holineſs, did 
promiſe unto the Confederates four frigats of war, did undertake to maintain 
the war in any of the four Provinces at his Holineſs's charge, by giving very 
: 7 L conſiderable 
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_ conſiderable ſums to that end at that time; and his Lordſhip thereupon de- 
fired the Peace then to be concluded, to be forborn, until the firſt of May then 
next enſuing, and by that time he undertook better conditions by his Holineſs's 
interceſſion. In violation of which promiſe, his Lordſhip hath delivered no 
frigat to the uſe of the Confederates, and no conditions yet come from Rome. 
And of all the ſaid promiſed monies and aids, his Lordſhip employed for the 
ſervice of this Kingdom no more than about ſix thouſand pounds, in the ſervice 
of Connaght in ſummer 1646, and about four thouſand pounds the ſaid ſummer 
in the ſervice of U/fer ; and got acquittances, as paid by himſelf, of ſeveral 
other great ſums of money of the publick Revenue of the Kingdom, and loan 
monies as yet unſatisfied. 

3. That his Lordſhip never gave or tendered any accompt or information to 
the General Aſſembly or Supream Council, of ſuch money, armes, ammuni- 
tion or frigats dclivered him, or his Dean, or others, by his appointment, by 
his Holineſs, or other pious Princes, Prelates, or perſons, fince he was deligned 
Nuncio to this day. | | 
4. That inthe ſaid Aſſembly, in the ſaid months of February and March, his 
Lordſhip did promiſe, in the name' of his Holineſs, to confirm Cardinal Poole's 
Bull, and diſpenſation touching the poſſeſſions of diſſolved Abbies, Priories, 
and the like, if any defect therein were; and that he was qualified with power 
ſo to do. In violation of which promiſe, his Lordſhip gave and procured Bulls, 
and gave warrants to diſpoſſeſs Confederate Catholicks of the poſſeſſions of 
ſundry diſſolved Abbies and Priories, &c. And of his own authority, altered 
poſſeſſions from many that held Eccleſiaſtical Livings from the Pope himſelf, 
by Bulls contrary to the ſaid Bulls. | 

5. That ſitting the ſaid Aſſembly, his Lordſhip, in his Holineſs's name, did 
promiſe to the Committee of inſtructions, compoſed of fifty or more ſele& 
Members of the ſaid Aſſembly, that no Biſhoprick, or other Eccleſiaſtical Liv- 
ings in this Kingdom, ſhould be diſpoſed of in Rome or otherwiſe ; but only 
unto ſuch as the Government, in his Majeſtie's right, or other the reſpective 
patrons, ſhould nominate or preſent unto. In violation of which promiſe, 
made in the name of Pope Urban the Eighth, by his then Miniſter to the Su- 
pream Council, his Lordſhip having accepted preſentations. from the Council 
to the Biſhopricks of Clonfert and Roſs, of meet and able perſons, hath pro- 
cured two others to be inveſted in the ſaid Biſhopricks; and likewiſe his Lord- 
ſhip hath taken upon him the ſole and abſolute diſpoſition of all Eccleſiaſtical 
Livings in this Kingdom, contrary to the fundamental Laws of the Land in all 
ages practiſed in the Catholick times, and to the diſheriſon of the Crown, and 
of his Majcſtic's loyal ſubjects of their juſt rights and intereſts ; and in the diſtri- 
bution of the ſaid Livings, his Lordſhip moſt commonly maketh choice of reſtleſs 
ſpirits, oppoſite to any ſettlement or government in the Nation, as by very 
many inſtances to be ſhewn is to be evidenced. 355 

6. That his Lordſhip hath procured and countenanced the late General Owen 
O Neile and many others, to raiſe armes againſt the Government, to bring 
great Armies near Killenny, to awe the laſt General Aſſembly. Which late 
General did intend to impriſon and (if need were) to kill many Members there- 
of, and to plunder this city; and with Armies hath always ſithence deſtroyed 
many thouſands of the ſaid Confederate Catholicks in all the parts of this land 
by ſword, fire, and famine. | 

7. That in the preſent year 1648, a year of general Jubilee, in which it was 
moſt proper for his Lordſhip by preaching, prayers, and example, to draw the 
Flock of Chriſt in this Kingdom to take advantage thereof, hath, by his unlaw- 
ful and temerarious Edicts and Cenſures, prohibited Divine Service to be aid, 
and cauſed the doors of Churches, opened with the expence of the blood and 
fortuncs of the Confederates, to be ſhut againſt them ; and upon the legal 
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appeal made by the Confederates to his Holineſs, his Lordſhip did proceed with 
greater violence than before, if greater could be. | 

8. That his Lordſhip, in the month of April laſt, approved and adviſed a 
Ceſſation with the Lord Baron of Inchiquin, though a Proteſtant, at ſuch time 
as he held for the Parliament; but no ſooner was his Lordſhip declared tor his 
Majeſtic, than his Lordſhip declared the Ceſſation, made with him by the 
Council, to be againſt conſcience ; and thercupon his Lordſhip, and the pre- 
tended Delegates cull'd out for his purpoſe, proceeded to promulge Excommu— 
nications againſt all thoſe that would adhere to the ſaid Ceſſation, contrary to 
the truſt repoſed in his Lordſhip and the pretended Delegates, by the reſt of the 
Clergy who deputed them. 

9. That his Lordſhip thercupon departed abruptly from A;/kenny, without 
taking leave of the Council, repaired to Owen O Neile, cauted him and 
many thouſands of others to take arms againſt the Government and their oath 
of Aſſociation; and his Lordſhip induſtriouſly endeavoured, by great rewards 
and otherwiſe, to put his Majeſtie's caſtle of Athlone into the hands of the laid 
Owen O Neile, then in Rebellion againſt his Majeſtie and the Government: and 
that his Lordſhip hath endeavoured, by his Miniſter's reſiding in Duncannon, 
to corrupt the Captain of Duncannon, gained by the Confederate Catholicks 
after a long and chargeable ſiege, and cauſed him, contrary to his oath of at- 
ſociation and truſt, to oppoſe the Government; and by his Inſtruments and Mi- 
niſters procured the ſaid Captain to ſtop from his paſſage the reverend Father 
John Roe, Provincial of the diſcalceated Carmelites in this Kingdom, that was 
intruſted by the Government to carry their appeal from his Lordſhip's cenſures 
to his Holineſs. 

10. That his Lordſhip, in the months of June, July, and Auguſt laſt, and 
always ſince, and now, ſitting this Aſſembly, hath raiſed Rebellion in the Pro— 
vince of Connagbt, and other parts of this Kingdom; and continually endea- 
voured to betray the town of Gallway and other places of great importance 
to Rebells and Traitors, to whom he hath iſſucd many arms and ammunition 
to that end: And that in the months of June and Auguſt laſt, he hath ſigned 
decrees, whereby he declares it lawful to kill, pillage, and plunder his Majc- 
ſtie's ſubjects, that are conformable to the Government, and that obeyed the 
ſaid juſt and moſt neceſſary Ceſſation. | 
11. That his Lordſhip ſent his Edits and Excommunication unto all the 
Armies obedient to the ſaid government of the Confederate Catholicks, requir- 
ing them on pain thereof no further to obey the ſaid Government; and by his 
means and practices he hath procured Lieutenant General Farrell to violate his 
oath of aſſociation, and his particular oath of truſt to the Province of Con- 
naght, and to adhere to Owen O Nettle, then and now in Rebellion. 

12. That his Lordſhip hath uſurped a tyrannical and arbitrary power and 
juriſdiction over the lives, eſtates, and fortunes of the ſaid Contederatcs, as is 
evidenced by his Edict to Captain James Gough, to deliver to his Lordſhip 
ccrtain goods on pain of excommunication ; by the Bulls and warrants, he did 
frequently grant, of temporal lands; by his nomination and appointment of 
Governours of Counties, Generals, and other Commanders of rebellious Armies; 
by his exacting of great and heavy loans of monies, by threats and fleights 
from ſeveral Counties, Corporations, and particular perſons; by his breach of 
publick faith, by him engaged for the timely payment thereof; the ſums taken 
by him, as aforcſaid, amounting to many thouſand pounds alrcady known, 
and by his diſtribution of all, or moſt part thereof, to Rebels and Traitors. 

13. That his Lordſhip hath endeavoured to compel a revercnd Prelate, and 
reſident Member of the Supream Council to violate his oath of extream ſe- 
crecy impoſed by the General Aſſembly, and to reveal the ſecrets of the Coun- 
cil to bis Lordſhip ; and hath by his ſeveral letters required the 3 beer 
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Kingdom not to aſſiſt or appear in this General Aſſembly: And when the Coun- 
cil ſent for the Prelates of the Kingdom, to be ſatisfied by them in the matters 
in difference between them, the ſaid Lord Nuncio prohibited the ſaid Prelates 
ſub pana excommunicationis, not to repair to the ſaid Council, nor to deliver 
any opinion in the matter of Ceſlation. | 

14. That his Lordſhip hath uſurped an unwarrantable power to appoint ſuch 
as he thought fit to command in the military and civil liſt of the ſaid Confe- 
derates, and to reject ſuch of either liſt as he thought moſt for his own ends. 

15. That his Lordſhip iſſued his Edits, on pain of excommunication, to 
many of ſeveral religious orders, that they ſhould not obey their reſpective Pro- 
vincials, that declared their opinion for the Government, which is againſt the 
privilege of the ſaid orders; and in caſe any religious perſons did deliver their 
conſcience and opinions againſt his Lordſhip's ways, that his Lordſhip did re- 
quire the ſaid diſſenting religious perſons, under the pain aforeſaid, to obey 
their ſaid Provincials. 5 | 

16. That his Lordſhip did take upon himſelf the abſolute and ordinary juriſ- 
diction over the dignitaries, pariſh Prieſts; and Curates in this Kingdom, without 
any relation or notice given unto the Archbiſhops or Biſhops, in whole reſpec- 
tive Dioceſes they are. | . | 

17. That his Lordſhip being expoſtulated by a reverend Prelate and a religi- 
ous Father, that ir ſtood not with his Lordſhip's honour to ſide with Owen O 
Neile and his party againſt the loyal, intereſted, and conſiderable perſons of the 
Kingdom, who, if they did bear the ſway, would bring evil conſequence upon 
his Lordſhip, and by which, effuſion of blood of Confederate Catholicks would 
happen in the mean time; unto which his Lordſhip anſwered, that the preva- 
lent party would be accompted the beſt Catholicks in Rome. 

18. Thar very lately, fitting this Aſſembly, the religious order of the Car- 
melites in the town of Callway, taking advantage of the benefit of the ap- 
peal made from his Lordſhip's ſaid cenſures to his Holineſs, and exerciſing their 
function as became them, by his Lordſhip's procurement and directions, the 
laid Carmelites chapel in Gallway was by night aſlaulted, themſelves abuſed 
in their perſons, and pulled down their bell which they rung for maſs, and as 
yet detain the ſame, and appointed two Prieſts in the entry of the ſaid chapel, 
who by force kept Catholicks from mals, to the great ſcandal of Catholick 
Religion in the Country, where there are many Proteſtants, that by good ex- 
ample might be converted to the Catholick Faith. 

109. That his Lordſhip, by himſelf, and by his continual practices, Miniſters, 
and accomplices, hath endeavoured to withdraw this Nation from their allegi- 
ance to his Majcſtic, ro ſubvert the fundamental Laws and Government of the 
Land; and inſtcad thereof, to introduce a foreign, arbitrary, and tyrannical Go- 
vernment, as by the courſe of his Lordſhip's proceedings, is to be undeniably 
evidenced. By means of all which, and other his Lordſhip's proceedings and 
ations in this Kingdom, many hundreds of Churches and Chapels, wherein 
Catholick ſervice was publickly faid, are fallen into the enemies hands. Great 
numbers of religious Convents diſperſed ; whole and great Countries inhabited 
by Confederates left waſte and unpeopled, and a general famine, unparallelled 
in this Kingdom by any age before, occaſioned, and univerſal deſolation like 
ſuddenly to enſue, if not ſpeedily prevented.

H T T ON, I thank you for the particular and large account you have given 
me by yours of the ++ of this month, and return you here incloſed as 
much as for the preſent I think fit for my ſervice, in conſideration of this pre- 
ſent Treaty, which is the ſecond alternative of your two propoſitions. Which 
tho for the preſent it may ſeem leaſt convenient for that noble perſon who de- 
fires it; yet I am ſure, all things conſidered, it is fitteſt for my ſervice, and 1 
am confident will prove as ſteadible to him. As for your ſelf, I aſſure you that 
your not attendance on me at this time was no ways cauſed by the leaſt diſeſti- 
mation of your perſon, but merely by the conjuncture of affaires. In a word,

May it pleaſe your Highneſs, 


OUR letter of the 16th of September of the ſtile there, I received by Co- 
Y lonel Trafford on the 29th of October this ſtile, being then entered into 
a Treaty for a Peace with the Confederate Aſſembly now met at K:/kenny, and 
having ſo far advanced in it, as that I had good ground to hope it would ſpee- 
dily be concluded, upon the conditions your Highneſs gave me power to give 
them. But I find it interrupted by a very dangerous mutiny raiſed in the Army 
againſt it by ſome leading Officers, who taking advantage of my want of mo- 
ney to content the Soldiery, and of the ill ſucceſs of thoſe in England and 
Scotland that appeared for his Majeſtic, endeavour not only to fruſtrate the 
Peace, as that which would render all that ſhould conſent to it in as deſperate 
condition as the Confederates, but to incline them to a Treaty and ſubmiſſion 
to the Parliament. To prevent them herein, it is held neceſſary by my Lord 
Inchiquin and others (more knowing in the humours of the Army than I am, 
and to whoſe judgments I therefore agree) to delay the concluſion of the Treaty 
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in ſuch a manner, as may induce the mutineers to belicve it will be wholly 
waved for their ſatisfaction; yet with a reſolution (if the Army can be quieted, 
and the heads of this faction ſecured, which will be ſpeedily attempted) to pro- 
ceed in it. This forced delay may be of ill conſequence, in relation to the 
Confederate Aſſembly, which being now as well compoſed for us, and in as 
good temper as we can expect any Aſſembly ever will be, may be ſo diſguſted 
at it, as to change their preſent good inclinations into apprehenſions, that there 
is no real intention of concluding with them ; or if there be, that yet it hath 
but a ſecond place in our conſideration, that of contenting the Army (though 
with the rejection of all their good affections, and the negle@ of the hazards 
they have undergone to manifeſt them) being firſt. This we ſhall endeavour 
to prevent, by perſwading a better belief of our intentions towards them in 
ſome of the moſt conſiderable and beſt- affected. 
And though this our preſent condition be hazardous to my Lord Inchiquin 
and me, yet your Highneſs may be moſt certain, that if we can keep our per- 
ſons free, the Fleet will not only be ſecure in the harbours of Cork and Kin- 
ſale, but that the coming of it ſo provided, as your Highneſs mentions, will 
entirely ſecure this Army to your ſervice. And if there could any land men 
be ſent in them, though but one good regiment, with a proportion of ſpare 
arms for horſe and foot, but eſpecially for horſe, we ſhould take our condition 
to be ſo good, as humbly to invite your Highneſs to the poſſeſſion of the bet- 
ter part of this Kingdom, and in a very ſhort time to the abſolute command 
and diſpoſe of very conſiderable Armies; which your Highneſs may be pleaſed 
to attribute chiefly to the dutiful affection, courage, and judgment of the Lord 
Inchiquin. | . 
This, Sir, is all I ſhall now trouble you with. Upon any alteration of af. 
faires here, whatever it be, I ſhall endeavour to give your Highneſs an accompt 
of it.

May it pleaſe your Highneſs, 


& Do Lord Inchiquin having, as he tells me, given your Highneſs an accompt 
of the condition of this Army in relation to the late mutiny and the pre- 
ſent compoſure of that diſtemper, I have nothing to add upon that ſubject, 
either to his Lordſhip's letter, or to mine of the 27th of this month (whereof 1 
herewith ſend a duplicate:) But the Lord Byron being perſwaded to be the 
bearer of this letter for your Highneſs's ſervice, we deſire it may be under- 
ſtood how that in all our judgments the ſpeedy acceſs of the Fleet, and your 
Highneſss Perſon alſo, is become ſo abſolutely neceſſary, that without both to- 
gether, or that at leaſt the Fleet do with it ſelf bring us aſſurance of your High- 
neſs's reſolution to come very ſoon after it, there appears little hope, that this 
Army can be long contained from ſeeking their own ſecurity in a ſubmiſſion 
to the prevalent party in England. To which I have ground to fear, they 
will be invited by ſome of the Presbyterian party, and perhaps by ſuch, upon 
whoſe advices they were induced to the declarations they have made againſt the 
Independents, who may now endeayour to make the reyolt of this Army the 
price of their own reconciliation and ſafety; and will hope to prevail upon 
it, by ſuggeſting that the Lord Inchiquin endeavours to engage in the King's 
quarrel beyond (if not flatly contrary to) the Presbyterian principles, whereunto 
his great zeal for the reſtoration of his Majeſtie to liberty and juſt power in 
the firſt place may give credit. But if your Highneſs arrive ſpeedily with your 
Fleet, that power, and the awe of your Perſon, joined with the obligations 
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you will have laid upon them by truſting your Perſon with them, and laying 
the foundation of your fortune upon their faith and courage, will undoubted- 
ly confirm ſuch as are wavering, and give your Highneſs power to mould the 
Army into what ſhape you pleaſe. Thus far of the neceſſity of your Highneſs's 
coming with your Fleet. | 
In relation to this Army, it remains, that I humbly inform your Highneſs 
that I am now going hence to proceed in the Treaty with the Confederate 
party; but having diſcourſed with my Lord Inchiquin and others, faithful to 
his Majeſtic, of the conditions inſiſted on by the Confederates, 1 evidently find 
the diſtance in affection, difference in intereſt, and conſequently contrariety in 
deſires, and expeQation to be ſo great, that I have little hope by perſwaſions 
(which are but weak arguments againſt ſo great and apparent hopes and fears, 
as will be held forth on both ſides) to bring to any concluſion, much leſs to 
ſo confident a one as is neceſſary to carry on a hopeful beginning, the great 
work that ſeems to be reſerved for your Highneſs, upon the grounds that ſhall 
be laid here. So that if I can keep life in the Treaty, and prepare better un- 
derſtandings of each other in them, or but hold them from greater diffidences 
and averſions, till your Highneſs's arrival, which only can produce thoſe greater 
effects aimed at, it is all that is hoped for by, &c. f

[ . NG read both your letters and ſome part of the intelligence you 


ſent me, I acknowledge that I was, and ſtill am, very uncertain what to 
determine touching my remove hence or ſtay here; and that I cannot ſatisfy 
my ſelf in any reſolution therein, till I have firſt delivered my ſenſe upon our 
buſineſs; as I underſtand it by your Lordſhip's information of that part of it 
there, and as I am able to judge of the intentions of this people here, and till 


I have received your opinion, whereunto I ſhall very readily conform mine, 


both out of the eſteem I have of it, and for the advantage your knowledge of 
the diſpoſition of the Army gives you. I ſuppole it may be laid as a ground, 
that no concluſion to be made with the Confederates by Treaty can be ſo va- 
lid or effectual, as that which ſhall be tranſated immediately with a General 
Aſſembly of them: And I think it will be no leſs clear, that we cannot ex- 
pect that any Aſſembly will ever be ſo well compoſed for moderation as this 
now ſitting. Whence it follows, that now is the time to make a final trial 
of what may ever be hoped for from this people by way of agreement; for if 
this Aſſembly be diſſolved, and diſabled with a belief in them, that the reaſon 
why the Treaty proceeds not, is to ſatisfy ſuch as would have no Peace at all 
with them upon any conditions, (and that they will believe, if none be offered 
them) what can be expected but that their firſt work will be to make up the 


diviſions which the hopes of Peace hath occaſioned, and to fortify themſelves 


in their confederacy againſt future ruptures, by any aſſiſtance they can call to 
them, whether foreign or domeſtick ? And though I could promiſe my ſelf to 


retain the Lord Dillon and the Lord Taafe, with ſome others; yet I doubt 


they will not be able to divert the bulk of the Armies and pcople from thoſe 
contrary reſolutions, to which they will be perſwaded by the Clergy, with 
more reaſonable arguments than they ever yet had. Beſides, I confeſs I could 
not without much reluctancy encourage ſuch as we have found active in pro- 

moting the Peace for the King's ſervice, to an oppoſition wherein there is ſo 
little hope of their prevailing; it being out of my power to aſſure them of a 
. Jerreat, if they fail. What I would ſhew by all I have faid is, that if I go

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hence, and offer no conditions, there is very little hope that the Iriſh not- 


withſtanding all that can be ſaid or done) will ever be found in fo good a 


diſpoſition or poſture to be treated with. So that the reaſon for putting it 
off muſt ariſe from the conſideration of the affairs of England, of the condi- 
tion of the Prince and his Fleet, and of the temper of the Army. In the two 
firſt, it appears by the intelligence your Lordſhip ſent me, there is a greater 
cauſe to deſpair of, than hope for, an amendment. For the latter, it is true 
the removal of the Officers, now endeavouring to ſeduce the Army, may be 
a means to ſecure and diſpoſe it to reaſon : But it is to be doubted, that the 
loſs of the Prince's Fleet (which, it ſeems, we are to look upon as a thing 
too probable) will raiſe at leaſt as great averſions to Peace in the remainin 


party, as diſaffection hath done in the mutinying Officers. And tho' by their 


being caſt out of the Army, it ſhould be kept from the madneſs of running 
to the Independents, and continue right for the King, I do not underſtand 
what uſe can be made of it, as to his ſervice, if (being too weak of it ſelf, 
even to ſubſiſt) it refuſe a conjunction with the only party that can be had to

join with; or if by the delay, occaſioned for their ſatisfaction, that conjunction 


become impoſſible to be obtained. By this your Lordſhip may judge, that my 
ſenſe incline to endeavour Pcace with theſe people, upon any conditions 
warranted by my inſtructions, as ſoon as thoſe refractory Officers are one way 
or other ſecured ; and if thoſe conditions be rejected, we ſtand acquitted to- 
wards the King, and towards the party we have engaged to work for a Peace 
on this ſide; and are at liberty to ſhift for our ſelves the beſt way we may to 
avoid the torrent of tyranny, that now overbears all. Yet for all this is my 
ſenſe, if it appear to your Lordſhip, that any further proceeding upon the 


Treaty, till we have endeavoured the ſatisfaction of the Army, will loſe it, 


or ſuch a part of it, as evidently to endanger the loſs of the ports, whereunto 
it is yet poſlible the Prince of Maless Fleet may get, or ſome of it; I ſhall, 
upon the next advertiſement, prepare to remove my ſelf to Cork, being as fully 
perſwaded that theſe people will be at leaſt as uſeleſs towards the reſtoration 
of the King upon their own ſtrength, as the Army will be barely upon theirs.

and of our intention to give them reaſonable ſatisfaction in the concluſion ; but 
to ſce thoſe Officers, that have given the interruption to their preſent ſettle- 
ment, removed from a poſlibility of doing it any more. And 1 ſhall freely 


confeſs to your Lordſhip, that I am very unwilling to have any thing at all to 


do with thoſe Officers, and very little hope of rectifying the W 
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of thoſe more moderately inclined, till we be quit of them that have but delay- 
ed their deſign, waiting for a more hopeful opportunity of accompliſhing their 
end; which I underſtand to be, to betray your Lordſhip and me to the lnde- 
pendents. My opinion and deſire therefore is, that ſince the foot are firm, 
the towns ſecured, and the horſe taken off from their late deſign, thoſe Offi- 
cers may either be immediately ſent away, or impriſoned ; and others, more

Reeman, mentioned in my laſt letter of yeſterday's date, came hither late 
laſt night, and brings me letters from the Queen, froms my Lord Fermin, 


and from Secretary Nicholas. Thoſe from the Queen and my Lord Jermin 


refer to letters they ſent by Mr. Fanſbaw, who is not landed, but is hourly ex- 


pected with Plunket and the Biſhop of Fernes, who have been long ready to 
embark at St. Malo. All I can gather touching the Prince and his Fleet out 


of all my intelligence is, that the two Flects lye ſtill, expecting the event of 
the Treaty ; that it is believed, if the Treaty break, (the King having offered 


ſo much ſatisfaction) that not only the Prince's Scamen will be more firm to 


him than ever; but that thoſe, or a great many of them, under my Lord of 
Warwick's command, will quit the Parliament ſervice, and join with the Prince's 
Fleet. And my Lord Fermin ſays, in his letter of the 5th of November their 


| ſtile, that in caſe of a breach of the Treaty, the courſe mentioned in his letter 


by Fanſbaw will be held; which 1 preſume is to come hither : Nor do ] find 
any doubt made, but that it will be able ſo to do. I conceive it poſlible your 
Lordſhip by this wind may have heard what is become of the Treaty, which 
Secretary Nicholas ſays was like to break; the Parliament having voted the 
King's anſwers unſatisfactory, though they were as large, it not larger, than he 


could give: For to my ſenſe, he hath parted with more than his own. I re- 


ccived a letter incloſed in the Queen's, which, to my great misfortune, I can 


make nothing of; yet I believe | have the ſenſe of it another way, and would 


ſend it your Lordſhip; but that I dare not truſt it by ſo ſlender a convey- 
ance. | 

It is here very confidently reported, and I believe it, that Antrim is gone to 
Dublin, at leaſt into Joness quarters. Some ſay he was conveyed thither in 
ſtate by 300 horſe: How true that may be, I will not ſay. It is alſo athrmed 
with more confidence, that Jones hath furniſhed Owen O Neile with ſixty bar- 
rels of powder; ſome ſay he hath reccived cattle in truck for it: however 


the brotherly aſſiſtance is certainly given. His Nephew, Rory Maguire, is killed 


in the taking of Drumrusk, where three foot companies and one horſe troop 
were ſacrificed to his infernal ghoſt ; for ſo, without breach of charity, I may 
term his, that had the blood of innocents ſhed by him and for him. 

Having read the propoſitions given me from the Aſſembly, I find ſome of them 


new, (I mean others than thoſe I had at Carrick) ſome impoſlible, and very 


many unreaſonable ; ſo that, for any thing that yet appears to me, thoſe diſlik- 
ing a Peace will be fooner ſatisfied than thoſe that wiſh for it. Yet I con- 


tinue ſtill of opinion, that it is my duty, and a great part of my errand hither,

My Lord, 


HE letters I received by Colonel Freeman were the only I have had, either 

out of France or Holland, ſince I landed. By letters he brought me from 
Caen, I find that a diſpatch of mine from Joughall, ſoon after my landing, is 
long ſince with you. I hope you have received e of it another way, with 
an addition of what I was able to ſay more particularly of a meeting, than a 
hatching in appearance, againſt my proceedings with the Confederates, but in- 
tentionally and principally againſt my Lord of ang mb Perſon and mine, and 
e conſequences of it. This 

mutiny is in effect ſuppreſt by my Lord of Inchiquins judgment and courage, 
as ſoon almoſt as it was diſcovered by his induſtry and vigilance. I am now 
going to Cork, to remove whatever ill humour may remain in any by the in- 
fuſions and falſe ſuggeſtions of the malicious mutineers, and then to return 


| hither to endeavour to put an end to the Treaty, whereof (notwithſtanding ſome 


practices on both ſides) I have great hope; at leaſt I have treated for my Ma- 
ſter with honour, freedom, and ſafety, my own guards being admitted into this 
caſtle. My Lord of Antrim (having raiſed an unſucceſsful commotion, againſt 


neither the King nor his old maſters the Supream Council, but as he ſays, againſt 


me) is now gone to command the U/fer Army; whereunto he is invited (as 


| ſome believe) not for his conduct, ſo much as for his quality, to give coun- 


tenance by it to that declining faction. Jones has given him rope enough ; 
for ſo his giving him paſſage and convoy through his quarters, which was re- 
fuſed by this Aſſembly, may prove to him; and if to him, I hope to Jones, 


who in his letters to London cries out againſt my endeayours to bring this peo- 


ple to a ſubmiſſion to the Crown of England; and in the mean time furniſhes 
the worſt of Tr;/b Rebells with a wiſe and valiant General, and (as I am in- 


formed) with ammunition. And it is obſervable, that this kindneſs is wrought 


by the mediation of the two Biſhops of Clogher, and one Rely, Vicar General 


of Dublin; Biſhop Mac Mahon and Rely having been principals in the contri- 


vance of the Rebellion; and Biſhop Jones, their now correſpondent, the in- 


duſtrious inquiſitor of the blood ſpilt by it; wherein he finds the northern 


people guilty of the greateſt quantity, and particularly Mac Mahon of the death 
of about fourteen poor ſervants of the late Earl of Eſſex: But his and their 
averſion to Peace with the King is abſolution. Mr. Fanſbaw is not yet landed; 
ſo I am in the dark as to what he brings. It had been worth your Secretary's 


pains to have made duplicates of that diſpatch. 


I am in no better condition by the little letter the Queen ſent me, wanting 
the cypher; but that is ſomewhat ſupplied by that note in yours. I am not 


able to hold open my eyes any longer, and dare not venture to ſend theQueen 


a drowzy letter. Be pleaſed to make my excuſes, and believe I am till 


oe, - Tour Lordſbip's, &c.

Hope e're this Mr. Fanſhaw is arrived, as alſo the Gentleman that was ſent 

unto you with a letter from the King; of which I have ſent two duplicates 
by the way of London, according to your direction; although I begin now to 
be out of conceit with that conveyance, having ſent five or ſix letters that way, 
without ever hearing of the receipt of any, or indeed having received any one 
letter from you ſince your going; but only that by the ſhip that carried you, 
and a duplicate of the ſame. I beſeech your Excellence be careful to give us 
frequent and more particular advertiſements of your condition, it being all our 
remaining hope of the publick, and ſevered from that, all the comfort I have 
left in this world, in relation to my own particular. 

I have little to add at preſent to thoſe former diſpatches, more than that 
the Queen hath conſtantly applied her authority with the Prince and his Coun- 
cil, to have thoſe reſolutions put ſpeedily in execution, whereof I gave you 
accompt by Mr. Fanſbaw. But the diſorders in the Council and in the Fleet, 
have occaſioned ſuch a pernicious delay, as I doubt much, whether the Fleet 
do ſtill preſerve, either the obedience, or the power, to make their way thro' 
my Lord of Warwick's into Ireland. However the laſt letters ſay, it was re- 
ſolved to be attempted the next fair wind; which having been theſe days paſt, 
I expe& by this time, that a conſiderable party of the Fleet is either loſt or 
got through upon its way to you: Only 1 doubt whether the Duke of Tor- 
will be with it, or no; in regard the laſt letters ſay, that he had newly con- 
N a great averſion from that journey, of which hitherto he had been very 

ond. 


One thing I think neceſſary to advertiſe you of, that Prince Rupert hath 


et his reſt to command this expedition of the Fleet, and the Council have 


complied with him in it; inſomuch that, if it arrives ſafe in Ireland, you muſt 
expect him there alſo. I hope his aim is only at the honour of carrying the 


Fleet thither through ſo much hazard, and then returning to the Prince; but 


if he have any further deſign of continuing to command the Fleet, or of re- 


maining in that Kingdom, I fear the conſequence of it, knowing what appli- 


cations have been made to him formerly, and how unſettled and weak a peo- 
ple you have there, apt to catch at any thing thats new, to interrupt the courſe 
that they are brought into (I fear) with little good affection. But I hope your 
Excellence will, e're he arrive there, have ſo ſettled and confirmed your power 
by the aſſiſtance of Lord Inchiquin, and ſuch of the other party as are entire 
unto you, as that you will have means to prevent any new diſorders, and to 
ſettle the Fleet alſo in that obedience and ſubordination to you, without which 
I expe&t no good from it. „ | | 

I would to God I were able to give you any good accompt of ſucceſs in 
my conſtant and induſtrious ſollicitation for ſupplies of money for you. But 
the Queen recciving not as yet any thing conſiderable of her penſion, and Lord 
Jermm telling me ſtill that the ruby collar, that is the only remaining thing 
that could raiſe money, muſt be wholly applied to the redeeming of the Queen 
her jewels. | | 

L a give you no hopes of any thing but good wiſhes and kind words from 
this Court. As for preſent aſſiſtance in conſideration of levies, the abun- 


dance of men offered at ſo cheap rates in England, hath quite deſtroyed our 


Treaty with the Venetians; and for France, although the diſorders arc appear- 
ingly compoſed, yet the indigence continues ſtill the ſame. The truth is, they 
have not a groat, nor are not likely to have, till the beginning of Jn 
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Then I believe they will be engaged in disburſing a conſiderable ſum for le- 


vies, ſince I find the Prince of Conde very fond of framing this year a conſi- 


derable body of ſtrangers. I do therefore deſire your Excellence to let me 
know punctually, whether, if towards the month of February or March, I 
ſhall be able to ſend you over four thouſand piſtoles, you will be able to deliver 
for the ſervice of France two thouſand men at the water ſide at ſome port 
of Munſter ; for I believe I ſhall be able to obtain the rate of two. piſtoles a 
man, which is about what they haye hitherto given. I am very hopeful alſo, 
that if they hear you are in a proſperous condition, they may be willing to 
purchaſe you to their intereſts, and to divert you from the Spaniſh, by giving 
| you ſome conſiderable ſupply ; if not, I think you ought to make your appli- 
cations where elſe it may be had. 

I may not conclude without repreſenting one thing to your conſideration ; 
which is, that as ſoon as your affaires there ſhall appear in any meaſure ſettled, 
you muſt expect to ſee the Prince haſten to you, and with him a confluence of 
all his diſorderly factions and intereſted company, whole ambition will vex you 
out of your life, with pretenſions to this and the other employment.

Muſt ask your pardon for detaining your meſſenger thus long, but much

The intelligence you were pleaſed to ſend me, as well in your letter as 
in the printed paper, is the ſame J had from ſeveral hands out of England, with 
this addition in mine, that Mun Temple is not to ſet foot on ſhore, or to come

2 truſty and right entirely beloved Couſin. By this encloſed ſentence 
and judgment of ours you will find the juſt ſenſe we have of a late inſo- 
lent and unpardonable attempt made by Sir Robert Walſh upon the Lord Cul- 
peper; which would have been ſeverely puniſhed by this State, if he had not 
fled the juſtice thereof. Since which time we are informed, that he is gone 
into the Kingdom of Ireland, where, leſt he ſhould receive any protection or 
encouragement as a perſon who hath not mishchaved himſelf in our ſervice, 
we have thought fit to let you know how unworthy he is of any ſuch regard, 
and how neceſſary it is that he feel the weight of our diſpleaſure in any parts, 
where our intereſt and power is acknowledged, after his contempt of us and 
our dignity in that odious act. And when the Lord Culpeper was by our im- 
mediate and poſitive command reſtrained from righting himſelf, we conceiving 
our own honour and that of our Royal Father moſt nearly concerned; and at- 
ter he had privately lurked ſome time in theſe parts, and was ready to depart 
the Country, he the ſaid Sir Robert MWalſh cauſed a ſcandalous pamphlet to be 
printed, entitled, The Declaration of Sir Robert Walſh in relation to the bu- 
ſmeſs between him and the Lord Culpepcr; full of ſuch groſs and palpable 
ſlanders and falſhoods throughout the ſame, that we are aſſured it cannot make 
the leaſt impreſſion in any perſon of honour or judgment, to the prejudice 
of the Lord Culpeper, who as he hath been highly truſted by our Royal Fa- 
ther and our ſelf in affaires of the greateſt concernment, ſo we mult declare 
that he hath always diſcharged the ſame with unqueſtionable honour and inte- 
grity. And that the relation made in that impudent diſcourſe of a correſpon- 
dence with the Parliament by the Lord Culpeper, is fo far from any ſhadow 
or colour of truth, that when Sir Robert Walſh was ſent for to appear before 
us to teſtify ſome reports he had looſely ſcattered in cabarets and ordinarics 
to that purpoſe, he abſented himſelf. And the Gentleman, from whom he pre- 
tended to have received his adyertiſement, being examined before us what he 
had ſaid to Sir Robert Walſh, and upon what grounds, declared, that coming 
lately from England, he had met with a Norfo/k Gentleman, a Recuſant, (a 
perſon of whom we had never before heard) who wiſhed him to remember 
his ſervice to Sir Robert Walſh, and tell him, that ſomebody about the Prince 
diſcovered all his Councils to thoſe at London, and that he bclicved it to be 
the Lord Culpeper. Which he ſaid was all he could ſay or had ſaid to Sir 
Robert Walſh; ſo that it is no wonder if ſuch goodly evidence made no more 
impreſſion on us, and that we gave no more countenance to ſuch groundleis 
aſperſions, which in theſe times leave the credit and reputation of few perſons 
in any truſt and imployment untraduced. And we were the leſs ſollicitous to 
proceed in any further examination of Sir Robert Walſh, (though the Lord Cul- 
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peper often earneſtly preſſed the ſame) being in a place where we had no power 
to puniſh his licenſe with that ſeverity which was due to it; and becauſe we 
were credibly informed, that he proteſted he never gave any credit to the re- 
port, but mentioned it only as a ridiculous and ſcandalous matter; and there- 
fore we cannot but declare this libellous pamphlet to proceed only from the 
guilt and malice of his own heart. And our expreſs will is, if the ſaid Sir 
Robert Walſh come into any place within your power, that you cauſe him to 
be impriſoned till our further pleaſure ſhall be ſignified, with ſuch circumſtan- 
ces of reſtraint as are fit to be uſed towards a perſon who has ſo eminently miſ- 
behaved himſelf towards us. And if the ſaid pamphlet, which he calls his De- 
claration, (the notorious falſhood of moſt of which is very well known to our 
ſelf, and of the reſt to many perſons of honour and truth) ſhall be found in 
that Kingdom, you ſhall cauſe it to be burnt by the hand of the hangman, 
that it may be underſtood by all men to be a falſe, idle, and malicious libel, 
very ſcandalous to us and to our honour, and publiſhed on purpoſe to make 
our counſcls the leſs valued and regarded. So not doubting of your full care 
herein, as a matter wherein our own honour is exceedingly concerned, we 
bid you heartily farewell. Given at the Hague, the 15th day of December 
in the twenty-fourth year of the reign of the King our Royal Father. 


Ne. DXCVI. The Prince's Order, forbidding Sir Robert Walſh 
the Court. 


ED conſideration and examination of an inſolent and barbarous attempt 
made upon the Perſon of the Lord Culpeper on Monday laſt by Sir Ro- 
bert Walſh, the ſame appears to be this: That the ſaid Sir Robert Walſh, with 
three others armed with (words, and one of them carrying Sir Robert Walſh's 
ſword in his hand, meeting the Lord Culpeper unarmed between his lodgings 
and the Court, ſaluted him civilly and walked with him, and without any 
ſhew of paſlion, expoſtulated with the ſaid Lord Culpeper concerning ſome 
words uttered by his Lordſhip in Council; to the which, having received fair 
and civil anſwers, he continued his walk with him, ſeemingly only tempe- 
rately to debate the ſame, till on the ſudden, without giving or receiving the 
leaſt unkind or rough word, he gave the ſaid Lord Culpeper a rude blow on 
the face with his hand, thoſe others with him interpoſing between the Lord Cui- 
peper and his ſervant, and laying hands on his ſervant to prevent the delivery of 
his ſword to his Lord. All which being duly weighed and conſidered, his High- 
neſs doth hereby declare, that he looks upon, and muſt always remember this 
act, committed upon a Peer of the Realm of England, Privy Counſellor to his 
Royal Father, and in that quality now attending his Highneſs's Perſon, as the 
molt malicious contempt of the authority of the King and his own dignity, 
that hath been at any time committed by any perſon ; ſo that in it ſelf, all 
other conſiderations ſet apart, it was an infamous, ruffianly act, unworthy a 
perſon of courage or reputation, having in no degree then or formerly required 

ſatisfaction: And therefore his Highneſs, conceiving a juft indignation againſt 
him, and this odious and ungentlemanly demeanour of his, doth expreſly inhi- 
bit and forbid the ſaid Sir Robert Walſh any more to come within his pre- 
ſence or into his Court, as a man unworthy of his Highneſs's countenance or 
protection. | 

And of this ſignification of his pleafure, his Highneſs requires the Officers 
of his Houſe to take notice in ſuch manner, that he be no more permitted to 
enter into any room within his Highneſs's power and diſpoſal. Dated at the

Y the duplicates of my late diſpatches to the Prince of Males, you will 
have found that the opinion you left me in concerning his not coming 
into Ireland until a full ſettlement of the Kingdom, is ſo far changed, as now 
earneſtly to invite him; it appearing evidently unto me, that without his pre- 
ſence and the countenance of his Fleet, it will be impoſſible to continue this 
Army in the reſolutions they have taken for the King's ſervice, much lets to 
induce them to a conjunction with the Triſh for tlie fame end. So that all the 
inconveniences that may befal us by his coming through diviſion in thoſe about 
him, muſt be (as much as is poſſible) prevented on that fide before his coming, 
as it ſhall be here ſtriven againſt as much as ſhall lye in our power. But his 
ſpeedy coming is become ſo abfolutely neceſlary, that it muſt not be delayed 
upon that conſideration, nor yet for want of vitual for the Fleet; for if it 
have but ſufficient to bring it hither, we ſhall be able, by one means or other, 
to put it in condition for ſervice, provided it arrive before the ſeaſon for vic- 

tualling be paſt, which will be before the latter end of January. 
Care is to be taken that no knowledge of the little hopes 1 have of Peace, 
until the Prince come over, come to any of the Triſh Agents there. 

In my letters to the Prince when 1 was in France, 1 deſired, that what part 
of the Fleet ſhould be imployed hither, might receive my orders; and | con- 
ceive it ſo deſtructive to the ſervice of this Kingdom, to have the maritime 
and land power divided, that in caſe it be neceſſary for ſome more important 
end to diſpoſe otherwiſe of the power to command the Fleet, that alſo of go- 
verning the Kingdom may be added; which 1 ſhall in no perſon more readily 
ſubmit unto, than in that of Prince Rupert. 

You may be ſure, that whether you prevail in procuring money or no, you 
will yet receive all imaginable ſatisfaction in my deſires to ſerve you, and to 
be joined with you, in whatever I am to undertake ; but I cannot be ſo in- 
dulgent to my own content therein, as not to let you know, that without a 
round ſupply of money, I do not find that alacrity for your reception in this 
Kingdom in any beſides my ſelf, though my Lord of Inch;qu7n upon all occa- 
ſions expreſſes great civilities to you. | | 

I ſhall take care, upon Sir Ken. Digby's landing, that no diſcovery on my 
part ſhall hinder the recommending of him to the place you mention; bur 1 
ſee in this Army ſo much averſion to be commanded by men of his Religion, 
that I fear to ſatisfy them will be the more difficult work; whercin there ſhall 
want no induſtry of mine to facilitate his way to that or to any thing elſe 
that may be of honour and advantage to him.

Received your letter of the 2d of November from Carrick upon the 26th 

day of December, N. F. and account it a misfortune that it hath had ſo 
| flow a paſſage to me; which (I know) hath been occaſioned by the great difh- 
culty of ſending from thence hither. The matter of it 1s of great importance, 
and ſuch as I received with full ſatisfaction in the care and prudence of your 
ſelf and of Lord Inchiquin; and cannot but hope, that by your wiſdom and 
induſtry, that obſtruction of the Army will in the end be overcome; and in- 


treat you to be aſſured, that I will not fail ro contribute all that ſhall be in 
my power to your aſliſtance in the great work you have in hand. Ihe 
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The Fleet is now ready to ſet fail, and I hope will be ſpeedily with vou; 
and in it there will come ſome land men, though not ſo many as you deſire ; 
and I will cndeavour to get arms to ſend to you, and hope to prevail therein, 
whereof I will give you an account by my next letters; and 1 ſhall be very 
willing to come in perſon into that Kingdom, when 1 ſhall be adviſed to it 
by you and Lord Inchiquin. 

I hear a report of ſome letter that hath been extorted from the King, which 


may be prejudicial to his own intereſt, and to the Peace and union of that 


Kingdom. But I rely ſo much upon your courage and wiſdom in managing 
of that great buſineſs now in your hands, that I am confident you will not by 
any ſuch letter be diverted from the courſe you are in, according to the com- 
miſſions and inſtructions you have from me; being aſſured that his Majeſtic 
will be bctter pleaſed, by your doing that which ſhall be neceſſary for his ſer- 
vice in the ſettlement of that Kingdom, than by obeying any letter to the 
contrary, that hath been extorted from him in this his ſad condition and impi- 
ous reſtraint.

fe Articles of Peace lately concluded here will ſhew, that your High- 
neſs's commands in that particular are obeyed ; and if you ſhall pleaſe to 
look upon my inſtructions, I hope it will be found that they are not (if at all) 
materially tranſgrefſed. I ſhall only mention, that we met with many dith. 
culties in the tranſaction of it, to do right to thoſe by whole aſliſtance they 
are overcome. Firſt, by the remarkable conſtancy of the Lord Preſident of 
Munſter on the one ſide, and then by the very eminent loyalty of the Aſſem— 
| bly on the other; neither of which were ſhaken by the ſucceſs God hath per- 
mitted rhe monſtrous Rebellion of England, nor by the miſchievous practice 
of no leſs malicious Rebells here: So that (I preſume) your Highneſs may be 


confident, that the Engliſh Army in Munſter, and the Iriſh Armics of Munſter, 


Leinſter and Connaght, together with all the cities ſubject to thoſe Armies will 
_ readily ſubmit unto this Peace, and chearfully engage againſt all that ſhall op- 
poſe it. And it is hoped, not without ſome ground, that thoſe of Dublin 


and other Engliſh garriſons, as alſo the parties left under Owen O Nettle and 


the Marqueſs of Antrim (if any he have) will adhere to the juſtice of our 
cauſe; or if not, that they may be ſpeedily reduced. That which would in 
all probability perfect the work of this Kingdom, were, that your Highneſs 
would give ſtrength and reputation to our endeavours by your preſence here, 
furniſhed as well with money for your own ſupport, and of all other neceſſa- 
ries for war, as your Highneſs can procure ; not that your Highneſs's perſon, 
without thoſe aſſiſtances, or any of them, will not be moſt chearfully received, 
and your commands moſt faithfully obeyed.

not appearing to me, I humbly beg your pardon, that I adviſe your Highneſs 
would not diſcourage many hearts and hands here already declared, and armed 
for your intereſt by the delay of your preſence with them, depending upon 
uncertain expectations of the riſing of other parties, which you may perhaps be 
deceitfully put in hope of, to prevent your coming hither; or which may fail, 
or be preſently ſuppreſſed by thoſe that are both watchful and ſtrong Rebells.

Y the Articles of Peace and other papers ſent by the Lord Byron for her 
Majeſtie's conſideration, you will be informed of the preſent ſtate of affairs 
here; and by the copy of my letter to the Prince, your Lordſhip will find my 
ſenſe of his coming hither. So that there remains very little matter for a 
letter; yet you may pleaſe to receive this ſhort collection out of all: That all 
the Armies and towns, except thoſe poſſeſſed by Jones, and the party under 
Owen O Neile, we reckon upon as ours: That theſe Armies will be about 


| 15000 foot and 2500 horſe : That the Country is ſo waſted by the incurſions 


of Jones and O Nezle, and by the want of good order in the armies that 
are right, that the beſt care that can now be taken of it, will not recover it 
to a degree to be able to do much more than to keep the Army in quarters ; 
and that conſequenly for action in the field, (which, if early undertaken, will 
probably be ſucceſsful) we muſt look upon your endeavours that are abroad 
to furniſh us in the beſt proportion you are able, as well with money as with 
ammunition, and what other neceſſaries for war you can poſlibly procure. 
We are here in very great pain by reaſon of our ignorance of what hath 


paſſed in England, ſince that deſperately wicked Remonſtrance of the Army, 


which, whatever miſchicf it may do, hath yet done this good, that it put us 
quite off from all diſputes upon the neceſſities of conditions, and was no ſmall 
cauſe of the ſpeedy and, 1 hope, happy concluſion of the Peace. I beſeech 
you, my Lord, remember, that we are here put forth upon a troubleſome ad- 
venture, and let us not want the comfort of your frequent advices, and (if it 


be worth it) of your approbation of our endeavours. And let me have the 
great ſatisfaction of being aſſured, that I am ſtill believed to be, as I really am,

1 Have received your letter ef the 21ſt of January, and the other by Prince 
Rupert, touching whom your Highneſs's commands have met with moſt 
ready inclinations in me to honour and ſerve him, even ſeparate from all other 
obligations, than thoſe his own virtue and favour to me have bound me by. 
And if any there be, that ſhall make it their deſign to beget any miſunderſtand- 
ings in me of his Highneſs, they will quickly find their art miſapplied. My 
fear is, that ſuch may endeavour to find out fitter ſubjects to prevail on amongſt 
thoſe that are but newly returned to their obedience, and that have either na- 
tures more pliable to ſuch impreſſions, or ſomething of their paſt carriage that 
may make them more caſily wrought on to miſdoubt their ſafety in the increaſe 
of your Highne(s's power. And of this I already find beginnings here, and 
among the late Confederates, whereunto ſome advantage is given by the indiſ- 
cretion of thoſe of the King's party lately arrived. And though 1 doubt not 
but that the endeavours of the Prince and my Lord Inchiquin will prove effec- 
tual to the prevention of any ill effect of ſuch workings, ahd that J am certain 
my utmoſt induſtry ſhall not be wanting to the ſame end; yet I can never be 
aſſured, that we are paſt the fear of a relapſe into the diſorders we are but now 
coming out of, till your Highneſs ſhall pleaſe to honour us with your preſence, 
and that by your command, we be all orderly ſet about your work in thoſe

Sir, I have been conſtrained for want of force, or means to raiſc, or keep 
any dependant only on the King's authority in me, and for obtaining ſuch a 
Peace, as might not only ſettle and reduce the Engliſh Army in Munſter, and 
the Confederate party to his Majeſtie's obedience; but alſo work in them (after 
a long and bloody war) thoſe mutual confidences neceſlary for the ſucceſsful 
carrying on your Highneſs's deſigns, to ſubject his Majeſtic's juſt power (much 
againſt my will, and not without ſome violence upon my own nature) to com- 
pliances agrecable with neither. And this alſo is a reaſon, why your Highneſs 
ſhould haſten over betimes to redeem the King's authority from that ſlackneſs 
towards it, that may otherwiſe gather ſtrength by a too long continued indul- 
gence.

'7OUR letter of the firſt of this month came to me to Cork, as I was re- 

1 turning hither. My intention was, to have returned your Lordſhip an 

anſwer to all the parts of that diſpatch, that could there receive anſwers at 
Toughall; but a few miles off that Town, I was met by Sir Pzercy Smith, 
full of the inhuman tragedy acted upon the King by the execrable Rebells in 
England. The grief, horror, and amazement of this barbarous action, took 
up for ſome time all my thoughts and faculties; and the firſt I could recover 
or recollect, I thought due to the fitteſt ways and manner of proclaiming the 
King; and upon the beſt advice and conſideration I could take, I conceived it 
better to do ir after the manner your Lordſhip will find in the ſhort Procla- 
mation now ſent you, than in a time of ſo much diſtraction, to ſtay for 
calling of a grand Council of the Peers, whereof many are neceſſarily em-

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ploycd in thoſe ſervices, that muſt make this, or any other Proclamation effec- 
tual. I wiſh I may meet with ſuch publick and diſintereſted determinations in 
others, as thoſe are that induce your Lordſhip to diveſt your ſelf of that com- 
mand, to which even that reſignation (beſides many other preheminences) gives 
you much title. How far forth it may be made ule of, I yet know not; but I 
am ſure it ſhall be only for that advantage you propoſe, or not at all. 

The Biſhop of Fernes and Mr. Plunket are deſigned to go (as they call it) 
to part fairly with the Nuncio. I hope it is to no other purpoſe; and in con- 
fidence of it, I have given Mr. Plunket, (beſides my conſent to the journey) 

Commiſſion from me to tell the Nuncio, that if he will now at parting take 
off his Excommunication, and diſpoſe the people to an abſolute obedience to 
the Peace and the King's Authority, he will fully retribute for all the diviſions 
and the evil conſequences of them, both to the King and Country, which he

poſlible civility from me here, and upon his departure, but that I ſhall make a 
very advantagious mention of him to the Queen, whoſe diſtreſſed condition

May it pleaſe your Excellence, | 


NTILL the receipt of your Exccllence's diſpatch of the 17th this after- 
noon, I was deſirous to flatter my imagination with ſome hopes, that 

the fad news of the moſt odious and horrid murder committed upon the Per- 
ſon of the King had been falſe, though ſeveral ways related to me with much 
appearance of truth. But now that all expectations of comfort is quite cut 
off, I know not how to expreſs the perplexity and aſtoniſhment I am in, not 
only for the fatal loſs of ſo excellent a Perſon, and our Sovereign withall ; but 
that II cannot keep it back from my preſent apprehenſion, that the major part 
of that Kingdom, either through private diſguſts, ſelf-intereſts, or puſillanimity, 
have been conniving, or in ſome ſort acceſſary to this impicty ; and that by 
_ conſequence, (as far as one may preſume to ſearch into God's ſecret judgments) 
England, the head of our Monarchy, is like, at lcaſt for ſome time, to prove 
the molt contemptible, unfortunate, and abject Nation within our knowledge ; 
and thoſe that are dependants of it, (ro ſpeak with moderation) not ſo free 
from improvidence and want of timely forecaſt, to prevent this fatal ſtroke ; 
but that they probably may be ſubje& to ſome unhappy deſtiny, though in a 
leſs proportion. Thoſe whole conſciences are clear, have only this conſola- 
tion left, according to your Excellence's late moving expreſſions, that if they 
_ fall, it is with a flouriſhing Monarchy, and that they ſuffer with oppreſſed 

rinces. 

I ſhould continue confined to theſe ſad contemplations, did not the ſpirit 


of revenge, due to the memory of our late great Maſter, and my duty and 


zeal to the ſeryice, of his Royal Succeſlor, ſtir me up to offer at ſomething 
conducing to both thoſe ends; and what hath occurred to my preſent obſer- 
vation, I have endeavoured to digeſt into ſeveral heads here incloſed, that I 
may receive your commands with more caſe to your Excellence, and clcarneſs 
to my own underſtanding, together with ſome additions that this letter hath 
in charge humbly to repreſent unto you. _ N | . 
Notwithſtanding the incloſed intelligences of O Nezle's advance into theſe 
parts, which are not however to be lighted, I have received ſome kind of ob- 
lique intimations from him of his deſire (if he knew it would be acceptable 
to me) that I would be a mediator betwcen your Excellence and him ; and 
that he was yet timorous to make ſuite in any perſonal, addreſſes to you, by 
reaſon of many violent adverſaries, through whom he muſt neceſſarily pals 
unto your Excellence. I have made anſwer, that if he thought fit to write 
unto me, or ſcnd any perſon of Quality authorized by him, I would give a 
return with as much civility and ſatisfaction as lay in my power. If he ſhall 
purſue this courſe, I humbly deſire your Exccllence's ſpecdy reſolution, and in- 
ſtruction how I am to proceed in this buſineſs, and whether you will admit of 
any perſonal meeting between us; which ſeems to be likewiſe deſired by him. 
In the mean time, I ſhall preſume to offer my humble advice, that, as affairs 
now ſtand, it would be of great advantage to gain him; or if that be not 
agreeable to your Lordſhip's judgment and obſervation, I am clearly of opini- 
on, that, before you engage your ſelf in any other deſigns, he ought to be pro- 
| | 7.0. ſecuted 
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ſecuted with all the forces that can with expedition be drawn together; his 
craft, the unſettledneſs of many mens diſpoſitions, and the buſy working of a 
violent party of the Clergy, makes any delay dangerous ; eſpecially the Fran- 
ciſcans, who have lately held a Chapter in the County of Cavan, contrary to 
the orders of the late General Aſſembly ; and for prevention of ſuch ſcanda- 
lous proceedings, I ſend your Excellence a copy of a late letter of mine to 
ſome of the Prelates; wherein, if I have been more large in my expreſſions 
than agrees with your Excellence's intentions, or the formality of State, yet 
all things conſidered, I conccive it was not very improper to come from me 
to them at this time. The copy of my letter to the Nuncio I have not here, 
coming in ſome haſte yeſterday from Loghreagh; but the effect of it was, and 
that by the advice of ſome of the Prelates, that a multitude of barbarous de- 
ſtructive people had taken armes in this Province, giving out, that they were 
of Owen O Netle's party, and received invitation and encouragement from his 
Grace; and deſired to know, whether he would own any ſuch ſcandalous and 
rebellious proceedings; if not, that for his own juſtification, and the prevention 
of the ruin of many poor innocent people that might be deſtroyed by them, 
he would be pleaſed to ſet forth a publick declaration againſt them. His 
- anſwer I have not yet received, and am informed that he ſhipped much of 
his goods upon Friday and Saturday laſt, and means to depart immediately. 
But I muſt confeſs I am ſomewhat hard of belief, he till continuing his for- 
mer violent proceedings, as Tom Trafford can more at large inform your Ex- 
cellence, having had a full view of him when he was in his ſplendor at Gall- 

Way; and by that time the Biſhop of Ferns and the Knight of the Golden 
Spur arrive, who muſt paſs by me, I ſhall endeayour to obſerve your Excel- 
lence's commands the beſt I am able concerning him, and their negotiation with 
him. | as 

I find by my Lord Bermingham, that either your Excellence, or ſome other 
from you, hath given him encouragement to expect the Maſter of the Ordi- 
nance place, or Muſter Maſter General, and was not unwilling to have me put 

your Excellence in mind of it. He is certainly a very honeſt, noble, and uſe- 
ful perſon, and very worthy of your Excellence's regard. 

Amongſt the many that expect preferment, old Captain Thomas Leiceſter 
hopes, that you will not forget him ; your Excellence (as he tells me) having 
formerly lookt upon him with a favourable countenance. He aims at Proyoſt 
Marſhal's or Muſter Maſter's place of this Province : He was, without queſtion, 
a moſt deſerving ſervitor, both in the former wars, and in theſe more ſearch- 
ing times; is very able, fit for either employment, and yet not likely to keep 
it long from others, and hath in preſent no employment. 

I underſtand, that by the new eſtabliſhment of the Army, the Lieutenant 
Generals and Major Generals of Provinces will be put down. Major General 
Taafe is a very gallant and diſcreet perſon, and carcful and knowing in his 
profeſſion ; if it may be poſlible, it will be a very juſt and noble act in your 
Excellence to find ſome fit employment for him. 

Having now, I preſume, fully tired your Excellence, both with reading, 
and importunities in the behalf of others, inforced upon me, it is time to

Am ſeized with ſuch aſtoniſhment and horror with this morning's diſmal 

news, that my trembling hand cannot without great dithculty perform this 
ſad office of acquainting your Excellence with the King's being beheaded on 
the zoth of the laſt month, (old ſtile) the particulars whereof your Excellence 
will receive at large in the prints. After ſentence pronounced, the warrant 
for execution was ſigned by Fairfax, Cromwell, Ireton, Pride, Heuſon, and 
one whoſe name is not come to us. From the creation to the accurſed day of 
this damnable murther, nothing to parallel it was ever heard of. 

Even the crucifying of our Bleſſed Saviour (if we conſider him only in his 
human nature) did nothing equal this; his Kingdom not being of this world, 
and he, though unjuſtly condemned, yet judged at a lawful Tribunal. Since

I do not well remember what it was I writ to 
you from Toughall, touching the King's going into Srorland, nor have you ſent 
me a copy of that letter, (as I deſired and ſtill deſire you would) as I think my 
opinion was, that unleſs the King reſolve entirely, and without reſerve, to 
give himſelf and his people 5 to the Covenant and Presbytery, he would not, 
upon any pretence of a poſſibility of mediating it, go into Scotland. And 
truly, what I have ſince heard of Argzle's being in power there, and of his in- 
citing Cromwell, when he was in Scotland, to the tryal of the King, gives me 
great apprehenſions of the King's danger, even in caſe he reſolve a full com- 
pliance with the moſt rigid Covenanters. But in this I preſume his Maieſtie 
will receive very clear and impartial light from my Lord Lanerick and Lauder- 
dale; yet my duty will not permit my ſilence in ſuch high concernments.
